gain(t the light and grace of the ghoſpeil clercly now ariſpng, and plentes

Who ſo wyncheth and kieketh at the gholpell, in dede cannot but ſpurne 
at Eralinus: who hath with tncoparable tudte and trauaill ſhewed him- 
ſelf a diligent labourer in Chztſtes vinepearde , And truelp whomloguer 
I pcrcetue to bee an eagre aduerſarte to Eraſmus wꝛytynges, J (as my 
pooze iudgemente ledeth me )tannot but ſuppole the ſaine to bee an indu- 
rate cneinie to the ghoſpell, whiche Eraſmus doth accozding to the meas 
ſure and pozcion of his talente feithfully labour to ſette foozth and pz0* 
mote. But lyke as whan man is in a feure,oz with anp other grieuous in⸗ 
firmutee diſtempered, the bettet that the dzynke is, the wutle it taſteth in 
bis mouth: ſo whan the herte is cozrupt with malice and hatred of God⸗ 
des trueth,the bettet that the doctrine is, the moze it offendeth.

The 
Phariſees neuer moze furioully ſwelled, enſourged, oz raged againſt 
Chaſte,then whan he alleged holy ſcripture vnto theim, oi bzought as 
gainft theim the teſtimonte of their owne lawe whiche thet could not de⸗ 
ue. The ſcripture of God is all good and godly, pet lyke as the ſame to 
the good lpitite is a ſute pozte of tranquillitee peace, lo is it to the wie⸗ 
ked conſcience a ſtumblepng blocke, and a ſtone of offenſe. Out of one and 
the ſame floure the Bee gathereth honey, # the ſpydet ſucketh venome: ſo 
great diuerſitee of operacton there is in good and ctuill natures. Ind the 
cömon faulte ö malignaunt perſoncs dooe allege againſt the publiſ- 
ſhyng of Goddes woozde in p mothet toligue,xa ain p lettpng foozth 
of hollome # godly expoſictons vp6 the lame, is. 5 luche bookes cauſe le · 
diction 
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This hath euermoze hitherto been the p23ctile # conuetghaunce notone- 
ly ofthe Romiſhe Phartrſatcall ſozte, but allo ot the au icient enemies of 
Goddes trueth euen trõ the begynnyng. Neither haue this malicious ge⸗ 


neraciõ euet pet vſed any other waie 0z coulour to deface the ttueth, to ict 


the good pzocedpng ot Goddes woozde,oz to ſtiere and pꝛouoke the indig⸗ 


nacton ot Pzinces and Magiſtrates againſt the publiſhyng, oz again 
the true p;cachers and teachers therof:but onely by allegeyng that it will 
moue ſedicion, and teache errour: where in dede Goddes wooꝛde is ( as ye 
would ſate)a perfeicte toucheſtone whereby to fpnde out and to ttye uche 
cancatd ſtomazes, as would fatn tebelle # moue ſedicton,# would gladly 
haue it ſo to bee. Foz other wple a great woder it wer, and a verai ſtcaige 
thyng,if the woozde of God, oʒ this paraph;aſe,oz an other like godly ex · 
policion of the ghoſpell(whiche ts in ſenſe none other but the doctrine cf 
Ch;tit and of his Apoſtles) ſhould cozrupte the teadets, oʒ tcache errour, 
0; moue ſedicion. God and his moſte holy woozde ts altogether peace, vs 
nttec,concoz2de,and perteict charitee.Goddes wooꝛde tcacheth none other 
doctrine but peace, humilitec,lubteccton,3 ſo muche obedience to the Pʒin⸗ 
tes and Magiſttates, as the Romiſhe Babplontans would not dy their 
good willes haue to dee put in the heades a hettes of the 1guo;aunt peo⸗ 
ple. But thts coulour haue the enemies of Goddes wooꝛde etermoze vſed 
to ſuppꝛeſſe the ghoſpel. So did thei by all þ Mattyꝛs, ſo haue thet dooen 
by the true pꝛeachets, ſo did þ old Jewes by the aũcient pꝛophetes of god, 
t ſo did þ old hatiſees by Chʒiſt hymſelf, whoſe moſte gtieuous crymes 
wer, that he dzewe all the wozlde after hym, that he taught and (owed er⸗ 
roneous doctrine,that he ſeduced þ people, and Þ he made himſelł a king. 
And the malictous Jewes lated to Paules charge,Þ he begoonne to bee a 
ſedicious mouer of tebelliõ againſt Ceaſar: not that the thyng was ſo in 
dede,but becauſe the ſame was a cockeſure waie to make all obedient peo- 
ple hate the ghoſpel,#to pzouoke the rewlers 4 Magiſttates to ſuppʒelle 
it. But the lozde, who of his mercitull goodneſſe hath of late ſet out þ clere 
radiaunt (unnebrames ok his holy woozde and vetitee to (hyne ouer all 
chuſten regions: will ( I truſt)ſo contmue the light of the ſame , that the 
(tmple locke ſhalbee hable to diſcerne þ ſpirites of men, ⁊ liuelp to knowe 
the vngodly maltgners, whiche by cautlyng a depꝛauing all good thyn⸗ 
ges,dooe wzaſtle and ſtrougle (as muche as in theim lyeth ) to kepe þ tg- 
nozaunt multitude in blyn e. In the meane tyme al þ ſimple Engliſhe 
congregacion is bound continually to pzate foz your highneſſe, that haue 


fo; their vie # behouf pꝛocured the tranſlacton of this pzeſent paraphzaſe 
bpon the ghoſpel of Matthew and vponthe reſidue of the newe teſtamef, 
whercby thet mate with a coumfoztable and pleaſaunt readyng in their 
owne mother toungue, dothe encreace from date to date in knowelage , 4 
allo continuallp bee edifted in true religion, nouzeled in right opimons.

Jon my partie anone made myne ercuſe by many 
thinges,ficil chat it was already an acte bolde # ouer bolde, that I had at · 
tempteo theſame vp6 the wttinges of thapoQtles: ſecondiye that the apoſt⸗ 
les tn dede were godly men, yet neuertheleſſe men they were,but p maieſtie 
of Chziſte to be moꝛe great, then that it might be lefull to auentute þ doyng 
of ſuche a thyng in his woozdes. That i the maieſtie of the wozke dyd not 
put of a one awap,yet the nature ofthe argument oz matter of þ gol⸗ 
pels to refuſe the thing, and not to ſuffre one that ould go about to make 
a Pacaphzaſe, and not onely fo that there are in the goſpell perſons of di 
uerſe a ſondzy loztes, bato vehom while the wozdes aud talke is ſo applied 
as to euery ol them foz his rate 0z degree maye beſt accozde, it commeth to 
paſſe, that the waiters penne is kepteſhut within the encloſure ofan exte⸗ 
dyng ſtreyght grate,becauſe it is debacred kro that libertie,which all other 
ſoztes of commentartes doe luffer a receyue,(foz a pataphꝛaſe alſo is to be 
reputed as a kinde of commentarie.)

be eſchewed. And truly in that ſame his talke, where he fozeſheweth þ dil⸗ 
fructi of the citie of Hietuſalt᷑. a pzo0phecteth ofthe ende of the wozld, and 
of affiictions longe after to enſue vato the Apoſtles, Jeſug doeth ſo enter- 
me dle a temper his talke, that me ſemeth his will and pleaſure was, to be 
darke # not vaderſtanded,not onely to the Apoſtles, but alſo bito bs all. 
There be alfo certapne places (as I thinke) almoſt vnpoſſible to be expou⸗ 
ned, ol whiche ſozte one is,coccrnpng that agapuſt the holy ghoſt ſhal 
neuer be remitted: an other, cõternyng the day of ftudgement reſeraed to 
knowleage of the father onely, and bnknowen cuen to the bery ſonne ſelfe.

Neyther durſt J bee 
ſo bolde as any longer to ſtxtue 02 ſtrougle againſt the aduiſe and counſaill 
of hym, whoſe counſatlles your Maieſtet cutomably vſeth.tn moſt high & 
weyghtye affapzes,not vn willingiy to folowe.

intangled with vice and fylthy deſyzes. Therfozc yr the Jewes whome it 
bchouecd chekelye to accepte and imbꝛate the thinge that is offered vnto 
them beyng ſo often pꝛompſed and ſo longe loked fox ; Pf they alone nec- 
lect ſo greate goodnes whiche is frelye offered to all men, + yf they had 
rathcr alone to lacke it, than to haue it common wyth others they can 
umpute they: deſtruction to nothynge but; to theyꝛ owne imcredulite and 
vnbelefe. The ſapinges and pꝛophecies of the holy pꝛophetes pꝛophecy⸗ 


ed thele thinges chefely foꝛ them. They ſawe Chziſt with theyꝛ eyes woz- 


kyng myꝛacles they hcarde with they cares the doctrine of the Golpell. 
The kyngdome of heauen was pꝛeached firſte to them. But truly who 
ſo euet ate weary of theyz fozmer Iyfe as many as loue true innocency 
and godly lyuyng who ſo cucr deſyꝛeth true parfect and cucrlaſtyng fe- 
licitie, let them receyue this goſpell this plealaunt # mery tydinges, wyth 
merye and chcrefull hartes whether they be Grekes, 02 Jewes oz Ro- 
mans.02 Dcithians,cz Gallians, oꝛ Bzytannes . Lyke as god is not on- 
ly God of the Jewes but indifferently god oucr all, and common to all 
lyke as there is one ſonne whiche is common to the whole wozld : ſo Je⸗ 
ſus Chulte the ſonne of God came to ſaue all men, dycd foꝛ all, roſe a⸗ 
gayne foz all.aſcended into heauen fo: all and ſent his holy ſpirite to all, 
refuſyng none,neyther koꝛ diucrſitie of ſtocke , oz of age, oꝛ of kynde , oz 
of ſtate, oꝛ of lyfe. All the ſynnes of the founer lyfe be dꝛowned once by 
his deathe in holye baptiſme . And thoſe ſinnes be not imputed, be they 
neuer ſo greuous : fox the cleanſyng of whiche, that bleſſed innocent once 
dyed: ſo that the teſt of the lyfe be paſſed ouer aftcr the rule of Chuiſt, that 
is to ſay after the docttine ot the goſpel:fro the tunc of baptiſme,a man is 
iudged oꝛ taken to be a chʒiſtian to the perfourmaunce of the whiche fo 
highe a pꝛofeſſion, he wyll graunt his free ſuccour à ayde, 4 wyl graunte 
allo plentiful rewarde to them that do perſcucr vnto thende.He requireth 
of no man the burden of Moyſes lawe, onely he tequrzeth lyuely fayth, 
the whiche maye redely beleue what ſo euer is ſhewed z with a ſure truſte 
looke foꝛ that whiche is pꝛomiſed. The eternall veritie doth not deceyue, 
God the pꝛomiſer diſapoynteth not: Further mannes lawe ſhall not nowe 
pꝛeſcribe what is to be done, but Chuſtian chatitie ſhall playnlp tell.

And firſte of all we ſhall recyte the geneologte and pitigre of Jeſus 
Chuitc.takyng dure begynnyng not from the hygh head, but from Da- 
110 and Ibtaham,cyther betaule the memonie of theſe two is very ryfe 
and common and verye acceptable emong the Jewes , foz their glozye is 
chetcly of Abꝛaham as of the authoꝛ and begynner of theyꝛ nacton , and 
Daud the kynge beyng fo muche pꝛayſed by the commendacion of god, 
ſtycktth the moꝛt in theyꝛ myndes. becauſe the memozy of hym is yet but 
teſſhe andnewe : oꝛelles becauſe Chriſte whiche was looked foꝛ ſo ma⸗ 
ny ycares , was pꝛoiniſed chefelye vnto theſe two, and that in the bokes 
and oꝛaclcs of the Hebꝛues, to whome euen thoſe that be directly againſt 
Ch:iſt gauc great credit. Foz inthe hoke of Geneſis God ſpeaketh 
vnto Abꝛahaun, pꝛonnſing that in tyme to cum there ſhoulde (pzyng one 
put of his ſtocke through whole free benefit , not onely the nacton of the 
Icwes, but alſo ali the people of the whole wozlde beyng receyued in- 
to the ryght and title and loue of chyldꝛen ſhoulde obteyne with Chriſte 
the felowſhippe of the kyngdome of heauen , not by circumciſion whiche 
was as than ſet furth.but by the fayth of the $ pell. Foꝛ thus ſayeth 
vnto Abꝛaham. In thy ſede,that is to ſay,in Jcſus Chuſt al nations 

be bleſſed. Further Dauid in the miſtical pſalmes ſpeketh thus. Of the 
ttuite of thy wombe ſhal I ſet vpon thy ſeate. And this ſhall we do chefe⸗ 
ly becauſe of the Lewes, leſt they beyng a rebellious nation and harde 
of belcke , knowyng by the authoꝛitie of pꝛopheſies whiche they ſulficy⸗ 
ently beleue that Welſias whiche ſhoulde cum was pzornſed,mape make 
cauillations.and ſaye that there is an other ſautoure to be loked foꝛ, and 
that this is not he whome the ſcriptures pzomiſed. Foz many of them be- 
caule theyꝛ myndes be blynded with diſires of woꝛldly thinges not takin 
aryght the ſavinges of the pzophetes,(ſuche was their carnall and g 
affection)loked foꝛ ſum myghtye and glozious kynge, who beyng vali⸗ 
aunt with armes oꝛ hooſtes weapon. riches, x ſuche other defences of this 
worlde ſhoulde pꝛomote his people to ryches,honoz,x unpery,and ſhould 
ſubdue the whole wozlde to the do minton of the Hebꝛues. But Chute al⸗ 
though he be loꝛde ouer all, cainnot in to the woꝛlde to the intent to en⸗ 
ryche with woꝛldlye gooddes on? nacion,of the whiche he was bone; as 
touching his body that he toke , but to thintent to auaunce all the naci⸗ 
ons of the whole woꝛlde vnto true ryches,that neuer ſhoulde decaye : and 
to make them bleſſed cucriaſtyngly with heauenly tycheſſe to ouercum 
the tyꝛamm of deathe by ſufferyng and dying to ſubdue enemies by gen⸗ 
tyll deſcruynges , to kyll the monſters of vice, and the ſoꝛe pꝛouocations 
ot concuptlcence by the lwearde of the ſpirite,and they beyng ones ouer⸗ 
cum that fyghte agaynſte the e of God, to geue vs ot his owne 
riahteouſmeſſe and innocencie : Finally by ſpirituall weapons, to winne 
vnto vs a [pirituall kyngdome . But theſe Jewes can not haue hereaf- 
tet any thyng to ſaye,whan they ſhall ſee all thinges to conſent and agre 
vnto him,whome we knowe to be cum and conſtantly pꝛeache the ſame 2 
whiche thinges the holy pꝛophetes inſpired with the heauenly ſpirite had 
pꝛophecied with a full conſent # agrement ſo long befoꝛe in holye bokes: 
that is to ſaye the ſtocke the kamiſie, the manner of byrthe, the lyfe, the 
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doctrine, the miracles, the afflictions, the rebukes , the kynde of deathe, 
the buriall, the reſurrection, thaſcending into heauen, the holy ghoſt ſent 
doune from heauen, the wonderfull tonges of thapoſtelles,the conuerſion 
of the , and other thinges whiche we ſawe and dayly ſee donne by 
them Þ pꝛofeſſe the name of Chꝛiſt. Finally the tune alſo doth agre, in the 
which he was pzophecyed foꝛ to cum. Ind all theſe thynges were pꝛophe⸗ 
cied not onely by the ſayinges of the pꝛophetes but alſo were ſigmifyed by 
thactes and deades of the patriarches. Now ſeing they knowe theſe thyn- 
gcs.ifthey compare them wyth theſe whyche we ſhewe to haue bene done 
they ſhall vnderſtonde that they loke in vaine foz any other Meſſias then 
this whome we ſpeke of, he came ones humble and abiect concerning the 
fourme of mannys body(foz ſo Eſay pꝛophecied he ſhulde cum / to delyuer 
all men by his death from the tyꝛanny of death. And he ſhall cum again in 
thende of the wozld,not as now a ſautour,but a iudge of all, bothe lyuing 
and dead. Now no man is excluded from his benefit. Than no man ſhall 
eſcape his tudgement. But than ſhall they ioytully ſce the iudge dealyng 
euerlaſtyng tewatdes, whiche now do not deſpiſe him a meke ſautour and 
eaſy to be intreated. This therfoze is that only and very Meſſpas whole 
geneology # petigte ſhall forthwith be ſhewed, towchinge the body why- 
che he toke fo our cauſe : foꝛ by him ſhulde ſpꝛing # cum furth a new na- 
cion not catnall but ſpirituall,whyche ſhulde rather repleniſh heauen tha 
peatth, the whiche alſo ſhuld be encreſed oꝛ multiplied not by the ſeed of 
man, but by the euangelycall faith which is the heauenly ſeed of goddes 
wozde. Ok this kaithe the authour and father in a miſticall figure was 
rep2eſented by Ibzaham.who(the lawe of circumciſion not yet publiſhed,) 
deſcrued the pꝛaiſe of rightuouſnes, not befoze men, but befoze God, 
not by the kepynge of the lawe but by the ſyncerytye of fapthe , wherbp 
he doubted nothing of goddes pꝛomiſes although they were karte paſ- 
linge the power of nature. Ind foz this truſt and confidence,he was cal- 
led the father of many nacions,whiche after the example of him ſhulde be- 
leue the goſpell of Jeſus Chziſt.He now his body being decayed foꝛ age, 
his wife alſo being weake and baren begat jJſaac whyche was p2omt 
vnto hin, who alſo was a figure of Chuſt. bearing woode to the ſacrifice, 
where vnto he was appointed. Jſaac begat Jacob whiche,though he 
were the yonger bꝛothet pet he ſet his elder bzother beſide , and purcha- 
ſed the inheritaunce to him ſelke , wherin he was a figure of the churche 
that ſhoulde be congregated and gatheted together of the gentils , the 
whiche the Jewes being excluded encreaſcth dayly moꝛe and moze.recea- 
uing the grace of the goſpell by favth, of the which the Jewes thozough 
vibelefe haue made them ſelues vnwozthy. Foz thus ſayeth god: J haue 
loued Jacob à hated Gſau. And in the pꝛophetes ofte mencion is made of 
this name. Jacob begat Judas of whome the tribe had his name of the 
whiche Chulte was pꝛophecied to cum of, and by whoſe name as by in⸗ 
heritaunce was pꝛomiſed the newe lawe of the goſpell koꝛ thus ſpeketh 
Hietemie:Beholde the dayes do cum ſapeth the Loꝛde and J wil diſpoſe 
anewe teſtament to the howſe of Judas and the howſe of Jacob. And 
he did not beget hun onely, albeit he deſerued chicfely to be recyted in the 
geneologie, but alſo he begat the other cleuen bzothers of Judas .whyche

Salmon begat Boos of Ra⸗ 
hab which though ſhe were not of the nacion of Jewes but ol the Cana⸗ 
nites, yet becauſe ſhe pꝛeſetued the ſpyalles ſent from Jeſu the captapne 
and guyde of the Jewes,and becauſe ſhe betrayed the cytie of Dierico, ſhe 
deſetued her place in the geneo of them, whiche thozough fayth were 
made pzayſe wozthy of god, and ſhe exempted out of the ſozte and ozdze of 
common women was choſen and admitted emong the people of God and 
maryed to an huſoande of the nation ol Jewes,ſignifying euen at p time 
that ſinners and heathen people beyng alienate from the religion of God, 
ſhulde be coupled vnto Chuilte thozough the meryt of fapthe. 
Boos alſo had a ſonne named Obeth by Ruth a Moabyte, the whiche 
alſo tenounſong her countrey and her bodely affections had rather to be 
planted emong the people ofthe Jewes that is to ſaye ſuche as pꝛokeſſe 
the doctrine of Chꝛiſte. Thus at that tyme fygures and ſhadowes ſigni⸗ 
ficd befoꝛe. that no kynd of men ſhould be dꝛyuen and kept of fromthe fe- 
lowſhip of the goſpel,Co that he bzing with him faith x a deſirous mind of 
true godlines. Of Obed came Jeſſe, which was called alſo Eſay ot whole 
name Cſay pꝛophecying of Chuiſt maketh mentiõ ſaying:I rod ſhal cum 
out of the root of Jeſſe.Of him was bozne Dauid derely beloued of god, 
both kyng x p buylder of the citie of Hieruſalem noble thꝛough the 
flaughter of Goliad,z after that the wicked king Saul was depoſed , by 
the comaundement of god from a pooze ſhepard he was conſecrat kpng o⸗ 
uet the Jſraclites.Out of whoſe the hole nation of the Hebzues did 
loke thatChulſt ſhulde cum as it was pzophecyed befoze ol men that were 
in pired with god.

. euident to all mennes ſyghte and vnderſtandyng . He is 
boꝛne verye man and moꝛtall, and yet the ſame very God and immoꝛtall. 
De is bozne man of man and pet of a virgin. He is bone of the ſtocke of 
Adam whiche was the fyz\t of mankynde x yet without the ſpot of ſinne. 
He is bozne in matrimonte, but lo, that the woozke of his concepcion was 
not of man but of the holy goſt: who by a wonderful meane fourmed and 
faſhyoned the e d meruaylous frutte, of the ſubſtaunce of þ vnde⸗ 
filed virgin as in an heauenlye temple conſecrate to God. And he oꝛdeted 
this matter with ſuche a matueylous wyſedome that he couered and hyd 
it from the wycked, as a thyng incredible: and perſwaded it vnto godly 
myndes with moſte certapne # ſure argumentes the whiche no eloquence 
of man was vtterly able to pꝛoue and perſwade. Whertoꝛe whan the ho⸗ 
ly virgin eternally appoynted to this great miſterye, to be the mother of 
Jeſu by the aduiſe of her parentes , whoſe heartes were oꝛdered and di- 
rected by the power of God, beyng ſpouſed to an honeſt man of her tribe, 
named Foſeph, kepte company with hym in houſe, ſhe was kounde great 
with chylde befoze they came and cowpled together as man « wyfe, eyther 
becaule true honeſtte, is not haſtye to the luſte of pleaſure,oz becaufe god 
dyd ſo oꝛdꝛe this matter . Foz the maydens woumbe waryng dayly grea- 


tet and greater, declared it vnto Joſeph to be ſo, beyng her 2 
whiche bothe loued her weil, and was not inſenſible in ſuch thynges.

declared in tyme conuenient . Thertoꝛe the conception was ccrtayne and 
true, declaryng it ſelfe by manifeſt and accuſtomed tokens eſpecially vnto 
Joſeph, who by reaſon of conuetſation in houſhold marked moꝛe eaſily in 
his ſpouſe, the habyte & fourme of her body. But this young thyng came 
not furth by thimbzacing of man, as other women by the comon lawe of 
nature be wonte to conceyue, but by the holy ghoſt : whiche by the angell 
Gabuel than meſſinger from heauen enteryng into the moſt hooly temple 
of the virgins wombe(the inuiſible power of the fatherlye godhed imbꝛa⸗ 
cyng a ouerſhadowpng the hole body a mynde of the moſte holy virgin) 
without any hurte oz detriment of chaſtitie, made her great with chylde.

great with chylde,and yet had founde the maners of herto be ſuche, that - 


there coulde be no ſuſpicion of aduoutry in her. And beſydes that true ho⸗ 
neſty is neyther redy to misdeine,no: haſty to reuenge : he began to caſt in 
his mpnde, by what meanes he myght bothe ſce foꝛ the good name, # alſo 
the lyke of his wyfe : and commyt the matter vnto god, whereof he hym 
ſelfe coulde fynde no ende noz yſſue . By the reaſon of great familiaritie, 
he founde the maners of the mayde vtterly without blame . Foz that gods 
ly ſpirite, whyche dwelled whollie tn her hatte dyd appere in het eyes, and 
in her countenaunce,and dyd declare it ſelfe euery where in her goyng , in 
her geſture,and in her communication. He ſpied in her a certaine heauenly 
thing and moꝛe than man. And yet he ſawe her great with chylde, and ſhe 
was away from home certayne monethes whyle ſhe went to ſee her coſpn 
Elizabeth. Furthermoze he conſidered howe great the weakenes of that 
age and kynde was in other maydens. What buſynes woulde ſumme o⸗ 
thet huſbande haue made here chekely if louc had ſtyꝛted vp gelowſy whi⸗ 
che is a verye ſoꝛe diſeaſe of the mynde. But to pꝛoue this matter to be 
true, Joſeph was choſen out tobe a witnes, leaſt any man myght ſaye that 
the chylde of Wary was ether an other womans oꝛels vnlawfully gotten 
He was a man reputed of all men,of knowen and tried honeſtie and wyſe⸗ 
dome ſd that no man inyght ſuſpect hym eyther to be ſo notably naughty 
that he wolde be his wiues bawde oꝛ of ſo foolyſh pacience, that he would 
nowꝛyſhe and bꝛyng vp with the childe her whome he knewe to be an ad- 
uoutreſſe.There be none moꝛe cruel agaynſt theyz wyues that do amiſſe, 
than they whiche be defyled with many aduoutryes then ſclues. Joſeph 
hym ſelfe beyng verye innoceut,was ſo far from all deſyꝛe of vengeaunce, 
that he dyd not ſo muche as once in wozdes kynde faulte with her, leſt he 
ſHulde diſco2age the virgins harte with any ſozowfulnes. He is troubled 
with hun ſelfe with ſecret cares of the minde à doth deuile a gentle kind of 
diuoꝛce that he might be deliuered fro her copanie whichwas withchild in 
ſuch wiſe that ſhe myght beate no blame noꝛ be in any ieoperdie 02 —

Whan the meſſinger of the hygh God had ſpoken theſe thynges, 
Joſeph wakinge from llepe bothe merely and cherefully,dyd obey the oꝛa 
cle. He ſetteth a parte al his putpoſe of diſcoꝛde and taketh his wife moze 
nercly vnto hym that no man might ſuſpect any diſcoꝛde oꝛ diſagremente 
to be betwene thein. And now he perceyuing that ſhe was holly dedicated 
vnto God of heauen he doth honour in her the godly miſtcry, noꝛ dareth 
not touche her, whome God had taken onely to hym ſelf. He is diligent in 


ſetuite but he fozbereth to copany with her as her huſbãde. In the meane

ſeaſon that heauenly fruite waxeth ripe in the holy woumbe of the vir- 

gm. whiche cummtnge furthe at his tyme of his mother the virgin, toke

the ſame. Further Joſeph as he was commanded of thangel bearing the — 5 his 
countenaunce of a father hithcrto,gaue aname to the childe Jeſus,whan 
after the faſſhion of the cuntrye,he was circumciſed theyght daye .

Foz we ſawe his ſtatte iu the 
caſt ,and are cum to wozlhip hym.

Allo 
cs the ſupputacion and counte of the wekes when Daniel 
Ä nꝛophecied that he ſhoulde cum, doth conſent and agree. 
Alſo the ſtraungeNatiuitie doth agree, where by he was boꝛne of the vir- 
gin withoute helpe of man. And the name doth agree. I ſautoure was 
pꝛomyſed A ſautour was loked foꝛ, Jeſus ſignifieth a ſautour. Further- 
moꝛe Þ name of the cunttye and of the towne,doth anl were to the faith of 
the pꝛophetes foꝛ he was bozne not farrefro Hieruſalem in a little towne 
called Bethleem.and that in the cuntrye of Jewzy, fo: there is a towne in 
Galile alſo of this name in the tribe of Zabulon:and he was bozne in the 
tyme when Herode an Idumean by birthe and not a Jewe, obteyned the 
kingdoin ouer the Jewes, that no man neded foꝛ to doubte but that now 
was the tyme that Meſſias ſhulde be bozne, the whiche Jacob the patti⸗ 
arche mauy yeres befoꝛe pꝛophecied ſhuld cum to paſſe, ſavng: The ſceptet 
ſhall not be takẽ ftõ Juda,no: a tulet fro his thighe, till that he cũ which 
ſhoulde be ſent. Truely this is he tholpeſt of al, at whoſe enteringe al the 
anoynting of the Jewes ought to haue ceaſed ⁊ geue place. Nowe ye ſhal 
vnderſtad ty what woderful meanes he bega by little x little to be knowẽ 
to the woꝛlde. Foꝛ he wolde be manifeſt and open vnto all, which came to 
ſaue all, that bothe he might be knowen vnto good men to they? ſalyatis, 
and that he take awaye from the wicked all excuſe of ignozaunce. 
He was pꝛomiled chiefly to the Jewes he was bozne of them he was firſt 
p2cached vnto them of thangels, ſyngynge gloꝛy on high vnto god and in 
the perth peace emong men of good wil. The ſhepardes being taught by 
theyꝛ voyte, and tolde of the childe that was bozne, offered the fy2ſt ftuites 
of faith at the maungier where as the babe was boꝛne. By this ſecret in- 
ſpiracion of the ſpirite he was knowe ofElizabeth,of Dimeon x Anna the 
pꝛophetiſe. Firſt of al he ſhewed him (elf vnto pooze and humble perſons, 
whome he knewe to be molt pꝛeſt and redy to teceyue fayth. Fo the pꝛoud 
wolde not lightly receiue him beyng humble noꝛ P riche him being poore, 
no: the ſtowte him beyng meke:noꝛ they that were intangled with the de- 
ſires of this woꝛlde woulde receyue him that was heauenly. Ind becauſe 
he was pzomiſednot to the Jewes only, but alſo to the gentiles, yea to all 
the nations of the woꝛlde, he would guen at the very entery * 
nyng, 
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nyng. be knowen of alſo, to thintẽt he might declare and ſhowe that 
laluation was alſo offered vnto them, and that he might ſtytte and pꝛo⸗ 


dt Wag. yokerhe Jewes by their example, to cum to fapthe and to belcue. | 
| And he dyd not dꝛawe al men by one meanc to the knowlege of hym ſelfe, 


ans from the 
An ber ug but he alluted euery man by little and little by the thynges that they alre- 
dy knewe and was wel acquainted with. The Jewes gaue fayth vnto the 
pꝛophetes, they were moued with ſignes and wonders, therfozc he intiled 
thein by thallurement of theſe thinges.The Perſians and the Caldeans 
dyd attrybute muche to the ſtartes, as men muche geuen to this kinde of 
philoſophp , thoꝛough the knowledge of the whiche they haue perſwaded 
| them ſelues that there ſhoulde be a certen wonderful reſtozer of the wozld. 
X Th ertoꝛe they had knowledge of the birthe of the childe, not by any pꝛo⸗ 
phet 02 angel, but by a certen ſtraunge and a wonderfull apperynge ofa 
ſtarre,truely of that ſtarre, the whiche the pꝛophecy of Balaam did ſhewe 
befoze, to ryſe oute of the howſe of Jacob. Ind now they had knowledge 
by the common fame that this king was chefely pꝛomiſed vnto the nation 
of the Jewes.,and that he was not a meane king and of the common lozte, 
but very notable and without coparpſon, of whoſe power, of whoſe wyſe- 
dome, 4 of whoſe goodnes, farre exceding the power, wyldome and good- 
nes of man the hole woꝛlde ſhould haue erxperience.Further as the vll man 
when he hath occaſion is made wozſe,x a wiſeman as he hath occaſion is 
made wiſer.certen Magians ( foz by this name the Petſiãs called them 
that be notable in the ſcifce of Phtloſophy)to thintet they might cum nete 
and learne moꝛe exactly the thinge that the ſtarre ſhowed vnto thein as in 
a dꝛeame being nothing a ferde at the great tozney,they cum vnto Hieru⸗ 
ſalem, the ſtatte guyding them the waye : epther becauſe there dwelled 
Where is he the Dcribes and phariſcis whiche were very experte in the la we and the 
bob dhe lng Pꝛophetes, oꝛ becauſe they vnderſtoode that the king ſhoulde be bozne not 
ot Zewese farre from Yicruſalem , Foz now knowinge certenly that he was bozne, 
onely they inquired what place it was that was made happie with ſo no⸗ 
ble a birthe. Foz they thought that the natiuite of ſo greate a pzince could 
not be hyd emong — loked foz his birth ſo many hundꝛed yeres, 
eſpeciallp ſeing he ſhoulde be bozne not onely emong them, but alſo of the. 
But, Chziſt is no where knowe later 02 with moze difficultie,than in riche 
cities and in pꝛinces courtes, # emonge them that be arrogant in the pꝛo⸗ 
feſſton of wiſedome.But they ignoꝛũt of theſe es, inquite ſimply and 
Foz we fawe openly. Where is he they: which is lately bozne the king of Jewes:Foz 
deen eng we knowe by a ſure token that he is bozne. Foz when we were farrehence 
are ci to wog: in the Eaſte,we (awe his ſtatte of a merucylouſe bzightnes and bewty. 
re den. We lawe the ſtarre and felt thinſpiracion . Therfoze becauſe we knowe 
that he is bozne to the commoditie and pꝛokite of all men, though we be 
ſtraũgiers pet be we cum hither to Honour a wurſhippe him, and to geue 
the firſt fruites of honour due vnto the ncw kinge .

conceiutnge a ſure hope that þ chtlde might be taken by theſe two ſhows 
inges, geueth commaundement in his owne name to the Wagids, whi⸗ 
che of them ſelues were willing to go, that they ſhulde go to Bethleem, 
and ſeke out the childe with greate diligence: a when they had fownde 
him to returne eftſones vnto Hietuſalcem, and geue him knowledge of 
al the mattet: he pzetended a very godli cauſe,and nothing diſplelaunt 
to the myndes of the Magtas ) That J ailſo(@ he may followe you and 
wozſhip hym. He him ſelf woulde firſt haue knowledge of the childe, to 
thintent hemight deſtroye hym befoze that the people of the Jewes had 
cleare v ndynge that he was bozne . God in the meane tyme 
made thys pꝛouyſpon, that the Magians returned ſafely to pzeache 
Chzilt intheir owne contrets. Otherwpſe yt this vngratiouſe man had 
not ben deceaued of his hope, he woulde haue vſed extremely the Ma⸗ 
gtans them ſelues, whiche had bzought hym fo bnluckye tidynges.

The godly ſimple Magtans,after that they had herde the kinge, made 
baſte vnto Bethleem, whom the ſtarre which called the furth foza tyme 
dyd fozſake, to thintent that the barbarouſe people ſhulde 7 hou 
o ma⸗ 
ny ycres, afterwarde did put to death. But when they had paſſed ouer 
this patte of gobdes oꝛdinãce, agayne appered that wonderfull ſtartre, 
whiche ſerued thetr godly purpole in ſuche wiſe, that it ſhowed vnto 
them not onely Bethleem, but alſo the cotage itſelf, beyng very low, 
pooze, and baſe, and therfoze very hatde to find, yea and hanginge very 
nete euer the childes hed, it did ſhowe a pointe as with a finger thinkat, 
whom they ſo feruently deſyred. Therfoze when the ſtatte began to ap⸗ 
pete agayne, whiche ſhabed of al carefulnes from theit mindes, yo

they repleniſlhed with ſure hope and ioye, paſſyng little vpon mennes tel⸗ 
lynges but followynge the heauenly guyde : they eſpye the palace of the 
newe kynge: a kylthy and a vile cotage oz ſtable.

They fynde thinfant not ge in apparaunce from othets they finde 
the mother nothyng gaye oꝛ goꝛgious to loke too. All they: ſtuffe ſhewed 
and teſtifyed pouertie x ſimplicitie. The Magiãs which did not wozſhyp 
noꝛ fall downe befoze Hetode magnityinge him ſelfe in his ſeate wyth a 
kingly pompe:tall doune at the cradelles of the crying babe: they adoure 
and honour grouelinge on the grounde hym that coulde not yet ſpcake. 
And they were not content with this godlynes but they take out of they 


ng troubled with theſe thinges.They enter in: yi mo. 
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the whiche the nation of the Perſians was chiefly enryched that is golde 
incenſe. and mp2re:leſte that he whiche ſhoꝛtely after ſhould be compelled 
to flee ſhould lacke in his vyage. Ind with theſe fy2\t fruites of fayth the 
gentyles that were farre of, pzeuentyng the Jewes, whiche were thought 
to be next vnto god do conſt-tute Chꝛiſt to be they kyng:and of thother 
ſyde do dedicate the ſelues vnto him, offeryng a new ſacrifyce in the kin⸗ 
des of thyngcs. And now as by a tyddell oꝛ a darke fygure,they p2ofeſſed 
that ineffable Trinitie of the father, + the ſonne, the holy goſt acknow- 
legynge allo in one man moꝛtalitie pꝛieſthode, and kyngdoin. Foz gold is 
fo a kynge incenſe foz a pueſt. myꝛte łoꝛ him that ſhal dye. He was boꝛne 
moꝛtall, he dyd ſacrifice on the ctoſſe he conquered ryſynge from death he 
revgneth in heauen. The Jewes ſawe ſo many wonders and when they 
knewe hun, they kylled hym . The Magians ſawe no notable thynge as 
concernyng they: bodely eyes and they teioyſe that they had ſo foꝛtunate 
a iournep. But what time they deuiſed with the ſelues whether ther ſhould 
teturne vnto Herode to ſatiſty his mynde and deſp2e.they were admonyſ⸗ 
ſheo in they llepe by the diuyne oꝛacle not to returne agayne to Yerode. 
Fo: that was neyther ſuertie vnto the neyther to Þ childe neythet expedi⸗ 
ent koꝛ ſuche a weyghty matter which in tyme and by parcel meale.ſhould 
be pzomulgated and publyſthed vnto the w lde. Te ſpedely dyd obeye 
thoꝛacle and returned into they: countrey another wape, to be newe pꝛea⸗ 
chers of the newe kynge among they; countrey men.

Now the helth x ſafetie of the Magians was pꝛouided foꝛ and that 
tranquilite both of the mother and of the chylde mvght fozthwith be ſene 
koꝛ and that alſo the vngodlynes of Herode actoꝛdynge vnto his deſertes 
myght moꝛe and more be eraſperated ⁊ greued to the glozy of Chaiſte:the 
ſame heauenly meſſenger whiche ſent awaye the Pagians,appered vnto 
Joſeph in his flepe,erhoztyng hym that nowe beyng pꝛiuye vnto the mi⸗ 
ſtery,he would conueye awapye ſecretly the mother and the chylde into E⸗ 
gypt:wherby the diuine counſell intẽded this that that -» wp alſo beyng 
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wholy geuen tothe monſtruous woꝛſhyppyng of goddes,whiles it is be- 
come the hoſte teteyuet of him that is fledde from his countrey : by the 
touchynge and hauynge to do with hum, it myghte be pzepared and made 
redy to ſoine entry and begynnynge of ttcwe godlynes.Therfoze thangel 
ſpake vnto Joſeph with theſe wozdes:Iryſe,and take with the the chylde 
and his mother, and flee pꝛiuely into Egypt, ⁊ tary there vntyl I returne 
vnto the and ſhewe the tyme to come hyther,agayne . Foz it wyll cum to 
paſſe, that Berode ſhall ſeke by al meanes to deſttoye the chylde. Not that 
it is harde vnto god ſodenly to extinct and kyl Herode, and to pꝛeſttue the 
chylde.yf it pleaſe him but this oꝛdꝛe of the matter is moze pꝛokytable fox 
the conkyꝛmation and eſtablyſſhement of fayth.Foz it is goddes wpl that 
the fury and the rage of the tyꝛante ſhal ſet foꝛth his glozy. Joſeph not ta- 
ryinge,toke the mother a mayde, and the chylde, and fleynge in the nyght 
ſeaſon conueyed them into Egypt thete remapnynge tyl that Hetode was 
deade. Ttue ly this thyng chaunced not by the feare of man oz by foztune, 
it was the wyll of God to pꝛepate and to eſtablyſhe the kyngdome of hys 
ſonne by theſe aduetſyt ies, by the whiche,wozldly thynges be wonte to be 
decayed and bꝛought to naught, leſte that the woꝛld ſhoulde take vpon it 
any thynge in diuyne matters. Ind that thou mayeſt the better beleue it, 
God who woulde this thynge to cum to paſſe pꝛophecyed many yeres paſt 
by the mouth of his pꝛophete Oſee ſaying:out of Egypt I called my ſone 


¶ Than Herode whan he ſaw that he was mocked of the Magtans, de was greatly 
greued, and ſent furth men of warte and kylled and lewe all the chil dzen that were 
in Bethicem, and in al the coſtes therof,as many as were two peate elde oz vader, 


accoꝛdyng to the tyme, whiche he had dylygently knowen of the Magians. 
In the meane ſeaſon kyng Herode after that he perceyued in dede that the 
Magians had deceaued hym,nowe ragynge in anger,caſt away the cloke 
of godlynes and bꝛuſt out into manyfeſt tage, a ſendyng furthe miniſters 
of his madnes, kylled al thinfantes as many as was in Bethleem and as 
many as were in the coaſtes and the co e ok the ſame towne , whiche 
were of thage of two peare oꝛ vonget, kolowynge the ſupputation of the 
tyme in the which the Magians tolde hym, that they ſawe kyꝛſt the ſtarre 
of the chylde. Crueltie enlarged the tyme and the place,compaſſynge in al 
the yonge chyldzen,ſuppoſyng that by this wycked counſell. he had pꝛouy⸗ 
ded ſurely ynough, that he ſhould eſcape by no meanes whom onely he de⸗ 
ſyꝛed to be extincte and layne. But in vayne trauayleth the craft of men 
agaynſt the counſels of god. By theſe thynges was ſhewed a manyfeſt ex⸗ 
le, what they ſhould ſuffer of wycked pꝛynces, that woulde beleue the 
golpel and what they ſhould pzeuayle that by crueltie traueyled to extin⸗ 
quyſhe the fayth of the goſpell beyng yet tender and ſpꝛynginge vp in the 
hartegof the godly.To be kylled foꝛ Chꝛiſt is to be ſaued.Yerode had an 
occaſion to tepet, and not to rage vt gredines to reygne and to beate rule 
had not blynded his mynde. But while he through his owne defaute tur- 
neth all thinges int o matter of greater madnes, by his inalycyouſenes he 
dyd ſet furth the iu ſtice of god. Foꝛ it is manifeſt to al men that the inno⸗ 
cent childzen were llaine with great crueltie, a that he is woꝛthy an hoꝛti⸗ 
ble deſtruction, wherwith afterwarde h. was ſuerly payde.

But leſte any man inyght doubte that this thing came to paſſe by thoꝛ⸗ 
dinaunce of god-harke to the ÞP2ophcye of the pꝛophete Yieremp, leynge 
this thynge now done by the inſpiration that he had, whiche many yearss 
aftcr ſhould come to paſſe. A voyce( @he)was heard in Kama a voyce ſoʒe 
wepynge ſoꝛowfull and lamentable . Racgell dyd bewayle her chyldzen d 
woulde receaue no comt̃oꝛte becauſe they were all layne.Bachell beringe 
Beniamin,that is to (aye the ſonne of ſoꝛawe by and by vpon her delyue⸗ 
ty dyed and was buryed not karte tr 2m? Szthleem,wyeroc the Pꝛophete 
dyd erpꝛeſſe in her perſon the ſoꝛowe and waylyng of the mothers, lainen- 
tyng theyꝛ chyldꝛen whiche Yerode kylled. 

¶ But whan Derode was deade, beholde the augel ot the loꝛd appeted in a llepe to 
Jolepb iu Egypt ſaping:aryſe and take the chylde : bis mother, go into the lande 


of Iſtael, toꝛ they ate dead which ſougyt the cyilecs lyte. And ge acole aud coke the 
chylde aud his mother, and came into the lande ot FJſracll. 


In the meane ſeaſon after that Herode was taken out of the woꝛlde by 
puniſhment and vengeaunce moſte wozthy koꝛ hym , the angell agayne 
whyche gaue counſell to flee awaye,aperyng to Joſephin his fleepe , mo⸗ 
ueth him to leaue Egypte and to bꝛynge agayne the chylde and hys mo⸗ 
ther into the lande of {iraell.Foz he ſavo that they were deade that would 
haue the chylde deſtroyed. Ind he redely obeyng in ul thynges the wyl of 
god.conueyed the virgin the mother with her ſweete babe into the coun⸗ 
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treye of Jſraell.F02 it behoued him fyꝛſt to be knowen vnto them vnto 


whom chiefly he was ſente o thintente the people ot haroe belete ſhoulde 
haue nothynge why they .Mght make any reaſonable pꝛetence of they 
vngodlines, denying him to be theyꝛ Meſſias but to be lome other apoyn⸗ 
ted vnto the gentyles. 


C But whan he heard that Archelau s repgned in Jury, iu p tome ot his father De⸗ 
tode, he was afrapd to go thither, but warned of God in a llepe, went aſioe into tge 
coſtes ot Balile, and went and dwelte in a cptiecalled Aazatetb, th it it miggt be 
fulfpllcd whiche was ſpoken by the pzopycres:he (ball be called a Nazarite. 


Ind as ſone as Joſeph entred into the coaſtcs of his countrey.and had 
knowlege there by a conſtant fame that Archelaus the ſonne of Berode

Bethleem doth glozy of his byzthe , at Jeruſalem he 
was cyꝛcumcyſed and purifyed, Egypt was happy of ſo great a geſte . 
Nazareth may wel glozy of his bzyngyng vp. Foz this was the countrep 
of his mother , in the whyche ſhe conceaued her ſonne,a baſe and a pooꝛe 
vyllage of Galile, a countrey not regarded but or of the — 
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the crueltie ol Archelaus. Ind this poynte herein god doth teache vs.

Nazareth amonge the Hebꝛewes hath his name 
of a floure becauſe that that godly and ſwete floure the ſanctifiet of all 
virginitie was bozne of a virgin.lyke as Bethlecm ſignikyeth vnto the 
Hebꝛewes the houſe of bꝛead out of the which came that heauenly bzeade, 
whiche who ſo cateth, ſhall lyue cuerlaſtpngly . De therfoze lyued cer- 
ten ycres as one vnknowen, with his mother and his foſter father, whole 
ſone he was thought of almen, vntyl the tyme he came vnto mannes ſtate, 
and then he ſhewed himſelfe vnto the woꝛlde by doctrine, myꝛacles, death, 
and reſurrection, beyng knowen oz notable in nothinge noꝛ ercellynge 
other men but that he went fozward dayly and encreſed in all kynd of ho- 
neſtie and heauenlye giftes,that euery man loked fox ſome great and nos 
table in the chylde . De was alſo in the incane ſeaſon a dili⸗ 
gent obleruer of the lawe, becauſe he woulde geue none occaſion vnto the 
euyll wyllers ot eupll ſavinge oꝛ backebytyng but ſatisfye all men in al 
thynges. He had rather foz a tyme by kepynge of the lawe to bꝛinge the 
Jewes to mote perfection,than by deſpyſynge it to alienat and withdꝛaw 
theyꝛ mindes cleane frome him. Onely once he ſhewed himſelf at Hieruſa⸗ 
lem beynge twelue yeares of, age, at what tyme he pꝛyuely leauyng hys 
parentes.was founde in the temple ſittyng emong the doctoures heating 
them and by courſe queſtionyng with thein in ſo much that he was a w6- 
der to them all. Euen than his godly diſpoſition had a deſire vnto 
thinges, wherekoꝛe he was ſente into the woꝛlde: but as this 
was a pꝛayſe ot a tedy minde ſo it was therample of 
moderation and obedience to tarry the tune 
pꝛʒeſctibed of his father.

This diet, this 
appatel ſuche a place, was moſt mete foz a preacher of penaunce: M hoſe 
wonderfull holynes ſo amaſed all mennes myndes, that manyt ſuppoſed 
that he was Chꝛiſt: chiefely when many were perl waded the other whiche 
was thought to — — haue petiſſhed in the number ok the intãtes 
of Bethleem. But he dyd not chalenge vnto hym the gloꝛy of others, in⸗ 
ſoinuche that he ſhewed Chuſt openly to all men, and ſayde that he was 
not wozthy to leuſe the latchet of hys ſhoeg.. And yet he rulihed not furth 
ot his owne ſwinge to pꝛeache: but whan he was admonyſſhed from hea⸗ 
ven, that nowe was the tyme to playe the pꝛeachet. Foꝛ he came not by 
chaunce to thys offyce of pzeachynge. oz by the ſendynge of man. but this 
was he, of whom Cſay pzophecyed ſo many yeares befoꝛe bothe that he 
ſhould vtter openly in wyldernes the voyte of his pꝛeachynge x that he 
ſhoulde be lent befoze to pꝛepate the hartes of men to receyue the doctryne 
of Chzift, and becauſe he perſwadynge repentaunce of the founer lyfe, 
ſhoulde make them able to receyue the grace of Chziſte who by baptilme 
ſhoulde pardon all men of they; ſpnnes .

Therfoze the rumour and fame beyng nowe ſpꝛed abzode, dayly moze 
and moꝛe encreaſing and that by diuers meanes, by the angels, by ß ſhe- 
perdes,by the Magiãs by the cruel carcfulnes of Yerod, by the pzophecp 


John hys open and manifeſte ſettynge furthe,beynge toyned wtth a 
aucthouttic, in ſo muche that vll men alſo nowe amaſed with 
dyd frame themnſelfe,to the commynge of thus declared and ſetti 
furth . Foz truly it was tyme foz hym to come furth into the ſyghte of thi 
wozlde, to declare hym ſelfe;not by the teſtimonies of others, but by hys 
owne vertues,f it nught appeare what maner of one and how myghty he 
was and that he mighte obſcure # darken all men, by teſtimonye he 
was heretotoꝛe ſet furth à comended . Therfoze Jeſus left Galile where 
he had bene in ſecrete hytherto, and goynge aboute hys fathers buſines. 
lefte his mothers contty Nazareth,* maketh ſpede vnto Jozdane, where 
—— nee oe — out of dyuers coaltes 


mete ⁊ conuenict that I which am karte beneth x vnder thy vertues ſhuld 
tequtte baptime of the: Ind how cometh it to paſſe that thou docſt huͤble x 
abaſe thy ſelfe ſo low to require baptiſine of me ſyth noman is moze pure 
8 cleane fro al ſynne tha thou: Theſe thinges were thus done by thoꝛdy⸗ 
nacice of god to thintent both Þ we ſhould haue an example of the metuai⸗ 
louſe modeſtie à humilitie of Chꝛiſte ⁊ alſo that it myght appere vnto all 
men by the teſtunony of Jhon,thatChuſt being without conſcience of any 
ſynne oꝛ euyl required to be baptiſed. Foz he was baptiſed lyke as he was 
circumcyſcd.as he was purified in the temple with his mother as he was 
ſcourged as he was crucyfted. He ſuffered all theſe thynges foꝛ vs , x not 
fo: himſelfe. Wherfoze whe John declaring conſtãtly his own vnwozthy 
nes, ⁊ ſetting furth the wozthynes of Chꝛiſt did refuſe thoffyce of a bapti⸗ 
ſer:Chuſt by no ſiniſter ſuſpicion dyd ſteyne his owne innocency which it 
bchoued to be knowen ⁊ beleued of al me.Euecry parte(qhe)of this buſy 
nes hath his time. Be thou content in the meane ſeaſon , that J be bapty⸗ 
ſed of the thynke not vncomly koꝛ the yk thou baptyſe hym who(as thou 
ſayeſt is better then thou. Certaynely it ſhal becum me whiche deſircth to 
bꝛyng al vnto me to fulfyl al tuſtice. Foz he that teacheth al and teacheth 
pcrfection,muſte ſe that no lykelyhod oz apparaunce of vnryghteouſnes 
(be it neuer ſo litle)be found in his life and maners.{ muſt becum al thin- 
ges to al men that I may wynne bꝛyng al vnto my father. When John 
hcarde theſe he deſcended into Jozdanc with Chꝛiſt and baptyſed him. 
Ind here appereth an holſome example of humilitte in Chuſt, and of obe⸗ 
diente in John but the thyng and the effecte is of contray ozder. Foz bap⸗ 
tiſine doth conſecrate vs but he though the holy touchyng with his body 
dyd conſecrate baptiſine, 

C And Jeſus wh# de was baptyſed, came ſtrayght way out of the water s lo, heaut 
was open vnto him: he ſaw the ſpitite of god deſcendyng like 4 doue, and lighting 


vpon him And lo, there came a voyce tr heauen ſaping: This is my beloucd loune 
in whom Jam well plcaſed. 


And to thintent he might declare vnto vs what we ought todo after bap⸗ 
tiſme,and what felicitie was geuen vs by baptyſine. Jeſus goyng out of 
the water cherefully and ſpedely as though he had caſt of a great burds of 
ſynnes teachyng vs that we ſhoulde not tarry noꝛ lynger in waſſhynges, 
noꝛ oftentymes returne vnto the by ſynning agayne but to make haſte ta 
the ducties of a ſpiritual lyfe the ſinnes of the foꝛmet lyfe once caſt of and 
buried in baptiſine:Ye kneled downevpon his knees and lifted his haͤbes 
into heauen beſeching his father he would voucheſafe that thismatter of 
ſauyng of mankynde, which he toke in hande moght be happy and foꝛtu⸗ 
nate to all men, and that he would commende and let furth his ſonne vnto 
the woꝛlde with his fatherly authouttie : à leſt John his authoꝛitie ſhoulo 
be of ſmall eſtimation, albeit this koꝛ Þ tyme was pꝛokytable for the groſſe 
and rude people. Ind hehold the father dyd manytfeſtly auctoꝛiſe his ſone 
in the pꝛelence of ſuch a multitude of people. The heuẽs opened x ſhewed 
furth a certayne wonderfull light. John allo ſawe the heauenly ſpitite in 
the viſible lykenes of a doue to deſcende out of heauen.and to ſyt vpõ his 
holy hed. From whence the doue came manifeſt to be lene, frs thence came 
the voyce of the father ſoundyng to all mennes eares ſayinge: this is my 
derely beloued ſonne the delyght ol my mynde in * haue \ ——

ſivle ſigne of the heuenly doue, which ſyttyng vponChuſtes head ſhewed 
now playnely vnto al men(as a man would point with his finger)to who 
that voyce dyd pettayne. wyth the which ſigne alſo John hymſelfe was 
playnely and certaynely that he was the ſonne of God. Ind af- 
ter he dyd openly teſtifye that this ſygne and token was pꝛomiſed hun be⸗ 
koꝛe of the father to thintent that in ſuche a multitude of people he might 
cettaynelye know him that afterwarde ſhoulde baptiſe all men in the ſpi⸗ 
tite and fyer . Ind with theſe ceremonies the Loꝛde Jeſus was declared 
and conſecrated oute mayſter , whoſe diuinitie who ſo wyll folowe, he (hal 


be truly bleſſed. 
¶ The fourth Chapter. 


CThen was Jeſus led of the ſpit ite into wyldernes, to be tempted of the Des 
apl. And wh he bad faſted fozeye dayes # toꝛty nightes, be was at the laſt an biz 
gred. And whi the temptoute came to him, be ſaid: it thou be the (inc of god, cbs 
maund that theſc tones be made bead. But be anſwered e ſapde: It is witten, 
man ſhal not lyue by bzead oncly, but by cuery wozde that pzoceaderh out of the 


mouth of God. 


ND yet theſe entrees à begynnynges made he lepeth not furth 
by and by to pꝛeach although aucthozite were gyuen hym from 
uen,but ſodaynely he withdꝛaweth himſelfe fro the ſight of 
people into wildernes becauſe that departure fro the cõpa⸗ 
nye of people both increaſeth aucthoꝛitie pꝛouoketh a deſyꝛe. Nowe the 
ſpitite(that is the pꝛouoker of the vll) doeth ſpecyally aſſaulte them which 
leauyng the deſyꝛes of the woꝛlde do fall into meditation of the pure and 
heauenly lyfe.Therfoze Jeſus ſecretly teachyng vs the ſame, goeth into 
wyldernes. And this he doth not by the motion oz inſtigation of any man. 
but moued of his owne ſpitite. Foꝛ he that is baptiſed , hath nowe caſte of 
carnal affections,*+ beyng made ſpiritual by regeneration.ts led 4 moued 
by the counſel of tholp goſt:he remebzeth not Bethleem he returneth not 
to Nazareth,he goeth not agayne to his mother oz to his foſter father,but 
by the vehemency # rauiſſhyng of the ſpirite.he goeth into deſerte,folows 
png the example of the olde p! .Dolitarines doth quicken # make 
luſty the mynde of a Chuſhan ſouldict, and ſumtyme it is moze ſure foz a 
man to commtt htinſelfe to the wylde beaſtes,than to men. Baptiline ta⸗ 
keth awaye all ſynnes of the fozner lyfe but foz all that no mi is ſure fro 
the aſſaultes of Sathan whiche lyueth y.But yet the naughtp 
— to ſpung agayne chefely in them that be rude z yonge 
and lately entered and cummen to Chꝛiſt. And that frowarde Sathan en- 
uying as much mannes ſaluation as Chziſt is deſirouſe of the ſame:ſty⸗ 
teth and pꝛouoketh him with merueylouſe and lleyghtes to fall a⸗ 
waye and depatte: in ſo muche that he po and vſcth him that is res 
lapſed with moze ye , then he dyd poſſeſſe and vſe hym whan he had 
htm befoze.Agaynlt thele petylles and daungers Chuſt ſheweth —

remedies, often and harty pzayers,fozſakyng dt company,auoidyng

uout to atteyne vnto this ſtreyght + angelycal lyfe: Chuſte him ſelfe lyke 
a good captayne encountering wyth him,hath taught his champions, by 
what meanes,that malyciouſe and crafty olde ſyꝛe maye be ouercum, and

eaſes of the mynde her with oure enempe beateth # ſhak eth the myndes 
of the ſymple + weake as it were with moſte violent engins of war. Ther⸗ d wn 
foze whan Chꝛiſt had faſted fozty dayes, folowynge Hely, and Mopſes, had fate 
whyche thing was in ſuche wile aboue mannes power, that yet the Jewes 
beleued,that it was done of men:at laſt to ſhewe a manyfeſt token of mi- 
nes unbecilitie in hum ſelfe, he made no counſaple but fhewed playne ſp⸗ 
gnes that he felt the tediouſnes of hounger. Foz after the common nature 
of mannes body, the lacke of humour greued and payned the tomacke . 
Whyche thyng whan the crafty temptour perteyued thynkyng hym to be aud whan <a 
noth;yng but a man, although a notable and a wonderfull man, he caſteth tonptoure cam

Now to thintent that Chuſt teache ſuche as be his not to geue 
them ſelues to a careles ſecutite, after they had the hygher hande ones oꝛ 
twile but alwayes to kepe watche,x+ to be in a redines koꝛ all aſſaultes of 
Sathã he ſuffered alſo r ne aſſayling of the temp- 
tout: who as he deceyued the firſt Adam with the bayte of curiolitie and 


auarice, pꝛomiſing him the knowlege of good and euyll ſo in lykewyſe he 


the latter Adam, and toke him from the pinnacle of the tein⸗ 
ple and hym in to a very hygh hyll where he mighte loke at lybertie 
*- fatre and wyde and ſee all the b of the woꝛlde and the won- 
derfull gibzy aud pompe of eche of them. Duerly he knewe by experience 
of other men that there was nothing ſo wicked and ſinful,but they would 
take it m hande to obtayne rule and domimon. But albcit god 1s the au-

j J witgeue che fntereſt in the vnles he hath viciated a defiled any thing: yet as thoughe

e. The vngrattous ſpirite pꝛomiſeth an other mans goodes,z alketh 
— vnto oncly god. But Jeſus who hitherto — — ot 
hun ſelf well in woꝛth can not beate his fathers ignomine han 
(he). Thy counſel is farre from the doctrine of holy ſcriptute. The ſcti⸗ 

ſayeth : Thou ſhalt adoure the loꝛde thy god and hum onely ſerue. 
Alber that the deut had tepted hun by theſe and ltke other wares,finding 
hun alwayes to be valtacit x an inuincible chapion againſt al inuentions 
x ingins he left him at laſt. beyng diſapoynted of his purpoſe two wates. 
Firſt in that he that Chꝛiſt was tnuincible. Secondly, where as 
he came to ſerche, he was the ſonne of god oz no, he went awaye 
not ſo wiſe as he came.This conflicte was made in the ſight of God a his 
angelles the which the lozd Jeſus would not haue vnknowe vnto his, to 
thintent we might anowe with what a cumberous enemy we ſhould haue 
to doc and with what wages and rewardes.he would ſtyꝛte and pꝛouoke 
ignoꝛant and vnware mindes that we ſhould not deſpey2e, but diligently 
watche x take good hede. Chꝛiſt ouercame hym to ſhewe vnto vs that he 
was vincible, ⁊ taught vs allo how we ſhould ouercum. Finally he ouer⸗ 
came fo vs not fo him ſelt᷑ purpoſyng by vs to ouercum the ſame yf we 
deſcrue to hauehun with vs. And by vs he ſhal heat Chꝛiſt ſay:hete 
Sathan and he feare the ſetuauntes of hun ot whom he was ouer⸗ 
cum. Furthet like as in woꝛldly warre,thinges haue they: courſe 2 ozder, 
x labours be eaſed with reſt, ⁊ ſozowful pleaſaunt, and after 
ſoꝛe conflictes triumphes be made: ſo in the warte of Chziſt ſoꝛe ſtozmes 
of tentation be ated with myꝛthe and toyfaings; After the cumbe⸗ 
rouſe frowardenes of the filthy ſpirite by and by the angelles be ready to 
ſerue and waite vpon Chꝛiſt the conquerour.Duerly this eriple teacheth 
vs how in aduerſitte we ſhuld ſtave our minde with hope of better, tru⸗ 
ſting vpon the goodnes of god, whiche ſo dothe oꝛder al thinges. that now 
and than he doth exerciſe and pꝛoue the valtantnes of his warricrs, wyth 
trouble and aduerſitie:and agayne with ſum ſolace doth pꝛouoke them to 
teiopſinge and thankes geuyng w iche is the triumphe of Chuſten men, 
and in afflictions thozow the helpe of Gad, they be inuincible and yk any 
pꝛoſperitte cum vnto the they aſcribe it wholly to the goodnes and boun- 
tifulnes of God. Ind ſo it cummeth to paſſe that neyther they be diſcou⸗ 
caged in aduerſitie noꝛ inſolent oꝛ pꝛoude in p2oſperitte.

the pzophere, ſaying:the land of zabaton # Reptaiim, by the wap ot tie ſea, beyond 
Joꝛdaue, Galile of the geatiles. The peple which ſat in darkenes, # in the cba dowe 
of death,ſawe great lyght,aud to chem whiche ſac in the region ; ſhadow of death 

thc lyghris ſpꝛonge vp. , 
Therfoze whan C xiſt began to be of authozitie and eſtimation, chiefly 
after that John had in maner delivered him and commended him to hys 
dil aples pointing with his finger, x ſaying: Beholde the laͤbe of god, be⸗ 
holde hyin that taketh awaye the ſynnes of wozlde, + after that he had oz 
uetcum the deutl, being fully inſpired with the holy goſt:nothing now te⸗ 
mayned, but to take a tyme and place, to begynne and enter his . 
John wzought no miracle being content to pꝛeach only 2 Cox 
C. uu pt 
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kept ſilence ſo long as he pꝛeached leſt any diſcozde might rile emoͤg theit 
dilciples, being yet tude, carnal, and geuen to wo affectios. Sutely 
it is the parte of a good teacher,to confoꝛme hum ſelf to the capacitie of his 
audience. But than he entreth into thoflice of teaching whan the rumour 
was blowen abꝛode that John was caſt in to pzyſon of Yerode the Te- 
trarche,enioying ß rewarde that they be wont to haue which dare boldly 
ſpeake befoze the Pzynces of this wozlde , and wyl rather ſpeake holſum 
thiges thi pleaſaũt. Foꝛ he tolde theTetrarche of his vnlawful mariage, 
becauſe he maried his bzother Philippes wife. Ind ſumtime euill pzinces 
deſire to haue in howſholde with the, men of greate and notable honeſtye, 
not that they woulde obey theyꝛ cownlell,but becauſe they mighte ſeine to 
the ignoꝛant people to do by theyz aduyſe # cownſel, what ſo euet they do 
after theyꝛ own luſt a appetite. Ind in other thinges of light impoztadice, 
he had oftentymes ben obediet to his monitions but here, where he ou 
moſt to haue ben obediẽt at the foule requeſt of a filthy daunſing damlel, 
and at the deſire of her filthy mother, he caſt that very good man into pꝛi⸗ 
ſon. And afterwarde with the cruell death of ſuche a greate man he defiled 
the feaſt of his Natiuitie,and the eyes of his noblcs. Jcſus therfoze wha 
he hearde of this not becauſe he was in feare him ſelf, but to teach his not 
willingly to put the ſclues in daunger it they may conuementiy auoyd it. 
but whan it cummeth, ſtoutly to neglect it le auyng Nazarcth went a ſide 
into Galile of the Gentules in the which ale nd gaue vnto Yyere king 
of the T yꝛians. xx u.cities and wet in to the cytie of um, 

taken to be bozdering vpon the ſea, becauſe it is neere the ſtanding water 
of Jenazareth in the coaſtes of Zabulon and Neptalim, whiche were two 
tribes and in the firſt is Galilee, in the ſeconde that that is called Galilee 
of the Getilles wherby Chuiſt than as by a figute in maner thꝛetned that 
whan the Jewes dyd refuſe and perſecute the pꝛeachers of the Goſpell, 
than the goſpel ſhould be bzought vntotheGentiles.Indleſte that a man 
might thinke that this thing was donne by chaunce Elai being inſpired 
with the ſpirite of pzophecy.p2ophecicd longe befoꝛe that it ſhoulde lo be, 
ſaying:in the land of Zabulon and the land ofNeptalim, which boꝛdereth 
vpon the ſea in Galilee of the Gentiles.the people which heretofoze dwel- 
led in darkenes,hath ſeen a greate # a merueylouſe lyght and vnto them 
whiche heretofoze were in a thicke datknes, ſuche as is in hell, lyghte is 
ſpꝛong vp.Therfoze as cõcetnyng the time where Johnleft.there Chuſk 
begynneth. Foꝛ at the cleare lyght of the Goſpel,the ſhadowes ofMopyſes 
lawe do vaniſhe awaye.Ind this is ſpoken directly concernynge the mi⸗ 
ſticall figures of the lawe , and the expꝛeſſe truth of the goſpell. But as 
touchyng the place: At the firſt affliction and trouble of the holy pꝛeachet 
the name of the Gentiles is gone vnto and the lyghte whiche the Jewes 
blynded with fylthy deſyꝛes, coulde not ſuffer,is ſet furthe, paſſyng ouer 
to the Gentyles, very Jdolaters . But after ſuche ſoꝛte that the coaſtes 
of nepther is foꝛſaken, ſo that of bothe ſydes the trumpe of the voyce 
of the goſpell may be hearde. Ind yet furthermoze that contrey was no 
vnpꝛokitable auditoꝛie, by reaſon of the commoditte of hauens and certen 
notable cities ſtanding vpon the ſea ſide. which by the reaſon of the courſe 
of marchandyſe.were frequented and vſed alſo of farre cummers.

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tom that time Jeſus began fo pzeache # ſap. Kepent, fo: the kingdom of heaut 
4 2 b4d.9s Jeſus walked by Þ ſea of Galilee, he ſaw two bzetherne. $und which The texte. 
was called Peter, s Jndzew his bzother,caſtpng a nette in to the ſea, (tos they were 
fiſhers)and he ſaith vnts them:Folow me, and J will make you fiſhers of mf: 4nd 
they ſtraight waye left cheyz nettes and folowed gym. 


Now let vs heare the begynnyng of his pꝛeachvng. Is it ſucceded after 
John ſo he with hys doctrine, which was well knowen and fa: 
miliar.leſt he haue dꝛiuen them awape from hun, whiche had John 
now in fo greate ven etation: And he fedeth the weake with milke that af- 
terwarde he mighte bzing furth ſtrong meate to them whan they were of 
more ſtrength. And truely this is thoꝛder of teachers, whiche deſire rather 
to pꝛolit the hearers,than to ſet furth + magnifie the — — 
Che pꝛeching of Chꝛiſt is not onely moze milde x gentle than John his 
pꝛechyng koꝛ he maketh no mention neither of are noꝛ of fanne,noz of fier 
that neuer halbe quenched but alſo moꝛe to be commended, foz many be- 
nefites beſtowed vp6 al men tudifferetly. Jeſus cherfoze folowing John, 
cryeth and ſaycth:Chaunge your mindes and repent your fozmer lyfe. 
Fo: now the kingdome of heauen is at hande,the which as it (hall be ſhut 
vnto no man ſo it (hall be open onely vnto them that be pure and cleane,z 
ſeke after heuenly thinges, and cut awapye all woꝛldly deſires . What can 
be moze plaine + ſimple than this Philoſophy? Let euery man be diſplea⸗ 
ſed and greued with his owne nawghtines, and heauenly thynges be redy 
foz him at hand, and that frely . And now the tyme was cum, that Jeſus 
ſhould gather together a company of diſciples, whiche ſhould be familiar 
witnefſes of all his doinges and ſavinges and by whom he mighte teache 
other afterwarde. But marke what maner of men he choſe, not Philoſo⸗ 
phets not Phariſeis not pꝛieſtes, not riche men. Fo: he wolde not that the 
Var, of the Goſpell ſhould be defiled with any woꝛldly ayde and ſuccout. 
ut as he walked neere the water whiche ( as we ſayde befoze)was in the 
boꝛdꝛe of bothe Galilees, he eſpyed two bꝛothers germayne , the name of 
the one was Symon, and he was called alſo Peter the other was named 
Andꝛew whoſe fathers name was John. Tele befoze that tyme hearde 
John,thozough whoſe pꝛouocation they began to folow Jeſus . But they 
left them both, and returned againe to they: faculte x crafte, wherby they 
were wonte to get they liuyng . And nowe they were buſily occupyed, 
caſting they; nettes in to the ſea. It was a ſigne of good luck. Firſt youth, 
moꝛe ready to receyue the newe doctrine:Further, the agreablenes of bꝛe⸗ 
therne one ready to helpe an other: Agayne a craft and facultye in whiche 
was no hurte:wherby they gotte a pooꝛe liuing oute of the comon mear oz 
poole: Finally the fiſſhyng put the in remembꝛaunce of the new fiſſhyng, 
whiche ſerued not to take fiſſhes w nettes to feade the belly, but with the 
nette of the goſpell to catch men dzouned with wozldly cares, vnto deſire 
of the heuenly life. Therfoze as they were occupied aboute neceſſaries fo 
they: body,Chziſt ſpeaketh vnto them,ſaying:Folow ime, ⁊ ye ſhall learne 
a ſcience of ine, better than euer ye learned of your father . Ind yet ye ſhall 
not leaue pour ſcience, but ye (hall chaunge it foꝛ a better. Foz I will make 
pou hereafter kyſlhers of men, Þ ye which wayte fo2 filſhes to deſtrop the 
may catche # take men in to euetlaſting ſaluation. They knew the voyce 


of hym, whome bekoze they dyd beleue,x whole gentiines they had pzoued 
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befoꝛe with famitiar cõmunicatiõ. But though the ſtrength and efficacy 
of his voice, he bꝛought to paſſe that furth with at the woꝛde of the caller, 
they foꝛgat not oncly theyꝛ fiſhe, but alſo their nettes, as they were they 
left them there and not biddinge their acquatntance once fate wel folowed 
Jeſus cuen as he walked. Chey ſawe no greate thynge yet in Jeſus, not 
withſtandynge they ſtayed not, noꝛ lingered nothyng,noz were not care- 
full howe they ſhoulde get their liuinge hereafter,but toyned theim ſelues 
to hym, callyng them with his only wozde, and folowed hym, and woulde 


not awaye to dye therfoze. 

¶ And whan he was gon furch frb thence, he ſaw other two bzethern. James 5 ſune 
of 3cbede, and John his bzother in the chip, with their father zedede, mending their 
nettes he called the, * they furthwith lette p; chip their father, aud to lowed dim. 


Jeſus going a luill further eſpyed other two bzothers, James # John 
the ſonnes of Zcbedeus, he was the better pleaſed fox that the bꝛetherne 
and the father agreed ſo well together. They were all in one bote ende- 
uounge one thyng euen the ſame that Petet and Andzew were abowte, 
But theſe went not ſpedely koꝛwarde with their buſines, becauſe thep 
nettes were bꝛoken with long wearing, whiche was a token of pouettie. 
Jeſus thettoꝛe paſſynge by as they were erneſtly occupyed in mendynge 
of theyꝛ nettes Ilpake vnto them, and bad them folowe hym . The ponge 
men of a plaine confydence and truſt, withoute any tarying, kurthwith 
leuyng theyꝛ nettes and foꝛgettyng thetr father alſo, bende them ſelues 
to folowe Jeſus : fo the pꝛeachynge of John had framed and faiſhioned 
them fo delerued the towardnes and redines of theyz hartes, ſo had the 
inſpiration of Chuſt dzawen them, who wholly bꝛeathed and ſauoured 


of the heauenly ſpirit, wherwith he was repl ed. 

C And jeſus went about al Balile,trachyng in their ſinagoges, and pꝛeachyng the 
goſpcil of the kyngdom, and healing al mauct of lychnes, and all maner of diſcaſes 
cmoug þ people. Aud his fame (ped abꝛod through out al Sp2ta. And they bzought 
vnto hin all ſycke people that were taken with diucrs diſeaſes and grypinges, and 
them that were polleſſed with deutils, and thoſe that were lunatike. And thoſe that 
had the palſep: and he healed them. And there folowed hym greate multitudes of 
pcople from iZalyle,and ftom Decapolts,aud Jcruſalem, and Jewryp, aud from the 
countceis that lpe beponde Jo2dane. 


Pe ſee the enterynges of our Philoſophy, wherby it was thought good 
vnto god to ſaue al mankynde. Pe ſce the pope and rufflyng of the euan⸗ 
gelical ſchole. Pooꝛe Jeſus beyng accompanyed with theſe few fyſſhers 
vnlerned ok the comen ſozte,and pooꝛe men, walked ouer all Galtlee, not 
now in comers noꝛ in delette but in theyz Synagoges, where as was 
moſt teloꝛte:pꝛeaching and ſhowynge, that that whiche the kyngdome of 
heauen pꝛomyled heretofoze,was now at hande:not putting them in feare 
of hell fycr ipke as John dyd, but inuitynge and alluringe all men wyth 
free benefites . Foz where ſoeuet he went he healed all mennes dyſeaſes 
indifferently,and frely.refuſpng no man were he neuer ſo vile and of the 
meaneſt ſoꝛte and with lyke eaſines he chaſed awavye all diſeaſes, were 
they neuer lo incutable: to thintent bothe to (et furth and declare by my- 


racics, his power to be greater than mannes and alſo thozough free 
bencfites.to purchaſe and wynne the loue of all men. Foz hym we gladly 
truſt and beleue, whom we loue . Further wylde beaſtes alſo be wunne 
with benefitcs.Surelye there is no benefit moꝛe godlye, frely than to 
reſtoꝛe health.By thele meanes it cam to paſſe that the fame of 1 — 
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but vpon his diſciples and opening his holp mouth he beganne to ſhowe 
furthe the leſſons of the Solpelt, —— dhe eh bene 
hearde,and whiche be farre from the opinion of al men that appered to be 
berp wyſe vnto the woꝛlde. All men pꝛomyſe bleſſednes, whiche take vpon 
them to be teachers of wiſedom:All men of what eſtate oꝛ condition fo euer 
they be, deſire bleſſednes.But muche controuerſye hath ben emonge Pht- 
loſophers,# muche ertout in the life ol men in what thinges the felicatie ot 
man doth conſiſt : Bycauſe this is the marke and foundacyen of all wyſe- 
dome. Jeſus firſt doth open and ſet furth traunge ſentences, but yet very 
true . Ind therfoze though miracles he obteyned credyte tobe geuen to 
hys ſaying though it ſemed ſumwhat incredible , ſo that they that fownde 
his power to be in healing of diſeaſes of the body, might truſt alfo 
hys doctrine to be true, wherby he healed the dileales of the minde. Pet few 
Diſciples there wete, that dyd both heare and inbzace this bleſſednes.Let 
al men heare, fo he ſpake to all and all ſhall be made bleſſed and happy. 
Ol kalle opinions ſpꝛyng al ſinnes in lyuyng.Therfoze aboue al thinges, 
we muſte endeuoure to plucke them awape . Becaule the fercenes and 
arrogancy is the moſt daungerouſe diſeaſe of the mynde,whyche ſuffereth 
not man to receyue the true doctryne. P ea it is the fountayne, from whece 
in maner ſpꝛyng al deadly offenſes ; Firſt of al Jeſus healeth this, 
Bleſſed be the pooꝛe in ſpirite fox theyꝛs is the kyngdom of heaue: 
Bien . eares could haue abidden ſo incredible a ſaying? but after ſo many teſti⸗ 
bite, monpes of John ot the kathet, and of the dooue, and finallye vuleſſe hys 
authoutic had ben ſet furthe,and credit obteyned thozough euidet ſignes 
and miracles: Many be made vyle,abiect,and humble, and be bzought in 
diſcourage of them ſeluts, by the reaſon of pouertie, of baſenes of birthe, 
ok lownes of eſtate,o2 of aducrlitie.Truely thele be nere to the bleſſednes 
of the golpel,:f they folow with therr hatte, as they be called by their ſtate, 
But this hu militie of ſpirites, refteth in thinwarde. affection, not in out- 
warde thynges.But how ſhal he haue a kingdom, which taketh 
vpon hym. whiche geueth place to al, which is offeded with him ſeif. 
thruſteth out no man which hurteth no man £ Foz he ſemeth moꝛe nye the 
ſcruitute of an aſſe, than a kingdom. This kynde of men is trode vnder 
the feete euety where, is hurte and harmed without tedꝛeſſe lyueth like an 
abiecte without regatde pooꝛe and comfoztles.But it is true, that truthe 
ſayeth. To thele onely apperteyneth the kingdom but it is the kingdom of 
heauen.Thynkeſt thou that theſe fierce and violent men do They 
be very ſlaues, they be vnder many tyꝛũnies, they be vered auatyte, 
angte, hatted, deſite of vengeaunce, with feate with hope. They vnnethes 
lyue, muche leſſe they teygne. But he that is free fro al theſe vexations and 
troubles, and betaketh him ſelte to mnocency and cleane life: putting his 
truſt in god, lokyng foz the rewarde of the woꝛlde to cum, x is very quiet 
and regardeth not p thynges of this woꝛld but ſeketh after heauenly thin 
ges:hath not he a godly kingdome far paſſing the kyngdomes of kinges- 
Neyther filthy luſt,noz auarice,noz hatred, noz angre, no2 other wozldlye 
infections of the minde teigne ouer him. Ind armed with fayth ſo often as 
the caſe tequiteth he geueth commaundemet to diſeaſes, they flee away, 


he geueth commaundement vnto the watets anb they be ſtil,he geueth co 
maundement 
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maundemet to deuils and they departe. Do mighty is the kingdom of the 
minde whiche diſtruſting him ſelle putteth his cruſt in God, and dyſtru- 
ſtinge the ſuccoute of man, doth depende wholy ol heauen . It is not the 
dyademe, it is not the oyntment, it is not the garde, that maketh a kyng- 
dome. Theſe be the thynges that make a kynge in deade and bzing hun fi- - 
nallye to the heauenly and euerlaſtinge kingdome, where ther ſhalbe no 
diſobedicce noꝛ rebellion. A woꝛldlye kingdom is gotten by violence, and 
defended by ferceneſſe. This kyngdome is gotten by modeſty x ſoberneſſe, 
and defended and eſtablyſhed by humtlitie and mekenes. The woꝛlde tud- 
geth none meete to gouerne a kingdom but ſuche as be of a notable ſpitite 
and of a ſtowte e. But God auaunceth vnto his kyngdome thole 
chiefly, whiche do moſt humble them ſelues. 


C Bleſſed be they that be mene: Foz they ſþal receiue the inheritaunce of the yearth The texts. 


Jeſus goeth on and ioyneth vnto thys another ſentence as harde to be 
beleued and taken.Bleſſed be the meke foꝛ they ſhal inherit the yetth. And 
who be the meke they that vſe no man violently no2 extremely, and whan 
they haue any harme they be redy to koꝛgeue the iniuties done vnto them, 
they alſo that had rather leſe they: thing than to contende 02 ſtryue foz it, 
and that regarde moꝛe concozde and quietnes of mynde, than large poſ- 
ſeſſions, who rather deſireth quiet pouertie than trobleſome ryches . But 
thys kinde of men is oftentymes ſet beſyde and put fro their goodes and 
landes and he goeth not aboute gredely to get mennes but is rathet 
d2iuen out fr6 the poſſeſſions of his auncetry. But this is a new faſſhion 
of enlargynge of poſſeſſions, foz mekeneſſe obteyneth moꝛe of them that 
geue willingly and of their owne accoꝛde, than violence and rauenye can 
purchaſc oꝛ obtayne by right oꝛ wꝛonge. The ſtowte and fierce loꝛde doth 
not poſſeſſe the thinge that he hath. But the mene and quiet man will ra- 
ther geue place and leaue his goodes than contende oꝛ ſtrpue fo2 the ther⸗ 
fo:e is hys poſſeſſion in all places where as he findeth louets of the euan⸗ 
gelicall mekeneſſe. Dtowtnes and ſtyfnes is hated of al men ſottnes and 
mekenes is fauoꝛed of the heathen. Finally if the meke leſe his poſſeſſion, 
it is no loſſe vnto hym but gaine and lucre he hath loſt hys lande 
yet he reſerueth quietnes of mynde. He hath wel ſolde hys lande, whyche 
hath auoyded trouble and buſines, and hath kepte ſtil quietnes of mynd. 
F:nally i the meke man be put from all that he hath, the moꝛe ſure and 
certayne is he to poſſeſſe the lande of heauen out of the which he can not be 
thꝛuſt. The woꝛlde lamenteth and counteth them vnhappy which be bant- 
ſided and dꝛiuen out of theit cuntrey, but Chꝛiſt pꝛonounceth them bleſſed, 
which be baniſhed foz the goſpel ſake. Foz they be made deniſens in heaue, 
They be dꝛiuen out of the libertte of one citie,x caſt out of their houſe, and 
chaſed out of one cuntry, but the goſpel man hath the whole woꝛld foꝛ hig 
cuntrey.Jnd the godly men be ſure ofheauen fox their houſe and their cun⸗ 
trey. Lacke of childꝛen oz parentes , and ſuch other as we entierly loue cõ⸗ 
monly is counted a miſerable thynge, in ſo muche that ſum lackyng they 
deſites and depuued of they: affections, as of wife patentes, b:others, oz 
childꝛen do ſumtime kil them ſelues koꝛ ſozow . Ind fox that cauſe frendes 
vle to tepayꝛe vnto the in ſuch caſes to cumtoꝛt them x to mitigate the bit⸗ 
terneſſe of thepz ſozowe. Bleſſed 
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C Bleſſed de they that mourne, fo: they ſhall tete yue tomtoꝛte. 


But bleſſed be they. Þ mourne koꝛ the loue of the goſpel, whyche be plucked 
awaye from their wife,chyldzen,and other that they loue, and ſee then that 
they loue moſt decrly, to be punyſhed and ſlayne foz the righteouſnes of 
the goſpel, which alſo diſpyſe the pleaſures of this wozlde, and leade their 
lyfe in wepyng, watchinge and faſting , With theſe,the heauenly ſpirite 
will be pꝛeſente, he will be their ſecrete comfozter » He wyll recompenſe 
they: temporal wayling with ineſtimable hartes ioye and afterwarde they 
ſhalbe tranſlated vnto cuerlaſtyng bliſſe. Mannes comfozte intendyng to 
heale the gryefedoth oftentymes make it wozſe. But the ſpirite whyche is 
the true confo2ter.doth ſo inwardely refreſhe the minde beyng cleare in cõ⸗ 
ſcience and aſcertayned of the rewardes of the lyfe to cum.that in moſt gre- 
uouſe afflictions of their bodyes, they thynke not them ſelfes infoztunate, 
but rather ioyfully retoyſe. 
C Bleſſed be they which hiigar e thyzſt foz rightuouſnes, foz they ſhal be ſatiſſ ed. 
Famyn and hungar by the opinyon of all men, is a greuouſe thynge and 
pouertic is a thinge with all endeuour to be auoyded , and euety man cal⸗ 
leth them koꝛtunate x bleſſed which do notably encreaſe x eſtablyſhe thepz 
howſeholde à ſubſtaunce and haue abundantly to vſe and occupy, but it 
is not the riches whoꝛded and heaped vp that ſatiſfyeth the mynde, & the 
felicitie of man ts not to be meaſured by the fulncs of the belly . What be 
they thi in this kynd ol men whom Chziſt calleth bleſſed: Bleſſed ſapeth 
he be they which hungar x thurſt foꝛ righteouſnes . The thinges where⸗ 
wyth the body is noꝛyſhed and foſtred vp,ought to be deſyꝛed but lightly, 
and yet the comen ſoꝛte ate ſoze turmoyled with care foz the. Ind ſumtune 
the ſaturitie doth moze vere thein that be ful, than the hunger dyd trouble 
them befoze,and by and by after their ſaturtte.thurſt and hunger retourne 
againe, à mult oftentimes be tepayꝛed. And theſe thinges be pzeſent euety 
where to the godly, whyche be content with a little and deſire nothyng but 
neceſſaries, without all catetulnes, foꝛ he doth geue and miniſter vnto the, - 
which fedeth the ſparowes.x doeth clothe the lyllies.Yappy be they which 
do take this hunger and thurſt from bodely and caſual thinges and apply 
them to the deſire of the euangelicall iuſtice, where there is euer hungar 
and euer thurſt and bleſſed ſactetie à fulnes. And this is one parte of bleſ⸗ 
ſednes, to hungar fox that bꝛead of the minde wherof who ſo eateth he (hal 
live euerlaſtingly. ⁊ to thutſt fox Þ liuely water wherof whoſo dzincketh, 
in hym there ſhall ſpꝛinge a well of water tunnynge in to euerlaſtyng life, 
C Bleſſed be the mercifull,foz they ſhall obteyne mercy. 
The cõmon ſoꝛte ſuppoſeth them to be bleſſed, which be holpen with other 
mennes ayde,x they teioyte x be glad rather foz their ſakes that be holpen 
than foꝛ their cauſe that helpe th.

Foꝛ the mercyfull x beneficiall man towarde 
bys neyghboure,ſhall finde God muche moze mercikull and beneficyall, 
fowarde

towarde him. Thou haſt pardoned thy neyghbour of ſum light offece, god 

wyl foꝛgeue the al thy ſinnes.Thou haſt paſte ouet foꝛ thy neyghboutes 

ſake a tempoꝛal vengeaunce,God wil pardon the euetlaſting puniſhemet. 

Chou haſt ſocoured with thy (ubſtaunce thy bzothers pouertye, God wil

God foꝛgeuyug frelp 
al offences, doth ſtyꝛte and pzouoke al men whiche hath offended him to 
peace and amitie. He offreth himſelf of his owne accozde very merciful to 
al the that do repent.

Ind yt 
the purpole of the lawe be thus that Mattunonye ſhoulde be holy, and di⸗ 
uo2ces not commonlye graunted we bꝛeake not the lawe but helpe and ſu· 
ſteyne it, whiche wolde haue no deuoꝛte except in caſe of aduoutrye, whiche 
is contrarye to the nature of Matrimony.Foz Mattunony was made fox 
this intent that the woman once appoynted to the huſband, ſhould bꝛyng 
foꝛthe child26 to him onely,x hym onely obeye .

There he knewe that Peters mother in lawe hadde 
ſo great a feuet that ſhe kepte her bed: and he beyng deſyꝛed to heale her 
tattyed not but toke her by thande, and lyfte her vp and furthwyth her 
whole feuer went awaye lyuclines and chercfulnes returned in ſomuche 
as ſhe miniſtted and ſerued them of mcate fo clerelye was ſhe delyucred 
from all grudgynge of the Igue.Truely no parte of the feucr remayned, 
where as they whiche be healed by the arte of phiſicions be troubled long 
tyme after theyꝛ diſeaſe with feblenes and lothſumnes. Nowe whan night 
dꝛewe on a great multitude cummeth thycke and [warmeth at the dozes : 
lobyng that afrcrhis meate.he would returne agayne vnto his wel doing 
Is he came furthe.they offered vnto him a meruclouſe numbꝛe that were 
vered wyth dyucrle diſeaſes, and alſo demoniakes whyche were poſſeſſed 
with deuylles,he caſtyng out the ſpitites and puttyng away the dyſcaſes, 
healed them all: wherein alſo he did agreablye vnto his name.

Foz whether is it eaſicr to ſaye : thy ſynnes de 
toꝛgeuen the. oꝛ to ſap, ariſe # wal ke:But that pe may know that tc ſonue of man 
hath power to fozgrue ſinnes in yerth:than ſayti de to the ſicke of Þ palſey:ariſe, 
take vp thy bed and go home:and he aroſe # went home. But the people that ſawe 
u, matuapled and gloꝛy tyed God who had geuen ſuche po wer vnto men. 


res therfoze not minding to geue that that is holy vnto 
2 dogges, no to caſt pꝛeciouſe ſtones vnto ſwyne entred in 

do the lhippe, x went ouet the water agayne.returnyng in 
N his cytie called Capernaũ foꝛ there he had a howſe at that 
Io me. Ind whe he was entted into the houſe,inany gathe⸗ 
ted about him emong who were allo doctoꝛs of the lawe, 
that came congoy hi heaug Picruſale,and as he ſat, ( Dcribes ⁊ the 


doctoꝛs ſytting by him he taught them. Ind when there came aboute him 

ſo greate a numbet ot men that the howſe was nowe to ltti!l, noꝛ the en⸗ 

tree was not hable to recepue ſo greate a multitude , _ there — 
ui. whic 
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whiche bzought vnto him a certayne man greued and vexed with ſo vehe⸗ 
Th:ybiought ment a palſey that he was carried of foure men bed and all, whiche was 
liche of the Tather a karcas of a man then a man. Who when they knewe that Jefus 
pallep, was within and that they coulde not entre koꝛ the multitude, they clymed 
vp vpon the houſe top, and remouyng the tyles of the houſe, let downe by 
ius ka wwe 3 ropes thꝛough a hoole, the bed with the lycke man, bekoꝛe the feete of Je⸗ 
tathe of them. ſus. Jeſus not offended,noz greued with this impoꝛtunitte of Þ letuaũtes 
| but rather allowing the feruency of their fayth, and albeit the fayth of the 
ſicke man ought to be no lelle,whiche eyther commaunded that he ſhould 
Sonne be of be let downe,oz els willingly ſuffered it:turning vnto the man beddꝛed to 
good chere. thintent that he might comende his faythe verye muche to them that ſtode 
about: be of good courage iny ſonne( @ he)thy ſynnes be fozgeue the firſt 
deltueryng that parte of the man from diſeaſe.frome whence the diſeaſe of 
and bcho!d ter the body came:and yet meruelouſe gently he calleth hym ſonne beyng a 
Feta fg, man wetched and miſerable bothe in bodye and ſoule,pzyuely caſting the 
in them ſelves Phatiſeis and Dcribes in the teeth with their pꝛyde and arrogancy.The 
Eoyomeay multitude keping ſilence # marueling, certatne of the Dcribes whiche re- 
Ind when meinbꝛed Þ god ſayth in holy ſcripture : It is J that put away the ſynnes 
Sehn hong Of men, where as in ſuch a great reſozt of the fauozcrs of Jeſus they durſt 
eco, he ſapde: not openly murmur againft hun they ſpake ſecretly with them ſeluces:this 
hinke 51-22 is a blaſphemer of God, whiche beyng but man, taketh vpon hum the po⸗ 
in your hertes, wer of God. But Jeſus whiche had ſumwhat declared his godly power 
vnto the Phariſeis in foꝛgeuing of ſinnes declateth ß ſame alſo by a ſpe⸗ 
ciall ſigne, opening and ſhowyng that it is not hyd from him what cuerye 

man doth thincke. 

Thertoꝛe inakyng anſwere vnto thoſe thynges whych they ſpake W the 
ſclues in they: ſecret thought, ſayeth : Why do ye cnupye at well doynges 
thynkyng yll in your heartes ! ®uppoſe ye becauſe the diſeaſe of Þ minde 
is not ſeene with bodely eyes lyke as the healthe alſo:that J take vpon me 

Whether lo it bntruly,and pꝛomyſe vnto other that J can not perfourme-But whether 
700 kunst t. thynke ye moꝛe caly to ſape to him that is in ſinne,as I ſayde euen nowe: 
thy ſinnes be koꝛgeuẽ the, oz cls to ſay vnto the man diſeaſed with the pal- 
ſcy.whom ye lee wholly bounde with diſeaſes, aryſe and walke. 
Therkoze to thintent that by the reaſon of thinges that ye ſee ye may alſo 
belcue the thinges true that ye ſee not z that bothe ate indifferently eaſye 
to the ſonne of man with a woꝛde to take away the diſeaſe,and to pardon 
the ſinnes, J wyll geue you aſigne and a token mamfeſt and open to eue⸗ 
ry mannes ſenſe and vnderſtandyng. And in caſe ye ſhall ſee theſe woꝛdes 
whiche I ſhall ſpeake nowe not to be vayne, but to haue they: pꝛeſente ef- 
ficacte and ſtrength.doubte not but that the ſonne of man hath power in 
| pearth.to foꝛgeue ſinnes and that not by ſacrifices,02 by holocauſtes, but 
Friſe , take vv bp ſimple and playne woꝛd. And therwith turnyng to the diſeaſed of the 
a ben..  palſey.ſaped. Iryſe, take vp thy couche and departe into thy howſe , that 
they whiche haue knowen the ſicke and diſpay:ed of thy healthe maye ſce 
and perceyue that thou arte ſodaynlye made whole and ſtrong, in ſo muche 
that thou art not only hable to go vpon thy fecte which a lytle befoze waſt 
boꝛne of.1111.po2ters,but alſo the courſe of thynges nowe chaunged , thou 
art hable to beate thy bed, whiche hytherto hath bozne the, 1 


Ind kurth with as he fpake, the thyng came to paſſe,the diſeaſed of the pal- 
ſay ryſeth vp, x laying the bedvpo his ſhoulders, depatteth into his houle 
after an other maner of faſhyon and pompe, than he was caryed out a ly⸗ 
tie befoze. When the inultitude ſawe this euident and manyfeſt my2acle,x 
playnely perceyued that it was a thyng not of the power of ma, but of god 
they glozyfied god whiche gaue ſuche power vnto men in yeatth, ſapinge 
that they neuer (awe ſuche a thynge done of them, whyche are counted the 
chyefe and the moſte extellente men emoug the Jewes . But the Scribes 
were fo put to ſilence, that they were the moꝛe ſtyꝛted and exaſperate with 
enuye, becauſe they fought moze theyꝛ owne gloꝛy than the glozp of God: 
by the whiche mcreaſong and ſhynyng furth dayly thozough Jeſus, they 
ſawe them felues to be duniniſhed + darkened. Foz lyke as the ſũne darke- 
neth the candle:ſo the glozy of god darkeneth and cauſcth to vaniſh away 
the vayne gloꝛy of men. But the enuy of theſe men p2ofyted to none other 
ende dut thozough reſiſtaunce,to make the glozy of Chaiſte moze manifeſt 
and notable. Fo god can vſe the malice of men, vnto his glozy x tenoune. 
Therfoze Jeſus to geue place to the enuy of the Dcribes, departed thence, 
and returned vnto the meete and poole, wher he taught the multitude ga⸗ 
theryng about on eucry ſyde. 

C and as Jeſus paſſed tur ti from thence, he ſawe a man named Mathewe, ſyttyng 
at the recepre of cuſtome, and he ſaycth unto him:Folow me. And be aroſe and tollo⸗ 
wed him. And it came to paſſe as Jcſus ſat at meat tu his houſe, beyold mauy publi- 
cancs alſo, and ſinuers that came, ſat downe with Jelas and his diſciples. and whi 
the phariſes ſaw tr, cyep ſayd vnto his diſciples! Why eateth your maſter with pubs 
licanes aud ſinnets: But whan Jcſus heard char, be ſapve vnto them: hey that be 
ſtrong,nede not the phiſicton, but they that att ſicae. Bo pe rather and learne what 


that mcaucth: I wyl baue metcy, 2 not ſacrifice.!Foz I am not cum to call therigyz 
rcous, but ſinners to repentaunce. 


Further as he paſſed by ß cuſtome houſeſhe eſpyed ſitting there a certain 
Publicane called Mathew, whiche alſo was named Leuy the ſone of Il- 
pheus. Ind this kinde of men becauſe of their filthy gayne and greate cr- 

toꝛcion, be deffamed and flaundered many wayes, elpecially emonge the 
Jewes. But Jeſus which herctofoze called vnto hym.Simon à Indzewe 
John and James from an hombly and a meane kind ot gaine but yet ho- 
neſt and lawtull nowe to declare openly that he deſpyſeth vtterly no kinde 
of men ſo that they repent and turne them to the bettet: called vnto hym 
Mathewe and commaunded him to folowe.Ye without any tattying lea⸗ 
uing his accomptes vnperfect, leauing his lucre and gaine,beganne to fo⸗ 
lowe Jeſus and ſodenly became of a Publicane, a diſciple . Foz the voyce 
of Jelus had a certayne wonderfull effycacy # ſtrength, and a certapue ſe⸗ 
cret powere and maieſtie ſhynynge in hys coũtenaunte wherby whome he 
wolde he allured a dꝛewe vnto him eue like as the ſtone called Magnes, 
dꝛaweth y2on. After that Mathew deſired Jeſus, p he wolde voucheſafe to 
feaſt in his howſe. Whiche thing Jeſus did without anye gryfe,to teache 
his dilciples that they ſhould not foꝛſake the cumpany of wicked mne if ther 
be any hope that they wil be the better by their tumpany. Mathew of ſuch 
thinges as he had than, made a bountefull # a great feaſt, vnto the whiche 
he bꝛought many of his ſoꝛte of men bothe Publicanes # ſinners, whome 
by bys example and communication he alluted vnto e one 
iti, 0 


the golpell of. . Mathew. Cap. ir. Fol. xl. 
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of Jcſus.Therfoze when the Phatiſeis ſawe Jeſus and hys diſcyples ſit⸗ 

ting at meat with them,ſckynge foz matter on euety (de of blame and re- 
p2ofe, they dare not ſpeake vnto hym leſt they might heare that which they 
wolde not, they indeuout to withdꝛawe his diſciples from hym. Why ( @ 
they doth youre maſtet( whom ye folowe as one notably holy) feaſt with 
Publicanes and ſinnets whome we fozbeare as fylthy and abhoininable? 
But lyke do ſoone flocke with the like: and commonly we becum ſuche as 
they be with whom we lyue. When that Jeſus hearde hys communicacy⸗ 
on he taketh vpon hym to defende hys dilciples beyng yet but weake:tea- 
chyng that the pꝛecherg of the golpell be not defiled with the cumpany of 
ſinners. with whome they cũpany foꝛ no nethet intente, but to allure them 
vnto goodnes. But the Pharilcts do ſhunne and flee from the Pub⸗ 
licanes, whyche commonly be counted ſinners not becauſe they woulde not 
be defiled with their ſintulnes but to thintent that they them ſelues being 
woꝛſe than the Publicanes, nay be counted holy amonge inen: but they 
that be indued with the holynes of the goſpell, do not delyze the cumpany 
of ſinners, to the intente that they wolde take any lucte 02 vauntagt frem 
them, but to enriche them with godlines,and they enter into theit howles 
koꝛ no nother purpole.than the good phiſictons entre in to theyz howſes of 
the ſicke men. For it becummeth a faithfull phiſicion to be moze otten in no 
place than among them whiche haue nede of thelpe of phiſtcions . Ther⸗ 
foze he turninge vntd the Phagiſcis whiche thought them ſclues iuſt men, 
where as in dede they were iufected with muche wozle vice lateth vnto 
them: I cumpanp with the Publicanes and ſinners.becauſe 4 am the phi- 
ſici on of the ſoules,and thirſt fox the helth of men. To what purpoſe is it 
to cumpany with the iuſt as ye ſuppoſe your ſelues to be ſith they nede no 
phiſicion: They nede a philicion that be ill at tale and the philicion is pꝛo⸗ 
fitable vnto the whiche knowlege their diſeaſe, ⁊ be willyng to be healed, 

Therfoze to lothe and dyſpyſe them it is no holvnes but pꝛyde: and to luc⸗ 

tout them it is aſacrifice muche moꝛe acceptable to god, than anp kynd of 
ſacrifice whiche is offered in the temple . Pe which knowe the ſcriptures, 

ought not to be ignoꝛant in this, where god ſpeaketh thus: J wyll mercye 

rather than ſacrifice. gaynt in Eſat he refuſeth your offerynges. but the 

woke of mercy,he neuer refuſeth. At ye haue not pet marked this thynge, 

go andlcarne what this woꝛde ol God meaneth a than pk ye thinke good, 

repꝛoue my doyng, whiche is not contrary to youre lawe, but agreable to 
the wyll of God. And why ſhould J refuſe the company of ſinnets whych 

came poutpoſely to ſtyꝛte and pꝛouoke ſuche maner cf men to repentaunce 

of their foꝛmer lyfe · Many thynke them (clues tuft, yf J withdꝛaw iy 

ſelfe from them, they oughte not to be greued, foz they haue no nede of my 

helpe : And it were a vayne thyng.and but a rebuke to call them to tepen⸗ 

taunce which haue nothing to repent. With this talkyng. Jeſus touched 

and in maner koꝛned tharrogant pꝛyde of the Phariſcts , whiche thought 
thein ſelues to be tut, and were not. 

C Than came the diſciples of John vnto him ſaping: why do we and the PÞhariſeis 

faſt toꝛ the moſt parte, but thy diſciples faſt not? And Jeſus ſayd vnto them, Can the 

bꝛydegromes childꝛen mourne ag long as the brydegrome is with th#-but the dates 


wyll cum,wyan the brydegromethal be taken from the, and then (bat thcy faſt, No 
mau purtcth a pece of new clothe in an olde garmet. Foz than takety be away a piece 


from 
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from the garmente, and the rent is made wozſe. Reither do men put newe wpne in to 
ol oc botelles, foz then the bottelles bzeake,and the wyne tunneth out, aud þ botelies 
yct y . But they put newe wyne in to newe bottelles, and botye are laued toget der. 


After theſe thinges certaine diſciples of John, whiche by the reaſon of a 
cettayne carnal affection,dyd enuy Jeſus,magnifying John their maſter, 
as one more extellent than Jeſus, ioynyng them ſclues with the phatileis 
go vnto Jeſus, and feare not falſely to blame hym to hys face becauſe he 
vſed his diſciples ouer delicatly, # bꝛoughte the not vp ſo hardly as John 
dyd his whyche ſemed to pꝛomyſe a more harde and ſttaite diſcipline. The 
Phariſes ſought f̃oꝛ a faine and an opinion of holynes emonge the people 
by two wayes :that is by faſtyng and Whertoꝛe they de⸗ 
maunde of Jeſus, why do we the dilcyples of | the phariſcts faſt ſo 
okten a p2aye after the oꝛdynaunce of our auncetries,whiche haue taught 
that pzayer ſhould be commended and ſet fozthe by faſtyng, and thy dilcy⸗ 
ples vlt not lyke faſt-Unto this manifeſt and falſe repzofe, becauſe it tou⸗ 
ched hym, and not hys diſcyples, Jeſus anſwered verye gentelye.ſo that he 
neyther tepꝛoued the oꝛdinaunce of Jhon,neyther playnly condemned the 
faſtynges of other men. But onely ſhowed that the gentelnes, whiche he v⸗ 
ſed towardes his diſciples, was not of negligence, but of polrcte, whereby 
he bzought them by lytle * lytle to greater thynges : euen as when a wyſe 
and ſkylful tcacher of youth, doeth not furthwith feare Þ tender age with 
hardc thynges, but with inticementes alluteth it to thynges of cultie, 
and taketh occaſion to an{were,by ß reaſon of the witneg that John bare, 
Fox he teſtifying of Jeſus befoze them that thought ö John was Chuſt, 
he that hath a ſpouſe ( @ he) is a ſpouſe and his frend ſtandeth by and te⸗ 
ioyceth muche becauſe he heateth the voyce of his ſpouſe meanyng Jeſus 
to be the ſpouſe whom the pꝛopheſie in the pſalme dyd pꝛomyſe ſhuld cum 
lytze a bzydegrome out of his chaumbꝛe:a he him ſelfe nothing els but the 
frend of the (pouſe. Jeſus therfoze puttyng the in teme bꝛaũte of the ſaying 
of John ſayeth: Can the chyldze which be in the chambꝛe of Þ new ſpoule, 
wher as al thinges ought to be ioytul, be troubled # greued with the Je⸗ 
wiſh: 4 lowzyng faſt, chiefly ſeyng the ſpouſe is pꝛeſent? Enuy the not fox 
this ioye whyche wyll not longe indure. Duffer thein to be led with thys 
tendernes gentely and ſwetely vnto thynges of moꝛe perfectio. Now they 
haue theit lpoule,and they be wholy ſet on hym they haue no ltyſure nowe 
to faſt:and they be ſo tendꝛe, that they cannot awape with it. In the meane 
ſeaſon tizey ſhall growe and wexe and the time ſhal cum, when thcir ſpouſe 
(hall be taken from them, than they beyng ſtronger.ſhall not onely faſt of 
their owne accozde, but alſo they (hall be able to ſuffer ſharper ſhowers. . 
The Jewes put the chckeſt poynte of their religion in often faſtinges and 
long p2aters.Thele thinges as they be not to be repzoued, yk they be not 
done fo2 vayne glozy but foz godlines:ſo the doctrine of the goſpel hath an 
tye # regarde vnto ſtronger es, and matter of moꝛe weight, vnto the 
which thinges J fraine and my ſtholers by litell and litell. Ther- 
foze mp manner of teaching agreeth not with John. It is newe p J teach, 
and mp ps mrs — — moſt ſeinely foꝛ a 
newe kynde of doctrine. It behoueth not a to be ouer haſty: 
The thinge ſhal declare it ſelf in time, whole ſcholers be better bꝛought — 
a 
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and taught. Olde thinges muſte not be mengled with newe . Foz no man 
ſoweth a patche of newe and rawe cloth in an olde garment. Foz by this 
waye.the hole of the olde garmente is not onely not mended but allo the 
hole is made greater and moꝛe ill fauozed. becauſe the newe clothe agreeth 

Aeytherdo not with tholde. Ind they that bee wyle and polytike men, put not newe 

men put new Wine in olde veſſelles . Fox than a double inconuenyence foloweth,whileſt 

wpa« 1/9908 hoth the wine runneth out, and the veſſelles be bzoken and vtterly lolt. 
But rather they nut newe wyne in newe veſſellcs, whyche mape bcare the 
ſtrength of the wine,noz ſtarte a ſonder with the boyling and wozkyng of 
the wyne. So bothe the veſſelles be ſaued and alſo the wine. J wyl my diſ⸗ 
ciples to be all newe,and ſo J faſhyon them foz me by litill and litell, that 
in tyme to cum they be ſtronge and to beare the myght of the 
doctrine euangelicall. John durſt put no nother than olde wyne in olde 
veſſelles, as faſtynge and ſuche other, whyche be far from thoſe thynges 
that men of the goſpell muſt perfourme. J do not commit the \wete wine of 
my doctrine but vnto new veſlelles. 


C while he thus ſpake vnto them, beholde ther came a certayne tuler, and wozs 
{ypped bym, ſaping:my 1 — is tuen now deceaſed, but cum, and lay thy baud 
vpon ber, 2 e wal liuc:# Jcſus aroſe and folowed him, and his diſciples allo. and 
beholde a woman diſeaſed with an iſſue of vioude twelue petes, came behpnde bym, 
and touched the hem of his garment. Foꝛ (be ſayd with in her ſelte yt Imap rouche, 
but hys veſture onely, I (hal be hole. But Jeſus turned him, and whan be lawe her, 
ſapdc:doughter be of good comtoꝛte, thy faith had made the ſate: and the woman 
was made hole euen the ſame time. And When Jeſus cameintoP rulcrs houſe, and 
ſawe the mpnſtrelies, and the people makynge anople, he ſapde vnto rycm ger pe 
bence,fo2 the matde, is not deade bat llepeth, and they laughed dim toſkozne. But 
whan the people we re put furth, he went in, and tok e her by the hand, and the damcs 
ſel atoſe. And this cumoz weut abzode in to all that lande. 


Jeſus ſpekyng theſe thinges,there came vnto hima certavne warden of 
the ſynagoge called Jairus and falling humbly vpon his knees woꝛſhip⸗ 
ped him and with vehement pzayer and beſechyng,ſayd:mp onely daugh⸗ 
tertwelue pete ofage, was at the poynt of death, whe J came from home, 
and J am afcardeleaſt that ſhe be nowe deade : Cum J pꝛape you, x lay 

,IndJefus pou re hande vpon her, that ſhe may recoucr and lyue. Jeſus ( as he was 
ed bym, + bys tedp to doe good to all men whiche aſked hum with playne truſt and confi- 
dx(cipics ou. Dence whether they were pooꝛe oz riche, Jewes oꝛ ſtraungers ) furth with 
aroſe vp and folowed Jayꝛus, whyche made haſte home pf pcrhappes he 

might tinde hys daughter yet alyue . The diſciples and the thicke multi⸗ 

tude folowed Jeſus. Ind beholde, as he was goyng, there befell an occaſi- 

on of an other miracle. There was among the greater multitude of people 

a certaine woman, whiche had ben dyſealed with the bluddy flyre koꝛ the 

ſpace of twelue yercs, # had ſpent her whole ſubſtaunce vpon phiſicions, 

and yet founde ſhe none that coulde healc her diſcaſe.Therfoze was ſhe in 

dubble miſery, foꝛ that pouettie was ioyned with het ſtckenes. This wo⸗ 

man when ſhe had conceyued in her hatte a greate truſt and confidence in 

Jeſus. becauſe of the filthines of her diſcaſe,ſhe durſt not ſpeake vnto Jes 

{us befo:e ſo many witneſſes. Therfoze as though ſhe would ſteale a bene⸗ 

en the ſaydz kite ſecretly.ſhe came pꝛiuely behynde hys backe a touched the hem of hys 
itz =—_ garinent.Foz thus ſhe het ſelfe,yf I touche but the vttermoſte 
parte of his garment (hal be whole z by a by his garment once touched

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the llixe ſtayed, and the woman perceyued that the helth ol her body was 
teſtoꝛed. But Jeſus willing ſuch a notable example of fayth not to be hid. 
and teachyng withall that the glozy of god oughte not to be conceyled: to 
thintent he would haue the benefite to be cofeſſed, he turned vnto the mul⸗ 
titude ſaying:who touched me: Whan all denied it. Pet ſum body touched 
me ꝙ he.) Foz I fecle a power goyng out from me.Yere Peter and the o⸗ 
ther dilciples, not knowynge what Jeſus mente,ſape:Lozde thou ſeeſt the 
thicke multitude thzuſting the on euery ſide,x doſt thou aſke who touched 
the lith ſo many towche the⸗ But whan Jeſus as ignozant who had tou- 
ched him, loked aboutt hym as ſckyng —— rhe ym 
being onely putuy of the thing, percetuing that ſhe could not be hid fr Je- 
ſus,all ſhamefaſtnes ſet a parte,fearing and tremblyng, fel downe at Je- 
ſus feete,and confeſſed all the matter as it was, and what diſeaſe ſhe had, 
and how many petes lhe had ben ſicke, and how ſhe ſpent all her ſubſtacice 
in vayne vpon philicions and how that ſhe perſwaded her ſelfe that by the 
onely towching of the ſkirte of his garment, ſhe might be healed and how 
by and by after the towching ſhe felt perfit health ofher body. Jt was the 
wyll of Chuſt that theſe thinges ſhould be declared befoꝛe the multitude, 
not to put the womã to ſhame, neyther ts purchace hun ſelfe pꝛayſe of me: 
but by this example to teache all men, what ſure confidence and truſt is ha- 
ble to do, and by the example of the woman to eſtablyſhe the faith of the 
warden of the ſinagoge, whyche he perceyued ſumwhat wauetynge, and 
withall to tepꝛoue the phariſcis foz their vnbelefe. Therfoze Jeſus leſt he 
ſhoulde ſeme to be angry,and to take away his benefite againe comfozted 
the woman tremblyng foz feare,and ſayde: my doughtet be of good cum- 
foꝛte. Thy faithe hath obteyned the health. Depatte in peace with a quyet 
and a careles mynde. My will is that this benefite ſhal continue with the, 
though thou haſt ſtollen it from me. 
As Jeſus was ſpeakynge theſe thynges, certayne came from the wardens 
ef the ſinagoges howſe, and tolde hym that his doughter was deade and 
that there was no cauſe why to trouble Jeſus. Foz they toke Jeſus to be 
nothyng elles but ſum notable phiſicion, which was hable by hys facultie 
to teſtoꝛe health to them that were aliue, but not to reſtoze the dead to life, 
And therfoze they tho it but vaine to call a phiſicion be he neuer ſo ex⸗ 
cellent to a dead man. Jeſus perceyuyng that the father of the mayde was 
muche amaſed with this tidinges,comfozted hym.ſaying:Fcare not,onely 
haue faith and truſt that the mayde ſhall be hole and ſhe ſhall be hole. It 
is in the, that thy doughter may be hole. 
And now whan they were cum to the warden of the ſinagoges houſe, Je⸗ 
ſus ſuffered not the multitude to enter in noꝛ the other diſciples, beſide Pe- 
ter, James, and John, and the father and mother of the mayden . But all 
her kynſemen and frendes dyd wepe , and after the countrey maner, they 
beate they2 bodyes, de wayling her, and crying out and ſuch other thynges 
as men de wonte to do very koliſhly in the funcralles of riche men a great 
men. Jeſus bad them ceaſe from theyꝛ wayling koꝛ the mayden was not 
dead but a leape. Meanyng thereby that the mayden was dead, to them 
whiche coulde not tayſe her but to hym ſhe llepte onely, to whome it was 
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the kamiliars and frendes of the warden perceyued not theſe thynges they 
laughed Jeſus to ſkoꝛne becauſt they knewe certainely that ſhe was dead 
ſeing her when ſhe dyed: Therkoze after that he had thꝛuſt furth from the 
funcralles the mournynge multitude he taking the father and the mother 
of the maydecn, centred in to the parler, where as the coꝛps of the mayden 
dyd lye.And Jeſus taking the virginc by the hande ſayde: mayden ariſe, 
And furthwith whan at the woꝛde the mayden roſe.ſhe walked allo, that 
the faythe of the miracle might be the moꝛe certayne. F oꝛ he did not oncly 
reſtoꝛe lyfe ſodenly but allo ſtrength and cherefulneſe . And when the pa⸗ 
tentes of the mayden were greately amaſcd he gaue them in commaunde- 
ment and deſired thein inſtantly to tell no body what was dont: both that 
he might auoyde the ſuſpicion of vayne glozy. foꝛ this chefely oughte to be 
done with the headdes of the ſynagoge, whyche dyd all thynges poſſiblye 
to obteyne the pꝛayſe of men:and alſo that they mightc owe furth with 
greater fayth and credit,the thinge that was donne, yt they cõmaunded to 
kepe liicnce, pet woulde needes tell the thynge that they had ſcene donne 
to the Phariſcis and to the pꝛelates of the ſinagoge. Foꝛ he knewe the diſ⸗ 
poſic ion of man, whiche he minded to vile to the p2ofite of others . Aud 
whan he departed, he badde them geue the mayden meate.vſing the parte 
of a phiſition making as though it had bene no miracle which thing eſta⸗ 
blyſhed the faith of the miracle the moꝛe. 

C And whan Jcſus departed thence, two blynde men folowed hym crying: end ſay⸗ 
ing: O thou lonne of Dauid haue merep on vs. And wh he was cum in to the houle, 
the blinde came to him, and Jeſus ſateth vnto them: beleue pe that J am hable todo 


this? They ſayde vnto hym? Loꝛde. We bceleuc. Then touched he theirepes, ſaying: 
acco2dyng to youre tapthe, be it vnto pou. And theirepes were opened. And Jeſus 


chatged them, ſaping:ſe that no man knowe of it. But they wht᷑ they were departed, 
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Now whan Jelus left the houſe of the warden of the ſynagoge and retur- 
ned to his owne houſe:two blinde ine folowed hym, whiche had hcarde the 
fame ot his nutacles and therof conceyucd an hope to obtayne health eſpe⸗ 
cially heating of his goodnes towarde al men, where they neuer ſo meane. 
But when they could neither ſce Jeſus, noꝛ cum vnto him yet with a loude 
cryc foꝛ tour of health, and foꝛ feruentnes of faith farre of they crie vpon 
Icſus with gentill pzayer. ſayinge: © ſonne of Dauid haue mercy vpon 
vs. Jcſus in the waye anſwered themnothyng, differringe hys benckpte, 
that the miracle might be the moze manifeſt : endetouringe alwaye to al⸗ 
lure the Jewes to faythe. and by the very thynges many waics to repꝛoue 
the Phariſcis vnbelefe. The captayne had fayth and truſt,the woman had 
fayth aud truſt. they that carycd the man ſicke of the palſey dyd beleue and 
truſt. the Jewes and Phatiſcis dyd diſtruſt , and were alſo full of malyce 
and cnuy.But whan Jelus was cum home, the blynde men were receyucd 
in to hys howle, who with ſtyffc hope folowed hym. Than Feſus geuing 
example vnto others , firſt demaunded them of theyꝛ faythe: beleue ye 
ꝙ he that J am hable to petfoꝛme youre tequeſtes? And they without as 
ny dclay,ſayde:Lozde we beleue. Than Jeſus towchingethcir eyes with 
his hande ſavde: As ve belcue ſo be it to vou not chalengynge to hun ſelte 
the reſtoꝛyng of the ſight but unputing it to their fayth and truſt, decla⸗ 
tinge that chefely vnbelefe made vs vnmete fox the bountifulncs of god, 
whyche 
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which is pꝛeſt and redy foꝛ all men. Ls ſone as Jeſus had ſpoken the eies 

of the blynde were open , ſo that they ſaw clerely. Here Jeſus willing to a 

warne vs couertly,that althoughe gloꝛy of it ſelfe foloweth the good dede, 0 
pet we mult flee it rather than delyꝛe it: he charged the blynde men verye caxing:(ce chat 
carneſtly,that no man ſhould knowe this dede. But they topinge of theyz . e 
newe felicitie ſpꝛed the fame of Jeſus the moꝛe thozoughe out the whole — een 
counttey:emong all them that knewe of theyꝛe olde blyndencs. ——

C As they went out, be holde they bzought to him a dum man voſleſſed of a deupl1: x all chat lands, 
whan the deutl was caſt out, the dum ſpake:s the people marucyled, ſapiug: it was 

ncuer ſo ſcae in Aſtacll. But the Phariſets ſaide:de caſteth out deuylies rhozoughe The texte. 
the pꝛynct of deuilles. Aud Jeſus went about all cities s rownes teaching in they? 

ſinagoges, * pzeaching the glad tidinges ot rhe king dome, aud healyng eucry ſickez 

nes aud cucry diſeaſe among the people. 


Wuhan the blynde were departed, ther was an other miſcrable man offe- 
red vnto hum who was vered with a deuil, which toke away the vſe of his 
tong.that the man neythet was wel in his wit to wiſhe foꝛ health, noꝛ had 1 
not tonge to aſke foz it. Be therfoze becauſe he had nede ot an other manes möeα 
fayth was offered vnto Jeſus. Which without any tarrying caſt out the 
deuyll,x furthwith the dum ſpake. The multitude maruecyling at ſo great 
ſpedines of mitacles teady in all kinde of diſcaſes,beyng neuer fo incuta⸗ 
ble ſayde emong them ſelues : There was neuer manemong the Jſrae- _ al 
lites that wzought ſo many miracles ſo eaſely, Contrary wyle the Phati⸗ * 
ſeis blynded daylye with malice moꝛe and moꝛe, where as the thinges that 
were done in the ſight of all men coulde not be denyed, pet to thintent they 25 
myght withdꝛawe from him the mindes of the people that had him in ve- «i 
netation they falſely ſlacider him that he caſteth out deuilles not by ß po⸗ 
wer of god but by the night of Belzebub Þ pzince of deupls. Tha whiche Ind Ag, | 
vntrue flaunder, what could be a moze mad thing! As who ſhould lay one ce. © 
deuil dztueth out an other,oz as who ſhoulde ſave, Belzcbub the enmy of 
mankinde,gauelife to the dead, health to the ſicke, light to the blind ſpeche 
tothe dum. Theſe illes cum from the oltetymes which Jcſus of his good 
nes hauing copaſſion vpon men,toke away with ſuch coꝛpoꝛal benefites, 
as might ſenſiblye be percetued, pꝛepating them foz the capacitie of ſpiri- 
tual benefites. But moſt meke Jeſus was not offended with ſuche mali⸗ 
ctous rep2oche,but deutſed the moꝛe koꝛ the healthe of all men, becauſe he 
ſawe the Phatiſeis. to whom it appettepned to ſe fox the health of the pev- 
ple)ſo litill to helpe and ſocour : that allo they enuied the commodities of 
others. Jeſus therfoze as a good ſheperde walked thozough all cities and 
ſtrctes,labozing to heale both the ſoules and bodies of all men, teachinge 
in theyꝛ congregacions , and — 74 to the 
which none be reteyued but ſuche as be voyde of all diſeaſes of the ſoule) 
and healyng alſo all kyndes of diſeaſes and ſickenes.

Further whanJeſus ſawe the multitude warming on cuery oe, and 
D.t, euety 
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Sat whon i EUery daye More thicke and now gredy of health and ſincere doctrine, and 
ſaw Foro. conſidered withall.that the pꝛieſtes Phatiſeis and Dcribes,vpon whom 
the people hitherto did hange,to do any thyng rather than to pꝛeletue the 
people, ⁊ that they were whole geuen not to the glozy of god, but to theyꝛe 

owne glozye,to theyre lucte to thepze owne bely , and to theyze owne pleas 

ſures.in whom yk there were any religion it was but colozed and counter- 
feyted: ſo that it was verye noyſome vbnto true relygion : nd conlidered 
alſo that the people was but rude and grofſe,and pet in the way of amend 
ment.fo2 they lokyng to be healed in thetr bodies, folowed W a (imple a a 
playne fayth,z gloꝛitied god:and although yet they vnderſtode not the 
doctrine of the golpel yet they did not reiect the ſame.Contrary wyſe whi 

he conlidered the Phariſeis a the Dcribes, where as they had the pzophe- 

tes x the law yet to be blynded with woꝛldly deſires.x alſoto reſiſt the doc- 

trine of the golpell:the good ſheperde was moued with pitye and compa(- 

rant un com! lion, becauſe he ſawe them lyke vnto wanderyng ſhepe,ſkatered a ſundex 
and deſtitute of a ſheperd a runnyng vnaduiledly hyther and thither. Je- 

ſus therfoze conſidering that in the Phariſeis, whyche played the wolues 

rather than the ſhepardes.the flocke had no hope, and that the people tho⸗ 

cough miracles was now ſumwhat pꝛepared to receyue the doctrine of the 

goſpell he ſayde vnto hys diſciples , whom he had now well gathered to⸗ 

gether: J ſce a great harueſt but very few laboꝛets. The fame of the goſ- 

pell is ſpꝛed abꝛode every where The feruency of many is ſtirred vp, 

( plentcous. whiche leme ripe + redy to heare the wiſedome of the goſpel. But where be

Andꝛewe: Foz theſe were the firſt that Chult called. Secondclye James 
the ſonne of Zebedet w Jhon his bzother:thyzdly Philip Battylmew. 
Fowerthly Thomas whoſe ſyꝛ name was Didimus, x Mathew ß publi- 
cane.Fyfthly James the ſonne of Alphe, with Judas the ſonne of James 
which alſo was called Lebbeus oꝛ Thaddeus.DixtlyDpmon the Cana- 
nite, which was alſo called zelotes,# Judas Jſcartot , whiche afterwarde 
betrayed his maſter.By ſuche maner amb ures beynge pooꝛe men, 
tude abiect fyſhers, ſynnetrs, and men not knowen,and of no reputacyon, 
Chuſte went aboute to turne and tenue the whole woꝛlde vnto the wyſe⸗ 
dome of the goſpell: leſt in this pꝛayſe the wozlde myghte attribute anye 
thyng vnto it ſelfe, yf he had begonne thys heauenly pourpoſe by men of 
learnyng,of power ot ryches, oz of nobilitte. 


* C Jeſus ſent furth theſe twelue in numtꝛe, whom he commaunded, ſaying: Boe 
not into the way of the gentyles, s into the cytte of the Samaritans, cutre pe not: 
but go rather to the loſt ſwepe of the houſe of Iſrati. Go # pzcacye, ſaying: the kyng 
dome of heauen is at hande. Deale the ſpcke, cleanſe the leapers, raiſe the dead, caſte 
out deuilles. Freely ye haut teteyue d, geue freely: Poſſeſſe not gold, noꝛ ſplucr , nos 
bꝛaſſt in pour purſes ,noz pet (crip towatdes pour tournepe, neither two coates ucts 
ther ſhowes,no2 pet a rodde: Foz the woꝛke mau is woztby of his meate. 


Now it is wozthy the hearynge, to heare what he cõmaunded them, and 
how he furnyſhed theſe embaſſadours in theyz tourney, Ind fyꝛſt of all he 
appoynteth them the coſtes and limites of pzeachyng, and fozbyddeth the 
to go out of Jewrye and foꝛbyddeth them to go eyther to the people that 
were nexte,oz vnto the cities of the ®amaritanes,whome the Jewes did 
abhozre : not that Jeſus dyd count any kynde of men to be abhoꝛted but 
leſt he ſhould ſeme to be offended with the intuties of the Phariſcts , # fox 
reuengyng of him ſelfe,to ſende his diſciples vnto ſtraungers : oꝛ leſte he 
myghte geue occaſion vnto the Jewes,to excuſe them ſelfe and ſaye that 
they were deſpyſed and that the Gentyles and Samaritans were pzcfer- 
ted befoze them. Agayne becauſe he knewe that the Jewes chyefly woulde 
rebell agaynſte the goſpell he would leaue them no maner of excule, but p 
it ſhould appere vnto all men that they were put frome the kyngdome of 
God, by theyꝛ owne frowardnes,and that the Gentyles were reccyued 
theyz own playne and ſimple faythe. Therfoꝛe( ꝙ he)fozbeare them foꝛ a 
tyme,and go rather to the loſt ſhepe of the nacton of Iſrael.that they may 
repent to be ſaued.Foz they be not all of the Phariſeis malyce. There be 
Yepe emong the,erryng by ſimplicitie and ignoꝛaunce whych —— 
nyſhed and taught wyl ſone repent, and heate the voyce of the good - 
heard. Ind pe ſhall beginne your pꝛeachyng thus lyke as 8 * ** 
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Foz it is not meete noꝛ expedient fozthwith to diſcloſe the ſecrete miſteries 
vnto the rude people:they muſt be made in a tedines befoze,that they may 
be hable to teceyue the heauenly doctrine. Fyꝛſt of all therfoze pzeache no- 
thyng els but that the kyngdome of heauen is at hande that they tetour⸗ 
nyng from they old lyte, may pzepare them ſelues to a newe lyfe . Foz the 
kyꝛſt degre of tighteouſnes is to from linne. Ind the kyꝛſt degre 
to healthe , is to knoweledge the diſeaſe . Furthermoze leſte the teachers 
beyng men of no reputacion and teaching new thinges,ſhould not be be⸗ 
leued,make them beleue your doctrine by miracles.iyke as ye ſawe me do. 
Heale the ſicke,rayſe the dead cleanſe the lepꝛoſe caſt out deuyls . Theſe 
thynges though they be very great,yet ye Hall haue them of me and 
ſhall get you fauour and authoꝛitie with all men. Foz fyꝛſt the weak mu 
be allured. Take you heede only that ye do not abuſe theſe thinges either 
to vayne glozy,oz to lucre.Lyke as pe haue frely recepued of me, ſo frelye 
geue : Detyle not the elicall function,not with the leſt ſuſpicion of 
glozye oꝛ lucte. Thus men eſteme you great in dede yf they ſhall ſee 
you of ſo great myght and power and yet not to be haute noꝛ pꝛowde noꝛ 
dely20us of lucre,but ſtowtiy to diſpyſe thoſe es, foꝛ the whyche the 
comon ſoꝛte of men,do x ſuſtte all that they maye. I wyll haue you lyghte 
and redy to do this meſſage, +to be laded with no burdens to be encoum- 
bred with no carefulnes,that ye maye wholy applye the office commytted 
vntoyou. Pe teache heauenly thinges let not youre care vpon wozldly 
thynges:ye haue pꝛepatacion mete foz your pzeachyng , whyche teacheth 
no meane thyng . Whertoze whan ye take your toutnep.burden not youre 
putſes with golde noz ſyluer. No, catty not ſo muche as a bagge aboute 
with pou to put your vitayles m,neyther.ft.coates,noz ſhowes noꝛ ſtaffe. 
De is wel armed which is gyꝛded wyth the ſweard of p wozd of thegoſpel, 
Noz ye ſhal not nede to be careful how ye being naked ſhal cum by neceſ- 
ſaries.Only be careful in your office comptted vnto you and all theſe (hal 
be geuen you. from your heauenly father. It is his matter that ye haue in 
hande. He wyl not (uffre his wozkemen to be defrauded of they: hyer. foꝛ 
them that lyue from dave to daye, and accoꝛdynge to nature, neceſſaries 
be ſone pꝛepated. And there wyl be enow whiche of themſelues wyll geue 
to you, doyng and teachynge ſuche thynges . Do ſhall it cum to paſſe,

Thc Phartſeis dꝛyuen into a rage by this ſo notable an acte, when they 
perceyued that they had loſt an occaſion to accuſe Jeſus,departing out of 
the ſynagoge. a leuynge the multitude whoine they percepued to beate a 
good mynde vnto Jcſu3,conſulted ſecretly with the Derodianes, whyche 
alſo had to do with John his diſciples, whiche enuyed the gloꝛy of Jeſus, 
by what meanes they might rydde Jeſus out of the wayc.They had nowe 
a wyil towardes murder,and nothyng lacked but a mcete occaſion . But 
Jeſus not ignoꝛaunt what they intended, withdzewe him ſelfe from that 
place leſt he myght ſeeme to haue geuen ſum occaſion of extreme delynge 
to the ragyng and furious men. He myght haue ſpytefully repzcſt them 
he might haue ouetwhelmed them with miracles, he might haue deſtroy- 
ed them allo, but myndyng to ſhowe the euangelical mekenes,gaue place 
to theit tage and futye yt pethappes they woulde relent and repente, and 
thus farre he gaue place vnto them that neuertheles in other places he di⸗ 
ſttibuted his heauenly doctrine vnto the multitude, whiche folowed hym 
thicke and thzefolde, and as many ſyck e men, oꝛ otherwyſe myſcrable, as 
were bzought vnto hym, he healed them. Foz his tyme was not yet cum: 
the goſpell was not pes ſuſficiently ſpꝛed abꝛode. Whertoꝛe he gaue place 
to them not to pꝛouide foꝛ him ſelte, but to take from them thoccaſion of a 
wicked dede z to teache withal,$ the wiſdome of the goſpel ought not to be 
defeded againſt the dilobedient with thzeatenynges, with check es oꝛ coͤtẽ⸗ 
cions but with myldenes and mekenes. Therfoze he cõmaunded the mul⸗ 
titude that folowed him that they ſhould not diſcloſe hun, leſt the rumour 
ſpꝛeadyng abꝛode the Phariſeis might be ſtyzred moꝛe and moze. Neither 
was this thinge doen by chaunce but it was pꝛophecied nowe long bekoꝛe 
by the Pꝛophete Eſape , that it choulde ſo tum to paſſe in the wꝛytinges 
of the whiche pꝛophet the Father doeth deſcribe x ſet furth the victoꝛye of

And yt my doinges be 
luch that pe muſt nedes cöleſſe that they be good aſcribe not goed thinges 
to an ill authout. Ee kinted of vipers yll me ſpunging of ill parentes.c6- 
lectute and iudge ye by poure ſelues: Do ye not ſpeake euen as ve be:? and 
do nat youre woꝛkes declare what ſpirite ye haue : Pe enuy the gloꝛye of 
god, and falſely blame hys ſpitite. Frome whence cummcth fo gym 
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fruit.but of an cuil tree? oꝛ as it can not be that a wilde tree ſhould bzing 
turth gentyl fruit a that a tree of poyſoned iuyce ſhould bzing furth hel⸗ 


Fo; out of the ſom appulles:cucn ſo how can ye ſpeake well ſith ye be i11-Foz as the fruit 
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taketh his taſte and verdoute of the iuyce of the roote:ſo communication 
tyſeth of that whiche is hyd in the hatte. Lyke as a good man b2yngethe 
futthe good thynges out of the good treſure of hys hatte: ſo the yll man 
bꝛyngeth furth ill thinges out of the euil treſure of his harte. Whoſe hart 
is tepleniſhed with godlines and charitie,they ſpeke woꝛdes which ſauout 
of that that is in the harte. Whole hatte is repleniſhed with enuy pꝛyde 
and auatice they vſe ſuche communication, whiche by the mouth doth vt⸗ 
tet the affection of the hatte. Men ſhal be eſtemed befoze god not onely of 
theyꝛe decdes, but alſo of theyz wozdes.In ill thought is peſtiferouſe and 
noyſom onely vnto the thynker : but yll talkyng doeth powꝛe out the poy- 
ſon of the hart cinongeſt many. The tonge therfoze muſt be refrained, not 
oncly from outragious blaſphemies, from ſkolding.chiding a backbiting 
X vnclcanly communication but vtterly fro all thynges whereof ctimeth 
none honeſt pꝛotit oꝛ commoditie.P ea I ſaye vnto you that man ſhal ten⸗ 
det a counte in the day of iudgement not only foꝛ fylthy talking, but alſo 
foz cucty vaine idle, ⁊ vnpꝛotitable woꝛde that they ſhal ſpcakt. Foꝛ their 
woꝛdes alſo ſhal be taken ⁊ accoũted foꝛ dedes.Of thy woꝛdes either theu 
ſhalt be iudged good it good woꝛdes iſſue oute of a good heatte, oꝛ thou 
ſhalt be condemned as vniuſt if yll woꝛdes iſſue out of an ill hatte. And 
hete vnderſtande ye the perkect iuſtice of the kingds cf heauen fat paſſing 
the iuſtice of Moyſes law. Foꝛ that lawe punyſſheth onely the manyfeſt 
blaſphemy againſt god:hete ſhal be puniſhed alſo the taunte againſte thy 
neyghbout, and not only the noyſom and perifouſe ſaying. but alſo the idle 
and vayne worde. Foz any reuylyng which is vnpzcfitable on Þ tree is the 
burden of the tree à not the fruyte:x therfoꝛe it is noyſom , becauſe it occu⸗ 
picth the tune a the eares of Þ heatet wout anyfruit oꝛ pꝛofit of thehearcr, 
whereas the tonge is geuen foꝛ this intente that therwith we ſhould pꝛo⸗ 
fyt our ſclues and our neyghboute and that with this member we ſhould 
celebꝛate and magnitie the glozye of god. 


C Than ccrtayneof the ſcribes and phariſets aſked him ſayinge : maſter we wyll 
ſce a ligne ot the but he anſwered # ſapd vnto them: The tuyl and aduouterouſe ge⸗ 
net ation ſcketh a ſigne, and there ſhal no ſigne be geu# to them, but the ſigne of the 
p:opher Jonas.

Thequeneoftheſowth ſhall riſcin the iudgement with this geucratis : e wal cons 
demne it. Fo: (became frd the vemoſt parres of the wozide, to heatre the wiſdome of 
Salomon. And behole in this place is one greater than Salomon. 


Certayne ef the ſcribes à phatiſcis whan they had hearde theſe thynges 
diſlemblyng the tage of theyꝛ myndes.goe vnto Jeſus with moꝛt gentyll 
woꝛdes, as though they would now belcue him pft foꝛ theyꝛ ſake he would 
ſhowe ſum myꝛacle woꝛthy and meete foꝛ them and alſo foꝛ him who cha⸗ 
lenged to hun the ſpitite of god and had alwayes in hys mouthe the hea- 
uenly father. Maſter( ꝙ they) we which be not of the common ſoꝛt but let 
ned men delyꝛe of you to ſee ſum notable ſigne from heauen, whiche maye 


declare that ye be derely beloued of god and that pe doe that thing whiche 
pe dooe 
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pe doo by his power i myght. But Jeſus knowyng theyꝛ ſubtill thought 3 
and obſtinate malice, whiche tequpꝛed a ſigne foz none other intent but to —— 
take a newe occa{ion hereby falſely to accuſe hyin, chyellye ſithe it is moze —— 
caſic to pycke a quarcll at thoſe thynges, whiche be ſhowed from heauen. (18% 
than at thoie thynges whiche appcre befoze the eyes be heard wyth cares, 
and touched with handes:not bearynge ſo greate frowardnes,but in ma⸗ 
ner turning fro the,x takynge it angerly( as it wet) w hym leite made an⸗ 
ſwere ſaving: O naughty à countrefayte nacion, which docth glozye that 
they haue god to theyꝛ fathet which docth crake of her pzogenitour Abꝛa⸗ 
ham whete as it foloweth rather them whiche foꝛſakyng god, wozſhipped 
the golden calfe:whych ſtyꝛted ſedicton againſte Boyſes : which mutmu⸗ 
ted in the deſert. whiche kylled the pꝛophetes: whete as it declarcth that it 
hath Belzebub to her father, with whole ſpirit beyng replenyſhed,it doeth 
tebel agaynſt the ſpirite of God. 
But it ſhall haue no ſigne geuen from heaucu,whiche maye caltumniate 
and tepꝛoue it and which it is vnwoꝛthye to haue , foz as muche as it is 
wholy ſette and geuen to the veatthe but once there ſhall be a ſygne geuen 
to it out of the yearth, whereby it maye be oucrcum and vtterly petylſh yk Foz as Jenas 
it wyll not conuerte. This nation metuayled at the myꝛacle of the pꝛophet hu owes 
Jonas which ſwallowed vp of a beaſte in the ſea. was teſtoꝛed agapne a- tes in the whas 
lyue after thꝛte dayes. This ſhalbe a ſufficiet ſigne foꝛ them, yt they may — 
fce him reuyue agayne by the diuine power, whome by theyꝛ malyce they 
haue layne. This myꝛacle ſhoꝛtely ſhal be ſhewed vnto them whiche they 
wyl taldy launder.Foz lyke as Jonas wyllyngly delyuered hym ſelfe to 
death a was receyued of the beaſt of the ſea à was in her belly thꝛe dates, 
and thꝛe nyghtes and beyng paſt hope of all menne, by and by thozoughe 
the healpe of god was reſtozed alyue : ſo the ſonne of man ſhal be dead in 
the hatte of the yeatthe thꝛe dayes and thꝛe nyghtes. By this figure and 
darke example, Jeſus ſignifyed his deathe and butyal and furthwith hys 
tyſing from death. Ind he added: As Jonas was tothe Nintuites:lo am Themen of 
I to you.He tolde them that the vengeatice of god and the deſtructyon of arten. 
they: citie was at hand, vnleſſe they would repent: J declare the ſame vn⸗ 
to you al. But the Riniuites whome ye deſpiſe as heathen x ydolaters in 
coinpariſon of vou ſhall tyſe in the iudgemente of God and ſhall declare 
you woꝛthylye to be dampned in compatilon of them. Foz they althoughe g 
they were ſynkull yet beynge afearde at the thꝛeatenynges of the pꝛo⸗ amendcd at the 
phete,humbled them ſelues vnto penaunce . And beholde: here is one P{ac>yng or 
greater than Jonas, whyche pꝛeacheth to you in vayne. B«holce here 
The Niniuites were people farre frome the woꝛſhyppyng of God, Jo- — — 
nas vnknowen and ſymple and meke came vnto them . No man com⸗ _—_ 
mended him oꝛ tolde befoze of his cummynge he ſhewed no myracles , he 
allured vnto him no body with benefite.he pꝛomiſed no greate thyng. 
Onely he thꝛetened vndoyng and deſtruction and he pꝛeached no lengas 
than thꝛe dayes. I beyng pꝛomiſed by thoꝛatles of the pꝛophetes fo often 
commended by the teſtimony of John by the teſtimony of the father , be⸗ 
yng your countreyman, being cum alſo of the ſame parentes of whome ye 
gloꝛy and crake:haue taught you now ſo long tune.teſtifying by ſo many 
miracles.that mp doctrpne is not vapne:haue holpe ſo __ wpth mp free 
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benekites, and do not thunder ſoꝛe thictentnges, but of myne owne accoꝛd 
pꝛomyle toꝛgeuenes of all lynnes: I offer euetlaſtyng felicitie of the hea- 
ucnly kingdome: yet it is ſayd that J haue the ſpitite of Beelzebub: J am 
layed at with deadly deceytes, ſo far ye be from bending and bowynge to 
true penaunce.Furthermoze the quene of Daba.ſhal riſe in the tudgemet 
to the tepꝛoche and condeinnation of this generacton , becauſe that the by 
the reaſon of tidinges bꝛought far of, leuyng her kyngdoin # her contrey, 
toke along tourney vnto Salomõ not moued by any feare but only fozp 
dcſire of wildõ. And ſhe did not onli cum to Salomõ but alſo ſhe bꝛought 

with het great gyttes. And beholde there is one in this place greater than 
Salomon. Foꝛ what lyke thing did Salomon to the thinges, which pe ſee 
me do - oꝛ what lyke thyng taught Salomon ? Ind yet ye put me to all 
kynde ol rebukes, whiche ol myne owne accoꝛde bꝛyng vnto you the dec- 
ttine of the goſpel, whetby ye may be ſaued:furthermoze allo pe go about 
to do me more greuouſe diſpleaſures whiche am beneficiall vnto you.But 
the greater the wonders # benefites be, whereby ye be pzouoked vnto pe⸗ 
naunce:the greuouſer ſhal your puniſhment be, vnleſle ye repent in tyme. 

C When the vnclene ſpitite is gone out of a man, de walketh thozough diy places 
ſckingrct, tpudeth none. Than he lapeth: I wyl returne into my Houſe, fr6 wh#ce 
I came. and whan ye is cum he tyndery it emprp,+Cſwepre, and graniſhed. Than de 
gocth and taketh vnto bim ſeut᷑ other ſpitites wozſe than him ſelte, and ſo enteteth 
in, 2 dwelicty there. 4nd the ende ot that man is wozſe thi the deginuug. S0 ſhal 
it be allo unto tois frowarde generacion. 

Further what thing ſhould chaunce vnto them and into what blindenes 
the people of Iſtael thould cum and how miſerably it ſhould be handcled 
of the punces of Rome, and how it ſhould be banniſhed thoꝛough oute the 
woꝛlde teiected and diſpiſed of all nations: Jeſus had rather to ſignitye 
by accrtayne darke example than to declare it maniteſtly. 

And he taketh a ſtmilitude of a manne whiche was poſſeſſed of a deuyll, 
who where as he was once delyuered and reſtoꝛed to his tighte mynde ar⸗ 
tetwarde by his o wne defaulte receyuynge the deuyll agayne , was mo2e 
greuoufly vexed than he was bekoꝛe. Whan an vncleane ſpirite( @ he/go⸗ 
eth out from a man being baniſhed from his olde hoſpital walketh in dꝛy 
and barren places ſeking reſt and findeth none. 

Than ſayth he with himſelfe, J wyll returne into the Houſe frome whence 
IJ wenttwhere when he cummeth he findcth it decked and clenſed,but with 
out any geeſt. Than he ſeyng that there is a place not occupied of anye o⸗ 
ther not beyng content to returne thyther hyinſelfe alone, he taketh vnto 
him ſeuen other ſpirites wozſe than hym ſelfe , whiche entrynge into the 
houſe together make theyꝛ dwellyng there. And it cummeth to paſſe , that 
the man is moꝛe greuoufly vered than he was befoꝛe. Do ſhall it happen 
to this vngraciouſe nation. By this ſimilitude Jeſus noted the obſtinate 
and wylfull malice of the people of Iſtaell, fallynge backe oftentymes 
to theyꝛ olde mancrs . In tymes paſte they ſerued and folowed the dciul- 
lyſhe vyces and dcſy2es, Jt was ſumwhat delyucred by the lawe and the 
— — returned often agayne to her owne manner and dil politi⸗ 

n. It returned to Jdolles,it dyd ſacrifice in the woodes it killeth p pꝛo⸗ 

phetes. It was tedꝛeſſed and amended thꝛough afflictions by Pharao in 
Egypt dy Rabuchodonoſet in Babilon , and by diucrle other calamities 
and 
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and miſeties. Fynally pꝛouoked of the ſonne of god ſo many wayes hathe 
not onlye renewed, but alſo fatte exceded al the wyckednes of her fozefa- 
thers not onlye arayinge the harmeleſſe and the well doer all kynde 
of ſpytekulnes, dut alſo dꝛyuynge him vnto the croſſe and pa wyth 
falſe actuſemeutes. Wheteok a certayne monſtruouſe blyndnes and ſeuen 
tymes moꝛe miſerable than the blyndenes of they: fathers, hath poſſeſſed 
they2 heattes and therfoze they ſhal be moze cruelly handled and deſtroy 
ed than they haue bene hitherto, 
C And when de | talked to the people, behold bis mother and dzethzen ſto de with⸗ 
out deſp2yng to ſpcake with him. And one ſapd vato him:Beyold, thy mother # thy 
diethꝛen dand without, deſp2pug to ſpeake with the. But be aunſwered # ſapd vu⸗ 
to dim that had told him. Who is inp mother, oz who be my dzethren2# he put futth 
bis hand towarde his diſciples, faying:beyolde mp mother # my bzethzen. Foz woe 
io doth the wpl of mp father which is in heauen, the ſame is mp dzother,s ſyſter and 


moryer. 
Is Jeſus ſpake theſe thynges to the people, there came the mother of 
Jclus with certapne of his colens which deſyꝛed to ſpeake with him. But 
when they coulde not cum vnto him foz the multitude beynge ſo thycke, 
and ſtandyng aboute the doozes of the houſe , a voyce paſſynge ouer 
from one to another , a certayne man interrupted the communycacyon of 
Jeſus and tolde him that his mother and hys bzethzen were at the dooze 
which deſy2ed to ſpeake with hym. But Jeſus offended wyth thys impoꝛ⸗ 
tunitic and troubleſumnes , and wyllynge allo to teache that ſuche affec⸗ 
tions ſhould de paſſed lytle vpon as often as the matter of the goſpell is 
in hande.and that the kinred of the myndes oughte moze to be regarded 
than the kynred ofthe hodies, whiche is gotten by vertue and not by the 
nerenes of bloude the whiche alſo is moze large than thother , he anſwe⸗ 
reth hym whyche interrupted hym : Who is my mother, and who ate my 

brethzen? J beyng occupyed aboute the heauenlye buſines, knowledge 

no mothet noz brethren, totnedby carnal affinitie:wherof ſum be karte 
ot perchaunce in heattes. Ind holdynge oute his hande towardes 
his diſciples, which ſitting nere recetued gredely in ſylence his 
wholſome doctrine : pf ye wpll knowe ( @ he my very true 
kynsfolkes which be moſt dere vnto me:theſe be my mo⸗ 
ther my ſyſters z my bꝛethꝛen.Hete is no dyfference of 
kind oz of age, no reſpect of kynred. Who ſoeuer doth 
obeye the wyl of my father which is in heauen he is 
my mother he is my ſiſter, he is my bzother . 1 
eſteme highely the ſpirituall x not the bodely 
affinitte. This affinitic euerye man maye 
cum by.Euerymiltke as he is moſt obe- 
diet vnto my fathers wyl:ſo he is moſt ; 
neere and moſt deere vnto me.

and whan the was vp they caughte deate, aud becauſe the had uo toote ther 
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wpthered atvayc.Agayne ſum fel emonge the thoznes,and the thoznes ſpꝛong vp # 
choked them. But ſome fell into good grouude, and bzoughte furthe trupte:ſum au 
bundꝛeth folde: ſam ſyrtyfolde. Odo locuer hath cares to heare, let him heate. 


latte vpon the banke, teachynge the people whiche gaped 
[after his doctrine inſactablye . Further when he law the 


the bancke made as thoughe it were a rounde auditozy . And becaule in 
in that multitude euetye man had not one mynde, he ſhewed and let furth 
many thynges vnto them by darke ſymylitudes eythet becauſe thys ina- 
net of ſpeakyng ts femiltare and commonly vſed of the pzophetes : 02 be- 
cauſe it is moſt meete # conuenient foꝛ to teache and to moue the myndes 
of the people, becauſe that cõpatiſon taken of thynges that be wel knowe 
and perceyred alſo of them that be vnlerned,by and by toucheth and mo⸗ 
ueth euety one:oꝛ becauſe by this feate and pleaſaunt manet of ſpeaking, 
thynges that be (poke both crepeth into mennes myndes moꝛe pleaſaunt- 
lye,and ſtycketh moꝛe ſurely:oꝛ els becauſe that this manner of monitton 
0launderynge no man but ſecretly by ſimilitude touchynge cuery mannes 
conſcience, is wonte commonly leſſe to offende . And kyꝛſt of all he ſetteth 
fourth a parable,ſignyfying that many on euety ſide cum runnyng to the 

Neachynge of the goſpell,and pet fruite ſpꝛingeth not in them all: which 
chaunceth not by the faulte of the teacher but by the faultc of the heatets. 
No lyke fruyte ſpꝛyngeth not in all the hearers,but accozdyng as every 
man bꝛyngeth a mynde voyde from woꝛldlye cares and deſpꝛes: ſo is the 
truyte of the woꝛde that is hearde of hun greateſt. Therkoꝛe erhoztyng to 
geue audience, he putteth furthe this parable ſayinge : The lowycr wente 
furth to ſowe his lede as he caſted his ſede abꝛod, certayne coꝛnes fel by 
the wayes ſyde and becauſe they were bare z vncouered, the byzdes came 
flying x eate them vp. Agayne other ſum fel in the roughe and ſtony pla- 
ces. which when they were not depely couered with yearth, becauſe of ſto- 
nes that letted them noꝛ could not take roote depely ynoughe.they ſpꝛang 
vp ſhoꝛtely and befoze they time, thzoughe the warmnes of the ſunne, be- 
cauſe there was not moche yearth to kepe the couered vnto they: time, noꝛ 
no deepe roote to mumſtet humoure ⁊ moiſture. Agayne other ſum fel into 
the thoznye grounde , and by the reaſon of increale of thoznes, they were 
kepte downe a choked, and could not ryſe noꝛ ſpꝛynge vp at they? libertic. 
Further other ſum fel vpon a good and a frutful grounde,and ſpꝛinging 
vp luckelt,bzought furth fruit,yet not al a like but accoꝛding to the good 
nes of the ground: ſum an hundꝛeth fold ſum the ſcoꝛe folde ſum thyzty 
kolde as muche:ſo that of one ſede , ſpꝛang an care that bare an hundꝛethe 
coꝛnes:ot another that bare thꝛe ſcoꝛe ot a nothet that bare thyꝛty. Jeſus 


ſptakyng thele thynges dyd not as thi explicat and declare the * —

dell and ſimilttude, but leaueth it to euerye man to toniectute and thinke * 
vpon in his minde. Onely he made an erhoztacis that they that had mcete 
carcs (ſhould heare the parable dylygently. 


¶ And the diſciples came, and ſapde vato hym:Wby ſpeakeſt thou to them by pa⸗ The texte. 
tables: he aunſweryng, ſayde vnto them? It is geuen vnto pou to knowe Þ mpylicry- 
es of the kyngdome of yeauen, but vnto them it is not geuen. Foz whoſoeuet hat, to 
dim ſþal be geuen, and he (hall be made moze abundaunte. But whoſocucr bath nor, 
from bym fþall be cakcy, that alſo whicye he hath. 


But an other tyme when the diſciples had Jeſus alone,they went vnto 
him ⁊ aſtzed hym why he ſpake vnto the people by darke + obſcure ſimpli⸗ 
tudes. Unto whome Jeſus aunſwered on this wyſe : becauſe as yet they 
pelde not thelelues mete to haue the truthe opened vnto the by the whiche 
ccrtaine of the emog the multitude be not onely not the bettet, but allo be 
pucked x ſtyꝛted to be the woꝛſe. Whetfoꝛe J vtter vnto the like miner of 
pꝛeachyng as they bꝛyng hartes to heare.They wil not vnderſtad thinges 
that be moſte maniteſt, J do inuolue # wzappe iy language with darke- 
nes, that by ſuche meanes J map pꝛouoke them to the deſire of learnynge / 
and ſearchyng. But ye whiche teceyue ſymple and deſirouſelye the thynge 
b that 1s geuen.ye are wozthy to be partakers of the moze ſecrete thynges 
f concernynge the wpſedom of the goſpel. Foz vnto hym 5 hath, it ſhall be 
0 geuen,that he maye haue abundantlye,but vato hym that hath nothynge, 
8 nothyng ſhal be added in ſo muche 5 he ſhal be alſo ſpoyled of that whiche 
he lemed fo2 to haue. In other thynges it is a cruell thynge to ſpoyle hym 
5 that is nedy:Yere becauſe pouetty cunnneth thꝛoughe the defaulte of the 

nedy it is mete and right to take away from the vnkynde man. We bꝛing 
and offer frely certayne pꝛinciples of heauenly Philoſophy, + that accoꝛ⸗ 
dynge to the capacitie and ſimplicitte of the myndes as caſtynge certayne 
ſcedes, whiche who ſo receyucth deſitoully truely he pꝛouoketh vs to tom⸗ 
mit mo thynges vnto hym . Contrarywyſe who ſo deſpiſeth and retecteth 
that which is gene frely z turneth it to occaſio of moze pl. is he not woꝛthy 
to be ſpoyled of that whiche he had vnwozthylyz 

C Therfozeſpeake A to thi by fimilitudes, becauſe thep ſeyng, ſe not, and they hea« The texte. 
ryng,hcare not: and viderſtsde not. and þ j82ophyecye of Eſape is tultylled in them. 
whiche ſapeth: Yeſball heate with your cares, and (hal not vnderſtano: # ſeynge ye 
Cal ſce,# al not ſec. Foz þ batte of this people is wered grolle,# their cares be dull 
othearyng,and thep haue (butre their epes, leaſt at any tyme thep ſhould (ce with 
their epes, aud heare with their cares, and vadertande with their harte, and be cons 
uerced,and J heale them. 

Foz this cauſe I ſpeake to them in darke parables, becauſe they wyll 
heare the manyfeſt truth eyther with no p2ofyte, oz els to their owne hurt. 
For it coineth to paſſe though their frowardenes, that where as they haue 
eyes and ſe manifeſt tokens. yet beynge blynded with enuy they ſe not that 
whiche they ſee: And where as they haue eares and heare the truthe that 
can not be conkuted yet they heare not that that they heate noꝛ vnderſtade 
not that whiche they heate although they vnderſtande.Truely the ſaying 
of Eſaye is fulfylted in theſe men: Ee ſhall heate with your cares and not 
vnderſtande and ye ſhall ſe with your eyes and yet not ſee.

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them whole. Truely theſe men therfoꝛe be infoztunat, but not to be pitytd 
though they be very miſcrable, thich wittyngly and wyllyngly ſcke their 
owne deſtruction, and retect theyz owne health. 

C But bleſſed be pour eyes, foz they ſet:and your eares,foz they heare. Foz vetyly J 


ſape vnto pou, that many Pꝛopbetes aud rightcouſe men deipzed to ſe thoſe thinges 
which pe ſee, aud they haut not ſent: and to yeare thoſe thynges which pe heate, and 


thep haue not heard. | 


Conttatywyſe your eyes are bleſſed, becauſe they ſee the thynges that 
we do:youre cares arc bleſſed, becauſe they heate the thinges b we ſpeakc: 
Pourhartes are bleſſed, becauſe they vnderſtande the wyll of my father. 
This is no mcane noꝛ comou felicitie,truely many pzophetes, and manve 
uſt and holy men haue deſired to ſee the thynges which pe (ce, and happe⸗ 
ned not to ſce thein;and to heate the thynges whych ye heare,and they had 
not the gyfte to hcare them. And they trulye as in a dzcame.geſſed at the 
thynge that ſhould cum, which ye ſee befoꝛe you, and alſo heate. 


¶ Deatt pe therfoze the ſimilitude of the ſo wyer. Wh one heateth the wozde of the 
kyngdome, e vnderſtaudeth it not, than cummeth p cuil one and taketh awape that 
which was lowf in dis hart, this is de which was ſowt᷑ dy the warts ſyde. But he 
that tectyued 5 ſede, which was caſt in deny places, f ſame is de p desteth f wozd, 
and anonc w ioye teceiueti it, yet dati he no toote in bymſt ite, but dureth fo2 a ſca⸗ 
ſon:foz whan tribulation oz perſecution happeucth, becauſe of the woꝛ de, dy and by 
be talleth. Be alſo that tetepueth ſede into Þ thoznes:1s he that hesteth che worde, 
and thecarc ot this woꝛlde, and deteittulnes of ritches choke vp the wozde,and lo is 
be made vnfrutitful.Bur be that recctucrh ſe de into the good ground, is de that hea- 
reth the woꝛde aud vudertandeth it, whiche allo beareth frup te and bztngeth kurth, 


lum a hundzcth folde, ſum ſixty folds, ſum thirty folde. 
Therfoze becauſe your ſimplicitie and deſire of knowledge, deſeructh 
this, hatkẽ ye what the parable doth meane which J put furth of ß ſowicr 
ſowing his ſede. There be thꝛe ſoꝛtes of men, in whom the ſede of the woꝛd 
of the goſpel cithet bungeth furth no ftuyte oꝛ els bꝛingeth not to petkec⸗ 
tion, the fruyt that is ſpzonge vp. And the firſt is moſte baten cf all. Chele 
be they which lyghtly and negligently heare the woꝛdes of the heauenlye 
docttine and ſuffer them not to entre into their myndes, noz faſten them in 
theit teme bꝛaunce to thintet they maye be rooted there : but theit myndes 
beyng coinpaſſed and fenſed with no deſite noz care, beynge armed with 
no purpoſes againſt the aſſaultes of vainc thoughtes at eucry light occa⸗ 
ſion they ſuffre that that is ſowen to be ſpurned at and troden dewne. 
That perceyuynge the pll and naughty one, whiche lieth in waytt and en⸗ 
uyeth good beginninges by and by ſendeth into the minde.ccrtaine fleyng 
and waueryng cares, which maye deſttoye the ſede befoze that it ſpuing vp 
in graſſe,oz haue any roote,that they be no bettet thi yt they had not heard 
at all. Theſe be ſygnytied by the ſede that fell by the hye waye, where go 
bothe men and beaſtes, that is to ſaye, all maner of cares, aftectyons of 
kynted and of affinitie care foꝛ common offices loue, hatted ſuſpition and 
ſuche other. (Thele thynges chaſe awape the wozde of the goſpell out of 
the mynde, welnere befoze it be receiued. Agayne there is an other , whiche 
receyueth as it wet ſeede the woꝛde of the golpell with his eares, and gre- 
dely putteth it into his hatte, tecoꝛdyng and deuyſonge with hymſelfe, to 
frame his life aftcr the rule therof: but becauſe he pꝛinteth it not vtterlye 
in the inwardes of his minde, but after the faſhion of men he doth that he 


doth lightly, with a certapne affection foz a time, he nouryſheth the _- 
as

that he hathe taken, vntyll it be growen vp to a graſſe, and ſhoweth acer- 
tavne hope of euangclicall godlines abſteynynge from great ſinnes, and 
floꝛyſhynge with meane vertucs . But if any ſtoune of perſecution begyn 
toryſc, and yt ay the goſpel ſake baniſhment be offred.o2 puſon punyſh- 
ment death and ſuche other,whiche require a ſtedkaſt ſtrength of the mind, 
than as at the vehement heate of the ſunne.they wyther awaye and vtter- 
ly faynte and decapye. A figure of this was the ſtonie grounde, which recey- 
ued the ſede 4 bzought it koꝛth in to graſſe but it was not able to [uccour 
and defend it with humour agaynſte the heate of the ſonne foz thzoughe 


the ſtones it can haue no depe noꝛ ſure roote.Jgaine there is an other whi- alto mat 


che gredely heareth the woꝛde of the golpel and ſetteth it depe ynoughe in 
his inynde.and kepeth it long, but his minde being intangled and choked . 
with troubleſum carcs of this wozlde,and eſpectall of riches as it were W 
- certayne thycke thoznes he can not frely folow that he loueth.Becauſe he 
wil not ſuffre theſe thoznes which cleaue together a be intangled one with 
another emonge themſelues to be cut awaye, the fruyte of the ſede that is 
ſowen doth vtterly periſh. This was ſignified by the ſimilitude of p ſede 
whiche was teceyued in the grounde full of thoznes x bꝛeets. Further the 
ſede that was receyued in the good grounde,ſignifieth them ,whiche both 


heate the woꝛde of the goſpell and recozde it with them ſelues and faſten e 


it ſurely in theyꝛ rememb2aunce,x ſo do powe it in to thaffections of they; 
mynde that they wyll not \warue from it to dye therfoze, who allo do tyd 
and deliuer them ſelues from affections and fylthy cares of tyches, which 
ſuffre not the mynde to be free and at ltbertie, but geue themlelues wholy 
to the heauenly tnſpiracton. Che ſede of the doctrine of the golpel is not 
vnpꝛotitable to ſuche mindes. 

But like as one kynd of wheate bꝛingeth not fozth like ftute in al groun- | 


des, but it ſpꝛyngeth with leſſe oꝛ moze increaſe accoꝛdyng to the goodnes and ngeth 


of the ground: So after the godly deſire and capacitie of them that heate 

the woꝛde the fruite of godlines commeth koꝛth moꝛe aboundantely. 

By this parable Jeſus taughte vs, with what ſtudie a delite the heauen⸗ 

ly doctrine ought to be receyued.if we deſire that frute ſhould ſpung of it. 
Thele thynges Jeſus dyd interpꝛete and declare vnto his diſciples a 

parte. 


C Another ſimilitude put he furth vnto them ſaying : The kyngdome of heauen is 
likened vnto a man, whiche (owed good ſer de in his tyeide.

Wylt thou 
than that we 7 and wede them vp bur be ſayde: nap, leaſt whyle ye gather vp the 
rares,yc plucke vp alſo rhe wheat with them: Let both growe t t vntil p har⸗ 
ueu: and in tymcofharueft, wyll ſaye to the repers, gather pe firÞthe tares, and 
bynde them together in ſbeues to be dꝛent, but gather the wheate into my barne 


But let vs retourne vnto thoꝛder of our foꝛmet communtcacton. The 
Loꝛde Jiſus putpoſed vnto them another parable, to ſhewe them alſo 
that there was anothet poiſon and miſchief to be taken hede of yt a man 
wil laye vp pure and fine coꝛne in his barne. Foz the other ylles do onely 
hurte the ſeed lately ſowen, oꝛ ſpzingyng into graſſe. This doth cozrupte . 
the

Agayne Jcſus minding to fſhewe by a ſimilitude how that the Philoſo- 
phy ofthe goſpel firſt in apperaunce abiecte and homly thꝛough the igno 
intny,and llaunder of the croſſe being as tt were planted by a fewe vnlcar- 3 
ned men ſhoulde by litle and litle thꝛough the ſtrength of the truth, growe 1 
to ſuche in19þt and power that it ſhould go oucr all the wozlde, x ſhoulde 
embzace al kynde of mE:p2opoſed this riddel x ſimilitude: The kingdome 
ofheauen(@ he is lyke vnto a muſterde ſcede whiche a certayne man toke 
and lowed in his felde. Whiche of it ſelfe is leſt emong al pulſc. But whi 
if is growne vp it is greater tha al kyndes ok hetbes ⁊ riſcth vp as bigge 
as a ttet inſomuch that the bitdes make their neſtes in the bowes therof. 

Can other (imilitudeſpake de vuto them: ht kingdom of heaucn is like vato le⸗

piophet that ſayeth: I wil open my moutbe in parables, J wil ſpcake furth thinges 
yy doen from the begynuyng of che wozlde ; 


Agayne Jeſus did inculcat and beate in the ſelfe ſame thing, doing the 


to vnderſtande by what meanes the ſtrength and might of the doctrine of 


the goſpell ſecretely crepyng in, and diſperſed and ſet abzode by a fewe a- 
poſtles.ſhould altre# tranſtoꝛme all the woꝛlde into her natute: and whan 
it ſhall ſeme moſt to be conſumed and extinct, than chiefly it ſhall ſet koꝛthe 
and ſhewe ſtrength. The kingdome of heauen ( @ he) is lyke vnto leuen, 


whiche being but a litil quantitie, the woman put in thzee meaſures of 


mecale,and there left it vntill the litill piece ofleuen had chaunged by litill 
and lytil the whole quantitie of the meale and turned it in to her owne 
natute. 

All theſe thinges Jeſus declared vnto the people in riddelles,x.cloudes 
of parables and ſpake nothyng vnto the than, without a parable,to thin- 
tent that he might both ercite and ſtitre their mindes with darke ſpeking, 
and make them delitouſe to learne, x yet geue thein no holde thoughe they 
ſought occaſion buſilye, vaiuſtly to repzoue hym. Ind the ſoothe ſaying of 
the Pꝛophet tolde of this befoze in tyme paſt, J wyll open my mouthe in 


parables, I will ſhowe furth chinges whyche hath ben hid hitherto, lith 
the woꝛlde was made. | 


C Whan thepeople were ſent away, Jeſus came into the houſe, and his diſciples 
tamc vnto him ſaytug: Ecpounde vnto vs the parable of the tares of þ felde. De an- 
ſwered aud ſapd vuto them: He that ſoweth the good ſeede, is the ſonne of mi. The 
telde is the wo21de. aud the cyplozen of the kyngdom, they are the good (cede. Tho 
tates att the childꝛen of that naughty one: Tye enemy that ſyuwety toem ts the Des 
ue ll. The hatueſt is the end ot the world. The reapers be the Aungels. As the cares 
therefore ate gathered and bꝛeut in the tier: ſo (ball it be in the end ot this worlde, 
The ſonne of man ſhal ſends forthe his Aungelles, g they (bal gather out ot his kiug- 
dome all thynges that offende, and them whiche do iniquitie, and ſhall caſt them in⸗ 
to a furnace of fier. Ther? (halbe wapling # gnaſbyng of teth . Than ſhall the righz 


tuouſc ſhine as the ſounc in che kyngdome of cyeir tatyer .holocuer hath cares to 
heate, let him beate. 


Than Jeſus departyng from the multitude went home, and they kolo⸗ 
wed not foz that they vnderſtode not what he ment and that none occaſion 
was geuen of falke repzofe . Further whan he was at home alone hys 
familiar diſciples came vnto hym requiryng him to expound them the pa⸗ 
table of the cockels mengled w wheate. Foꝛ the parable of the ſeed diuerſ: 
ly ſowen once declared, they geſſed wel of the ſelues what he met by ß mu⸗ 
ſterd ſeede, + the leuẽ put in the meale. Jeſus without any griefe declared 
it playnely. The good huſband ( @ he) whiche ſowed the good ſede is the 
heucnly father:the felde in whiche he ſowed, is the whole wozlde, and not 
only Jewꝛy. Further the good wheat that ſpꝛang vp of the good ſeede be 
they, whiche by the doctrine of the goſpel behaue the ſelfe wozthtly koꝛ the 
kyngdome of heauen, agreing to their pꝛokeſſion in life and dedes. The 
naughty cockels ſpunging of the yll ſede mengled with theſe, be yll men 
whyche pzofeſſe not purely noꝛ ſincerely the doctryne of the goſpell. Ind 
the aduetlaty whyche mengled hys ſede p2puely in the nyghte. wherof 
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gathcred and 
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heart. 
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The paraphzaſe of Eraſmus vpon 


lpungeth peruerle x pl docttine is the deuil. The ſetuantes whiche would 
gathet the cockel before the time be they whiche thinke that the falſe apo- 
ſtelles and chiefe hetetikes ſhoulde be tydde out of the way with ſwoꝛde 
and death, where as the good man of the howſe willeth not Þ they ſh oulde 
be killed, but ſuffcred,yf happe be that they repent and be turned from coc- 
kelles in to wheate , And that if they repente not, they ſhoulde be kepte 
and preſerued to their iudge, of whom once they ſhall be punyſhed . The 
tyme ok harueſt is the ende of the woꝛld. The hatueſt kolkes be the angels. 
In the meane ſeaſon therfoze the ill mengled with the good muſte be ſuf- 
fered when they be ſuffered with leſſe daunget and petil, than they be taken 
away. Further whan the laſt tune ſhal cum, whan the good ſhall be ſeueted 
from the ill when rewardes ſhall be geuen to eucry man koꝛ hys dedes: 
than the ſonne of man the iudge ouer all, ſhall ſende furth hys angels to 
denſe hys kyngdome and they ſhall ſuffer none offence to remayne there, 
foꝛ than neyther the good can p2ofite the ill:noꝛ the ill ſhall be ſuffered any 
moze to trouble the good:but who ſo euer liuynge emonge the good had 
rather moleſt and trouble them, than to be made better by thetr cumpany, 
he ſhall gather them together and ſhede them from the others, and deliuct 
thein to the fier of hell. There ſhall they be puniſhed woꝛlde withoute end 
koꝛ their ſhoꝛte and falſe luſtes and pleaſures remoued from the flooze of 
the churche and caſt in to a darke den of hell, is to ſay in to the kingdom 
of theit afther: where as now ouer late à vnp2ofitable penaunce ſhal fozce 
thoſe miſerable people to wepe ⁊ to wayl ⁊ to gnaſhe with their teeth. Fut 
ther they that cum and ſpꝛing furthe of the good ſeede petſeuer and con⸗ 
tinue vnto thende, although in the meane tyme they appere hete vile and 
abiecte and be afflicted of the ill ſozte: than all vilenes of moꝛtalitie ſet a 
parte, they ſhall ſhyne like the bright ſonne in their fathers kingdõ. Thele 
thynges becauſe they be greate à weyghty thinges, of both partes ought 
not to be heard negligently. Chey pertcine cyther to ß cucrlaſting felicitie, 
02 to the everlaſting deſtruction of all men. Whet foꝛe who ſo cuet hath an 
tate neythet deaf noꝛ ſtopped with the deſires of the woꝛlde let hym heare, 
that he may auoide cucrlaſting puniſhemetes, x obteine þ life cucrlaſting, 


Agapne the kingdom of heauen is like vnto a treaſure hyd in the felde whiche a mau 
— — aud hid, and fo; tope therot gocth and ſelleth al that he hath, and byeth 

Beſide theſe to thintent he might the moꝛe kindle and ſtirre the mindes 
of them that were his to the deſire of theuangelicall godlines , he adbeth 
two other ſimilitudes, wherby he teacheth that the pꝛofeſſiõ of the goſpell, 
is à thing not to be deſired lightly, oꝛ after the comon maner, but that this 
onely thinge ought to be laboured foz with greate ſtudy, all other thynges 
(ct a parte, and that this excellent good thyng muſt be purchaſed and ob- 
tayned by the loſſe of all our goodes. Which thyng though it chaunce not 
ealily to euety manne,yet whan it is once found it hath high fclicitie:And 
although in the meane ſeaſon it be hyde emong men and ſetteth not foꝛth 
it ſelfe:yct he that hath it, retoyceth ſecretly with hym Cſelfe, lokyng ſately 
fo: that daye.in the whiche the felicitie that is nowe obſcure and datke af:

J des 
nye not (@ che) that the Iſraelites be the childzen , and we the dogges , and 
therfoze Jam not btterly to be repelled. J take not awaye from theym their 
fyne x delicate bzeade, whiche they tate ſitting at theyꝛ fathers table: This 
enelpe J require, whiche maſters are not wonte to denye to their dogges. 
The table is ryche a plentyfull of ſuche thynges,it ſuffiſech me pf J cyadice 
to haue the crummes whiche fall from their tables. Than Jeſus maruays 
ling at the inkatigabie and great conſtancte of the ſtraunge woman, in ma⸗ 


ner ouercumme,ſayd: O woman J can no longer reſiſte thy ptayers:greate | 


is thy fayth, wherwith thou conſtrapneſt me. Wherfoꝛe be it vnto the after 
thy deſyze , And by and by even at the ſame tyme it was pꝛoued, that her 
doughter was delpuered from the deupll. 


¶ Ind Jeſus goyng from thence, came nig vnto the ſea of Salile, and wente vp (ns 
to a mountayne and (ate downe there. aud mucbhe people came vato dym bzyngiag wyth 
them ryoſe tiat were lame, blinde.defe,mapmed, and other manye , # caſte them downe 
at Jeſus feete . And be healed theym, iuſomuche that the people maruapled whan they 
ſawe the dum ſpeake, the maymed tobe whole, te lame to walke, and the blynde to (es 
fad thep gloꝛytyed the god of Jſracl, 


Whan Jeſus in maner conſtrayned had wꝛought this one myꝛacle in 

P bozders of the Sidontãs a the Sirians,to pzouoke a ſtyꝛte vp his owne 
people he went agayn into Jew, to declare howe moze ready he was to⸗ 
wardes his owne colitrey men, thẽ to tr il they might haue bene 09 
uercum aud wunne with benetiteg. Ind he came vnto a mere whiche is cal⸗ 
led the ſea ol Galile , and there gopng vp vpon an hylle, ſate "on „that

the golpel of l. Mathewe. Cap. xb. Fo. lx viii 


by goyng aſide and by the difficulcie of the place, he myght a lytel and a li 
tell plucke vp the faythe of his diſciples and make it firm and ſtable. Jnon 
there flocked aboute him many flockes of men, bꝛynging with them dum, 
blynd lame, weake, and dyuerle other vered with diuers diſeaſes;of whom 
there was ſo great a multitude, that they caſte thein at the feete of Jeſus. 
He wel perceyuing theyꝛ fayth by the hard andcumbzouſe tourney, healed 
them all: and ſo ſpedely healed ſo manye, that the multitude whiche came 
vnto hym was muche amaſed , ſeyng howe ſodeinly the blynde receyued 
the yꝛ light, the dum ſpake, the lame walked, the feble was whole ok lym- 
mes. Aud they glozyfied God ofthe people of Jſrael, which dyd vouche⸗ 
ſale to beſtowe ſo great benifites vpon his people. 

Than Jcſus called bis diſciples vnto hym, and ſayed: I haue compaſſion on the 
people, detauſt they continewe with me nowe thze dayes, and haue nothing to tate, aud The texte. 
wyll not let them departe faſtyng, leſt they taynte in the waye. And his diſciples ſay⸗ 
eth vnto him : whence (houlde we get vs ſo muche dead in wildernes wherewyrh we 
mygit ſuffice lo great a multitude? And Jeſus ſayth vnto them. Dome many loues baue 
pc2411) they ſayed vnto dym: ſeuen, and a fewe lytlefyſbes . And he commaunded the 
people to lit doune on the grounde, and tooke the ſeuen loucs and the ty ſhes . And at⸗ 
ter that he had geuen thankes, he brake theym , and gaue to his dpſciples, and the diſcy⸗ 
pl: s gaae them to the people. And they al dpd cate, and were ſuffiſed. And they tooke vp 
of the bzoken meate that was lefte ſeuen baſkettes full. And yet they that dyd este were 
tower thouCande men,beſyde women and chyldꝛen. And he lente a wape the people and 
tone (by ppc, and came into the coaſtes of Magdala. 

This kindnes of the people cauſed hym to heape benefite vpon benefite 
of his owne accozd.Fo2 whan Jeſus knewe that the multytude tarted and 
byd by him thꝛe dayes(ſuche was they feruency towardes Jeſus) a knew 
allo if they had bzought any bittell with the, it was conſumed and ſpent a 
good whyle befoze:and p many wer in ieopardie fox hunger: Furthermoze 
that the ioʒuey was long, and that there were no villages noꝛ tounes nere: 
he calleth his diſciples vnto him ⁊ layd. I haue pitie on this multitude. foꝛ 
nowe it is thzee dayes, that they haue taried wich me in delerte, noꝛ they 
haue nothyng to eate, and J will not ſend them awaye faſtyng , leaſt they 
fainte in the waye, deyng longer than they be able to go faltyng. 
With theſe ſayinges he put his diſctples in remembꝛaunte ofthe foꝛzmer 
my2acle, when he ted certayne thouſandes of men . But they yet rude and 
koꝛgetting thoſe fozmer thinges, beyng carefull + doubtful as though they 
habde ben commaunded to feade ſuche a greate multytude of men, do make 
anſwece : Where than can we get ſuche a deale of bꝛead that maye ſuffyſe 
ſuche a greate multitude- This ſimplicitie à fozgetfulnes of the diſciples, 
dyd let turch þ greatenes of the miracle. They therfoze beyng in diſpayze, 2*2 be com 
Chꝛiſt taketh in hand the matter of the myzacle. He aſkeththem how many peovie to cie 
loues they had. They anſwered, ſeuen, and a fewe fiſhes. And furthwyth zrannde. 
hecommaunded theym to it downe vpon the grounde. And takyng theſe: 
uen loues and the meate in hys handes, after that he hadlifted vp his iyes 
biito heauen, and geuen thankes vnto his father, he bzake them, and dely- : 
ueted them to his Diſciples , and they diſtrtbuted them to the people.Euerp 
mau dyd eate hys fyll: and there was nothyng lacking, inſomuche that ſez 
uen ba[kettes were filled of the gatheringes of ſcrappes, whiche remay- 
ned. Ind there were of them that dyd eate,in nũbꝛe lower thouſande, beſide 
chidꝛeu and wemen. But Jeſus ſo many notable mtracles ſhewed in the

mounte.leaſt he ould ſtirre the people ouer muche to haue him in benera- 
tion and honour ; chietly when theſe bodely benefites be applyed and geuẽ 
foꝛ no nother intente,butto obtayne authoꝛitie to the doctryne ofthe gol⸗ 
pell, whereby the ſoules be healed and fed:after that he had ſent awaye the 
multitu de. he went by bote into the lande of Magedan.

They anſwere, ſeuen: Why dooe pe not yet bnderſtande the maner of 
my ſpeakyng,whyche pe turne to the care of bodely thynges : where as mp 
talkyng ſtudieth and pꝛouydeth foꝛ the myndes, rather then the bodypege 
Howe ye ſhould of youre ſelues haue toniectured what my ryddell mente 
when J ſayd : beware of the leauen ofthe Phariſets and Hadutes. J had 
now taughte you, that it litel ſkylled what kynde of meate we tate. J had 
now diuerſly declared and beaten vpon it, that they whiche haue in hand 
the matter of the goſpell,Ghould vtterly caſt awape ſuche vyle cares. 

The diſciples beyng more attent and diligent by this litel chyding, vnder- 
ſtodethat Jeſus ment that they ſhould take hede diligently,and beware of 
the doctrine of the Phariſeis, which had nothyng that was ſincere a cleane 
but was cozrupte with ambicion, auarice, enupe, and other bices ; Where 
as the doctrine of the goſpell taſted ol no ſuche thing. Foz theyz doctrine 
doth rather infecte man, than feedehim : and therfoze it muſt be taken hede 
of diligently, becauſe they be wonte foz to decexue vnware and ſimple men 
by the falſe clokeof godlines, which is the very poyſon of true godlynes.

Whan Jeſus had ſpoken theſe thyngez , he commaunded his diſcyples 
p they ſhould as yet kepe this goodly opinion of hym, ſecrete with themſel- 
ues:102 open tt to others,that he was Meſſias. Foz fyzlt the ſacrifice of the 
troſſe muſt be accomplyſhed, and the veritie of his manl pe nature declared, 
ard further by his reſurreceton, and the holy ghoſt, his diuinitie muſte bee 
declared . Foz althoughe the voyce and ſentence of Peter was pꝛayſed ok 
Chꝛiſt as the ſentence of them whiche now began to pzofyr and ſpꝛynge vp 
by litle and litle, vnto thynges ofmoxe perkeccion:pet they dzeamed ol a cet⸗ 
tayne khyngdome not vtterly vnlpke a woꝛldlpe kyngdome . Andtherfoze 
Jeſus darkely and as in a riddlep2omiſed vnto Peter the ryght of p keyes, 
but he deliueted them not by and by. Fo: as yet he was not mete to vſe the,

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as pet he was not ſufficiently taught with the inſtruccion of the holpe ſpp 

rite. And therefoze Jeſus calleth them backe to the miſterte of the croſſe and 

ot his death, by the whiche myſterythat kyngdom muſt be pꝛepared the des 

util once ouercum, and ſynnes abolyſhed, that they myght be the leſſe trou⸗ 

bled in their myndes whan they ſhould ſee thynges chaunce , whiche they 

knewe ould cum to paſſe a little after.

Xohan the diſciples beyng yet carnal vnderſtoode not 

dc hm al dt, fully this communicacton , becauſe they tudged theſe thynges vnmeete and 

bud ye vnworthy fo: hym, who though ſo many my2acles declared hymſelfto be 

cay!ng::-a1 the ſonne of God: yet they durſt not demaund of their maiſter, what it met 

the court to bye and ryſe agayne. Therfoze Peter, who fox the ſpecial loue that he 

had to his maiſter was bolder then the other,taketh hym aſyde from the o⸗ 

ther ofthe Apoſtles , as though he would tell hym a thyng mote familtar- 

lyꝛand chidyng hym,and abhozryng the ſpeakyng of death and affliccions, 
ſayde:Lo2d be good to pour ſelke. ' 

Theſe thynges ſhall not happen vnto you, Fo2 it ts in pou, that they tum 
not to paſſe: Foz although Peter pꝛonounted hym to be the ſonne of God 
alyue, rather by the inſtigacion of the father tha by his own reaſon oz wit: 
pet he was karte from the vnderſtandynge of that myſterpe, that Jeſus by 
his death Could redeme mankind, and by his reſurreccion declare vnto the 
woulde the myghte of his diuine power. Therefoze Jeſus to refourme the 
effcccton in his diſciples, turned vnto the and beheld them, whom he knewe

And behold 
there appcated vuto them (oſcs aud Dclias talkpng wich him. Than anſwered Peter, 
and layde vnto jcfus:Lo2d here is good being fo2 vs. It thou wilt, let vs make here thc 
tabcrnacles,cnc for thet, and one fo: @oſes, and one fo: De lias. as he wos yet ſpraking, 
bcyoldc,a bꝛy ght cloude Wadowed them. And behold, there came a voyce out of the cloud, 
ſaying:this is my welbeldued ſonne in whom J delyght muche. deate hym. And whi the 
diſciples bad heard theſe thynges, they teil on their fates, and were ſoꝛe atraped .

gteat men ſet foꝛth, and ſhewed it to be gloziouſe, Theſe thynges wer ſeene 
to the Apoſtles as to men newely waked from ſlepe: foꝛ theyꝛ ipes wer he⸗ 
uy and grieued. Foꝛ moꝛtall febleneſſe was not of capacitte to reteiue the 
greatneſſe of the viſton. The diſciples therfoze beeyng afearde and amaſed 
with ſache a wonderfull and incredible ſyght, Peter not pet fully wel adui⸗ 
ſed, but tauyſted wholly with the pleaſure and maieſtie of the ſyghte:whi- 
che ſemed to be farrefrom mencion of death,ſayde; Loꝛde let vs buyld here 
thꝛe tẽtes oꝛ pauilions:one fo2 thee , another foz Moſes, and the thyꝛde foz 
Helias. This was thought bnto Peter mote wiſdom than to be lain at Je 
ruſaie.Þeter had not pet ended his cõmunicaciõ, behold, a bʒight a pleaſaũt 
cloude onerſhadowed thapoſtles, leſte they ſhould be abſozpte and ouertũ⸗ 
med with the high neſſe ofthe ſyghte . And beholde the voyce of the father 


eden dere ſounded out of the cloude, witnelſynge of his ſoonne with thetame wozdes,

with the whiche he witneſſed of hym, when he was baptyſed in Jozdane: 
This is my onely beloued ſonne, in whome my minde hath delyghte,heare 
hym.

and were moꝛe afeatrd. Foz they wer afeard of their lyfe, betauſe they had 
learned that God layde thus: man chal not ſee me and liue. But Jeſus rey 
teyuyng againe his fozmer ſhape, touched them with his handes, leſt they 
Gould ſuppoſe that he were a goſte, and with hig accuſtomed and knowen

Than the 
diſciples vudertoode that he ſpake vuto them ot John Baprife. | 


Jud when they tame downe from the hyll , befoze they came to the cum» 
pany of the other dilciples, he commaunded them to tell no manne of theſe 
thynges that they had leene, vntyl the ſonne ol man were ryſen from deth, 
Feꝛ vntyll that tyme the tale ſhould be vnpꝛokitable, and not beleued. And 
the diſtiples kepte it to theymſelues , and conferred betwene theymſelues 
what it inyght meane, that Jeſus ſayde:after that he be ryſen agayne from 
death. Theyz harte was lo wzapt and entangled, that that wooꝛde ſo often 
carde, could not enter into their harte. But a certayne doubte roſe in they? 
myadesof that, that they ſawe Helyas ſtandynge with Jeſus,this doubte andy diſcs 
they pꝛopole vnto hym in the waye. What meaneth it than ( ꝙ they) that plc «fkedai, 
the Scribes teachyng and tell yng ol the cummynge of Meſlias, be wount then — 
to ſaye oute of the aucthozitie of Malachte, that befoze the cummynge of Þerives chae 
Mcſſias.Heltas Theſbites ſhalcum.

But now when Jeſus wet vnto his diſciples, he ſawe a great multytude 
of men about them, andthe Scribes diſputyng with theym . The people 
maruct/yng whytyer Jcfug was gone, tan vnto hymandſaluted hym. He 
demaunded of the what the matter was Þ they diſputed among thelelues. 
Chan one of the multitude made aunſwere ; maiſter J bzoughte myſonne 
tothee, whiche is miſerably vered of an vncleane ſpirite : whiche as often

J luer pou? in bayne, bowe longe ſhall J ſuffre pour vntractable and frowarde mas 
ners; I baue dooen ſo many myꝛacles and p2ofittenothyng:and therewith 
commanunden the chylde to be brought, becauſe the myꝛacle myghte bee the 

more cuident and notable to all menne. Whiche when he was bꝛoughte and 

ſeene of Jeſus, fozthwith tuen there bekoꝛe them all, the ſpirite toke hym, 

and the chylde was hurled vppon the grounde,andtumbled, and foomed, 

a myſerable ſyghte to ſee.

Foz pf thou truſte fully, nothyng is ſo harde 
but it may cum to paſſe to bim that docth beleue and truſte. At this wooꝛde 
the father contt yuyng a truſte, and a moꝛe ſure hope, with plentiful teates 
cripng out, made aunwete: Lozd J beleue, and yt any thyng wante in my 
truſt and belefe, ſupply thou it ofthy goodneſſe, and healpe my vnbelefe. In 
the meane tyme when Jeſus cſpyed the multitude of people runnynge to 
gaſe, deſyꝛous to ſee whether the thyng that came not to paſſe to the diſcts 
ples ſhoulde tum to peſſero Jeſus: he threatened the vncleane ſppꝛite, ſai⸗ 
png:thou dealfe and dumme ſpitite, J commaund the go out from him, and 
Zee rett4rne not agayne vnto hem bereatter.

Thys ſaying becauſe it was not well vnder ſtande ofthe Apoſtles, put in 
theyz myndes a certapne heauyneſſe, becanſe they were ſoꝛy that ſo many 
men fo2 tyches ſatze, choulde be ſhut out from the kingdom of heauen. Ther 
foze whan the diſciples maruayled muche what tt ſhoulde meane that Jes 
ſus ſpake ofthe Camell, and the tye of the nedle, they aſke hym: It it be

ued it. pet thts honoz was meete andſemely foz the cumming of dim, who 
by his death ſhould cedeme the whole wozlde,

this? And the people ſapde; This is c ſus. that pzophete of Nazarcrh in Galile, And 
Jeſus went into rhe temple, and cafk out al rhem that ſolde and bought in the temple, 
and oucrtdꝛewe the tables of the money chaungers, and the ſeates of them that ſolde 
dooues, and ſayd vnto them: Jt is wꝛittt. any houſe ſhall be called the houſe ot ptayer, 
but ye haue made it a den of theucs.

When he ſawe in the 
temple a faſhion of a market,ſum ſellyng,ſum and thechangers of 
money ſitting, Jeſus moued with the vng ofthe thyng , accoz- 
dyng to the ſaytng of the Pꝛophete: The zeale of thy houſe hath eaten me,

By this acte Jeſus ment an other 
thyng.Foz Þ the tẽple was polluted w marchadiſe of bullockes, ſhepe, go» 
tes à doues, did not ſo greatly moue him, but it was his mynde to ſhewe þ 
auarice # lucre would bee a deadly poyſon vnto his churche in time to tum, 
whiche was figured by that temple, whoſe religion ſhould Goztelye after 
be aboliſhed. Fox at ſuche tyme ts the temple which is conſecrate to offer vp 
to God ſpiritual ſacrifice,turned into a denne of theues, whan vnder p pꝛe⸗ 
tenſe of religion and pꝛieſthode, the people is robbed, Foz nothyng can be 
ſincere and holy, where the loue of money doeth reigne. And this miſchief 
is than a thyng vntollerable, when it is vſed vndet the roofe ol thetemple, 
when tauine is couer?d with the adowe of religion.

The chiete Pꝛieſtes and the Scribes thozough thoſe thinges whereby 
they ought at laſt to repent, were themoze with burning in enup, 
when they ſlawe the people retoyſing ſo louingly on eucry ſide, and ſaw the 


great power in healing ot the lame and blinde, and autthoꝛitie in — 
out of marchandiſe, no man being ſo bolde to reſtſt:and the childzen alſo 

png in the temple, Os Ana to the ſonne of Dauid, They takyng theſe thin 
ges greuouſly, moniſhed Jeſus to ceaſe that crying, els it would cum to 
paſſe that he houldſeme to acknowleage ſuch honour, of whiche they tud 
ged hym vnwozthy, where as it ſhould haue ben theyꝛ partes rather moze 
greatly to ptayſe him and to ſpeake well of hym: whiche beyng aunctent 
men and ſkiifull tn the lawe and the pꝛophetyes, ſeyng ſo many miracles, 
might vnderſtande that this is Meſlias, whom they loked foz ſo log time. 
Now the childzen by the inſtigacton ok nature, oꝛ rather by thinſptratis of 


God, ſpake that thing, which they could not vnderſt ande foz lacke of age. 
Therfoze they blinded with enup, # dzuncken with angre, ſayde vnto him: 
heareſt thou what theſe childze ſays but Jeſus topping thepꝛʒ mouth with 
teſtimony of ſcripture, did pe neuer rede (@he) of the mouth 4 


ſucklinges thou haſt made perkect thy ptayſe- wil pe 
hut their mouth, whiche God hath opened to p:ayſe his gloꝛy / I lay vnto 
you, God will not luffer his pꝛayſe to be had in ſilt᷑ce, thoꝛoughj your enuy, 
in ſo muche that iftheſe holde their peace, the tones will cry, whole harde⸗ 
nes ye excede, Therſoze Jeſus leuing them with theyz enup departed, and 
geing out of the citie ot Jeruſalem went onto Bethanta, and there tarryed. 


Ju the moꝛniug as he returned into tye citie agayne, he was a hungered: and whan 
be had ſped a figge fre in the way, he came to it, and found nothing theron, but leaues 
oneiy, and ſayde vnto it: Neuer fruice growe ou the hence toz warde. And anon the 
figge tree wythered awaye. And whan bis diſciples ſa we it, they maruapled, ſaying: 
bow (one the figge rree is wpthered, Jeſus auſweting ſay de vnto them: Uerely I (ay 
vnto pou, Jf pe haue faythe and doudte not. ye all not oncly do this, that is happened 
vnto the figge tree, bur alſo if ye ſhall ſaye vuto this mountapue, remoue and caſt thy 
ſclfc iu to the ſea, it ſhall ve doen .

In the moznyng by the wap as he returned vnto the citie, he beganne to 
were hungry, And when he ſawe a figtree nere the way, he came toward 
it. as hoping to haue ſum foode. Ind when he came at it, be found nothyng 
in it but leaues, Therfoze as beyng ——— he was decepued ol hys

But where as he found an ap- 
petaũce of relgi6 in the Jewes,he foundnot the fruyte of faith, which on- 
ſy he hungered fo. Unto his diſciples therfoze marueling at the figge tree 
ſo ſodenly wythered , he made anſwere on this wiſe : why marnayle pe at 
this whiche is no great matter, a figge tree to wyther : the might offaythe 
can do moze , whiche if ye poſleſſe both ſtrong and conſtant,ye ſhal not one- 
ly do, whiche ye ſawe chaunce vnto the figge tree, but alſo yf ye ſap to this 
hill, remoue the from thy place, and go into the ſea, poure tommaundement 
Galve doen fozthwith .

And when he entred into the temple and taught the people, the chtete 
piteſtes and certayne ofthe Dentours of the people not ſuffering him to be 
there in his kingdome freelp,go bnto him andſap : By what autoꝛitie doeſt 
thou theſe thinges- Ind who gaue the this authozitie - Foz ſithno manne 
gaue him this authozitie, eyther he muſt ſaye that it was geuẽ him of god, 
o2 elles of Belzebub . Jf he had ſayed of god, he ſhoulde haue ſaved truthe, 
but he houlde haue donne nothing but pzouoked theim. Foz they atke not 
that they will belene,whicy might appere by the thing it leite: but falſely 
to repzone and blame. Jeſus therfoze not ignoꝛant of this thing , requited 
they2 queſtion with an other, as though a man Gould dꝛyue out one nayle 
with an other. I wil aſke yon(@ he a certayne thing, and yt pe anſwere me 
to that, J will anſwere to your queſtton. The authozitie wherby John did 
baptize, from whence came tebato him: from heauen oz from men- They 
tote deliberacion with chem ſelues, what they (ould anſwere, Foz they 
lawe it was a queſtion with two pikes, and that they muſt nedes fall vpon 
the one. They thought in their mindes, it we ſap from heaut, he wil fozth- 
with ſay buto vs: why than did pe not beleuc him / foz he pꝛeched the kings 
dom of god, and witneſſed with me.

But becauſc a ũmple and a playne queſtion coulde not wzyng oute the 
confeſſion of truthe, Jeſus putteth koꝛth an other queſtion by a tiddell, that 
vn wares they ſhall geue ſentence againſt them ſelues: what thynke ye (@ 
he) ot that I will pzopoſe now-A certayne man had two ſonnes. 

He came to the one and ſayed : Sonne, go and wozke this day in my vine⸗ 
yarde.He anſwered frowardely, J will not. But ſtrayte afterwarde tepen⸗ 
ting him ſelfe,went into the vineyarde, The father likewiſe came to the o⸗ 
ther ſonne andſayed : go, and labour in my vineyarde this day, He anſwe⸗ 
reth tedelp, loo J go ſit, and pet he went not. Therfoze of theſe two, whes 
ther thinke pe fuifplled his fathers wyl / They not vnderliandyng to what 
ende theſe went, anſwered : The firſt ſonne, whiche repenting fozthwith, 
went into the vineparde. Than Jeſus turning the parable vp6 them:Cetrs 
tapnlye J tel you trueth, that the publicans and common women ſhall go 
befoze you in the kingdve of heauen, They beyngrebelles agaynſt god bes 
foe with their wicked like, pet by and by towched and moued by penaunce 
obeyed the doctryne of the goſpell. ye whiche be the people of God by title 
and pꝛofeſſion, and ye whtiche ſayedin tymes paſte , and thys daye ſaye, 
we will do all thynges whatſoeuer the Lozde ſapeth bnto vs, whyche alſo 
haue euer in your mouthe the pzeceptes of god, and the lozdes temple , the 
lozdes temple,the lozdes temple,beyng ſo many wapes pzouoked , cannot 
be moued to penaunce. Foz John came ſhowyng you the wape of ryghtuy 
ouſnes, and that the wꝛathe of God was at hande,and the axe ſette at the 
tree rootes,vnleſſe furthwith pe would repente. pe ſawe the Publicanes 
and common women deſperate folkes after your (udgement, obediente vn- 
to hym.ye could not be moued vnto penaunce neyther by the great holynes 
of John, neyther by his holfome doctrine,neyther by his thzeteninges,neys 


ther by the example of the publpcanes and common women. So it cum⸗ 


meth to paſſe, that they though fayth, take from you the kyngdom of God, 
ye —_ p2ofeſſing god with pour mouthe,be ſhut out fox the vnbelefe ol 
pour minde. 


Ther was a certayne man an houſeholder, whyche 
planted a vyrcpartc,and vedged it tounde aboute , and made a wine pꝛellr, and builded 
a tower, and let it out to huſbande men, and went furthe into a Nraunge countte y. And 
whan the ty me ot frupte d ew nete, de ſent dis (cruaſites to the duſdande men to receyue 
fruites of it. And the huſbande men cakyng dys ſetuauntes, dyd brace one, uy lle d 4u0z 
thcr , # toned another. gay ne he ſent other ſcruauntes mo than the tyzne, and they dre 
vnto them lykewyſe.But laſt of all be tent vnto them dys owne ſenne, ſaying: They wil 

aue my ſonne in reucreace . And the duſbande menne when they ſawe the ſonne , the? 
ped in them ſelue s. This is the yey2e,cum lette vs kyll bym, and let vs cntoye bys be⸗ 
rycage. And thep tetze dym, and caſt him out of the vincparde, audkilledbym , Than 
wha: the loꝛde of the vincyarde cummetd, what will de doo vnto thoſe buſbande men? 
Tycy Cape vato bym : Sith they de il he will cruelipe diſtroye the m, and will let out? 
his vincyarde to other huſbande men, whiche wall delyucr dym the frutte in due ſcaſon. 


He put them another parable tuen as darke, where with he doth recite 
ſecretely and lepeth befoze theit iyes their notable bnkindenes , whyche bes 
inge pꝛouozed by ſo manye benefites of god, dyd not onely not amende but 
alſo cruelly killed the pꝛophetes one after another, whiche were lente, that 
at their pzeaching they myght once repent, Andnot content herewith final 
iy they would kyll the (one of god himſelfe,* that after that he was caſt out 
of the vineparde, ſhowyng as it wer by the waye the place where he —

might call them backe to a better mynde) and that he ſhould ſuffre nothing 
of them, which he knewe not of befoze. was the parable. There was 
( he)a cextapne houſeholder, whiche planted a vineyarbe, and hedged it 
about and digged in it a ceſterne, to recepue the ſwete wine that was pꝛel· 
ſed out of the cluſters of grapes, and buylt in it a lodge fo the kepyng of 
the vineyarde, a lo whi it was wel garniſhed, he ſet it out to huſband men: 
p they ſhould truſtely tyl it. tendꝛe the fruites vnto the loꝛde. This done, 
be wente far ol . Howe when the tyme of gather yng the frute appzoched 
nete, he ſent his ſeruauntes to retepue the frutte ot them. But the huſband 
men did not onely not deltuer the fruites that wer due, but alſo layed han⸗ 
des bpon his ſeruauntes,and bet ſum, killed ſum, and ſtoned ſum to death, 
This knowen the houſeholder did not furthwith puniſhe them, but loking 
that they ſhould repente and amende,ſent vnto theim a greater number of 
ſeruauntes than he did befoze:tru that they beyng kepte vnder and in 
awe w the multitude, they would do theyz duetie. But they handeled them 
allo nomoꝛe gentelp, than they handeled the other befoze. The houſeholder 
ſuffered thys diſpleaſure alſo, and finally to ouercome them wyth ſoftnes 
and gentilneſſe.ye ſent vnto them his owne ſonne,ſaying with hymſelf: al⸗ 
though they haue ben cruell to warde my ſeruauntes, yet at the leaſte they 
will ble my ſonne reuerentipe,whan they ſee that he is cum. But the huſs 
bande men the moze they wer pꝛouoked to repentatice , the moze they were 
ſtirred vnto cruelnes.Fo2 whan they ſawe the ſonne, they did not reuerence 
him,tnſomuche that furthwith they conſulted to flea him. ſaying : this is 
the heyzre,cum let vs kill him, and we ſhall cake his inheritaunce. Ind by 
and by they layed handes vpon him, r plucked him out of the vineyard, and 
killed him. Therfoze(@he)when the loꝛde of the vineyarde ſhall cum, what 
tall he do to thoſe huſbande men! The Phariſeis anſwered: thoſe ul men 
he Chal ill intreate 4 deſtrop,and ſet out his vineyarde to others, which may 
truſtely tender þ fruite in tyme vnto the Lozd whichelette it oute. So they 
decepned by this riddle , comdempe them lelurs w they2 owne mouth: pꝛo⸗ 
nouncynge , that they theym ſelues fox the muincible fcowardnes of theyꝛ 
minde be woꝛthy puniſhmente, a that Þ gentus be woꝛthy to be recepuedto

After thefe thinges Jeſus ſhoweth that thozough their frowardenes 
hebeyngcondempned and retected,ſhould dye a (pitefull death, but by his 
reſurrectiou thzough the power of the father,he ſhould be made noble tho- 
rough out all the wozſde:and ſhould be ſo ſounde and ſtronge, that who ſo 
ſtumbled agaynſt him,ſhould be his owne deſttuccion. Ind that in decla⸗ 
ryng of this, he mightleſle offend them, he bzingeth a pzophecye out of the 
pfalme.Nener red pe tn the ſcriptures (@ he: the tone which the buylders 
dyd refuſe and caſt awaye,the ſame is made the heade 1 coznere 8 
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be crucifyed. By the which comunicatis he declareth both that their inuin⸗ 
" cible maltce is vn woꝛthye pardon ( ſeing that nothyng was omitted that 
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This is doen ot the loꝛde, and it is wondzefull in our iyes:ſigaiſiyng that 


they buylded the Synagoge, but caſtyng out Chʒiũte, without whome no 


buyldyng was ſure: but yet that ſtone retected ot theun, Mould be in great 
eſtimacion and pꝛyce in the churche of the Gentils . And therfoze Jeſug 
dyd adde: therfoze Jſay vnto vou, the kyngdome of god ſhalbe taken from 
you, which ye diſpiſe beyng offered vato you. a it ſhalbe geuen to other peo 
ple whiche hal bꝛyng furth fruites mette toz the golpel. And as this ſtone 
(hall oꝛyng healthe to theym that obey the goſpeli,ſoit (hal bzyng deſtruc- 
tion vnto them that be diſobedient thozoughe vabelefe. Foz whoſo tum: 
eth at this ſtone, halbe bzoken. Igayne vpon whome this Mone falleth, 
he thatl be bzuſed. 


¶ And when the chieft pꝛeiſtes and Phatiteis had hearde dis parables, they perceys 
ucd that de ſpake of them. And they went about to lapt bandes on dym, but they fras 
red the people, becauſe they tone bym as 4 Þ3opbher. And IAcſas anſwered, and ſpake ves 
tothem agarne dy parables,and ſaycd. 

At lengthe, ok the concluſion ofth's communicacion , fpꝛſte the chyefe 
pꝛieſtes and Scrtbes vnderſtode that he ſpake the fozmer parables alſo a⸗ 
gaynſte them, in the whiche they beyng decepued , gaue ſentence agaynſte 
them ſelues. And therfoze thepz madnes was ſo ſet a fper , that they would 
farrhwith haue layed handes vpon hym : But they feared the people, bes 
cauſe Jeſus was made muche of,of manp, and taken toz a pꝛophet.

wet 02 bylethpnges , but bnto a maria ge, that is to honoz , deltcates ,and 
libettie of the goſpel. And they wer not inuited only by p pzophete John, 
by Chayſt himſelf,but alſo after his death, they houlde be called by the 
poſties:and the pꝛeachets of the goſpel ſhould not go to the — befoze 
that foꝛ theyꝛ diligence and wel doyng, they had ben arayed long of the Je 
wes with many mockes,and puniſhmentes. That they can aſcrybe it tono 
man, that afterwarde they ſhalbe puniſhed with ſo many miſeries , whicht 
deſpyſed Goddes goodnes,ſo often offered vnto them. This is the ſimily- 
tude. The kyngdomeof heauen(@ he) is thzoughe pon made lyke to a cer 
tapne kyng, who makyng a bzydale to his ſonne, ſent out his 1 — 2

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inuyte a call many to his ſonnes mariage.But they once called, would not 
tum. Then the kyng ſent mo ſeruauntes to bid them moze diligentipe to 
make haſte vnto the wedding nowe ina tedines, and to ſayeto them in his 
name:Beholde the diner is ready. my oxen and my pultrye be killed, and al | 
other thinges ve ina redines. Howe nothing lacketh but the cumming of 
the geſtes that the preparact6 be not made in vayne.But they agayneneg: 
tected the bidder. And whan the bidders called vpon them. euery ma made 
his excuſe:one (ayd,he muſt po ſee his manour oz farme place, that he had 
lately bought: another ſayd,he muſt go loke vpon his oren, whiche he had 
bought. Ag other ſayed,he bad late maryed a wyte, frõ whome he could not 
departe. And theſe men wer onely madde to them ſelues, pzefereed 
tettayne vile and filthy cares of fraple thinges, befoze a feaſt of ſuche feli⸗ 
cite. But other io yned cruelnes vnto their vakindenes. Foz the kinges ſer- 
nauntes whiche dyd once oz twyſe inuite them vato ſo great honoure , they 
handeled and vled very ſoze with many rebukes, and at length killed them Ja en 
allo.

Agayne there wer ſum 
5 tauoꝛers of Ceaſar, which ſayd y tribute ought to be paped:a the maynte⸗ 
ners of this opiniõ wer called Herodiangs,becauſe Herode was þ officer to 
gather the tribute . A lytle betoze there were two, Theudas and Judas, 
whyche whileſt they dyd delende openly that the Jewes, a people Dedicate 
vata God, ought no tribute to any pꝛophan pꝛynce:wer put to death lybe ſe⸗ 
dictouſe perſones. Now the phatiſeis truſted that Chyſte fauoutyng teli⸗ 
gion moꝛe than Ceaſar beyng pꝛophane # wycked, woulde pzonounce and 
tudge actoꝛding to his accuſtomed libertie againſt the Hetodians, pᷣ tribute 
Gould not be paped to Ceaſar:and furth with by them ſhould be accuſed bn⸗ 
to Herode, and chould be puniſhed lpke as Theudas and Judas was be- 
foze. And if he had p2onounced that tribute ſhuld be payed,that they would 
hauelayed to his charge that he hadflattered wycked pꝛynces, and not fa 
uouted gods religion.

After this, Jeſus notyng ſecretely this ſo foliſhe a queſtion to ſpꝛyng ofa 
kalſe perſwaſton , foz that they beleued not the reſurreccion :; diſdayned not 
to wede this opinion alſo out of theit myndes, teachyn g them allo that this 
is taken out ofthe bokes of Moſes, by whoſe authoꝛitie they appoſed Je- 
ſug. Why haue pe an yll opinion of the reſurreccion of the dead, as thoughe 
Moyles taught it not openly, whole wzitynges ye reade grolly, a noth 
diligently.Yane pe not red in his bokes what god ſayeth-J am the god 
Abzaham, and the god of Jſaac, and the Godof Jacob. It they had pes 
ryſhed wholly by the of the bodyes, he woulde not ſay that he is their 
god, but that he was their god. But pk he bee theyz god, truely their ſowles 
do lyue, and they wholly do lyue in maner by the hope of reſurreccion that 
Gall be. God is lyte, and he is not god of the deade whiche nowe be not, but 
ok the liuing. So he taught them reſurrectiõ to be: but not to be after ſuthe 
loꝛte, as they (inaginedit to ber, whan they purpoſed a folyſhe queſtion of 
ſeuen bzethzen . The people when they ſawe euery mannes mouthe me 
P 
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ped with wyſe aunſwers, they marueled at his effectual and redy doctrtne · 
But whan tot p batiſeis had heard that de had lopped the mauthe of the Haddu · Tbe terte 
ceis, they tame tagithet. and one of them beyng Doctour of lawe, aſ ned him a queſtion, 
tempipng bym , Aud ſaring:cadter, whiche is rbe great commaundement inthe lawe 2 
Felus cap de vnto yym : Thou ſbait ioue the Loꝛd thy god with all ty harte, and wirt 
all thy Coule, and wity all thy mynde. This is the tiea and great commaundemeate. and 
the ſetonde is 1pke vnto it. Thou (bal! loue thy neighbour as thy (Clif. An tic ſe iwo com⸗ 
maundementes bang 411 the lawe and the Pꝛopoctes. 


The Phariſeis were not diſpleaſed that the Sadduceis were put to ſy» 
lence,chtefly in a matter wherin they werecleane contrary one againſt an oy 
ther, Therfoze whan the Phatiſeis ſawe them put to ſilence.and rebuked 
alſo fo2 ignoꝛaunce of ſcripture, they takyng heart of grace agayne, gather 
together, and lette fozewarda certayne doctour oflawe, whiche ſhould go l . 
vnto Jef? with a clerklyqueſtts,that eyther he might repzoue him of igno⸗ che chief com 
raunce, 02 els he hymſelle beareawap the pzayſe of lernyng. Paſter(@ he) u. — 
whiche is the chefe commaundemente in the lawe - Jeſus putpoſynge to 
ſhewe that they whiche crake ol the pꝛofelllon of the la we, de furtheſt from 
keping ol þ greateſt comaundemet of þ la we, whiche wholy flame with ens 
uy and hatred of their neighbour, and with other vices , whiche haue none 
affinitte with Chuſtian charitie:and that no man loueth god, whiche is vn 
juſt? to his neyghboure,aunſwered : Thou ſhalte loue the Loꝛde thy God 
with all thy hatte, and with all thy ſoule, and thy mynde: This is the 
chicfe and grratteſt commaundement. The whiche no man doth perfourme 
andkepe, vnleſſe he kepe alſo the ſecounde lyke vnto that. Foz this: Thou 
ſhalt loue thy neyghboure as thy ſelfe,doth depend of the other. And whats In ten two 
ſoeueris commaunded in the whole lawe, whatſoeuer the Pꝛophetes teas mms bang 
cheth, al that is compꝛiſed tn theſe two commaundementes.Foz whoſoeuer a! þ taw x the 
loueth god with all his hearte,wtll neglect — — that he hath comaun ⸗ ebe. 
ded: And he that loueth his neighbour as hymſelfe,he wyll not Neale, he 
wyll not commit aduoutrye, he wyll not beare falſe witneſſe, he will not de- 
lite his neyghbours ſubſtaunce:Ftnallye he wyll dooe nothyng to another, 
whiche he would not to be doen to hymſelf, 

Than the Phatiſey whiche was becum nowe almoſt ofa tempter a dyſ- 
ciple,ſayed: Waſter,thou haſt ſpoken truely and rightlye that there is one 
god, and no nother but he, and that he onelpe onghte to bee loued aboue al 
tyynges, with all our power and that we muſte bende al our affeccions tos 
wardes hym onely:and that to loue oure neyghboute as our ſelfe , is moze 
than all the holocauſtes and ſacrifices. Jeſus ſeyng that he had aunſwerrd 
wpſely, and went not fozwarde to lye in wayte, ſapcth vnto hym:thou art 
not farre from the kyngdome of god. Foz he perceyued what was beſt; he 
lacked onelye this, to folowe in a and hatte that that he vnderſtode. 
And in the meane time he touched ſecretelythe conſcyence of certayne Pha⸗ 


tiſeis, whiche layed deadly wayte fox Jeſus . Ind therefoze where as they 
demanded onely of p chiele tõmaundement, the kepyng ofthe whiche —

than cal hym Lozd,how is de bis e: and no man was able to anſwet hym any thyng, 
neythet ducſt auy man trom that day fo:ty aſke hymn any mo queſtious. 


But now where as a greatter cumpany of Phariſeis wer gathered toge⸗ 
ther, Jeſus beyng tempted ol them with ſo many queſtions, pzopoſed vnto 
them again a queſtion, ſignitiyng vnto them ſumwhat obſcurely and dark 
ly, that whiche he left to be declared afterward by his Apoſtles in tyme cõ⸗ 
uenient:that he had not onely the nature of man whiche they lawe, and vpõ 
whiche they would ſhew their crueltie, dut allo ß he had the nature of god, 

- whiche ſũ what they might haue cotectured of his dedes,vnles enuy,hatred 


&dicto,auarice + other vices,had blinded their mindes. Therfoze he demaũu⸗ 


deth of the beyng gathered together, what they thought of Beſſias,whoſe 
ſonne he ſhould be, that is,of whoſe ſtocke he ould cũ. They anſwer furths 
with:of Dautd.

Vatcte therfoze,foz ye knowe not what doute pour Loꝛde will cum. Of this pet 
be ſure, hat yt the goodman of the houſe knewe, what houte the thete would cumt he 
would ſurely watcye i not ſuffre his houſe to de bꝛoken vp. Therfoze, be pc allo ready, 
fo2 in ſuche an houre as ye thincke not, will the ſonne of man cum.

=Nd Jeſus to put in the myndes of his diſciples ſurely, that they 
d not ſlacke oz llepe in this lyke, but Þ thꝛoughe the continuall 
ſetuice of godlincs à duties toward their neygboute they ſhulde 
get and pzepare them thinges, koꝛ the wape to euerlaſtyng life: (for in the 
reſurrection, we ſhaulde ſcke it to late, vnleſſe we woulde pzepare in 
time) he let furth a parable of tenne virgines, who taking their lampes. 
went tomecte the ſpouſe. But ok theſe, fpue were kool es, whtche pzout- 
ded them not of oyle againſte the cumming of the bꝛidegrome, becauſe 
they thought he wolde not cum ſo ſodenly , but that they might haue had 
ſpace to get them oyle ſumwhere.But the wile virgins knowing that. the 
time was vncertapne, whan theyꝛ ſpouſe ſhoulde cum,leſte they might be 
founde vnready,carryed out with them in their veſſelles,ople foz their la⸗ 
pes. whett by they might refreſhe the lampes as they beganne to faple.

Cherfoze when the ſpoule differed his cumming long, all the virgines be · 


ganne to nappe. and at length fell a ſlepe. Jn the dead night ſddainly rooſe 
aclamour and a noyſe among the ſeruauntes,calling them out to mete the 
ſpouſe:bcholde the bzydegrome is at hande go furth and mete him. Than 
al the virgtnes wakyng from ſlepe, pꝛepated their lampes. But the fooles 
when they ſawe they muſt departe ſodapnely at middenight , and had no 
oyle. theit laupes now faylinge of light, they deſired the wile virgines to 
geue them parte of theyz oyle. *

But they made anſwere: we feare that we haue not ynoughe bothe foꝛ bs 
and pou . Go pe tather to the oyle ſellers and bye of them. Ind in the meant 
time as they went to bye, the bzidegrome came: and they that wer ready en: 
tered in with him tothe marſage,and furthwith the gate was ſhut. It laſt 
cum the foltſhe virgines alſo, and knocke at the gate, and ſaye: Loꝛde loꝛd 
open the gate foꝛ vs. Unto whom the bꝛidegrome made anſwere:truely J 
; after the example of the wile virgines,and of þ 
polittke howſeholder, watche pe, and pzepare in 
tane the ſtoate of good woꝛkes, becauſe pe knowe not the daye, noꝛ the 
houre of his cumming,and when he ſhall ſodainelp appeate, there ſhall be 
nowe no lenger time of well doing: but euery man ſhall haue te warde ac⸗ 

cozding as he hath done bekoꝛe. 
Like wiſe as a certapne man taking his fourney into a tx aunge cuntrey , called 
bis feruauntes, aud deltueted vuto them his goodes, and vato one be gaue fine ta: 
The texte. ſętes, and to another two. and to another one, to euery oue acco2ding to his habilitie, 
and treightway departed.And he that had receyued fyue talentes, went and occu: 
pied with the ſame, and gayned other fiue talences. Likewiſe allo ht that had recey: 
ued rwo,gayncd other two. But he that had recepucd one, went aud digges inthe 

perth, and hid his lozdes money. 

Jeſus added alſo another parable,ſtirring his diſciples to the continu⸗ 
all deſire of good woꝛkes, that they ſhulde not ſuffre the docttine and gif- 
tes that he gaue them, to be barren and vnfruitefull thozough they negli 
gence, but thozough their diligence and carefulnes ,ſhoulde tutne them to 
the pꝛolit of their neyghboure,and ſo make them ſelues meete fo greater 
giftes becauſe they had beſtowed that thing whiche they had recepucd al⸗ 
ter their meaſure and capacitie,foz their maſters auauntage, who deſireth 
to beenriched w ſuche gapne. A certapne man(@ he) going far from home, 
called his ſcruauntes, and deltucted them his goodes, not to ſpende them 
and lauiſhe the out foꝛ their owne plcaſure,but to get ſum vauntage ther- 
of to their maſtcr,of whom they had tecepued p ſtocke. Ind to one he gaue 
one talent, vnto another two,agayne to another fyue,as he thought cuery 
man mecete.This done,furthwith he toke his taurnep:He therfoꝛt that had 
fpue talentes committed vnto him, ceaſed not, but went furthwith and lent 
futthe the money that he had taken to vſury,ſo often that at laſt by vſury 
he gayned aſmuche as his ſtocke came to, and of fyue taletes he made ten. 
In lyke maner he that had two talentes committed vnto him ſo occupyed 
chem, that by vſury,hemade his gayne as good as his ſtocke. Further he 
that had one talent delyueted him, went his waycs foꝛ ſlogyſhncs, and 
hyd the talent that he had reteyued in the grounde, thinckinge it ynoughe, 
yk he teſtoꝛed agapve the ſtocke to his maſter.

go in to the fyer that neuer ſhall be quenched, which was pzepared from 
the beginning ofthe wozlde,foz the deaill and his angelles, vnto whome ye 
had rather ſtickethen vnto me. Foz whan I was hungry, ye gaue me not 
meate:whan J was thirſty, ye gaue me not dꝛincke: J wandꝛed and lacked 
harbozow, ye toke me not in, J wag — me not: J was ſicke

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and in pꝛiſon, and ye did not viſit me. Than ſhall they anſwer the iudge 
with as many woꝛdes, as the iuſt men anſwered:Lozde whan ſawe we the 
hungry oꝛ thitſty, oꝛ wanderyng oꝛ natzed, oꝛ ſicke,o2 in pꝛiſon, and ſetued 
the not: Than the king chal aunſwere them alſo: What ſo euer of thefe du:

J was nedy in them, J 
would haue ben refreſhed in them. Thys ſentence once geuen, from the

The. xx vi. Chapiter. 


C Ind it came to paſſe whan Jeſus had finiſhed all theſe ſapinges, he ſapde vnto 
his diſciples: ve knowe that after two dapes ſhall be the ppaalle dap, and the ſeune of 
man a!1l be dcliuered vp to be crucified, 


Han whan Jeſus hadde ended thys communication, 
s wherewith ſo many wayes he eſtabliſhed the mindes 
ot his Diſciples againſt affitctions now being at bande, 
) | that (hey houlde vtterly be diſmaped whan they ſhould 
g oztly after ſee theit lozde caryed away to a ſhamefull 
g puniſhement : at laſte he was bolde to open vnto them 
the day a the manner of his death. The mencion wher- 
ol, be doth inculcat à beate in to hys diſciples mindes: 
liel whan they ſhoulde ſe it, they ſhoulde be ſo amaſed at 
it, as a thing vawares x not loked fo, that they ſhoulde be vtterly diſcou⸗ 
raged: chiefly whan they ſhoulde pertepue that Jeſus came vnto his death 
willingly, whiche he mought haue eſcaped,no2 coulde not be killed befoze 
the day came, whiche he had hym ſelfe apoynted fot his death. 
And that was the Paaſſe dape, which among the Jewes was kepte with 
greate deuocton , renewing the perelp remembꝛaunce of that dape, in the 
whiche tn tyme paſt amonge the Egyptians, the poſtes beyng ſp:ynkeled 
with the bloud of the lambe, they were delpuered from the killyng angell, 
and palled ouer ſafely the redde lea. Jn remembꝛaunce of this thynge, they 
offered perely alambe of one pere withoute ſpot « and of the paſſyng by of 
the angell, and of the luck ye paſſing ouer the ſea, they called it Paaſſe. But 
this was a figure of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, whiche houlde redeme the whole woꝛld 
with hys mooſt holye bloude, from the tyzannye of ſpnne: who alone was 
— from the ſpottes of all inne. Jeſus puttyng hys diſciples in remem⸗ 
bꝛaumce of this thing, ſapeth: ye know that after two dayes the Paaſſe ſhal 
be offered. a the ſame daye the lonne of man ſhalbe delpuered to be crucified, 
Than aſſembled together the chicfe pzieſtes and $cribes, and thelders of the peo- 
pl: into the palace ofthe chiete p21eſt, whiche was called Layphas,and helde a counſcll 
co take Jeſus by deceyte,and kpil hym. But they ſay de, not on the holy dap,leſt there de 
an vpꝛoze emong the peopic, 
Therfoze when that holy aud cherefull da ye was nere, koꝛ the kepyng 
of the whiche it was meete koꝛ men to pꝛepare them ſelues with godly wo) 


kes,the chiele pꝛieſtes and the ſeniours of the people, were gathered . 
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ther: whoſe authozitie,yf there had ben any tage emonge the people,ought 
kurthwith to haue pacified it. And they were gathered to gether in the 
courte of the chiefe of the pꝛieſtes, whiche was called Cayphas. Foz theſe 
chiefelpconſpired againſt Jeſus,becauſe they feared leſt (yt he houlde be 
p:eſerued)they ſhould leeſe their lucre and authozitie, Therefoze it was Des 
creed there thoꝛough wicked counſel, that they ſhoulde ley handes vpon Jes 
ſus and kyll bym, not openly and violently, but by diſceyte a guyle. Thers 
fore when theſe great men agreed emong them ſelues vngractouſly of the 
murder, they conſulted of the tyme. Foz althoughe they thyz(tedſoze foz the 
innocent bloude, beynge mad with enuye and hatred, yet they thought bell 
to differ the deathe to another tyme, becauſe the daye chiefly holy and feſti⸗ 
ual emong the Jewes was at hand. Foz they feared if they ſhoulde ſet vp-

on hym on that daye, that the people be wonte to reſozt to gether, leſte any e: not on 
tumulte 02 buſines ſhoulde ryſe, becauſe there were many emonge the peo⸗ the holy day, 
ple, whiche ſeyng hys myzacles, and hearyng hys marueylouſe doctryne, n been . 
and marking the greate ſobernes and es of his maners,had a great mong g pco- 
opinion of hym. They feared the people, whiche feared not god: noz feared ** 


not to defple the holydaye with murder, whiche durſt not eate leuen bzed. 

Sathan gaue them this counſel,deſyzing to kepe cloſe that ſacrifyce which 
ſhoulde dꝛing helthe and ſaluacion to the woꝛlde. But it pleaſed otherwiſe 
to the diupne counſell. Foz it was not ſemely that the ſacrifyce choulde be 
pꝛiuylye caſt awaye, whiche the father woulde to be offered not onelye foz 
the laluacion ofthe Jewes, but foz the ſaluacion alſoof the whole wozlde, 


Whan Jeſus was in Bethanye in the houſe of Symon the leper,there came to hym 
a woman, hauynge an alabaſter bore of pzecyous oyntment, and powzed it vpon hys 
dead as he ſate at the bout de. But the diſciples when they ſawe it, diſdapned at it, ſay⸗ 
ing: what nede this waſte: Foz thys oyutment my gte haue bene well ſolde, and geuen 
to the pooze, han Jeſus knew thys, he ſayd: What trouble ye the woma: Foz the hath 
wiought a good wozke crowarde me. Foz ye haue alwoyes pooze folke with you, but me 
ye haue not alwaypes, and iu that ſhe hath caſt this oyntment on my body, ſhe did it to 
duty me. Je tely q (ayc vato you : Whercſoeucr this goſpell hall be preached in all the 
woꝛlde, that alſo, that ſhe hath done, ſhalbe tolde foz a memoziall of yer. 


Therfoze whan Jeſus was in Bethanta, nere vnto Hieruſalem, where 
he houlde be crucified, and ſate at meate in the houſe of one Simon called 
Leper,a certapne woman came vnto h 


owne wyll, toʒ the health 
whole wotlde, Foz where as in all bes eie he eons bom ell = low. 
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lpe, yet he honoured his death with a tertapne magnificence, by the whiche 
death he ſhoulde ouercum the deupll. 
And therfoze once he was caryedinto Hieruſalem with a greate triumphe: 
and than, as pꝛeuenting the honoure of hys burtall, he wag embaumed 
with a ſwete oyntment: and whan he was dead, he would be buryed in a 
newe ſepulchte grauen in ſtone : and he would be wynded in a cleane chete: 
and he woulde be buried weth the buſy care of a noble ma. The karkaſes of 
ryche and honoꝛable men, be wonte to be embaumed with pzectouſe oynt⸗ 
mentes, eyther foꝛ honoure, oꝛ elles to pzeſerue they bodyes from coꝛtup⸗ 
tion. And becauſe he knewe that he ſhoulde reupue and ryſe agapne, befoze 
that hys frendes ſhoulde do him this honour, he ſuffced this pompe ol buri⸗ 
all to be beſtowed vpon hym befoze hys death: to thintente he myghte im⸗ 
pꝛinte by many meanes in hys diſciples mindes the mencion ok hys death, 
and by honoure, to mittigate the hozryblenes therok. 
— —_— Therfoze when his diſciples beyng ignoꝛaunte of theſe thynges, mur⸗ 
they ſawe it, MUTED and grudged at the coltes and expenſes, Jeſus refrapned them ſays 
diſvayncd et inge: W hy be ye greued with this woman-She hath done a godly oifice 
what — and a louing benetyte to me, whiche ſhal ſhoztly dye. It is not mete that ye 
tuis waſte, ſhoulde haue enuye at this my laſt honoute.ooꝛe men of the common ſore 
ye haue alwayes with you, to whome pe mape do good, but pe ſhal not ener 
haue me. This oyntment is not loſt, but this woman geſſyng that J ſhould 
where Co ene? Woꝛtlp dye, with her office and duette hath pꝛeuented my burtall : and hath 
Walde pieched powꝛed vpon me beyng alpue, that y is wonte to be powꝛed vpon the dead, 
het LR Therfoze depꝛaue not her godiynes, whiche is ſo acceptable vnto God, 
Qe bath done that where as the goſpel of my death hal be pzeached thzoughe oute all the 
mensa: wozlde,thts woman allo hall be mencponed, whiche with a godlye and an 
hcr, holy duety,hath pꝛeuented my ſepulture, 
Thc terte ¶ Thau one of the twelae whiche was called Judas Jſcarioth went buto the cheke 
**%. prices, and ſapde vita them: What will ye geue me, and J will delpuet him vnco you? 
And they appopnted to hym thirty deuaries, Aud trom that time furthe, be (ought 8: 
poztunitic to betrape hym. 
os Genen: Where as this communicacion had repꝛeſſed the diſdayne of others, 
u ent was Whiche erred ofa ſimplicitte, not knowing the miſtery : pet it pacified not 
1 Judas Iſcariote, whiche falſely pꝛetended care foz the pooze, where as lu⸗ 
bag in. ever CCe and gayne were moꝛe pleaſaunt vnto hym. Foz he bare the purſe, and 
puetcs , and Was wounteto ſtele ſumwhat ofthe thinges whiche were geuen of the li⸗ 
ad vate the. perall frendes of Jeſus,to be diſtributed emonge the pooze, hereof by litill 
and litle he encreaſedhys monep. Therefoze whan he was wholy geuen to 
the filthye diſeaſe of auarice, minding to recompence that, whiche he coun- 
ted loſt in the oyntment, with the pꝛice of the Loꝛde, he went vnto the chiefe 
pꝛieſtes and officers, whome he kneve with bent myndes had conſpired the 
death of Jeſus, and that there was nothing to lette them, but that he might 
be taken without tumulte oz buſines. To bzing this to paſſe there were 
none moꝛe meete, than ſum ot the number ol them, wyhiche were fampyliare 
with the loꝛde and next a boute hym, who knewe certapnly whyther Jeſus 
was wounte to go. Foz he had his ſecrete places to pzaye in. Ind ther was 
one fonde in that cholen and pikednumber of twelue, whome Chzilte toke 
vnto hym to be the chtefe ouer all: whiche loued better wicked ** wide 
| om 
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ſo milde a fo benefictall a loꝛde. So great a poylon is auatice, if it poſſeſſe 
wholy the minde of man. But Jeſus would ſignifpe by this erainple that 
there ſhould be men, which beyng cozrupt with the del yꝛe of money, would 
betraye the wozde of the golpell, and this mtſchiefe chould chiefly cum of 
them, who being the chieke and heades of the religion ofthe churche, ſe 
to be pꝛiup of the ſecretes of they loꝛde: with whom they be lo familtar , 
with w2ong tnterpzetacton they betray his doctrine to the wicked and pꝛo⸗ 
phane rulers, which ſeke foz nothing elles, but the diſtruccion ofthe trueth 
of the golpell. Judas therfoze going vnto the officers,ſayd: what rewarde 
wil ye geue me, if I deliuet you him into your handes ! Ind they bargained 
with him foz thirty denaries. With lo littel wages could he be hyered to ſo uae ways 
beaſtely and cruel a deed: ſo lightly and vilely was that pzeciouſe bloud el wd vi 
temed,whiche was ſuffictent to redeme whole mankinde. Therfoze Judas ros. 
gredye and gaping foz the money that was pzomyſed hym, by and by from 
that tyme koꝛ warde ſought fo2 occaſion to betraye Jeſug. 
¶ But the firſt daye of the vnleaucued bzcd,the difciples came to Jeſus, ſaying vn, The terte. 
to hym: where wilt thou that we p:epare fo2 the, to eate the Saat: and ye ſapde; Bo 
into the cytie to ſuche a man, and ſape vato hym: The maſter ſayeth inp tyme is at hid, 
with the do J kepe mp Eaſter with my diſciples. Aud the diſciples did as Jeſus bad 
appoiuted them, and made ready the Paaſlc, 
Therfoze whan the firſte daye of ſeuen was at hande, in the whiche the 
Itwes were accuſtomed to abſtayne from leauen bꝛeade, after the eating 
ofthe paſchall lambe, the diſciples go vnto Jeſus, (ſaying: Lozde where 
will ye that we ſhall pzepare you a place to feaſte andkepe pour Paſche*ſo 
great was the ſcarcenes, that neyther he, no his diſctples had auy houſe of 
theyꝛ owne to go to. But Jeſus to ſhowe that this whole matter was mit⸗ 
ticall, and not done by chaunce 02 neceſſitic , but that all thynges were 
done by the p2eſcience and counſel of God, he anſweredchem : Go in to the 
cytie, and anon as ye entre in, thete hall meete you a certayne man bearing 
a potte of water, folowe him, and where ſo euer he goeth in, ve chal go in, 
and ſay to the houſholder, the maſter ſayeth: My tyme is at hande, at thy 
houſe J kepe my Paaſſe with my diſciples, Be ſhall ſho we you a great and 
a fayze parler, there pzepare my paaſſe. The diſciples went and found all 
thynges, as Jeſus had tolde them befoze , and pzepared him a feaſt in the 
place that he commaunded, 
Wyan the euen was tum. de fate downe with the twelue,and as they were eating, The texte. 
ſayde: Ucrely I ſaye vnto you. one of pou ſhall bett are me. And they wereerceding 
020wfull, and beganne cucrp cue to ſay; Loꝛd is it : De anſwered and ſayd: e that 
dippeth his hand with me iu the diche, the ſame ſhall betray me. The ſonne of mi goeth 
as it is written of hym: Bat wo vnto that man, dy whom the ſonne of man is betrayed. 
It had bene good foꝛ that man, it he had not ben dome. Than Judas whicye detraped 
hym,anſwered,and ſayde: Maſtet, is it I: De ſayde vnto hym: Thou hatt (apde, 
And to warde night Jeſus went thither, and ſate doune to ſuppe with 
his twelue diſciples. And now as they were at ſupper, Jeſus ſapetij vnto 
them: one of you ſhall betraye me. This he ſayed to declare that nothing at 
all was hyd from hym, and alſothat the conſcience ofthe traytour — — 
touched, might be turned batopenaunce. It this word al their hartes bega vs hiv . 
to be very yeup.Euery man ( and diſtruſted gym ſelf, ano wing the 7117.05 Gas 
weakenes ot man. They deſiring therfoze to be deltuered from this heaui- betray: me,

haue withdꝛawen him from ſuche a mad miſchiefe,ſaping: He that putteth 
his hande with me in the diſhe, and is my felowe not onely ofthe table. 
but alſo ofthe diſhe, ſhall detrape me, and ko; the office of familtaritie 
he ſhall rendze vnto me the office ol extreme enimitte, where as the tom⸗ 
munton and felowſhippe of bzeade and ſale be wonte foz to topne men vn- 
knowen and vnaquaynted, with the bonde of amitte. Ind that theſe thyn⸗ 
ot The corn, Jes ſhouldchaunceto the ſonne of man, it was ozdeyned heretofoze of p ta 
as ft is wut ther, and pꝛophecied befoze of the pꝛophetes. But pet wo be to that man, 
ec of vim. ut thoꝛough whole wickednes,the lone ot mi is betrayed, The diuine wile: 
m4,by whom Dom Doth vſe his wickednes to the ſaluacton of mankynde, but pet he is no 
ehe ſonneo*, leſſe in faulte,whtch thozough his owne malice was bzought to this dede, 
ed whereas J omitted nothing whereby J might heale his mynde.

— foze foꝛ ſo wicked a deed, he hall be cruelly puniſhed, vnles he repent,

whichc betra: halle feared a wicked man, made Judas nothing the better, in lo muche 
yd bem , an» that he ioyned impudencte and vnſhamefaſtenes to his wicked dede, a as 
caycd: May though he had knowen hym ſelfto be nothyng culpable, aſked the Loꝛde: 
er iert Ig it I: And here Jeſus not forgetting his wont gentilnes , anſwered : 
Thou halt ſayde: geuing an inckling rather than erpzeſſing plainly, that it 

was he, and maketh as though he had a ſuſpicion, and not knovolege of it. 
C Wban they wereeating, Jeſus tone bzead, and whan be bad geuen thankes, 
The terte. bꝛake it, and gaue it tothe diſciples, aud ſapd: Take,cate,thisis mp body. aud he toke 
the cup, and gaue thankcs, and deliuered it to them, ſapmg: Dꝛincze pe all of this, fo 
this is mp bloud whiche is of the newe teſtament,that is ed foz many, foz the temiſ:

And the other of 
the Apoſtles folowed þ raſhenes of Peter, who would haue denied Chuſt 
alſo, ifthcy had bene bzought to a iyke (treyght as Peter was.

Foz he would not that his choſen frendes ſhould 
be ignozant of the griefe of his minde, that they might playnelyſee that he 7c Wich 
was very man.troubled with affeccions both of body and minde: my ſoule with mc. 
( ꝙ he )is heuye euen vnto death. Tarry here and watche with me. Foz this 
tyme tequireth not ſlepe, but waking and erneſt pzayer . Therfoze Jeſus By fatber,ce 
going fozwarde alitill, from his thzee diſciples, hanging downe his head, 1e unge 
bowed his face to the perth, andſo pꝛoſtrate, pzayed vnto his father, ſays pade tro me. 
ing: My father ik it be poſſible take awape this cup of death from me, foz J 
feele the affection of the body muche ahhozring krom death. Not withſtans 
ding let it be, not as J will, after the weakenes ofthe body, but as thou 
wilt to the health and ſaluacion of mankynde, 

And he came vnto his diſciples, and founde them \leppng, and ſayd vnto Peter: The terte.

Jeſus had not ended this communication, but lo, Judas Jſcariote one 
of the numbꝛe of the twelue came, folowing Jeſug his captayne a littel be» 
foze, and now become ouer a wicked cumpanye a moze wicked captapne.

Now Jelus to 
geue a perfect example of mekenes in euery place, to his Diſciples, did not 
repel the wicked diſciple from kiſſing, no; did rebuke him foz his madnes , 
but with gentill ſpekyng touched his conſcience, ſaying: Frende, fo; what 
cauſe arte thoucum- Fox he cam with a kyſſe after ſuche ſozte as though he 
would haue tolde him ſum newes. At this token the multitude came cuns 
ning, and layed handes bpon Jeſus and helde him faſt. The diſciples min⸗ 
des were loꝛe amaſed at this ruffling, whome Jeſus ſuffered to fall into 
this affection, becauſe he would vtterly plucke out of the yz mindes, al gre» 
dy deſyze to reuenge and to defende them ſelues. 


And beholde, one of them which was with Jeſus tretched out his hade, and dzewe 
out his (werde, and ftroke a ſeruaunt of the high pꝛieſtes, and (more of his care. Than 
ſayde 3 cſus vnto hym: put vp thy \ſwerde in his cath. Foꝛ al they that take gᷣ werde, 
Wall pc tie with rhe werde, Thinke pe not that J cau pꝛaye to my father, 2 be ſhall 
geuac me moze then twelue legious ot angels? How thau ſhall che ſcriptures be fulfil; 
led: F02 thus mult it be. 

And Peter, eyther becauſehe was mote feruent euery where than the os 
ther, oz elles becauſe he had made ſtoute pzomyſes of hym ſelfe befoꝛe, leſb 
he ould ſeme not to do foz his maſter, plucked out his ſwerde, and ſtrake 
Malcus the ſeruaunt of Cayphas, and cut of his right eare. Jeſus ſo 02* 
dering the ſtroke, that bothe it was a light wounde,# whatſoeuer the hurt 
was, he healed it. and reſtozed the eare agame. But Peter erted by the rea« 
ſonof a certayne good loue to warde the Loꝛd, and this errour he tote in 
maner of þ woꝛdes of Jeſus not wel percepued.Foz he cõmaunded them to 
ſell they2 coate and to bye ſwerdes: and whan they anſwercd, there were

ſinfull deade that they had in hande, with this good deede, Ind pet by thys 
meanes they pꝛouyded verye ill fox they good name. Fox they toulde not 
by anye other meanes, moꝛe blaſe abzode theyz wickednes, Foz the thingis 
cum to ſuche a common ſaping, that at this dape that ground is called of the 
Sy2yans, Acheldema, that is to ſape the grounde of bloude . Neyther 
was this thing done by chaunce , foz Hieremye pzophecied that it choulde 
cum to paſſe: and they toke thirty pieces ol ſiluer the pzyce of hym that oy 
pzyled,

king of Jewecs 2 Jeſus ſaycth vnto him. Thou ſapeſt. Aud woan de was accuſed ot the 


chiete pneſtes and eldets. be anſwereb notbyng. c ban ſayed Pilate vato bym: beate 
thou not bowe mauyc wituclles thep lape agapuſt the ? And he anſwered dim to neuet a 
wor de,tnſomucye that the debitic maruaPled greatly, 

Therfoze whan Jeſus ſtode befoze the pꝛeſident as giltye, they accuſed 
him bulily of many thinges, ſpekyng nothyng inthe meane ſeaſon of blaCſ- 
phemy, of the religion, o the temple defiled a bzoken, and ofthe tummyng 
of the ſonne ol man, with the whiche thinges they knewe chat Pilate paſs 
ſyng litill of luche ſuperſticion , woulde belitell moued : They ley in other 
fayned fautes,which myght irre p pꝛeſidentes mynde agayn( Jelꝰ, ſay- 
ing: we haue found this man goyng aboute to ſubuerte aut nacion, + foz⸗ 
dyddong trybutes to be geuen vnto Ceaſar,and ſaying : that he is Chzyſte Jnftes Lode 
the king. Pilate hearyng mention of thr king, becauſe this ſemed to touche one the ve- 
Ceaſar,demaundedof Jeſus: Atte thou the king of Jewes ; Jeſus leaſt he bit, and the 
ſhouldſeme pꝛoude, yt he would make no anſwere,ſapeth: Thou ſapeſt:not Jin" capng: 
vtterly denying that he was king, but yet addyng that hys kyngdome is Zete thou the 
ſpirituall not wozldlye, that it pertayneth nothyng to Ceaſar oz Herode. c tee 
Agayne whan his accuſers called vpon the mater, Pylate deſyꝛyng to get 
out of hym, whereby he myght be delyuered : Heareft thou not(@ he)howe 
ſore faultes they laye agapnſt the: But vato theſe Jeſus anſwered veterly PF, 66 
nothyng,inſomuche as the pzeſidente marueyledgreatly,that an innocent 773m te ne 
man in daunger of death, dyd kepe (ilence with ſo great mekenes. Plate ver « — 
percepuing by the countenaunce and behautoure of Jeſus, that he was far ehr bee 
trom ſuſpicton of deſyryng ofthe kyngdome , ſayeth vnto the heades of the t« ———_ 
pueſtes andtheyz folowers: J fynde no deadly offence in this man. But . 
they were the more hote and vehement, ſaying: he is a ſedictouſe manne, he 
hath ſtyꝛted the people with his doctryne, walk yng ouer all Jewzy, begin» 
nyng from Galile bnto this place . Pilate percepuyng that Jeſus was 
innocent, but that the pꝛieſtes and the Scribes wet abdute that theyz pur- 
poſe of enuye and malice,and therkoꝛe ſekyng occaſion to deliuer Jeſus, 02 
at the ltaſt to ſende him fromthe courte : whan he heard the name of Galt- 
le, he aiked hym what counttey manne he wis and when he knewe that he 
tame out of the coaſtes of Galile, where Herode had rule and imperpe, he 
ſeate lum agapne vnto Hetode, who than as it happened, was at Hieruſa⸗ 
lem, Truely Herode ſeyng Jeſus, was very glad. Foz of long tyme he deſt- 
tidto ſee q eſus, becauſe the fame went that he dyd wonderfull thynges. 
Therſoze he hoped wel, that he would wo:ke ſum mpꝛacle befoze hym alſo, 
And whan Herode aſked him queſtions of many thynges, Jeſus aunſwe- 
red him nothyng, who came not fo2 this purpoſe to delyght the curyoſitye 
of pzynces,but to ſee a pꝛouyde loꝛ the helth of men. And where as he was 
accuſed bekoze hym foꝛ many cauſes, and anſwered nothyng, Herode con- 
temned htm with his garde: and putting bpon hym a whyte garmente in 
lkozne,ſent him agayne to Pilate. And by this occalion Pilate and Herode 
were made frendes, where as befoze they were at ſtrife, Therfoze Pilate 
calling together the heades of the pꝛieſtes. the maieſtrates,and the people, 
p:0telted,that he had kounde none oftenceg tn Jeſus whiche they obiected

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agaynſt hym:and that Herode alſo had ſent hym away as innocent, which

C At that kcaſtc,the debitie was wont to deliucr vnto the people a priſoner , whome they 
would bc{p2c. Bc bad than a notable pꝛyſonct, called Barrabas.Tbcrfoze mb they wer 
gathered togethct, Pplare ſaped: Whether wel pe that I geue looſe vnto you Barrabas 
02 jcſus, whicve is called Chu: Foꝛ be knewe that fo: enuyc,they had delyvered hym. 

And whan he coulde nothyng pzeuaple by theſe woꝛdes, be ſeketh anos 
ther occaſion to deltuer Jeſus. There was acuſtome emong the Jewes 
that vpon the holy daye.foz religions ſake,the pꝛeſident Could ſet at liber- 
tie ſum one ofthem whiche were kept in holde. He had faſt in holde at that 
tyme a certapne notable a a famouſe thefe, named Barrabas, which name 
he tzuewe was hated ofthe people. Therfoze callyng the Jewes vnto hym, 
he aſked them whether they would haue geuen them, and pardoned, Bar⸗ 
rabas o2 Jeſus : hopyng that in comparſon of ſo famouſe and ſo ſtrong 
and violent a thete, they would rather deltuer Jeſug. 

C Wodan he was ſet doune to geue tudgement, dis wyte ſent ruto dym, ſayinge: 
Dauc thou nothyng to do with that twſt man. Foz J bauc ſuffered manye thy ages thys 
daye in my llepc, becauſe of bim. And the chicte pueũes and cloers perſuaded the people, 
that they woulde aſke Barrabas, and deſttope Jeſus. The pꝛeſident ſayed , and ani we⸗ 
et d vnto tyem:whiche of the two will pe þ I let looſe vnto pou? They ſaped Barrabas. 
Pilate ſared vnto them: whar ali I do than with Jeſus which is called Chia: They 
all ſaycd vato hym: Let him ve crucyfyed. The pzcſident ſayed, what curl hath he done? 
But they cryed the moꝛe, ſaping: Let hym de crucifyed. 

But the pteſidentſittyng agayne in tudgemente , his wyfe ſendeth vn⸗ 
to hym one that hould ſa ye to hym tn her name, that he chould not conta⸗ 
minate himſelte with the bloud of the innocent, ſaying that ſhe was vered 
that nyght with hozrible viſions fo2 Jeſus ſake . And this chaunced not 
without cauſe,but by the oꝛdinaunce of god, that there ſhould pet be ſum of 
whome Jeſus ſhould haue teſtimony of his tnnocencye.Foz that was very 
erpedient foꝛ all men to knowe , that his death was frelpe betiowed to re? 
deme bs. And where as the people were in doubte , whether of bothe they 
might deſyze to be geuen vnto the, it came to paſſe by the coũſell of the pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes and the ſenioures, that they aſked Batrabas, that Jeſus in his place 
myght be killed. Suche is the iudgement, and this is the kyndenes ol the 
people, this ts the counterfeyted religton of the pꝛieſtes, and the elders. It 
was a matter of religion to them to enter into the courte of Pilate y they 
myght cate they: paſcall Lambe beynge pure andcleane , and it was no 
matter ofreligton with ſuche ragyng madnes to put him to death, whiche 
was innocent and thzoughly tryed with ſo many vertues and benefites tos 
warde the.Plilate therfoze pzopoſed vnto the againe whether they woulde 
haue Barrabas 02 Jeſus ſet at libertye. They cryed vnto hym:Barrabas, 
Pilate agayne ſayd: Tha what ſhal J do tb Jeſus,which is called Chziſte 
truſtpng that they woulde be content with ſum moꝛe gentyll puniſhement. 
But they cryed with a greate conſent of voyces, let bym be crucifyed, This 
kynde of puntſhment was both cruel and very ſlaunderouſe, and ſhameful. 
Agayne(ꝙ Pilate)chal I crucifye an innocent what hath he deſcrued -J 
kynde nothyng in him worthy death: Therfoze J will chaſtyſe hym , a let 
him goo. With theſe woꝛdes the madnes of the people was moe ſttcred, 


crying oute:bp with him, vp with hin,crucifye the man. Wyan

Pilate percepuyng that pꝛouyng all wa yes and meanes he pꝛeuayled 
nothyng , but that the tumulte of the people was ſtyꝛted vp moꝛe, he aſſoy⸗ 
led Jeſus befoze that be condemned hym. Foꝛ in the pzeſence of the people 


he toke water and waſlhed his handes , ſaping:

bloud of this iuſt manne, pe be the authoꝛs of his death, and not J, the ven: 
geaunce of the innocent bloud ſhall lpght vpon pour heade. pet the bnhap- 
py Trwes were not feared with this ſaping , but the whole people cryed 
out all together. Let his bloud lyght bpon vs, and bpon our chyldꝛen. 


They wiched deſtruccton to theym aud to theyz ſucceſſoures. But Cheiſte 
ltowarde tyeim , than they were to them ſelues, hath repelled 
neaes ſo that they do repente.

tepered with vineger a gall, that it might be kulkylled whiche ts wzytten in 
the pzophecye : They gaue me gall to eate, and in my thirſte they gaue me 
viniger to dztncke. And whan had taſted, he would not dꝛynke. 


C Wbhan they had crucyfied him, they parted his garmcntes,and caſt lottes, that it 
might de tultylled whiche was ſpoken by the Pzopbhert : They devided my garmentes e 
mong tem, vpon mp veſtute dyd they call lottes.

As fo his cote whiche was ſo wouen that it could not be 
tipped, they caſt lottes: that the ſaying ofthe Pꝛophete might be fulfylled, 
They deuyded iny garmentes emong them, and vpon mp cote they caſt lots 
tes. Ind ſitt yng by the croſſe they kept hym,that no man ſhould take hym 
awap. Alſo a tytle in mockage was ſet vpon the croſſe : This is Jeſus the 
kyng of Jewes. The whiche notwithſtandyng was moze honoꝛable than 
the Jewes coulde ſuffer. Foz they were in hand with that this tytle 
myght be cozrected,and it ſhould not be put,kyng of Jewes, but he 
hymſelfe kyng ol Jewes. Ind in this thyng onely they ſuffered Pilate 
haue the higher hand. Alſo this was pzocured of the Jewes, that two the 
ues ſhould be cructfyed with him, ſo that Jeſus — — p middeſt, ſhould 
haue one on the right hande , and another on the left hande : that he myght 
be taken of al men, both bayne himſelke, and a decepuer,and lyke vnto them 
with whome he was matched.

Thecrueltye of the Jewes was not pet ſaciat and fplled w theſe ſo great 
miſcheues. They ſkozne and reuple him beyng crucykped, and paſſyng by, 
they tayled on him, and ſhakyng they; heades, they mocked him ſaying: fye 
on the, att thou he that hurleſt downe the temple of God, and in the dayes 
makeſt it vp agayne : Thou diddeſt pzomiſe health to othets, now ſane thy 
ſelfe. Thou diddeſt boſte the to be the ſonne of god, nowe than cum downe 
from the croſſe. Lew ypſe alſo the heades of the pꝛieſies, with the Scribes 
and the ſentoures of the people, mocked him and reuiled him: he gaue helth 
vnto others, nowe he cannot pzeſerue himſelfe . Tf he be the kyng ok Jſra- 
tl, as he would appere,lct him declare nowe what he can do, let him cum 
downe fromthe ctoſſe, and we wyll beleue hym. He truſted tn god, whome 
he ttaked to be his father,yf he loue gym, let hym nowe delpuer hym. And 
that of cuety ſyde the mooſt innocent Jeſus might be arayed with rruylin⸗ 
ges, the theues allo felowes with him in puniſhmente , in lyke 2 —

Foz thitſte is 
wont to folowe vpon woundes a ſheadyng of bloud, whiche oftentymes is 
apuntſhement moze ſoze and painfull than death. Ind one runnyng to him, 
put vnto his mouth as he hanged, a ſponge full of vyneger, put vpon p; top 
ol the reede, Jeſus thirſtedſoze fox the of me, but Þ Jewes offred him 
nothyng but 3 |.

The did opẽ, # many bodyes of 
holy men whiche wer dead, did reutue a liuc again, out of p graues 
alter p reſurreccts of Chaiſt,came into þ holy citie of Jeruſale,and appered 
vi1to many, beyng the pzeachers and folowers of the reſurreccion of Jeſus.

dtuers other with them. And when the nyght dꝛewe nere, a certain riche cas 
pitain of Atamathia called Joſeph,who alſo was the diſciple of Jeſ®, wete 
vnto the pꝛeſident, aſdyng of tym the body of Jeſus . Pilate marueilyng yt 
that he wer dead a man of luſty age, and not hauyng his legges bzoken.as 
lone as he knew certainly of the captain that he was dead, he commaunded 
the dead body to be geuen vnto hym. He recetued it, and wzappedit in a 
cleane ſhete,x layed it in a newe graue,the whiche he had grauen in an hole 
ſtone. And tollyng a great ſtone to the doꝛe of the graue, he depatted away: 
And this was dooen by the pꝛouidente of God, that they ſhould bie no cru- 
eltie vpon the dead karcas , 02 that no man ſhoulde X and 
ſteale hym away.

But the angell comfozted the women, ſaying: Theſe men woꝛthily be as 
maſe d at the glozy of the reſurreccion, whiche do perſeuer and continue ſtyll 
in their vnbelefe: But feare not pe. fo I knowe that pe ſeke 4cſus who wes 
crucified. Now he hath left his ſepulchꝛe, and hath perkourmed that be pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to do. This is the moꝛnyng of the third dap. ¶ herfoze he is tile. Cum 
and ſee the plate, whiche beyng voide of the body, hatb pct a ſigne whcre the 
body laye: It hath alſo the apparcll ofthe bodye, the linnen wherin he was 
wꝛapped.

Agapne Jeſus to take from them al feare 
that they might the better percetue the thynges that Choulde be ſpoken , he 
ſayeth :fearenot, Goe and tell my bzethzen the thynges that ye haue ſene, 
and bid them goe fozward into Galtle,there they ſhall ſe me, 
C Whan they wer gon,veholde ſum of the kepers came into the citie, and tolde the chefe 
of the p2icQes all thynges that had happencd: and aTembled together with theloers 
and toke councell,and gaue muche money to the ſouldicrs, ſlatyng:Sap ye that bis diſcy : 
ples came in the nyght,and ſtole him away, whan ye wer a llepe. And if this cum to þ pze 
lidentes cares, we wyll perſwade yym,and ſaue you harmcleſſe.But they tone money, z 
did as they wer taught, and this ſaying is noyſed amoug the Jewes vntili this dape. 
Ind when they wer departed, to thintent the trueth of the reſurreccton 
myght be confirmed alſo by the teſtimonte ofthe aduerſaties, certapne of 
the kepers,leuing the Sepulchꝛe, went vnto Jeruſalem; tolde the heades 
of the pꝛieſtes, what thinges had been dooen, howe the ſepulchze being ſhut 
g lealed, the body was not found. And howe the angell beyng of a maruat- 
louſe beautie,remoued the ſtone, and ofthe earthquake, and howe they were 
amaled foꝛ feare. Ind how they heard p angel talking with Þ womi. W Hã 
the pꝛieſtes hearde theſe thynges ofthe kepers, they went to councel again 
with the Sentoures, foz as muche as the thyng was to manyfeſte to bee 
doubted, they bye a lye of the kepers foꝛ money,lyke as befoze they boughte 
the helpe ol the traytour foz money: but that they pape moꝛe foꝛ the laboure 


of the lyers, than of the traytoure:kepe cloſe(@ they )pᷣthinges that pe haue 
ſene, but make a bzute abzode,y his diſciples came in the nyght a ſtale hym 
away, when ye were allepe. And yr this inuencion and fl be bzought 


vnto pour pzefident,we wyll perſwade him a deliver you from all daunger 
of this matter. Therfoze the ſouldiers receyuyng money, dyd as they were 
inſtructed, + this trifelyng à vayne leyght was beleued of the people .

voice:detlating Þ by his death, he had obtapned a kingdo a authozitie bothe 
in heauen + in yearth. In heauen, where euer he reygned with the father: in 
earth where hereafter he ould teigne, not by tyzannical powers 4 apdes, 
but thoꝛoughe faythe of beleuers : and that he houlde diſpoſe the offyce of 
this euangelical kingdome vnto his diſciples, who ould folowe his ſep-

Aud p they ch uld 1 thing diſtruſt, foz py he hould not be cotinually cons 
ueccaunt with ths, he pꝛomiſeth that their ſelowſhip (hal neuer fayle, # that 
he wil neuer fozſake his, but be alwaies pzeſft w his in ſpirite # power, vn⸗ 
tothe laſt end of the woꝛld: Al power (@ he) is geuẽ me in heauẽ and earth. 
pe haue ſeen me by the reaſon of the weakenes of the fleſhe, hungry, thyꝛ⸗ 
(tte, werye, ned pe, diſpiſed, taken, dounde, ſprtted vpon, condemned, beaten, 
crucitied, couered with al kyndes of ſpitefulnes, and in maner deiecte vnder 
the lo welt ſozte ol men.

that thinke to be ſauied by any other meane then by Chziſte , 02 that make 
them ſelfes quarter ſautours with hym,aſcribyng any part of their ſalua⸗ 
cton vato theyz owne woꝛkes and deſeruinges. Now how could Chiiſt be 
knowen arigyt that is to ſay,to be our onely ſauiout and tultifier, ſo long 
as the ſcriptures were ſhut bp, and kepte fromthe people; And Legende aces, 
with ſuche like trumpery lay open foz them to paſle the time withall, and 
read in ſtede of the Bible: Foz this cauſe chiefly, and alfo foz lacke of good 
p2eachers, to pꝛeache and teache the trueth . it came to paſſe, that he was al⸗ 
moſt cleane out ofknowledge in this realne, in lo muche that (duryng the 
tyme of this great (gnozaunce aud blindnes) many a thouſand put moze 
confidence of ſoul health in wozkes that were but of mennes phantaſiyng, 
as in pardons, in pilgremages, in kiſſyng of reliques.,in offring to ſatncres, 
in halowed beades, in numbzyng of p;ayers,tn mumblyng vp of Pſalmeg 
not vnderſtand, in the merites of thoſe that called themſelfes religious,and 
in other lyke thinges diſalowed by God, and his holy woꝛd, then in Cu 
thonly aucto2,as is afozeſayed,of mans ſaluaciõ. But now that by the gras 
cious permiſſion of our ſaped ſoneratgue Load, the ſcriptures ate open iq 
cuery man toreade ſoberlp, and reuereutip fox his owne in vertue 
and godly liupng,tt ts right wel knowen that the fozeſayed were 
doctrines of Intichziftes inuencion, and not of God: and that all ſuche as 
teache any other way 02 meane to attaine ſaluacion,then by him who ſaith; 
J am the waye and veritte, arefalſe teachers,ſeducers,andliers. om do 
the commaundementes of God no lenger giue place, as they wer woont to 
do, vnto mans tradicions , Now haue we learned what is our duetie to 
God, and what obedience we owe vnto our pzince, Gods chief miniſter, 8 
ſupꝛeme head in earth ot our churche and congregacion, Now is idolatry, 
hypoctiſp, and ſuperſlicton, cleane plucked vp by tootes, and true religion 
euery where planted. Now is al falfe doctrine exiied, a Gods wood true- 
Iyſet foozth and pzeached . Now hath England cleane forſaken Antichul 
of Rome, the greateſt enemy of Gods holy woozd, with al his moſt vngod 
lp deuices, and deueliſh inuencions. And all this came of the mere mercy i 
goodnes of almighty God towardes vs, who bndoubtedly foz thaſſertion 
ok this holy wooꝛd, and the deliueraunce of vs his people out of captiuitic, 
ignoꝛaunte, and blindnes,hath raiſed vp in our time this Chziſten Jollas, 

and toyned vnto the lame dy moſt lawfull matrimony pour noble grace, 8 

Lady, beſides other ſpecial giftes,and ſingulet qualities, wholp gruen to 

the ſtubie of vertue and godlineſſe. Whetkoze all Englande hath tuſte occa- 

ſion to retoyce at thts pour graces honozable aduauncement , yea rather 
highly to thanke god that our moſt gracious ſoueraigne hath matched him 
ſelf with ſo vertuous a Lady, in whom is the very expꝛeſſe reſemblaunce 
ok all his mateſties excellent vertues,but ſpecially of that his graces ardit 
zeale,and de uocion in fauouring a ſetting foozth of Gods woozde, the mo 
ther of all toyfull pzoſperitie, I manifeſt argument wherof, beſides mauy 
othet, is that your grace ſo much delireth to haue the Paraphzaſes of the 
renowned clerke Eraſmus of Roterdame vpon þ newe teſtamet (a 2

very feuitfull and neceſſary foꝛ the true vnderſtanding ofthis part ol hol 
{cripture)tourned into Engliſh , And foz the exploiture and ſpedy accom? 
pliſhment of this your graces moſt Godly deſyze, hath (as is ſaped) com⸗ 
maunded ccrtapne well learned perſons to traſlate the ſaid wozke, the pa- 
raph2aſe vpon S Marke excepted, whiche the right woz(ipfull mailter 
Owen (a man of muche learnyng,#noleſſe hon?Ntte, and therfoze wortht- 
y Phtſictan to the ktnges moſt ropall perſon) moued me, your graces plea? 
ſure fiſt knowen, to go in hand withall,affirming that J ould do athing 

acceptable vnto your highnes, if I woulde diligently trauell thetin. 
Che which thing, beyng very deſirous to gratify your highnes, and with 
my pooze ſerutce and diligence to further,as muche as in me lay, the godly 
purpoſe oftheſame, I right gladly pꝛomiſed him to do,truſting rather vpo 
the benigne acceptacion of pour gracious goodnes, then vpon the ſlender» 
neſſeof my witte and learning, facre vnable wozthily to atchieueſo weighs 
tyan enterpꝛiſe. Fozthauctour hereof was a man of incomparable elo- 
quence: and therfoze it is not poſſible foz a perſon ſcarcely of meane lear- 
nyng(as J am) to ſet out eyerythyng,ſpectally in our Engliſh tongue be- 
yng bery barrain of wooꝛdes and phaſes (I wil not ſay batbarous with- 
all) ſo liuelp, and with like grace as he wꝛote if firſt in the Latine. Wher⸗ 
foze J minded nothing leſſe then to tontende with hym in oznate ſpeach, 
and eloquence; but haue done my diligent endeuourſo to enter pꝛete þ ſatd 
wozke, that it ſhould be both plain andpleaſaunt vnto the tradet: and not 
onelythat,but alſo to diſcharge þ chit feſt office of an enterpzetour, whiche 
is faithfully to ttanſlate, and expꝛeſſe euery thyng actoꝛdyng to the true 
ſence and meanyng of thauctour. It I haue, moſt vertuous Pzinceſſe,any 
where fapled thus to do, it hath bene rather foz lacke of leatnyng, # better 
knowledge, then of any good will and diligence. To ſpeke here any — 
eyther in the pꝛaile ol thauctout of this pzeſent wozke, oz of the woke ſelf, 
in myne opinion hall not be nedefull,foz that thauctour is ſo muche renous 
med fot his e xcellency in learning that my pzayſes can no moze illuſtrates 
ſetfoozth his glozy,then a candell (as the common pzouerbe is) gyue lyght 
batothe ſunne: and the great vtilitie of chother, cannot ſo wel beſer out by 
any mans pzaiſe and commendacion, as it ſhall eutdently appeare vnto 
them, that will diligently reade and peruſe it. It this my good wil, and en⸗ 
deuour maye be acceptable vnto your highnes, as the great fame of youre 
bountie, and gracious goodnes putteth me in comfozte it Mall be, J will 
hereafter, God aſſiſting me,employe my whole ſtudy, and labours tn ſuche 

wiſe, that the fruite therof ſhall be moze worthy to be pzeſented vnto 
your noble then this rude tranſlacion, the whiche Jam 
bolde at this pzeſent thzough thaffyaunce of your natural 
gentleneſſe to dedicate vnto the ſame. JJ beſeche als 
mighty God longe to pzeſerue our ſaide ſo⸗ 
ueraigne Lo2de,your , and that 
moſt comfo2table ftower of all 
Englande, noble Pztnce 
Edwarde in continu⸗ 
nual! honour, iope, 
and pꝛolperitie.

F0; I haue euer looked when that in thele long ſtozines and tempeſtes 
of warres there would ſome fapze wether oz clerenes of peace ſhyne vpõ 
vs out of one quarter oʒ other. Neitherhaue J thought mp ſelte at any 
tyme the lefſe bounden of an heere vnto your bountiful goodnes, then if 
Jhad accepted whatſoeuet pour grace of pour pzincely liberalite offred 
we-Ind I truſt ere it be long to haue an occaſion moze eutdently to teſtis 
fie the earneſt zeale and good mynde I beate towardes pourhighnes. 
nthe meane while vntill opoztunitie ſhall ſerue me ſo to dove, Jhaue 
good to ſend pour grace the Paraphzaſe vpon the golpelof S. 
Matzke as an earneſt penny of this inp pꝛomiſe, where I was of mp ſeite 
verp pzone and ready this to dooe,and as it were runnyng fozward ther 
vnto of mpne owne accozde,the verpe tunes of the matiet did not a lytle 
excite and moue me. Foz alter Jhad dedicated Mathewe vnto myne 
owne natural liege lozde Charles etour, and John(vpon whom 
byandbp aftet J had finiſhed Mathe we J made like wyſe a Paraphzale) 
vnto Fardinande his maieſties natural bzother:and Luke (whiche was 
the third that I went in hande withall) vnto the kyng of Englande, then 
remained there Marke, who ſemed to be lefte behynd foz your grace, bes 
cauſe the fower golpels ſhould be dedicated vnto the fower chiek pzinces 
and rulers of the wozlde.

Some there be whiche extend the biſhoppe of Komes dominton 
even vnto hell oz purgatozy : other (ome geue him imperye and power o⸗ 
uet the Aungels : And lo karte am I from enuipng htm this pꝛeeminente 
authozitie, that I would wiſhe him to haue a great deale moze, but pet 
would J deſyze wal, that the wozlde might once fele this his power good 
and holſome tn ſettyng chziſti an pzinces at one, #in conſeruyng thelame 
in peace and amitie, whiche haue a long ſeaſon with no lefſe diſhonoute. 
then laughter andeffuſion of Chziſtian bloud warred one againſt an o⸗ 
thertothe vtter decay of Chziſtes religion. 
Ind all this while we curſſe # banne the Turkes.But what pleaſaſiter 
light can there be vnto the Turkes,(03 tf any other nacton there be of the 
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th:e ofthe moſte floziſhyng and moſte puiſſaunte pzinces of al Europe, 
thus by reaſon of miſchieuous dtuiſiõ ts putſut eche other with moꝛtal 
battailc: Jt wyll ſcarcely ſincke in my bzaine that there is any ſo cruel a 
Turke who wiſheth moze imtlchteke onto Chziſten men, then them ſelues 
weozke one an other. Ind al this while ariſeth thet na peacemaker which 
with his authozitie may appeace this vngodly butſpnes #rukflyng of þ 
wozlde, where as there lacketh not pzouokers and ſetters on pnowe, and 
luche as poure ople (as it is in the olde pzouerbe) dpon the one ee 
not my patte to make any ones title either bettet 0; wo my koze⸗ 
tudgement. J knowe right well that euery one th his owne cauſe 
moſte rightful and tuſt:J knowe allo, that in al ſuche iudgementes that 
lame pattie is eucr woont to haue moze fauoure that defendeth him ſelfe 
from miucy offred him; then he that offreth the wzong : but yet would Y 
very fayne that all chziſtian pztnces would debate the matiet right, and 
would well conlidet with themſelues how muche he hath gotten hereby 
whatloeuet he be that had licffer haue and embzace an vntuſt peace, then 
wage battaile be it neuer ſo iuſt and lawful. ggohat is moze byittle, moze 
ſhozte,oz moe full of miſety and wzetchedneſſe,then is this pzeſent life of 
ours: I wyl not here lpeake of ſo many kyndes of diſeaſes as eigne in 
woꝛlde, ſo many iniurics, ſo many caſualties, ſo manny fatall calamt- 
ties and miſauentures, ſo many peſtilencies, ſo many diuers kyndes of 
lightnynges,ſo many perthquakes,fo many ſo:tes of fyʒes, ſo many flud- 
des and inundacions of waters, th other like calamittes out of all mea- 
(ure andnoumbze. Foz among all the eytls that mannes life is vexed oz 
ttoubled withal , thete is none whereof moze miſchief and durte enſucth, 
then of battaile,the whiche yet doeth muche moze milchiert vnto mennes 
maners, then it doeth vnto they; ſubſtaunce oꝛ bodies. Foz he doeth the 
leſſe harine of bothe, that bertaueth a mi of his lite, then he Þ bereaueth 
hun of his vertuous and good minde. Netther is battatle ever the leſſe 
deteſtable #leſle to be abhozred, becauſe the moſte parte of pᷣ euils therof 
11ghteth vp6 pooxe folkes neckes ; luche as are of lowe ſtate # degrees, 
as of huſbandmen, crattes men, and waifaryngmen, Foz the lozde of all 
Jeſus Chziſt ſhed no leſſe bloud fo2 the redempcton of ſuche , de they ne⸗ 
uer ſo vile raſcals and abtect petſons, then he dtd foz the greateſt kinges 
and pꝛinces that be. And when at the dzeadful day ol dome we ſhal come 
befoze the indgement ſeate of Chziſt (where muſt ere long be pzeſented al 
the potentates and rulers of thts wozlde,how mightie and puiſſaunt ſos 
tuet they be)that rigozous tudge wy] requyze as ſtretght an acc6pte fo; 
thoſe ſely pooze wzetches, as he wyll do, foz the rulets and great menne. 
They therfoze that thinke it but a [mall loſſe vnto the comon wealth whe 
theſe pooze ſoules and vnderlynges are robbed, afflicted , dztuen out of 
theyꝛ houſes, butned, oppꝛeſſed, and murthered , do platnly condeinneof 
foliſhenes Jeſus Chztit the wiledome of the father of heauen, who fozto 
ſaue luche, as the ſayd perſons are, did ſhed his pzecious bloud x ſuffred 
paſſion. Wherkoze in myne opinion no kynde of people is moze pernts 
cious tothe common weale then ſuche as put into pztnces heades thoſe 
thinges that may ſlyꝛte and moue them to warre, who the moze noone 
m 


his paraphꝛaſe vpon d. Marke f 
macked and couragious they be. the loner ate they decetued. And among 
all pztncely vertues high ſtomacke and noble courage of minde is reke- 
ned the chick. Foz this vertue was Julius Ceſar of olde wziters highly 
comended . And foz the lame ts kyng Frauncys like wyle extolled 
in our tyme with the full conſent a teſtimouie of all nacions. Now what 
greater arguinent is there of a verye lottie ⁊ couragious mynde, then to 
be able nothing to paſſe vpon tuturies e The doughtynes a valtauntiſe 
of the old capitaines who warred foz emppʒe, and not fo; deffce of life, is 
muche renoumed a pzatſed:but in Genttle wꝛiters, ⁊ of oz Gen- 
tiles. Certes it is a much moze honourable + gloʒious facte fo; a chiſtiaã 
pzince to bye peace a ttãquillitie of the cõmon wealth th the loſſe of ſome 
parte of his dominton and enheritaunce, then foz victozy obtained to be 
recetued with — — with ſo great diſpleaſures 
of theyz eupn chziſten. 'The luche as haue encenſed the mpndes of 
punces with a delpze to enlarge they; empyze,what els haue they inuen⸗ 
ted but a continual fountaine and quicke ſpꝛyng of warres': Agatne as 
muche mtlchtek do they in the wozlde that miniſtte bnto the lame pꝛinces 
occaſion and matter of math, bearyngthem in hande that it is a thyng 
appertainyng bnto manhod oz couragioulnes,tobe auenged by 
fozce of armes foz foltſhe woꝛde ſpoken, whiche happely was vn- 
truely repozted, oz at the leſtwyſe made a great deale wozſe, # moze hay⸗ 
nous then it was ſpoken in very dede. But how muche greater à poynt 
is it of a noble courage, fo; conlideracton to haue the peace and tranquil- 
litte of the common wealth conſerued , nothpng to paſſe vpona railyng 
wozdee Foz if any hutte come therof, it is dut᷑ a pzxtuatehurte,yea , to ſay 
the tryeth,tt harteth not at all, if it be negtected and not paſſed on. And

been aſſayed in vayne 
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The ſelfe ſame doeth Peter alſo teache beyng one of the chtefe J- 
poſtles, laiypug: Dubmitte pour lelues therkoze vnto all maner of ozdi⸗ 
naunce of man,foz the lozdes (ake, whether it be vnto the kyng, as vnto 
the chiefe head: either vnto rulers as vnto them that are ſent of him fo 
the puniſhment of euil dooers , but foz the laude and pꝛaile of them that 
do well. ac. Chztit would haue Peter to haue no weapon ſaue the ſweozd 
of the golpel, whiche is the heauenly wozde, the whiche as ſainct Paule 
tcacheth tn the epiſtle to the Debzewes, is quicke & in opetacion, 
and ſharper then any two edged ſweoꝛd: and entreth th;ough,euen vnto 
the deuidyng a ſondze of the loule #the ſpitite . Foz he that comaundeth 
the [weozd to be put vp into the [caberd,3 taketh it not a map, doeth inoze 
then if he toke it away. Foz why doeth he commaunde tt to be put vppe⸗ 
Truely becaule theuagelike paſtour (huld in no caſe make warre. ggpby 
doeth he neither cõmaunde it to be layde aſide? noz pet fozbid it ſo to be⸗ 
Uecratly to do vs to vndetſtãd that we ought not ſo muche as then to go 
about to be auenged, when we are of power to reuenge the inturtes done 
vnto vs. FXobherfkoze I conclude that the euangelike paſtours haue the 
lweozd of p goſpel deliuered them of wherwith they fleagh vites, 
and cutte awap mans carual and deſpzes. Kynges alſo and tempo 
tal punces haue they weozd by his (ufferaunce and permiſſion to make 
euil men afearde and to pzeferre good men accozdyngly. The (wcozd is 
not taken from them:but the vle therof is pzeſcribed.

out of a pulpit-Foz then is Þeuangeliks kyng in his ſeate ropal. Looke 
how vnſemyng a thyng it was foz the Einperour Nero to cõtende th the 
maſters of Wuſyke and with harpers in the ſtage. oz to pzoue maſteries 
with wagoners in the liſtes oz turneipng place called Citcus:ſo vnſeme⸗ 
Ip a thyng it is fo; akyng to meddle with lowe and peltrie matiers that 
perteine vnto his owne pziuate affecctons,and hurt the pzoſperous ſtats 
of the comon wealth. Againe loke how vncomelp athpng it wer if a Phi⸗ 
loſophier would with his cloke x long bearde ſcip about þ ſtage : # play 
a parte in an enterlude:ozels holde a bil oz a net in his hande inthe place 
where the (weozdplaters are woont to fight at vtteraunce,and ſyng thetr 
accuſtomed ſong: I would not haue $, J would haue a fyſhe, cocke why 
fipeſt thou from inezeuen no leſſe vnſemely a thing it is foz the euigelite 
kyng to play the warryer,to bye andſel, I wyll not ſpeake of other thin= 
ges moze vnhoneſt, and leſſe agreable with his vocacion. How chaũceth 
it that there is any one biſhop in our dayes that thinketh it a goodlyer 
thyng foz him to haue in his traine. CCC. hoz\men well appointed with 
crolbowes, laucipns, and handegunnes, then to be accompanted with a 
good nomdꝛze of learned and vertuous deacons, and to carry about with 
hun bookes of holy ſcripture? Why do they thinke them ſelues great vy 
the pompous ſhewe and ſettyng foozth of thole thynges, by contemnyng 
wherof, ſuche as they lucceded were accompted great ⁊ wozthy perſons? 
Why haue trumpettes and hoznes a ſwetet ſounde in thep; eates, then þ 
readyng of holy leriptute : Well then, what if a kyng in ſtede of a Dia- 
deme,and a robe of eſtate, put on a Myter and a pzteſtes attyze : and con⸗ 
trary a biſhop in ſtede of a Mytet #pzteſtes attyʒe weare a Dtademe 
a kpnges robe oz kyꝛtle: wyl it not appeare a monſtruous ſight vnto vs. 
Now it the vntight and dilozdzed ble of ſuche thinges as ate but ſignes 
of they; office and miniſtertes dooe ſo greatly moue vs, why then are we 
nota great deale moze moued to ſee they; offices turned cleane cam, and 
vled contrary to theyʒ right fourme and faſhion? Nom it either kyng oz 
biſhop do any thing pztuately,they muſt haue reſpect to nothing els, but 
tothe health and conuetſacton ofthe people. Foz if they do thep; duetie 
aright, either they admoniſhe ſuche as are out of þ wap, cozrect ſuche as 
haue done ampſſe, oz coumfozte the diſmayed , oz kepe vndet the pzoude 


and hyempnded oz ſty;re vp idle perſons, 0z make thoie that ate at va⸗ 


uaunce frendes and louers againe. This is the very office of kynges. 
but ſpectally of the euãgelike kynges,who in nowiſe ought ambictouſly 
to delpze this wozldip kytigdome , Ind fozalmuche as the Lozde Jelus 
was tn bery dede both a ſpiritual and a tempozal kyng (although he ex⸗ 
pzeſſeth in perth but a ſpititual kingdom alouely ) it is both they; partes 
todo what in theim lyeth to counterfaite and folowe thepz pzince. 


He wholly gaue himſelfe fo: his. Ind how then fo; ſhame dare any that 


calleth himſelfe Chziſtes vicar liue onely to his owne pꝛiuate wealth and 
commoditie-Chziſt whether he were in the temple, oz in the Sinagoges, 
02 went abzode,oz tarried at home in his ſeueral houſe,oz were carried by 


Cit, water 
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water, 02 continued in the wildernes, did nothyng els all his life long 
but play the parte of a ſauiout. of a comfozter, of a well doet. e taugh 
the multitude, he healed the diſeaſed, he clenſed the lep:es,he reſtozed the 
lickc of the palſep,the lame and the blynd. Further he chaſed away hurt: 
full ſpirites, raiſed the dead, deltuered thoſe that were in pertl1, filled 
the bellies of the hungry , repzoued p Pharilcts, defended his diſciples, 
and alſo the ſynnet that ſo lauiſhely poured out hit oyntment vpon htm, 
He coumfozted the ſyntul woman of Canaan, and hir that was taken in 
adulrery. Peruſe all the wholle lite of Jeſus, and it ſhall euidentiy aps 
peate that he neuet hatmed anp bodye,notwithſtandyng he had ſo many 
huttes and diſpleaſutes done to him of others, and that he could ealely 
haue been avenged if it had pleaſeo hun. He euety where plated the laui⸗ 
oute, euetywhete the well doer, 

He reſtozed Malchus eate againe whiche Peter cut of with his ſweozd, 
He would not haue his ſategatde defended with the leſt hurt oz dilplea· 
ſure that might beto any body. He made Hetode and Pilate at one, Han⸗ 
gyng on the croſſe he laued one of p theues. When he was dead he dzewe 
the capitaine ofthe gariſone vnto the chʒiſtian pzofclſton. This was the 
verpe office and parte of a kyng, to do all men good and hurte no body, 
His example all ch:iſttan pzinces ought as nigh as they can to folowe. 
And fozalmuche as your grace is called the moſte chzilitan kyng, the 
verp name ⁊ title ſelfe that ts geuẽ your highnes ought lpectally to moue 
you to expzeſſe in all your dopnges as nete as ye can poſſible, the pzince 
of all pzinces Chziſt, But what ſpatcle of ſhame remaineth there in thoſe 
perſons, who albeit they haue a pleaſure to be called the vicars of Chʒiſt 
do notwithſtandyng requyze to haue ( I lap not they; life oʒ dignitie, but 
they auarice pʒide)detended with great eſfulion a ſheddyng of chziſten 
bloud- And this wzite I (right noble pzince)not foz to defame oz repzoue 
any biſhops(albeit J would wiſhe of God that there werenot ſome chzi⸗ 
ſtian biſhops of whom thele wozdes might be tuſtely ſpoken)but onely to 
ſhewe wherin the true dignitte of kinges and biſhoppes conliſtcth,to the 
ende that bothe of them knowyng and mainteinyng they; owne dignitte, 
may happily paſſeouet this ttanſitoʒie itfe to Goddes pleaſure and cons 
tentacion. But muche farder are thoſe euangelike paſtours from doyng 
of theyz ductie,who, where it had been they parte to make pꝛinces veyng 
at debate a vatiaunce at one agatne,do ot theyz owne accozde intenſe the 
to warte, ⁊ as it is in an olde pzouerbe, do caſt bzandes vpon the fyets 0; 
flames of battaile. Sutelp it euer it were nedeful fo: a good paſtouro; 
ſhepherde any where to pꝛouide foz the ſafegarde of his flocke th the loſlle 
and ſpendyng ot his like:it the example of that chiefe ſhepherde Chztſt,in 
whole ſtede they are, were anywhere to be expꝛeſſed a folowed, here chlelly 
ought they to haue doone they; duette , where lo great a ſea of miſchtefes 
guſſheth and flowcth out into the woꝛlde. But how chaunceth it that a⸗ 
mong ſo great a noumbze of Ibbottes,biſhops, Archebiſhops, and Cars 
dinals not one ſteppeth foozth that dare putte ,yca euen his vcratlite in 
halarde, to mate an endeof this great ſtirryng and troublou _—

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of the woꝛlde ? How happily dyeth he whoſo by his death cauſeth ſo ma 
thouſand mennes lyucs to be ſaued: There is no ctuellet athpng, then is 
that tyghtyng hand to hand, and buchetly manglyng # cutting ot [lwearo 
players : Jud yet was ant iquitie lo toudiy delited with this light,that the 
moſte naughtie and deteſtable example remayning ot the vle of the Gen- 
tiles continued along teaſon, euen among chzilten men. namely in the Ci⸗ 
tie of Nome, whiche coulde not pet fozget het old paganitie. But that this 
manour of tyghtyng is vttetly tet aude, we mepe thanke (as witneſſeth 
the hiſtozy calieo the ti tpattite hiſtozy )one Telemachus a man of they 
oꝛdet ano pꝛoteſſion, who to; cy;titian (tmpiicicte,and a deſyʒe they had to 
lcada ſolitaric lyte, and to eiche w ihe company of the ſynfull multitude, 
were comonly called mont ts 0z lolitarie perſons . This Telcmachus 
came foz this purpole oute ot the caſt parties to Rome, andentryng into 
the place ( wuicht was called of them Tyeatrum,that is to ſape, a place 02- 
daynco to beholo ſhewes and paſtimes in) hen he ſawe two atmed men 
tome into the ftightyng place, ond aboute to llty one another, he leaped be⸗ 
twixt them as thep were in they; tut and rage, ctping and ſa ping with a 
loude vopct: hat do ye bzethzene whyp go ye about lyu e wylde beaſtes to 
mutther one auothet : To make ſhozte tale, whiles the good man went a⸗ 
bout to ſaue both the yʒ lyues, he loſt his owne being ſtoned to death ofthe 
people: So muche dyd the dotyng multitude let by this ctuci iye paſtime 
and pltatute. But what tame of this: Honoʒtus the Emperour aſſoue as 
he was enfourmed herof,commaunded this mantcr ot ſhewing the people 
paſtyme by couplyng oz matchyng togetherof ſweard players, to bee leit 


and vttetly abolyſhed. How matte me well how vahoneſt a paitpine it 


was, and how many thouſandes had by tealõ therof dene miſetably atne 
x murthered, ⁊ then ſhall it euidently apperehow muche the wozid is boũ 
den vnto this one mannes death. And foz this facte was Telemachus woꝛ 
thelp canonized aud made a (aincte.Yow muche moze then by all righte # 
teaſon ſhould he deſetue to haue lyke honoure gyuen hym that would ads 
uentute his life to parte ſo mightie # puiſſaunte pꝛynces that thus warre 
and fight continua!lp one agaynſt anothereFozthecommon welth ſuſtep 
neth no great loſſe if a (weardplaper kyil a ſweard plaper,and one vngras 
clous varl:tflcyety anothet: And pet as pꝛyuces cannot be enemies toge⸗ 
ther without the vtter detriment and annopaunce of the whole woꝛlde: ſo 
contratiwice map they with leſſe teopardp be parted,the Telemachus par 
ted thc ſwcardplayers,fyzſt bytaule they are chaiſtcn men, and lecondati⸗ 
ly becauſe the moze noble courage and ſtomacke they be of, the moze ttac⸗ 
table they ate it eny biſhop, oz els any other pꝛelate of the churche go a- 
boute to perſwade them without ctatte 02 diſſimulacton « Rowe if any 
chaunce vpon luche a pzince as can by no meanes be tntreated, but ts of a 
fyzannous and cruel nature: then let hym conltdze how the greateſt hutt 
| — lute that the ctuelleſt tyzanne in the woꝛlde is able to do, ts 
cat h. 

Ind where J p;aye you ſhall the ſucceſſouts of the Ipoſties ſi we an 

—— 1 Apoſtolyhe lpicite,yf thep (yew it not in this caſce Dome 
e laye; 
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What ſhal my death pzeuaple,if I haue not my deſyze-J anſwere : Lh;t> 
the rewardegyuer wyll not ſe this champion to lole His tewarde. Albcit 
many tymes death obteyneth,what lite could neuet bzyng about. Foz the 
death of vertuous men is of no ſmall power q etttcacte. J wyll not here 
ſtande in the tecitall ofolde exaumples whiche are innumerable. John 
Baptiſt was beheaded fo; his franke lpeakyng : but all pzinces are not 
Hetodes: no2 all haue not ſuche peramours as Herodias was. Ainbole 
byſhop ot Pyllapne ſhzanke not to ſuſpend Theodoſius the Empetout 
out of the churche foz his cruell and raſhe ſentence agaynſt the Theſlalo- 
nians, and after he had ſharply rebuked hym, and commaunded gym to 
make ſatiſtaccion, ge put hym to his penaunce. Ind fozthwith the maie- 
ſtie of lo mightie a pzynce gaue place, and was obedient vnto the auctozt» 
tie ot a biſhop. The holy man Babylas byſhop of Intioche attepted to vie 
lyke(eucritic agaynſt a kyng whiche had murthered an innocent, and he 
was llayne foz his labour : but anon as be was deade,he began to be tea: 
red, not only of the heathen Emperour, but alſo of the deupls, whiche wer 
as yꝛt in theſe dayes wozſhipped foz Gods. I haue(right excellent pʒince) 
luche an opinion of the Emperours mateſties nature,of pour Graccsdils 
policion , and of the kyag of Englandes good nature and vertuous t1- 
clinacion, that I put no doubtes but pou all would long ere this haue fo 
lowed good aduettiſementes, if there had bene anp luche counſaploute, 
whiche would haue bene plapne and franke with you all with diſcretion, 
and dilcrete with frank plapnenes . And all this whtle there lacketh not 
- Treat plenty of luche as incenſe the mpndes of pztnces to battaple , name- 
ly ot thole perſones whomett behoueth,fozaſmuche as they; pzofit and ly⸗ 
upng dependeth tycrupon,tohaue all the woꝛlde in an vpꝛoze, and inqui⸗ 
eted with warres.One layth: he letteth pour maieſtte at naught: he gaue 
pour grace luche a inocke : Another, i pour es iopne this parte bn, 
to your domtintons,you mape alſo at pour pleaſure eaſely ioyne that. © 
vnaduiſed a raſhe counſailour. y doeſt thou rather put into his head 
how tar he mape extende the bounoes of his domintons , then put hym in 
temembꝛaunce with how narrow lymittes the ſeignozye , whiche he hath 
now at this pzelent was in olde time bounded-L0hy doeſt Þ not ſhew him 
whiche wape z he hath mape be well gouerned.rather then enlarged: The 
extendyng of boundes is endleſſe: and therfo;e moſte true it is þ Seneca 
repozteth: PanyEmperours # punces haue encroched vp6 others. take 
they marches from the: #petneuernone tyll this daye hath appoynted 
hymlelt any limittes to be content withall. But the very true cõmendaciõ 
of a pzince ſtandeth in well gouernyng. Aexandet the great when he was 
come to vᷣ Occtan lea, wiſhedther had bene another wozlde fozhym to con- 
quete, as who ſape this wozlde was to litle to latiſtye his ambiciouſneſle, 
and dclſyze that he had to enlarge his Emplier. Hercules never went bey6d 
the iles called Gades. But no Occtan, no Gades can bounde our vnlact» 
able ambicion.Bowbett agaynſt the peſtilent wozdes of ſuche perſones 
chziſtian pzinces ought to haue they: mpndes diltgentiye koꝛtitied afoze- 
hand with the decrees and ſatynges of Chziſte, as it were with triacles 03 
pꝛeſetuatiues agaynſt poyſon,and in all they counſaples to haue ſpecial 
regarde vnto the rule of the goſpell,as vnto a mattze.

But foz as muche as they were mene, they wer not 
ableto vurmeChelr pzomyſk. Foz they neyther wiſte then ſelkes what 
was the true, and perfyte of man, noz whertn it ſtoode. And foz 
this cauſe it came to paſſe, that in ſtede of true felicitie,they embꝛated a cers 
tayne deteyuable image 02 ſhadowe therof,and infected other with their ers 
tour, being bothe deceyued them ſelfes, and deteyuets. Therkoꝛe bothe the 
lawe makers, and philoſophiers bzought vs a certapne goſpell of they 
owne inuencion, but ſuche a one as was partly falſe, and deceyuable, and 
partly weriſhe and ol no efficacie, Moyſes and the Pzophetes wzote a 
moze certeyn and pitthie goſpell than they, but to onenacton alone: and as 
that tyme required, wzapped with figures and hadowes , diſpoſing men 
onelp, to the knowleage of veritie,but vnſufficient to giue perfite ſaluacio, 
neuetthele ſie ſumwhat pzomoting therunto, wherin goddes wiſdomere- 
ſeinbleth nature, whiche bzyngeth vs, and as a man would ſaye,leadeth vs 
by the hande, from the knowleage of that are vndze our co2pozall 
ſight, vnto the knowleage of thynges le. And pet theyz goſpell cons 
tepneth in it moꝛe feare then glad and toyfull pzomyſe, # hath muche moze 
bewzayed the wickednes ort man than taken awape the ſame, rather beaten 
into mennes myndes goddes myght and power, than ſet out his mercie # 
goodneſſe, cauſed moe rather dzeade, than emplited loue. Foz what could 
man do but feare, tremble and deſpayze, after he had learned by the lawe, 
that he was alwayes in bondage and ſubteccion of finne, and not able to 
refrayne therfro,and alſo did znowe howe no manne coulde eſcape the iud⸗ 
auẽger of ſinne and vngodlineſle⸗ 
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The paraphꝛate of Eralmus vpon 


without any deleruyng on mans behalfe, bzingeth not only to the Tewes, 
but alſo to all nacions of the wozlde remiſſion of all ſinnes. And leſt hapipe 
any manne put doubtes in the tertaintie of this pꝛomile, it is God that ma⸗ 
keth it, and no manne: neyther is his ambaſſadour MWoyſes, oꝛ anye of the 
Pꝛophetes, but the very ſonne of God him ſelf, Teſus Chꝛiſt, who fo; our 
ſaluacion, came downe from heauen, and toke vpon hym our cozruptible 
fleſhe, to thintẽt that he being giltleſſe,and without all finne, might by his 
paſſion and death, freely eue innotencie and lite to all that beleue his pꝛo⸗ 
miſes, and put theyꝛ whole affiaunce in hym. Foz God who is of his owne 


pꝛoper nature gracious and beneficiall, would by this meanes, chewe that

erceding great and tneſtimable kindneſſe that he bare towardes makinde: 
whiche was ſo greate, that greater can neyther de deſtred, ne ought to be 
loked foꝛ. He coulde not ſend a moze honoꝛable meſſenger than his owne 
onlyebegoctenſonne, noꝛ ſhewe inoze kindneſſe, than thtough faythe only, 
freely to releaſe all mẽnes offences wer they neuerſo manye,neuerſo great 
and heynous: yea and ouer this, though bis holy ſpirit, choſe thoſe that 
were befoze ſlaues and bondme of the diuel, to de felowes with his ſonne, 
by whom he hath geuen vs all thinges both in heauen and in earth, Ind 
bicauſe nothing could be moze joptfull then this mefſage oz tydinges, it is 
by right good ſkyll called ofthe Grekes, Euangelion, that is aſmuche fo ſaye 
in Engliſh, as glad and iopkull tydinges, to comfozte you, that you ſhould 
no moze feare the yoke and burthen of Boſes lawe:

And albeit ſomme men hadde leuer make a further r*herſall of thiſto⸗ 
rye of the goſpcll, and beginne the lame with the nattuitie and birth of Je ⸗ 
ſu Chʒiſt: pet me thinketh it ſufficient foz that J woulde be bꝛeke, to take 
my beginn yng of John Baptiſtes pꝛeachyng: Foz like as the dape Carre 
goeth beſoze the Sunne, ſo tame he, and appeared bnto the wozlde befoze 
Chuſtes pꝛeaching, not by chaunce and foztune , but by Goddes determi⸗ 
nacion, to ſtyꝛte vp the myndes ofthe Jewes, to lokefoz Meſſias that 
would ſtreightwapeg come, yea and to poynte hym vnto them with his 
fingre, when he came: the whiche John, the Pꝛophetes ſo many hundꝛed 
yeares ſythens, pꝛophetied and told befoze houldcome. Foz the ſame pꝛo⸗ 
phetes whiche pzophected and ſpake of Chuſtes comming, ſpake and pꝛo⸗ 
phectedalſo of John, the fozewalker of Chziſte, Foz in Micheas the Pꝛo⸗ 
phete, God the father ſpeaketh vato his Sonne in this wiſe : Loc, ſatth 
he: J ſende my eſpeciall and clecte meſſenger befoze thy face , who all 
make a waye foz the, that anon aftcr ſhalt come, and take on the thoffice of 
aps the goſpell. Likewiſe the Pꝛophete Eſape ſtgnifiyng the pꝛea⸗ 
thyng of John, ſapeth: The voice of acryar in wildernelſe: pꝛepare ye the 
waye ofthe Loꝛde, make ſtraight his pathes. In ſemblable wiſe the pa- 
ctent is monilhed befozethe comming of the Phyſician, to knowleage his 
diſeaſe, andreverently to retepue hym whan he cometh, and in all yen - 
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to do after hym. and folowe his counſatl. When therkoꝛe the tyme appꝛo⸗ 
ched, that Jeſus Chꝛiſt the ſonne of God, who was not yet knowen vnto 
the wozld, ſhould begin to take vp6 him this miniſtracion, fox þ whiche he 
was ſent downe fro heauen into earth, John actoꝛding as the Pꝛophetes 
had pꝛophetied a tolde betoꝛe, played the fozecurrour, baptizing in wilder- 
neſſe: not that he dyd therby wache awape ſinnes, but onely ſtyꝛre and ex⸗ 
hoꝛt men to be repentaunte foz their fozmer life , 2ᷣ they knowleaging their 
diſeaſe, ſhould gredely deſire his coming, whiche only baptizeth with ſpt- 
rite and fyze,taking awaye at once though faithe in him, all ſinnes: endos 
winge mennes lowles with heauẽlye grace, whiche he poureth out of him 
ſelf,as out of the well a fountayn therof: freely deliuering fro bnrightouſ- 
neſſe, freely geuing rightuouſneſſe, freely deltueting fr6 death, 2 freely ge⸗ 
uing life everlaſting. The greater pᷣ this loue a kindnes was whiche God 
ſhewed voto maͤtzind, the greuouſer (hal their puniſhment ve, that haue ſet 
nought by the ſame, when it was offred them. And leſte any ſhould ſo do, 
John came befoze to pzepare 4 diſpoſe all men by his carnal baptiſme, to p 
ſpiritual! baptiſme of Chuſt: to cauſe them by exhozting , # making them 
akrapde, to foꝛthinke, # hate their fozmer lyfe : a finallyto geue them foze- 
warning, ö Mellias, ⁊ the kingds ol God, were at hid. John was not the 
light » chould lighten euery man, which cometh into this woꝛld, but a meſ- 
ſenger of the light that anon after ſhould appeare.He was not the phiſician 
whiche ſhould take awate mennes ſinnes,# gtue health,but made them in- 
wardly to tremble in their coſcience,in that he declared vnto them the great 
daunger they ſtode in: Finally he ſtyzed vp all mennes hartes, to the greate 
deſire ofeuerlaſting ſaluacion, dy pꝛeaching vnto them, how he was not 
karte of, the whiche only ſhould deltuer from ſinne. He was not the bꝛyde⸗ 
grome, but a fozewalker of the bzidegrome to wake and call vp all men, to 
meete the bzidegrome comming. He was not the ſonne of God, but a voice 
fo:cſhewing the ſonne of God, who anon after ſhould be diſcloſed vnto the 
woꝛld. Moſes lawe was a fearefulllawe, in ſo muche that the childern of 
Iſrael could not abide the voice of God, when he ſpake vnto them. John 
bring a limitte 02 boꝛdꝛe ſet betwene lawe a grace, +as a man mengled of 
bothe, did herin vſe a poynte ofthe olde la we, becauſe in his pꝛeaching he 
manaſed all men with euerlaſting death and daͤpnacion, vnleſſe they would 
tourne in ſeaſon from theyꝛ liuing. Ind againe this had he of p new, 
5 he moued not þ people to lacrifites.burnt offriages, vowes oz faſtinges, 
but to baptilme, and repẽtaunce ofthe fozinerlife : a ſhewed moꝛeouer how 
the moſte mercifull Meſſias was already come and pꝛeſent. who ſhould 
freely korgtue all men their offences, that would put theyz whole truſt and 
confidence in him, The koꝛmer lawe was wꝛitten 02 publiſhed in wilder- 
neſſe, and from thence allo commeth the beginning ol the newe. He muſte 
cleane fozſake all the wozld, that wil be wozthy to be partaker of the grace 
ofthe goſpell,whiche compediouſly geueth all thinges. In great cities are

haſted to the water ol Jozdan: #that not alonely out of al the countrey of 
Jewꝛie, but alſo out of Jeruſalem it ſelf, Thidze floctzed a great rableinẽt 
of ſouldiers + publicanes, a alſo certaine of Þ phariſeis. John teceiued and 
taught as many as came, without choiſe oz regard of perſon, + did alſo bap⸗ 
tile luche of them, as were diſpleaſed w them ſelfes foz they: ollences, a cõ⸗ 
feſſed the ſame: expzeſſing hereby as it wer by a certain cozpozall figure, the 
very oꝛdꝛe ofthenewelawe and golpell. Foz the firſte office + miniſterie in 
chuſtian pzofeſſion, ts to teache. When the chziſtian nouice (by this name 
vnderſt and good reader ſuche a one as fozſakyng eyther the Je wich oz Pa⸗ 
nims religion , and intending to be chꝛiſtened, ts newelp enſtructedia the 
fayth:; in the whiche ate he is called ol thauncient fathers , catechume 
nus) when J ſape, the chuſtian nouice beginneth once thꝛough the doctrine 
of the teacher, vothe to kno we his owne kulthye lyuing, and alſo the good⸗ 
neſſe of God, than is he wholely diſpleaſed with bim ſelf, and perceyuing 
no where els to appeare any hope of ſaluacion, hath ſtraptwapes recourſe 
foz ayde aud ſocoute to the beneficiall loꝛde, who frely extendeth his mercie 
and goodneſſe towardes vs. It is a great furtheraunce to the recoueting 
of health, if the pacient knowe his owne inkirmptie. It pꝛeuapleth not a 
litle to the obtapniuge oflight, it a manne perceyue the pꝛelent darknes he 
is in. He hath already muche pꝛolited to puritte of life, and vertuous 

uyng, who ſo abhozreth his owne vncleaneſſe. The pꝛeachyng of John, ffs 
guteth the chꝛiſtian enſttuction, oz kyꝛſt teachynge by mouthe of Chziltes 
religion. His baptiſme repꝛeſenteth the baptiſine of Chꝛiſte. That heſo 
gently recepued all that euer came vnto him, betokeneth nothing eis, but 
lyke as euery man nedeth the grace of the ghoſpell, euen ſono ma of what 
degree 02 nacion ſo euer he be, ought to be ſecluded fro the ſame. The pha⸗ 
riſeis had theyꝛ waſhinges. They waſhed theyz handes at meale tyme, 02 
whan they ſhould take thepꝛ repaſte : They waſhed they bodies at they 
retourne home from the market: they waſhed oftymes theyz cuppes, 
diſhes, ſtooles, tables, and the reſt of theyz houſholde ſtub, as though clea⸗ 
neſſe,and puritie oflife whiche God loueth,and alloweth in vs,Noode in þ 
obſeruacion of ſuche triefles,02 as though a litle quatitie of the Phariſeis 
water, were of ſuche fozce and vertue, that it could make a man euer the 
cleaner in the ſight of aimightie God, Suche maner of waſhinges + bap⸗ 
tilmes do not make a man cleaner in ſowle,then he was befoze, but rather 
moze pꝛoud a arrogat.Yappy therfoze ate they who haue vtterly fozſaken 
Moyles, and the Phariſeis waſhynges, and with all haſte runne vnto þ 
bathes of Jozdi, Foz in the Hebzue togue this wozd ( Joꝛdã)is as muche 
to ſaye, as the floude of judgement. He is not iudged of the Loꝛde, who (0 


iudgeth him ſclfe , This is that ſame purikpinge floude whiche _ 
ou 
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out of two fountapnes, that is, out of the knowleage of our owne vnrigh- 
touſnes, and the remembzaunce of the merciful goodneſſe of God. This is 
that baptiſme of repentaunce,andfloodofteares whiche cauſeth ſtreames 
of bitter water, to lowe out ofthe moſt inward vaines of mines hart. but 
it hath ſuche ſtrength and vertu, p it doeth as it wer with the ſharpneſſe of 
ſaltpeter.ſcower and wipe awaye, all the ſpottes and filthe ofthe ſowle . 
The Phoriſets alſo haue a confeſſion oftheyz owne , but ſuche a one as 
plainly declareth theyz pꝛyde and arrogancie. J faſt, ſaythj the pꝛoude Pha- 
riſey, twtle in the weke. J geue vnto the pooze the tenth part o al my goo- 
des, and J am not as other men be, The Jewes confeſſe other menes ſin» 
nes, and not their owne. Now they that pzepare and make them ſeltes 
ready, to receyue the baptiſme ofthe goſpell,wil neyther be knowẽ ol their 
owne good deades, noz — of other mens faultes, but eche of 
them truly confeſſe they owne. It is a poynt of atrogancie, foz a man to 
ſtand in tecitall ot his owne good dedes, euen as to diſcouer other mennes 
ollences pꝛotedeth of malice, and euill will. To be ſhoꝛt, to acknowleage 
thyne owne linne and iniquitie, is to glozifie the goodneſſe of God. 


C John was clothed with Camels heare,and with a Gyꝛdle of aſkynne, about his The texte. 


loynes. Ind he did cate locuſts, and wilde houy,and pꝛeached: ſaying, De that is tr6- 
ger then J,commeth after me, whoſe Gooe latcher N ain not wozthy to toupe downe ? 
valcuſe. I baue vaptiſed you with water, but he ſhall baptiſc with the holy gyolt. 


And to thentent that John, who in like manour came before the firſt c6- 
ming of Chzilt,as Hely accozding to the pꝛophetie of Balachi, all come 
befoze the laſt, might the moze in holy and perfite liuing reſemble Help, he 
led his lyle in wilderneſſe, dttetiy exchewing the ſinful compatny of woꝛld⸗ 
ly people. He was not clothed with ſilkes, noz yet w wollen clothes, but 
with a gatmẽt made of Camels heate, and gyꝛded about the lopnes with a 
lether gyꝛdle. And by this ſtraight manour of liuing, he ſhewed a certaine 
euangelike s chziſtian perfeccion,cuen befoze the goſpel was publiſhed oz 
pꝛeached. His foode was agreable to his dwelling plate, ⁊ appataple. Foz 
it was euen ſuche as tame to hand, a was eaſte to be gotten: ſuche as the 
place of the own accozde,and without huſbading 02 g. gaue him, moſt 
comonly certain flies.called locuſtes, a wild hon. And here vᷣ criar ot pꝛea⸗ 
cher ol Chiſt, did a great deale moze then Poſes la we required, Foz that 
lawe made diſtincciv only betwene ſundzpe of beaſtes. But he vt⸗ 
terly, #Þ without comaundement,abſtapned eating of all tower foo- 
ted Ffowles.,x fiſhes. That law foꝛfended to weare any ciothing of 
ltnſaye wolſaye: but he cleane depziued himſelf bothe fromthe vſe of woll 
and flare. Suche a lyfe doubtles was conuentent foz the pzeacher of repens 
taunte, who although he were (anctified in his mothers wove, vet woulde 
heneuertheleſſe leade a ſtraight life,leſt his pzeaching hould haue bene lit⸗ 
tieeſtemed a ſet by, it his liuing a doctrine had in any poynt diſagreed. And 
by this meanes be gate him ſelt ſo great renoume, and auctozitie amog the 
Jewes , that manpe of them ſuppoſed ye had bene very Meſſias in dede. 
But John, albeit he was a man highly in the fauour of God, and endewed 
with many godipe giftes a qualities, yet peecepuing what a great offence 
it was, fo manne to chalenge that glozye whiche is dewe vato God. or fox 
one man to put ayde of ſaluacion in an other, openly 41 22 
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ſence of them all, and ſayde: J am not he whom pe fuppoſe me to be. 
Doctrine is a baſe and a weriſhe doctrine. My baptiſme is not effectuall. 
am nothing els but a manne as pe are, cocepued in inne: nothing elles but 
his meffenger, whiche will trapghtwayes come, to giue ſaluacton vnto 
all men. He is dehinde me in tyme, and after the eſtimacion ofthe wozld,of 
muche leſſe auctoꝛitie then Jam: but he ſurmounteth me ſo karre in heaus⸗ 
ly power, that J, whome you haue in ſuche renerence and veneration, am 
not wozthy to ſetue him in the office of þ vileſt dzudge oz ſlaue, noz woꝛthy 
I ape, to lye vpon the grounde, and valeuſe the latchet of his ſhoes. You 
ought to honoute hym. Pou ought intierip, and with moſte feruent affecs 
tion, to deſyꝛe his tommyng. J pꝛeache vnto you earthly thinges: He ſhall 
teache you heavenly matters. J haue hitherto baptiſed pon, as touchyng 
the bodie, with water, pzeparing your myndes to repentaunce: When he 
once commeth abꝛode, he ſhall baptiſe you with the holye ghoſte, whoſe ſe⸗ 
cret vertue ſanctifieth all ty ynges. Fo2 as no man hath rightuouſneſſe of 
oy ſelfe, euen ſo can no man geuethe (ame to an other. He muſte nedes be 
of mote power and excellencie than man, who ſo geueth that thing, which 
pertapneth to God alone to geue.Knowe you the difference betwene an vn 
worthy ſeruaunt,and the maiſtet: bet wene the miniſter,and the aucto2:bes 
twene the ctiat, and the kyng. 

¶ And it came to paſſe in thoſe dayes. that Jeſus came from Nazareth of Galle, 
and was baptiſed of gohn, in Jordan: and aTone as he was come out of the warer, ye 
ſawe heauen open, and the ſpitite deſce 'Opng vpon dym, lyhe a doue. And therecame 
a vopce from qc auen: Xyou art my deare (oune,in whom x delice. 

Ifter that John hath with woozdes of like Centence,moued and ſtyꝛed 
bp the myndes ofa great manye of theim, to wayte foz Meſſias that was 
commyng, then furth came Jefug when his tyme was come, fozſakynge 
the litle village of Nazareth in the countrey of Galtle, where bicauſe ot his 
educacion, a long cõtinuaunte tn the ſame, men thought he had bene bozne, 
Certes this is the nature andpzopertie of al euangelitze thinges, to begyn 
bery baſelye, and from ſuche begynninges by litle and litle, to come at the 
lẽgth to higheſt perfectis: where as cõttarily all thinges p euer the wozlde 
# the deuel goeth about. are after merueplous v beginninges, ſodain⸗ 
ly caſt downe, and bzought to nought.Do lucifer whiles he let his ſeate in 
the noꝛthe, ymagenyng to be equall with the higheſt, was ſodainlye cal 
dowone headlynge into hell. Jaſemblavie wiſe Adam when that thozough 
the diuels inſtigation, he deltredto be equal with God, was by and by ert- 
led,andcaſt out of paradiſe. Therfoze if thou here conaſidze the high excels 
lencie, and greatneſſe of Jeſu, it will cauſe the muche moze to wonder at 
his ſinguler humbleneſſe of mynd and modeſtie. He came out of a pooze # 
homely village, out of Galile,the vileſt coũtrey of all Jewꝛie. He that puct- 
fteth al thinges, came as one of the raſkall ſozt,hamble ⁊ lowly to the bap⸗ 
tiſme of repentaunce, amonge ſinners, ſouldtets.bꝛotheiles. and publicans, 
without any ſetuaũtes to wapte a attend vpon hym. Jt was not ynough 
foz hym to be circumciſed accoꝛdynge to the ozdynaunce of the la we, #p4s 
rified after the tradition ol Woyſes: He deſired alſo to teteyue Johns baps 
tiſine,teaching a enſtructing vs hereby, that who ſo maketh him ſelf ready 
to be a miniſtte x pzeacher ofthe goſpel, muſte omitte nothing which in ay 


the gholpel of S. Marke. Cap.t. Fo t(it- 
wile perteyneth to the increaſe of vertue and godlines : Ind again eſchew 
all thinges,wherwith the weakelinges may be offended, John taught vs 
this leſlon, that a pzeacher of goddes woꝛd ſhouldnot get himſelfe euima⸗ 


cton and auctoꝛitie, by goꝛgeous apparell, oz pompouſe lintng, but by ho- 


neſt behautour, and godly tonuerſacion. But the enſample that Chziſt che⸗ 
wed, was of muche moꝛe perfection, and farther from the Jewiſhe faſhion 
then this: koꝛ that he dilleryng nothyng at all from other, neyther in hys 
apparell, no pet in dyet, did neuertheleſſe by hys godly liupng, mekeneſſe, 
and beneficial goodnes to wardes all men, vtterly duſke and deface the auc⸗ 
tozitie of John. Foz that is ot hyghet perfection whiche is geuen by the 
grace of the goſpel, then that whiche pzocedeth from the auſtetitie, a ſtrait» 
nes of the la we. The whole intent ofthe lozde Jelus was this, to make 
the woꝛld to knowe howe he was the onely aucthour of ſaluacton, to ers 
pꝛeſſe and ſet out vnto vs, a certayne fourme of euangelike and true godly» 
nes, toconfirme che truthe and certentie of all that euer Woyſes and the 
Pꝛophetes had wꝛitten ofthinges paſt,and to matze vs, as it were with the 
geuyng of an earneſt peny, to haue a ſure hope and expectation of thynges 
pet to come. Foz we right gladly beleue hym,of whom we haue concepued 
a matuelous good opinion, and vpon whom many witneſſes doe conſent 
and agree. 

Wherkoꝛe it was pꝛocured by the pꝛouidente # wiſdome of god, that the 
Low Jeſus Gould euery where, haue an eutdent tecoꝛd #teſtimony of his 
deitte : Of the whole lawe of Moyſes, of all the Pꝛopheteg, of the angels, 
of the ſheaperdes,of the wiſe men called Magicians, ołthe Scribes,of Si⸗ 
meon and Anne, of John baptiſt, of the father,of the holy ghoſt,andfynal- 
ly ol Pylate, and the deuils. The miracles alſo that he wzought, playnely 
declared him fo be theſonne of god.Be didmany thinges, not bicauſe hym 
ſelfe had any nede ſo to dooe, but foz that he woulde let out vnto vs in his 
owne perſone, a certain kourme ⁊ trade of liuing:as when he faſted, whẽ he 
was tempted, when he oftentimes pꝛaied, when he came to baptiſme, when 
he obeyed his parentes,when he paciently ſufferedal injuries à wzonges, 
and finally when he came to his croſſe and paſſion. He perfourmed many 
thinges that the pzophetes had pꝛophecied ok befoze,leſt the people chould 
doubt of the pꝛomiſes to be accompliſhed:as whe that in his 
baptiſme he receyued the holy ghoſt in the lykeneſle of a doue, lightyng vp6 
thecroune of his heade:as when he aroſe again from death tolyfe. Wher⸗ 
foze he came as a penitent to John: he deſyzed his baptiſme, and obteyned 
it. He was baptiſed in Jozdan, wherin were baptiſedboth tanners, Pu⸗ 
blicans, and ſouldiers, a ſoꝛt of people ſo ſintul, ð none are moze blemiched 
oz defiled with ſinne. Ate not here the ately pꝛinte g ol this woꝛld aſhamed, 
who wyll haue nothyng common with the vulgar people - No kyng, noz 
pꝛieſt commeth to baptiſme, a it it were their lo to do, they would 
ſcarcely voucheſafe to receyue baptiſme in a baſon of gold oz pꝛetiouſe ſto⸗ 
neg. Nowe our ſauiour Jeſas,that fountayne ot all puritie, that kyng ot al 
kinges, that loꝛd ol al lozdes,diſdayned not the common bathe, wherin the 
common ſoꝛte were waſhed. But who ſo humbleth him ſelfe befoze man, 
the lame is highly exalted befoze god. Jeſus was baptyſed as the reſt,and 
euerichone of the common people there pꝛeſent. But the father of heauen 
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diſſeuered him from the reſidue, by a certayne notable ſigne neuer ſeene, ne 
heard of befoze. Foz as ſone as he was come out of p water of Joꝛdã (wht- 
che he halowed with the touche of his holy body) vnto lande, as he was in 


tome vp. ic. his contemplacion and prayers, John ſawe the heauens open, and the holy 


And there 
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ghoſte flie doune {com thence, and light vpon the holy croune of his heade, - 


and there tarye. The pꝛide ol Adam cloſed the gates of paradiſe againſte 
vs. The humbleneſſe of mynde and modeſtie of Chꝛiſt.hath foz ſe 0: 
pened vs the gates of Beauen , There was aviſivie ſigne hewed vnto 
mans iyes, but by the ſame we were taughte what maner of mindeg that 
heauenly ſpirite both loueth # maketh. The ſpirite of the deuell, a the wozld 
maketh and loueth ſuch mindes as are haute, puſted vp with pꝛide, e fierce: 
but that heauenly ſpirite loueth thoſe whiche are lowly, mene, and peaſible, 
There is nothing moze harmeles, # moze without gple,then the doye:Nos 
thing whoſenature wozſe agreeth with fighting + raueny. Jt was plainly 
expꝛeſſed and ſet out in the loꝛd by this coꝛpoꝛall tigure, what is ſpiritually 
wꝛought in al thoſe, that with a ſincere and pure faith, recepue the baptiſme 
of the goſpell. The body is waſhed with water, but the ſoule is thzoughly 
anoynted with grace inuiſible. Moꝛeouer that the doue abode ſtil vpon the 
croune of the lozdes head,ſigniftedthat the holy ghoſt is geuen to all other 
godlye men, a good liuers, ratably after the meaſure # pꝛopoꝛcion of theyz 
faith, as it is pzeſently expedient. But in Jeſus was the continuall foun⸗ 
tayne of all heauenly grace, Foz the doue bzought him not then any newe 
grace, whiche he had not befoze,but euidently declared how he was full of 
grace, and ſhowed mozeouer,from whence all grace and goodnes illueth, x 
commeth vnto vs. 

John beyng ſtabliched in mynde with this ſo euident a ſigne receyued 
of the father of heauen, doubted not to pꝛonounce Jeſus to be the very lone 
of God, The witnes that he gaue vnto Chuſt, was of great waight and 
auctoutte among the Jewes, but muche greater was the teſtimony of the 
father himCſelfe,vwhoſe voyce ſounded doune fromthe heauens, ſaying. 
Thou art that my — beloued ſonne, in whom my mynde deligytech. 
Foz a wyſe chylde is the kathers ioye and comfozte. That heauenly ſpirite 
of godts not idell, weake, faint, oz feble,but of nature al fiery, and by and 
by wotketh, + putteth fozth his vertue,as ſone as it is once entred into the 
ſoule of man. The ſpirite of man is ſlacke,and lowe, and thinketh vppon 
nothyng but that whiche is lowe, byle,and wouldly. But they that haue 
the ſpirite of the fleſhe moꝛtilied, and are led with the ſpirite of GOD, do 
ko2chwith go in hand with highe thinges,and of manly enterpziſe, that is 
to ſay, do fight againſt the vncleane ſpirite, their ghoſtly enemy the deuell, 
whom they are not afrayde euen to pzouoke to battayle, as men puttyng 
they: whole confidence in the apde and ſuccoure of the Heauenlpe ſpirite, 
meyer muche moze bertue and puiſſaunce, then all that withſtand 
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And immediatly the ſpirit dzoue him into wildernes, and he was there in the wyl⸗ 
detnes, fowertic dayes,and was tempted of Sathan and was with wild beaſtes. Aid 
the aungets miniered vnto hym.After that John was take, Jeſus came into Galile, 
pꝛeachinge the Boſpell ot the kyngdome of God, and ſaytng:the ryme ts come, and the 
kiugdome of God 1s at hande Repeut, and belcue the goſpell, wher 
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Wherkoꝛe Jeſus plainly expꝛeſſyng in hym ſelfe,what de woulde baue 
vs to do, incontinent after we haue recepued baptiſme, was bzoughte by 
foꝛce of the holy ghoſte,tnto wilderneſſe, There he made his abode foꝛt ye 
dayes, and as many nightes, ſcill continuing in pzayer, and faſtyng, and in 
the meane ſeaſon,he was tempted ol the deuell. whom aſtet de had diſcõ⸗ 
fited, and ouerthzowne hym he deliuered vnto vs to ouercome ; chewynge 
vs alſo the very waye , and meane,howe to get the victozy, He is ouers 
thꝛowen by the cpitite ol Chziſte, by tontmuall pzayer, and ſobetneſſe of 
iyfe, and by the weapon of yoly Scriptute. The whyle that Chzyſte cons 
tynued thus in wylderneſſe, he lyued amonge ſaluage beaſtes , veterlye 
abſtaynyng from all comfozte and ſolace,taken ofche company of manne. 
There had bene no daunger foz hym yk ye had bene conuerſaunte with the 
multitude of people, but ye ſhewed hereby how erpedtent it is foz a Chzts 
ſian ſouldtour, to exchewe the compaignye ofthe common ſozte, vntyil he 
haue ſuffyciently tamed the fleſhe, and ouercome the denyll, and by contp⸗ 
nuall tecoꝛdyng of Goddes lawe, and deuoute p made hym ſelfe 
ftronge ynough in ſpirite. Foz many be in moze e when they lpue as 
monge beltes as Cbꝛiſte dyd,then when they be conuerſaunt with ſuchs 
meane as ate moze noplome then any bzute beaſtes. The Loꝛde and ſauts 
our Jeſus Chziſt kepte companye with beaſtes ; but whyles helacked the 
mimſtery of men, Jungels were alwayes pzeſent,and ſerued hym. They 
that veterly deſpyſe all the paſtimes and pleaſures ofthys wozlde, neuer 
wante Yeauenly pleaſures, and ſolaces, Foz vs and out pꝛotite, Chiiſte 
was baptyſed:: Foz vs he pzayed ; foz vs he was notably deſcrybed by the 
teſtimony of the fathcr, and che holy ghoſte: foz vs he wente into wylder⸗ 
neſſe : foz bs he faſted : foz vs he was tempted :foz vs he gatte the victozye 
ouce the deuill. Here conſyder thou Chaiſtian ſouldiar, the very true and 
righte oꝛder of thy perfection. The fyzlte inſtruction and teachyng by 
mouthe of Chziltes religion, cauſeth hatred of the foꝛmer lyſe, and hope of 
clenſyng oz remiſſion of ſynnes. A iththeſfe capytapnes thou runneſt to 
Jowapae:and there thozoughe faythe in Chziſte, waſheſt away the filthys 
neſſe of all thy ſinnes. Aud anon after atthine ovone pꝛaper, and at the 
peticion and pzayer of the churche,thou haſt anewe ſpirite geuen the from 
Heauen, and by it arte admitted to be of the number of the childzen of God, 
# emplanted into the body of J eſu Chʒiſt, as a member of hym, who is the 
very heade ofthe churche. In the meane whyle it behoueth not the ſoul 
dyour of Chziſte,to be carelefie. Thou haſt pzomyſed thy ſeruyte to Chꝛiſt 
thyne Emperoure. Thou haſt renounced the deuell. Thou haſte receys 
ued the holpe ghoſte as it were money,a bond, and an earneſt penye 
of thy ſalarye. Thou muſte enfozce thy ſelte with thy veter endeuoure to 
get victoꝛy. But that neuer chaunceth tothe neglygente and recheleſſe per⸗ 
on, Choumultetake tothe armoure and weapon, leaſte thyne ennempe 
whiche euery where lyeth in efoz the, come vpon the vawares , and 
when thou arte bnarmed. Thou incontinent de aſſaulted with the 
wozlde, the deuell, and the lleſhe. Thou muſte alwayes fyght, to then⸗ 
tente tyou mayeſt alwayes gette victoxy. Foz this battayle ſhall not ende. 
beloze thou make an ende of thylyfe. But yet the oftener thou chaunce 
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to banquiſhe thine ennempe, the weaker ſhall he departe from battayle, 
and thou the ſtronger. 

When thou haſt here behaued thy ſelfe valiauntlye,and played the man 
a while, then at the length addꝛeſſe thyſelfe tothe miniſtracion of the goſ: 
pell, ſpecially pf thou feele that the ſpirite of God daiue the there vnto. 
The Loꝛde Jeſus was mete topzeache the goſpel 82 
rye, there is none of greater perfection) euen when he was a verye lytle 
chylde: But he oꝛdapned a patarne o2 an example in him celfe, foz vs to 
counterfayte and folowe: wherby we are taughte, that we ought not by 
and by after our pzofeſſion, raſhely to haſten our ſelfes to this ſo highe 
and holy a miniſtracion. The lawe of Moyſes had her tyme. There 
was allo a tyme when it behoued that lyke as the lyght of the euangelyke 
vetitie, beganne bylyttell and littell to ſhine furthe vnto the woꝛld, euen ſo 
Gould the hadowes of the olde lawe vaniſhe avaye:+ the fleſh geue place 
vnto the ſpirice,puttyng furth his vertue. Lyke ag in tranſfozmaciong 
and naturall chaungynges of thynges, there is acertapne meane, whiche 
hath ſome affynitie with bothe the extremes, tothentente that thynges of 
muche contrarietie maye eaſely be tranſfozmed,and tourned one into an 
other: Euenſo John came as a meane betwene the carnall lawe of Mop⸗ 
ſes,and the ſpitituall lawe of the goſpell, to thys ende, that menne mighte 
the loner be tranſfozmed, and bzought from the fleche oz litterall ſence of 
the lawe, to the ſpirite, and true meaning ofthe ſame. Foz apꝛe is not ſo⸗ 
datnly,# immediatly made of earth,but in this tranſtoꝛmacion water is þ 
meane betwene both, which at the length by little a litle is fined into aye, 
a moze pure element. xoherfoze as long as the pzeaching of John (who 
partly vpheld the olde lawe, foz as as it alſo ſumwhat helpeth to 
bzing a man to Chziſt )floztſhed, oure ſautour Jeſus leaſte he ſhould haue 
ſeemed to any, eyther tocontende with John, oz els to diſanull the lawe, 
which he came to make perfytte,neuer pꝛeached openly,ne declared his di⸗ 


uine power, but with afewe myzacles, 1 any dilci⸗ 
ples, but rather behaued h ym ſelfe as the eof John :teaching vs 
hereby, that nomanne can well exercyſe the office ofa mayſter, vnleſſe him 


ſelfe haue bene befoze an obedfent diſciple.But after that John was caſte 
into pzyſon foz his playne and franke ſpeakyng, then did Chziſt as it were 
ſuccede hym, and come in his place. Jt is mete that the carnall be fyꝛſte, 
that latermoze, whiche is ſpirituall and goſtely, That whiche is vn⸗ 
— — — one qraſle befoze ———

age foloweth after infancie. The ceremonies of the law, 

they haue ſumwhat ſhadowed and fygured Chztſt, yet nowe at the 
dꝛawe they to their end, and the light ol the ſhinet h abꝛode, whoſe 
one ly auctout is Jeſus Chꝛiſt. He wente firſt to pꝛeache in Galile. on it 
lyked hym that this newe Gould beginne to ſhyne out of that part ot 
Jewzy,whiche was co vileſt of all other. ꝛoude Jeruſalem deſers 
uednot to haue this pꝛeeminente, whiche.albeir ſhe were in very dede as 
blind as a betel, yet thought herſeife to haue a perfite good ſighte, and foz 
that cauſe was moꝛe vncurable. 2 
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But in theſe thinges whiche came not to paſſe by haſard of Foztune,there 
ſpeth hyd a certain ſecret ſignilicacton of thinges to be done. Foz what be⸗ 
tokeneth it, that John is cloſed and ſhut vp in pꝛyſon / foꝛſothj that the law 
of Moyſes ſhall at the appearyng of the moſte clearelyghte of the Goſpel, 
de made darke, and vtterlyloſe her lyghte. What ſignifycth it that he is 
bounde ! Truely that the carnall parte of the lawe halbe bounde, and frees 
dome leuled and ſet at large,thozough the grace of the goſpel. What meas 
neth it that Johns head is ſtryken of-Certcs that nowe is pꝛeſent the true 
heade ofthe whole congregacton, whiche ſhalbe aſſembled of alnacions of 
the whole woꝛlde. What is this that Jeſus pꝛeacheth the kingdome of god 
in Galile : Undoubtedly he maketh a foze ſigne that the grace of the goſpel 
ſhall foxſake the wicked Jewes, and go from them to the Gentiles, becauſe 
the Jewes embzaſed ſtyll that olde heade whiche was chopped of by the 
goſpel, and contemned Chziſt the very head ofthe whole lawe.Foz thys 
woozde ( Galile ) in the Syrian tongue, ſignifycth a flyttyng 02 chaun⸗ 
gyng of habitacion .Befoze tyme grace laye hydde,and ceremontes were in 
hygheft eſtimacion. Nowe are they gone, and Jeſus commeth a bzode,the 
effectuall auctour and pꝛeacher of the grace ofthe goſpell. Therfoze accoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to the milticall ſence hereof, who ſo wyll heare Chzilt pꝛeache, muſt 
fiytte away from their olde vſages, and naughty luſtes, to the intent they 
may be recepuable ofthis newe and heanenly doctryne , Let the Jewe 
caſte away the perſwaſion and ſure beltefe he hath conceyued of his owne 
holynes: the Phariſep, the pꝛyde he taketh by truſtyng to his wooꝛkes: 


the Bichoppes, the glozy of they temple, and ſacrifices : the Philoſophers, 


the vayne aydes of mannes wiſedome , Let Kynges and tyꝛauntes 
caſt awaye that mooſte foolyſhetruſt, whiche they repoſe in their ryches, 
Let all nacions laye aparte all vngodly cuſtomes, all filthie luſtes, and 
hearken vnto this newe Pzeacher Jeſus, who teacheth not wozidlye, 
butheauenly thynges. He ſpeaketh indifferently to all menne. Let all 
men therefoze heare hyin altke, | 
Here is it very expediente to conſider howe our ſauloure Chꝛiſt begyn⸗ 
neth to ſet furthe his doctryne. Woꝛldly Phploſophers do fy2ſie teache 
they2 audience, not thoſe thynges whiche are mooſt fruittull and profiras 
ble, but ſuche thynges as maye cauſe them to be hadde in admitacton foz 
theyꝛ linguler wildome, minding nothing ſo muche, as to get them ſetucs 
a name by diſſenting in opinion, from other famous teachers. But the loꝛd 
Jeſus would neythet diſanul thauctozitte of the olde lawe, (foz he doeth 
truely interpꝛet pſame, which was befoze miſſe vnderſtad:rather makyng 
it per kit, the deſtroping it) neither diſpꝛoued he Johns doctrine, although it 
wer vnperkit, dut began his pꝛeaching w the leit lame beginning, whiche 
John had bſed beloꝛe. A ma would haue ſatd he had bene the very ſcholer a 
diſciple of John, who was in dede the matſter.,x aucto2 oł all. Now what 
pꝛeacheth he? what is þ cry þ the woꝛd, a ſonne of þ euerlaſting father ma⸗ 
keth ? The woꝛld had far ſwarued fr6 the right vſage ofthe law of nature, 
whiche God hath grauẽ and planted in al mens hertes. The wiſdõ that the 
philoſophers raught, increaſed foly ofthe woꝛld. The reltgts which the 
gentils vſed befoze time, was moſt wicked, a deteſtable. The lawe of Pos 
ſes cauſed muche hipoctiſy with het hadowes, her ſacrifices, d th —— 
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The lawe ſignified oz meant by her fygures, and the Pꝛophetes tolde be⸗ 
foꝛe by they2 pzophecies , howe one ſhoulde cum, who ſhould offer vnto all 
nations pertite ſaluacton. But becauſe this pꝛomiſe was ſo long differrey, 
the woꝛlde beyng as it were deafe, gaue no earetherevnto at all. pet þ loꝛd 
ok his ule — — to perfourme theſame. Howe is the 
time already fulfilled p he pꝛetixed oꝛ fozeapointed vnto this buſines, Pou 
nede not fro henſefozth to a wait fo the fulfilling of any other figures, oꝛ a; 
ny mo darke ſayinges of the lawe. Pou nede not to loke afternewe 
tes. Loe, the kyngdome of God is nowe pzeſent . In ſteade of ſhadoweg, 
veritte Hall ſhine abꝛode. In ſteade ol the fleſhe,the ſpitite hal ſuccede and 
cum in place. In ſteade ol coꝛpoꝛal teremonies, true godiynes ſhall raigne, 
In ſtead of the deiuils kyngdom, Gods kyng dom ſhal be enlarged. There 
ts no cauſt why you ſhould lynger oz ſtay : wh any man ſhoulde loke backe 
vato the aydes of his owne tightuouleneſſe. Perhaps as Moyles lawe 
taketh rightuouſeneſſe,ſum are righteouſe in the ſighte of the woꝛlde: but 
as the newe lawe requireth the ſame, al men are ſinners, and vntightuous. 
Pet fo2 all that there is no cauſe why you ſhould diſpayze , Knowe your diſ⸗ 
eaſe, andthen receyue remedy, that is, onely be you repentaunte foz youre 
koꝛmet like, and ſtedfally beleue the ghoſpell, Rowe ts there bzoughte vnto 
pou a meſſage right ioytull, and muche to be deſyzed , J meane free temiſſi⸗ 
on of all your treſpaſſes. Pou haue no nede of burnte offerynges , Onelp 
knowledge pour vnrightuouſeneſſe, and repoſe your affyaunce in the righs 
tuouſnes of almighty God, who doubtleſſe wil perfourme what he pꝛomi⸗ 
feth by his ghoſpell. Foz that man ſhall ſufficiently deſerue to eniop the pꝛo⸗ 
miſc therof,who lo beleueth the pꝛomiſer. 


As he walked by the Sca of Galile,he ſawe Symon and Andzew his other, caltyug 
nettes into ihe Sta, tos they wer fiſhers. And Jeſas ſay d vnto them: Folowe me, and 
will make pon to become iychetrs of men And ftretght waye they fozfoke they? nettts 
and folowed dym. and when ve das gone a lyile further thence, he ſawe James 5 (5ns 
ot zebcde, and John his bzoih7r, whiche allo wert in the wyppe mendyng their nettes, 
and he anon called them, aud they lett their father ede de there in the ſhyppe, with the 
przed ſetuauntes, and folowcd yym. 


Alter the Loꝛde Jeſus had with ſuche wooꝛdes moued and ſtyꝛred 
vp the m ol the Jewes to teteyue the newe Phyloſophy,and doctrine 
ok the golpell, helykewyſe began after the enſample of John to gather ter⸗ 
tayn diſciples, but ewe in number, and ſuche as were vnlettered perſones, 
and ol lowe degte, to the entente that when he had though their miniſtery 
conuerted all the whole woꝛlde, it chould platnely appeate how this kyng⸗ 
dome was the very kyngdome ol God, and not a woꝛldly kyngdom. Ther⸗ 
fore as he trauayled on a day by the lake oz ſea of Galile, he eſpyed Symon, 


and Andze we his bzother together, and avout to caſte their net ⸗ 
tes into the water: Foz they were men, and by this occupacion gatte 
their liuing, The baſenes ok their craft,made foz the aduauncing of gods 


des glozy. The concoꝛde of the two bꝛethen, ſigniſied the conſent and a⸗ 
grement of the thurche. Thecrafte of fiſhyng, bare the figure of the miny - 
ſtracton oof the goſpell, whiche by vertue of goddes woꝛd, plucketh vp into 
the lyght of veritie, and loue of heauenly thynges, ſuche as are dꝛowned in 
the darkeneſſe of ignozaunce, and the fowle ge puddell of wozidely 
cates. Ind thus firſt of all fyſhed he fo2 theſe two Come rec 
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and kolowe me, koꝛ J wyll make you begynne from this daye koꝛ ward, to 
ſyche after menne . Aſſone as the Loꝛde Jeſus had ſpoken the worde, the 
two bꝛethꝛen lea uyng theyꝛ nettes euen as they wer, folowed him wyth- 
oute any tatiypug. Foz Jeſus voyce hath in it a certayne heauenly charme 
oꝛ inchauntment. And goyng thence a litle fozwarde , he lawe other two, 
tat is to wete, James the ſonne of zebede, # John his bꝛother, who wer 
alſo trummyng and mendyng their nettes in the ſhip, and makyng theym 
ſelues ready to go a fiſhyng. And theſe two notwithſtandyng theyz myn⸗ 
des wer bent another waye, heſodaynlyſpake vnto, callyng # tommaun⸗ 
dong theym to folowe him . Nowe that thou mayeſt knowe pong men ot 
an euangelyke faythe , they made no tatying, but leauing theyꝛ father ze⸗ 
bede with his hyꝛed ſeruauntes in the Chippe , ſtrayghtwayes folowed 
theyꝛ caller, Thus beganne Chziſt to gather the chiefe pzelates , and mint- 
ſters of his Churche, cleane refuſyngthe pateſtes , andPhariſies of Jcru- 
ſalem, with all their pompe and pude, 


C Ind they came into Lapernaum , and ſtreyghtwaye on the Sabboth dayes, he en- The terte, 


treo rats the Synagoge, and caught , and they wer aſtonyed at his lraruyng , Foz be 
taught them as one that had autboꝛitie, and not as the Scribe, 

And beyng accompanyed with ſuche a felowſhip,he tame vnto Caper: 
naum. This Capernaum was acitye muche floziſhyng in ſtbſtaunce, but 
no leſſe pꝛoude, vngodly, and vicious, than it was welthy. Here by and by 
he beganne to plape the parte of an Euangeliſt, oz pzeacher of the goſpell, 
Fo; vpon the ſabboth day. he entred into the Dinagoge,andtaught the Je⸗ 
wes openly, not the vapne fables of the Phariſies, but declared vnte theim 
the verye true meaning of the lawe,whiche was in dede ſpirituall, and not 
tarnall. Anon the people perceyued him to be anewe teacher, and his doc- 
trine alſo to be of a newe ſoꝛte. They ſawe he was a manne of lowe degree, 
and that ſuche as tompanied him wer but few in numbye, verpe raſcals, x 
men of no reputacton ; yet wondered they greatly at hys wooꝛ des, foz that 
they bꝛeathed a certayne godly vertue. foꝛ he did not after the maner of the 
Dcrtibes,teache triflyng conftitucions of men, oꝛ olde wyues tales of gene⸗ 
alogies, and pedegrewes, but his woꝛdes wer pithy and of authozitte, and 
the wonderkull greate mitacles he wzought, cauſed thoſe verities that he 
ſpake to be beleued. What thyng ſoeuer is humayne and woꝛldly, the lame 
ls of licle pꝛite and eſtimation, when Goddes vertue beginneth once to put 
kucth het power. 


¶ And there was in theyꝛ ſynagoge.a man vercd mith an vncle ant ſpirite, and be cti⸗ 
td. laying: Alas what haue we co do with the thou Jeſus of Nazarcth 2 Arte thou come 


to deſtrope vs: J knowe the what thou arte, euen that holy one of God . And Jeſus te: The terte. 


buked him ſaypingtyolde thy peace, and come oute of the manne . And whau the vncleane 
loitite had toꝛne dym, and cried with a loude voyte, de came out of yym,and they were al 
amaſed.inlomuche that they demaunded one of anothct among the ſeltes, ſaying : What 
thing is this? What newe doctrine is this:? Foz with aurhozitte_commaunded bc the foule 
[p[k:1£8,and thcy obeyed hum «And immediatly, bis tame (pied abiode thzough oute all 
to tegtou bozberyng on Gal ile. 


And loe by and by there was occaſion miniſtred foꝛ hym to wotke a 
myꝛatle. Foꝛ in that aſſemblye, was there a cettayne felowe whyche was 
vercd with an vncleane ſpitite. This wicked ſpirite coulde net abyde the 
heauculp lpirite ſpcakyngin Chuſt , Foz he beganne to clatter pgayrſte

bys heauenlp doctryne , crying aloude,and ſaying: O Jeſu of Nazareth, 
what haſt thou to dooe with vs-Arte thou come to deſttope vs befoze the 
tyme- I right well knowe who thou arte. Certes the ſel e ſame holy one, 
whiche the pꝛophete Dantel pꝛomiſed long ſythens, whome God hath ſin- 
gulerly ſanctifycd aboue all other. The Lozde Jeſus, eyther becauſe the 
tyme was not yet come that he ſhoulde openly confeſſe who he was, oꝛ eis 
becauſe he was not pleaſed with hys confeſſion , beyng vndoutedlpe true, 
but yet made though conſtraynt of feare,and of a wicked ſpirite (who ſith 
he is of him ſelfe a lyar,and dilighteth to deceyuema, was not to de heard 
in the pꝛeſence of the people when he ſpake the trueth, leſt any man woulde 
haue taken occaſion thereby to beleue him afterwardes when he lyed,) the 
Loꝛde Jeſus, I ſaye, rebuked him, and ſayd : Holde thy peace,anddeparte 
out of the man, and ſo ſhalt thou beitet declate who J am. And furthwith 
at the loꝛdes commaundemet;the vncleane ſpirite fozſoke the man. But at 
his departure he tare him, and cryed out with a loude voyte, ſo that it eut- 
dently appeared therby, howe he fled away not willyngly, but by fozce and 
conſttaynt of Gods powcr. Ind here was ſhewed the figure of a man pol⸗ 
ſeſſed with theſpirite of the deuill . Is not he bered wyth woꝛſt, and cru: 
elleſt ol all thedeuils , whiche is whollpe poſſeſſed with ambicion, coue⸗ 
touſnes, rancour, malite, hatred,pleaſure ofthe body, and ſuche other like 
deutliche luſtes, appetites : Suche as are vexed wyth theſe ſpitites can 
in no wyſe abyde to heare the goſpell pꝛeached, dut yel and crye out againſt 
it, as the deuil did, ſaying: what haſt thou to do with vs Jeſuge Arte thou 
come to deſtrope vs e Foꝛ ſo manpe as the (ſpirit of thys woꝛlde poſſeſſeth, 
thynke the ym ſelues vtterly foꝛloꝛne, whenſoeuer they are conſtrapned to 
fo;ſake thoſe thinges wherin they haue ſette they: falſe felicitie. XOherefoze 
thep2 myndes are ſoze troubled, and as you woulde ſay, tugged and haled 
into ſondꝛye pieces, whileſt on the one ſyde feare of eternall dampnacyon 
moueth theym to vertue and goodnes, on the other ſpde the venimouſe 
ſwetenes of ſuche vices as they haue of long tyme accuſtomed vnto, hol- 
deth cheym faſt and withdzawerh theym fro theyꝛ godlye purpoſe. But yet 
no manner of deuil taketh ſo faſt holde, but he wyll at the comaundemente 
of Jeſu, flye awaye . Jris a muche greater myꝛacle to make of an ambici- 
ous man, a temperate, of a fierce felowe, a patiente, of the lecherous pers 
ſone, a chaſt ltuer , ofthe extozcioner oz one thatliueth by polling and pyl- 
lyng, a liberall manne, then to delyuer a mans body from a wicked ſpirite, 
But pet menne wonder moe atthys „ then at the other, not becauſe it is 
Ind they wee Moe Wonderfull and meruaplous tn deede , but foz that it is ſetne wyth 
alamaſcd, bodely ipes. Therfoze, when he had thus chaſed awaye the bncleane 
ſpirit by commaundement onely,then the Jewes greately wondzed at it, 
inſomuche » they demaunded one of a nother, ſaying: MA hat new thyng is 
this / we haue not teade that euer the Pꝛophetes dyd the lyke, caſlyngoute 
deuils by bare woꝛd of mouth onely. Oꝛ what new kynd of doctryn is this, 
that hath ſo great bertue ⁊ power folowing it He pzcachcth the kyngdome 
of god, 2 putteth furth Gods power, in that hetreadeth vnder foote , #ſub- 
dueth the power of the deuil. Neyther is it by ſoꝛtety oꝛ inchauntmet, oꝛ y 
makyng of long pzayers bnto god,noz yet by any other labozious meane 
he thus putteth to flight the wicked fendes : But he commaundeth =_ 
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with woꝛde onely as theyꝛ loꝛde x conquerour, and they incontinent whe⸗ 
ther they wil oꝛ no, obey him. Ok this wonderfull fact, a great kame of Je- 
ſu was ſped abꝛode thoughout all the counttey of Galile. And becauſe it 
ſhoulde appeare 5̊ in him is the wel lpꝛyng of godly power, whiche can ne⸗ 
uer be cõſu ned, one miracle did ſtraig ht wapes ſuccede and folowe another. 


Cin furthwith when they wer come oute of tde Synagoge, they entred into the houſe The terte. 
of Sym01, and Andzeme, with James and John , But Symons mother in lawe layc 

ſick: of a teuer, and anon they teu him ot het, and he came and toke det by the hande, 

415 litt her vp, and immediatly the feuer forſoke her, (be mtniſtred vnto them. And ac 

tuen when the Sunne was dounc , they bought vato him all that were diſeaſed , and 

them chat wer veced with diuils ,and all the cyrie was gathered together at tbe dooze, 

and he healed many that were ſicae of diuerſe diſeaſes, audcaſt oute many deuils , aud 

ſafrcd not the diuils to ſpcake, becauſe they kuewe bim. 


Foꝛ anone as they were departed oute of the ſpnagage ,they came into 
the houſe of Symon and Andzewe, whither alſo James and John folo- 
wed. Howe Symons mother in lawe, as it then foztuned,lape ſtche 4 was 
loze vered with an ague, Aſſone as Jeſus was by them aduertiſed thereof, 
he went to the bedlyde, and toze the woman by the hand, and lifted her vp, 
and furthwith the feuer fozſoke her, and euen as ſhe was ſodapnly, ſo was 
che perfectly made whole. Fo2 ſhe was ſodaynly made as luſtie # ſtrong, as 
ſhe was bekoꝛe, inſomuche that ſhe dyd her accuſtomed office in the houſe, 
miniſtryng vnto Jeſa,and his diſciples, 

He lyeth licke of a perilous dileaſe, whoſe mynd burneth with the loue of 
carnall pleaſures:who by reaſon offuperflnitte and erceſſe,leadeth an ydle 
and a uggiſhe life. It is a woman that lyethſicke. And at the beginning 
the fyꝛſt woman decepued with the pleaſant alurement of an apple, began 
to be ſicke of this ague. Our fleſhe that alwapes luſteth agapuſt þ ſpirit ts 
our Cut. But happyarethey whome Jeſus wyth the touche of his mooſt 
holpe ſpitite, lifteth vp to the loue of heauenly thinges , that he whiche bes 
foze tyme (erued ydlenes, tiotous liupng , and vncleannes, map ſodaynlye 
reconer his olde ſtrength , andluſtyaes , and beyng made a newe man, 
hereafter become the leruaunte of clennes, chaſtitte, and ſobernes . Foz 
theſe are the meates, whiche Chtilte is refreſhed , and delyghted wythall. 
Now pmaayue, that the houſe of Simon, ſignitpeth the churche of Chzilt , 
in the whiche it is not conuentente that there be anye feble and weake in 
ſpirite,but luche as are full of euangelike ſtrength , and luſtynes: And pet 
many tymes Peters mother in lawe, that is to ſape, the ſpnagoge, lpethe 
ſtcke in the lame. Foꝛ he is a membꝛe of the ſinagoge, vato whoſe coꝛrupte 
taſting, the vnſauerye and weriſhe letter pet ſauozeth : who taketh well 
the water of Phariſaicall vaderſtandyng, and canne in no wyſe taſte the 
wyne ofthe lpirite,andtrue meanyng ofthe goſpell , They that were in 
1 the houſe with the Loꝛde Jeſi,deſyzed him to lift vp the woman that la ye 
| ſickenher bedde. Jn ſeblable wiſe let vs al who are mẽbꝛes of the churche 
p deſy;e his mercyfull goodaes wyth mooſte humble prayers. that he wyll 

voucheſafe to put out his holye right hande, and therewith tolifre vp alſo 

thoſe timerous perſons , whiche cleauyng onely to the letter of ſcripture, 

and wholy genen to the ſuperſticious obſeruacyon of ceremonyes , dooe of 

a tettayne vartghte tudgemente, greatlye deſyꝛe thoſethynges that are 

hutttul and noylome: and contrarylye, hate and abhoꝛte ſuche thynges as 

att onely to be deſy2ed ; to lift them vp , I ſaye to the — ok the ow 
' pt 
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pell, whiche ſerueth not fox this purpoſe that we ſhoulde with mote liber⸗ 
tie commytte ſinne at pleaſure,but to the intent we ſhould gladly,and with 
right Gocd will, Dove the woꝛzkes of Enangelike oꝛ chziſtian charitte , and 
cheriſhe Jeſus tn hys membꝛes. The Loꝛde is alwayes ready to heale the 
ſoule,yf he be deſired,and called v pon. Yeloueth thoſe that call vpon him, 
cal they ntuer ſo impoztunatly,and out of ſeaſon, 

Itwas nowe late in the euening, and the ſunne was ſet, ſo that it myght 
be thought a greate point ot impoꝛtunitie, to cal vpon the phyſtcton at that 
tyme. But the greate deſpꝛe of health had the vpper hande of ſhame. They 
bꝛought vnto him a very greate uumpꝛe of ſuche as wer diſeaſed with all 
kyndes of infirmities,and among them alſo,ſome whiche were vered with 
vncleane ſpirites , The whole cytie of Capernaum came thicke and thꝛe⸗ 
fold,to the gate of the houſe to ſee this ſight, Jeſus withoute excuſe healed 
very many of them of lundꝛpe diſeaſes,and caſt out many deuils. He was 
a quicke anda ready phyſicion, who with wozdecured diſeaſes » Moꝛe⸗ 
ouer he putte to ſilence the deutls „ who cryed with aloude voyce that he 
was Chiilt, veterly deſpiſyng the teſtimonye cf his enemyes , and of theim 
with whome he woulde that his ſhoulde in no wyſe haue to do. He ſuffered 
the childꝛen of the Hebzwes, aud fyſhers to deſcry him: But he admitted 
no retoꝛd of the deutls , though it were true. The noughtynes of the pers 
ſon that telleth the truth, doth hurte the ſame. Ind he doeth moze harme w 
his lyes, whiche hathe gotten him ſelfecredence akoꝛe by ſome true tale tel- 
ling. This was then done accozdtng tothe hiſtoꝛy. But to open the ſecrete 
ſence # meanyng hereof, We ſe verye manye tuen nowe a dayes, that come 
flockyng vnto Spmon Peters houſe : whiche as J ſaped befoze , bare the 
kygure ofthe Churche.Foz the citie of Capernaum repzeſenteth the whole 
wotlde : the ſettyng ol the ſunne,fygureth the death of Chziſte . The 
of the houſe,ſignifieth baptiſme , whiche is beſet with repentaunce of the 
koʒmer lyłe, and truſt to obtayne foule health of Jeſus. The ſicke people ſit 
about the gates, that is to ſap, the Publicans x ſiners deſy2e to be recepucd 
into the felowſhip of the chutche. They ſhoulde not deſerue to be healed er⸗ 
cept they ſurely beleued that Jeſus both could and would geue them helth. 
The churche of Chiſt contayned in it but a very ſmal nũ be, ſo long as he p 
lanterne #1tght of the wozlde, lyued in pearth. But after his death a greate 
multitude of people began thithet to reſozt,out of al þ coſitreys of p wozld, 

C And in the mownyng very carly, Jeſus (when he was ryſen vp) departed, # wente 
out into a ſolitary plate, # there pzayed : Symon, and they that were with hymn tolowed 
after dim, and when thep badde found him, they ſayed vuto bim: ali men ſcke fo; the. And 
be ſayd vatorbem:Let vs gointo the nert tounes, that J may p2each there alſo. Fo: thet⸗ 
fozc 5 amcom?. And ſo be pꝛeach ed in they; ſynagoges,9 inal Galile, g cad Þ deuils out. 

Theſe thinges ſo done: when the Loꝛde Jeſus who came not fot this 
onely purpoſe to cure toꝛpoꝛall diſeaſes, whiche he ſendeth many tymes to 
his to the intent they may be whole in ſoule: when, J ſape, he ſawe the mul 
titude greatly deſpꝛe to be healed of theyꝛ bodely dileaſes, and not with like 
affection couct to heare his heauenlpe doctrine , wherewith the maladies 
and diſeaſes of the ſoule are cured, the nexte day, as though he had bene de⸗ 
ſirous to take ſome eaſe and reſt,he deceyued them, foꝛ he rooſe very eatlye 
in the moznyng,and went from Capernaum into a ſolitary place, where he 
made his pꝛapets to the father, geupng him thankes foz the benefytes 
whyche he hadde decrecd to geue vnto mankynde by him. And — are 
undzye 
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ſundꝛye enſamples pꝛepared fox our inſtruction. Fy2ſt he teacheth vs that 
we muſt aſſone as we haue done our nepghbour —.—— awape: leſt 
we ſeme to loke after any mede oꝛ te ward, of thoſe that we haue done good 
vnto. Secondarily we ate taught many tymes to leaue ofthe teachyng of 
holſome doctrine fo2 a ſeaſon, to ſtyꝛte vp a deſy2e in vs to aduaũte p ſame. 
Finallye we learne alſo Þ we ought to refreſhe a quicken the ſpirit, by often 
ing aſyde into ſolitary places: I meane not ſuche goynges apart , as ate 

02 pleaſure # paſtime, but foz pꝛayet, ⁊ heauenly contep.acion : becauſe we 

may retourne fr6 thence moꝛe willing in ſptrit,x better diſpoſed to helpe the 
weake,Euery man which hath chauged place. is not gone into wildernes, 
but he that hath cleane leuered his mynde frõ wozldly cares, a wholy bent 
himſelf to the ſtudie, and contEplacion of yeauenly thinges. A hen Simon 
Peter. and the reſte of the diſciples vnderſtode that Jeſus was pꝛiuil pe de⸗ 
patted, they folowed after till they hadfound where he was. Foz it is not 
beſeming that the true diſciples of Jeſu be any time away from their mat 
ſter, whom they ought tn al thinges to folow. Jn the meane ſeaſo , when Þ 
people, which flocked early in the moꝛning to the gate ol the houſe, had al⸗ 
lo leatned how Jeſus was gone awape ,they lykewyſe folowed hym into 
the wilderneſſe. Many there be that folow Jeſus, but none fynde him out 
ſaue alonly his diſciples: who after they haue once found him, do ſhew him 
vnto other. Whertoꝛe they told the lozde,how there was a great multitude 
of the citizens of Capernaum tome thyther to ſeke him. The loꝛde then an 
ſweted agayne ſaying. Jt is ſuffictent at this pꝛeſente, to haue layde, theſe 


maner, + biſit the litle tounes, a villages here about, that I maye likewiſe 
there pꝛeache p kingdoe of god. Foz J camenot to pꝛeache to onecttie alone, 
but to declare taluacion to al men. Foz this cauſethe Lozdtraueledthzough 
the toune s, and villages of al Galtle,pzeachyng in theyz Synagoges , cus 
ryng diſeaſes,andcaſting out deutls, becauſe the ignoꝛant people ſhould by 
reaſo ot his mighty deedes a m'racles,geue firme credece vnto his doctrin. 


C Ind there came a lepet tohtm,beſeching bim, and knelyng doune,and ſaping vnto 
dim: If chou wilt.thou canſt make me cleane. And Jcſus dad compaſſion ou him, and put 
furth bis hand, touched dim, and ſayth ruto bim: will, de thou clicane. and aſſone as ye 
bad ſpoken, immediatiy the lepzoſpe departed ſtom him, and be ſent hym awape furth= 
with, aud ſeythj vato him: c thou ſaye nothyng to any man, but get the hence, ewe thy 
leit to the puen, and offer toꝛ thy clenſyng,thoſc thynges whiche Moles cõmaunded, to3 
a witnes vato them. But de ( aſſone as he was depat ted) began to tell manye thtnges, and 
to publiſde the ſapung,inlo muche that Jeſus coulde nomoze openlye entre into rye tytie. 
But was without in deſcrt places, and they came to dym from cucry quarter. 


Itchaunced on a time when Jeſus had taught the people in a certain moũ⸗ 
tayne many godly leſſons,concernyng the perkectiõ of theuangelike oz ch2t- 
ſtian pzofeſſion,that there met him, as he came doune againe, a certain mi 
infected with lepzoſy,a diſeaſe vncurable, and abhozred of almen;in whom 
was ſhewed to the coꝛpoꝛall tyes , a fygureof thoſe thynges whyche he 
w2ought bp inuilivle operaci6in the ſoules of the hearers. Theleper hated 
his filthy dilcale, a had a matuelous great confidence in Jeſu. Here thou ſe⸗ 
elt afigure ot a ſinner.whtche returning from vicious yng, #entending 
to amend, is at the next doze to ſaluacion. Theſame leper feared not p peo⸗ 
ple although he knew right wel Þ they abhozredhis company, but onely re- 
gat bed the goodnes of Jeſu, X0herfoze he tanne vnto him,+ fell downe at

foundations among the Capernattes. Howe it is tyme foꝛ me to go in like ve 40. ic, 
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his knees. What woulde the pꝛoude Phariſey here do-He would cry: hence 
with this ougly 4 abhominable creature,leaſt he infect euen our very ipes. 
He would call foz water to waſhe away his noyſome, + contagious bꝛeath. 
This would the Phariſey do,moze vncleane in ſoule,thEany leper in body, 
But what doth the moſt mcke and gentil Lozde , whiche onely was cleane 
fro al ſpot of ſinne-He comaudeth him not to be had out of his ſight , noz to 
be remoued away fro his knees. Jt was not bnknowen bnto him what he 
deſ2ed:but his wil was pᷣ the notable fayth ol this mi, ſhoulde be au enſaͤ⸗ 
ple to al men. Il luche as be lecheroug perſons, couetous. full of hatred and 
tnup, oʒ attached w any other filthy luſtes à appetites of the body, ate foule 
arayed with this hozrible 4 deteſtable lepꝛoſy. And ſuch as are herewith in⸗ 
kected, let th heare, a mattze the woꝛdes of this lepet, to thintent they maye 
folowe him. It thou wilt. ſayth he, thou canſte make me cleane . He know⸗ 
ledgeth his diſeale, ⁊ doubteth not of the powet, a goodnes of god. He whos 
ly tetetteth the tudgement to the Loꝛd, to (udge of him whether he be woz- 
thy to teteiue ſo great a benefite at his handes, oꝛ no:ready to geue thikeg 
yk he obtayne his deſyꝛe: a not to murmur, and grude agaynſt him, yk he ob⸗ 
tayn it not. Foz be would ſay thus: e is able to put away lepzoſp, who not 
onely cureth all kyndes of diſeaſes, but alſo caſteth out deuils: and he wyll 


do it, that ſo willingly helpeth all that are in diſtreſſe and miſery,wherſve- 


uer he cummeth. But lo greate is myne vnwoꝛthynes, that J alone deſcrue 
not that, which al other obtayn of his moſt merciful goodnes. Thig ſo per: 
kite a belefe,topned with excedyng humblenes of mynde, and modeſtye, pꝛo⸗ 


and 7e'us cuted him mercy of Jeſu. Foz out fautoure ſhe wing out wardly, euen wyth 
had compact hys countenaunce , a certayne alfecte of pitye and compaſſpon, thereby to 
non on dim tache what affeccion of mynde oughte to be in vs towarde ſpnners, belde 


oute his hande, and therewith touched the leaper, and by vertue of wooz⸗ 
des that himſelf pꝛelcribed, made him cleane. Theleper ſapd: If thou wilte 
thou canſt make me cleane. Jeſus anſwered: J wil, be thou cleane. True 
faythe maketh not manye woozdes : neyther grudcheth the charitye of the 
Golpell to do a good dede. And Chziſte had ſcarcelyeſpoken theſe woozdes 
(be cleane)but the dyſeaſe was quite gone from the man, ſo that no token 
thereof remapned. Thelaweof Yoyſes fozfendeth to touche a leaper,the 
ſpirituall meanyng whereof, contapneth holſome doctryne. We muſte abs 
ſtayne from the companye of vacleane petſons and ſpnners, leaſt we bee in⸗ 
fected by the contagtouſenes of their vyces But the Lozde Jeſus is aboue 
the la we:neyther can he be detpled with touct inge, who purifycth whats 
ſoeucr he toucheth.He touched the leaper with his hande, and furthwith he 
healed his hole bodye. Let vs therfoze pꝛay that he mape in ſemblable wyſe 
touche our loules with his holy woꝛd, a therwith purity our inward vncle 
nes. O thou that vſeſt to haut the copany of hatlots, thou that arte an adul⸗ 
terer, oꝛ polluted with like diſeaſes, tunne in like maner vnto Jeſus(foꝛ he 
cũmeth doune fro the heigth of his maieſtie, a meteth the) a knowing thine 
own filthines,fal doune at his knees, pꝛoſttate thy ſelfe, and lye flatte vpõ 
the ground; Cry a cal vpon him, but cry with moſt ſedlaſt beliefe ol hatte ? 
mind: L oꝛd, if thou wollt, thou canſt make me cleane. And anon thou halte 


2nd he tet hi Heare theſe woꝛdes agayne of thy mercytull ſautoure, J wil, be thou cleane. 
— Ifter theſethynges wer done in waner befoze rehearſed, the Loꝛd —— 
f n 
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not the manto folow him, but cauſed him to depart, tõmaũding him ſtrait⸗ 
ly to dilcloſe nothyng ol this mattier to any creature lyuyng , but rat het (ꝙ 
he) get the hence. and ſhewe thy ſelfe to the pzteſt, by whoſe dgemeẽt accoz* 
ding to p ceremonies of the law, thou walt iudged to be a leapet. Ind ik he 
geue ſentence that thou art clenſed in deede of thy lepzoſy,then offer þ Mo⸗ 
tes hath coͤmaũded to be offered, ol thoſe that ould foztune to be deliuercd 
thtrof, Thus halt thou w moꝛe credẽce publiſh gods benefit cowardes the, 
then ifthou firayghtwayes tell every body that thou art made cleane. Foz 
by this means it chal appeare, eue vato p Phariſees theſelfes, whiche de⸗ 
pꝛaue my benefyttes,that thou waſt a very leper , and haſt been clenſed w⸗ 
out eyther belpe of the Phiſiciang, oꝛels of Moyſes lawe, dy bare wooꝛd of 
mouthe, and touche onelp:and lo they knowe howe there is one pꝛeſẽt 
that farre paſſeth their pꝛieſtes: who can eaſily cure lepꝛoſp, though it be de⸗ 
teſtable and abhoꝛted, where as they haue muche ado truelp to dilcerne the⸗ 
ſame. This felo we departed, in ſtede of a leper cleane in bo dye, and wente to 
the pꝛieſt, and was ſeene and iu to be cleanſed of all lepꝛoſie. And anon 
after,he conceled not this deede, but publyſhed it eueryewhere , repoztynge 
bothe this, and many other thynges of Jcſu. Sum wyl here alte: hy did 
this man as he was commalided in the one thyng-and in the other nothing 
tegarde the Lozdes commaundement-Truely ko that the one ſerued to cõ⸗ 
fy2me the certatntie ofthe myꝛacle, becauſe the Pꝛieſt not knowynge as yet 
who had healed the manne, ſhould pzonounce his healthe teſtoꝛed by Jeſu, 
to be a pertite health, who els peraduenture would haue depꝛaued Chziſtes 
— the auctour therof hadde been knowen, befoze he had geuen his 
erdite. 
But alter the miracle was once confirmed by his ſentence, the made it mu⸗ 
che foꝛ gods glozy to haue u publiſhed abꝛode. W herfoꝛe the tõmaũded Je⸗ 
ſay thing to be kept ſecrcte,whiche in dede his will was ſhould be blaſed ay 
b;ode and vttred-Fozſoth to monith vs that we ought to ſekeno gloꝛye and 
pꝛaiſe of man koꝛ the benefites which it pleaſeth god to wurk by bs, betauſe 
the goodlyet pꝛayſe euer foloweth them whiche refuſe the ſame, It p2oce- 
deth of an hyghe courage ſo to do a good tutne, that thou woul deſt haue no 
thankes thetkoꝛe pelden the ol hym, whom thou haſt doen good and plea⸗ 
ſure vuto, beyng onely contented with this, that it lay in thy lotte to healpe 
thine cucn chꝛiſten in his neceſſitie. But he p is holpen by ſuche benefite , as 
he hath teteyued at thy handes, ought with ſo muche the moze diligence to 
publiche aud ſet oute thy well doyng — where to thy pꝛayſe and comen- 
dation. Chʒiſte was in no daunger to o in va ze: and thetkoze 
this enſample was oꝛdeyned fo2 our inſtruccton , whiche are continually in 
bery greate icopardye to fall therein. Neyther dyd this manne conteinne 
Chultes cõmaundementes:dut the great es thac he was in by reaſon 
ol the teſtitution ol his health, a a certapn feruent loue whiche he was kinds 
led with cowardes Chziſt the auctour therot, would not ſuffer him to keepe 
filence auy longer. Uerilp itchaunceth foz the mooſe part that we are beſte 
beleued,whea we tel thoſe thynges whiche we had rather in very dede kepe 
ſecrete,then diſcloſe,if the matter it ſelf entoꝛerd not vs to btter that whiche 
lyeth hid in our ſtomackes. Nowe what came of it that this man dydthus 
blale abzode this myꝛacle / Truely by reafon den t man 2 
ol e 
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ſuche an opinion ofthe Lozd Jeſu,Þ he could not now fox the 22 thzong 
and pꝛeaſe of people that thyther reſozted , openly enter into the citic,as he 
was wount to doe:but was conſtrayned to auoyd the good founes , # make 
his abode in the wylderneſſe. Suche as goe about to get a name, and gays 
nes by iugglyng caſtes, and woozkyng o | miracles, deſire to bee 
in thoſe cities, where as moſte haunt and refozt of people is. But our ſaui⸗ 
our Jeſus,tn that he ofttymes ſhunneth muche aſſembly ot people, plainly 
teacheth vs what we ought to doe. He that is able to wootke the miracles 
of the Ghoſpel,Dooeth not ſo muche deſire the great multitude,as the feruft 
mynde and affeccion of beholders. In great cities many reſozted vnto hym 
foꝛ this purpoſe onelp, to delite thetr (yes with newe and ſtraunge ſightes. 
No man folowerh Jeſus into the wylderneſſe,vnleſſe he longe after hym 
with a certain vehement deſire and affeccion. He that fozgoeth al pleaſures 
of good tounes , andfoloweth Chziſte thzough rough and cumberous 
ces, foloweth hym to his greatcommoditie . Fox he that loueth hym vnfais 
nedly,doth in all thinges kolowe hym whom he loueth:thozough repzoche, 
hungre,deſpoylyng of ſubſtaunce,banyſhemente,tmpziſonment,tourmens 
tes and death. And ſuche folowers ofChzſt, wer figured by thoſe that came 
flockyag out of all countreyes,and partes of Galile , vnto [Jeſu ; who kepte 
ꝓmlelt cloſe, in deſert and ſolitary places.

wWherfoꝛe Jeſus geupng vs enſample bothe to ſtye bayneglozye , and al- 
ſo continually to do good vnto our euen chʒiſten, within fewe dapes alter 
retourned agayneto Capernaum,from whence he ſemed to be dꝛiuen away 
befoze, by reaſon of the great impoztunitie ofthe people, whiche euen in the 
nyghte tyme , laye aboute the gates of the houſe wherein he ſo tourncd. Fox 
as be made Bethleem muche renoumed by his byzthe, and Nazareth vecyc 
famous by his educacion, and the countreye of Egypte happye becauſe he 
fledthyther fo2 his pzeſernacion and ſafegarde, ſo did he as it were adopte: 
and choſe Capernaum to be his countreye, bothe by his sfte tariyng there, 
and alſo by ſhewynge of many fayze myꝛacles in theſaime . Be came agapne 
hyther in maner by ſtealth, and fyzſtekept hymſelfCſecrete in a houſe, deloꝛe 
it was knowen in the citte that he was cum. But as the Sunne cannot be 
hid, ſo the Loꝛde Jeſus cannot be kept cloſe andſecrete, The rumour whi⸗ 
che ( as it is commonly ſeene,) roſe of a fewe perſons, hadnowe blowen as 
bode thzoughout the whole Citie, that Jeſus was in the houſe , And 
fooꝛthwith thither flocked ſuche a multitude of people, that all that houſe 
was fylled, and not onely that, but alſo the poꝛche, and al the places about 
the dooꝛe, were not ſuſtycient to recepue them. It is a bleſſed houſe whither 
Jeſus is cum to dwell, and neuer departeth thence agapne. That howſe is 
the Churche. Foꝛ Capernaum beareth the fygure ok the wholle wozlde, 
whereſoeuer the Gentyles inhabite. Certes at Jeruſalemthe Jewes caſte 
Jeſus oute ofthe Temple, and among the Gentyles, the kyngdome ok hea⸗ 
uen ſuſtereth violence, and the multitude of all ſoꝛtes of people enteteth in⸗ 
to it, after a cettayne foxcyble faſhion, The Chꝛiſtian Nouices ſitte aboute 
the gates, greatlye vefiryngeo be adnutted into the Lozdes houſe , muche 
hungryng and thirſtyng after the rightuouſneſſe of the kyngdome of hea? 
uen. And verily Jeſus ercludeth no manne from this houſe, neyther pooze, 


02 riche, wholle,noz ſycke, ſo that he haue a vehement deſire to hearehym. de piccctco ; 
Wher?oze the Loꝛde teachynge vs that we oughtealwayes chiefl ye to wo une 
tate foʒ out ſoule health, and afterwarde foꝛ our bodyes,fy2ſte of all minp⸗ 


ſtred vnto theym the doctrine of the Gholpell, where with the dyſeaſes aud 
maladies ofthe ſo wle. are cured. Foꝛ this cauſe ſuche as are diſpoſed to 
giue almes to the poze,dooe verye well, yl they geue theym fy2(t a bꝛieke ex⸗ 
hoꝛtacion, that maype make them the better in mynde and ſoule,and then de- 
parte with their charitie. Foz the common ſozte of people bee of ſuche a 
dyloꝛdered iudgement, that they are moze deſirous of thole thinges whiche 
aceerpedyente koꝛ the bodye, then ofthoſe that pertain to their ſowle health. 
The Lozdeenidentelye declared vnto vs by his enſaumple, that gurchyefe 
tate oughte to be toꝛ that parte , whiche is the chyefeſte parte 02 pozcion of 


Manne. in that he fyzſte taughte, and then by and by healed ſuche as were d eren. 
diſeaſed, Nowe whyles Jeſus was teachyng ond buſie about curing certopnc dae 
the diſeaſes of theit ſoules. there came vnto hym certayne menne, bꝛingyng *. 


with theym one that was ſicke of a Palſey, whoſe ſenowes were ſo reſols 
ued in all partes of his bodye, thoughe the violence of the diſeaſe , that he 
toulde not ſtyꝛte out of his bed, but was fayne to be caryed thyther, vpon 
fower mennes choulders,

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Here haſt thou platnly ſet out, the very ymage and figure ot a mynde, which 
ig by wonldly luſtes and deſires, made ſo womanlypke, and diſſolute, that it 
tanne in no wyſe lyfre vp it ſelf,todooe any thyng that is good and godlye, 
but lyeth ſtyll in the bedde ol lo we and filthy cares, and neuer temembꝛeth 
any thyng that is highe o2 celeſtiall. Now when they ſaw how they coulde 
not foꝛ pꝛeaſe of people that ſate ſo thicke about the gate and pozche , bꝛyng 
this ſycke man to che ſyghte of Jeſus , they lykted hym bp vpon the howſe, 
and after they had remouedthe lates , and made a wape in. they lette hym 
downe bed and all, with a longe coꝛde, andlayed hym at the feete of Jeſu, 
nothyng doubtyng but that he of his great mercye and goodneſſe, woulde 
helpe the ſelie wzetche , aſſone as he once caſtethoſe his pitifull iyes vppon 
him, and tehelde how helaye in his bed lyke a quicke karkas, impotente, x 
benummed in all his lymmes. Jeſus ſawe this miſerable perſon, euen be⸗ 
foꝛe he was bꝛoughte vnto his pzcſence , and knewe ryght well the greate 
faith of thoſe that bzought him. He coulde if it had lyked him, without lea⸗ 
uing 02 bꝛeakyng his tale, haue ſignitied his pleaſure vato them, by whom 
he had luſte, in this wpſe:Letthe licke of the Palſie ariſe, and beyng ſodain⸗ 
ly healed, carp home his bed again. But his will was to ſhewe all men there 
pꝛelent, that piteous ſight:and alſo to declare of what great ſtrẽgth and el⸗ 
kicacte true belefe bpon hym is, with almighty God the father. The diſeaſe 
was vncutable, and ot long continuaunce:the cummyng to Chztlt very cũ⸗ 
berous. And yet the gractous goodneſſe of the Loꝛd, ioyned with like power 


Wyen J«cas put them in a ſure hope to obtain their tequeſt. Wherkoꝛe after he ſaw their 
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notavle faithe, the moze he percetued the manto be diſeaſed in ſoule then in 
bodie, the moze pitie andcompaſſion he tone on hym. Euery man thoughte 
him in a miſerable caſe that thus lacked the vſe of al his mẽbꝛes: but moze 
miſerable was his ſoule, beyng in (ubieccton and bondage of ſinne. They 
loked after nothyng els but that the poze wzetche ſhould be reſtozed to per⸗ 
kite health of body,whiche was a thyng farre aboue mans power. But Je- 
ſus beyng highly pleaſed with ſo notable a faithe, and therefoze willing to 
make hym all, and in euery part whole, tourned vato him, and ſaid:Sone, 
thy ſinnes are koꝛgeuen. 


¶ But there were certayne of the Scribes ſitting there, and thynkynge in they? 
hertes: Why doty he ſpcake theſe blaſphemies? Who can tos geue ſynnes, but Bod one 
lye 2 Andimmediatlye when Jeſus percepued in his ſpirite, that they ſo thought wyth- 
in them ſelnes, he ſeyti vnto them: why thynke pe luche thynges in youre berres 2 wde⸗ 
thet is it caſper to ſay to the ſicke of Þ Palſep, thy ſynnes be toꝛgeuen the, oꝛ to (ay, ariſe 
tate vp thy ved and walke. But that ye may no we tbat ide tonne of man bathe power 
in carth to f023cue ſynnes, he ſpake vnto the ſicke of the Palſcy 2 J (aye vnto the atyſe, 
and take vp thy bed, and get the hence vnto thyne owne houſe. And immediate ly he aroſe, 
toke vp the bed, and went toꝛth betoze them ail, inſomuche that they were all amaſed ,s 
gloutyco God, ſaping: we neuer ſawe it on this faſhion , 


There wer pꝛelent in that aſſembly, certain Scrtbes, who fo the knowe⸗ 
ledge they had in the ſcriptures, wer neuer the godlier, and better in they? 
liuyng, but rather more enclined to ſurmiſe matiers againſt hym. They had 
learned ofthe bokes of the pꝛopheteg, a Moſes,y it petteineth to God alone 
to pardõ ſinnes. Foz the pzieſte dyd not releaſe ſinne, but made interceſſion 
vnto god fox other mens offeces,x that not wout ſacrifice. Becauſe p Oct. 
bes knewe this right well, they had ſuche ſecrete thoughtes a (maginacios 
w themlelkes: What new laying is this that he ſpeaketh , whiche on 
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Moſes, noꝛ Aaron,noz any ol the aunciente Pꝛophetes, durſte pꝛeſume to 
ſpeake. Foz he ſayeth: thy ſpnnes ate releaſed. Truely he is a blaſphemous 
perſon againſte God, that thus taketh vpon hym goddeg power. The lawe 
tommaundeth ſum offences to be punyſhed with death. And other ſum 
there are,fo2 the whiche ſatiſfaccion is made with burnte — — „and 
diuers other kyndes of ſacryfices, by the mediation oz interceſſion of the 
pueſt:But he pallyng nothyng vpon ſuche rites and ceremonies, dooeth at 
once fo2geue all ſynnes, with bare woꝛd ol mouth. This thyng that he ta⸗ 
keth vpon hym, and pzompſeth, pertayneth not to man. It lyeth in Goddes 
power alone to perfourme it. Surely they were offended with the imbe⸗ 
cillitie and weakeneſſe of his manhoode that they ſawe,and therfoze coulde 
ſuppoſe nothyng of hym, aboue the ſtate and condition of manne, Neyther 
had the vulgar people any greatter opinion of hym,whiche pet by reaſon of 
their limplicitte, were not lo muche enclyned to pyeke quarels, as the other 
were. The ſpirite of this woꝛlde put thoſe thoughtes in their myndes, who 
whyles they ſtacke harde to the lytterall ſence of Moyſes lawe, were karte 
from the ſpirite, and true meanyng thereof, and wer ſo muche the moꝛe vn⸗ 
apte to be taught theſame,becauſe they thought themſelfes very well (kyl- 
led in the S res:in ſo muche that theſame thyng hath here alſo place, 
and is verified, whiche we ſee chaunce amonge paynters, and ſingyng me, 
who are wont to take leſſe foz trachyng of one that is altogether rude, and 
ignozaunte in their arte 02 ſtience, then foz hym who hath been euel enſtrucs 
ted ol an other maylter in theſame : and the reaſon is, becauſe in teachyng 
of the ignoꝛaunte, there is but one labour to be taken: whereas yt a manne 
take vpon hym to enſtructe the other, as it is the fyꝛſte, ſo is it the moze 
paynfull labour to teache hym to fozget , what he hath learned befoze, then 
to teache hym. And theſe vngodiy thoughtes , they ofa cettayne wozlds 
ly policie, kepte in their ſtomackes, foz feare ofthe people, in whoſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſence they muche aduauntedand magnifyed theymſelfes foz theyz greate 
knowledge and vnderſtandyng. The Lozde Jeſus who rather red Ind feeds: 
to declare his diuine power by dedes, then to vttretheſame by wooꝛdes, bi⸗ Jug pretends 
cauſe he would plainly ſhewe the Scribes howe there is nothyng ſo cloſes ia vis ſpin nic. 
ly hidde in mennes bꝛeſtes, be they neuer ſo ſuttle and craftie, that his holye 
ſpirite(whiche ſearcheth,and thzoughly ſeeth all thynges) knoweth not, 
toutned hym vnto them. and as though they had ſpokenout thoſe thynges, 
whiche they inwardly thought in their myndes, ſaped in this wiſe: My why (hynde 
haut you ſuche launderous imaginactong in pour hertes : why doe you ras 799 (orb thin 
ther judge me by this weake and feble bodye ol myne, then by my deedes hertos,16, 
Why dooe you not gather oftheſe my wozkes whiche you ſee with your 
iyes,and cannot denye,that thoſe thynges are ok trueth, whithe canne in no 
wyſe be ſeene with your cozpozal tyeS:-Pou are offended with me becauſe J 
ſayde : Thyſynnes are foꝛgeuen:and derme it to be a vayne ſatyng, andof 
none effecte,becauſe you ſee not the eſticatie therof,whiche — oꝛth it 
ſelf in the loule of manne. But you that haue bodilye iyes whole and faut⸗ 
leſſe, haue ſpit ituall tyes faultie and blemiched. | 
What yf IJ ſpeakelyke woozdes vnto the other, and make the effica- 
(ie thereof appeare vato your ipes - Js1itnotthenreaſen that you beleue 
lhe thyng whiche you lee not, beryngtherevato enduced by the thynge 
you 
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von ſee There is nothyng that man can eaſelyer doe, then ſpeake:anh 
contrarilye, there is nothyng to harde, as to perkourme what is ſpoken, 
God alone can as eaſily dooe the one as the other. And though hytherto he 
neuer gaue this power to man , yet it is not oute ot his power to geue it to 
whomtt pleaſeth hym. And long ſithens he pzomyſed by the P2opheteg, 
that he woulde ſende his Meſſias, who ſhould cure the diſeaſes of the peo? 
ple of Jſcaell,and aboliſhe andcleane take awaye ſynnes, Therfoze regard 
you not this ſymple bodye ol myne. lyke in all popntes to yours : neyther 
beholde ye my garmente,not decked and trymmed with Phylactertes , and 
emb2oudered hemmeeg : noꝛ pet my ſpeache nothyng dyfferyng from other 
mennes. Let the thyng ſelfe be the grounde and foundacion of your tudge⸗ 
ment. Jt is no mayſterye foz a manne to ſay vnto aſynner: Thy ſynnes are 
pardoned. And it ts lyke eaſpe to ſay vnto þ ſicke of the Palſey : Ariſe, take 
thy bedde, and walke.,You haue heard me ſpeake the one ſaying, and kynde 
fault therewith. Now heare ye the other, whiche ye cannot lykevyſe fpnde 
faulte withal, when you ſee euidently with your iyes, how the thyng enſus 
= ut that ye ct immediatly of my woꝛdes. Ind this will J dooe,not to boaſt and bꝛag 
maye know Hpon my power, but to the entent you may perteiue that God hath geuen 
ot man it. Power vnto the ſonneof manne, who appeareth vnto you an vnderlynge 
Xa weake perſon, to releaſe ſpnnes with woꝛde, (whiche power pour p2ye- 
ſtes neuer had) a that not in Jewzy alonelye,but alſo in all regions and cũ⸗ 
treyes of the woꝛld, in ſuche wyſe, that what ſoeuet he releaſeth in carthe, 
is releaſed in heauen,x whatſoeuer he leuſeth not in earth, the ſame tema 
neth ſtill bounde a vnleuſed in heauen. pou haue no cauſe to pietze quarels,x 
ſurmyſe matters agaynſte me: but to retoyce and be glad koꝛ pour ſinguler 
welth and comodittes, if god ok his infinite mercy haue encreaſe d his boũ⸗ 
teous goodnes towardes you. Il you ſape that God cannot thus doe, then 
do pou derogate oꝛ diminiche his Maieſtie. Tf you ſay he wyl not pou ok⸗ 
fende his goodneſſe. Jf you ſay he Dooeth not, albeit he hath once pꝛomyſed 
ſo to do, tgen do you make hym a lyar. Finally yf you be voyde of belefe in 
ſuche thynges as are ſpirituall and pertain vnto the ſoule , where as yecan 
not thwart and cauyll in the thynges you ſee dooen befoꝛe pour tpes, then 
do pou platnly declare pour obſtinate malice, 
lese vn When Jelus had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes, and they diligently marked what 
to th-(ickeof he would Dooe,he tourned hym to the ſicke of the Palſep,andſapde : J ſaye 
ty: Paller. t ynto the,artſe,takevp thy bed, and goe hence into thy houſe. And he had 
ſcarcelye ſpoken theſe woꝛdes, but an effectnall vertuetherof,manifeſtly en⸗ 
ſued. Foꝛ the ſicke manne began not by litle and litle, and at the length with 
muche a dooe to moue hymſelfe:But aſſone as Jeſus had ſpoken the wozd, 
he rayſed hymſelfe, and ſtoode vp as luſtie and couragtous, ag though he 
badneuerfelteany Palſeyatall, Then lifted he vp his bedde, andlayed it 
on his ſhoulders, lo went out though the pꝛeaſe ot people, ſhewyng the al 
a new light, that neuer had been ſene befoze that day, in as much as he who 
was a litle beloꝛe bedꝛed, and caried lyke a dead karkas, on fower mennes 
ſhoulders, was nowe ctanke, and luſtie: pea and able pnough withoute as 
ny helpe, to cattye lo great a burden. They made him toume to go out, who 
woulde geue hym none to cum in. And bothe theſe thynges wer right er- 
pedient to be doen. Fy2ſte that the people ſhould not let hym haue — 
eca 
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becauſe to make the greatneſſe of his faythe manifeſt to thein all: then that 
toume ſheuld be made hun to go out though the middeſt of the pzcale, be⸗ 
cauſe cucty body inight lee this wonderfull light and miracle. The ſcribes 
ſaut tele thiuges and were not oncly neuer the bettet therfcze , but alſo 
1020 enuious, and maliciouſiy (ct agaynſt Jeſu, The tt ſide we, lo many as 


were pꝛelent, being greatly amaſed with this ſttaunge miracle, glozyficd In ſo mache 


ged who had geue ſuthe power to man, with tare wozde of mouth both to p 
foꝛgiue (ines.3 al o to heale an vncurable diſeaſe,truly conteſſing that a- 
mong all the matrueplous deades , whiche were eyther tepoꝛted to be done 
of þ holy men that were betoze they dates, oꝛ cls of ſuche as liued in they 
tpine.:there was none compatable vnto this. Now ik we ſtand ſtyl many ty⸗ 
mes when we let thinges wꝛought by grauers x paputers , + diligently be- 
hold end vewe eucry poynt of the wozkemanlhippe , alwapes cfpying ſome 
ni het thing, the t welawe not befoze { me thinkethit right expedient that we 
{tope a tarric hete a while. to bevold this notable fight , 4 w godly cutioſi⸗ 
tie. :o conſibꝛe tuety thig:becaviſe what ſo euet the Loꝛde dyd in carthe, he 
dedittoz this purpole that we ſludyn'g the myſteries ther ot, ſhoulde pieke 
cut For cut in ſiiticiion. what ſo euer cõduceth to vettuouſe 4 godly liuing. 
And this (hall we doe w muche moꝛe pꝛufite, it we firſt con toe what was 
outu atdlyc ſhcwed vnto the ce poꝛail yes: then what was ſignified by 
this agute to be mwardly wꝛought in mens ſowles. Let vs therfoze fyꝛſt 


ol all ponoꝛc the violence x greatnefſle of this dyſeaſe, which the loꝛd Jeſus 


tuted with woꝛde. Foz the palſey is nothing els but a noyſome humour, Þ 
taketh + aſtoyneth the ſinowes of the body, whiche are the inſtrumentes of 
mouing ſo that he that is ſicke of this diſcaſe,hath members not to ble, but 
to payne him w greuous butthẽ , a doth almoſt appeare to be a lyue carkas 
lyuing only to his payn.x tourmet. And fo þ moſt parte, this diſeaſe either 
tiddeth a man ſodaynly out cf the woꝛlde , 02 els if it chaunte not lo to doe, 
then after long cotmewaunce.tt maketh an end of him, w a mote cruell and 
parnful death:a is one of thoſe diſeaſes,that the phiſicians recken vncura⸗ 
ble a fo; that cauſe wyl not by their good wil.medle with all. oz els it they aſs 
ſreto c ucttome it, then at the length,after they haue à greate while ſttiuen 
thete with in vayne they as the weaker parte geue it duet and foꝛſake theyz 
cre. tpicratly ut the ſayd diſcale haue once taken not one. oꝛ two partes, but 
tie whole bodye. Now how vnturable this mans diſeaſe was it platniy ap 
peated in that he kepte his bed cotinually, 4 was bone litze a dead catkas, 
en fower mens ſhoulders. Futthermoꝛc this kynd of deſcaſe many tymes 
maketh a ma ſpcachleſſe a alſo tebleth 4 dvileth þ quickneſſe of f wyt. and 
ſo did it fare (as it ſcincth)1Þ this pactent , who albeit p he was in this yuell 
lakyng,yct neucr deſired he the loꝛde to helpe him. Who is ſo hard harted, 
whome ſo pttteftill a light would not moue to compaſſion ? who woulde not 
think e ſuche a one to be in better caſe dead, then after this manoure alyue- 
But now chꝛiſt ian man, beholde a lytle while w thy ſpiritual tes, x cõſidꝛe 
how muche worſe is the palſey of that mannes ſowle . whoſe powers ate al⸗ 
together entangled w the moſt trifling cares of tranſitoꝛy thinges a moꝛld⸗ 
ly vemities in ſo muchc that whehe ſhould doc any charitable deed oꝛ woꝛk 
of mercye.then is he altogether benũmed a taken with a palſey.ſo he 
hath ntither hdes to telcue the poze at theyz nede, noꝛ wy togoe to Jeſus, 
c nox 
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noꝛ tongue to deſire his ſauiour to helpe him: but as one clcane deade to 
Juſtite, ts carried avout hithet and thither. whither ſo tuer it p talcth the 
ſenſuall luſtes x appetites of his bod pe, whiche be as it were his porters to 
carty him. What ſhall þ ſcly laule doe, whiche becauſe it rs altogether dil⸗ 
ſolute , ⁊ weakened by ſyperflaitie, by carnal pleaſure, by ino2dinate deſire 
of vaine gloꝛye, ⁊ woꝛldlye tiches, hath no ſtrength at al to lift vp it ſelte trõ 
8 filthy cares of this woꝛld, to þ loue of heauen y thinges? It is altogether 
faſtened to the naughtie bed of carnal luſtes. and therin licth,x reſteth And 
being in this caſe , it karre paſſeth mas power to help it. Only Jeſus is a- 
ble with his almyghty cõmaundement to put awaye al Þ violcce of this di⸗ 
ſeaſe Wherfoꝛe we ought to reſozte vnto this phyſician, vnto whome no di 
ſeaſe is vncutable, but not without a greate faith, whiche may doe ſo muche 
whim pᷣ this pacict was holpẽ euen fox the belefe of other me. They pꝛaytd 
not w wooꝛdes, but yet were they earneſt ſuters in decd. Lhe fapth hartelp 
deſireth any thing of Chꝛiſt, her requeſt is very affectual, ⁊ no meruey! ſith 
that euen we moꝛtall men,fele great caretulneſſe in our mindes (ſuch are v 
natural affectios of man) when we ſee one þ hangeth vpon vs, w al his hart 
t mynd ⁊ hath put his ſure cofidence x truſt in vs. God tequiteth of liners, 
neither burnt ſacrifices noꝛ offered giftes. Onely acknowicage thy ſickenes 
@truſt in thy phyſician:a yct no man can make the able thus to doe, but god 
alone, Fo after that he of his ineſtimable goodneſſe, hath once decreed to 
heale the ſowle taken with p palſey, he firſt of all putteth into it, a certayne 
wonderfull heauyneſſe, and yꝛkelo mneſſe of ones ſelfe, in ſo muche that the 
ſinner hateth him ſelt, ⁊ is werye of his fozmer lyfe. Nowe he ſeeth in what 
ignoꝛaunce and darkeneſſe he hath bene of long ſcaſon, what greuous of: 
fences he was wonte to comitte, and abhozreth him ſelfe, 4 woulde without 
doubte, be in vtter veſp3y2e of ſaluacion, vnleſſe he that put in the vynegte 
of ſoꝛowe, dyd alſo giut him the oyle of good hope. The iuſtice of god , loze 
troubleth the ſinnefull ſoule. It thzcatncth w vegcaunce, + puniſhmet due 
dnto the ſimnes: It thꝛeatneth w hell and damnatcion. But on Þ otherſ de ỹ 
temembꝛaunce of the goodneſſe à great mertye of god calleth backe p ſincr 
from deſperg cyon, foꝛ that god ſeketh not the death of a ſinner but willcth 
rather that he tourne aud lyue. The loꝛde Jeſus who teſtoꝛed the law of ua- 
ture, and deſtroyed not Moyſes lawe, but made it pert̃ite did ails applye 
hym ſelf to the common reaſon ⁊ iudgement of the vulgare people. Is the 
pocton myniſtred by a faythfull phylician ſoꝛe vercth the whole bodye, ond 
bꝛungeth it out of quyet,ſpecially in a ieperdous dileaſe , a the moꝛe it woꝛ 
keth ,and troubleth the pactent , the moꝛc hope is there of healthe: cuenſo 
the nearer vnto deſperaciõ the penitent ſinner is ,Þ nearer is he to his ſoulc 
health. Jeſu being his phyſician. Pow marke inc wel a ſhametaſt vnſham⸗ 
faſtncſſe. ſoz ſhame.as it is commonly ſapd is vnpꝛokitable to the neady 
man. Shame putteth awaye ſhame, cuen as one naple dꝛyueth out an 0s 
thet. It is an vnp2ofitable ſhame that cauſcth a man to hyde a-id kepe ſe⸗ 
crete his ſickeneſſe. This ſhame is put awape by the lounge weryneſſe of 
the dileaſe, and the greate hope Þ a manne hathe to recouer his healthe, and 
nowe is he not aſhamed to conkeſſe his ſickeneſſe, becauſe he is aſhamed to 
be licke. What man if he be greuouſly diſeaſed in his bodpe , hathe any re⸗ 


garde of ſhame at all : Doe not men in ſuche caſe diſcouet, cuen the mooſte 
pꝛytuc 
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pꝛeuie membzes of they: bodies, and ſuffer the phiſician to handle them? 
Lyke affection of mynde is in hun, who hath begonne to knowlege the fil 
thie diſcaſe of his ſoule. Foz what lewder pageaunte oz could there 
be playde, then to clime vp vp6 another manes houſe,to caſt downe p tyles, 
to make an hole a cõuey doune frõ aboue,a fowlc ſight that eyery body ab- 
hozreth ,x lape it deſoze all they What wouloc the pzoud pharyſep 
hauc ſayde here? Cettes he d haue tried: Oh vilanous dede: a ouer this 
haue rayled out of meaſure agapnſt theyz lewdneſſe, who had contrary to 
comon lawe,mave an hole, and fozcibile entred into an other manes ſeuet 
houſe, and with ſuche a deadly ſight, both interrupted the holy pzeachyng 
of goddes woꝛde, and alſo defiled the ipes of the audtence. He woulde haue 
tommaunded the carkaſlyke ſickeman to be had awaye and then haue al to 
waſhed him ſclf w water. But with thoſe thinges in aſmuche as they were 
an eutdent pzofe and argument of a notable fapth towardes him the Lo. de 
Jeſus was highly delited, which they p crake vpon þ rightwiſneſſe of Moy⸗ 
ſes lawe, would haue bene offended w all: in ſomuche that he. a p not loking 
to be deſited, healed this miſerable cteatute:a firſt of al he curcd the diſeaſes 
ol his ſoule, whiche are ſinneg, and the foꝛth with delpuetd his body of the 
palſey, hecauſe that as there ate many bices , whiche after they haue taken 
theyꝛ beginning of the bodye, doe fro thence redoynd: into the ſoule: ſo it 
chaunceth oftetymes that the body is infected with the diſeaſe, that is k yꝛſt 
d1ed a ingendꝛed in p ſo wle: as when lecherie whiche is engendꝛed of the hu⸗ 
mours of the fleſhe defileth the ſowle, and from thence returneth egayne 
her maladie and pucll effect into the body, there cauſing epther the palſey. 
oꝛ the falling puel: oz els when þ cnuie, whiche tak eth her beginning of a vt- 
cious ſoule,doth alſo waſt þ body. a bzing it to a cõſumptiõ. He onely is az 
blc to cure both the partes of man, whiche made bothe. Here is it alſo to be 
cõſidꝛed hom great was Þ largeſſe of Jeſu in fozgiutng of ſmnes. Foz whe 
he ſaith: thy ſinnes are remitted, he leuſeth them all together. Neptheris 
thcre any metion made of $ meritcspaſt, noz any requiring offacrifices,oz 
ſatiſfactiõ but mencis of faith only. It is ynough hübly to haue come to the 
fcet of Jeſus. That ma hath made ſufficift ſactifice, who with periccre fapth 
hath ſhe wed him ſcife vnto Jeſu.the which ſacrifice.there is none moꝛe ac- 
ceptable vnto him. A he ſicke of the palſey was wholly di pleaſed w him 
elfe, both foz that he knewe his owne ſinful liuing, a alſo becauſe his body 
was oppreſſed th ſo miſetable a ſickneſſe. All his truſt was in the myghty 
goodnes of Jeſu , who made him all hole, becauſe he wholly comitted hym 
lelf vnto this phyſician : he coſidzed not howe vncurable was his diſeaſe 
but only regarded how mighty, a good was that phyſician, vnto whs he c6- 
mittedhim ſelf. Now what hope of recoucrie is there in thoſe perſons, that 
_ cheriſh, a make much of theyz diſeaſe, flie out of Þ phyſiciãs ſight, yea that 
hate.#abhozrchim.

nung he taught them on the ſhoze. And as he there walked.he paſſed by a f ven, 
ccrtayne cuſtome houſe , where thoſe are wonte to ſyt that demaunde cuſ- 
tome, and towle , of ſuche as (aple by: and cſpt*d in that houſe a certayne 
manne named Mathew, who was alſo called Leuie, the ſonnt of Xiphey, 
fitting at the receipt of cuſtome.foz he was a publicane oz cuſtomer.

Fot they vſe to 
byc this office ot Þ pʒunce, foꝛ an vm aſonable ſumme of monep, ⁊ thcrfoze 
to thentent they 2duauntage a geync maye de the moꝛe, fox the moſt parte 
they take and cxtoꝛte of all men without pitie and conſcience , and put ma 
tyncts, and wayfaring menne to muche buſyneſſe, vnto whome inanye ty⸗ 
mes damage, a diſpꝛotite ynough othctwife happencth, There were verye 
mauyt among p Icwes. who dented that the Jewes being the holye people 
of god ought to paye tribute vnto the Emperour , lince he was an heather 
punce à a wurſhippcr of Joollcs.and foꝛ this cauſe they greatly abhozred 
ö publicanes, who to haue the gaynes 0! þ money whiche they leuted oucr 
| aboue that was due, ſerued hun in gathering of toll x cuſtome. The loꝛde 
which: had befoꝛe imbꝛayded ß ſcribes w theyꝛ vnbelefe, foꝛ that they mut⸗ 


- murcdagainſt his miracle, where as the ſimple pcople glozified a pzayſed 


god therkoꝛe. becauſe he woulde now eftſones ſhewe that none be tarther

All men dyd not ſo greatly meruaple at this facte , a pet was 

it in dede moze wonderfull then that, whiche they ſo muche merueyled at a 

litle befoze. when the ſicke of the palſey was healed. Foz conlidze me well 

what a palſep he hathe whoſe mynde is faſtened to c uctouſneſſe. Net! et is 

u vnknowen how tntricate and buſye, the accomptes of publicans be, and 

thetfoꝛe þ he ſodeinly chaunged went out of his cuſtome houſe , fozſakynge 

al that euet he had, and folowing Jcſu:was more to be metueyled at, then 

the ſick of the palſcy when he whipt out of his bed and went home vnto his 

houſe. The phariſey hearcth Jeſus reaſoning oꝛ diſputing on many ina» 

tiets, a ſecth him woꝛke ſundꝛy miracles , x pet diſtruſteth,and murmurcth 

againſt hun. The publicane who neucr heard ne ſawe ſuche thinges befote, 

obcyed thonly woꝛd of Icſu. And beheld an ether occaſion , whereby bothe 

the wickedneſſe of the phatiſeis and alſo the bounteous goodneſſe of Jeſu nd came 
mapc Þ bettet be {ct fozth à knowe. Foz Mathew being now ß aſſured dil? 10 pate that 
ciple of Jeſu,to thentet he might cõmend his maiſtre to moe, a bꝛing ſuch ag w 348 
were his late copantons,and felowes of the ſame ſtate x condicts þ he was; 

to the luker of the goſpell, was no afearde to deſice the loꝛde that he would 
bouchelafe to be his geaſt at home in his houſe. Jeſus ltghtly codeſcended 

vnto his requeſt, becauſe that bet̃oꝛe he ſo willingly obeped, when he wag 

called.

haue manye ofthe ſcholetelowes w him in learning the doctrine of the gol: 
pel( wherby is geue aboundaunce of heauenly trealure)who were before his 
fclowes in vicious liuing, x getting ofſlaunderous Rem He recepued 
this great c fidence thzoughe the gracious g c that he perceyued in 
Icſu towardes all men. Truly it was mete this ſhoulde be a greate fcaſte, 
whiche repreſented the churche that ſhould bc gathered together ot the gen: 
tiles. Foz the feaſtes of the Jewes be (mal. teteiuable but of fewe perſons, 
becauſe they onely folowe the fleſhe oz literall ſence of the lawe , where as 
ð ſpirit x true mtauing therof, dylateth it ſelfe in moſt ample wyſe,z tecey⸗ 
ueth all (oztcs of pcople. All men loue liberric ⁊ haue ncade of mercy : feawe

pou take foꝛ wicked and ebhun.inable perſons, then with the puicſtes ,ſcry- 

bes. and phatiſeis? The phyſicians are pzaiſed who being them ſeltes in 

good health go yet vnto the ſicke when thep «xc ſent foꝛ: And am ; blamed 

koꝛ goynge vnto hein who acknowleage the diſcaſe ot theyꝛ ſowle, 4 deſire 

a phyſician to cute them? Suche as ate in good health do not quarel! wyth 

the phyſician and ſape: Ax hy vyſcteſt thou ſuche, and ſuch, and not vs. Foz 

they ate whole haue no neade of a phyſitiã. C he facultie of phyſicke muſt 

al wapyes be teadye fox thoſe that be puell at eaſe. « heſe folkes u hicht at⸗ 

| rm knowlcage they diſeaſe are right glad that the phyſician is come. Foz you 
wiſe, bat lin. [awe by that J did vnto the liche of the palſye how J haue power geuen 
nete c. mme to take awaye ſinne. p ou that thinke your ſcifes whole and take vpon 
vou to be tyghtwyſmen, haue no cauſe to quatell with the phyſician it he 

tome not vnto you. Þ was ſent into the woꝛlde to take a wayc the ſinne of 


| the woꝛlde. Who ſo knowleageth his ſick eneſſe, and W 
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ans helpe him will not J fayle at his neade. Nowe he that thynketh hym 
clic fautles,yfhe be in a tight belefe, nedeth nothyng that J can do. But 
if he be decciued in his opinion, oz els know right weil his inward infirmi- 
ue and yet diſſembleth the ſame then is he paſt all hope of recouery. And 
fo: this cauſe the Phyſician ſhould but loſe his labout, it he wet vnto him. 
Fo who can hcale a man againſt his wileT the phyſicia is vntuſt⸗ 
ly rcpzoucd,tthe folowe the rules of his wut they are very vncur⸗ 
tuous, who wheẽ the ſelkes ate in good helth haue great diſdayn and enuy 
that the Phyſicia ſhould be pꝛeſent with the ſicke. Ind this my fact ought 
not to ſeme ſtrauge and vnquod vnto pou, whiche pzofeſſe the knowledge 
of the lawe. Foꝛ you reade therin as foloweth:J will mercy rather then (a- 
crifice. God ſpake theſe woꝛdes by his Pzophet, lignifying therbp that the 
(atnall iuſtice of the lawe, whiche ſtandeth in abſtainyng trom open offen- 
ces and obſetuacion of ccremonies,ſhoulde be (ct alyde a aboliſhed. He 
that neither committeth murther,theft,noz aduoutry, he that reſteth on the 
Sabboth dap,faſtcth vpo daics apointed, waſheth,and maketh ſacrifice, 
is tightuous aftcr the ſtunacion of ma:But god requireth another maner 
of tightuoulnes, whiche ſtandeth in free beneficence oz well dopng to oute 
neyghboute, in fozgeuyng them that haue offended vs, in mekeneſſe and 
; gentle demcanour. Nowe howe farre are they trom this pzayſe,whiche do 
i not oncly the ſelues not helpe theyꝛ neybout in his neceſſitie,but alſo haue 
great delpite. and bable againſt it, yf any man ſo do: God pꝛomiſed to lend 
you ſuche a Welſtas,not as ſhould excell the Pharyſets in ſactifices phy⸗ 
lacteries,faſtinges,and log papers, foꝛ thobſeruactanwherof they mag⸗ 
nity x (ct out the ſelfes vnto the people, but ſuche a one as ſhould be bene⸗ 
ficial to al men, a lantern to the that be out of the way. a helper to oppreſſed 
pcrſons.a tomtoꝛtet to ſuche as ate in aduerſity a Nhyſician to al that are 
contrite in hart, and finally ſuch a one as ſhould topne vnto god thoſe that 
ſemed to be farre from god:and cõttratywyſe, declare that ſuche as àppea⸗ 
ted to be next god, and moſt holieſt, were verte farre from true godlyneſſe. 
5 With theſe woꝛdes the Loꝛde Jeſus both ſtopped p mouthes of the Pha- 
F tiſcis and alſo taught his diſciples howe chatitably they ſhould demeane 
| thelelfes toward ſinners. Foz this cauſe we are muche bounde to Þ wicked 
phariſcis, who ſo ofte pꝛouoke the loꝛd to expoune the doctrine of p goſpel. 

And the diſciples of John and the Phariſeis did faſt: and they come and ſaye vn- 
tu him: wyy did the diſciples of John # of the Phariſeis taſt? But thy diſciples face The terte, 
nor. Ind Jeſus ſaid vnto them:can the childzen of che weddyug faſte while the biide f 
grome1s with them: ãs lounge as they haue the bꝛidegtome with them, they can not 
taſte, But the dayes will come when the baidegrome Walde tazen awaye from them, 
and then ſhall they faſt in thoſe dapes. 

Behold there went alſo vnto Jeſu, certain of Johns diſciples in com⸗ 
pany with the falſe accuſing Phariſcts. For they alſo were attached with 
a ſpice of humayne enupe, koꝛ that Jeſus ſemed to deface the great eſtima⸗ 
cion of theyꝛ maiſter John, notwithſtandyng his lyfe and rule appeared 
to be ſtrapter then Chuiſtes was and that he had mo diſciples the thother. 
he tt̃oꝛe they went vnto Jeſu,and moued vnto hym this capcious que⸗ 
ſtion. W hy( they do Johns diſtyples, and the Phariſeis oft times faſt; 
and thy diſciples not faſte at all: ;

Unto thts queſtion, becauſe they aſſayled him, and not his diſcipl 
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made a gentler aunſwere,then he dyd a little befoze, when he defended his 

diſciples: teachyng vs here by, that Chriſtian Charitie whtche vſcth all 
myldeneſſe in the euyls and diplcaſurcs done vnto her ſelfe pztuatcly, ig 

moxe diligent in dekendyng other from the ſame. Foz the Chuſtian By- 

ſhoppe muſt be paciente.and meck e. in ſuffering al inturtcs done vnto his 

owne perſon: but pet ought he with diligent endeuour,to helpe his flocke, 

Bud Jefas whenſocucr it is in ieopaidit. W Hertoꝛe Jeſus ſated;:Pou that haue dilt- 
kayd vato gently he atde John Baptiſt pzcache,ought to call to emembꝛante howe 
chem. vc. Jes wer that J was the bꝛidegtome, and he the budegromes frende, 


t is wete that all heuineſſe be away when the bzidegrome is pꝛeſente. 
Bopſcs is a ſttuaunte, and no b;idcgrome,and thertoze faſtynges were 
conucment foz hym,becauſe the ſame doe cauſe ſadneſſe, and abate mitthe, 
It is well donc that they faſte, whiche contincwe in the Sinagoge beyng 
a ſeruaunte and not a bꝛyde. Foꝛ ſuche haunt not the bꝛidegromes cha ⸗ 
bet. But the free bozne childzen, who haunt the wed dyng chamber, cannot 
kaſtt as long as they haue the butdegrome himſeife pꝛelent with them: bi- 
cauſe their myꝛthe is ſo great,that it wyl not ſuffer them to remember hea- 
uy thynges. He that foz dzcad of puniſhmet doth his ducty,can in no wiſe 
 bemecary.Nowe the childzen who haut receiued the ſpirite of lit ei tie, per⸗ 
cctupng that they are dearely beloued,and cared foꝛ of the bzxydegrome,be 
neuet catetull leaſt thep offend in thoſe thynges whiche wer commaunded 
fo: a time, to men of aà ſexuile natute:as foz an enſample,in waſhynges m 
thoblct uaciõ ofthe Saboth,in choiſe of meate s, in appatel, in holy dayes, 
in ſacrifpces.They put their confydence in the myght and good nes of the 
budegrome, who is able withoute all theſe thyngcs , to giue them perfyte 
tightuouſneſſe. Spiritual belefe taketh away flechly carefulnes.Charitie 
that maketh al thynges pleaſant,cauſcth gladneſſe. The bzidegrome hath 
his owne pꝛopet meate, ftom the whiche his companions cannot abſtaine, 
The wozd of god, and the fleſhe of the bzidegroine, is the meate and fode 
of the ſoult, and his bloud is the dzinke of the ſame, Such az cleaye nigh 
vnto me, ate euer deſirous to cate their fyll of this mcate:+ they that haũt 
the buidegromes weddyng chamber, do alwayes couct to be dzonken with 
this d,inke.Sut lyke as cozpozall meate cauſcth not rightuouſneſſe,euen 
ſo faſtpng maketh not a manne tuſte:yea,it is oftentimes ſeenc þ he which 
eateth his mcate - is moꝛe rightuouſe then the faſter. Suche ſaſtynges as 
are cõmaũded by the la we. ate full of heuineſſe, ⁊ therfoꝛe diſpleaſaunteto 
almighty God. who ſoueth a chercful giuet. He can in no wiſe be mery and 
chercful, that ftateth and trẽbleth. But who lo knoweth that he is (ct at li 
bertie in thele thynges eyther to do them, oz not to do them, and yet moued 
by chatytie faſteth theſamt vndoubtedly faſteth with great myꝛth a glad⸗ 
nes: not bycauſe his taſting is ſo pꝛeſcribed by the law . but fox that charts 
tie moueih him ſo to do. M hen mp diſciples arc once come to that ſtrength 
of mynd that Jnowe go about by mp tcachyng and pꝛeachyng to being 
them vnto,then ſhall chatitie cauſe them to do moze of thetr owne fre will, 
then now doth the pꝛeſctipcion eithet ot Þ law oꝛels cf John get of you by 
cõpulſiõ. ut as yet they ate not come to this ſtrẽgth and pert᷑ecciõ. They 
ate yet tender, a weakc:foz the pzeſece of mp body letteth thẽ to attain ther: 
to. The dap ſhall once come, when the coꝛpoꝛal puclence of the bzidegrome 
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on as a meane betwene the olde law # 

——— about to megle two ſundꝛy dotttynes. Fo he durſte 
committe this lively Phil pure and vnmengled as it was, vn; 

to them that were weake of mynde. Howe all & wake that is humapne # 

tatnal. Ind conttatily.that is ful of life, dettue, and ſttength. what ſo euer 

ts godly, ſpitituall, and heauenly. Wherfoꝛe vnto my dilciples (whom J 

choſe rude and tgnozaunt,to thentent J niyght the ſoner enſttuct them in 

this ſtrong and pithfull Philoſophy)FJ pꝛeſctibe none of theſe thinges fo- 

lcwing:Eate rheſc weates.fozbefr theſe,now reſt, now laboz, vſe ſuch ap⸗ 

patel, touche not this handle not that. Ind the cauſes foz feare leaſt 

they woulde alwatcs weake,tf they once learned of me their mat- 

let. to put an truſt in ſuche toꝛpoꝛall tyinges. It is a thing very vnpꝛo⸗ 

ſtable to toyne thynges together, whiche diſagree one with another. 

No man alto ſowethj a piect of newe cloth vnto an olde g4ement, eis tanetꝭ ye 6: The tert 
wap tie newe piece therof frd the olde, and (01s the rent wozfe. and no man pourery 
uewe mine into olde botrels, els the newe wine dothe burſte the bottelles,s the wine 
tunneti oute, and 5; bottels ate marred. But new wine mul be put into new dotties. 
Fox there is no miſo farre ftõ reaſõ, p he be diſpoſd to mend an old gat⸗ 


And whp ſo-cettes foꝛ $ he per⸗ 
cciticth it he ſhould ſo do. he u bald tac urg: — 4 
hole of p old gatmet big the 


it was befoze. Foz being offeded w the no⸗ 
fable diuctlitit betwene ce of cloth ſewed on and mended 
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: thozough conſtrapnte of hunger. they plucke a fewe cares of cozne, beyng 
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the l ame garment gapeth fowler then it did befoꝛe. Neither is there any 
man ſo foliſhe as to put newe wine in olde bottels . Ind why? becauſe he 
ſeeth that he ſhould ſuſtain double loſſe thetby. Foz the new wine worketh 
ſo feruently though the vehemencie of the fumes therin encloſed,” that it 
bzeakcth the bottels beyng weake by reaſon of age all to picces:and ſo are 
bothe bottels and wine cleane loſte,and ſpilt. Howe doth he then p2oumde 
bothe foz the ſafctic of the one, and the other? Truely he putteth the newe 
wine into newe bottelg. Euen ſo they whoſe mindes haue of long tyme ac: 
cuſtomed to the naughty wine of Phariſaicall ſuperſticion,can in no wile 
awape with the ne we wine of heauenly,and ſpirituall doctrine, but lothe 
and abhozrethe ſame,Cpll callyng after a taſt of the wozſe wine that hath 
bene their accuſtomable dꝛincke. Ind that Jeſu ſpake the truthe herein the 
Phariſcis them ſclfes many times declared by ther dedes. 

Cand u. ced again that he went tho ow ß cozne fieldes on the Sabboth dayes, 
and his diſciples began dy the way toplucke the eares of 5 cozne. And the Phariſcis 
ſayd varo him:Behold, why do they on the Sabboth daes that whiche is not laws 
tuil: and ye ſaid vnto chem:haue ye neuet redde what Dauid dyd when he had nede, 
and was an hungred, both he,and they that were with hym, home he went into the 
houſe ot god in the dayes of Abtathar the hie p2eſte,# dyd eat rhe ſhe we bzead, whiche 
ts not lawfuli to tate, but fo the pzieſtes only, and gaue alſo to cyem whiche were 

with dim! aud he (aid vnto them: tie Sabboth was made foz man, aud not man toz 

the Sabboch, therfoze is the ſonne ot man, Loꝛd alſo ot the Saddeth, 

Fo as tt chaunced on a tettain ſeaſon that his diſciples trauayled tho 
rough a cozne field, and that vpon the Sabboth daye on the whiche dap it 
was a matter of conſcience among the Jewes to do any manet of wozke, 
they wente befoze,and Jeſus their mayſtet folowed.And anon pzouoked 
by hunger, they began to plucke the eares of the cozne , and with the cha- 
fing of theirhandes to rubbe out the cozne,and eate it. Nowe heare howe 
the olde bottels were offended with the new wyne of the libertie of the gol⸗ 
pell callyng after the olde wine of keping the Sabboth , that had cleane * 
loſt his verdure. Fox the tis, who as men very rightuouſle in their 
own conceiptes folowed Jeſus,beholding what the diſcyples dyd, g : 
fully blamed the Loꝛde in them. Fox like as the vertuouſenes of the ſcho- 
lers is a great commendacion to the maiſter, eucn ſo their miſbehautour, 
and lewd taches are tepꝛoched and layed vnto thoſe that enſtructed them. 
Chey told the Loꝛde and pointed vnto his dilciples, as though they dad 
done a greuouſe oftente, foz that they bzake the Sabboth dayt, to thend 
that he cauſe them to leaue wozke and by that meanes appzoue the 
Phariſaccall ſuperſticion:oz els tf he would not ſo do, the might they take 
ſome occaſion to picke a quarell,oz ſutmiſe ſome matter agatnſt him. Che 

lo defended his ditciples,that he diſpꝛoued the learned in the lawe 
of , by thauctozitie ot thelawe , and of his gentleneſſe vouchſa- 
fed ts tcache them the true meanyng therof, whiche in dede deſerued (har- 
pely to be teduked. With what face/q he)doe ye accuſc my diſciples,fo} Þ 


oꝛou 
by chaunce in theire waye, foz thetr reliefe and ſuſtenaunce- ſithe there is 
exprelſe mencton in the very lawe it ſelfe. (whereof pou p2ofeſſe your ſelues 
to be tcachers)howe Dauid when he was in like nectſlitie, dyd a thyng 
whiche ſoundeth muche moꝛe to the bzeache of the lawe then _ Foz bes 
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thegoſpell, of S. Marke. Cap. ii. Fo.rbilt; 
yng almoſt famoſhed and in great daunger to periſthe fox lacke of foode, 


he kledde for luccoute vnto the houſe of God:and although he were a laye 


maune was not atrayd to deſire Fbiathar the chicke of the pꝛieſtes, to giue 
hym thoſe moſt holy loues called the ſhewe bꝛeade, the whiche it was not 
Icfull foꝛ any man to cate of.but the pꝛieſtes onelp, and that but duryng 
the litle while they were within the pꝛecinct of the Temple, occupied about 
mak yng of ſacrifice, Abiathar was not hete ignoꝛauut what the lawe 
hadde commaunded and pet feared not he to deliuet vnto Dauid, and his 
ttame, the ſayed holy loue s, to be eaten in the holye place. Jf pou knowe 
not that this is ſctiptute oꝛ els yt ycu haue it not in memozye , Howe then 
fo: ſhame dare you pꝛofeſſe the knowledge of the law? It pou knowe, and 
remember it, why do you in a like calc quite Abtathar , and Dautd , yea 
and alowe they? kacte, and yet accuſe mp diſcyples as giltie of an heynouſe 
treſpaſſe? It the rigo;ouſneſſe of the law dyd then giue place vnto the ne⸗ 
ceſutie of the neyghbour, when the lawe was of moſt koꝛce and ſtrengthe, 
howe muche moze then ſtaudeth it nowe with reaſon that the ceremonies 
of tut ſame lawe gene place therunto-whenſocuer chatitie moueth a man 
to helpe his tuen Chriſten. 

Moꝛeouer it is like wiſe commaunded in the law that euery man ought 
to lout his neyghbour with like affection as he loucth himſcike. Nowe 
lince this is the mooſt pꝛincipall and greatt:ſt of ail the tommaundemen⸗ 
tes in the whole lawe, why doe pou then of an vnright tudgement bꝛeatze 
that whiche is chickeſt,and al wayes tontinueth, foꝛ thobſeruzcion of thoſe 
thynges whiche arc of leſſe valuc,and ſhall not endure foꝛ cuet: The time 
once hathe been when the Sabbeth was not holy day. Ind the tyme Hall 


toit when to all true and Godly menne eucty day ſhalbe like holy. But 


the time neuet was, noꝛ neucr ſhalbe, when it hath not oz ſhal not be an ho⸗ 
lv dede foꝛ man to ſuccourc his neyghbour at his nede. The lawe fozbids 
deth murther. Truclp he murthcreth who ſo when it lyeth in his power to 
ſaute a man dothe not ſuccour him at all. Ind this lawe is permanent and 
ſhall continue foꝛ euermoꝛe. The ſame lawe toꝛbiddeth alſo to wooꝛke vp⸗ 
pon the Sabboth dape. Nowe what a wzonge ſhapen holyneſſe is this, it 
amanne whiles he fearcth to bꝛeake the Sabboth, ſuffer his bzother to 
pctyſhe,whenhe will not ſticke to plucke out his aſſe fallen by charice into 
adyche vpon the ſame day withoute any feare,oz ſcruple of conictence to 
bzcake the ſeucnth,oz Sabboth dapc- ; 

When Jeſus had with theſe , and ſu:helike manifeſte reaſons, declared 


howe aukewardly deyoute and holy they were he added this genetall ſen- ted — 
tence. The Sabboth dap(@ he) was inſtituted foz mennes cauſe,and not tg 


men made koꝛ the Saboth day. The ſonne of man came not to deſttoy me, 
but to ſauc them. Ind fox that cauſe hathe he power yea.c:caneto take as 
wape the Sabboth, ſo ofte as mans health ſo tequiteth. And that whiche 
I haue ſpoke of the Sabboth,is to be thought and demed of all like cons 
ſtituctons. They were all inſtituted fot a ſeaſon, to this ende, that the ſtur⸗ 
dy and diſobedient people ſhould by little and little accuſtome them ſelfes 
to obey goddes commaundementes to thentent that they might by coꝛpo⸗ 
tall igures, be bꝛoughte, and as it were ledde by the hande ,to the vnder 
landyngof ſpitttuall thynges. _ 
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He bꝛeaketh the Sabbeth day godlily, who nothyng troubled with curl 
luſtes beaketh it onely foꝛ the good ʒeaſe he hath to helpe his euen Chu⸗ 
ten. Faſtyng is a godly thing but the ſame is made vngodly and detella⸗ 
ble. it it being onely inſtituted foz mis ſoule helth, be abuſed to the deſttu⸗ 
ction bothe of body and ſoule.Igaimn a vowe is a holy thyng but the ſame 
is made vnholy if a man by reaſcn of a ſupetrſticious mind he hath to pet⸗ 
fourme it,. be withdzawen from the perfourmance of ſuche thonges.,as ne⸗ 
tet appertain to true godlineſſe.He doth wel and likt a good holy manne, 
who ſo maketh his oblacton at the aulter. But againe that is an vnhol⸗ 
ft whiche a man offcreth,befoze his neybout be made at dne. Do is it al⸗ 

o wel done to paſſe little vpon the colour, and faſhion ot appatel . ſo oft as 

it behoueth a man ſo to do, becauſe man was not made foꝛ the gariment's 
ſake,butthe garment firſt inuented foꝛ the vſe,and comodtitic of man. {4 
like maner mcate is 020ained foꝛ mans cauſe,and not man made for meas 
tes (ake.zuhcrfoze it is letull to eatc al kyndes of meate when mans ne⸗ 
ceſſitie ſo rtquiteth. For all theſe coꝛpoꝛall thinges, wherin you put pert 
rightuoutncs as your templc,ſacriftces,meatc,clothyng.holy daycs, ta- 
tpagcs, vowcs,and offcrcd gifteg,arc vnholily obſerucd,yf oz the obſcr: 
uacion therof,the health of your eue chꝛiſten oc in any wile hurt oz appap- 
red, Ind again they are well and holily kepte,yf chatitie towardes pour 
neyghbout ſo icquiring you nothyng regarde what ſo euet is cat nal, but 
trucly perfourme in your hettes that whiche ſuche coꝛpoꝛall thinges be li⸗ 
gures and ſigniticacion oł. Ot ſuche maner of cõſtitucions Moyles was 
the min ſtir. and not the auctout:the ſeruaunte, a not the inatitcr. Suche 
as with a ſeruile mynde cleue ſtill vnto him do very ſuperſt cuil keepe 
thoſe thyngts , that belongeth vnto the fleſh But they that ſticke vn; o the

mattcr agapnſte hym . Foz there was one there pzeſent among the people, 
who had whiche was a pytitull ſighte to beholde ) a withered and a lame 
hand, and therfoze carryed aboute with him, a dead membye that did him 
no ſtede : and ſo muche the moze miſerable was he, becauſe he was wonte 
with his hand laboz to fynde bothe htm ſelfe x alſo all his pooꝛe houſhold. 
But oh malicious and wicked Pharileys , quicke ſighted to depꝛaue, 
and kynde faute with Chuſtes benefites,but blynd to vnderſtande the hea- 
ucnly doctrync. By thoſe thynges that they ſaw with theyꝛ cozpozallipes 
they knewe that he was a natutall manne and pet by his deedes and my⸗ 
tacits that he waoughte, they percetued not᷑ his diuine power. They ſawe 
howe the ſclp felowe was in a miſctable caſe , and knewe tighte well that 
Jcſus was mercyfull ,and ſtraightewayes geſſed what woulde come of it. 
Ind nowe are they aboute to ſekt a quarell, not agaynſte the diſciples , as 
they did be foꝛt foz pluckynge the eares of cozne , but agaynſte the Wapſter and the 
him ſelke, who defended them. They marke whether he beyng of nature rea- — yea 
dy to helpe all that are in dyſttes and miſery, date in the p2eſence and ſighte dee. 

of the ſynagoge, heale a man vpon the ſabboth daye, becauſe that if he ſo 

do, they may accuſe hun of bꝛeak ynge the ſabboth, foꝛalmuche as they ſhal 

hauc the people to beate wytneſſe with thein what is done, 

That pittfull creature deſyꝛed not Jeſus to heal pe him, but pet to ſay 
the truthe, it was a kynde of foz him to come into the ſighte of merct- 
ful Jcſu. The Loꝛde, becauſe he wolde haue them al to take good Heede vn⸗ 
to the myꝛacle that he entẽded to woꝛke, called fozth the man with the lame 
hande, and ſayde: ariſe, and ſtande in the myddes of the people. Ind with 
that he aroſe, and conceyued good hope that he ſhoulde be made whole. 
Then Jeſus turned hin to the Phatiſeys, whole ſecrete thoughtes he was 
puuty vnto, and ſayde vnto them. What is youre opinion whiche take 
vpon you to knowe the lawe⸗ Howe, and with what thinges is the ſabboth 
day bꝛoken With doynge of good deeds, oz of tuill - by pꝛeſetuyng of a 
mans lyfc,o2 deſtroying the ſame: They knewe right well foz what purpoſe 
he moued this capcious queſtion . If they had anſwered that it had bene 
bettet foꝛ the reuerence and ſolemnitie of the ſabboth, to ſuffer theyz neygh⸗ 
bout to periſhe.then without ſcruple of conſcience to helpe him in pertll and 
neceſſitie , the people coulde not haue ſuffred ſo vnreaſonable an anſwere, 
cleanc tepugnaunt to the lawe of nature. Againe if they had ſayd he might 
lawfully haue done it, then had they bzoughte them ſelfes in caſe that they 
toulde not haue charged him with any falſe ſurmiſe as they: intente and 
purpoſe was to do. Therfoze they thoughte good to holde theyꝛ peace, and 
ſar neuet a woꝛde. Ind pet whiles they ſo did, they plapnely declared vnto 
the people, theyꝛ malicious wylynes toꝛ that beyng p2ouoked by this queſ- 
95 — — of life, they of an obſtinate mynde were ſtyll delyꝛous 
o picke quatels. 

Nowe to the intente that this queſtion ſhoulde the eallyer be aſſopled 
and anſwered to. he putte furthe another lyke queſtion, aſkynge whither 
there were any among them that kepte the ſabboth day ſo hygh and holy, 
that ik a ſhepe of his chaunced to fall into # diche on that daye * 

ts 
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ſufce it to periche and in no wpſe be ſo hardye as to dꝛawe it out. 

There was none ſo blynd in that aſſcmbly,but he knewe tight well howe 
muche the health of man ought to be regarded, befoꝛe the helth and pꝛeſer⸗ 
uacion of a ſhepe. Truely he kylleth , who ſo may ſaue that thyng whiche 
he luffreth to periſht. | 

Wherkoꝛe after the Loꝛd had loked ſoꝛ an anſwere, and perceiued how 
all the Phariſeis lyke confederates , not becauſe they were ignoꝛaunt of 
the truth, but of an obſtinate malice heide they2 peace : he loked tounde a: 
boute , and behelde them, ſhewyng outwardly with his countenaunce how 
mꝛoth and ſoꝛy he was, foz theyꝛ vucurable wickednes , who when they 
toke vpon them to be guydes of the blynd,had them ſelucs beartes ſo blin⸗ 
ded th woꝛldly luſtes, that they wyllyngly refuſed to ſee the moſt radiant, 
and cleate light of veritie. Foz there is no blyndnes moꝛe vncurable , then 
when a manne is bothe wittyngly,and wyllyngly blynde. They (awe that 
the dumme beaſt might lawfully be dzawen out of the hoole , leſt it ſhould 
petiſhe, without any violacion oꝛ bꝛeache of the ſabboth , and would in no 
— — , that it was lyke lawfull to pzouide foz mans health vpon the 

ame dap. 

Thettoꝛe, the mooſte gracious Loꝛd to teache vs that we ought not to 
withdꝛawe our ſelues from hcalpyng of our netghbour, foꝛ the vntutable 
frowardnes of the eutll the Phartſeys contemned ) turned hun to the man 
with the withered hand, and in the audtence of the people, who wete deli⸗ 
tous to ſee the ende of this matter, ſapd vnto htm:Stretche out thy hand, 
(That voyce was ſcarccly heard : But he ſtretched it out ſodaynly chaun⸗ 
ged, and ſctuyng him aſwell to do tuery thing withall, as the other whiche 
was neuet lame. Mhom would not thoſe reaſons haut conuetted, and 
bꝛought from his ertoutre: whom wold not ſo eutdent a myꝛatle haut mo⸗ 
ucd to glozify God - But the Phariſeis infected with the leuen of enupe, 
were therby pꝛouoked to tmagyne moꝛe miſchiefe, 

Cettes, theſe ate thoſe ſame coꝛtupt, and alwapes vnright tudgemen- 
tes of the Phariſeys . They paſſe moze Vpon a dumme beaſte, then vpon 
a menne: mozc vpon the apparcil,thcn the body : moze vpon meate, then 
like: moꝛe vpon the body, then the ſoule:moze vpon woꝛldly thynges,then 
heauenly thynges: moze vpon the fleſhe , then the ſpitit : moꝛe vpon menne 
then God: So ttue is it that thete is no greater iniſchtefe in the woꝛld, then 
is pcrucrſe and aukewat de holynes. Among men it is counted to tome of 
a wonderfull vertue , with wozde only to reſtoze a mans lame hand, and 
wake it whole agapne, But it is a muche greater vettue, and benefite,to 
reſtore the dead, and lame powers of the ſoule, What a pytitull lame hend 
hath he-howe dcad-howe vopde of all pytic and compaſſion? who when he 
(ceth his neyghbout in neceſſittie, dothe not geue htm his almes 2 when he 
ſteth htm erte and ſtrap out of the tight way, doth not teache and refourme 
hun: when he ſceth hun oppꝛeſſed with iniuries , doth not helpe him: when 
he ſecth him ydle, doth not ſtyzre him to geod workes? 

S uche handes had the Phariſeys, who would rather enuyt the Loꝛd. 
then be teſtoꝛed by him vnto the health of theyꝛ ſoules. Suche feble, and 
weake pcrſons hath the ſpnagoge . But the churche of Chyiſt recetutth 
neythet deaf, dumme, biynd, feble, halte, noꝛ lame, N ho ſo1s * 
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vertd with any euils, let him come into the ſight of Jeſu, and he halbe cu⸗ 
ted. He wyll inſpire vs with his holy ſpitite and that which was befoze lame 
and without like, ſhall then de made quicke, and alyue agayne. They 
chat with true kayth · wholy comit them lelues vnto the Loꝛde, do returne 
home cured of theyꝛ diſeaſes. Contrary wyſe,fuche as truſt to they owne 
tighteoulneg, ate made wozſe by other mens benckites 4 good dedes, They 
that are puffed vp with a Phariſaicall ſpirite, wylleth well to none, but to 
them felues. Agapne ſuche as haue recepucd the ſpirite of Jeſu, go aboute 
nothing els but to do good to all men.

But Jcſus auoy ded 
wity bis diſeiyles to the (ca. Aud a greate multitude folowed him tr Balile , and kr 
uty and from Jeruſalem, and Idumea, and trom bepond jJozdatie,s they that dwel 
ed azoute Cyie and Spdou,a greace multitude of men, whiche(when ther dad heard 
what thinges he did came vnto bim. 
Fo: aſſone as the Phariſeys were depatted out of the temple , allbeit in 


the pꝛelence of the people, they durſt not ſpeake one wozde againſt Jeſu, 
pet nowe after they had ſente foꝛ ſuc he as belonged to Herode,to the intente 
they2 conſpiracy ſhould be the ſtronget foꝛ none knewe better the feate how 
to woꝛke miſcytef then the herodians)rhey all lapde theyꝛ heades together, 
and ſecretly debated the matter betwene them ſelues , how they might de⸗ 
trove Jeſus , whom as thep ſawe fette to ercell them in mightye dedes , ſo 
they percctued that it was not poſſible foz them to diſpꝛoue hun with woꝛ⸗ 
des. The Phariſeys, and ſuche as were of Herodes tetinue, wete not louers 
and frendes together, and pet foz to deſtroyt the authoz of helthe , they a⸗ 
greed in one. O miſchicuous concoꝛde. O blyndnes, muche in deede to be 
lamented. What ſhall the pꝛiuty trapnes of wozldly deceite pꝛeuaple a 
gainſte hin, vnto whome nothynge is vnknowen, The Lozd teachynge vs 
by his enſample.that we oughte many tymes to gyue place fo2 aſeaſonto 
the vncurable obſtinacye of the euill . leſte thzoughe farther pꝛouocacion 
they become moꝛe miſchieuous, conutyed him ſelfetyence , and wente aſyde 
agayne vnto the (ca, The goynge aſyde of Jeſy , is no hinderaunce to the 
oſpcll,but an encreaſynge, and furtheraunce of the ſame, Foz yt ſo be that 
Phariſeys had not dziucn hym away, he woulde not haue come to the 
multitude of the gentyles. Therfoze after that Jcſus had fozſaken the en⸗ 
uious and natrowe ſpnagoge.and was gone bnto the ſea,there came vnto 
him out of cuery quarter agreate numbꝛe of people,not only out of Galile 
but alſo out of — , pca,and from Jeruſalem ſelfe , from Idumea, and 
all the countrpes liyng beponde Joꝛdane, and mozeouer from ſuche pla⸗ 
ces as boꝛdered on the cytics of Tyꝛe and Sydon. Fox here was made a 
foꝛe ſhewe of the churche , that ſhoulde be gathered together of the Gen⸗ 
tyleg becauſe the ſynagogt didthzoughe her vnbelieke, tepell the Goſpell. 
Out of all thile places there came a greate multitude of people, whiche 
moucd by the bzutte that wes ſpꝛed abꝛode of the merueyious doctrine, 
and mighty dedes ol Jeſu,dzewe them ſtlues together, and aſſembled at the 
ſea ſyde. The Loꝛde, who is bothe bounteous , aud tiche towardes all men, 
ſecluded no man, nepther from his doctrine , noz fro receiupnge the bene · 
kite of health. The people were eagre and ſo haſty, by reaſon of the great 
delpꝛe they had to be cured of theyz lickeneſſes 3 aa” 
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nother out of place, and by foꝛct pꝛeaſed in where Jeſus was to theintente 
they might at the leaſt wayes but touche him, becauſe that by the onely tou; 
ching ot his garmente, diſeaſes were alſo cuted and put awaye. There 
was no difference neither betwene diſeaſe,noz perſõ, with this myght ie and 
liberal phiſician. Foz wholoeuer they were that were troubled with any ma 
ner of euils.02 infirmittes, were futthw deliuered therof,if it chaũſed them 
to go to Jeſu. And Þ ſelfe ſame thig we ſe ſpititually done, euen i theſe dates. 

Howe manye be there out of all the nactons of the whole woꝛlde, and 
what deteſtable vices are they geuen vnto,whiche klie vnto him foz ſuccour; 
and by touche of fayth,are healed: Furthermoze the vnclcane ſpitites after 
they had ſene Jeſus, could not abide his puiſſaunt vertue, but fell downe at 
his knees, and cried out, ſaping: Thou arte euen that ſelfe ſame ſonne of 
God, whiche was pꝛomyſed to come. Jeſus,who in no wyſe would ſuffer 
wicked ſpirites to diſcloſe him, ſtrapghely commaunded them to kepe ſy⸗ 
lence,and in no caſe to diſcry him befoze the tyme to cum. 

His wyl was to be knowen vnto the wozld, by humble and pooꝛe perſong, 
bnto whom he ſayd: e that heareth you, hearcth me. He wylleth vs to geue 
no credence at all to wicked ſpirites, no not ſo muche as then, when they 
ſpcake the truth. Foꝛ this buſines was not done at all auentutes, but God 
by his high wyle dome, oꝛdeted cuety thing with certayne degrees, and pꝛo⸗ 
cedynges, foꝛ our ſaluacion. 

¶ And Jeſus chmaunde d his diſciples that a (ippe ſhould wayte on him, becauſe 
of the people, leſt they @oulde thong him. Fo he dad healed manpe: in ſo muche that 
they piealed vpon him toꝛ to touche him, as many as had plages:And when þ vncicane 


ſptrites ſawe htm tdey fel doune befoze him. and cried, ſaying:thou arte the ſount of 
Bod. Ind de dr aygihtiy charged them that they would not make him knowen. 


Wherkoꝛe when Jeſus was thruſt with the pzeaſe of people, anonehe 
commaunded his diſciples to pꝛepate him a ſhip , becauſe he would not be 
diſquieted with the diſoꝛdꝛed, and clamozous multytude, whiche rather des 
ſred bodel p health, then the health of theyz ſoules, and thzonged him rather 
then touched him. Suche as conkellyng thepz dyſeaſe,go to Jeſu with a ſins 
cete fapth,do touch him, and are made whole, Agayne they whiche trou⸗ 
blcd as yet with woꝛldly luſtes and deſp2es , cum ruſhing in with — 
and hutly butly, do greue, and greatly diſquict him. @MTherfoze the 
ples who were wont to be famylyarlp conuerſaunt with the Lozde ,pzepa- 
ted him a ſhippe of a moze pure congregacis. Jeſus is better pleaſed with 
fewe cleane, an d quiet perſons , then with a greate many that are trouble- 
ſome and vnquiet.But pet he ſo gatte him awap,that he neuertheles taught 
the multitude out of the ſhippe. 

When thou ſeeſt Jeſus teaching out of the ſhippe, vnderſtand hereby a 
biſhop,pzeaching to à multitude of all ſoꝛtes, whiche cõtaineth chꝛiſtian 
nouices, à ſuche as haue not as pet the ſpitite caſt out by baptiſme, bothe of 
the Jewes 4 Gt᷑tyles. Happy and bleſſed are they that do ſpiritually touche 
Chuſt. None toucheth him ſo,but thoſe whome he kyꝛſt toucheth. Fox wh6 
ſo cuer he toucheth, the ſame are healed of all thepz ſinnes:and nowe being 
of vnquiet perſons ,made quiet, they halbe receiued into the ſhippe of the 
Churche.thcre to haue the continuall kruicion of his companpe, alwapts 
to ſyt at his table. The ſhippe wherin Jeſus pteacheth, is vety narrowe, 
g toumles to vnclene and ſynfull perſons ,and contrarily mooſt wyde — 


. 
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arge vnto luche as are in cleane life and purged of theyꝛ ſynneg. The Loꝛd 
refuſed the publycacion of deuils, and auoyded the ſynfull and vnquiet 
multttude of people. And pet theſe thinges euidentiy ſht wed that the kyng⸗ 
dome of God was come, into the whiche both woꝛt hy perſons and vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thy. wente aboute violently to entre. Thertoꝛe he pꝛepated him ſelſe certayn 
capitapncs,uh;tchc ;culd ayde hun in clayming this heaucnly kyngdome 
ſo many in numdꝛe, es ſhould be ſuffictent to teach ſo manye nations, as & 
non after Houlde cum full and whole out of all partes of the wozld to 

the Philoſophy and doctrine of the goſpell. So haue the pzinces of 
this woꝛld bene wonte to chole them certapne heade rulers and capitaines, 
to clapme, wpnne,cnlarge , gouetne and defend theyz cinpyꝛts d kingdoes 
by. Itis requiſite that the ſayd rulers be right ttuſty, wyſe, politique, and 
diligent and in eſpectally that they knowe the king theyz maſters wyll and 
pleaſure. | 


Cand he wente vp into a mountay ne, s called vito him whome he would, and they The ter ts. 


came vnto him. and he 02dapned the twelue, thar they hould be with him, and that he 
might fend the furth to pzeache, and that they might haut power to h ale lickenefſes, 3 
to tas out deutls. aud he gaut vnto Simon to name Þeeer.

[a7 yn Sr 1 goſpell ought to do the lyke) Je⸗ 

Iſap, now callyng furth to the highnes of euangelike pertectyon, went 
vp into a mountaine, and called duto him, not euery raſcal of the multttude, 
but ſuche as it pleaſed him, and thoſe that he had ſpecyally choten and ſoz- 
ted out bekoze foz this office and miniſtery.Fox he called not men of greate 
ſubtancc,head rulers,and greate eſtates:nat pꝛueſtes, Phatiſeys, oꝛ Dcris 
bes:but pooze men, vnlearned perſons, and ſuche as were of lowe degree, 
Foz theſe were mete to folowe him, and go vppe tothe mountapne, from 
whence whatſocucr this pꝛeſente woz!d hath in it woꝛthy adutracton, is 
condempned:from whence as out ofa nigh place the voyce of the father at 
heaucn,ts heard:and to be ſhoꝛte, from whence the glozy ol immoꝛtalytye, ⁊ 
tuerlaſtung like, is beholden. They that were called, obeped,and came to Je⸗ 
ſus bepng on high. No man can mount vp to this byll, except Jeſus call 
him. Foꝛ him ſelfe is the mountapne, vnto whome no man cummeth, vnles 
he dzawe him. This that kyng of kynges, and Lozd of tulerg did chole out 
twelue heade officers and deputies ,the whiche as loyall and fapthful gar 


ders ol his perſonage ſhould neuer departe from his perſou, to the intente, 


that when the affay2cs of the goſpell ſorequired , he might ſend them out 
as legates foz the bodye, to pꝛeache ſuche thinges, as they had lerned of hun 
they; kyng,and publyſhe abꝛode 1 comaundemente thꝛough⸗ 
out the whole woꝛlde. Now foz as as they were vile kyſhers, vnler⸗ 
ned perſons, pooze men, and ſuche as in outward apparaunce, ſhewed no 
poynte of kynglynes, notwithſtandyng they pꝛomyſed the kyngdome of 
Sod out (autour, leſt they auctozytie ſhould haue bene nothing regarded,

After that all theſe dedes were thzoughe the great bruite therot, bꝛought zu when 
to his kpnſcolkes and coſens cares , who knew tyght well thinfyrimitie of evey evardeis 
his fleſhe, whereas fo groſſeneſſe of vnderſtadyng they could not ſuppoſe * ' 


any thyng of his godly myght and power:atter. J (ap they hearde tel how 
he wandꝛed vp ano downe with a ſozte of raſcal ſlouens, and vyle felowes 
folowinghymat the helcs,and hearde ſaye alſo howe he cauled much peo⸗ 
ple to folowe hym , taughte newe learnynges,and ſuche as had not bene 
hcarde befoze,put awape diſeaſes,and caſte oute diuels, they aſcribed al to 
furte and madneſſe:becauſe beyng offended wich the weak eneſſe of his bo-

mannes bodie ſhall excuſe ſuche blaſphemie as is commptted agapnlt the 
ſonne of man. But to aſcribe goddes power the whiche playnly appeareth 
in thoſe dedes, to the helth and (aluation of mankpnde, )vnto Beelzebub 
the enemy of God, is a kynde of blaſphemie, foz the whiche no amendes oz 
ſatiſfaction can be made, 

Theſe wozdes ſpake Jeſus vnto them,defendynge the fathers glozie,and 
nothinge in the meane whylt paſſinge vppon his owne. He meante that 
theyꝛ offence mighte be better ercuſed and bozne with all, whiche had an 
tuell opinion ofhym , as his kynneſfolkes and coſens had, who ſayde : He 
is become furious , and pzepared chepnes to bynde hym withal: then the 
wick edneſſt of the Phariſeis,who of a certapne vncurable malice aſcribed 
thoſe woozkes vnto the ſprite of Beelzebub, which they coulde tn no wyſe 
kynde faulte with,noz ſape but they were woꝛthye to pocede of god. They 
yet percetued not the diuine nature that was in Chuſt. Fox he woulde not 
as yet haue it vttered and knowen. 

Certcs God hath ofte tymes by vertue of his holye ſptrite,and the mini⸗ 
ſterreof good liuers, wzoughte miracles, wyllyng therfoze to be glozified 


among men, 
TN Nowe 
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Now pk any man not by reaſon of ignoꝛaũce, but of very malice,do aſcribe 
ſuche miracles vnto the ſpirite of Seelzebub,then is his peruerſe,and ma⸗ 
lictous nou e paſt all hope of amendement.xoherfoze they myghte 
haue bene ed pf they had ſayde that Chziſte had bene nothyng cls but 
a mi: oz that he had bene no king,noz Meſſias. But in that they depꝛaued 
| and ſpake yll of his woꝛkes, they offended God and his holye lpirite,tn al 
much as the ſpirite of God can woꝛke by whome ſoeuer it luſteth. Nowe 
Fo: they when they ſawe ſo many miracles merueplouſly wzonght:when they ſawe 
guid : be borb the people glozifie God: when they ſawe ſo manpe holpen of thepy infy;- 
Cptrite, myties, ſo manye delpucred of vncleane ſpirites,ſo many turne from vici⸗ 
ous lyupng to a godly deſyꝛe, to lpue wel and vertyouſly after the goſpell; 
and that by the pꝛeachyng of Chꝛiſt, yet they obſtinatly ſayde he hath a dy⸗ 

uel and not the ſpitite of god.

After the Loꝛde Jeſus had with theſe , and many other woꝛdes defen- 
ded the glozie of the heauenly father agaynſt the wicked blaſphemie of the 
Phat iſeis, and imbꝛayded the Jewcs with their obſtinate, and incoꝛrigible 
vnbelicfe which they perſruered in,notwithftandyng that thoꝛow fayth a⸗ 
lonely all ſynnes are ltuſed and foꝛgeuen: in the meane tyme ther befell oc- 
caſion foz hym alſo to declare that in the hyghe miniſtracion of the goſpel, 
there ought no regarde at all to be had to humayne affections, the whiche 
in other mattiers to be muche moued by, is counted a thing pꝛayſe wozthy, 
and ryght commendable. Foz there came vnto hym his kynſfolkes in com⸗ 
pantie with his mother, who becauſe there was no wape foz them to entre 
tn foꝛ pꝛeaſe of people, ſtode withoute : and thepz voyce paſſyng from man 
to man, came vnto them that late about Jeſus , who ſhewed him how his 
mother, and bꝛethꝛen were come, and deſired to ſpeake with him. There 
were ſome, e uen among his nere kynſmen, whiche had an euell opinion of 
hym, yea and manie ok them ſuppoſed he had bene out of his witte. pet they 
thought by reaſon of kynted, they mpght lawfully at any tyme when they 
woulde, call hym oute to ſpeake with them. 

The Loꝛde, to teache vs that the buſineſſe of the ghoſpell, whiche was

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Gough he be not only fardelt from me, as touchyng kynred of ſtocke oz fa- 
milie but alſo the ſtraungeſt alyaunt that is to all oute nacion the ſame is 
wp bꝛo thet, the lame is my ſyſter, the ſame is my mother. Foz this kynred 
is not eſtemed after the degrees of bloude, but by degrees of the ſpirite, J 
acknowlcage none to be of mp kynred, except he be bozne afteſhe of the hea- 
uenly father thzoughe fapth,and then as a very natutall ſonne, doe obey 
his father whe he calleth him to euerlaſtpng thynges.

Many muttted agaynſt hym. many tavled vpon 
hym . vety manye lape in wayte foꝛ his neareſt kynſrolkes of all, 
interrupted hym in his teachyng. Jeſus loueth uo ſuche houſes. He loucth 
a multitude, not that ſtandeth in theyꝛ owne conceyte,as the Phariſeis did, 
not that vleth to backbite, and make pll tepozte of their neyghbour, as did 
bis kpnſfolkcs(who beyng groſſe of capacitie thzoughe fleſhlye wiſdome, 
interpꝛeted his heauenly wyſdome to be nothyng cls but fury à madneſſe) 
not that moued by woꝛldly affeccions doe cauſe a man to leaut of any god⸗ 
ly enterpꝛiſe oꝛ buſyneſſe, as his mothet and kynſtolkes dyd. He loueth a 
multitude whiche is delitous to heare the goſpell,and wozde of god, and 
wholp hangeth vpon the belief therok. | 2 
Wberf oꝛe when the lord Jeſu was come vnto the ſea, and there taught as gr. 
he did befoze, thithet aſſembled agayne a great niibze of people, inſomuche er r. 
that he was conſttayned thꝛough the noyſe and hutly buripe they made, 
thuuſtpng one anothet out of place. to take a boate:out of the whiche.as it 
had bene out of a pulpet he taught the lytting thicke together on the ſhoze, 
as pf it had bene in a toũd ſtage oz place ozdapned fox men to beholde ſigh: 
tes and ſhewes in, Learne here thou that art a pꝛeachet and teacher of thc 
goſpcl, what is meant by thts figure-Juoyde thou ſo the rablement of cla- 
mo20us,x bnqupet people, that pet thou ceaſe not to do thy dijety in pꝛea⸗ 
thyng x teachyng of gods woꝛd. A hen there ts any teopardy leaſt thou be 
thzuſt downe,x ouetwhelmed W the trouble of woꝛldly buſpneſſe,ſo p thou 
canſt not nowe teache get the into the ſhyp of the goſpell, whichs baywaty 
no mano 
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no manour of earthly tuſflyng. and oute of that pulppt.thou ſhalte qupetly 
tcache the weake , and rude multitude . Go not from the ſhoze : 
benyghe vnto the ſame, alwayes attemperyng thy ſelte aſinuche as thou 
canſt.vnto the capacitie ofthe people. Foꝛ they are not as yet able to folow 
the. Fyꝛſt of all thou muſt attempꝛe thy doctryne accozdyng as thetr rude x 
ignoꝛaunt myndes can awape withall tyll ſuche tyme that they haue well 
pꝛokited thetin . Foz whome dyd Jeſus teache out of the boate, but a tude 
and an vnleatned multitude of all ſe tes of people. 


C Ind he taught them many thynges by parables, and ſayd vitto them in hys doc: 
trine:Berten to, behold there went out a ſowier to (owe. And it foꝛtuned as he ſowed, 
that ſome feli by the wape ſpde,and the fowles of the ayet came. and devoured it vp. 
Some fell on tony grounde where it had not muche carth,and ummediatly ſprang vp 
becauſe it had not depth ot cacth:but a.Tone as the Suune was vp, it caught beate, and 
becauſe it had not rootpng, it wydꝛed away. Aud ſome fell among thoznes, and the 
thoꝛnes grew vp. and choked it, aud it gaue no fruitte. And (ome fel vpon good ground, 
and did peld fruyte that ſpꝛang vp, and grew, and b2ought forth, ſoine thy21ry fold, and 
ſome ſy.ty folte.and (ome an hun dꝛed foloc. Aud he ſayde vnto them: de that hath ca; 
tes to htate. let hym heate. 


He put foꝛth vnto them parables, that is to ſaye,ſiintlitudes of thynges 
molte knowen to all men. Foʒ this is the plapneſt manour of teaching and 
moſte coucnable fo2 the tude, inſomuche that it appcateth at the fyꝛſt ſight 
to the wiſe of this woꝛlde, a chyldyſh thyng, and to be laughed at. But yet 
thys manour of teaching, pleaſed the eyeriaſtyng wyldome. The Philos 
ſophters made all thynges darke vnto theyz hearcres , with argumentes 
fourmed by greate arte and ſoteltie - The Rhethozcians enfozced mennes 
mpndes, with a inerueylous plentifulneſſe of cloquente ſpeache The 
Phartſeis gathered together certayne hyd miſteties, tarre excedyng the 
capacitie of the vulgar people. But the Loꝛde choſe vnto hym thys kynde 
of doctryne as plapneſt,and farre from all manour of playetlyke oſtenta: 
cion to thentent that all the glozic gotten by renewing of the wozld tough 
the goſpct!, houlde wholyly appertapne and be aſcrybed to the might and 
power of god. 

Whei foꝛe he moued them by manpe parables to receyue with ſincere 
belicfe,x cleane myndes, the doctrine of the goſpel: from whence the begyn- 
nyng of cur ſaluacion pꝛocedeth. And becauſe it behoueo to haue this thing 
faſt ſetled and pꝛynted in all they mpndes, befoze he began to teache them, 
he commaunded them diligently to attende and heate what he woulde ſape. 
Harkcn/g he pf any haue cares to harken withall. It is a fable, and not a 
parable, except a man geue eate thereunto. Aeythet hath euery man cares 
to heare the parables of the goſpel, which are ſubtelly playne, wyſely foltſh, 
and darkly manifeſt. Foz they hyde heauenly wyldome, vnderneth a vyle 
and kolyſhe toueryng. Neythet thought Jeſu it ſuffictent yt they gaue dil 
gent eare: he woulde allo they ſhoulde behold and lee with theyz tyes thoſt 
thynges that he purpoſed to ſaye . Bleſſed are they that haue both pourged 
cares, and cleare iycs, when Jeſus ſpeakcth. Bcholde, ſayeth he, thete went 
out into the feilde a certayne lo wier to ſowe his ſede, the whiche he had be 
rye pute, and good. And whiles that deſirous of plenttfull encreaſe;he cat 
it eyery where it chaunced that ſome of it fell by the bye waye ſyde whiche 
toyned vnto the field. And that ſede, becauſe it remapned ſtyl aboue ground, 
by teaſon the waye was harde and ſeete, the foules that thyther came = 
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after pick ed vp, and deuoured. Agayne an other poꝛcion therof. fell vpon a 
ſtonye grounde. whiche becauſe there laye manye ſtones vnderucath coue⸗ 
red with a litle molde oz duſte, ſpzang vp to tymelye. Foꝛ the warmeneſſe 
of the weathet, bꝛought it out of the grounde And anon as the heatc of the 
Sunne wa red once feruent , the coꝛne that thus ſpꝛang vp betoze due ſca⸗ 
ſon, was hutte, and partched ther with. Ind becaule it could not fo2 ſtones 
take rootynge. but lacked rootes to dꝛawe moyſture out of þ deapthe of the 
earthe therwith to nouriſhe , x defende it againſte the heate of the ſunne it 
wpddered awayc befoxe it came to earing.Jgapne an other poꝛcion of this 
ede fell vpon a grounde,the whiche in dede was ranke and ferty!c, but pct 
ouergrowen with thoznes, and bꝛeers. Now when theſe thoznes were once 
growen very thicke in height and bzeadthe , it came to paſſe that the yonge 
come whiche ſpꝛang therof, was (mothered befoꝛe it appeared in light, not 
foꝛ want of moyſture but fo: lacke of aper. And foꝛ this cauſe neythet had 
the ſowter any pꝛokite hereof at al. But pet fox all this. the labour of þ ſame 
ſowier was not vtterly fruſfrate , and in vayne. Fox there was ſumme of 
the ſede that lighte vpon a good grounde, and therof ſpꝛaug grafle, the 
whiche grewe, and waxed, bntyll it came to it ful ripeneſſe. And of this ſede 
there was not one vnfrutfull grapne, notwithſtandyng that all pelded 
not like encreaſe:Foz there were manye eates whiche of ouc grapne,yelded 
thirtie,ſumme other thꝛee ſkoꝛe, and a greate ſoꝛte an hundꝛed. 


And when he was alone, they that were about hym with the twelue, aſked him of 
the par able, and he ſaid vntothem:to you it is geuen to knowe the myſteties of 5 king 
dome of Sod, But vuto them that are without, all rhiuges happen dy parabics , that 
when thcy lee, they may ſee, and not diſcerne; and when they heate, they may heate, 
and not vnderſtade, leaQe at any ty mt t5ey ſhould tout ne. and ther ſynncs could be 
toꝛgeutn them. And he (aide vuco them: anowe pe not this parable: aud how then wil 
re knowe all otycr parables, 


When the loꝛde had ſpoken theſe wozdes , then tothentent they ſhould 
not be foꝛgotten but that euery man ſhoulde ſcarche out with him ſelte the 
mtanuige of the parable, he (aide mozeouer:Ye that hath earcs to heate let 
him heare:declating vndoubtedly hereby, they all hearde not that thing 
whichc they heard. Now when not thoſe twelue ſpecially choſen diſciples 
the leltes vaderſtode wel ( by reaſon they were as pet rawe and ignezauut) 
what this ſimilitude incante: yet durſt they not openly aſke hun any que⸗ 
ſtion. But after they had once gotten him alone, then were they balde to 
deſire him that he would vouchclafe to expoũde them the myſt etie, and ſe⸗ 
ctete meanpng therof. Then Jeſus puttinge vs in remembzaunce how all 
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thinges arc not to be diſcloſed to all perſons , but that the doctrine of the eme 
goſpel ought to be diſpenſed accozding as tyme ſeructh , and the capaci **%- 


tie of the hearers can away with all, ſaide vnio his diſcipleg: The pꝛinces 
ofthis woꝛlde make fewe pꝛiuie vnto theyꝛ ſecreteg, nonc but ſuche as are 
ppzed fclluwes,and tryed petſones, whome they maye ſafely make of their 
counſaill. Tf they haue any ſecrete thing, that kepe they from the knows 
tagt ok the comminalrie. Jt is geuen vnto you(whome J loꝛted and piked 


out from among the comune people) to knowe the myſterie oꝛ pxtuitie of 3"! vn 
the kingdome of heauen, becauſe you are familtiarly conucrſaune with me. — 
But vnto þ commune ſozte , and luche as are not fanmitat compaignicn3 ge . 


dt mp coutte, whether J do, oz ſpetze any thyng, al is in patables. Foꝛ they 
Ce neythet 
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untither haue mete eares noꝛ mere tyes. What they heare, they beleue not: 
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what they ſet they depꝛaue, x fynde kaute with. Ind ſo is verified in them 
that the pꝛophete ſaude bel ze ſhoulde come to paſſe, that whe they ſee beſt, 
yet lee they not and when they heare beſt, pct they heare not: becauſe they 
vnderſtande not. Truly he vnderſtandeth not. who ſo beleucth not, Now 
linnes arc not relcaſed , but to ſuche as belcue that ſinnes are freclp relca: 
{cd by vertue of che golpell. Therfozc through theyz vnbelefe, it commeth 
to paſſe that they ate not toutued to god, becauſe they tourne them ſelfeg 
awaye from god, no2 are deltucred from theyʒ ſinnes, becauſe they refuſe 
the medicine wgere with all ſinnes are healed. Bytheſe woꝛdes Jeſus 
ſigmfied thoſe petlons, whom a litle befoze he vnderſtode by the ground 
that foꝛ ſundꝛyt cauſes is bataone and vnttuittull. Ind to make his dif: 
ciples moꝛe apte to teteyue his de ctitine he chydeth them a litle fox theyz 
duln l ſſe. Doe you not yet, ſaith he, geſſe what is meante by this parable, 
fith tie ſence thetof is eaſie to be contectured? Ind how then wil you boult 
out the truc meaninge ok all the teſt, ſince that F neither ſpeake, noꝛ do any 
thing that hath not in it a ſignification of ſonunc ſecrete matier⸗ wil ex⸗ 
poũ d vnto you this parable to thentent that you mae likewiſe accuſtome 
yolit ſelfes to ſcatche out the ſecrete meaning that lyeth hyd in other, 


The ſowier ſoweth the woꝛde, end they whereof ſome be teher ſed to be dy the wap 
de, are thoſe where the wa2de is ſowen: and when they beate, Sathan cummcth ims 
moertatly, and taticth away the worde that was ſowen in thep2 hattes, and lib ewiſe 
the other that tete ut ede into the tonp ground ate they , whicte when they hearc $ 
worde. at oute teteyue it with gladueTe, pet bau: not ott in them telues, and ſo en: 
dute but atyme. a uon when troubic, and periecucion 4: yicth for the wozdes lane, 
ti;cp kalle im ncbiatly. c beit be ottet alſo that receyue ſedernto thoznes, s thoſe are 
luche as heate the worde: and the caces of this we de, and the diſc. iptkulnelſe of ti⸗ 
ches, and the luſ es of othet thinges.entte in.and cyoke the woꝛde:and it is made vn: 
fruitciul. and other toctt be $ haue recen ued ſede into a good ground, they ate ſuche 
that heate the word, and tete pue it, ſo ihat one cozne doth bzyng fozth thictie, ſome 
lette, ſome a hundzeth. 


The fielde is the woꝛlde, wherein are verye manye vnmete hearers of 

the doctrine of the goſpell. The lo wier is the ſone of man who came downe 
rom heautn into earth. The ſede is the wozde oꝛ Doctrine of the g ſpell,by 
the whiche the will of god is declared vnto the wozld. His will is this. that 
all men diſiruſting they vwne ſtrength, do eruſt with all theyz hattt and 
mynde the pꝛomiſes of the goſpell: that is to ſape, that though fapthe all 
mennes ſinncs are foꝛgeuen: if ałtet the truthe once knowen, they gyue 
them ſelkes toſtudic of true vertue, and godlyncſſe. Therfoxe by the lede 
which. as J ſaid fell by the hye wape ſide, they ate 1ndcrſtand, and ſignifi⸗ 
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they would heate any fable oz phant aſie of mannes innecton, among 
all nonc hcarcth goddes woꝛd with leſſe pꝛofit then they do. Foz anone as 
they haut heard i, tummeth Satan, and putteth other thoughtes z yma⸗ 
ginacions in theyꝛ myndes, and by that meanes plucketh out þ ſede befoze 
it haue gotten tote, and be faſtened therein, ſo that they do not ſo muche as 
temembꝛe what they haue hearde. 

Now the lede that is tettyued into a ſtonye groũd. betok eneth thoſe pets 
ſoues who gredely ynough heare the golpel, and gladly deyoure = —

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petcepuing to be bothe true , and holſome : but becauſe they leye it not vp 
in they2 hartes , by depe cogitacton , (fox they ate letted ſo to doe by other 
affectios, which wholp poſſefſing thepz niyndes ,wyll in no wiſe giue place 
vnto the worde of God) they continue not in that they feruently and cou⸗ 
ragiouſiye began: neither do they bꝛyng foꝛth any fruite of cuangelike oꝛ 
chuſtian godlyneſſe, but ſuche fruite alonely as [aſteth but fot a ſcal6:and 
all is. becauſe they haue no rootes. And ſo cometh it to paſſe, Þ in pꝛoſpeti⸗ 
tic they beleue the goſpell, à as graſſe newly ſpꝛong vp . cauſe men to haue 
2 good opinion of theim, þ they will pꝛoue weil. But aſſone as any aducr- 
ſitie 02 perſecuciou koꝛ pzofeſſton of goddeg woꝛde dothe ariſe and aſſaulte 
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dectitkull riches and the inozdinate deſires of otherthinges , whiche alure 
and tolle men vnto them, with a falſe appara unce of vettue, doe entre into 
theyz myndes and there daily ( as they2 pꝛopettie is) encteaſinge, at the 
length ouergrowe the ſede, ſo that it canneucr ſpzing vp, and come to be 
tone. Finally the ſede that light vpon a good grofid,betoken.th thoſe that 


geue good care vnto the doctrine ofthe goſpel, x beleue all that they heare, vavereceyacy 


and conuey it into the moſte inwarde coꝛners of theyz hartcs , vntill that it 
ſpung vp, a bzing fooꝛth the woꝛthie fruites of the goſpel, not euery where 
8itke, but dtuerſely, to the diuerſitie of the ſople, and diſpolition 
of the heauenly ſpitite: ſo that this ma buingeth fozthe fruite meancly,that 
man mote plentifully,an other greateſt aboundaunce therof: like as if one 
grayne dꝛing koꝛth thittte an other three ſcoze , and the thitde an hundꝛed. 
Pe that bꝛingeth fezth greate plentifulneſſe of fruitthath cauſe to tendꝛe 
thankes vnto god almightie:there ts no cauſe why he ſhould ſtande in his 
owne conceipt. He that bzingeth foꝛth meane ſtoze,hath no cauſe to tepyne 
at him whiche is muche happier , and bꝛingeth fozth moze abundance then 
be. Foꝛ god who is boũde and debtout to no man, dothe of his moſt boun- 
trous libetalitie gyue eucry ina his giftcs,as it liketh him. What encreaſe 
ſo eyer tummeth the ſame is duc bnto him that firſte ſowed the grounde, 
and by whome what fru'te ſo euer is bought fooꝛth dayly encreaſcth. 

My deſite is to haut all the cozne grounde of the whole woꝛlde ſowen 
when the tyme ſhall cum with this ſede: and that this doctryne, whiche J 
nowe ſectetſye teache you afewe perſones , mape thzoughe pour diligent 
miniſterie be enlarged and ſpꝛedde abꝛode, as much as may be. to thentent 
that you alſo maye ſhewe your ſeltes like a good ground it you diſtribute 
that you haue receaued of me to as many as ye canne poſſible, Fox there is 
nofruite wherewith god is better pleaſed. Pe muſt therfoꝛe be well ware, 
that the ſced ſowen in your myndes, periſhe not thzough fo:ge tfulneſſe , oz 
negligence. Pe ought diligetly to laye it vp in memoꝛie that it mape ſpzing 
bp in due ſeaſon, and bꝛing forth fruite moſte plentikullpe.

that by pꝛeachinge the doctrine of the goſpell,openeth a wape foꝛ al menne 
to cum tothe knowlcage of the truthe, docth not only not looſe that light 
whiche he alteadye hath , but alſo hath a greate deale moze geuen him, to 

thentent he maye pꝛolite, and doe gaod bnto moo. 

The treaſure that you haue is none of youres but his who gaue it you 
to diſtribute. Ind ik you diſtribute it to other with large meaſure , he that 
gaut you the ſtockc and puincipall patte, will alſo with like meaſure gow 

* 
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you encreaſe thetot᷑. God loueth to haue his gyftes pꝛodig allye laped out: 
and here cleane contrarie to the manoute of wozldlpe riches , he warcth ri- 
cheſt, who ſo is lauiſheſt in laping out. 

Foz ſuche is the beneficiall goodneſſe of God that he whiche gaue vs 
muche befoꝛe, doeth in moſte ample wyſe augmente his giftes , becauſe he 
right well pcrcepuech that whatſoeuer was geuen pᷣ ſa:ne is diſtribute and 
—— to the great vtilitie of manye. 

Therfoze let hym whiche hath the gifte,bountuouſlpe diſtribute it, to „ e 
thentent that he mape haue aboundaunce. No manne doeth well to geue dam that herd 
goodes to hym that aboundeth with riches: but ſuche as be libetall in very * 
dede ate wonte to geue vnto the pooze,and neadie. Here it is cleane contra- 
rye. Foz vnto hym that hathe, and hathe not that thyng whiche he hath 
to his owne vſe and commoditie alone, but liber allye departeth therewith 
to other, to hom, J lape, as to a truſtie diſtributour, Mall moꝛe be geuen: 
becauſe he mape abounde, and haue muche plentye. He that hath not ſuche 
a one is he that hydeth his treaſute, and kepeth it to him ſelfe ) the ſame (hal 
not alonely be neuer a whyt the richer therkoze , but alſo that thing whiche 
he thought he had foz his owne vſe,andno mans els , ſhall be quyte taken 
from him. Neyther let this make you euer the llacket oz wozſe wplling to 
diſttybute the goftes of kaythe, yf the people be vnkynde, and not anſwe⸗ 
cable to pour dyligent endeyour , Pour wagies (hall be ſafe fox you with 
God, who the moze that euery one of pou hath ttauayled in ſetting fooꝛthe 
the goſpell , the moꝛe bounteouſlye will he rewarde hym, in the woꝛlde to 
cumme, Albeit neyth er ſhall you in the meane tyme be vtterlpe defeated of 
Page - — Hanan) are daplye moze and moze entpched with the riches ot 
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and de lalde: co is the kyngdome of Bod , euen as vt 4 man houlde ſowe ſede in 
the grounde, and choulde ſleape, and riſe vp nigyt and daye, aud the ſede houlde Tde tert. 
ſpung, and growe vp while he is not aware. Foꝛ the carthe bzingeth forkh fruite of 
der ſelfe, firſte the blade, then the eate, aftcr that the fulle cone in the care. But wr 
the frute is bought foozth , anoue he chzuſtcth in the ſickle , becauſe the barueht ts 
cumme, 


Moꝛtouer the Loꝛde added an other parable , whereby he taught his 
diſciples that they ſhould care foz nothyng eis, but onely goc aboute with 
all that they myght to haue the goſpell ſpꝛed abzode and pꝛeached thozowe 
out all the whole wozlde,tellyng theun that harueſt tyme ſhould once cum, 
when it ſhould pleaſe the Loꝛde. 

The kingdome of the goſpell. ſayth he. is after this manoure , as yf a 
manne ſhould ſowe his lede,and caſt it vppon the grotide tn the dape tyme. 
Anon after that the ſede is putte into the earthe , he thatſowed it, ſiepeth 
carclefſc, and taketh his reſte. Ind in p meane while that he is thus aſlepe, 
the ſede groweth neuer the leſſe bothe nyght and daye, with ſecrete enctea⸗ 
ſynges without man3 laboure,and nowe ſpꝛingeth the coꝛne, and ſhoteth 
bp haſting vndoubtedly of the owne accoꝛde, and by a certayne pꝛyuie gs 
pcracton ofnature,to bing fooꝛth fruite. | 

Cettes nature hath het degrees, the whiche ſhe al wapes after the 
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ſede be once ſowen, kepeth on courſe without the huſbandmans laboure, 
Fox firſte of al the ſede attet it is putrifted in the groude ſpꝛnigeth vp into 
graſle. C hat is the litſte hope of encreaſe. Then when the blade is ſhot vy 
cherunto groweth an care,but ſuche a one as hathe as yet no coꝛne in it Jt 
the length the huſkes of the earc are fylled full of wheate coꝛnes. Ind theſe 
thinges arc ſo ſecretly wzought by the procurement of nature, that a man 
can not petcciue when they growe, and pet ſeſiblye percetue that they haue 
growen and encreaſed, 

Therfoze when the coꝛne is ripe , he that ſowed the ſede, thꝛuſteth in 
his ſickell to ttape that is tumme vppe, becauſe he knoweth harueſt tyme 
is alteadie cũùme. Bp this darke patable, the Loꝛde couertlp taught his dil 
ciples the begynning, goinge toꝛ warde and conſummacion oz perfat ende 
of all the whole goſpell : ot the whiche thzce pattes him ſelf woulde openly 
perfourme both the firſte,and the laſt, with his viſible bodic:and the other, 
that is to (aye, the goyng koꝛwatde 02d2e with the inuiſible grace of the 
holye ghoſt. Foz that ſame pꝛince ſowed abꝛode th: ſede of the goſpell tho- 
rowcout all Jcwzye. Anon as he had ſo done, he ſlepte , firſte dyinge.and 
then afterwarde ryſinge agayne into euctlaſtinge quietneſſe. Ind thus 
farre fooꝛth ſpʒingeth the ſede of the goſpell whiles he that firſt ſowed it is 
as it wete a flepe : and ſecretly encreſeth bothe daye and night, that is to 
ſape,bothe tn pzoſperitte,and in aducrſitte, what occaſion ſo cuet be mini 
tred cyther on thepz behalf that pꝛomote and auaunce it, oz els cf luche ag 
teſiſt the ſame. 

Foz it cannot be choſen but that ſeedemuſt nedes cunmme vp, whiche 
he ſowed , whole will no man reſiſtcth . Moꝛeouer, where as there is no- 
thing in this woꝛlde vnknowen vntohim, pet in that he ſuffteth the woꝛlde 
to make bulineſſe againſte the goſpell. a his apoſtics to be perſecuted, and 
ſlapne he (emcth vnto the kaithleſſe not to knowe what is here done and to 
be in manoure a ſlepe, where as in verte dede, he doeth euen now by the ins 
uiſible power of his holtc ſpitite, moze effectually woꝛkt all thinges in all. 
He will not in viſtble koꝛme retourne into the wozlde , vntyll che tyme that 
(the goſpell beynge fy2it ſo muche enlarged and ſpꝛead abꝛode, as he hath 
determined befoze,and only tznoweth it ſhallbe ) all men Gall ſcc him cum 
agayne vnder the (cif lame koꝛme and likenes, that he had when he al⸗ 
cendcd vp into heauen: to deuide the godly and good people from the wics 
ked: and to laye vp the godly as good cozne in the barne of cucrlaſtinge 
quietneſſe. We ſee howe (mall beginninges the kyngdom of the goſpel! is 
ſpꝛong ot yt a manne eſteme the thinge as it appcteth vnto the wozld. 
This was. as a manne would ſape,the graffe that ſpzang of the lede of the 
golpell whiche the phariſets ſcribes, pꝛieſtes, eldets, rulcrs,pztnces,kyn- | 
ges, and philoſophiers dyd what they could to oppzcſle 4 kepe vnder that 
it ſhould ncuer cumme vppe. But whiles they ſtroue agatnſte the ſtream, 
this ſede began to be ſowen in all partes of the woꝛlde, and will not ceale to 
growe befoze the woꝛldes ende, vntill the cozne be all ripe. Then þ ſtckel ok 

tudgement that cannot be auoyded, ſhall bethzuſt in, to thetent that when 
al are cut downe, it may delpuer the cockel vnto the fpzc,and ſafely lape vp

Chis patable, although it do ſpecially pertatne vnto Jeſu. the aucthour, 
pꝛomotout. ano tiniſhct ofthe kpngdome of the Golpell: pet doth it alſo 
touche bothe his Apoſtles, and their ſucceſſours, whom be willeth mholly 
to bende them ſeltes hereunto, that Goddes worde map be ſowen abꝛode, 
and pzeached as muche as may be. Foz this ſerde tyme laſteth euen tyll 
- the wotldes end: and they alſo as helpers of Jeſu Chutſt,be ſowters , laue 
alonelv that they ſowe not their owne (cede , but ſuche as Chuiſte diliue- 
red vnto them. And bycauſe that ſeedc is ccleſttal,it can in no wiſc be ouet⸗ 
laped 02 oppzeſſed . The Phatiſcis alſo, and Phxloſophyers had ſede of 
their owne , but thoſe ſedes coulde by no meanes(no not when the woꝛld 
fauoured them / gtowe and p2oſper , where as the ſeede of the heauẽly docs 
tine, wareth euerye dap moꝛe ſtronger then other, cuen when the woꝛlde 
with all the puiſſaunce and aydes that it hath, aſſaulteth it. Therfoze the 
Ipoſtics do liktwiſe ſowe after their fachton, and koꝛ that purpoſe they at 
ſente out, who by ofte flittyng from place to place. go aboute nothyng els, 
but to haue the Goſpell as muche dilated and ſpꝛedde abꝛode as is poſſy⸗ 
bit to be. God geueth thencreaſe when they be alleape. That fozcſapb ſede 
hathe in tuery one, tuen of the Chꝛiſtians, his graſſe. his care,and his hat⸗ 
ucſt, In htm that is a Chiiſtian nouice, the coꝛne is pet vnpitfite, and 
lacketh his naturall ſhape. In them that be lately boꝛne again in Chiſte 
though baptiſme, the ſeede is ſpꝛongen into graſſe, which by the grenenes 
of innocencte,putteth eyery man in a toyfull hope that it will pꝛoue well, 
and come to good. Nowe when they are growen vp hyghet, by goyng 
fozward in Chziſtian vertue and Godlyneſſe then be they cared. 

And when eche of them is type after his manour,then is he cut doune 
with the ſickle. This ſickle is deathe,after whichethe wheate neyther wa⸗ 
reth —— — is made woꝛſe. noz bettet The barne ſignificth 
the life celeſtiall, 


And he ſaid: wherunto ſdal we lyken the kyngdome of God? o with what compa- The terte, 
tiſon al we compare it? It is like a grapne of muſtard ſecde, whiche wit it is ſowen 
in the carth,is leſle than all ſeedes that be in the carthe. When it is ſowen, tt growe:h 
vp. and is greater than al hearbes, and beateth greater bzaunches, ſo that the fowlcs 
of the ap2e may make their neſtes vuder the ſhadow of it. Ind with many ſucde pat a. 
bles ſpake he the woꝛde vnto the, after as they myght deate it, but without patadles 
ſpatze he nothyng vnto them. But when they wete alone, he et pounded all thynges to 
his diſcyples. and the ſame dap, when even was clime, he ſaid vnto them: let vs pac 
ouet vnto the other ſide. And they left the people, and coke htm euen as ye was in the 
chip: And there were alſo with hym other ſhippcs, 

Furthermoze the Loꝛde Jeſus ſhewed them by an other parable,a fi: 
gure of the ſucteſſe and pꝛoſperous going fozward of the goſpcll,to then⸗ 
tent that they, who as then vnderſtode not his ſayinges ſhould afterward 
knowe hy the end and p2ofe of the matter that theſe chynges were not done 
at all auentures,no2 by wotldly policte, but by the pꝛouidence of Goddes 
wyſdome. And bicauſe he woulde make his hearers to take better hede vn⸗ 
to his woozdes,he letyng as thoughe he hadde ſtande in doubte vnto what 
thyng he myghte beſte compare the kyngdome of Heauen: ſaped. 

Unto what thyng ſhall we ſayt that the kyngdome of Heauen is lyke- 
62 what compariſon ſhal I vſe, wherby J map expꝛeſſe the nature and ver⸗ 
tus thereof, vnto them that percetue nothynge ſaue alonelp what they ſee 
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with theyꝛ ipcs- It is lykt ( laitth he) a gtayne oꝛ coꝛne of muſtardeſeede, 
whiche l when it is ſowen is leſſe then all other ſeedes of heatbes, that are 
urn ot COw£enin the tattht: in ſo much that yr a man markt the quantitic oꝛ fozme 
dard lecde. therof,he loketh not that any great thing ſhould cũme of it. But as ſone ag 
the ſame is once ſpꝛong vp and gotten out of the grounde,then dꝛaweth it 
to the nature of a tree, waxyng hard from the ſtemme oz ſtalke, and ipꝛes 
dyng a b2odchts bzaunches beyonde the quantitie and meaſure of al other 
heatbes in ſo muche that it geueth ſhadowe vnto the fowles, and alſo con: 
Ind with ma uenient places for them to buylde,and make thcir neſtes in. M ith theſe 
ay fuch para» and many other like patables the Loꝛd Jeſus ſhewed the rude and groſle 
people, a figute of the ſucceſſe that the goſpel! ſhoulde haue, attempeting 
his woꝛdes vnto their capacities. He ſpake nothing vnto them at that time 
but in darke parablcs,becauſc they were not as the recepuable of plain c6s 
municacton. For pf he had ſayde,that he ſhoulde ſhoꝛtely haue bene ſlatng 
of the Jewes , but woulde anon afterrcelive , and ſpꝛede abꝛodt his gloꝛy 
thoꝛough out all the woꝛlde, ſo that he, who then ſeemed loweſt, and moolt 
abiecte of all petſons, ſhoulde be tight well knowen to be the ſouetaigne 
goucrnour of the whole wozlde, and that no mannec, wert he neucr lo hyghe 
in dignitie, ſhoulde fynde any quiceneſſe,oz (ure harbozowe, vnleſſe he fled 
foꝛ ſuccoure vnderncth his bowghes oꝛ b;aunches:pf he had, I ſay,ſpoken 
thus plainely vnto them, not one of them all woulde haue abyden his woz- 
des, noꝛ geuen any credence thetunto. Ind pet was it very expedient fog 
them, as it were by a dꝛeame, to remember theſe thpnges:bicauſc after; 
warde the thyng ſelke ſhoulde teache them what was meãte by the ſame pa⸗ 
tables. He ſhewed them in ſecrete communtcaciou the ſecrete vndetſtaͤding 

of euety parable that he ſpake vnto them. Thus was that day ſpent. 
nt whe When it was nowe almooſte nyghte,he commaunded his diſciples to row 
thep were a. hym ouer to the other ſyde of the water, Bicauſe faythe towardes Chatlte, 
pode x and by Chziſt to Godward , is the oꝛigimall cauſe of the encreale of the 
goſpel:the Lo2de percetuing that his diſcyples{who were as pet but rude, 
and weaklyngcs.) did geue no creoece vnto his doctrine,aetempted many 
waycs to bꝛing foꝛth in them, aud ſtabliſhe this fapth. When ſocuer nyght, 
that is to ſay, the ſtozinc of woꝛldly trouble, oʒ aduetſities cummeth vpon 
vs, then haue we chiefly nede of a ſtrong and ſtedkaſt taube towardes 
Chiſt. Ther toꝛe the diſciples obeyed his commaundemente, and ſo after 
that the people ( who coulde not folow hym) were ſent awape, they accoms 
panycd with cettayne other boates, degan to towe hym ouet to the farther 
ſyde.m the ſaine ſhippe that he then tau ght and preached in. The Apoſtles 
carry ouet Jeſus, when ſo tuet they go from plate to plate to ſettt fozth# 
pꝛeache the goſpell. He knewe tight well that againſt ſuche as ſo do, and 
be miniſters of Goddes woꝛd, there ſhould in time to camme be muche ſoꝛe 
buſpneſſe and trouble ſtirred vp, by them that loue better the vanities of 
this woꝛlde, then thoſe thynges that appcrtain to tuetlaſtyng ſaluation.

nes enfozced by the violence of the tempeſte.daſhed into the ſhyppe.ſo that 
they were then tu great daungcr, leaſt the hippe already filled with the 
great ſourges of the ſca, woulde haue ſoncken. In the meane whyle Jeſug 
layed his head vpon a pillo we, and ſlept in the ſhyp · This was no fapned 
ſlepe;he llepte in very dede beyng weryed with trauayle, and watchynges, 
as one that had a very natutall body of man. ſubiecte to all ſuche paſſions 
as outes are ſubiect vnto. But he was not ignoꝛauntewhat would betyde. 
ht wylie well there would a tempeſt atyſe. He knewe that the Apoſtlcs 
would be ſoze afraied, and wak en hym out of his lepe.Ye could not moꝛe 
cffectuallye teache them, that nothyng is to be dꝛad of thoſe that ſtedt̃aſtiy 
beleue in him. The diſtyples therfoze pynched hym as he ſlepte and when 
they had awakened hym, ſayd: Maiſtet ſlepeſt thou ſo ſoundely whyle we ena 
petyſhe⸗ and thynkeſt thou that it maketh no matter to the, yt we be dꝛou⸗ e102 not that 
ned: It was an argument of faythe, that when they were in daunger of wer.

windes a commaunded them the to ceaſe.Then he ſaid vnto the ſea:peace, 
be ſtil. Theſe two elementes whiche are obedicnt to no moꝛtall man, knew 
the vopce of their maker. Ind by and by the wynd alayed:the waues, and 
ſourges of p water left their tagyng a fell downe, there folowed a great 
calme. Then the Loꝛd tourned hym vnto his diſciples,and rebuked them 
fot their vnbelefe. Why(@ he)are pe ſo aftayed: haue you not pet, after p

He that was ſonne of man as touchyng the natural appetites of man) had 
not in this woꝛld where to reſt his head. Foz eucn dying on the croſſe when 
he had nothyng to lay his head on, he caſte it doune. and ſo pelded vp the 
qhoſt: But here in the ſhyppe he dyd not oncly take his teſte but alſo lated 
apilow vnderneth his head, a ſlept theron: a anon a ſtoꝛme aroſe, bicauſe 
we ould know what great daũget hangeth ouer p church ſo of as Chniſt 
ſicapeth in vs. He ſlepeth verily, when the ſhepherdes a paſtours of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtet floctze delited with the cõmodities, and pleaſurcs of this woꝛld, are in a

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ſound ſlepe,ſo that pf a man pinche them, oz cry vponthem neuer ſo much, 
pct can they not be wakened . Howe faſt a ſlepe arethoſe Byſhops, who 
bepng altogether geuen vnto ſenſualitte,dzonken with an vnlefull deſyꝛe 
to rule and plape the Loꝛdes, and wholly ſet toheape'vp money, neyther 
take any care fo2 the locke to them committed, nu haue any remembaaice 
of their owne ſowle health. noꝛ pct are moucd any whit at al with the com⸗ 
mon peryll.to awake out of their ſlepe, and thinke thus with them ſcifes- 
What do I madde man that J am: The Loꝛdes floche is committed vn:

me iu truſte withal. What anſwere (Hall I than make hym-J ſhould with 
enſainple of good ipuyng haue cared ltght befoze chrmeo cũetiaſyng al- 
uation:and by my naughty ſinnefull lyfe, I haue bene their guyde to hel, 
and dampnacion. I choulde haue fedde them with the doctrine ofthe Gol⸗ 
pell,and dyd not feede them a whit,but plucked of theit wolle by the rottg : 
but ſpoyled them of that they had, but ſlewe them. In ſtede of a father, 7 
behaued mp ſelf lyke a tiraunt,foz a Byſhop, J was a Wolke and a tob⸗ 
ber. Ind in the meane whyle the tempeſt diſozdereth all thynges, and ma⸗ 
keth a great confuſion. Jeſus , who is the true hcatdman of the churches 
and congregacions, ſlepcth,difſemblyng the matter, ſuffering the ſtoꝛme 
to aryſe: but hc ſlepethj ſo, that he ſtraight wapes awaketh at the crye, and 
calling of his. The ſhyppe that Chziſt(as p to the body is caricy 
in, is one: but ſhe hath mo accompanipng her. There is one catholike oz 
bniuerſal churche,and again there be many churches.Chult is lykewiſe in 
them all: Ind as many as do cleaue vnto the ſame head, be one con 
cion. No ſhip is dzowned þ foloweth Chziſt:Be they neuer lo muche 
with the waues of the water,neucr ſo muche tn icopardie of dꝛownyng pet 
haue they at the lengthe good arriuall,and cũ me ſafe vnto the hauen. 
But all this while. the tempeſt and nyghte do plainly teache vs that we can 
haue no mancr of apde and ſuccour of our owne ſtrength, and that al hope 
of ſaluacion is in Chyilt onely,if a man with full hart and mind put his 
truſt in hym. The d:uel cauſcth oftymes ſuche tempeſtes pꝛiuately to atyſe 
* in euerp mans ſoule. Fo after that the night doth once darken out mindes 
with errours:;after the light of faith doth katle, and the ſtrength of theuau⸗ 
geltke ſpirite, be(as pe would ſaye a ſlepe, and layed to reſt in vs, then do 
the win des of naughty luſtes ariſe, and greatly diſturbe the calme of the 
minde. The ſoule ſelfe is nowe in great haſacd:thcre is no helpe,neptherin 
towing noꝛ in ſaples. There is no remedp,but it muſt nedeg periſh and go 
to wiecke,if Chꝛiſt be not wakened out of his ſlepe by fcruent and (mpor* 
tune payers. If he heate not ſtraightwates when he is called on, yet ceaſe 
thou not. but pꝛicke, and pinche him til he be awake. By him onely ß calme 
and quietnes of the mind, ſhall continent be reſtozed. 0 
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C And they came ouer to the other ſide of the ſca, into the counttrep of the Gadete⸗

— \\.: Alutkered with conſtant courage of mynde: and that 
re ſuche trouble ſhould at one time 02 an other, be tur- 
ned into greateſt tranquillity and quictnes: So fo⸗ 
J wed there incontinent a fpgure,wherby was ſig⸗ 
2 > nifpcd ß there ſhould be in ſũme partes of the woꝛld 
—{o vplandiſhe and cryell people, that they would at 
the lyꝛſt bꝛunte by reaſon of their naturall crue!tie,refuſe and abhozre the 
doctrine ok the goſpell ; and pet ſhould it cũme to paſſe in pꝛoceſſe of time, 
p they alſo ſhould ware gentle, and louingly recetue the ſwete yoke of the 
lozdafter they once knewe it. Wherfoze aſſone as this ſtoꝛme was alayed, 
whiche fygured the ſtoꝛme of perſecucton, that pꝛinces ſhould ſtirte vp ta⸗ 
gyng againſt the goſpell, Jeſus, and ſuche as accompanyed hym, artiued 
on the other ſide ot the water. That countrep was called the countrey of 
the Seraſites, of a famous towne of Ata bie, named Geraſa, ioynyng vnto 
mount Galaad in the tribe of Manaſſe, not farre fro the lake, oꝛ tca of Ti- 
berias, Foz nowe the Lozd Jeſus maketh a foꝛeſhewe of the bꝛutiche, ano 
crucll barbarouſneſfe of certain nactons,of whom it may be doubted, whe⸗ 
ther they delerue to haue the name of mene, oz no: yet is there none lo lietſe 
ind laluage crucitie that we ought to deſpatre of. : 
Wherfoze aftcr that Jeſus was cummen out ofthe ſhyppe, and entred 
into this countrep, byanby, he lawe a ſight, whiche plainly declared the 
maners, and naturall diſpoſicion of that nacion. Foz when he was heatd 
tummyng there ſtarte out a certain felowe, vercd with a ſpitite of paſting 
vuclenneſſe.⁊ crucitie . This wꝛetched creature woulde not come where as 
any teloꝛt of people was, but liued ſill in ſolitary places,lurkyng, and hi⸗ 
dynghymſclfe in dead mens tumbes that were by the htghe way ſyde. 
Hey thet was there any that aſſayed any moze to bynde hym , becauſe he 
had bene octe tymes bounde befoꝛe, and alwates plucked the cheines aſun- 
der aud bꝛake the fettets in pietes. 
Neither was there any violence that coulde ſo reclatme hym but that he 
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beyng in caſe not able to tule him ſelf, would gad abꝛode at libertie , whi⸗ 
thet locuct the wicked fied infoꝛced him to go. For this cauſe he was vn⸗ 
bound, a wandcred vp + doune both night a day among dead mens tum⸗ 
bes, and in wylde mountapnes,cripng and beatyng hun ſelfe with ones. 
Nowe ik anyrekcn this to be(as it is in very deede)a milerable and a ter⸗ 
rible ſight. let him conſydꝛe with him ſelke, howe muche inoze milctadle a 
ſight in the iyes of almighty God, is he that hath nothyng cls ofa man, 
but d name onely: He. J ſap, that is matde and caſt away thꝛough tiotous 
liuyng, woode vpon hariottcs, mad vpon the diſe, and beſide him ſcife 
by reaſon of dꝛonkennes a bzauler , a robber oꝛ pꝛaye taktet. a breaker of 
the peace, a violet felow, ſuche a one as can neythet be reſtratned by Gods 
lau, ne mans:neythet let, and budled from his ſenſuall wultulnes by any 
ſhame,reyerence , oz fcare:bold to do what him lyketh: who foꝛ ſinall wa⸗ 
ges is hired to ga to what warfare ſocuet it be,. to ſie and murderſuch as 
he knoweth not, and neuer did him hatme to burn villages 4good tountcs, 
to rifle churches , and tynally to deſttoy all that euet holy is, oꝛ not holy. 
Put here vnto petiuries. blaſphemycs,and inceſtt, with the whiche vices 
ſuch leud ruffians as are of this ſozt,be well acquainted. Put hereto trea- 
ſons and poyſoninges, with che pꝛactiſe of att Magtke oz ſoꝛtety and the 
ſhalt thou cuidently percepue howe muche leſſe was the futy of the man 
thus vercd with the deuill. then of this wꝛetched and vnthuifty caytife.

- anon as he had a tatte of cſpyed Jeſu , he dzawen with an heauenly pos 
er, and ſodapnly chaunged,ranne vnto him and wurſhipped him. Ind 
rayghtwaycs the fiende beganne to cry with a loude voytt by the mans 
mouth and lay: What haſt thou to do with me Jeſu the lone of the higheſt 
Fo: be fade god: I require the by the name of God, that thou tutment me not.

wꝛought. The nobilitie of the ſupter made them moꝛe deſyꝛous to behold, 
Whetfoꝛe as eche of them pꝛeaſed to be nexte Jeſu,ſo was he papned with 
the thꝛongyng of the people.

In this pꝛeaſe was there a woman that had a filthy, a ſhametull, and 
Alſo an vncureble diſeaſe , and had bene ſicke ther ok, the (pace ok. xi. pete 
(foꝛ it was the bluddy lyr}whiche was in ſo muche the woꝛſc takyng ,be- 
cauſe whiles ſhe put great hope of tecouety in Phyſicians, that made het 
many fapze pꝛomiſes: and whiles dilapopnted of one, (he went vnto ano⸗ 
ther foꝛ boote that putte her in mozc aſſyrance oł health, and from him a⸗ 
gane to another , beyng continually fed with good hope, and comfozta* 
ble wozdes , ſhe ſpent all that euet ſhe had vpon them: and yet for all this 
ſo litle was ſhe holpen by Phiſike, that ſhe was in muche worſe caſe then 
ſhe Cou'd haue bene if it had not chaunced her to medle w the Phiſictans 
at all who whples they made many large pꝛomiſeg, and payncòo the pooꝛe 
wꝛetthe with their ſeruiceable diligence , bothe encreafed her olde griefe, 
and allo added therunto a newe , that is to ſay , vnto her bluddy flyxt, po⸗ 
ucrtite . Suche vndoubtedly ate the commune ſoꝛt of thoſe that pꝛofeſſe 
humaynt medicine. But it is oftymes ſeent that health is gotten by vt- 
ter diſpayꝛyng of health. After ſhe began once to diſtruſt the Philic ans, 
and they percctuyng that ſhe had nothyng left to geue thein, had nowe at 
the length geuen ſentence p there was no hope of her reconcry:than began 
ſhe to be neter vnto health then ſhe was befoze , Foz God healpeth none 
moꝛe willyngly then fuche a one as is cleane deſtitute and foꝛſaken of all 
woꝛldly ſuccours. This woman heard but tell of Itſu and furthwith the 
conceyued a wonderfull great confidence of hum and pꝛeaſed in among the 
thickeſt of the multitude . The baſhefutnes of womanhode , and the fyl- 
thynes of her diſeaſe, would not ſuffre her to do as the ruler of the ſyna⸗ 
goge did but the came behynd Itſu, and at the length when ſhe had with 
muche a do wound her ſelf out of the pꝛeaſe of people , whiche thtuſt and 
thꝛonged one another , then touched ſhe his garment. Fox ſhe had luche 
confidence in htm, that (he ſayd ſecretelp to her ſelfe in this wyſe: 
It J maytouche but the only hemme of his garment, J ſhalbe deliuered 
of my diſeaſe. When all the Phyſicians whiche toke muche money to — 
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het to payne, had geuen her outet, he happened to mete wich an other Phy⸗ 
(ician, who ſodapnly reſtozed her to pertite health, and that foz naught. 
She was not decctued in her truſt, Foz aſſone as ſhe touched the Lozdes 
garment, the yſſue of bloude was ſtaunched the humouc being lodaynly 
coꝛtected, whiche was wont to yſſue, and well out , as it had bene out of a 
quicke ſpꝛyng. Moꝛtouet ſhe felt nowe agapne the ſelfe ſame ſtrength and 
luſtines in al her body. that (he was wout to hauc befoze, oꝛ cucr ſhe began 
te be ſicke of this diſeaſe, 

Lct luche as be effeminate perſons, and made womanlike though er- 
celle, and woꝛldlye dclicactes oꝛ pleaſures , haue recourſe no whither cls 
fozſuccour, ſaue vnto Jeſu . Ik they trult to Philoſophicrs, lawyers,

C And Jeſus immediatly telyug in himſelte that vertue pꝛoceded from him, turned 
bim about in the pꝛeaſe, and ſayd. who touched my clothes: And his diſciples ſapd vn The texte. 
to him: thou ſceſ the people thꝛuſt the, and aſkeſtthou, who did touche me: ind he lo⸗ 
ked tound about fo to ſec Her, that dad done this thing , dut the woman teatſug, aud 
tremblyng(knowpng wheot was done within her came. and tell doune befoze bum, # 
toldt him all the truth, and he ſapd vitto her:doughtcr thy fapth hath ſaued the, go un 
peace, and de whole of thy plage. 

The Loꝛde having moze tegard to Gods glozy,X the health ofa greate 
many, than to the ſhamefaſtnes of one woman, knowyng r1ghtwell that 
he was touched, and that the woman had receyued the benefite of health 
therbp, turned him to the multitude pꝛeaſyng behynd him a ſayed: Who 
touched mp clothes e The diſciples thinkyng nothyng vpon this þ befell, 
anſwered the Loꝛd agapne and ſayd: Thou ſeeſt a greate pꝛeaſc of people 
thꝛuſt yng and thꝛongyng the on cucry ſide , and yet aſkeſt thou who tou; 293% dt 
cheth the? They that reade the goſpcll do touche Chuſte. Suche as do cõ vnto bym 
ſecrate oꝛ recepue his holy body, do the ſaine : but all are not healed whiche . 04 
do touche him. The woman alone that touched him with a ſtrong faythe 
was healed, Jeſus required no other rewarde fox his benefite , but onelye 
a conteſſion of the diſcaſe,x a knowledge of Gods mercye, Therfoze when — 
the woman conſtrapned by ſhamefaſtnes , helde her peace, truſtynge anon? 
that ſhe might ſtyll haue bene vndiſcryed he looked rounde aboute on the 
people. as thoughe he hadde bene deſirous to knowe her that had touched 
him. This lokyng about of Jeſus was a geſture of hym that coutteo uſly 
requy2ed a conteſſion of the benefite teceyued. He woulde not vtter her 
by name, leſt he ſhoulde haue ſemed to haue hit her in the teeth wyth the 
good tutne he dyd her. The woman ok a womanly ſhamefaſtneſſe and 
not ot anye vnthankefulneſſe , helde her peace . Then was there a 
p21Cke 02 pꝛouocacion geuen, to make her to put away that vnpꝛofitable 
ſhamefaſtnes, and to wꝛyng out of het an hollome 3 Foz — 
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man f-arrng is not the loke of Jeſu able to do: In this wyſe he beheld Peter, 4 furth⸗ 
anvtre017n3. with he came vnto him ſelfe agapn, The woman knowyng in what caſe

ſhe came vnto Jeſu and what great benefire ſhe had cecepyed ol him durſt 
not diſſemble the matter ,but all womanly baſhefulnes layd apart, came 
fcaring . and trembling befoze him. Fox ſhe ſtoode in great dꝛead , leſt he 
would haue rebuked het fox her leudneg. Then fel ſhe doune at his kneeg, 
and in the audience of them all. he wed the whole matter as it was in eue⸗ 
ty point without oup diſſimulacion oꝛ colouiyng: howe long the diſcaſe 
had hanged vpon her, howe Phylicke had bene pꝛactiſed in vayne howe 
ſhe touched his garment pꝛiuily, and what a great truſt ſhe had concetucd 
of him . The Loꝛd Jeſus loueth ſuche a conteſſion as cauſeth the ſpnner 
fo knowe him ſelte, and to geue all the gloꝛy vnto God fox the reſtitucion 
of his health, and fy nally that makcth him to pꝛouoke many moe to like 
fayth:puttyng vs in temembꝛa unte that of him onely cummeth fre health 
and ſaluacion, and that it maketh no matter how many, and how abomma⸗ 
ble mans enoꝛmities be, but how muche confidence one hath eyther in the 
power, oz els in the got dnes of almighty God. Jt the diſcaſe of thy inynd 
be ſ crete and vnk10wen , yet con ſeſſe it vnto Jeſu who neyther vttercth 
it agayne noꝛ imbꝛapdeth the therwith, but maketh the whole « If thou 
haue openly offended , then make thou open conteſſion, that like as thou 
haſt entiſed many by thy naugh'y enſample .to vice and ſin: vil tity ng, ſo 
contrary wyſe beynge turned from ſynne . thou mayſt pꝛouoke many to az 
mende they: liucs. That ſhamefaſines is vttetip to be putte au ay whiche 
bothe enuieth God his gloꝛy, and out neyghbour his ſoulc hca.th . Iſſu⸗ 
tedly thou (ſhalt be welt apaped that thou art rid the tot, when thou once 
fcicſt thp ſelfe moꝛe quict in conſcience thꝛough thy confcfſton , then thou 
waſt befo2c,as though thou haddeſt heard the ſelfe ſane wozdes of ß Loꝛd 
Jeſu that the woman hrarde. What heal de ſhe-Daughter,thefapth thou 
haddeſt in me hath reſtozed the vnto health, whiche phyſicke was not able 
to geue the. Depart with a ioyfull,and a quiet minde. J wpll that tt ou en⸗ 
toye this my benefite continually. O thou tuler of the Synagoge , (cell 
thou not Heateſt thou not theſe woꝛdes;! foꝛ al this was done to enſttuct 
the, and ſuche as thou art. The woman was ſicke of an vncurable diſcaſe, 
ſhe warcd daply woꝛſe and worſe and yet foz the notable faythe ſhe had in 
Jcſu.ſhe was healed by the onely touchyng of his garment. Ind thou cal⸗ 
leſt, as one would ſay the Phyſicia homc to thy houſe:thou commaundeſt 


hun to lay his hand vpon the pacient, and requireſt haſte, 
While he pet ſpake,th re came itð the t alet ot Þ Sinagoges houſe certaine whiche 
ſayd : thy doughtet is dead: why di ſeaſeſt thou the mayſtcr any utthet: And aTone 4s 
Jeſus heard the worde that was ſpoken, h. ſayd vnto the ruier ot cye Synagoge: Be 
not afrapde,onely beleue. And he ſuffered no man to folowe him ſaue Peter, Jamcs, 
and John the bꝛothet of James, and he came vnto the houſe of the rulcr of the Spna» 
goge. and (awe the wund ing. aud them that wepr,and waplcd greatly, and went in, 
and ſayd vut chem, why make pe this a do, and wepe 2 The damoſel 1s nat dead, but 
ſlcpeth:and they 14ughcd him to ſcoꝛne. But he put them al out, and tak; th the fatoct᷑ 
and the mother of the damaſcll, and then that were with him, and entcerh in where 
tte damoſel!i lay, and takety the damoſell by the hand, and ſayth vnto her. £2bita 
cumt, which is(it one do entecpꝛet it) damoſell, Yſay vnto the: ariſe aud traightway 
the d2moſell aroſe, and walked. Foz ſhe was of the age of rwclue yeres . And tder 
were atonyed out of mcaſure, and he charged them Rraightly that no man (hould 
knowe of it, and commaunded to geuc her meate. ;

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Tchties Jeſus was aunſweryng the woman, there came menſſengets 
from the ryler of the Synagogcs houle, whiche ſapde vnto hyin + Thy 
doughtet is deade. Why doeſt thou put the mayſter to furth:r papnes in 
varne: Theſe woꝛdes ſpoken,the ruler of the Synagoge who had befo2s 
adoubtfull hope mengled with muche ſcate, beyng nowe as a man in des 
ſpayꝛe, dutſt nate no farther ſuite vnto the loꝛd. The meſſangers put hun 
in deſpapze, ſaying: She is deade. So many are wont to ſpeake by thoſe 
perſons which haue fallen to the tommptting of ſome haynous enozmtte: 
as fo2 an enſample, ot aduoutrye , inceſt, thette, oꝛ manſlaughter,ſaying? 
he is at a poynt:he is paſt all goodneſſe. Surely Jeſus ſuffreth none to 
fall into deſperation, but ſuche a one as refuſcth to releue in hym. It is the 
pꝛop ettte of Itwes to deſpapꝛe. The good Chziſtian who knoweth the 
goodneſſe of the Loꝛde to be egall with his power, neuer deſpayꝛeth. Chꝛiſt 
therfozc holpe and lyfted vp the fayntyng hope of the ruler of the Syna⸗ 
goge, with lwete and cũkoꝛtable woꝛdes ſaping:be not afraped although 
it be ſo that thy doughter be deade in dede. One ly haue belefe. It ſkylleth 
not in howe euell caſe ſhe be but how ſtrong, and ſtedfaſte is thy fapthe. 
he ye had thus ſpoke. he came vnto the ruler of the Synagoges houſe, 
and centred in, but keaupng all the rablement ot peovle without does, ſut⸗ 
fryng not ſo muche as his diſciples, to go in with him laue alonely Sims 
Petet, James and John, who was Jaincs his bzother. Theſe folowyng 
hym he entred in to the ruler of the Synagoges houſc:thete tounde he all 
thynges ryght goꝛgiouſly and with great poinpe, pzcpared foꝛ the butyall 
of t e mapden,and beſyde this many of her kynſmen, and kynſwomen la- 
mentably bewaylyng her oucttymely death. Foz the common ſozte are 
wounte to take the death of yong folkes muche greuouſiper then of olde, 
whcre as in dede nothyng is moꝛe to be deſyꝛed of God, then in that age 
to dye, when it is moſte pleaſure to lyut:oʒ cuer the ſoule be blemiſhed with 
the manyfolde cuels of this pꝛeſent lyfe. Fox it litle foꝛceth how long a 
man liue but howe well, and vertuouſly. 

Teſus thetkoꝛe teachyng vs that we ought not to bewaple the deade with 
baine funcral ſonges cauſtd the mourners to ceaſe their noyſe. Why ſaith 
he. make you ſuche a clamoute and noyſe in the houſe with youre weppng, 
and waylynge! The mayde is not de ade, but aſſepe. Truly vnto hym ſhe 
dyd but ſlepe who coulde muche eaſlyet waken. and telyue her with a woꝛd 
of his mouth, then one of vs can wake a1 other aute of his ſlepe. Ind flepe 
is in tutty poynt a teſemblaunce and meditacion of death. Foꝛ it bꝛingeth 
to teſt the powers of the ſoule and taketh awaye lente, ſo that tf tt we. e cõ⸗ 
tynuall:it were very death in dede. But ſuch as ſtode by when the died, not 
pcrcepupng what Jeſus meante by theſe woꝛdes, laughed hym to ſkozne: 
becauſe he beleued ſhe was yet alyue. ſithe it euidentlytc appeared that the 
was dead. Jeſus dꝛoue al theſe folkes out a dooꝛes, which fylled the houſe 
full ot noyſe and dynne with theyꝛ vapne wepyng and waylyng, and dyd 
not only nothyng at al p2ofite the dead bodie therwtth. but alſo encreaſed 
the wokulneſſe of her parentes, and laughed hym the authour of health, to 
ſkozne. There nedeth not the preſence of ſuch people, where the ſoule beyng 
deade thꝛoughe ſinne, ts to be called agapne to the lyfe of innocencie and

This thing did Jeſus then in a nother mannes ſcucra'l houſe. What 
would he now doe, yr he ſawe the great pompe that ſome vſc in funcrals 
euen to very madneſſe⸗ There ate certapne perſons hiered to fapne mout⸗ 
ning and weping to crie oute, to teare the heare that many tyines is none 
ok theyꝛs. to knocke themſelues on the bꝛeſte to ſcratche they; faces, to caſte 
out woꝛdes that no franticke manne woulo ſpeake the like, full ot diſltuſt a 
bnbelefe. They (ct mylke by the dead katkes, thetwith to allure the ſoule, 
ſtraping and wandunge abode , into the bodye agayne They ofte 
tymes cry: and call vpon the dead body by name: Philip came agapne: 
Come agapne to vs good Philip. They chpde à bzaule with hyin laping: 
hy haſt thou fozſakcn thy frendes hy wouldeſt thou kpll vs with 
mourning⸗ Thou lackeddeſt nothing to liue all at pleaſure,nepthcr riches, 
nobilitie, honozable aduauncementes, beautic noꝛ age. O thou crucl felow 
O wꝛetches that we be. ic. Nowe put me hete vnto the trumpettes that 
ſounde vnto the deafe, the ſongyng men that ſynge vapne funcrall ſanges 
vnto the deade bodie, whiche hearcth them not: and doe not therby take a- 
wape the ſoꝛowe of the lyupng,but encreaſc it. Futthermoꝛe put hereto the 
long rowes of toꝛche beaters, and the rap of thoſt that are clad al in black, 
and inournyng apparel: Pea,ther be ſũme alſo which cauſe hozſcs trapped 
in blacke to be bꝛought into this pompous ſhewe, to carp the dead mannes 
klagge x coote armoure, a with theyz downe lokyng (foz theyz neckes are 
faſt bounde vnto theyz legges) to make as though. they (ought to theyze 
mailter that is deſcended and gone do done to hell. What ſhall J rchcatrſe 
che greate feaſt, a ſolemne bankettes that thep are wonte to make: the mags 
nifike, and coſtlie buildinges of tombes,as though there wer litle pompe, 
and ſuperfluite vſed in life,ercepte dead folkes dpd alſo declare themſelues 
to be attached with theſe vices. Now ſithens cuen tho that are of the vuleſt 
ſoꝛte of the heathen, ſuppole theſe to be mad a fond cuſtoines : howe muche 
moꝛe then ought they not to be had in vſt among chꝛiſtian men, which doe 
al ſlepe rather then dye, z ſhall awake agapne the laſte daye at the ſowning

thiſtoꝛye when Jeſu had all theſe folkes oute a dooꝛcs, he toke the parentes 
of the mayden and went into the ſecrete chambꝛe wheras the coatſe lape. 

Fo his pleaſure was that they ſhould be witneſſes of the nnracle whiche he 
entended to woꝛke. Hete þ Loꝛd toke the mayden by the hand, à as thoughe 
he woulde haue wakened her out of her (lepe,ſayde vnto het: Tabithacu- 
nu, the whiche in the Syuan language is as muche ta ſaye, as: howe may! 
den, atiſe. Suche as ate in a depe oz ſounde ſlepe cannot many tymes be 
wakened, althoughe a man call them ofte tyincs with a loude voyct, and 
pynche them neuet ſo muchc:and when they be called vp, yet dot they not by 
and by awake, but being a good while halfe allepe oꝛ dꝛouly, gape, ſtretche 
theyz armes,nod with thepz heades, that manye tymes the chynne ſtryketh 
the bꝛeſt e: and if a manne call not ſtyll vpon them, they fall aſlepe againe. 
Thys deade mayden roſe kutthwith. and walked at the vopce of Jeſu, be- 
png not only teliued, but allo verpe merye.and iot unde. Fox the ſoule which 
though thenkoꝛcement of the diſeaſe had foꝛſaken the bodye , knewe the 
voyce of hys maker x without dclape returned agapne into the houſe that 


it went out ok.

It a man wade depet herein, and ſerche what ſe⸗ 
crct learning lycth hid in this miracle. ( toꝛ euen the very doinges of Jeſu be 
parablcs) it ſhall appeare that this dead mayden of twelue pcare olde, and | 
ſcarcelye yet matpable, ſignitieth a man, whiche by ftayltie ofnature hathe | 
fy2(t fallen to the committyng of ſome pꝛiuie cryme 02 ſynne, and therfoze, : 
becauſe he is not yet paſt regarde of honeſtie noꝛ by long cuſtome rooted in * 8 
ſynne, mape with the medicine of ſhame, eaſlye be holpen,and cured there⸗ 1 
ot. Whe any ſuche offedeth,it becommeth the Curates and paſtours to fo⸗ ii 
lowe the gentle demtandut of Jeſu,who without makyng any great adoe, 1 
rapſed the mayden at home in the pꝛeſente of a fewe witneſſes. It ſhall be ' "28 
ſufficient to rebuke ſuche as haue thus offended 4 done amiſle,ſecretlp:lcaſt : 
they2 fault beyng once diſcloſed,they eythet ſet al Hame aparte, oz els pyne 
awape thzough ouermuche ſoꝛowe and heaupneſſe. 

The kyꝛſt offence yk it happẽ thꝛoughe frapltte à weakeneſſe, is very ſons 
amended. It is mucye harder to cute hym whoſe wickedneſſe is once come 
to the knowleage of the people: and hardeſt of all to heale ſuche a one as is 
hardened a rooted in ſynne by longe cuſtome of ſynnpng. And therfoze he 
tayſeth the maydẽ by vertue of his bare woꝛd in her fathers ſeucral houſe, 
ſuffryng fewe to be pꝛeſent therat. But he maketh moe a doe when the pog 
ſpꝛyngalt, which was bozne out vp6 mennes ſhoulders to be buried is re- 
ſtoꝛed to lyfe againe.His mother and all the people that go with her, make 
great mone and lamentacion. The pong man is had out to buripng, and 
tyꝛſt his mother heareth Chuilt ſaye: wepe not. Then Chatſte toucheth the 
coffy11, and tauſeth the pozters to ſtaye. Anon he calleth the dead man with 
aloud voyce,ſaping:Powe, I ſay to the,ariſe.The fyzſt he rayſeth himſelf, 
\(itteth tn the coffyn: afterward he begynneth to ſpeake: at the length he 
whyppeth out of the coffyn,and is delyuered vnto hys mother. 

But Chit commaundeth Lazarus graue to be ſhewed hym as though 
he knew not where it were: he wepeth onte. oꝛ twyſe. He ts troubled, and 
Troneth in ſpirite. He commaũdeth the graue ſtone to be remoued and cal- 
leth oute Lazarus with a loude voyce. The deade man commeth oute, but 
bounde: At the length he is vabounde, and falleth to his meate. In

It was no moze maiſtrie fo2 Chult to tayſe vp the karkas which had lane 
fower dayes dead, then the bodienewly deade, who at the day of dome wp!l 
by the voyce of thaungel,raple and call to lyfe agapne, all nicnncs bodics 
that haue bene burycd in ſo manye thouſand pcares befozc: But by thys 
fygure his wyll was to ſhewe vs howe muche a doe it ts foz thein to tutne 
froin ſint̃ull lyuyng, who of long tyme haue ben accuſtomed to vyccs, not 
to the end that we (ſhould deſpayꝛe of ſuch perſons, but becauſe we ould 
endeuoute to amende out lyues tn ſeaſon, and moze eatneſtlye go aboutt 
to bzynge all chat arc in ſuche caſeto amendment. Moꝛcouer J thynke 
it alſo here woꝛthye to be noted, that where as Jelus woulde haue hys 
benefite publyſhed of the Geralite polleſſed of the dyuell, yet commaun⸗ 
ded he the ruler of the Synagoge to kepe ſilence. Foz the enuious Sma⸗ 
goge went aboute by all mcanes, to oucrwheline and oppꝛeſſe the glozy of 
the Loꝛde Jeſu, the whiche Synagoge dyd alſo afterwarde beate the I: 
poſtles, a charged thein that they ſhould not be ſo hardy as once to ſpcake 
ot hig name. But theyꝛ enule pꝛeuayltd nothyng at al. The moze they went 
about to oppꝛeſſe his holſome name, the moze was it pꝛeached among the 
Gentileg. The pꝛieſtes holden the pꝛ peace: The Phatiſeis crye oute, and 
ſpeake agaynſt hym : The Scribes rayle vpõ hym : Hetode laugherh him 
to ſcoꝛne: but wurſhyppers of Jdolles,theues, crtozcioners,and ſuche ag 
are attached with the vices of inceſte and aduouttp, ſodapneiye delyucted 
by the grace of the golpell from they oldc ſpnncs, as from moſte fell and 
ctuell dyuels, do magnifie and pzapſe hym.

Therecfdze Jeſus, who attempted to go vnto the Geralitcs, fozſoke the 
aces nighe vnto the water ſide, and returned backe in to hys owne coun⸗ 
ttty leaſt he ſdould haue ſemed readter to do ſtraũgets 2 fozcyncrs good, 
then hys owne countrep men.

uety where cotinually. Howe when the ſaboth was come vpõ Þ which day znd whe the 


$ Jewes wert wont accoꝛding to an aũcient. a tight laudable cuſtomc they 
had, to aſſeinble together, not becauſe they would paſſe the holpe tyme that 
is to lat, loſe it with the beholdyng of folyſhe ſyghtes tellyng ol vayne a 
vntruyttull tales, vſyng of vnholie paſtyme, oꝛ ſpngyng of ydel balades x 
ſonges but by holy communication eyther to leatne goddes lawe them ſel⸗ 
uts oꝛ cls to tcache the ſame to other: Icſus entted into the Synagoge 
mipke manout as other dyd to gyue an enſample to hys. whercby al men 
ſhouide perceyue what a great ſhame and diſhotieſtic it ſhoulde be foꝛ vs 
ciniſti an men, ſithens the Jcwes (0 earneſtly laboured thaoughly to lcatne 
and knowe a carnal law, whiche nepther was perfite ne Youlde continews 
fo2 euet, and was wꝛytten but of Moyſes a moꝛtall man, vt uc would not 
with ſemblable oz rather moze diligence, ſtudpe to knowe the Philolophie 
x doctrine of the goſpel, whiche the very ſonnt of god his ownelelte taught 
and (ct foꝛth vato the woꝛlde. Wherkoꝛe when Jeſus was teachyng in the 
temple.hys authozitie was the leſſe eſtemed of many, becauſe he was right 
well knowen vnto the,as pettapnyng vnto the fleſh, They knew his pooꝛe 
patentes, and the ſimple and homely houſe that he came oute of. But they 
neuer ſuppoſed any thing at al of his heauely father, # cucrlaſting houſe, 
from whence he came downe fo2 our cauſe. They knewe his fathers occu⸗ 
pacion,wherwith Joſeph mayntapned andfounde his houſe the which ſci⸗ 
ence hymſelke alſo pꝛactiſed in hys fy2ſte pcates. He was a catpentout.a cõ⸗ 
ucnient occupacion foz hym, by whome the heauenlye father once made 
this whole woꝛlde. By a carpentour inankynde was created and made, and 
by a carpentour inete it was Þ man ſhaulde be repayred, Therfoze when 


thoſe that knew Jeſus (who vntyll he was almoſte thirtie ycares olde, ly⸗ and mary $ 


ucd among his frendes.and neuer appeared to haue any knowleage inthe warez 


Phariſcis learnyng)heard hym teache with great authozi'ic,ſuche thynges u. 


as they neuer had hearde betoꝛe, of the excellently well learned Phatiſeis, 
theywondꝛed greatly, ſaying one to another: how is this felowe lo ſodayn⸗ 
lie chaunged x become another man-from whence hath he al theſe thinges- 
4 what newe kynde of wyſdome ts this p is geuen him-frs whence t:ath he 
this mpghty x effectuall power to wozke myꝛacles, ſo greate as we neuer 
heard Þ like to haue ben in any of p pꝛophetes? Sith he hath ben fr6 rs but 
a ſhoꝛte whylc, how cõmeth it to paſſe Þ he is come agayne ſodaynly altted. 
xcicanc cha:iged- Js not this þ ſelte ſame Jeſus the carpentour, the ſonne 
of Toſeph the unyght a Matya pooꝛe ſpmple woman-Dpyd not we know 
hum. a al his kinred, x pzogente-Do not the nert of his kin, that is to ſap, 
bis bꝛethꝛen x ſyſtets . dwell here amõg vs / Ind ſo they had halfe diſdapne 
at J tſu, that he. who not long befoze was taken koꝛ an vnderlynge and a 
perlon of no reyutacion was now ſodaynly cralted to highe eſtimacion. 4 
authouttte, Fo they were offended with thumbecillitie, and weak neſſe of 
his fleſhe wherof they had ouer muche knowltage. When 


The paraphzaſe of Eraſmus vpon 


Jifas forve, When the loꝛde Jeſus perceyued this, he ſayde vnto them: Apzophete 
dato chem : Ig no wherc moꝛe diſpiſed then in his owne tounttey among his altaunce, 
"9! betet benneſinen,and kamyltates. Ghoſtly buſineſſeyll agrecth with fleſhiye al 
” - fections,neyther is it in anye wyſe beſempng pa true pꝛophete oꝛ preacher 

of the goſpel, who teacheth vs to ſet nought by this woꝛlde, who pꝛomy⸗ 
ſeth the ioyes uf heauen, who teacheth that we muſte be newelye bozne 
thꝛoughe haptiſme in Chꝛiſt Jeſu, who teacheth alſo that we ought to moz⸗ 
tifie our membꝛes whiche we haue vpon catth to thentente we maye lyue 
goſtlie in heauen: it is not be ſemyng, J ſape that ſuche a one here know ei⸗ 
ther countrey, houle.acquayntaunce, kynred,oz ftendes. Neyther is it any 
matuaple yt earthlp citizins knowe not hym agayne, ſince he is now made 
deniſcen of an other countteyte. 

nd v:conlde XOherfoze Jeſus, thoughe he were almightye, and deſpꝛous to ſaue as 

rutracle.c, Many as might be, yet coulde he not there among his countreymen wozke 
many mtracies, foꝛ Þ he was letted ſo to do by the vnbelefe of his acquayn⸗ 
taunce + kynneſfolkes, Foz where as beyng among aliauntes he had eas 
ſelye cured very many of al kyndes of dyſeaſcs,caſt out dyuels, and healed 
leapers, here in his owne countrey,he onely healeth a few ſicke folkes,and 
that with the laying of his handes vpon them. 

The texte. ¶ Aud he went aboute by the townes that laye on eue ty ſyde, teaching: and he cal. 
led the twelue. and began to ſende them tur th, two and two, and gaue them power a⸗ 
gapnge vncleane ſpitites. And commaundeo them that they oulde rake nothyng in 
their tourney, ſauea rod onciy, no ſctippe. no bead, no money in their put ſe, but Gould 
de hoowed with ſandales: And that they ſhould not put on two coates, 

Fox this cauſe he as one merueplyng at ſo great vnbelefe of his countrey- 
men, departed fr6 thence,x trauapled thzoughout al the tounes à bozowes 
thet about, ſowing cuerp where as he went p ſede of the goſpel. Hcrebp were 
the diſciples couertly monyſhed, that in thinges concernyng the preaching 
a (ctting foꝛth of the goſpel,thep ſhouldc in no wile truſte vnto wozldly afs 
fections/fo2 the (elf ſame thing which the chaunced bnto Jeſu in his coun⸗ 
trey, (houlde afterwardes betyde them in Jewzie) but go whercſotuer 
they ſawe any hope, and lykelyhode of plentifull encreaſe.There the pzeas 
chyng of the goſpcll bꝛyngeth koꝛth frupte moſte abundauntly where ſoe- 
uet the hearets are enclined to beleue. Suche enclinacton to beleuc,ts there 
neythet among kynred,ÞPhariſets,no2 kinges.Kynred diſpyſeth, the — 
riſcis haue diſdayne and enuie, and kinges laughe to ſcoꝛne the foly 

of the croſſe. Nowe was it highe tyme that the Apoſtles whiche were by 

Ind he ta led Chʒiſt appoynted to the miniſtracion of the ghoſpell, and had alreadye 4 
To > while folowed hymcontinually, ſhoulde as it were, make a flourithe 
lands. bcfkoꝛe their office and nuniſteric,and geuetheir captayne a ſap of their dilts 

gence, and lopaltie. Voherfoze he called vnto hym thoſe twelue,whome as 
moſt wo:thy pcrſons, he ſpecially choſe and piked out to take this charge 
vpon the:+ beyng aſſembled befoze him he enſtructed them al with one ler 
mon oꝛ leſſon ,to thentent that they ſent of one maſter, a hauyng lykt com- 
maundementes gyuen them ſhould not in anie wyſe diſagree in theyꝛ p2ea- 
ching one from another. Jud becauſe they ſhould the moze pꝛokite # edikie, 
he ſent them oute by two and two, putting vs in remebzaunce by this cou⸗ 
pling of the together, of bꝛothetlye charitic:without which there cůmeth no 
pꝛofit of Þ goſpel. He limitted vnto euery couple, as it had bene - —_—

deputies 02 lieuetenauntes ,they2 pꝛouince. For this was betpe expe⸗ 
dient to be done, foz the enlarging of the ktngdome of the goſpell. He lent 
them out weaponleſſe , leſt that mans apdes ſhould chalenge any thing in 
this heauenly bulpneſſe. 

Further leſt theyz authozitie ſhould haue bene litle eſtemed foꝛ as muche — 
as they were but fiſhers, vndetling ſimple tolkes, and vnlettred, he gaue gend . 
thtim that power, which woꝛldly pꝛinces ate not able to geue to theyz am⸗ 
baſſadouts and deputies. Foz he gaue theun power to delpucr men of di⸗ 
ſcalrs, and to caſt out diuels. What like thing can the emperour geue he 
can giut abundaũce of gold, and ſuuer hooſtes of men, battaple ares, 4 al 
manour of attylatie, and engynes belonging to warte, whercof he hath 

tat ſtoꝛe and plentie. But there is no heade officet, oʒ deputie of his, who 
bath ſo great vertue,that he can by calling vp6 themperours name, heale 
ſo muche as mennes iyes when they be bleared. And he gaue this power 
viito his diſciples vnder condicion that they choulde therewith, freely and 
without reward taking helpe all thoſe that neaded the ſame, 

Now to thentent they ſhould be the better pꝛepateo to take in hand, and Lad «6menn- 


ded them that 


erecute that office. whiche requireth ſuche a myniſtte as ts quicke a ſpedie, they Wound 
and not a luſkyſh loytetet 02 luggerde, he charged theim to carrie no ma⸗ —— notytng 
nour of baggage, vitaple , 0z weapon with thezm in this tourneye, ſaue a 
rodde onlyc : not a ſcrippe to put they? vytayles in, not ſo muche as bzead 
which maye be carricd about without a lcrippe, noꝛ gitdels lade with mo⸗ 
ney, neyther weare any bootes vpon they legges, but only be ſhod with 
ſandcls,to kepe the ſoles of theyꝛ fete, that neyther the ſtones ſhould hurt, 
noꝛ thoꝛnes puicke theym:and finally to content them ſelfes cuery md with 
one garment, The entent of Jeſu who gaue theſc enſtructions was nothig 
tis but after a groſſe manour , to inculke and beate into the heades of his 
diſciples (who wert as pet rawe andignozaunt} how ſuche a one as taketh 
on him the miniſtration of the golpell, ought to be diſburdened.x free from 
all care of coꝛpoꝛall thinges,leſt any ſodayne chaunce befall , p maye hin- 
dꝛe the encreaſe and pꝛoceding of heauenly doctrine. Xs this buſineſſe was 
fare diuetle from woꝛldlye affaires: euen ſo was this kind of ambaſſade 
02 legation newe and ſuche a one as had not bene vſed befoꝛe. They receps 
ucd a fourme of doctryne ,leſt they ſhould pzcſume to teache any thong 
which theyꝛ mayſtet had not taught them befozc. Ind this thing helde they 
commune with the legacions of man, where it is deathe to paſſe the lumy⸗ 
teg of the commanundementes,02 commiſſion. They arc ſent all of one loꝛd 
with like power, leſt any dildayne oꝛ pꝛiuie malice ſhould ariſe among 
theym. T hey are ſent by two and two together , becauſe they ſhould re- 
membꝛe bꝛotherly charitte,and one bother ayde an other . They are ſent 
to lundꝛy places and countteys, to thende that moo ſhould take p2ofite of 
the golpell. They haue power geuen them to heale diſeaſes , but in $ name 
of Jeſu:becauſe that like as they teteyued another mines learning to diſ⸗ 
pence and teache taithfullte and not theyꝛ owne,ſo ſhould they know that 
it was goddes power and not theyꝛs, wherewtth they cured diſeaſes , 
He koꝛbad theim to carrie about either ſcrippe , bead, money, oz two 
cotts ,becuulc they ſhould with full affiaunce hang vpon the pꝛomiſe of 
theyz maiſter, and haue ſure confidence to be ſafe from all the fozce and 
Gg violence 
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violence of thepꝛ enemyes thꝛoughe his helpe: and perfitlye kno we that by 
bis pꝛoudence, thep ſhoulde waute nothyngpcrteyning to the tempoꝛall 
neceſſitie of the bodie . Foz where as nothyng is able to ſuffice ſenſualitie 
and pleaſute, ſo the leſt thing that mape be.ſufficeth the neceſſttie of nature, 
- Neyther dyd the 02d ſpeake theſe woꝛdes meaning therby as thoughe it 
ſhould neuer be lefull foꝛ tyoſe that be miniſters and pzeachers of the gol- 
pell to carte about with them any neceſlatie litle fardcll,o2 money.ſince he 
Apoſtles x biſhops are not in our tymc atraped ſo to do(Pea paradueture 
it is moꝛe pꝛaiſe woꝛthie yt a ma would on bis owne pꝛopꝛe colt x charge, 
teache the goſpell) but by ſuche manour of tigutatiue ſpeakinges called of 
the Gtckes hyperbole his entent was to pluckt out of his dyſciples myn⸗ 
des ( who were as pet groſſe and rude)al carefulneſſe foz thoſe thinges that 
are wont to be an hinderaunce 02 let vnto the mpnd , when it goeth about 
any heauelp entetpꝛiſe:els wilt he wel that they would not foꝛget to ſpeake 
as foloweth : Thou ſendeſt vs out to countteis that we knowe not, and 
makeſt vs, who are naked and weaponleſſe, to be many wapts in ieopetdu 
of out liues. But who (hall feede vs i! hongre come vpon vs: who ſhal de- 
fend vs tf any violence be vſed againſt vs:wao ſhal cloothe vs if it chaũce 
to be colde weather Thou wilt haue vs to teach trecly. Thou wilt we cure 
menne foz naught. But he that liueth in a ſtraunge countrey ncadeth was 
nyc thinges. 

This penſtue and filthie carefulneſſe,breauſe fo the moſt part it ſpyins 
geth of diſtruſte,he earneſtlye went about to wede out of theyz myndes as 
a thing not beſemyng the greatneſſe and weyghte of ſuche a buſyneſle as 
they were deputed vnto. Furthermore the figuratiue manour of (;caking 
that he vſeth.ſerueth hete vnto p ſuche thinges as he teacheth theun mayt 
the depeliar be faſtened in theyꝛ rude and ignoꝛaunt myndes . i oz the teas 
cher of the goſpell hould nothing offend it he ware ſhoes , oꝛ had two co⸗ 
teg, being amongeſt the barbarous people called Gere , oz cis if he did take 
vitayle,and a good ſumme of money with hun, being in gate to the ſandes 
of Akrike oꝛ to ſumme nation where as thete is no genttle entertaynment, 
and tectyuing of ſttaungers. But what thing ſo euer hyndꝛeth the pꝛo⸗ 
cedyng of the golpell , the ſame is vtterlye to be tenounced. Nowe conſi 
dꝛe me, with how great a butthen they goe charged to the minyſtracion of 
the goſpell , who carrie about with theim pꝛincely tichts, digmties , pꝛo⸗ 
mocions woꝛldly pleaſutes, and a grecdie defire to be auenged if any thing 
happen to theyz grefe, and diſpleaſure. This fardell that Chuſtc ſpeaketh 
of here, is rather in the mynde, then in carrying about of ſcrippes . and ſu- 
pctfluous clothing. Who lo will not caſt awap alt theſe fardels( Þ meane 
of mynd / the ſaine is not meete to be the meſſengtr, and ambaſſadoure of 
Jeſu Chuſt.Likewiſe thete is a figuratiue ſpeaking in the thinges which 
he licencech then to vie. Fox he geueth theim leaue to vſe eche one a wand. 
and a papre of ſandals. The lighteſt manour of ſhooe that 1s ,is þ ſandall, 
and it ſo ſauckh the fecte from taking any harme that it letteth not a man 
to make quicke ſpede in his tourney. Thertoꝛe it ts but one thyng that he 
moniſheth, which permitteth theim to vſe ſandals, and fozfendech to wears 
ſhooes.Foz he foꝛbyddeth nothing els,but Nackneſſe in dopng of theyꝛ du⸗ 
tie, and echoꝛttth thetin to bſe ſpedineſſe therin, 


A gayne 
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c1t is but one thing that he watneth thetm of, which geueth thein 
—.— carts a wide ,and taketh awaye from theim the ve of ſtaues. Foz 
a wand ſocoureth and ſtapeth the walking manne, and n | 
him in his tourneye, but rather cauſcth hum to make quicker fpede, Howe 
the ſtaffe as it burthencth a manne to deate if:fo is it wont to be carried a⸗ 
gainſte violence. Therkoꝛe he that permitteth them to vſe no other weapon 
but a wande only, and foꝛbiddeth theim to cattie a ſtaſfe, willeth vndoub⸗ 
tedlyt that the pꝛracher ol the golpell be by no other ayde ſafelpe fenſed a · 
gainſt thaſſaultes of puell ien, then by thonlpe helpe of Chꝛiſte. A wande 
is mete fot a wayfaring man and a ſtaffe for a fighter. Moꝛeouet he that 
hath the handeling of the goſpell,muſt alwayes goe foꝛward to thinges of 
higher perfectton,and be fardeſt from deſire of reufgement, 


and be ſaid vnto them : whereſoeucr ye entre into an houſe, there abyde dll tyli 


pe depart thence , Ind whoſocuer ch al not recepue you, ns? heare pou, when ye depart The textt. 


thence ſhake of the df , that is vnder pour feete, fo a wytnes vnto them. Werelp A 
ſay vnto you: it Mall be eaſter fo: $odom and Gomo? in the day of tudgement , theu 
fo; that citie. And they went out and preached that men ſhould repent , and they caſt 
out maup deuils, and annoynted many that were ſickc with ole, aud hcaled them. 


Itter that Chꝛiſte hadde plucked this carefulneſſe out of the mpndes of 
his Ipoſtles , then went he about to ſhewe theim a wape howe it ſhould 
cumme to paſſe that they ſhould neuet nede to be cartfull foꝛ ſuthe thlges. 
Take ye no thought, ſaith he. neither fox harbozoughe,ne ſuKenaunce:but 
after pe once be entted into village, oꝛ citie , wheteſoeuet it be pour chaũce 
to be teteiued be the houſe neuer ſo pooze and homely, thcre abpde pou till 
ſuche time as pou thinke it meete foz you to depart ſumme _ 8, mo⸗ 
ued thꝛoughe deſtre to ſet koꝛth and aduaunce the goſpel! , Ind being but 
fewe in numbze , and contented with a litle , you ſhall not be chargeable. 
geaſtes to ane man. It is in manoure tmpoſſible that there be anywhere 
any good towne oꝛ citie ſo farre paſt all grace and goo oneffe, wherin there 
tan not one manne be found who will be glad to recetue ſuche geſtes as ye 
are.ſince there are manye whiche will not ſticke to wage a phyſician with a 
largc ſalatie and ſend foz him a great waye. 


pt you chaunte to cumme to anyeſo vnkynd acitie, 0z houſe , that the urn ebe. 


them of pour owne acoꝛde an heauenly gifte oz pzeſent , wherewith bothe 
bodies and ſowles ate healcd,yct ceaſe you not for a fete hard hartevd per⸗ 
ſones to doe the buſineſſe you haue taken in hand: but pet depart pou oute 
of that citie foꝛ a ſeaſon, to other cities: à e2 ere pou goe awaye , embꝛayde 
ſuche perſones as would not recetue you, they great folie, and mad- 
neſſe. Gette pou oute into the ſtteetes, and ſhake of the duſt ſtycking on 
pour f̃tete, that they mape call to remembzaunce howe there came ſumme 
vnto thetm, who freclp offred theim health and ſauetie, and bzought theim 
the ioykulleſt meſſage that could de: and may further percetue that like as 
ſoercellenta good thing cannot by any manoure of reward be woꝛthily 
recompenſed,euen ſo ſuche prectous wate and matchaundiſe oughtnot to 
be thuuſte to any whiche lotheth the ſame , and is not willing to recepue it: 
and this doyou to thentent they mape blame them ſelfes foz theyz owne 
daͤnacions becauſe they would rather periſhe, when they might * — 
Gg. ui. aut 
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ſaued: and alſo knowe perfitely how you ſought fot nothing els among 
theim, but only the health and ſaluacion of your nepghbours, in ſo muche 
that you would not endamage them as muche as with the loſſe of a lite 
quantitie of duſt. It becummeth well ynoughe my ambaſſadours to vſe 
ſuche manour of pꝛoud demcanure againſte froward, and diſdapnfull 
perfons . At your departure (peake vnto thcim this one thing folowing, 
althoughe they be not willyng to heate it: knowe pou that whether poy 
teceyue vs, 02 recepue vs not, the kingdom of God ts cumme. Tf pou res 
ceyue vs, it is cum to your great wealth and commoditie. But pf you re- 
cepue vs not, pet ſhall the lame cumme to your great euyll, and confuſion. 
When Chꝛiſtes meſſegers were fourniſhed with theſe neceſſarics fox their 
lournep, they toke theyz leaue of theyz mayſtet, and as it was geuen theim 
tn commaundement,they moued and erhoꝛted all menne to be repentaunte 
koʒ they; foxmer [yfe, hewing them how the kingdome of God was alreas 
dye pꝛeſent, whiche thꝛoughe fayth of the golpel, would bzing vnto all men 
perfite cighteouſneſſe. Fox the chiefe 4 puncipall part of preaching of the 
goſpel is foꝛ a manne to geue faythe vnto the doctrine that he heareth, and 
to beleue the pzompſes. When the loꝛde Jeſus had with theſe , and manye 
other like leſſons, d:ligently enſtructed his dyſciples , then the lame twelut 
headmen of the kingdom of heauen toke tycpz tourney , and the inatier wet 
fozward,and had goodſucceſſe. 

They p2cached vnto all menne that they ſhould be penitent foꝛ theyz 
kounet ſinnes, and that no man ſhould truſt vato his owne dedes and mc⸗ 


Sone bn rites,but onely haue ſure belefe in the pꝛomiſes of the golpell. Ind they 


u q uno ſumme that lyſtened and gaue diligent eare vnto they: pꝛeachyng.

There lacked not here a teadie power to woꝛke mitacles, which made thus 
woꝛdes to be beleyed, thoughe theim ſelues were neuer ſo limple perſones, 
and vnknowen, | 

They anoynted the ſicke people with ople , and the ſame were healed, 
They commaunded the hurtfull ſpyrites to goe out in the name of Jeſu, 
and they went oute. That ople was not a medicyne (fox who healcth all 
manour of diſeaſes with one medicyne)but a ſacrament. The ſkynme was 
outwardly anoynted with viſible oyle and the bodie was made hole. But 
theyz ſowles wh iche anon after ſhould be delyucrcd from the dyſc ales of 
vice and ſynne, were to be anopnted with the oyle of grace inuiſible. by our 


-  anopnted Jeſus Chit. Wherkoꝛe it was not by vertuc of ſuche papers, 


and enchauntmentes as wytches 2. magicians vſe that they caſt oute dy⸗ 
urls, but by woꝛdes pyth ye and effectuall through an cuangelike faythe, 
This was vndoubtedly the veryt power of the kingdom of heaue. What 
was moe abiecte, vile, and leſſe regarded then the Apoſtles were- But the 
leſſe that theyꝛ power was, the moze manyfeſtlye dyd it appear that all 


that cuer was done, came to paſſe by the might and power of God. They

neyther had tiches, learning, office, garde to defend theim, nobilitit fame 
noꝛ authoꝛitie. To be ſhoꝛte, they had nothyng els but a playne and a ſims 
ple fapthe in Jeſu,who:ne they as pet knewe not perfitlpe. 

And kyng Derode heard him ( foz his name was ſp2cad ab2ode ) and he (aide? 


Johu Baptiſt is tiſen agayne from the dead, and thertoꝛc mp2acles are wought by 
hym: othcr ſayde it is ſHeltas, ſome ſayd it is a pzopyert,as one of the p3opheres, meu 
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when {erode heard of him. he ſaide : it is Jou, whome bene ade d, he is riſen ſrom 


death agaync. Foz Derode hun ſelte had ſene tutti menne of warte, and layde hades 
vpon J obn,and bounde him, and caſt him into pzyſon toꝛ Oetobias ſakc, his brother 
pbylippes wife(berauſe be bad martied ber.)

ſo that his name wes nowe kriowen even vnto kyng Hetode. Foz it is ves 
ty late cre kpngcs knowe Jeſu , whome it behoucth frſte and chicllie to 
knowe him: neither ate there any that knowe him wozſe , and leſſe fox theyz 
lowlt healthe, then they doe. Aktet that Itſu dad wꝛought ſo manpe, a ſo 
tuident miracles that no man could cauill, and ſape they wete fapned thin⸗ 
ges: and the ſame _ had done ſo manye menne good that no man 
coulde ſclaunderoullye repozt and ſape they were done dy the power and 
of pucll ſpiritcs : Ind after dinerſe mennt had dyucr{cly ſpozen 
thep2 inyndes,and conccytes what they thought of him, at the length He- 
rode ſhewed allo his opinion. John ſaith he, is riſen from deathe:audther- 
fozenowec hath he power to worke mavacies.

were other ſumme, whiche dented him to be Helye, who was of greateſt ag- 
thozitie among the Jewes , auouchyng hum to be one of the menne ſozte 
of pꝛophetes telyued, and ryſen agayne. When Herode had heard all thcpz 
E ſtacke he ſtyll vnto his owne. and ſayd: Pea, thts is the leite 
John whoſe heade J cauſed to be ſttiken of. He is ue agapne, and 
beyng now made a ſainct , wozketh ſuche thinges as paſſech mannes po» 
wer. There was none of all thoſe whiche belcued not that the bodics Mall 
tellue. And pet arc there inanpe at this daye who beleue not that Chꝛyſte 
roſe agapne from deathe to lyfe. Ind to thentent thou mayſt hcre peiceiue 
how vnright arc the tudgementcs of the wicked, they beleued that John, 
who neuet had any name foꝛ woꝛkyng of miracles, was aliut agavnc:and 
moſte ſtyfly denytd the reſurrection of Feſu , whofe godlye power was ſo 
manye wapes declated. Conſydꝛe alſo the fondneſſe of wicked kynges He- 
code affirmeth John to be alyue agayne,and confeſſeth he hath now greas 
ter power then he had, when he was firſt altue: and yet fot all that, he in a 
manour maketh his vaunt howe he cauſed him to be put to death, ready to 
let hum afreſhef it lape in his power.

{zcrodias, who was then diuoꝛced from her fozmcr huſband , featyng 
leſt Che ſhould by Johns pꝛocurement be ltkewiſe dyuozced fromthis, wet 
aboute to entrappe hun, and ſought occaſion to make him awape, but all 
that euer che went about, came to none cffecte. Foz albeit Herode loued not 
John hartelte,yct dyd he feare him. True vertue ts of ſuche foꝛet that km« 
ges, and mightie pzinces feare it. Hetode knewe tight well he was a tuſte 
maunt. and an holye lpuet, and oze had him in awe and reucrence,and 
folowed his counſapll in manye thinges , and y heard htm ſptake. 
Thele thinges letted the wicked woman to pe him acco2ding as ſhe 
purpoſcd to do. She entended myſchief, but occaſion d not ſcrue 
thcrunto, whiche is the thing, that onelye lacketh vnto puell folkes to doe 

arine. | 
) And when a conuentent daye was cumme, that Kerode on his birthe daye made a 
ſupper to the lo2des, high capitapnes,and chie te efares of Balile , @ wht the d 
tet of the ſame Detodias came in. aud daunccd, and pleaſed Hcrode , aud c 
ſate at boꝛde al ſo, tue kyng ſayd vnto the damſell: Aſke of me what thou wi 
F 1 ill geuc it the, and de (ware vnto her: What ſo euer thou ſhalt aſke of me I will 
gcue it the, eue n to the one halte ot my kyngdome. And ſhe went toꝛt he. aud ſayd vnto 
der mother, what hal J aſke2Qe ſaid. John Baptiſtes head. Aud te came in areight 
waye with haſte vnto the kyng,and aſked, ſaying: J will that thou grue me by and by 
in a charger, the head of Joyn Baptiſt , and the kyng was oz: howbent foz his oths 
ſaze,and toz thep; ſakes wh che (are at ſupper alls,be woulo not cat Her ot. aud um:

It was beſemyng that the natiue daye 
of a wicked kyng , ſhould be polluted with the death of a man of moſt hos 
Iye [puing,ano godly conuetſation:⁊ that the mpddes of the exceſſiue bans 
kettinge , and courtlp delicacies , ſhould be diſtapned with the cruell mut 
theryng of an innocent, and gyltleſſe pcrſon. | 

Whertoꝛe when that in the honoure of his byzth daye, he made a ſous 
pcr of goꝛgious, and exceſſiue furnyture, to the pzynces,capitapnes , and 
great eſtates of Galile, becauſe there houlde be the moo pꝛeſent to beate 
witneſſe ok his crueltie,there tame into the place where they feaſted , a pong 
dainſell , daughter vnto Perodias and Phylippe, to make the geaſtcs 
myꝛth and paſtyme with her vncomlie , and wanton dauncyng. Ind the 
mote vngoodlype ſte daunced, the moꝛe ſhe delited the geaſteg, and the kyng 
ſpcciallye , who was now twiſe madde, becauſe beſides that he was in as 
mouts with the vnchaſte woman Yerodtas , he was alſo diſtempzed,and 
{ct in a fury with wyne. 

Wherfoꝛe he ſapde vnto the damſell right magnyficentlye as be- 
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dounde hys dꝛonken pꝛomyſe with an othe. What ſo cucr(ſaycth he) thou 
ſhalt deſyze of me though it be thont halfe of my reaime, J will geue it the. 

Oh fonde and folyſhe ſaping, woꝛthy to come out of ſo folyſhe, and d26- 
kcnakinges mouthe. But the yonge damſell as ſhe began to plape thys 712 Fe were 
parte. at the pꝛouocàcion and ſettyng on of her mother{whiche diligentipe vnco ber u 
awayted the daye, place, and howze, and trymmed her daughter of pur- . 
poſe todaunce) ſo purſe ho by and by tell the kyng what ſhe woulde 
demaunde ,but departed out of the fea chaumber., and aſked her mo⸗ 
ther counſatll, ſaying : The kyng my father in lawe hathe bounde it with 
an othe that he will geue me what ſo cuer J wyll deſire of —— What 
ſhall Jthcrfoze aſke - Bcre was vndoubtediye a tuſte occaſten to doubte, 
and take good deltiberacion. leaſt ſo grtatt an opozturitie ſhould haue bene 
loſte. But the vnchaſt woman her mether, Into v home nothz ng was ſo 
deare, as the deathe of che moſt holy and innocent man, withoute further 
deltderacion takyng,aniwered:Deſire of hym John Baptiſtes heade. Ch 
wicked daughter,ſoone taught. and readyto obey fo2 a miſchycfe. She re- n ac came 
toutned ſtrapghtwayes into the kynges pꝛiuie chamber (Foꝛ her mother in dran woe 
pytuily aduettyſed het to make haſte, and ſpeake with Herode befoze that ae. 
greate heate ot hys Pꝛyncely courage were coouled agayne.) And then 
went ſhe vnto the kinges preſence, and deſpzed a rewarde fox her wanton 2 
laſciuious dauncyng,ſaping : deſyze but one meſſe alonely. F will thou 
geue me without farther delaye, John Saptiſtes heave in a charger, 

Here marke me well the aukewarde conſceence of the wycked kyng. Where 
as there is nothpng that ſuche kinges ats oftenet wont to do, then to bycke 
all bondes of leages, couenauntes, and teligion: Pct here he thynkcth hym 
ſelte bounde in conſcience( which was a thyng againſt al conſcicuce)to per⸗ 
fourme hys mooſt foolyſhe othe, eſpectallye ſyth it was made in the audy⸗ 
ence of fo many witneſſes. Xherfoze leaſte menne woulde haue thoughte 3.0 mee 
hymamanne of no credence, yfhe had refuſed to perfourme what he pꝛo d the kg 
mpyſed by an othe to doe lweatyng perchaunce eythet by hys diademe, the Nn 
ſpyzite whiche had the gouernaunce of hys body, oz the heade of the dam 
{cll that daunced befoze hym : oz eis leaf? he ſhouldt haut lecmed vneourtes 
ous, and voyd? of all good mancrs.yf he had eythet let the mapde depette 
from hym all heauve and ſadde oꝛ with ſome cloude ol heautneſſe abated 
the myꝛth and ſolace of the geſtcs, whom the had pleaſed with her paſtime 
(© wo. ſiptull fapth, and : onſctence. O good maner and curteſte woꝛthye 
to be put in chꝛonicies leaſt J ſap, theſc thinges ſhould haut chaunced. the 
hangman was foꝛthewith ſente oute, and the holye heade of the mooſte in- 
nocente perſon bzoughte vnto the kyng. as it had bene a meſſc of meate in a 
charger. The king toke it vnto the damſel. and ſhe to het mother, vnto wh6 
it was a derer pꝛeſet, then thone half of Herodes ki1gds. With this dead⸗ 5 
ly ſyght this foliſh doting + mad king did gratify the vnchaſt woman, x cc 1 5 bald. 
lebꝛate oz wozſhip his natiue dap. The king cauſed htm to be ſlain, the hag- 
man b2ought þ head to the king. che daſel obtained it and in concluſton the 
ſame dtadly reward was geut᷑ to het mother. p wozker,s wel of al this mil⸗ 
chief. Oh wozthy geaſtes al this whtle a mete fo ſuch a feaſt maker. Thete 
was none of the al ſo fredly to king ̊ would go about to let hi to do this 
nuſcheuous dede. Ind ſhall we hereafter maruail if kinges otherwhiles be 
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not afeard to commit outragious enoꝛmitieg vt they bc of diſpoſicionipke 
bnto Hetode, that is to ſay, euflamed with vnchaſt louc,andgcuen to riot a 
ſenſualitie, and ouet this haue ſuche datiy companions: as be cythet fearful 
perſons, oꝛ eis fauourcrs of ther crucltie. 

When the bꝛuite of this haynouſt dede was come to the cares of Johng 


ad hk — diſcyples, they toke away the carkas, and buryed it honoutably. Howebe⸗ 
lac, lt in thele thynges lycth hid ſome myſtery eud ſecret meanyng. John als 
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thoughe he bare the figure of the lawe, and (igutfpcd the lame. pet in ag 
muche as he was a foꝛecuttout of the Golpcll, he was rewarded with the 
rewarde thcrof, that is, with a gloꝛvous deathe.but yet farre diucrſe from 
the deathe of Chziſt.Foz Johns heade was pꝛiuily ſtriken of after hel adde 
laput a whple faſte gyucd in pzyſon. Chuſt was openly lykted vp vpon the 
ctoſſe. The darkencs of the pziſon agtecth well with the ſhadowes and f4- 
gutes of the lawe. It was mete they houlde geue place vato the lyght of 
the goſpell,whiche begannt to appcare,anb yu abꝛodc. It was conucnts 
ent that carnall ceremonies ſhoulde be dtminthed, to the entent that ſpirts 
tuall freedome ſhoulde be encteaſed. Ind it was like wile nedefull that al 
which pꝛoceded of feate, ſhoulde be bounde, becauſe the faythe and chatitit 
of the goſpel, choulde the fatther be ſp2cdde ablode and ertcnded. Finally 
it was mete that mannes head Gould be ſtriken ok, leaſt the churche would 
acknowledge any other head ſaue alonely Jeſus. Ind ſo the lawe beyng in 
a manet llayne, and honourablp butyed, gaue place vnto the Lozde Jeſu, 
when he began to pꝛeache his ſpirituall philoſophyc and doctrine. Foz in 
that we do beleuc the goſpell we ate muche bounden vnto tut elde Teſta⸗ 
ment, whiche ſo many yeares agoe dzewe out Jeſus Chriſte vnto vs, with 
ſhadowes, and fygutes, and pzomyfcd and deſctibed hym with the pꝛophe⸗ 
tits, and dat ke ſapinges of the Pꝛophetes. 

¶ And the Apoſ ies gathered them ſelugs to gether vnto Je us. and told hem al thin» 
ges dothe mhat they had dcnc, aud what they had taught and heſapd vato t em:cun 
ye atonc out of the waye into the wylderneſſe, and teſt a whyle. Foz ryere were mau 
cummets and gocrs, and they had no leaſurc,ſo muche as to cate. Ind be went by ſhip 
out of the way into a deſett place,and tie people (pycd them when they depatted. and 
mauy khnewe hym, aud raunc a foore thither oute of all critics, ano came thither befoze 
them, and camt to gether unto htm. and Jeſus wente out, aud (awe muche people,and 
had compaſſton on them, becauſe the were ike ſhepe, net gauin a ſhepherd, and he de⸗ 
gau to teach them many thinges- 

Whyles theſe thinges were done the Apoſtles after they had finiſhed 
their meſſage, dꝛewe them ſelfes together, and returned to Jeſus the head 
of the whole buſineſſe. Il thynges pꝛocede from hum, and to hym al thin- 
ges muſte be referred, From hym. artet they had tectyued their comnulſts, 
they depatted all of one mynde and accoꝛde, to thentent that whatſocuet it 
ſhould fo:tune them to doe, they ſhoulde like wiſe do it in his name: and to 
hym they tetoutned with ſemblable concoꝛd of myndes, deſirous to haut 
al that they had done, by him appꝛoutd. Ind ſo at their retourning they res 
counted vnto hymn the whole hiltozp and pꝛoceſſe of theit legacion, ſeuerals 
ly rchcarſpng cucty thyng that they hadde taught and done w greate toyt a 


aud be cayed gladnts, and chewing allo howe the matter had ſucceſſe tuen as themſeltts 
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them from glo nung 02 reſoycing in their actes.toke them awaye with hym 
into a ſolitary place, whiche was the wilderneſle of the towneof Sethſaida, 
to thentente that after their greate trauaile and labour, they ſhouloe there 
reſte a whple, and ſumwhat refreſhe them ſelkes. This goyng a parte into 
wyldernes was not foꝛ recreacion and paſtyme, but bycauſc they ſhoulde 
quicken and renewe the ſtrength of the ſpttite by ſecrete contemplacion and 
paper, that they mpghte be the moꝛt able to ſuche trauapics and 
as they ſhould ſone after be put vnto a Fo, the teacher of the 
muſt very little tate foz the body. Moꝛtcouet fox as muche as he 
that exe tciſeth the office of an apoſtle oz pꝛeachet of goddes woꝛde is com? 
pelled to haue to do both with weake x ſtrong, with learned and vnleatned 
with good and bade, it can not be choſen but he muT other whiles be gteat⸗ 
ly waſted from that perfite quietneſſc. and tranquillitie of mynde. And 
whenſocacr it ſo chaunceth , then muſt he ſeuet his mynde from wozldly 
matters, and wholly gcue hymſeltt to ſecrete and moſt deuout prayers and 
to pureſt contemplacion of heauenly thyngcs, that beyng made ſtronger 
in ſpirite therby. he mape ſoone after tttoutnt from thys his Godly medita⸗ 
uon. to the helpe # comfozt ofhis tuen Chziſten. Foz vuto th: place where For there wer 
as at that ſeaſon they found the loꝛde Jeſu, thete teſoꝛted an tnnumerable % oct. 
multitude of people, ſo that᷑ it ſemed as it had bene an eboiug and flo wyng 
of cummners x goets, the which woulde ſuffer the Zpoſties, beyng then wea⸗ 
ty by reaſon of theit tournep,to take no teſtt:uo not ſo much as to c ate thtit 
meate.Hoherfoze after the pcople were ſeat a way they toke ſhippe, + ſapted „ e wene 
to the ide nyghe to Bethſaida, and from thence went with the Loꝛde into dy > pvc out 
a ſolytary place. But neyther chaunced it them here longe to kepe them . r. 
1 ſecrcte. Foz the light of theuangelike vetitie can in no w/e 
Tyys going a part? did nothyng els but make the pcople moꝛe gredy 
to folowe them. Home here were who diligently marked wh cher they 
went that is howe they toke their gate to the wylderneſſe inarkyng on 
the citie of Bethſuida:and byanby as it was nopled abꝛode that Chriſte 
woulde make hys abode there, a great multitude ofal ſoꝛtes of pcople re- 
ſorted thither on afoot: out of al þ tounes there aboutes. who made ſo good 
ſpede in theyꝛ tourney, that many of them came thyther ſon:r a foote then 
Chult and his diſciples, whiche had the vauntage of the water. I imanne xn» 7c 
would haue ſayde that the tyme had bene already pzeſcnte, when the people n -=> 
watlde goe about foꝛcibly to enter into the kyngdoine or heauen. 1 
When Jeſu percepued howe an vnnumerable multituoe of people was a[- 
ſemdled together, whiche had with very muche payne and difficultic tras 
uapled thyther a foote,ſo true is it that he gate him not out oc the way, noz 
comaunded them to departe to their impoꝛtunacie, that he came out of the 
ſecrete place, where he was, in marſoure to meete them. goyng aboureto 
teache his diſciples by ſtidzpwayes x meanes.howe they hou'd at t ltimes 
be willyng a ready to ſet foꝛth the Goſpel. Ind ſo when the mooſt gracious 
Loꝛd Jeſus came forth, a ſawe a very greate but a confuſe tablement of al 
loꝛtes of people (fox there wer men, wemen. a childꝛen ht was moued with 
compaſſion , aud ſhewed with 1yes, countenaunce, ⁊ ag we commonly lap, 
euen with 
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even with the very fozchead, an vnfapned ſoꝛowe of mpnde, faſhionyng 
thaffcction that ought to be in hym, who is a teachcr of the Goſpell. Th 
people thitſted after holſome d2ctryne, And that was plainl ye declared 
bothe by the quicke ſpede they made, and alſo by the paynes they toke im 
thar tourney. Loue made them ſwifte of foote ; But they were as it had 
bene a ſozte of ſhepe wandzyng hyther and thither.fo2 lacke of a good ſheps 
heard. Foz the Pꝛieſtes, Phatiſeis, and Scrybcs,nothyng regardyng 
ther flocke , feede their owne belyes. Therfoxe Jeſus takyng compaſſion 
on theſe (imple, and diſoꝛdered people, began to exerciſe thoffice of a faith: 
full hephcard. Fyꝛſte of all he refreſhed theit mindes with great abouns 
daunce of the meate of holye doctrine,and then immediately healed the ſicke 
folks, whom they bt oughe with them.

The Apoſtles dyd as the Lozde bad them, and lykewyſe the people 
wert obedyent vnto the Apoſtles : ſo greate was the confidence they had in 
their guyde,and ſhepeheard Jeſu, Then toke he the fiueloaues, and two 
fyſſhes, and lifting vp his iyes, accoꝛdyng vnto his accuſtomed manour, 
to heauen, gaue thankes vnto the father,thozough whoſe beneficiail good- 
nelle the buſineſſe of the Goſpell dpd ſo well goe tozward. That done he 
bꝛakt the loues, and gaue them vnto hys diſciples, that they ſhoulde ſette 
them befoze the multitude. In lyke maner deuided he the fiſhes into ſun⸗ 
dye pozctons,and gaue them vnto hys ſayd diſcyples, to be likewyſe dy⸗ ud they en 
ftrybuted among all the people. All were refreſhed, and dyd cate theyz dio cee. and 
fpll : none of them all lacked, in ſo muche that artet the feaſte was donc, — 
the Ipoſtles by the Loꝛdes commaundement,gathered to gether the teuer / , t 
ſion, and there with kylled twelue baſkertes  Furthermoze the number ds — 
of the people ( whiche myghte caſely be knowen, by rcaſon th:y were thus 
deuyded into compaignies, and ſatte in rowes) was fyue thouſande men, 
deſides childzen and wemen. 

Bythys inp2acle Jeſus bothe pzeſcrybed vnto hys dyſciples a fourine oz 
rule howe to fcede a multitude with the foode of the Goſpell and alſo pul- 
led oute of thetr myndes all penſpue carefulneſſe to pꝛouide foꝛ coꝛpoꝛal ſu⸗ 
ſtenaunce. Therfoze whoſoeuer thou be that arte a Biſhop, Curate.oz pa⸗ 
ſtour of Chuſtcs flocke, thynke not thus with thy ſelte: J ama Doctoure 
of dtuinitie: J ain an excellent cunnyng expoundet of holye ſcripture, J 
haue great ſtoze of learning wherwith to enſtruct the people and map take 
mough out of mp tiche ſtoꝛehouſe ſtuffed with cunning. to feed: them with 
all. be they neuer ſo hungry. Pea rather loke, and acknowledge howe ſinall 
ſtoꝛe of vitaples thou haſt at home, foꝛ the whiche what ſo euer it be thou 
arte a debtoute vnto the Loꝛde. But bꝛyng ſuche ſtoze as thou haſte 
_ . handes of Jeſu . Deſire hym to vouchelafe to handell, and 

cake it. 

That done, what he hathe delyueted thee, the ſame dooe thou, euen as 

he toke it the, miniſter vnto the people as the Loꝛdes incate,and not thynt: 
and mmiſter it not miſtruſting, not puttyng difference betwyrt this meat 
and that, not truſtyng to thyne owne ſtrength : and ſo in concluſion (hal it 
be a very euangelike bankct,xrhe mindes of the faithful ſhalbe moe refre- 
ſhed, filled w thts holſome foode, thus miniſtred by a ſimple perſon, then 
if Þ ſuperſtictoule Phatiſey the arrogant Philoſophter, oꝛ eloquent 1&he- 
thoꝛician, would fo2 the aduauncyng and ſetting koꝛthe of the ſelfes make 
vnto the people an artificial oꝛacion oꝛ ſermon, whiche they had diligently 
ſtudied, x long tune pzoutded toꝛ afoꝛehand. Now foꝛ as much as befoze he 
comaunded his diſciples to come vnto the miniſterp of the golpel, without 
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any pꝛouiſion of coꝛpoꝛall foode, here hath he declared by very dede, howe 
thoſe (hall wante nothyng, who whyles their myndes be wholly ſet vpon 
the kyngdome of God, and the rightcouſncs therof ,do not paſſe vpon theſe 
tempoꝛall thynges,foz the whiche the common ſoꝛte of people taketh great 
thought and care, yf ſo be there lacke not in them a ſincere, and —— 
in the Loꝛde Jeſu. 

¶ Aud dtrayghtway he cauſed bis diſciples to go into the hyp, and to go ouet the 
Sta before vnto Bethſaida, while be ſent away the people. Aud as ſoue as de had (ent 
them away. he departed tuto a mountain to pꝛay. And when cacn was come, the hippe 
was iu the middeſt of the Sta, and he alone on the land, and ye ſawe them troubled in 
rowing, fot the wind was contrary vntothk. And about the fourth watche ot þ night, 
pe came vn to tyk walking vpon the ea, would haue paſſed by them. But whey they 
ſawe him walkyug vpon the Sea. they ſuppeſed it had bene a ſpirite, and cricd oat, foz 
they al ſawe him, and were afraide. Aud anon he talked with them, and ſapd vuto che: 
de of good cheare, it is A: be not atraped, And he wente vp vnto them into the dippe, 
and the winde cealſrd, and they were ſore amaſed in them fe lues beyond meaſure,aud 
maruapled, fo: they remembzed not the loaues becauſe their hartes wer blinded. 

It was but a ſmall benefite that he filled their hungry belpecs,in reſpect 
of thole benefites whiche they dayly teceyued of his moſt bounteous good⸗ 
neſſe. It pzacedeth of a greater libetalitie to fede the minde 0z ſoule, then 
the bellie. Ind pct foꝛ all this the groſſe common ſoꝛte of people are wonte 
(ſuche is thetr varight,and aukewardiudgement)to (ct molt toze of al by 
that whiche is of leaſt pꝛice and value. 

Therfoze Jeſus knowyng it would come to paſſe that they would now 
after theit bellyes were kylled, imagine howe to make hym a Ryng, com- 
pelled hys diſciples (toꝛ it was muche ado to ſunder them from ſo louelp, 
and ampable a Loꝛde)to take ſhip, and goe oner the water befoze hym vnto 
Bethſaida, whyles he in the meane whyle ſente a wap the people, who bc? 
png diſmiſſed, he conueyed himſelfe pꝛiuilp to a mountain. therc to pꝛap as 
lone, and make peticion vnto the father that lyke as the affapes of the gol⸗ 
pell had begun well, and pꝛoſperoullp, ſo myght they with lyke ſucceſſe go 
koz warde. 

In tie meane tyme the nyght appꝛoched, and the diſciples ſayled in the 


Ind whk de myddes of the ſea without their maiſter :and as they were ſayling,there a- 


yt wasin Cole a tempeſt. Howe can it be choſen but there muſt nedes be night, where

lefe and confydence in hym. Foꝛ nowe was he come doune from the moun⸗

The diſcyples ſawe hym not: neuettheleſſe he ſawe them. Toherkoze we 
muſte not deſpapꝛe, what trouble oꝛ diſtteſſe lo euer we be in: but in oute 
hattes conceyue thys ſtcdfaſt belefe, that the Loꝛde( although he no where 
appcare, and ſhewe hym ſelfe viliblye) will not faple to helpe hys _ 
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tome requireth. Nowe ſtandeth he on the ſhoze, and ſecth what labour and 

payne they take in rowing. Foz the wynd was a gaynſt them. When there- 8 
toꝛe they had thus ſtriuen a pzetyc whyle with the waues and bouſteous thc tourty 
wyndes of this world, and were at the next dooze to deſpcracion, about #%*** 
the fourth watche of þ night. that is, a litle befoze the daunyng of the day, 

Jeſus came vnto them, not in a ſhippe, but quietly walkyng on the waz 

ter ( koꝛ the element knewe it maker) and made femblaunte as though he 

would haue paſſed by them. Foz ſo dothe he othcrwhiles ſuffre his to con · 

nut in aduerſitie and tribulacion , as thoughe he paſſed not vpon them 

at all. where as in dede, he neuet ſtynteth to care foz them. But whan 

The Jpoſtles after they had ſpycd him in the darke walking vpon the 1 wa 
water , foꝛgettyng ſo many imracles as they had ſene hum wozke before, dns vpon 
and beleuing it to be vapoſſible fo2 the liquid element to beate the maſlp * . 
body of a man, ſuppoled he had bene lumme ſpirite oꝛ ghoſt, which had de⸗ 
ccyued they tpeſtght with a vayne and phantaſticall illuſion, Wherefoꝛe 
they were ſoze afrayde and koꝛ feare cryed out . Fox they all ſawe the very 
ſhape and likenes of Jeſu, and pet beleued not it was he. The Loꝛde is 
cuet terrible vnto thoſe that beleue he is an auenger,and know him not to 
be a lauiour. Neyther is it poſſible loꝛ him to be knowen in the great dar- 
tzenes of this woꝛld, vnleſſe he bzyng him ſelfe into oute knowledge. 

Wherkozc he ſuffcred not his diſiples to be any leget diſmapd with feare, In? nere 
ſtraygbt wapes ſpake vnto them with the vopce whiche they knewe right 93212, 
well: and ſayd: Be of good chere, it is J, feate ye not. And then came he vnte them. 
vnto them into the ſhippe, and furthwith the rempeſt ceaſed, 

Noweafter thep2 feare was paſt a gone, then began they to maruaple d te» 
howe a mans body might walke vpon the water . They were ſo dull, ſo weee con 
tude, and koꝛgettull, that they temẽbꝛed not ſo muche as the miracle which 
they ſawe him wozkea litle befoze , when he filled ſo manye thouſand fol- 
kes belyeg, with fiue loaues, and two fiſhes. Ind theyz heartes were ſo 
blynded that they thought it a thyng muche to be wondꝛed at to ſee Jeſus 
walke vpon the water: where as in dede it was a muche moze wonderkull 
facte,to ſuffice ſo muche people with ſo lytle meate. The Loꝛd ſuffred this 
bꝛutiſhe dullneſſe, to continue in his dyſciples, to the entet they alſo ſhould 
enutt them ſelues to beate with the dulnes, and ſimplicitie of weaklynges 
toll they were cum to moe pertectpon, 


C Ind when they were ouer the water, they came into the lande of Benazareth,# 
die we vp into the hauen And aſſone as they were cum out of the (hippe, trayghtway The texte. 
they knewe him, and ranne furth throughout all rhe region round about, and begane 
to carp about in beddes, thole that were ſicke, when they heard that he was ther, and 
hither ſecucr he entred into tounes.cyties, oz villages, they lay d the ſicke folkes in 
the teates, and pꝛaped him that they mtght rouche and it were but the hemme of 
his veſtutc:and as many as touched him, were (ſafe. 


In the daunyng of the daye, they came vnto the ſhoꝛe, and arriued at 
the hauen where they appoynted to artiue. in the land called Genazareth 
Icſus was ſcarcely entted the land, but thither were cumme diuers of 
the inhabitauntes that knewe him. Foz nowe was the ſuune diſcloſed, and 
the night gone whic he had darkened the mpndes of the diſciples:and ma⸗ 
11 there were who marked him, whither ſocucr 2 Belpde this hs 
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was nowec knowen vnto verye many, euen by the phyſnamy: but a great 
many moe knewe him by the fame of his doctryne,and miracles, 
Nowe thoſe that ſawe him, and knewe who he was, byanby, as though 


out all the they had come as ſpyes, departed away from him, and went thzough all

the tegten, and ſhewed howe Jeſus was landed. Afſone as this rumour 
was once noyſed abzode , very many began to carry about ſicke folkes in 
bcddes. Ind whither ſoener Jeſus went, whether it were to the counttey, 
tounes.02 cyties , there was cuer pꝛeſent a great noumbze of impoztune 
and vnquiet people, moze carefull to be dehiyered of thepz bodily dilaſes, 
then to be cured of the diſcaſes and maladies of theyꝛ ſoulcs: whiche lapde 
out in the ſtretes pitifull ſightes of ſicke folkes,diſeaſed with dtucrſe ſicke- 


aud began neſſes:and beſought Jeſus as he paſſed by, that they myght touche cuen

but the hemme of his gatment. Foꝛ there was ſuche a buſynes and hutly 
burly among them that hard and ſcarce any one could be ſuffred ſo to do. 
It came not of any daungerouſnes, oꝛ difficultie on his bchalfe , that they 
could not touche him, who grutched not to touche , and handle the Leper: 
but p enſample of theyꝛ tayth highly pleaſed him, p which his pleſure was 
to haue ſet fourth a cõmended to al men. good cauſe why it ſhould ſo be. 
As many as touched him were healed, what diſcaſes ſocucr they were 
papned withall. They with perfite belief touched the hemme of his gar- 
ment, whiche afterward thoſe perſons chaunced to haue, who crucificd 
him, and put him to death: and by touchyng therof , were tid of they? coz- 
poꝛall diſeaſcs. Bowe muche moze then ought all men to endeuout them 
ſelues to touche Jeſus him ſelfe with harte and mynde, to the intent they 
map be healed of the inty zmities of theyꝛ ſoules. Touchyng auapleth 
nothyng without tapth . The cruell Jewes that buffered hum, that bound 
him, that ſcourged him, that nayled him on the croſſe, touched his bare 
body: but that they ſo touched him did nothyng pꝛokite any of them at all. 
Thourcadeſt the goſpell , and in ſo doyng thou toucheſt Jeſu : but thou 
readeſt it to this ende to diſpꝛoue it,o2 els thou teadeſt it negligently and 
takeſt no heede thtreunto, and therfoꝛe thou toucheſt Jeſus in vaync, 
Reade it with a pure and a ſyncete fayth , and then halt thou anone be 
healed. But thou muſt ſue vnto Jeſus by pꝛayct and peticion , that thou 
mapeſt touche him. That man is neucr the better foz touchyng him, 
whome he hath not foze touched. It thou be not able to attapne 
that ſectete wyldome, whiche S , Paule ſpeaketh 
of among tuche as ate pertite then the heme of 
his garment touched ſo that thy fayth be 
perfite withall. ſhall teſtoꝛe the to 
health.

Jeſus ould be put to death , Thetkoze lyke as in Comedies or plapes 
chete are diuerſe [ceanes , and pageauntes, to the intent that by the com⸗ 
patyng together of ſondꝛy perſons and mattets, euety thyng maye the 
playnlyer appeate:ſo in this cuangelike buſynes, the Loꝛde Jeſus ſo 02: 
dꝛed all thinges that were done from tyine to tyme that it ſhoulde playn 
ly appeate to ali men, attet they ſawe howe ready the ſymple people, and 
Gentyles were to beleue , howe vncurable was theyꝛ fro ward obſtinacy, 
who of congruence, ought to haue refourmed other , if they had benc hard 
of belief, To the vnlearned and common ſoꝛte it was l koꝛ the re - 
coueryng of theyz health that they touched but the hem of Chuſtes gar- 
ment. But the Phariſeys were neucr the better, neythet fo that they vn- 
derſtode the pzophecies and — — of the Pzophetes neythtt be⸗ 
cauſe they had ſo oft tymes heard Jeſu pzcache vnto them the heauenly 
doctryne:no2 fox ſo many myꝛacles, as they had ſene him wozke befo:c, 
¶ and the Phariſcys came togethet vnto him. and dirers of the Hcerpbes, whiche 
came from Jeruſalem. And wok they (awe tertayne of 11s diſciples care bacad with 
tommꝭ ( that is to ſap with vum bandes) they complapned. For the S hatiſey 3. 
and all the Iewes, extept they wache they hades oftc,cat not:obſetuyng the tradict - 
ons of the elders, And when they cüme from the market, excent they waHe ther catc 


not. Ind many other thynges there be, which they baue taken vpon them to ob{crue, 
as the waſhyng of cuppes , and cruſes,and bzaſcn veJels, and of the tables. 


Howe after all this was done thither came certapne of the Pharyſcis 
and Scribes in company together, foꝛſoth a woꝛſhypfull ſoꝛte of genty! - 
men, and wozthy to be had in great reverence: aud the moꝛe a great deale 
becauſe they came from Jeruſalem , where they bare men in hand that the 
well of godlynes and holy doctrync was : where as in dede there was the 
very well ſpzyng,and head of all ambicion,all hypocryſp,end al vngodi;-= 
nes. Theſe felowes, becauſe they thought them (clues righteous inen, and 
well learned, came not hither to learne any thyng of Chit, neyther to be 
healed, but to picke quatels. | 

And loe, byanby was there a ready occaſion fox thẽ ſo to do. This occa- 
ſion beyng muche deſpꝛous therof) they tok e of the ſuperſtictous obſcruas 
cion of ccremonies, wherof tyſen almoſt all quatelinges, ⁊ wꝛongtul accu⸗ 
lations among chziſtian men. The Jewes call that common whichc is 
vnclean and vrholy,abhozryng all impuritte and endeuoꝛyng in no biſc 
to ſeme to haue any where any maner of vntleane oz fylthy thyng. Ind 
this cleanefſe they meaſuted, not by puritie of mynde the whiche is the 
oncly,and true putitie befoze GO D) but r Y 
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Ind of theſe ceremonpes a fewe were commaunded by Moyſes lawe not 
to this ende that they ſhould be earneſtly obſerued foz eucr , but partly to 
the cntent the (gnozaunt , and diſobedient people ſhould by this meaneg 
accuſtome them ſelues to obey Gods cummaundementes,and partly be⸗ 
cauſe they ſhould by ſuche mancr(ag a man would ſay ) of ſhadowes , and 
rudimentes, be by lytle and lytle enſtructed to thoſe thynges , that belong 
vnto true godlynes, whiche is in the ſoule of man. Rowe ſumme of the not 
contented with the ceremonies commaunded by the lawe, added theryn- 
to conſtitucions of thepz owne makpyng , out of numbye , whiche the Pha: 
tiſeys moze rtgozoully compelled the people to kepe, then ſuche thinges 
as were commaunded by God, alwapes, and eyerywhere to be obſerucd. 
And foz ſuche foliſhe trifles , they chalenged the pꝛayle of holpnes , and 
bꝛought the people in a fond belief, that they were made holy therby , and 
finally (the whiche was a muche wickeder dede ) they went about to foꝛge 
a matter of vngodlynes, oz herely againſt their neyghbout foꝛ the bꝛeache 
ceremonies , thobſetruacion wherof conduced nothing at all vn⸗ 
to true godlynes. Foz when they ſawe certayne of his diſciples eate meat 
with vn walhed handes , that is, as they vle to ſpeake, with commune, 
and vncleane handes, they rebuked them as wicked perſons , and thepz 
maiſter to, who had naughtely inſtructed them. They condempned not 
this facte becauſe it was eyther of it owne pꝛopꝛe nature vicious, 02 cls 
foꝛbidden by almighty God, but becauſe it diſagreed with theyꝛ vſe and 
tuſtome.Aſſutedly the woꝛſt rule that can be to iudge by, is to dilalow any 
thing, becauſe thou vſeſt not to do the lame. Foz it chaunſeth many tymes 

that the folicheſt chinges of all, growe to a commune cuſtome, which ought 
not in any wyſe to be made the rule of godlpnes, in aſmuche as puritic is 

to be eſtemed, not by cuſtome, but by thoſe thinges whiche ate true, and 

commaunded by GO D. But the Scribes, Phatiſeys, vca, and almoſt 

all the whole packe of the Jrweg, moſt foliſhely iudgeing purttie of mynd 

to ſtand in coꝛpoꝛall thynges did contrary to this, ſuperſticiouſly obſcrue 

the maner taught them, not of God, but of theyꝛ foꝛefathets, and eldets, 

in ſuche wyſe, that if they had bene in daunger to ſterue foꝛ hunger, they 

woulde haue eaten no meate, vnleſſe they had kyꝛſt waſhed theyꝛ handes. 

And yk they be, compelled to take theyꝛ repaſte ofte tymes a daye, then 

waſhe they okte er ,and therfoze ſuppoſe that they cumme cleane vnto 

the table. Further. it they teturne home from the market, then do they (as 

thoughe they had gathered ſome filthe by touchyng of the people) waſhe 

theyꝛ whole bodyes afreſhe befoze they cate any meate: where as all this 

whyle hauing theyꝛ ſoules moſt polluted with hatred, enuy, ambycyon co 

uctouſnes.hypocriſy,and many other deteſtable vyces , they neuer haut a⸗ 

ny mynde of waſhyng at all. 

Theſe,and ſuche other like tradicions, were taught them of they: foze- 
fathers,beſydes the conſtitucions of the law, wheras the lawe erpꝛeſly fozs 
fendeth that any thyng be eythet added, oz taken awape from Gods com-

X0hy,ſap they, do not thy diſciples who folow the and hang vpon thine 
inſtruction and teachyng kepe the cuſtome begon of oute elders: but tate 
theyz meate W vn x vncleane handes / Jef? intẽdyng to teache vs p 
there is no moꝛe noyſome oꝛ miſcheuous kinde of quarellyng, then when a 
man vnder pꝛetence of godlynes, kyndeth faute with the well doynges of 
his neyghbout, ſharpely tepꝛoueth theyz malice , and coloured righteouſ- 
nes. By your dedes,ſapth he, you plapnly declare,that the Þzophet Eſap 2 anſwers 
pꝛophicicd of you hypocrites full well and woꝛthely, whiche make an out- eo tem. welt 
warde ſhewe of holpnes , where as inwardlp ye ate repleniſhed with all — 
ſynne and wickednes, In this Pꝛophet, God complayncth in this wyſe: 
Thus people honouteth me with they: lippes, but their heart is farre from 
me. And as them ſelues do liue, ſo do they inſtruct other. J paſſe no- 
thyng vpon this cleanes of they bodyes and houſhold ſtuffe: but require 
of them in ward puritic and cleanes of ſoule. They lerue me in vayne with 
this coloured kinde of godlynes, auauntyng à magnifipng it, as thoughe 
it were a thyng of great woꝛthynes, and whertn perfite godiyncs did tad, 
teachyng mans tradicions, whiche make no man commedablc, and pꝛayſe 
worthy bekoꝛe God:and of a ſuperſticious mynde they haue to obſerue the 
ſame tt adicions, nothing paſſyng vpon Gods commaundementes. Loke 
howe muche difference there is betwene God and man, ſo muche difference 
ought there to be bet wene mens conſtituctons,and Gods commayndeme- 
tes. God is a ſpirit, and that whiche is ſpirituall and goſtlp continueth fox 
eucr,and ought neuer to be neglected, Agayne, what thing ſoever is coꝛpo⸗ 
tall. the ſame laſteth but foꝛ a ſeaſon. Ff it be lawfull to paſſe litle vpon the 
cercmonyes whiche god him ſelfe hath commaunded to be kept, whenſoe- 
ucr charitie towardes thy nepghbour crhozteth ſo to do: Howe muche leſſe 
then is it meete to bꝛeake the commaundementes of God koꝛ kepyng of 
mans tradictons - It is a mong ſhapen godlynes , à an vnholy holyneg, deere. 
to be ſuperſticious in keping of luche ceremonyes as pour foꝛetathers in- cruſts, 
ſtituted and taught you of theyz owne mpnde,and in the meane whyle litle 
toregard thoſe thynges whiche God him (elfe hath comaunded you to ob · 
ſerue. Pouthinke it to be one of the chiekeſt pointes of godlynes to waſhe 
your handes , your cuppes , your cruces , and to obſcrue many other lyke 
thinges,the whiche pour doynges by reaſon they haue a certaynt counters 
fayte appataũce 02 viſure of holynes,do hyghly ſet you futth a make you 
ſceme pꝛayſe woꝛthy vnto the woꝛld: x this pꝛayſe ſo gotten by coulouted 
holynes you ſet moze by then by Gods authoꝛitie. Foꝛ you loue pour ſel⸗ 
ucs : and neyther ſcke Goddes gloꝛpe, no2 the ſoule health of the people, 
whole guydes, and teachers pou pꝛokeſſe your 3 to be. X 
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Cand he ſayd vnto them: well, ye caft aſyde the com aundement of God, to mayn⸗ 
The tert. kayn your awne conſtituttons. Fox Moſes ſayd: Honoure thy father and thy mother. 
and whoſo curſety tather os mother, let him dye the death. But ye (ay ,a man ſhal ſap 
to father oꝛ mother ,C62ban:which is, what gift ſocuer cummeth from me,. all be fot 
thy pꝛotite. And ſo ye ſuſfre him nomoze to do ought fot dis fatyer o2 his mother, and 
make the wo2de of God of none effect rh2ough pour owne coaltitution , which ye haute 
02dayned, and many ſuche thinges do pe. 


Therfoꝛe it is no maruaple if pe diſanull. and cleane take awapye that 
God hath cõmaunded to be obſerued of all men fox eyer , to thentent that 

mans tradicions, whiche pꝛocute you great gaynes and authouttie may 

- ſtyll continue. Doth not all the wozld ſee that you thus do? Dyd not God 
geue this lawe by Moyles ! Honout thy father, and mother: Ind he that 

cutſeth his father oꝛ mother, hall dye the death. This God commaun⸗ 

deth not in one place but doth oft tymes repete it and put euery manne in 
temembetaunce thereof,becauſe that childꝛen ſhould to theyꝛ power helpe 

they parentes when they be olde, and impotent, oz fallen into pourrtie, 

oꝛ othet wyſe ſo oft as they are oppꝛeſſed with any maner of neceſſitie , and 

by this meanes pay them home againe, the benefite of theyꝛ noutiſhyng. 

The ſame thing the la we of nature commaundeth ,whiche is like wyſe em: 

But ye lay planted in many bꝛute beaſtes, as in Stozkes. But pou hauing an we 

b better a. to yout owne pecultar vauntage do with your fayned doctryne . make 
Gods commaunde ment of none effecte: and require that this la we ( whiche 

God would ſo fayne haue euety body tu kepe) ſhould geue place vnto 

pour ſapd coloured doctryne. God him ſelfe cryeth: honour thy father and 

thy mother: and ye are bold to ſap the cotrary:PYonour not thy father, and 

thy mother. P oũ cry not ſo with woꝛdes, but pe do it in very deede. So 

muche the moꝛe deteſtale is your wickednes, becauſe you cloke the ſame 

with an ymage oz colour of godlynes. Foz to the intent pour treaſurye 

where with all your erceſſe and pꝛide is mayntayned) may be fylled, you 

crattely alute whomſocuer you can, to bꝛyng very many gyftes vnto the 

temple, by defeatyng euen of they: owne paretes, homme they ſhould ac 

co2ding to Gods commaundeinet ſuccour at theyꝛ neede:perſuading them 

f that by this meanes the comaundement is fulftlled , as though the thyng 
it whiche is dedicated vnto the temple , were geuen to God , and that God 
' BE were the very natural father of all menne. Wherfoꝛe vnto him who hath 
1 1 caſt any money into the treaſuty, you ſay, that he now nedeth not to geue 
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any thyng to the relief of his pooꝛe patentes, becauſe the cõmaunde ment 
| is otherwyſe fulf;{led:and in the meane while pou lo fearc the paretcs with 
115 vayne ſupetſticion, that they dare not requyꝛe of thepz chyldꝛen any thing 
Bk whiche ſemeth once dedicated vnto G O D) leſt in ſo doyng they ſhould 

# bꝛyng them ſelues in daunger to be accuſed of ſacriſege . Doubties God 
hath no nede of your money, neyther is the ſame employed to his glozy, 
but turned to your owne pꝛiuate cõmoditie: and though it were beſtowed 
vpon the building of the temple , yet with God there is no temple ſo holy 
that foz the mayntenaunce thereof he would haue the chtldzcn fo2ſake 
they; parentes at theyꝛ nede Do not you when that by ſuche fayned 
doctrines, ye bothe ſo deceyue the childzen , that they refuſe to helpe they? 
patentes, and alſo ſo feate the parentes that they date not touch any thing 


once conſecrated vnto the templc:doe not you J lape, whiles you gs = 
I 
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blyſhe and vpholde your owne commaundementes , dyſanul and put oute 
of place goddes cõmaundementes ! This thyng haue J bꝛought you fezth 
fo: an enlample, which ye cannot denye. But you offend not herein alonely. 
Foz in many other thynges you doe the lyke,as in that you now doe. God · 
des commaundement is: thou ſhalt loue thy neyghbour as thy ſelfe. Ind 
you koꝛ triflyng waſhinges taught you of men go aboute to ſurmyſe mat⸗ 
tiers both againſt me, and mp diſciples, nothyng regardyng goddes com- 


maundement in thys behalfe. 

Cand when he had called al the people vnto him, he ſay de vnto them:Herken vnto me The texte. 
euery one of you, and vnderſtande:there is nothing without a man that can defile him 

when it entreth into dym ˖ but the thynges whiche pꝛocede out of a man, thoſe are they 

that detyle che man. If any man haue cares to beate, let hym heare. and when he came 

into the houſe awape from the people, dis diſciples aſked ot him of the ſimilitude.and 

he layd vato them art ye alſo ſo greatly without vnderſtandinge? Doe ye not yet per= 

cepue that what ſoeuet thyug from without entreth into a man, it can not defyle him, 

becauſe it entreth not into his hatt, dut into the velly,aud gocth out into the dzaught, 

purgyng out all meatcs? 


Ifter the Phariſeis were with theſe wozdes vnto them pziuatly ſpoken, 
rather put to ſylence then cured of thepz maliciouſeneſſe, he eftſones called 
all the people vnto hym-Foz his pleaſure was to haue them al momſhed of 
the pꝛtmiſles, leaſt they ſhould at anye tyme afterward,haue bene by Pha⸗ 
riſaicall tradictons, withdzawen from the puritie of the goſpell.Heare pou g dr vnto 
all (ſapthe he) and vnderſtande my wozdes.Pou ſawe howe J was accu- 
ſed of hereſie oꝛ vngodlyneſſe. foꝛ that ſome ot mp diſciples dyd tate bzcade 
with vnwaſhen handes,as who ſape, he that ſo eateth, wete by ſuche meate 
pollutid and made vncleane befoze God. The clcannes, and vncleaneſſe of 
man ſtandeth not in outwarde, but in inwatde thynges. Nether can the 
ſoule of manne be defyled with coꝛpoꝛall thynges. 
Therfozenothyng that is withoute manne, and entreth into the bodie, 
can make hym vncleane betoꝛe god. But ſuche thinges as be within man, 
and commeth out of hym, declateth hym to be vncleane. By this darke ſay⸗ 
ing. the Loꝛde Jeſus gaue the people occaſion diligentely to enſcarche , Jer man 
what was the mẽanyng of his wozdes,and to make thein moze diligent, he veare, ter hug 
ſayd? mozcouer : who ſo hath mete cares to heare,let hym heare:meanyng v. 
that the foꝛeſayde ſonge was ſongen in vaine to the defe Phariſeis.But af- 
ter the multitude was ſent a waye, ⁊ he gone into a houſe, then the diſciples 
deſyꝛed hym aparte to expounde them the parable of the difference betwene 
the thinges entryng in and comming oute ol man. Jeſus here folowyng Ind be foyde 
thenſample of a faythfull, and dyligent ſcholemaiſtcr, after he had gyuen S 
them a litle check, and by that meanes made them to take bettet hede vnto 
his woꝛdes then did he teache them the and ſecret meaning therok. 
What ſayth he, ate pou alſo, whome J haue ſpectally choſen oute to teache 
other. ſo voyde of vnderſtandyng! Truly pe your ſelues ought to haue geſ- 
ſed what was meant by this paravic, by ſo manye as J expounded to you 
heretofoze.Percepue you not that mannes eleanneſſe, and vncleaneſſe can 
neuet de knowen by thoſe erternall thynges whiche entre in to hym - Fo Don 09s 
whatlouet entreth in by the mouthe is not conueyed into the harte, but in⸗ perceyue that 
to the ſtomacke, and anone after into the belye: from thence . yk ther be anpe *v*#focnee. 
thyng that is vncleane and filthy, it is auoyded out into the piute:ſo that

But thoſe thynges that come oute from the moſt in ward partes of man, 
be tho that both make, x declare hy, to be vncleane. The ſcate of the ſoule 
02 mynde, is in the harte: and in the ſoule is true cit anneſſe and vncleancs. 
Foꝛ this cauſe he is not foꝛth with cleane who ſo hathe waſhed his handes, 
but who ſo hath a waſhen, and a cleanc hatte. Thertoze al that cõmeth ftõ 
thence doeth verely declare manne to be cleane. oz vncleane. Foꝛ out of the 
moſt ſectetes coꝛuets of Þ hart do yſſue euel thoughtes,aduoutrie. koꝛmica⸗ 
cton,manſlaughter,thette,couctouſncſlc,gyle, falſchode, vnchaſt lyuing a 
naughty and an enutous iye,raylyng woꝛdes, pryde,and foliſheneſſe.The 
meate whiche is eaten with vnwaſhen handes, bꝛingeth in none of all theſe 
enoꝛmities, but they ſpꝛyng euen of the man hymſelte that is to ſaye of the 
harte : and when they once came oute, then do they plapnlyt declarehymco 
be vncleane in dede, whoſe harte is dekyled with fomany fylthy vycts. It 
they be kepte in, and hyd, pet is the manneuer theleſſe vncleane in the ſight 
and ipes of almyghty God. who thꝛeughlye ſecth the entrep'cs and bow 
cls of the hart. But yt they foꝛtune to come out eyther by moꝛdes, oꝛ dedes, 
then do they not onely teſtifie that the petſones from whom they pꝛotede, 
ate vncleane, but alſo many times defple other mo, whiles that by the ipes, 
and eares, thep entre and crepe into the mindes of the heaters, and ſears, 
Wherkoꝛe let your chick care be, to kept poure hart cleane,and then ſhal it 
not ſkyl, whether pou cate your meate with waſhen handes, oz vnwaſhen. 


¶ Ind from thence hc roſe, aud went into the bozders of Tyꝛe and Hidon, and cn: 
fred into an bouſe,and weulo that no man ſhoulde haut knowen. But Le could not be 
byd-Fc2 acertapne woman (whoſe doughter had a toule ſpizere)aTone as ſhe hear? of 
him, came and fel at his feere. The woma was a Greke,out of the nacton of Sp2ophe- 
nicta. And the beſcughte hym that be weulde caſle oute the deuc il from her doughter, 
But Jcſus ſayd vnto bet: Cet the childꝛt᷑ fy2ſt be fed. Fo2 it is not mete to take the chil 
dicus bzcad, and to caſt it ruto whetpes. She anſwered, and ſayde vnto hym :eucn f7 
lozd,neuerthclclle che whelpes allocate vudcr the table ofthe childzens cromes Jud 
he ſapde vnto her: toꝛ this ſaying go thy wayc, the druell is gone out of thy Doughter, 
And wi cu he was cũ home to het youſe, ſhe found that the dencll uas departed, and 
her doughtcr lying on the bed. 


After theſe thynges were thus done, Jeſus ſygnyfyeng tuen by the 
berye chaungyng of place, how wery he was of the Jewyſhc honouryng 4 
ſerupce, which was almoſte altogether eſtcmed by thobſcruacion of folyſhe 
coꝛpoꝛall ceremonies, ⁊ coatcted win the very narowe lymytes of Jewric: 
ſygnyfping alſo howe muche he deſyꝛed to be at large amongthe Gentiles 
(whcre he ſhoulde be honoured in ſpirite.4truth)gat hymſelfe thece, a went 
into the boꝛdets of Tyze, and Sydon.but as a pꝛiuie geſte becauſe of the 
enutous Jcwes,who by tcaſon they counted the Tirtans, and Sidonians 
dogges x abhominable people would not haue ſuffred hym to haue ttauſ⸗ 
lated and had awaye the doctrine of the goſpel] vnto them. | 
AVhcrfozc bepng there, he vſed not to be conuerſaunt in open 4 commo 
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ces, as he was wont to be among the Icwes, but went into a houſe a5 
though he had bene deſirous to kepe him ſclte ſecrete, and vnknower,, Il⸗ 
beit he coulde in no wile ſo doe. So greatly had the fame of hys wozdes, + 
dedes ſpꝛed ab2odc,z ſtretched foꝛth it ſelt cuen beyond the boundes and li⸗ 
mites of Je we, as though it had then deuiſed to oucrrunne the whole 
woꝛlde. In this wiſe is the gloꝛye and pꝛayſe gotten by lcadyng a godlye 
lyfe after the goſpell, beſt of all ſpꝛed a bzode, when that of it owne accoꝛde 


it foloweth him, who cxcheweth and Gunneth the ſame. Foiagcettetne 


Fo: a certayne woman of Canaan, as this rumour was bꝛuted a noy- g. 
{ed abꝛode of Jeſu, came oute of the coaſtes of her countreye, and ano con- 
ceyuing a great confydence of hym, haſted her to the place where he was: 
and beyng with muche adoe let into the houſe, fell downe at hys fecte. 
Thys woman was not of the Jewiſh, but of the heathen religion : not a 
Jeweſſe bozne, but a Syꝛopheniſſe.Hete thou ſecſte a figure ot the churche 
whiche anon after ſhould be aſſembled and gathered together of the genti⸗ 
les. The Jewes dꝛoue Jeſus oute of they2 countrep : but thys Sp;ophe- 
niſſe fozſoke her countteye, and went to meete hym. It is but loſt labour to 
come to Jeſu, vnleſſe thou haue firft foꝛſaken thyne olde vices beyng now 
familiar, and of houſhold with the. Thou muſte flytte out of thyne owne 
houſe, to thentent thou mapſt come vnto the houſe where Jeſus abydeth. 
This woman had a daughter at home vered with an yuel ſpitite, by the 
whiche da are vnderſtande the people geuen to idolattye. Whertoze 
ſhedeſired Jelu that he woulde vouchelafe to delyuer het fromthe lpirite, ud gebe. 
Howe much perfiter was the fapthe of this heathen woman, then of the be Zou das 
ruler of the ſynagoge ? Jeſus becauſe he woulde make the faythe of thys . 
woman moze apparaunte to all men, ſhaped her au anſ were as though he , St 5%: 
had bene of a Jewpſhempnde, ſaying : ſuffre the childzen firſt to be fol- ec 019, 
led. It is not beſcmypng that J take the bꝛeade of the childzen, and caſte it 
to dogges, Fo: the Jewes do glozie,and make their vaunte that they alone 
be the childꝛen of god, and eſteme the gentiles, who are of a contrary teligt⸗ 
on to theyzs, fox dogges. He calleth the vertue of the goſpell bꝛeade which 
by the heaueniy doctrine,and purefapth,healeth all dyſeaſes,anderpelleth,,., 
all kynde of diuels out of mennes ſowles. The woman nothyng offended ud and ade, 
with thys tebuke, toutned his woꝛdes into an argument to obtaync her pes 
ticiõ the which he ſpake ( as it ſemed)becauſe to ſhake her of that Che ſhould 
make no further ſuyte and requeſt vnto hym herein. Thou ſayeſt vcry wel, 
ſapeth ſhe Loꝛde. We heathen people haue not diſdapne at the Jewes that 
they as childꝛen) do honourably ſyt at the table of theyꝛ etceding tiche fa⸗ 
thet. and eate they fill of the holy loaues But yctdogges are petmitted to 
tate the criimes whiche fall dowac vnder fecte from the childꝛens table. 
Jeſus, as though he had bene ouercome with ſo great tapthe, pacicnce, ,,,,....... 
humbleneſſe of mynde, and conſtancye of the woman, anſwered,and ſa1d:; »neo her : r02 
By reaſon of thys anſwere thou obteyneſte that perfozce, whiche it was not * rn 
— * me to gyue the. Get the home, thy daughter is now delyuered 
t. 


The woman gaue credence vnto hys woꝛdes, and ſo departed thence 
—— ioye & gladneſſe, pꝛoucd al thynges true, that Icſu tolde het. 
Foz he founde her doughter at reſt in her bed, nowe cleane delyueted from 
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any further veracion of the fiende. 

Aſſutedly the fapth of the mother enkoꝛced Jeſu to heale the doughttr. 
A ſſone as the euel ſpiritets once put to flyght,then foloweth there niconti⸗ 
nent quiet of minde x colcience. For Þ euer toloweth innocency a cleane life, 
So at this day the congregacton of godly folkes,reſoztcth vnto Jeſus. 3 
makcth interceſſion koꝛ ſuch as are no leſſe vered with Jdolatrie, Imbici⸗ 
on, w23th.couctouſneſſe, and a furious deſire ts make warre, then yt they 
w-rc vader the thꝛaldome of ſome foulc ſpittte. The Jewes thought it not 
bcſempng that they whiche a lytle befoze were enfozced to do all miſchict at 
the will and pleaſure of dynels, ſhould ſodayniy though the grace of the 
goſpel, ve receyued to — — and felowſhyp ot the childzcn of God :x 
the cauſe why, was by reaſon they perceyued not how this highe pꝛetmi⸗ 
nente ought not to be eſtemed by conſanguinitie oꝛ kinred but by feruent- 
neſſe and tonſtancye of fapth,towardes the Lozde Jeſu. Chꝛiſt was pzoints 
ſed vnto the chyldꝛẽ of Iſtael x to þ poſteritie oz ſutceſſours of Abzahain: 
But they are th? poſtetitie of Ibzaham, which folow the fayth or Zbzaham. 
They arc the childzen of Jiracll,whiche requirenot heauen gates to beo⸗ 
pened vnto them koꝛ their merites ſake, but go about violently to entre in 
by fozce of an Euangelyke fayth. Foz Iſtael is aſmuche to ſay in the Hes 
bꝛue tongue, as a man ſtrong oz valiaunt againſt god. Foz when the Gen: 
tiles(who befoze tyme were blempſhed with al kyndes of vpces,and had no 
good dedes at al, whetby they might make any tuſt tytle oz clapme vnto the 
kyngdome of heauen) were by the tuſtice of God cleane excluded and (hut 
out:then brake they in by the wyndow of mercy, 4 made then felucs a way 
in by conſtaunt fapthe, as it had ben with ſome toole 02 weapon, violently 
bꝛeakyng vp the walles of the lame kingdome. The time was not pct come 
that they ſhould be openly called to the celowſhip of the kyngdoins of hra⸗ 
uen: but pet the Lozde maketh many ſoze ſignes of cheit vocacaon, as one 
deſirous to pꝛeuent the thong, whiche he chiefly deſy2cth, 

And he departed agayu from the coaſtes of Tpze and Sydon, and came viito the 
fea of Galtle, thoꝛow the myddes of Þcoaites of the ten cities. And they brought vnto 
hym, one that was deate and had an impedimtt in his ſpeache And they prayed hym 
to put his hande vpou him And when he dad taken dym aſpde from che people. he put 

bis ſyngets into his cates, and did ſpyr, and touched his tongue. and loked vp to hca⸗ 
uen. ⁊ſtahed and ſayd vnto dym Ephata, that is to ſay, de opened. 2nd trepyYhtwaye 
dis cates were opened, and the tryng of dys tonguc was leuſc d, and he ſpake plapuc. 
And he commaunded thi that they (ould tel no man. But toe moe ye furbad them. ſo 
muche toe more a gteat deale, they pudlyched.ſayiug: De bach done all thynges wel; 
he hathe made bothe the dea tc to heare,aud the dumme to (peake, 

After this ſede was pziuely,and as a man would ſaye,by ſtealth ſowen 
amonges the Tyzlans.Sydontans,and Cananites, the Loꝛd teculed, and 
went agayn vnto the lake ot Galile:lcauyng Sydon, and paſſyng along 
by the counttey of Decapolie oz ten cities, whete as befoꝛe he healed a man 


bꝛougut vnto Vt ed with a ſpirite. Ind when he was hyther comen they bzought hym a 
him one that pittfull ſight, that is to wete, a man both deate, and dame.

| hynges as they heard . And thettoze had they a tougue to , and

But what ſhall this ſely pooze wꝛetche do, who hath nepther tongue tu de⸗ 
(p2e the Loꝛde to gyuehpmhealth,noz eares to heate that voyce of Jeſus, 
whiche teyleth to lyfe cucn the dead + Other that had bothe tongue, and ca- 


res ho'pehym. They brought dym vnto Jelus:thep beſought him of hps pur f 


gracious goodnes to bouchelſafe to lay his hande vpon 
it the mooſt mercifull lozde to helpe ſynnets, euen at the 
other mennes fayth. The chꝛiſtian nouice is bought vnto Jeſu, He hath 
made an end both of pll doyng,and naughty lpeakyng: but pet hath he not 
learned to doe well: Pet hath he not learned to confeſſe the goodneſſe of 
the goſpell . Fox howe can he ſo doe, vnleſſe Jeſus laye his hande vpon 
hym⸗ Menne doc but labour in vapne,yf Jeſu put not to his ſecrete power 
and veitue. The Loꝛde coulde euen with the bare woꝛde of his mouthe, 
haue caſcly hea!ed this deafe and dumme fclowe : but this fourme of hea- 
lyng was let out foz out cnſtruction. Foz lyke as the woꝛdes of Icſus are 
moſte commonly parables oz myſterſes:cucn ſo be manye tymes his doyn⸗ 
gts to. He toke Him by the hand X lcd him aſpde from the multitude of peo⸗ 
ple. Safe is he whome ſocuer Jclus hath taken, and ſeuered from the ruf- 
flyng of this troublous,and vaquyct woꝛlde. Then put he his fingers in⸗ 
to his cares,and touched hes tongue with his ſycttell. Nowe is health ves 
ty nere when Jeſus by vertue of his ſpirite(whiche is the fynger of God) 
voucheſaketh to touche Þ eares of our minde: when the ſpettell of heauenly 
wyſcdome (which is hiinſelle ) cummyng oute of the mouthe of the hygheſte 
farhcr.daynethto touche the tongue of our ſoule,to thentente that all god⸗ 
ly thinges map telliſe and ſauour vnto vs. Foꝛ without this humour,ther 
is no taſte : and yr mannes ſpcttell be fautye,then maketh it a wzonge iud⸗ 
gement intaſtiug.

Nowe maketh he a triall howe much his diſciples haue p2ofited qhoſt⸗ 
ly. pꝛouyng whether ſuch thinges be done in theim ſpirituallye, as in ather 
haue bene wzought cozpozallpe,and by darke figures, hetfoze he depar⸗ 
ted from Bethſaida,anv went with his diſciples to the litel tounes belon⸗ 

a to the citte of Ceſarea, ſurnamcdPhtlippt.As he wente by the wape, 
he aſked them what the pee ple ſuppoſed of hym. oz nome aftcr ſo manpe 
miracles wꝛought, euen the common ſoꝛte oughte to haue tonctyued ſont 
meruaylous great optnion of him. Jeſus was not tgnozant what the com⸗ 
mon opinton was of him:but his intẽt and purpoſe was, td ewe vs wht- 
the is the true cuangeltke fayth, that ſaucth the fapthfull: and howe much 
it differcth from the inconſtant, and vartable opinion of the comon people.

J®d he ta yt (1011.19 à ſure belefe on Jeſus Chiſte , the ſone of God, inſpired vs 


lpe as they had hearde, Some men(@ they)ſuppoſe thou art John Bap- 
tt, who is teliutd agayne.Other ſome take the to be the Thel bite, 
whoſc commpng was pzompled by Malachy the Pꝛophete. And agapne 
other there are, who thynke not that thou art Help, but ſome other of Þ olde 
P2ophctes riſcn agaynefrom death to lpfe - Thele were the opinions of 
thoſe men, who as then had the greateſt optnion of hym. Foz beyng them- 
ſelfes but men they coulde ſuppoſe nothing of hym aboue the ſtatc and cõ⸗ 
dicion of man. They ſuppoſed him to be a man of great excellencpe, but as 
pet, they beleued not howe he was Meſſias the very ſonne of God, and ſa- 
utour of the wozlde.Pet was this a rudiment, and ſitũ punciple (ſuche as 
it was ol the cuangelike and chziſten pzofeſſion,the miſtery whereof, was 
not as pet to be diſcloſed tothe common ſozt.

It behoued that the people ſhould 
awaite foꝛ Meſſias, and beleue that he ſhould ſhoꝛtelpe tome:Howbcit as 
ytt, it was not cxpediẽt to be knowen that Jeſus was Meſſias. Foz thus 
was it neceſſaty for out inſttuctiõ, that glozy ſhould ſpꝛing of baſe and hu 
ble eſtatt. The diſciples of an humain affectio abhoꝛted the diſplcaſuts of 
theit maſtet. muche delitous to haue him greatly cſtemed, ⁊ take fo2 a ico⸗ 
ly felowe of tutty body. But it pleaſed the cueriaſting wiſcdom to obſerue 
the other oꝛder. Therfoze Jeſus began to teache them what he ſhoulde ſuf» 
fer, befoze he woulde haue his greatneſſe and excellencye knowen vnto the 
woꝛld.

But whoſo wil be a true folower of me, pf he intende to be aſſociate wyth 
me in bliſſe and glozy,lct the lame in the meane time dyſpoſe hymſclfe to be 
mp fclowe oꝛ partencr.inſuffcring afflictions.and deathe. Let him vttetly 
tenye himſcike teletuing nothyng vnto himlſelfe in this woꝛlde, but cleane 
tenouncyng al thinges euen to contempt of lyfe:and finally let tutty man 
take vp his croſſc,and folowe me.

They wyſt not what the matter 
tycant : but yet they ſuppoſed there was ſumme earneſt cauſe why Jeſus 
woulde not haue it publiſhed vnto the people betoꝛe his reſurrection were 
knowen.Foz what other good ſhoulde they haue done by telling it abzode

ccs)thep diſpiſed, and put to death. Neyther wyll they moze gently entteat 
Mellias, then they haue done his fozecurroure, 
Hereby Jeſꝰ declared how John was Hely, not after þ body, but after

He ſawe 
alſo the ſcribes ttaloning the matier J wot not where vpon, with his dtf- 
ciples. Rowe when the people had eſpicd Jeſus vnloked foz on they? be-

Jeſus was not ignoꝛaunt what the ſcribes diſputed on, but pet he aſ- 7 
ned what the matiet was wherevpon they reaſoned,to thentent that eutty Pe 
body might knowe what was done. Ind when both the diſciples , and the 
ſcribes held their peace for very ſhame, the diſciples fot that they aſſayd to 
ca(t out a dyuell, and coulde ret bung it to paſſe , and the other becauſe 
that in the pzeſcnce of the dyſciples they depzaucd the name of Jeſu , as a 
thing vertulcſſe, and of no efficacie : one of that multitude who miniſtred 
thoccaſion of þ reaſoning.ſhewed the whole matter euen as it was vnto 
Jeſu:Waiſter,ſaith he J bzought hither my ſonne vnto the, who is veĩed 
Wa dme ſpitit ot whom he is pitiefully tourmeted, Foz whenſocuet the 
ſpirit taketh hun he dall eth hum agaynſt the groũde and then the child fo⸗ 
meth at the mouth. gnaſheth with his teethe, and cryeth oute, and all this 
whple he pyneth and conſumeth away, by reaſon he is thus bered. Becauſe 
thou waſt not here, J deſired thy diſciples that they would chaſe away this 
(pirite,and delyuet my ſonne.

When the loꝛd heard this, to ſhewe, that febleneſſe of fapth was the be⸗ 
rye cauſe why the yonge man was not delpuecred of the ſpitite, he makyng

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as though hc had bene wꝛothe and in a fume, layed: Oh faythleſſe nacion 
which pct canſt not by ſo many miracics as J haue dont be bzought to bes 
lete. How long wall J lyuyng here in carth,ſtrive with youre vntapthfull 
obſtacleneſſtehowe long ſhall J beate withyou-when will you come fox- 
warde in thoſe thynges that be of the ſpitite : vhen will you belcue thoſe 
thynges that pou ſee not,ſpth you beleue not the thinges which youſce w 
your coꝛpoꝛall iyss-bzpng him hyther to me. And they bꝛought him vnto 
hum. That ſinne cicaueth faſte,whereunto the ſinner hath from the childe- 
hode accuſtomed, But after he was bzought vnto Jeſus he was wozſe 
vexed then he was befoꝛe by reaſon of the conflicte whiche aroſe betwene 

the ſpitite deſirous to amende,and ſenſualitie tollyng and alluryng 
agayne, to his accuſtomed ſpnfull lyuyng.Foz anon as the fiende ſaw Je- 
ſus , he feelyng acontrarye power to his, toke the pong manne, and loze 
vcred hym,mlomuche that bepng daſhed agaynſte the grounde, and rol- 
led to and fro,he fo med at the mouth. This was a pictitull ſpght to al the 
pcople, But it is amuche moe pitifull (yght, when the ſynnet peſſeſſed 
with greuous linncs,and of long continuaunce is likt wile veredin loule.

C When Jeſus ſawihet the pcople came runupng together vnto him, he rebuked 
the foulc ſpirit, ſaping vnto hym: Thou dime, and deafe ſpirite, I charge the cum out 
of him, entre nomoze into him. And the ſytrite( we de had cryed,and rent him ſeꝛe) 
came out of hym,# he was as one t hat had bene dead,inſomuch that many ſayd,he is 
decade. But Jeſus caught his bande, and lytt him vp, a he roſc. And when de was cum 
into the houſe, bis diſciples aſked him ſecretly; why coulde not we c afte dim out: and 
he ſapd vntothem:this hyude can cum fozth by uothyug, but by pzaper,and faſtyng. 


In the meane ſeaſon, the people came runnyng together on cucty ſyde, to 
ſe this lyght. W hen Jeſus ſawe they wer cum (foz his wyll was to haue 
c them all to be witneſſes of the myꝛacle then put he furthe that almyghtxe 
voyce,wherwith he callcth to lyfe agapne when it picaſcthhym , cucn the 
dead. He theatentd the foule ſpirite to handle hym actoꝛdyngly, tnicſſche 
woulde incontinent departe,ſaying : Thou deafe and dumme ſpirite, J 
charge the to get the out of the man, and that thou ncuer from hencefozth 
entet into hym agayne, 
Icſus is in a tume with the ſpirite becauſe he maye ſhe we mercye vpon 
the man: 
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the man:geuing vs a leſſon what we ought to doe in healvng ok ſynnets. 
man muſt ſo rebuke vice that he maye ſeme to loue the ſoulc health of the 
perſon. Ind bicauſe we ſhould knowe that man labourcth and ſpeaketh in 
vaynec, vnleſſe Jeſus ſpcake with him by his ſecrete vettue and power, the 
diſciples commaunded the ſpitite to go out, but all was in vayne, betauſe 
Jcſus was awayc. He is awap ſo eit as our faythj is cold and waueryng, 
by the which tayth. his wyl is that we obtayne all thynges. What was 
done at the empetious voyce of Jclu - By and by the ſpitite wente oute. 

But to thentent it ſhould appeare that he went out ag aynſt his wil, he cry- 
ed, and vered the ſely wꝛetche very ſoꝛe at his departure. Foꝛ nowe laye he 
vpon the grounde fo2 deade, inſomuche that many ſayed he was deade in 
dede. Thou leeſt here a figure of a penitent perſõ, and hym who turneth fro 


great, and accuſtomed ſynnes, to amendement. Nowehath the hatred of 


ſynne, delyuered hym from ſynne: howbeit he is at the nexte dooꝛe to deſ⸗ 
peration, who ſo both knowleageth his own kfilthineſſe, and alſo hath god⸗ 
des iu ſtice. in temembꝛaunce. But pet lyeth he happily deade that is dead 
to ſonne.

his fathers tayth. Nowe hearcth this deate mannc , whiche befoze had his 
carcs ſtopped with woꝛldlye luſtes agaynſt the doctrine and wozde of the 
goſpell. No we ſpeaketh this dumme telowe, who befoze was tongue tyed 
and ſpcacheleſſe by reaſon of the paſſions , and wylfull pangues of the 
leihe. Now is the ſame at reſte and quyet, who befoze ſtyꝛed with the furt- 
ous tages ſumtune of ſenſualitie,and pleaſure of the bodp,ſumtimeofam- 
bicion and deſyꝛe of woꝛldly aduauncement, other whiles of wzathe,nowe 
of cnupe,nowe and then of couctouſencſle , was as it had bene tauyſhed 
and caryed by the conſtrapnte of ſome vncleane and violent ſpirite . All 
theſe thynges ſawe the Apoſtles, and ſayed nere a woꝛd foꝛ that they durſt 
not interupt the loꝛde. The Scribes alſo held theyz peace, being now aſſu⸗ 
red by the thing ſelfe how it was not by reaſon the name of Jeſu was vn: 
effectuall and vertuleſſe p this kelowe was no ſooner ryd of the ſpitite but 
foꝛ the weakneſſe of fapth.And as it chaũced vnto this pong ma bodcly.ſo 
chaunced it to pᷣ Phatiſeis ſpiritually. Thet wer not healed of their ſinnes 
becauſe they beleued not p woꝛd, by thonly vertuc wherof,thei might haue 
ben healed. But whe Jeſus was ca into p houſe, p diſciples now beyng w 
hym alone, aſked hym what was the cauſe why they could not caſt out the 
dyuyll, ſythe they had afoꝛe caſt out ſo many in his name.

and after a rechelcſſe ſoꝛte: and now hath he ſuſticicntly declared, in the ta- 
ther of hym that was healed, how weakneſle of fayth was the onely impe⸗ 
dyment why the dpycll went not fozthe,the whiche faythe we s not as pet ſo 
ſtrong in the diſciples , as tt ought of congrucnce to haue bene) Jeſus. J 
ape, aunſweted, that there was a cettayne ſpeciall kynde of dyuels, whiche 
toulde not othcrwyſe be txpelled, then by pꝛayet, and faſtpng . Fox theſe be 
the two engynts which are of mooſte fozce agapnſt wicked ſpitites. For by 
pꝛapet, the utength of fapthe is renued,and quyckned, as it chaunced vnto - 
the yonge mannes father, who ſaped:Lozde heipe my vnbelefe: Ind by fa- 
ſtyng. bycauſe it contayneth a certapne toꝛbeatyng of al catnal pleaſures, 
pod core the rebellion of the fleſhe is ſubdued. e muſte haue a cltant ſpitite himſelf, 
whoſo gocth aboute to caſte out vncleane ſpirites of other. Jeſus and the 
thꝛe dilciples wer newly retourned from pzaper. The reſt of them kept c0- 
paygme with the multitude, and dyd neyther faſte, ne pꝛaye, and foz that 
cauſc wete not able pnough to caſte out a dyueil which had ſo kaſte holde, 
and was ſo kamiliat. The moꝛe the truſt of our ſelues encteaſeth in vs, the 
moꝛe the power to wozke miracles decteaſeth: The moze the powcr of the 
fleſhe is moxtifted in vs, the ſtroger is the holy ghoſt by whole onely pow- 
er foule ſpitites are crpellecd , We muſte thertoze oftetymes pꝛape 
that Þ ſtrength of fapth may in vs be cucttaſcd: we muſt alſo moxtifte our 
fleſh continuallp,to thentent that the ſpuite of Jeſu Chaiſt may liue in vs. 
To be ſhoꝛte, Chꝛiſt doeth nowe pꝛepare his dilciples agaynſt that houre 
when they ſhall be commaunded to watche , and pꝛape, leaſt they fall into 
temptacion. But becauſe thep toke anappe atter lupper , the weake fleſhe 
had the vppcr hande, | 
Theterfe. C Ind they departed thente, and toke they? tourney thotow Galile, and he would 
not that any man Gould knowe it. Foz hc taught his diſciples, aud ſayed vnto them: 
ſonne ot man cbalde deltuercd into the handes ot men, and they Gal ny ll bym,and af- 
ter that he is hy led, de ſhal arpſe agaynt the thy de dape. But they wyſt net v hat de 
ſapd,+ were afrapde to aſke hym.

(clucs, who ould be the chicteu. And wok he was ſet dou ne, de called the twelue to 
hym,#ſapd vnto them: yt an man deſpze tobe fyzſte,theſame @albe laſte of all, and 
\cruaunt to al. And he toke a chylde, aud ſet hym in rhe middes of them. and wheu be 
dad raken gym in bis armes , he ſaycd vnto them: whoſoeuce teccypucth anye (uche 
tchilde in my name, tectyucth me. And whoſocucr receyucth me, receyucth not mt dut 
dym that ſent me. 

(Theſe thinges done in maner befoze rehearſed , Jeſus beyng accom- 
ptancd w his dilciples begi to take his tourney to Ich ward, who pꝛy⸗ 
uelp, à as it wer by ſtealth. paſſed thzough the countrepe of Galile, not be- 
cauſe he feared death(whiche in dede he moſte ferucutly deſpzcd) but leaſt 
he ſhould haue ſemed to pzouoke the pꝛieſteg, 3 Phatiſtis to conſpyze hys 
death befozc the tyme appoynted. 

onde This outwarde appcaraunce of ktate ſhewed he becauſe he would citane 
dels. delyuet his diſciples from all feare , and alſo declare the weakencſſeand | 
frapiticofthe nature which he had taken vponhym. As he wente by the 
wape he repeted vnto them the lame thyng,which they had dpuerſe tymes 
hearde him ſpeake ok befoze « Foz he ſaped as foloweth : — _

myſictit in them, becauſe it came to theyz temembraunce,how thet had ben 
ſumtymes befoze deceyued with ſuche tpguratiue manour of ſpeakynges, 
as when they were commaunded to be ware of the Pharifcis leuen. Nep⸗ 
thet could they pet concepue in mynde the myſtery of the croſſe,noz gelle foꝛ 
what purpoſe he would be ſlayne yr he would ſoone after his death relyue 


agapne,ſpth that he who canne relyue when hym luſte, can alſo pf it pleaſe 
hym not dyc at all. 


Thcrfo:c albcit they were greatlye offended with theſe wooꝛdes, yet durſte x45 were a;

diſplcaſure.queſtioned with the lozd herein. F £2 they heard Chuſt ſay bunt 


hym: Go aftcrme Satan. They pct ſauoured of the wozid:foz goddes de⸗ 
tetunnacion was to be reconciled to waykynde,pardoned of all his offen⸗ 
ces thoꝛow fayth · by Þ ſacrifice of an vnſpotted lambe : The diſciples dꝛea⸗ 
med vpon a cettayne woꝛldly kyngdom and therfoze as they trauapled by 
the waye they fell a rcaſoning among theun ſelues, who ſhoulde haue the 
pꝛecminence, and vpper hande in the kyngdome of god, whiche they hoped 
ſhould very ſhoꝛtly begyn. They (awe a lytle befoze , howe the thꝛee dilct- 
ples were pzefcrred atoꝛe the reſte in goynge vp to the Mountayne: they 
lawehowe Peter had the pꝛeemmence when the keyes of the kyngdome of 
heauen were delpuered,and yet ſum of theim were his auncientes , yea and 
bclides that kynne vnto the Loꝛde. 


When they were come to Capernaum.the Loꝛde aſked them aparte are. 
what was the matier wherevpon they reatoned ſecretiye betwene thermſel- amn. 


ucs,as they went by the waye. But they holdyng their peace. and aſhamed 
to make him an aunſwerc ( foꝛ they knew well that he beyng the authour of 
all modeſtie andhablcneſſe ol mynde, woulde diſalawe this their ambici⸗ 
ouſneſſe) : Jeſus becauſe he woulde cleane wede oute ot theyꝛ myndes. 
this mooſt dampnable and naughty affection, ſate him downe as one that

L pke as catthly kinges beleue that they are eythet honoured oꝛ 
diſhonozed in they: great eſtates: ſo in this Euãgelike kyngdoe J thynke 
my ſelfe to de epther honoured oꝛ diſhonoured in ſuche lytle babes, whome 
the woꝛld ſetteth naught by, becauſe of their innocencie ſimplicitie and hq - 
bleneſle of minde. Ik you know any to be moꝛe humble and low then J ain, 
hym counte ye foꝛ the chiefe manne in the kyngdome of heauen. But pf yt 
kynde none, then take you me foz the verye ſouerapgne : And as eyery man 
moſte reſembleth me in contemnyng of thoſe thynges, which great men ſue 
fo in pꝛynces couttes ſo iudge you him to be the mooſt ſouerapane perſo. 
Thertoꝛe who ſo teceiueth one of ſuch litle babes in my name the ſame re- 
ceiueth me. Foz it retoyſeth me to be tecepued in theſt: whome J loue as the 
that ate lyke me. Agapne,whoſo receyueth me beyng loweſt of al men, at. 
tet þ eſtimacion of þ world, teceyutth not me. but hym that ſent me. Foꝛ as 
the mayſtet is honoured oꝛ diſhonoured , in the ſcholers: ſo is the father 
lykewpſe diſhonoured oꝛ honoured, in the ſonne. 

By theſe woꝛdes, Jeſu toke not awape authoꝛitte from ſuche as be pꝛe⸗ 
lates, and haue the charge oz oucrſyghte of the Loꝛdes flocke, but plucked 
out of the diſciples myndes all dcſpze of woꝛldly auauncemente . Foz the 
lowneſſe of this ſozte of lytle ones, is not eſtemed after the quantitie and 
ſtrength of the bodie,but after the humbleneſſe of ſuche a mynde , as clap- 
incth nothyng in this wozlde that is highe , noꝛ truſtcth anye whit to hys 
owne ſtrength,but wyth ſpncere kapth hangeth vpon Chiſte. 


C John aunſwered dym, ſaying:Aayſter, we ſawe one caſt out diuels in thy name 
and he folowerth not vs, and we fozbad hym becauſe be followeth vs not. But Jeſus 
ſayed: foxbyd hym not. Fo2 there is no man whiche(pthe doe a mp2acie in mp name) 
can lyghtly ſprake cupl of me:fo2 he that is not agaiua vs, is en our part. Who ſocuet 
hall in mp name geue pou a cuppe of warer to diyuze, becauſe pebeloug to Chzull, ve⸗ 
rely J ſay vnto pou, hc al not lceſe his tewat de.

one of another ſecte, and none of thy felowſhyp, we fo:bad:but whether we 
dyd well 02 no, we wot not. Jeſus anſwered ; Foꝛbyd ye none ſuche as are 
in any wyſe good to ſpꝛede abꝛode and pꝛeache the goſpell . Foz you mult 
not be dildaynkull in teceyuyng of thoſe, whiche go aboute ,by what ende ⸗ 
noure ſocucr it be, to auaunce the woꝛde of god.You mult not coſidze whe⸗ 
ther he folowe me as a diſciple,but whether he pꝛeach my name.

frede + vphold with they: ftattcry.the follyt of pꝛinces. whome theyz dutie

The phariſcis did lo interpꝛete this ſufferaunce of the lawe, as thoughe 
thoſe men did very well, who foz cuery trifting cauſe , would be deuorced 
from their wiues, ⁊ marye agayne,not vnderſtading p mind of p law ma- 
ker, which they might haue perccpued bp þ begining of þ boke of Geneſis, 
3 JcCas thetfoꝛe layd vnto them: In that Moyſes gaue you this libertie

* Qituted, $divorce ſhoulde be madc at þ ſenſual wil and pleaſure of p huſ- 
bad: but fo cucr to c6tinewe bitwene man and wife and neuer to be diſſol⸗ 
ued. Fox at þ firſt tyme god ioyned one toone,Þ is to ſaye, man to woma: 
bitwene whome he would haue ſo great loue x chaxitie to be, no ſepara- 
tion might chaunce. Fox this cauſe,ſaith he, a man ſhall leaue his father, 
his mother x ſticke vnto his wyke, and they bothe ſhal become one fleſhe, 
ſo that being now cõtoyned in bodte and ſoule, they ate no lenger two per- 
ſons, but one to thetent ther maye be a mutual participacion of weale and 
woe, betwene them. Theſe wozdes playnly declare that god was not plta⸗ 
leo with diuoꝛce, eis would he dyſanull his firſt ozdinanuce. But Moyſes 
permitting diuorce beſides the will of God , pꝛouided fox a ſeaſon fox the 
hardneſſe of your hartes:ſuppoling aduoutey to be a ſmaller offen ce then 
murtheryng of wiues. It this gentle pcrinifſis of Moyſes do pleaſe pou, 
knowe pou alſo the cauſe compclling him to geue pou this libettie. Ther⸗ 
foze what god himſclfe hath ſo conioyned at the begynning,that it ſhould 
alwapes contynewe vndiſlolued, let not man parte aſunder . Put awaye 
the hardneſſe of pour harte, and then ſhall there be no ncde of diuoꝛte: 
and in ee then (hall ſeparation of manne,and wyfe,haue no place, With ſuche a ſo 
doute his dif- be. and a diſcrete an were Jeſug defended goddes commaundement .and 
riples ane, Pct nepther condemned Woyſes , noꝛ minilhed the pꝛayſe of chaſtitie , noꝛ 
3 finallye bzought him ſelfe in daunger to be taken in the phariſics ſnare, 
but rather ſnarled them w theyꝛ one grynne, who came purpoſely to en · 
trap him. But after he, and his apoſtles were cumme into the houſe, x they 
being w him alone had aſked his opinion herein, then did he moꝛe plainly 
codempne diuoꝛcement. Who lo cuer, ſaith he, putteth awape his wife and 
Ind fa ve matycth an other, committeth aduoutrye to herward. Igapne it the wyfs 
der hul and. fozſake the huſband,and marye an other,ſhe committeth aduoutry to het 
* foꝛmet huſbandmard. Foꝛ it is not mete foz chziſten men to be ſo hard hat 
ted that they neythet can awaye with theyꝛ wiues condicions, noz wyll by 
farꝛe meancs cozrect them when they doe amyſſe, but koꝛ euety tryfling 
cauſe cocetue diſpleaſure againſt them, a ꝓmaginc theyʒ death, except they 
departe,x vet them awayt. This is a Jewiſhe mind, whichemy vſcples 
m 
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muſt in nowiſc haue. The Jew putteth away his wife foz ſtenche of beth, 
foꝛ blearnes of the tycs,02 foz any ſuch like fautes, whereas among c<y:1te 
men, thete is but one cauſe oncly, whiche difſolucth wedlocke, and that is 
the bꝛeache of the fapth,and pꝛomiſe of matrimony . Foꝛthat wife wh:che 
hath letten an ether manne haue the vſe of her body. is nowe no longer a 
wyke, although ſhe be not pct diuoꝛced: and that huſbande whiche hath lct- 
ten an other woman haue the ve of his body, is nowe befoꝛe any ſepcraci- 
on be made nomoꝛt an huſbande. As fire is not fyze vnicſlc it be hotte , ſo 
wedlocke is not wedlocke it excepte that of two be made one. There cannot 
be one fleſhe made of thzc,oz fower.

When he had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes, there were certayne perſons come 
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thyther, who had bzought vnto him pong childzen, to thentẽt he ſhould lay 


his handes vpon them, and bleſſe them. They ſawe howe diſcaſes wer put 
awap by vertue ot his touching, and therfoze beleued thei that p ſame tou⸗ 
chung would alſo be good a holſome foꝛ ſuckyng chyldꝛen agaynſt many 
ſuche inconuentences as this weake and tender age is wonte to de indaun⸗ 
geted with. The diſciples ſuppoſyng it not to be ſittyng that their Loꝛde, 
to: ſomuche as he was occupyed about war ghtier affayzes,ſhoulde be we- 
tyed with ſuchc trillyng matters kepte away the chyldꝛen that they coulde 
not ap pꝛoche him, and further rebuked ſuche as bꝛought them, as thou

But he was diſcomtoꝛted bes 
cauſe of that ſapiug, and weut away mournyng.Foz hc had great poſſetions, 


Nowe when theſe thynges were done in thc houſe,and he gone koꝛthe 
into the wape , then came there vnto hym a certayne pounge ſpꝛyngalte, 
bycauſe that aftet childhode was commended , this age ſhoulde lykewpſec 
be called from good beginnynges,to thynges of hyghcr perfection.. Be 
fell doune at his feete,and ſayed: Good mayſtet what ſhail J doe to put 
chaſe me etetnall lyfe : The aſkyng of this queſtion , ſmelled ſumwhat of 
that vice, wher with al ſuche are attached as ſtande in their own conccipt.

Ind 
he calleth hym good, whom he beltueth to be nought els but a ma, as who 
lay. that man had any good thing of thymlelf. Therfoze Iclus, as though 


Jefus fared he wer offended with this atrogant name ſaith vnto hym: why docſt thou

call me — name is fatte aboue the ſtate and condition of man. 
Fox ther is none verily good ſaue god alone. Foꝛ this cauſe as he is an at 
rogant perſon, who lo tat eth this name vpon hym: cucn ſo he that geucth 
the lame vnto man geueth hym more then it becommeth him to do. With 
this pꝛoheme Jeſus diſcouraged the vong ma, which in his owne concetpt 
thought himſelte not muche vn woꝛthye to haue this goodly title, oꝛ ueme 
geuen hym:and foꝛthwith aſked him this queſtton: knoweſt thou thc com⸗ 
maundementes! Then to hym demaunding what they were, he anſwered. 
recityng theſc common commaundementes folowyng, foꝛ kepyng wherof 
the Jewes chalenged the pꝛaiſt of goodnes and iuſtice Thou ſhait net cõ⸗ 
mit aduoutry: theu ſhalt not kyl:ti ou ſhalt not ſtralc:thou alt not tcare 
falſe witnelle:thou ſhalt not begyle thy neyghbour:honour thy father and 
thy mother.Here this pong man hopyng to haue bene greatlye commeded, 
anſwered agayne with a glad a ioyful hart: aſter, J hauc cuct kept el 
theſe. ſince J was a litle child, Jeſus beholdyng his great tcwardnes (fo 
he cloked not the iattet:noꝛ dyd not, as the Phariſets,of a naughty mind. 
oꝛ pꝛoude ſtomacke ſtand in his owne conceipt)Je®, I lay.fagnitped that 
he was dclited,euen with thonely endeyour of this age. Therkoꝛe he made 
ſcblant þ thts godly affecti6 of his albeit it was vnperfit , dyd neuerthcics 
highly plcaſe hi,who as it wete embꝛaced Þ great likelihode he cſpytd in hi 
to p2ofit à come fozward in the doctrine of the goſpel ( foꝛ as that age ſeldõ

Then to him merue- 
lyng a aſkyng what p ſhould be, the loꝛd anſwered:retournc home a make 
ſale of al that euer thou haſt.and deale the money which thou makeſt thet⸗ 
of,am6g poze folkes.Thou ſhalt not loſe ſuch dolts, but foꝛ carthly poſſeſ 
ſios,hozde vp great treaſurem t. Ind beyng lighted of thy burden, a 
free fro al encumbzances,come 4 folow me. Foz then wil J knowledge the 
to be a diſciple of the goſpel. The pong man wited many thinges:but Je- 
ſus entended to ſhewe by touchyng of this one ſoze , howe fatte he was as 
pet from the perkectiõ of the go

nefſe,whiche he well hoped he ſhould haue had. Foꝛ he was a man of great 
ſubſtance , # therfoze it ſemmed vnto him a very ſoze thing ſodainly to koꝛ⸗ 
go the lame. pet departed he not as one vttetly to be deſpapzcd of. Foz he 
was nether wzoth,noz mutmuted againſt Chziſt, but went his wayc wyth 
mournyng chere and ſilence.He was commended fox his vertuous à god- 
ly endeuour:but that he mourncth commeth of mas frailtie and wekenes. 
700 he vnderſtode not Jeſus woꝛdes, ihe meanyng whereof was not that 
a man ſhuld ſo much koꝛſake his goodes, as his aſtectiõs. Whoſo is tedy a 
willig to leaue al Þhe hath,if the cafe ſo require,hath fozſaken all thinges.

nyed out of meaſure,ſaping betwene them ſelfes : who tien can be ſaucd 2 Jeſus lo⸗ 
ked vpon them, and layed, with meu it is vnpoſſidle, but not with Sod . Foz wyid god 
all thinges are poſſible. 

With this enſample , Jeſus fraped his diſcyples from couctouſneſſe, 
Therfoze when the yong man was gone away all ſadde, and heauy, Jeſus 
loked round about on his diſciples(foz al this was done fox their inſitucti⸗ 
on)and ſatd; he ts gone. Howe muche ado (hall it be fo them that haue a- 
boundaunce of money,toenter into the kingdome of God / Theſe woꝛdes 
greatipe amaſed the diſciples , who ſuppoſed that vnnethe any one coulde 
be found, which would ſodainly laſhe out riches foꝛ the kingdome of 
God,although themſelfes had fozſaken a fewe ſmall thinges of lyttle price 
02 value. Thettoꝛe Jeſus repeteth the thinges whiche he ſpake befoze,mit- 
tigating the ſharpnes therof w picaſant wozdes,s expouning þ darke ſay⸗ 
ing. which they vnderſtode not. My childze ſaicth he, how hard is it foꝛ the 
Þ baue great ſubſtãte, a truſt vnts it, as the tõmon ſoꝛt doe to enttt into the 
kingdõ of god nd leaſt this ſeme to ſoꝛe a ſaping, I wyl yt ſpeake much 
lozer wozdes the theſe, but molt trut l.

whiche comaundeth vs, nothing to palſe vpon wpfe, chudꝛen. patenteg, no 
noz lite to, it h caſe lorequire. It is the caſteſt thing Þ there map be, yt a ma 
way and pondze the thyng ſelte, to conte mne and let naught by tycheſſe: 5 
again the moſt greuous thyng of ee ß manouts of the people.

ſoine grobe towarde mans ſtatt, a ſomt dꝛawe in age: chaun⸗ 
teth glad thynges, and ſomtures heauy.· Foꝛ our cauſe Jeſus tame doune 
from that heauenly ttanquilitie:ycttt wyll he not tatty here but haſtcth te 
Jeruſalcm, being very deſirous of mans ſaluatiõ. And hithetto his diſci⸗ 
piles, a with them a great multitude of people, folowed him. Matte well 
bowe Jcſus is eucty where as he is called. Eythet he teachcethj, oꝛ healcth, 
oꝛ cls reſtozcth to lyfe agapne. What his death ſhould cauſe thzoughe the 
beltefe of the goſpel that was preached. he ſhewed nowe playniy by a coꝛ⸗ 
poꝛal figure, Pankpnd was blynd thꝛough ignoꝛaunce of the ttueth, and 
pooꝛe and beggerly fox lacke of all vettues. Unleſſe Feſus had paſſed by 
vs, thete had bene no hope of light. 


Fox a certapne blynd begget well knowen of the people, called Batty⸗ d ar- 
meus the ſoune of one Tymeus,ſate by the high wayes ſyde, who when he eymcos eve 


ptrcepued hym to cum, began to cry, a ſaye: Jeſu the ſon of Dauid haue 
metty vpon me. Fyꝛſt þ bꝛuit oʒ pꝛtaching ot the Goſpell,Cheweth vs that 
Telus pt ſſeth by: then the great confydence whiche we ſiraytwayes con- 
cexuc of hym, wyll not ſuffre vs to holde our peace when he gocth by. Foz 
the ſynnet znowlcedgyng and confiſſing his wzetched liuyng, cryeth vpon 
the mcrexful ſauiout, and deſyzeth him to rake merty and compaſſyon 
vp6 him. He is at the next doe to light, who ſo knowlegeth his owne great 
blyndnes-To ſay, Loꝛd haue mercy vpon me, is not a ſaying of the Phart- 
ſcys.who thought them ſelues to be men of a perfpte ſyght, but an tuange⸗ 
Irke à chuſtian ſaping. Heythet vſe the Phatiſeys to ſaye: O thou ſonne 
of Dauid. Foꝛ they ſayt: is not this the carpenters ſonne : That blynd ma 
ſawe a great deaie moꝛt in the darke, then Jewes do at this pzeſent dap, 
ulucht beaſt and bzagge vpon the knowledge of the lawe, and pꝛoleſſe 
them lelues to be guides of the blynd. But the multitude of people is an 
unpet unent and hynderaũce to the ſely weetche thus crying 3 callyng fo 
nett. Foz what other thyng can they ds but diſturbe and trouble - His 
coſcience alſo ttyeth out agaynſt him not with one vopce,but with as mas 
np, as arc the offeces that he knoweth him ſelfe giltie of, ſaying:what haſt 
thou to do with Jiſus, which art defiled w ſo many ſinnes! The lawe cry- 
(th 4 barkcth againſt him.ſaping:$ cryeſt in vaynt: God is tuſt: loke after 
puniſhn ent foz thpne offcnces.The rulers of the ſynagog cty out agaynſt 
him cõmaunding that no man pzeache,nonoz be ſo hardy as once to name 
this name Jeſu . ſaping : there is no healthe and ſaluacion in Jelu, but in 
Mopſcs.To be ſhozt,Þ ſame thing do the Philoſophers aheathe pꝛynces. 
But that a manne may knowe a very cuangelyke # chyiſten fapthe in this 
blynd man, he gaue not oucr when the people thus ctyed agaynſt him, in⸗ 
ſomuche that being tebuked, and commaunded to hold his peace, he crytd 
louder then he did befoze,ſaping: Chou ſonne ol Dauid haue mercy vpon 
nie. The people were offended with his trying: Jeſus alone was nothyng 
ofleded herewith, but ſtode ſtyl, and tõmaunded him to be called vnto him.

I not, then had there not bene to ſcke a foꝛged matier of ſe⸗ 
dition to laye agaynſt hym,foz that by his owne pꝛiuate authozitie, with⸗ 
out leaue and lycence of the p2ieftes , and elders, he pꝛeſumed to do ſuche a 
thyng in the temple. What neded them to moue this queſttoö of authoꝛitie: 
ſyth his very dedes declared that all that was done was don by the myght 
and power of god e ſithe the thyng it ſeife playnly ſhewed , howe this was 
he whome God by his pꝛophetes pꝛomiſed long ago to cumme : ſithe the 
father after his baptiſme,declared with his owne vopce,that this was his 
ſingularly betoued ſonne, whöe they Houlde obey. Howe the authozitic of 
the pꝛieſtts, whiche they miſuſed, was good foz nothing els but to let gods 
gloꝛyt. Howebeit thtyꝛ froward wylfulneſſe, dyd alſo make muche foꝛ the 
aduauncyng and ſettyng foꝛth ol his power, and goodneſſe. 

Jeſus therfoze , becauſe he was not ignoꝛaunt wherabout they went 
(foz what aunſwete ſoeuet he had made, they woulde haue founde faulte 
therwith:and as pet the time was not cum foꝛ him to diſcloſe a cofeſſe who 
he was) Jeſus Iſayt, auoyded this deceytful queſtion, w an other wile de⸗ 
maid, On thts cõdition ſapth he, wyl J make aunſwer vnto your queſtts, 
yk you wyll anſwere me firſte vnto myne. The baptiſme of John, whether 
was it from heaue,o2 of men-Soyle me this queſtion. Mattze howe caſly 
goddes wyldome ſnarleth mannes wylineſſe, whiche vſeth all the craft and 
policie that map be, agaynſte it. They hadde hartes repleniched — 
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woꝛldly ſubteltie:they deuiſed all the gylefull wayes that toulde be inuen⸗ 
ted: And pct whiles they made trapnes to entrap him, they pettepuid that 
thcre were ſnares pzepared and layed fox them ſclfes. 

Fox they thougut thus in theyz mpndes: It we ſape, fromheauen. then „ 6 

will he replic: Why dyd you not then beleue him, when he bare witneſſe of cu.

Foz John was of very great authozitie among the people,and the memos 
tie of hun was reputed bleſſed and holy, becauſe no man doubted but he 
was a pꝛophet in dede.

And becauſe ye ſo muche tendze the gloꝛy of God, 
that actoꝛdyng to the leſſon of Chꝛiſt pe doe firſt of al other thinges 2 pins 
cipally ſeke the kingdome of heaue; therefoze hath he actoꝛdyng to his pꝛo⸗ 
mille in the ſame place conteined,and dooeth,and ſtill wil, of his own pꝛo⸗ 
uiſton, encte ate vnto you all kpades of neceſſarie coumfozte # conſolation, 
in muche better wyle then pour grace could deviſe, in muche larger mas 
niet then your owne cif would wyſhe,and in ferre other ſoztethen pe could 
imagin to looke foʒ. Theſe bli bath his eternal trueth and vnfalliole 
pꝛomiſſe perfourmed vuto pour fe, becauſe ye ſeke him moꝛe then p 
woꝛlde, becauſe ye moze minde godly contemplacion then courtely ſolaces, 
becauſe pe moze tendꝛe his then any tempoꝛal commoditees, becauſe 
ye eſteme the knowelage of his wooꝛde moꝛe precious then perle, golde,oz 
auy ereaſoures ſubiect to cozrupcion, becauſe ye pzefcrre the auauncyng of 
his holp wooꝛde befoze a aboue all other thinges,becauſe pe craſſe not with 
all pour power, with all pour diligence, and with al your induſttte. to ſette 
kooꝛth to all mens knowelage his holy ghoſpell and teſtamente, the onely 
koode and coumkoꝛte of our folles. And not onely dooeth pour grace with 
moſte earneſte zele fromthe firſt houre of the date to the cooelfth, labour in 
the vineparde ot Chzilte,ſuſtepnyng the burden of all the wholle date, and 
the parcyyng heateof the ſmould;eyng noonetyde ig your owne petſc ne: 
but alſo at your exteding great coſtes and charges dooe hire other weozke= 
mt᷑ to labour in theſame vineyarde of Chaiſtes goſpell,tothe ende theſame 
mate fruictifte ⁊ ſo plenteouſly bꝛing foozth, that all Engliſhe people mate 
to theit health and ghoſtely conſolacion bee aboundantely tepleniched with 
the frutct therot᷑. And as a good captain partely to the encourageyng of his 
foʒe ward ſoldiets, and partelp to the hamyng of daſtaroes oz falſeyerted 
loptreers,ledcth and guideth his armie and goeth bymſelf bekoꝛe theim: ſo 
your grace, fette otherwyſe than in the weake veſſels of woman ſexe is to 
bee looked toz, dooe ſhewe vnto men a notable exaumple of fozewardeneſſe 
in ſettyng penne tothe booke,partely to the great coumfoztyng of ſuche as 
fain would dooe good if they durſt, and partely to the ſhame and contumes 
lie offluggardes, who hauyng goodtalentes dooe kepe thetm faſt lapped 
vp in theyꝛ napking,and line —.— by this meanes dooeth pour htghs 


neſſe tight well declare that all your delite, all your ſtudie, and all your cnu⸗ 
deuour is by al polſible meanes enploted to the publique commoditie of all 
good Engliche people the kynges moſte louing and obediente ſudiectes to 
bee nouzled and trayned in the ceadyng of Goddes wooꝛde, and in the mes 
ditacion of his moſte holy gholpell.Foz this ghoſpeil is thatfame treaſour 
hidden vader the cloddie hard grounde in the tielde of the lettre. which your 
grace after ye had found, did tcz toye ſelle all þ ye had to bye thatſame field 
withall. And well mate ſuche perſones bee ſated to haue ſold all that thei 
had, who ſette leſſe by all the wozlde then by the goſpell, and aſwell fo the 
obteinyng of the knowelage to theimſelfcs as allo of deſire to helpe make 
theſame common to others, dooeth not (pare to ſpende out the treaourcs 
ofthetr golde and ſubſtaunce. This is that ſame pꝛecious margarite that 
Chzailte (peaketh of, whiche pour grace ſekyng foꝛ with great Deſice,(whan 
ye had once found ) ſolde al that pe had to bye, and thought your — 
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bello wed if it might ſo foꝛtune that ye might linde meanes to make al Cn: 
glich men whiche woulde teade oz heare it, to bee partakcrs ot the lame. 
This is the graine of muſtardſede whiche whan it was ſo fine and ſo littel 
that the vulearned ſoꝛte of Engliche men could ſcarce poſſibiy fete oꝛ ſee it, 
ye of your ercedyng charicee and zeie towardes your countrey folkes did in 
ſuche wyſe help to lowe in the fielde of Englãde, and did ſo cheriſhe with Þ 
fatte batlting yearth of the paraphꝛaſe, that where befoze it was in the yies 
of the vnlettted the leſte of al ſedes.,it is no w ſhot vp + growe muche larger 
in bzedth, then any other herbe of the fielde, ſo that it now ſpzedeth p bꝛau⸗ 
ches in ſuche a coumpace,that all Engliſhe readers mate theria finde many 
places where to light, to builde theimneſtes,in whiche their ſolles a cons 
ſciences mate to their ghoſtely coumfozte quietely repoſe thetmſetfes.This 
is the ſpiritual leaue whiche your grace beyng a ghoſtely houſewife toz the 
behoufof all the wholle ropalme of Englade a other the kinges mateſtees 
domintons, hath in ſuche wiſe hidden in all the wholle fower peckes of En⸗ 
gliſhe mea/e,Eſt,xvoeſt, Noꝛth, and Douth:that bythe benefite ⁊ meane of 
this parap hꝛaſe it is now all made ſauonrte # of a pleaſaũt relice to al Cns 
gliſhe peoples taſte. Where the terte of the ghoſpell afoze was in ſome pars 
tes(though alwates ſpeciall good and holſome toode, a berat teſtoꝛatiue to 
ſuche as wer hable to bzooke it, )yet to the cõplexion of groſſe, rude # grene 
ſtomaked engliſheme diſagreyng and hard of digeſtion. pet pe by pzocucing 
the wholle paraphꝛaſe of Eraſmus to bee diltgetiytraflated into Engliſh, 
haue minced it, ⁊ made it euerie Engliſh mans meate, though his tomake 
beeneuer fo weake oz tendze. Where afoze in ſome partes again itſemedto 
bee ſo light meate, that the groſſe tomakes did no leſſelothe it, then þ chit- 
dꝛen of 'Jſrael did Mana in deſerte, whan thei (ated: Out ſolle is qualmiſh 
ouer this meate beyng toto light. is tra die to call it vp again, your godly 
cure in coſeruing it with the paraphzaſe of Eraſmus in Engliſh, hath inade 
ſo ſound andſ\uvſtauncial meace foz al coplerions of people, that it mate be 
to cuerie bodye like the aboundaunce of quailles erg down in wilder⸗ 
neſſe fro heauen, ſuche as beſt Nood with euerpe dodyes Nomake, appetite, 
#moſte deſire to bee plenttouſip fedde withal. Where of it ſelf it is a meate 
molt pure a ſimple, and therefoze to ſome deintie mouthes vfed to none but 
fine termes.to the peincted colours and exoꝛnacions of rhetozike, it ſemeth 
dꝛre and vnpleaſaunt, it is now by the eagredoulce ſauce of the paraphꝛaſe 
made moze liquide to renne pleaſauntiy in the mouth ofany man whiche is 
not to muche infected with indurate bliadeneſſe of herte, w malicious tan⸗ 
cardenefſe,x with toto muche peruerſe a tudgemete, Foz Eraſmus lyke as 
he dooeth in all bis weozkes excelle and paſſe the moſte parte of all other 
wyters: ſo in thts weoꝛke of the paraphzaſe vpon the newe teſtamente he 
palleth bymlſelf. Therefoze moſte Ladie although your demert- 
tes are ſo ferre aboue all pzaſſes of man, that how ferre ſoeuer J wade in 
magnitiyng pour bettuous diſpoſicton, pour deuout ſtudie and endeuour 
to dooe good thynges, J ſhal bee ſure not to encurreany ſuſpicis of flaterie: 
ptt door J at this pzeſent omittyng all other thynges, onely in Englandes 
behalf matze one emong the reſt in tendzeyng publique thakes to pour highs 
neſſe,aſwell foꝛ pour other godly trauatliem the kno of 
Goddes woozde,as alſo mote ſpectallyin ſetting * 3 to - e 
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the paraphꝛaſe of Eraſmus vpõ al the new Teſtament whertn pe doe both 
tothe young and to the old,aſwell to the high as to the lowe, a no leſſe to p 
rycheryen to the pooze.ſhewe muche moꝛe bounteous liberalitee in delyn 
about à in making comon vnto al good Engliſh people the heauẽly ie wels 
of Chꝛiſtes docttine, then it ye ould opt all kinges cofers of wo:ldiptrea- 
loures, and dele to euerte one ſuche aboundaunce as might make theim all 
welthte and riche foz eucr in this woꝛld. and as pe haue hetin dooen a dede 
wooꝛthie ſuche thankes and rewardes as lyeth in none but only God to re- 
pap, and a dede to vs your moſt louing and obediẽt ſubiectcs ſo benefcciall 
as no herte can eſteme,. muche leſſe any toungue oz pene expꝛeſſe:) lo doubte 
I not but that ye haue dooen a thing to your moſt regall ſpouſe the kinges 
Maieſtee ſo acceptable, that ye wil not ſuffer it to lye duirped in ſtlence,but 
will one daie, wyã his godly wiſedome ſhall ſo thintze expedient, cauſe the 
ſame paraphzaſe to bee publiſhed # (et abzode tn pꝛient to theſame vſe that 
pour hi — hath ment it, that is to ſa pe, to the publique cõmoditee 2 bes 
nefite of good englich people now a long time loꝛe thitſt ng a — 
Ma: 


the ſincere à plaiũ knowelage of Gods woozde, Fo his moſt excel 

ieſtee beyng a man after the herte of the Lozde,beeyng a tight Dauidcho- 
len to deſtrute Gotiah the huge and coumbzeous enemie of Jſrael without 
any armour, a with none other weapon but the tone of Gods wooꝛde calt 
out of the ſlyng of the diuine ſpitite weozking in him and his lawes made 
here in Englande, and beyng the elected inſtrumete of God to plucke down 
the J dolle of the Romiche Intichziſte,who kolowing the ſteppes ok his fa: 
ther Lucifer hath not onely blurped a kynde of ſupꝛemitee and tirannie o⸗ 
uer all pꝛintes on yeatth,aſwell Chzite as Heathen, but alſo hath enſout⸗ 
ged againſt heaut᷑, and hath lift vp and ex aited hymlelt aboue all thing that 
is called God, makyng void the plain conmaundementes fot the aduauns 
tyng of his owne moe then ÞPhariſatcall tradicions, peruertyng the = 
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ſenſe of the holpe ſcriptures and wꝛellynge theim to the 
his abominations beryng both afoze God 4 man deteſtable: his highneſſe 
beeyng our Ezechias by the pꝛouidente of God deputed ⁊ ſet to be the de- 
ftruter not onely of all countrefaict religions(who ſwarmed emong vs ltke 
diſguiſed maſkerg + not mummers, but mumlers, who vader the clocke of 
holineſſe ſeduced the people,#deuoured the houſes of rtche wedowes, and 
wer matnteiners of al ſuperſticion,tdolatrie ⁊ rebelli6)but alſo to toote vp 
all idolatrie doen to dead images of ſtone and tymbet as vato God, a com⸗ 
mitted to other creatures in ſtede ofthe creatour , directly againſte the ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſe wooꝛdes of the pꝛetepte: Thouſbaſt have no mo goddes but me? hig molt extel⸗ 
lent mateſtee ( J ſayt tom the firſt date that he woze the Empertall croune 
of this Koyalme,fozeſawe that to the executing of the pzemiſſes it was ne⸗ 
ceſſarte,that his people ſhould bee reduced to the ſinceritee of Chaiſtes cells 
on by knowyng ot Goddes woozde: he confidered that requiſite it was 
lubiectes were nouzledin Chziſte by teadyng the ſcriptures , wboſe 
knowelage ould caſly induce theim to theclere eſpiyng of al the fieightes 
of the Romiche iugleyng. Ind therfoze as ſgone as might be, his eſſe 
by moſte holſome and godly lawes pꝛouided that it might bee lefull fo: all 
his motte teithtull louyng ſublectes to teade the woozde of God, a the tu⸗ 
les of Chziltes diſcipline, whiche thei pꝛoleſled: he pzoutded that * 
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bible ſhould bee ſetfoozth in our owne bulgarelanguage,to the ende that 
Englaͤd might the better atteigne to þ ſinceritee of Chziltes doctrine which 
thei might dꝛawe out of the clere fountaine a ſpzing ofthe goſpell rennyng 
tuetmoꝛe clete without any mote 02 mudde, rather then out of the muddte 
lakes # puddles purpoſely infected w the filthie dzegges of our Philiſtines 
the Papiſtes, who had ſtopped our ſpzinges to dꝛieue vs to theit poiſoned 
muddie gutters and kurrowes. By this his mateſtees moſte godly pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion it hath come to paſſe, that the people whiche long tyme had been led in 
errour and blindeneſſe by dlinde guides, mounkes, friets, chanons, and pas 
piſſ icall pꝛeachets, doe now ſo plainly ſee the clete light, that thei doe wil⸗ 
lingly abhozre tdolatrie x ſupetſticton:thei doe now kno we their duetie tos 
war des God and their Pꝛince: thel doe now enbzace the beritee foz veri⸗ 
tees lake, they ſee where and how the leauẽ ok the papiſtes hath by conti⸗ 
nuaũte of time a foz defaulte of ſcripture ſoured al Þ wholle batche of Chzt- 
ſtes doctrine,thei ſee how beyng led by blind guides a paſtours inp derke- 
neſſe of tgnozatice, thei fel daily in the diepe pitte of manifold errours w the 
ſame qutdes,thei ſee Þ like as the olde Phariſees in the tyme of Chailtes be- 
yng vp6 earth had cozrupted that ſincere doctrine ot Gods wozd, and the 
pure —— of the law, teaching the people to leaue theit pooꝛe fa⸗ 
thers # mothers deſtitute cotrarte to the plain cõmaundemẽt.cather then to 
leat their treaſourte to be not entiched, which kind of olfreung themſelfes of 
mere touetiſe had inuẽted, a did apply theſame to the mainteinaũte ofthem 
ſelfes in gluttonte + ſenſualitee,ſo now had the wieked papiſtrie deuiſed a 
meane to picke the riche folkes purſes, + the pooꝛe vulgare people clene to 
deuour vader the colour of goyng on pilgrimage to this oꝛ p ſtocke of mas 
hidte making, a vader pzeteſe of ſeking health of the ſolle a remiſſis of ſin⸗ 
nes, at the hades ol Petur, James, Jhon,® e whiche could not geue 
it, dut wha ſuche thinges wer aſkedthem,bluſhed to heare god the only au⸗ 
tout + geuer of al good thinges to be ſo blaſphemed. Thet ſee now that like 
as the couetous Phariſees paſſed leſſe at the violation oz breaking of gods 
p2eceptes,then of their tradictõg.a put more iuſtice in waſhing þ outſide of 
their diſh oz their cuppe,then in the tnnocecie of life 4 puritee of the tonſciete 
with in, in offretng of mintes a rue fox their lutte, then in perfourmingþ ofs 
fice ol charitee to p netghbour, ſoner to winke at their owne blaſphemtes a* 
gainit God, then to remit a ſmall treſpace cõmitted bytheir weake bzother 
agataſt the fond ceremonies whiche thei a the lawters had deuiſed a added 
delides p la we, ſo the beaſt of Romiſh abominaciõ to had clene ſubuerted 

true interpꝛetaciõ of Chziſtes goſpel,%+ by his mere tirannie toyned w mo 

craftie deluſton,to had tnuected into Chziſtes churche a holy cogregacion, 
al thinges $ wer cotrarie to Chꝛiſt. p is to wete, in ſtede of pure feich ſuche 
as Chuſt requireth.afeith lapped in a patched cloke of p weozkes a 
ceremontes of his owne dꝛeſſing, a ſetting fozrb tnſtede of religi6,ſuperſti- 
clon,ofteringes in ſtede ol charitee, building ol chauntreys in place of telie⸗ 
ning + mainteining the liuely teple a image ot God in p pooꝛe, encenſing of 
images i ſtede ol p pure ſacrifice oł an tnnocet life:tn ſtede ol truſtig in gods 
merctes,traſting in tritals + maſſes of ſcala celi:in ſtede of heaut, a putga⸗ 
toue coſiſting of matertall fier, a theſame to bee redemed w money geuẽ to 
hym: in ſtede of declaring our freeredempcton in wr 7” x by Chun —_ 
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with his moſte pꝛetious bloud. the Antichziſte of Rome leducedthe ſiinple 
people to putte their affiaunce foz remiſſion of ſinnes a obteining the toyes 
of yeauen,by his pardones coteined in a piece of parchemet oꝛ paper with a 
lumpe of lead haging at it, ⁊ to bee bought ofhymoz of his generacion the 
mounkes a fryers foz money: in ſtede of the holy Bible, ſegeda Sanctoꝛũ, 
the miracles of our ladie, and martiloges,whiche themſelfes deuiſed, 4ne- 
uer durſt ſette foozth vntil the partie ot whom thei wer made, had been an 
hũdꝛed yetes dead, foz feare of beyng taken in a lye: in ſtede of obeying our 
liege loꝛd a ſouetaigne, to be ſubiect to fozetn potẽtates, W other abuſes ſo 
innumerable, that no time oz woades mate ſuffiſe to declare oʒ rekon theim 
bp. And in this blindencſſe had Englande ſtill cõtinued, had not God of his 
infintte goodneſſe 4 botomeleſſe mercte reiſed vp vnto vs a newe Ezechias 
to confound all idolles, to deſtruie all hille altares ot ſuperſticion, toroote 
vp all counttefaict religions, ⁊ to teſtoꝛe (as muche as in ſo litell time mate 
bet) the true religion a wurſhip of God, p ſincere pꝛeaching of gods worde, 
#the boote of the la we, that is to ſate, of Chailtes holy Teſtamente to bee 
read of the people in their vulgare toungue, That if in ſo littel time hautng 
no moze help but the mere texte of the bible, the people though tbe goods 
neſſe of God and the inſtincte ol his holy ſpitite haue had the ytes of theyz 
herte a ſolle ſo opened, that thei haue not onely eſpyed the abuſes afoze mes 
tioned, andthouſandes mo in whiche the Rompche Babylon hath certain 
hundꝛed of peres holden all Chaiſtendom captiue and chall : but alſo haue 
fo confozmed thetmſelf to the ſyncere doctrineof Chaiſte,that thei doe with 
moſte glad wille, with moſte earneſte zele, and with moſt ſtudious diligece 
enbzace the trueth,abhozre the errours wherin thei wer atfoze dꝛouned, des 
teſt the ſuperſticions wherwith thei wer afoze delited , houngre x thirſt the 
ſincere knowelage of Goddes woozd by the goodnefle of God and the gra⸗ 
cious pꝛouiſion of our molt noble Eʒechtas kyng Henry the eight, now dai⸗ 
ly miniſtred vnto theim: how ts it lykely that they woulde pzofice in godly 
knowelage if thei had ſome other godly expoſicion oz declaracion of ſome 
good ſincere wꝛyter vpon the ne we teſtamente foz their ferther ediftyng ? Ot 
whiche ſoꝛtt truely there cannot any one man bee picked out moze apte and 
mete then Eraſmug,eſpecially in this his patapꝛaſe. which your highneſſe 
of a moſte godiy zele hath thus pzocured to bee turned into Englich : whoſe 
docttiue as it is not in any poincte (after my pooze iudgemente ) coꝛtupt, ſo 
dooeth it without violence 02 extremitee of woꝛdes vttre the doctrine, edi⸗ 
tie the conſctence,declare many abuſes, detectyng the enemies of Goddes 
woozde andſupplanters of his l, by ſuche true a ltuely markes that 
they mate be eaſily kno wen, ſo that it cannot be doubted, but it houlde bee 
vacredible furthergunce to wardes the ripyng ol the knowelage of Goddes 
wooꝛd, it it might oꝛ hal ſo ſtand with the pleaſure of our ſaid moſte gra» 
cious ſouetaint lozd, beyng next and immediately vnder God out ſupzeme 
bed. Which thing veraily J would wiſhe # pzate to god might ſo frame oz 
two cõſideracions, the one, becauſe that the people hauing the paraphzaſe 
of Eraſmus , all haue the pith of all the doctourg and good waiters that 
haue any thyng ſcttefoorth foz the declaracion ofthe Ghoſpels,the Actes. a 
p epiſtles, ſo that Eraſmus mate tad one alone in as good ſtede as a great 
goumber of other ecpoſitouts ſertefoozth together: a the o — 
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bertc doorth wiſhe that the ſettyng fooꝛth of goddes 3 glopie, the deſtruſyng 
ol tdolles, the confounding a defacing of al popiche truperte,che publiſhing 
of the Bible and ghoſpell of Chziſte,\o godly by his htghneſſe entended, ſo 
towtely cntreed,aud ſo luckely begoon, mighte by theſame our mooſt gras 
tious ſouttaignt bee in ſuche wyſe pꝛoletuted and bzought to effecte, that 
wan heauen no longer willing to ſpare him to the woꝛld, but that he mull 
geue place to nature ſhall calle hym to recepueacrowne of immoꝛtalitie, # 
he to2 deſire thetot hall willingly ſurrendꝛe and geue vp this emperiall 
creune of wozldely dignitee,to the moſte regal Impe his ſoonne our noble 
Hunte Edwarde, he mate deltuer to theſame apeopleſo well framed, and 
tramed to his hande, that theſame mate with all eaſe and pꝛoſperous ſuc- 
teſſe, and without any lette of ſtumblyng blockes to be laied in his ways 
by papiſtite. continue the Godly trade now at this date well begoonne and 
(thankes to God ) luckily pꝛoteding. J would wiche (as in dede J hope no 
elle.) that he might not nede to bee putte to any ferther trauaill oz cure, dut 
well to tolcrue and kepe thynges in the ſame tatgh and ozdre that his moſt 
noble fathtt myndeth to leaue all vnto hym. Our Dauid Henry the eight 
hath alreadic ſo ſubſtaunctally caſt the foundaciona reiſed the buildyng of 
the ee I truſte it hall de no burden foz out young Salomõ to c6- 
ſummate and finiche theſame whan his t yme ſhall come. But now J per⸗ 
ceiue my (elf, while J entre into openpag the deſpꝛe and pꝛater ol my , 
to haue entreedintoſuche alarge ſielde oftalke, whiche the experience of 
king Henryes exaumple cocerntag the trade of religis, a the hope of Pzince 
Edwardto bee a right {olower ot ſo tight aleding father, dooeth minitre 
vato me, that cłtepte J here ſoodatnly beate of, am dꝛawen to wade ſo 
lettt in thtit pꝛatits, that I wer not hable in long tyme tofynde any wale 
out agatn.Duutting thercloze at this pꝛeſent the mote woozthie and mot 
tuſtely deſerned pzaties of theim bothe, J ſhall turne my ſtyle ſomt what to 
treacte of Luke whom it pleaſed pour bighneſſe to commute vnto me to be 
tranſlated. M hicht comgundement wha it came firſt vnto me in pour gras 
tes name, although Jkncwe how litel tt was that Jeould do in this kind,

then the lame weozke tranſlated into Engliche, whiche J certainly knewe 
his maieſtie to had ſingularly well allowed and moſte graciouſly accepted 
in Latin, in peruſing thereofto bee daily excedyng muche delited. And J 
nothing doubte moſt gracious Ladie, but Þ the reading therof ould cauſe 
no leſſe delectacion of minde to you, if the thyng werſo wel doen as ſome ma 
of moze leatuyng perchaunce could haue doen it. Ind in this behalt none o⸗ 
ther refuge J haue but to your moſte benigne fauour and pardone well to 
accept myne honeſt herte, myne earneſt zele, 4 willing labours. Fox as tous - 
chyng the ttãllacion ſelf,though J tudge a plainly coteſſe my ſelfto bee 
many inferiour in knowelage a facultee to all the others whom 
heate Þ your highneſſe hath appoincted to the traflating of the other partes 
and though J cannot of my ſelf pꝛomiſſe any hableneſſe to take ſuche a pꝛo⸗ 
uinte in hande; pet (my herte better ſeruyng me herunto then perchaunce 
mp haͤde hath doocn) whan J ſawe that your graces teſolution ⁊ pleaſure 
did help to miniſtre courage to myne owne hertes deſire, J concetued bold- 
neſſe to attempte and enterpiſe the thyng,and thought it moſte expeditt to 
@ewe mpne obedience and pꝛompte good will to dooe your commaunde- 
mete,truiting that though J haue not been hable in all behalfes a poinctes 
requiſite fully to diſcharge the office of a tranſlatour, pet I haue ers 
pzeſled the ſenle # mening ofthe autour. As fox the grace of the Latin toun⸗ 
gue I thintze vapoſſible to bee ltuely expzeſſed,as this autour doeth it in the 
Latin by reaſon of ſoondzie alluſions.diuerſe pꝛouerbes, many figures, a 
exomacions rhetozicall, with Metaphoꝛes innumerable, whiche cannot w 
the like grace bee rendzed in any other luaͤguage then in the Latin, oz Greke, 
beſides that an infinite ſozte of mooꝛdes there be, whole full impoꝛting can 
not with one mere Engliſhe wooꝛde equiualently bee enterpꝛeted. And this 
imperteccion J haue to my litel power ſo laboured to redoubbe, that I truſt 
there ber not any poincte of piththte any where conteyned, 
whiche J haue not in one oz other place of the ſentence by ſome meanes 
thzoughly touched. And fozaſmuche as J conſider it to bee aparaphzaſe, 5 
is to ſate, a plain ſetting foozth ofthe ſenſe of the terte with as many wov 
des as the circumſtaunce therof foz the better linkyng of one ſentence to an 
other doeth require, I haue not ſo preciſely bound mp ſelfto euerie wooꝛde 
(illable of the letter,but that I haue take moze reſpect to the explanation 
declaring of the ſenſe, then to p noũbꝛe ofthe Latin ſillables. Jn tranſla- 
tyng of the veraiterte I thinke it requiſite to vſe ſome ſcrupuloſitee(andyf 
the traflatours wer not altogether ſo pꝛetiſe as thei are, but had ſome moze 
emẽte they ſhould doe 
bettet / but in a paraphzaſe,whtiche of it ſeif is a kynde of expo i cion and of 
cominentarte, J thynke it no nedefull to be ſo pꝛeciſe in the wozdes , 
ſo the ſenſe beekepte , And this J dare auouche, that if any interpꝛetout 
Gould ta ſome places bee as biet in the Engliſhe triſlacton as the autout 
is in the Latin: he hould make thereof but a derke piece of weoꝛke. 

Fox that is the onely thing that maketh the verat texte ſelfſo derke as it 
appereth to be. In Luke I haue had ſomwhat che moꝛe buiſineſſe, bicauſe 
that the Latine cremplaries (thzough whoſe defaulte 02 negligence Jam 
vncertain)doe vatie and not well agree, lome hauyng moze oz leſle no 
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thers, ſome hauyng an other wooꝛde than an other topie hach,ſome beryng 
otherwiſe poincted then the reſt, W here oy J haue in ſome places been dzles 
uen to vle myne owne iudgement in rendzeyng the true ſenſe ofthe booke, 
toſpeake nothing of a great noumder of ſentences, whiche by reaſon of ſo 
manp membzes,02 parentheſes 02 digꝛeſſions as hauecome in place, art ſo 
16g, that onleſſe they had been ſomt what diuided, they would haue deen to 
hard fo2 an bnlearned bꝛa ine to concetue,muche moze hard to conteine and 
kepe it ill, Js touching the ſtile (becauſe the iud of readers be dt- 
uerſe.and ſoine loue length, ſome deſire bzenitce,fome can well away with 
elegaunt ſpeche.ſome hate all tutioſitre, ſome commende a1 eloquent ſtile, 
ſome thinke nothing to ber plain inough,ſome wil be buiſle tuLges of other 
mens w2ytinges and dooe nothing theimſelfes: it maye pleaſe your mo 
gracious pactence to ſuffer me to ſape my pooze tudgemefte , ſoꝛ þ latiſuyng 
of theim that are reaſonable. Firſt I woulde not haue enerte reader to res 
quite in cuerye wꝛyter to bee like his ovwne witte,oz conueighaunce,oz ſtile 
01 phzaſe of ſpcakyng: but rather to conſider that euerie man hath a veine 
of his owne epther by imitacion ſo confirmed,o2 by long vſe ſo rooted, oꝛ of 
deſtre to bee plain and clere, ſo growen into an havite:that he cannot others 
wple wzpte then he dooeth. Some wxyters hate bzemitee,and ſomethtake 
all long thynges to der tedious, and pet is neyther oftheſe twoo ſoztes to 
be repzoued, lo the matier be good, che making fyne,the termes apte, and 
ſtile towing without curioſitee oz affectacion. Foz like as Cicero was 
copious that nothing myght be added vato hym, ſo was Demoſthenes ſo 
duel that noth ng might bee taken await. Theſame in Latine is betwene 
Cicero and Saluſte.Sut Tullte would not leaue til the pie, the eare, q alſo 
the month of rhe readec wer ful euen in enery ſentence; Saluſte was lothe 
to tyet any of theſe with a whole ozacſon. The Lacs could abyde no li 
the Sophiltes of Grece could thzough their topiouſneſſe make an Elep 
of a ftgh,* a mountaine of a molie yilte, Ind this I ſpeake, rather in coms 
me dacion of eloquece,of copie, ot elegicie of ile where it is, then to clatme 
that thete is any ſuche here. Ouide, ,Eraſmus could haue pzoceded 
in any they; inuecion euen infinttely;ſome other wittes could not ſo. Some 
loue it whan it is ſtyle Ipke , and ſome care foꝛ no mote but the bare ſenſe, 
But eloquence of it ſelf,and copie(thatts to ſaie ſhift of termes) is a bertue 
in an oꝛacion.a that thing chiefely to bookes tyat the Latin men cal 
gun, that is life 4 couttnuaunce that euerie mi will an hundzed peres al⸗ 
ter ſet (toze by it. a eſteme it woozth many tymes reading ouer. What other 
thing comendeth Chaucer and cauſeth his weozkes to bee moꝛe ſet by then 
thoulandes of other freaſhe haſtte bokes haſtily hooching foozth like Maie 
flouces,3 not witheryng but vttrely dyyng with the fir ceadyng-Neuer-s 
theleſſe no man of out tyme a in our Engliche toungue (whiche none but 
our ſelfes foz out owne vſe do much paſſe on, )wzyteth ſo oznately, but Þ de 
hath in ſoondzte woozdes and phzaſes ſome ſmatche of his natiue countrey 
phzaſes,þ he was borne in. pet this notwithſtiding ſome there de, whiche 
haue a to tenewe termes that are now almoſt woꝛne clene out of vſe, 
whiche J door not diſallow, ſo it be dooen with iubgemete. Some others 
woulde ampliate and entythe their natiue lan with mo vocavies 
whiche J allo comme de l it be aptely and So that tf any 
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dther dooe innouate a bꝛyng vp a wooꝛd to ine afoze not bled 03 not heard, 
J would not diſpꝛayſe it: anò that I dooe attempteto bztugto vſe,an other 
man ſhould not cauill at. Foz an eaſie thing it is to depzaueanda ſmal glo⸗ 
tie loʒ one man in matiets of nothyug to labour to deface an ot het. But foy 
aſmuche as bothe doe out bed, we ought rather thus to thyntze the one of þ 
other. This man hath ſeen that I haue not: I ſee no man is ſo barrain but 
he is hable with ſome wooꝛd oz other to helpe garniſhe his mother toũgue, 
with other lyke ſapinges pzocedyng from humanitee aud fauour to encou- 
rage ſuche as are ſtudious. Ind what if one la bout to entyche his coutrey 
language, as Tullie glozieth that he did amplitie the Latine toungue, is 
hc thecefoze to he blame d, and not rather to be tommeded⸗ Thus muche 1 
(ate foꝛ the defenſe of waiters 4 ſtiles in genetall. As touchyng myne owne 
ſtile in this pzeſcnt weozke, if I ould be ſo ſtt eigutiy examined, I am (as 
the Grcke pzoucrbe ſajeth) in lyke taſt as a man chould hold tad a wouif 
by bothe earcs. Foz if he hold him ill, he hath a e we tu handie yng a can⸗ 
not ſo continue euer; if he leat hym got, he is in tec petdie: ſochould J in 
this maticr ſtandt iu a ſtceigijt babe. eiter to incutte ſuſpicion of a:rogi- 
tie if I mainteine myne owne, and oy itandyng in defenſe therof to ber dee | 
med opinatif oz ambicious of ſingularitee : 0; tis muſte J bee ducutn to 
one errour where perchaunce none is, Leattyng paſſe theretoge al 
he hynde of trauecſpng, I ſhall te nit this wholle cauſe (as Tullte doeti 
ol his vooke whiche ts entitled De officiis, to the (tudgemet lieſt of pour highs 
nelle, whom if my labours doe (atiifie, I Gall the better lyke mp ſelf,» chav 
of others,others J ſale, in whom teſteth humanitee to take and enterpꝛett 
ail thinges to the beſt; in whom is moderaci6 rather to pardone ſome taul⸗ 
tes,than to condene the thing whiche though they can they will not emede: 
pe rr 
leatnyng and ſkflfulneffe doeth weozke tadifferencie of allection. and finally 
in whom dwelleth reaſonable ion of mannes infirmitee, that the 
beſt learned docih ſometymes erte, and no mi at all times doeth al thinges 
tight. Foz vato ſuche an one as will bee a moze ſeyere and heauie tndge on 
an other mannes laboutes, then himſelf tither would bee,oz would haut 0- 
thers to bee on his owne, I can ſape nothyng but this: J toz my patte tan 
dooe no bettet, it J could J would, and in caſe ye will eithet foz eefpecte of 
the publique benelite whiche is ment herin, oz els foz loue towardes me oi 
cls toꝛ any other (uſt conſideracion take your penne and emende any faults 
that ye ſhall (ce; I ſhall not onely not thynke any wzong doen tome, but al: 
ſo J ſhall with all my herte geue you thikes foz that ye ſo muche trndꝛe ets 
ther my pooꝛe honeſtee,oz the thyng ſelf,that ye would put to your helping 
hande to make it well. And thus J ſugceaſſe with my bain talke any longer 
to deteine pour highneſſe from the kruictefull reading of Eraſinus, whetol 
may redounde ſuche edifipng and eacreace ol knowelage to the ſame;as ths 
labour of rcadyng maie bee well veſtowed, andthe booke thꝛough your 
Graces commendasion bee one dap ſette foozth to the publique vn 
Utte and vene lite of all the wholle deuout ot 
churche of Englande. peuen from London the laſt 
1 1 * ofourLozdr,.:. _ - 
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to his paraphꝛaſe vpon thegyoſpell of Luke, 


Unto the moſte puiſſaunt and moſte victoꝛpous Pꝛynce Henry the 
tig ht kynge of England, Fraunce, and Jrelande,and de 
kendout of the Catholike feith, Eraſmus of Rotero- 
dame wyſſheth long health with all honour 
and pꝛoſpetous continuaunce, 


Oſte Regall and pzyncely kyng Henry, J ſend vnto 
vout highneſſe Luke Þ Phyſician. not any other Luke 
then ye had of hym hetetofoꝛe, but theſame Luke ſpea⸗ 
kyng ſomewhat moꝛe plapnly and alſo moe at large 
unto the carcs of ſuche as ate vſed to good latyn. Net- 
ther doe J ſuppole it any thynge nedefyll foꝛ me here 
2 now in this matier to ſpende laboute in appracyng 4 
ſatyſfiyng theſe k ynde ol People, which commonly allege vnto ſuche as 
Jam, that it was a ſentente by tyght great learned menne, verape well 
taught. that in geuing of gyftes oz pꝛeſentes men ought to haue a ſpecpall 
ye and tegatde, that the thynges whiche we geye be apte foz the partyes 
that they are geuen vnto . J foz in patte dyd thys thyng not long fence, 
at what tyme J dedicated the Paraphzaſe vpon Matthewe vnto Char- 
les the empcroure ; pea and befoze my tyme allo it hath of ercellente 
clerkes by pꝛeſcrypcion of auncient cuſtome and vſage, ben playnly detla⸗ 
ted, that anye kynde of argumente what euer it de, is tyghtlye and well 
dedicated vnto pꝛynceg, whom though we know that they will neuet reade 
it, pet is thus muche vtilitee and benilyte gotten , that vnder the 
tytle of theyꝛ names the weozke is the bettet habled to the fanſpes ol ſtu⸗ 
dyous perſoncs accoꝛdyng as Plinius finelp Þ2ote,certapne thynges ene 
koꝛ ſuche onely reſpecte to be reputed vetay pꝛetyous, becàuſe they ate de⸗ 
dicated foꝛ Jewels in Temples . But tdrres the waywardeneſſe ok ſome 
petſones towardes bookes, whan they cumme newly koꝛth, is ſo great, that 
they wyll byd awape with the bookes out of they ſyght, ere they take any 
aſſape oz taſte of the ſaine. And by this mcanes there peryſheth alwel to the 
wzpter the frutcte whiche hehoped to haut thereby, as alſo to the trader, 
+ due pzofyte and vtijttee . Ind at ſuche mennes handes one thynge at 
eſtewpſc ſhall the tytle of noble punces obtepne whan it ts ſette in the firſt 
frounte of any booke, that they wyll not geue ſentence on it to be vttrely 
naught. that they wyll not dyldaigne it, that they wyll not ſpptte on it, be⸗ 
koꝛe they haue rcad it. Albtit euen other wyſt alſo the godly zele and affec⸗ 
con of ſome pꝛynces make, that whoſo ſendeth the ghoſpell to a 
ny &ynge koꝛ a pꝛeſent, ſhail not ſeme to doe agaynſt good reaſon. Foz by 
men of ryght good credite and ſyche as vſe not to lyt, it hathe bene tepoꝛ 
ted vuto in, alwel that Charles the Emperoure, in caſe any vacaunt ty: 
of leaſute map in ſo great vnquictneſſe and troublcous ſtate of the woꝛld 
be gotten , doeth gladiy bellowe che ſame in teadyng the ghoſpell booke: 
as Allo the moſte renoumed Pzynce Feromaoo b;other to the ſame s 
les uche x often to haut in his Landes the paraphzale pon theg ll 
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of ſatnct Jhon, whiche not veray long agone J dedicated vnto hpm: yen x 
terthetmoꝛe þ the ryghte noble Aynge of Denmarke Chzyltierne, whichc 
thyng map to pour hyghneſſe alſo be well knowen, hath bookcs of chꝛiſſia 
religton often tymes tn hys handes,x that he w great deſytetulneſſe vſech 
to read mp paraphzaſe vpõ the ghoſpel of Mathew. Why than ſhould the 
ghoſpell (eme to be vnaptely ſent vnto thoſe which are hidlers and louers 
of the ghoſpell,whiche gholpel certes is to be had and vſedin the hides of 
all perſones as manp as remembze x thynke themſelfes to be Chꝛyſtians. 
Now although after the rate of woꝛldly dealyng , ſuche a thynge is molle 
chiefly to be geuen,as the partye hath nede of to whome it is ſent, yet after 
the rule of the ghoſpell , who fo hath alreadye.to hym muſt nedes be geue, 
that he maye haue plentye - Whertoꝛe me thought J ſhoulde doe but as 
might beſt ſtande with congruence to lende this euangelycall phyſycyan 
vnto your hyghneſſe, foꝛaſmuche as the ſame is ſo fette from di 

holy ſcryptutes, pᷣ as your owne wꝛytynges doe teſtifye , ye haue aboue 
the meane rate pzofpted in the ſaine,ſo that tf a man geue vnto pour grace 
any thyng to holy ſctyptute apperteynyng, he ſhall not ſeme ſo muche to 
e a gyfte,as to make emendes and tecompenſe foz a plealure tecepued. 
ozeouer if this be a thyng ſpecyally aboue others in al haſte pꝛouyded 
foz,that in kyngts # Empetours courtes there map from tyme to tyme be 
phyſpcians readye pꝛeſt at hande(beyng men eractely learned and of ap- 
pꝛoued fidelptee)to take charge that the pꝛynces body be pzeſerued a kept 
in health: howe muche moze doocth it ſtande with congruence, y Luke the 
Phyſician ſhould there beteſiaũt, who doeth not w ſcammonp oz ellcbout 
pꝛeletue þ healthful ſtate of the bodye , but doeth with an heauenly pocion 
deliuer þ ſolle frõ diſeaſes that violetly hale men to death cucrlaſting.that 
is to wete, ß vnkno ok the truth, miſtruſtkulneſſe x vnbclief towardes 
god, p loue of ambiciõ, auatice, ryottous exceſſe, hatted, enup, 
ſuche others. Foz theſe diſeaſes is all pt bn of moꝛtall me ſubiect vnto, 
and datly in daũger of falling into the. as Jhon 5̊ Ipoſtleſaieth, where he 
bewaplicth that all Þ whole woꝛld is ſet tnnaughtineſſe,nepther any thing 
— cocupiſcece of p̊, fleſhe concupiſcece ofthe iyes, and 
pzyde of Þ (pfe. And in ſo much þ moze perpl and haſard of þ ſayde diſeaſes 
doe pꝛynces ſtand, as they are moꝛe the others made wantons and detlyn⸗ 
ges of foztunc,xhaue lybertee wout checke oꝛ coumptrollement to fulfyll 
thep2 owne ſenſuall luſtes and appetites. Butnowe me ſemeth J ſhall not 
ſpende my laboure in vapne but to good purpoſe, if I ſhal in a fewe wooz: 
des commende and ſette foozth vnto pour hyghneſſe fyꝛſte Lube hymſi 
beyng the phiſpcpan,x then the pocion oz meditme that he bzingethtb htm, 
albeit I putte no doubtes but that aſwell the one as the other is alreadye 
(as in dede they 1 be) vnto pour —— and deuocpon in moſte 
belt wiſe accepted. Foꝛſouth thilſame is þ excellent m4 Luke an Antiochia 
by the tounttey à nacion $ he was boꝛʒne in. And Antyoche is a cytee which 
was in olde tyme of ſo great fame + power, that ſo muche parte of all the 
coũttep of Hirpa as reacheth vnto Cicilie q butteth vpon it had the name 
geuen it therof. Ind the ſayde Intyoche was in this behalte moꝛt happye 
x foztunate then veray Rome it ſelfe,that Petur the Ypoſtic had his fyrſt 


ſce here in thys citee of Intyoche:gnd that Paule, and Barnabas dyd mỹß 
ſame citie 


his paraphzaſe vpon the ghoſpell of Luke. 


ſame citie tetetue theyz dignitte ofthe charge and funccyon Jpoſſolical!, 

Now to out pꝛeſent purpoſe this Luke was of familiar acquaintaunce x 
conuerſacyon with all the Apoſtles, but moſte ſpetially a folowet and diſ- 
ciple of Paulc , and alſo a caumpaignion of his in all his peregrinacion, 
neuet ſeperated noz diulded froin his coumpaignye. By liuyng in coum⸗ 
patgnye with the Apoſtles he wꝛote hys ghoſpell:+by the thynges whiche 
Paule wzought and dyd, Luke beyng a pzeſente witneſſe of theym, he 
wꝛote the booke whiche he entytled, the actesof che apoſtles. Ind that hyſto⸗ 
rye of the Actes he continued vntyll the ſecounde ycre ol Paule abydynge 
at Rome, that is to ſape , vntyll the fowerth pere of Neto the Emperoure 
there. Whereok men gather a contecture, that the booke was wzpten in the 
ſame cytee. Ind fully agreed it is emong the learned menne, that thyſſame 
veray Luke it is, ot whome Paule the Ipoſtle doeth ſo often tymes matze 
mencyon:as foꝛ exaũple, in hys ſecound epyſtle to the Coꝛvnthyans wher 


he thus ſayeth: We haue ſent with hym out bzother whole laude is in the nog tut: 


gholpell thꝛoughout all the congregacyons. Agayne where he wꝛiteth to 


the Coloſſians , he ſapeth : dere Lukas the phyſictan greteth you. And a gun. tui. 


gayne in the ſecound epyſtle to Timothe :Foz Demas hath foꝛſaken me, 
loupng thys pꝛeſent woꝛlde, and is departed vnto Theſlalonica :Caeſces 
is gon into Galacta: Tptus into Dalmacia:onelpy Lukas is with me

yea and this poyncte mozeouer is leatt to vs by auncient wzpters,that . uu. it 


as often as Paule calleth it by the name of his ghoſpell, (as he dcothe 
to Timothce, where he ſapeth :Kemembye that Jelus Chzyſte of the ſede of 
Daupd aroſe agapn from death accoꝛdynge to mp gholpell . ac) he me⸗ 
acth of the ghoſpell of Luke, becauſe that lykt as Parke wzote the hyſto⸗ 
rye of the gholpel at Peturs wooꝛd x by hys ſetting on,ſo dyd Luke at the 
wooꝛd and bydding of Paule. Hietome is of the oppnion and iudgemente 
that Luke was moe expert in the Gzeke tounge then the others wer , and 
by reaſon therof wꝛote the diſcourſe and pꝛoceſſe of the ſtoꝛye aftera moꝛe 
tract and groundely ſoꝛte then the others dyd that is to wete , takyng his 
entraunce at the fyꝛſte concepcyon of John the Baptyſte and makpng te⸗ 
lacyon of verape muche matier touchyng the nattuitce, and concernyng 
the babchood,yea and certapne popntes ferthermoze concernig the chylde⸗ 
hood of Jcſus , makyng alſo reherſall of manye parables and mpzacles 
whiche the other yſtes fox loue of byictneſſe had leat paſſe ne any 
thyng ſpoken of. And not one ok ali the others went any whit ker⸗ 
ther then the tyme of the Loꝛde Jeſus beyng aſſumpted into he auen, thys 
man alone dyd in an other ſecounde booke make a ferther continuacyon 
of the ſtozte concernyng the churche howe it kyꝛſte ſpꝛange vp, and howe it 
grewe moze and moze to ſpꝛede and ſhewe it ſelf . This muche moꝛouer 
the mytets affy2zme,that lyke as Mathew wꝛote his ghoſpell and Pctur 
his epyſtle chickely vnto the Jewes : ſo dyd Luke wzyte his ghoſpel moſte 
ſpecyally to the Gentyles, as one that was a dyſcyple of Paulcs , whiche 
Paule as he was the teacher of the Gentyles, ſo dyd he wꝛyte all hys cpyl⸗ 
ties vnto Gentyles except the onely one epiſtle to the Hebꝛewes, ok the au⸗ 
tout x wꝛytet whe rok it hath cuermoꝛe ben doubted whether it wer Paule 
oꝛ not. He wrote hys gholpell after Marke, but pet befoze Þ Jhon wꝛote 
his, by reaſon wherof beyng but a dyſcyple he is (ct * Ihon _ n- 
* an Apoſtie. 
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The pꝛekate ot Eraſmns to his 


an Apoſtle. Ind to conclude.it is wꝛytten that a longlyucd man he was 
whiche thyn 3 was in a phyciſtan cuen as of congruence it ought to be. 
For he folowed the coũſail of paul which wrote: Jt is good not to touche 
a wyft:he liued a ſyngle man kower ſcoꝛe and fower yeres, The bones of 
hyin after he was dead, were remoucd and conueyed out of Achata to 
Conſtauntinople, together with the bones of Andꝛewe the Xpoſtic, in the 
twenticth pete ot Conſtantius. Pe haue nowe a Phyſyctan fox the ſolle, 
of aphyſycian toꝛ the bodpe, a man by hys familtaritce of conuctlacion, 
with the Apoſtles hablcd , and by mooe eeſttmontes than one of Paule the 
Apoſtle,commended and pꝛayſed, and by the wholle conſent of al the tath- 
full congregacyons allowed. Foz where the ghoſpels of many were reiec- 
ted and refuſed, Luke was by the conſent of all the congregacyons voices 
tectyued, to make vp that ſame holye and myſticall quaternytce , whyche 
Moples in olde tyme limited out, whan he expounded vnto vs the fower 
fiuddes 02 ryucrs wellyng vp out of one ſpꝛyng in paradyſe, whiche flud- 
des doe water all the pearthe vntuerſall:a the whiche quaternitie the pꝛo⸗ 
phet Czechiell afterward ſawe , whan he playnly ſctte out vnto vs (as it 
had beue in a picture } the fower myſticall beaſtes and the fower wheles 
in one. Nowe if it beſo thought good, leat vs in fewe woꝛdes ſomewhat 
ſpeabe of the pocyon oꝛ medicine that he hath geuen vs. He had bene wont 
out of Hypoctates to take medicines whercwith to remedype diſcaſes of the 
bodyt, put this medicine of the ghoſpell wherewith to cure and heale oute 
ſolles he cooke of the Apoſtles whiche had bothe ſene z hearde Chꝛyſt yca 
oꝛ rather of the veray holy ghoſt hymſelfe. There was emong the philicias 
of olde tome a cetteyn kynde of medicine of paſſyng great efficacye x ver⸗ 
tuc, whiche medicine they called in Gꝛeke theon cheiras, that is to ſap.God- 
des handcs,lyke as thete is nowe a conicccion that is called manus Chruti. 
But yet was there neuer any medicine inuented by the Phyſictans , that 
was able to remedpe all dyſeaſes of the bodye, thoughe they make ncucr 
lo muche vauntes and boaſtes of that ſame whiche they call, panacea ,a 
mcdicine( as they affyꝛme )eſtectuall and of muche vertuc , but knowen to 
no man. Once the ſyckeneſſe of olde age geueth place to no phyſicke , But 
et1ſſaine medicine of the ghoſpell is tn vetaye true dede the m anus Curuti. 
whiche th2ough ſyncere keith dooeth once fo altogether take awaye all 
diſcaſes of the ſolles, and geueth tmmoxzealitee : whiche thynge appettey⸗ 
neth onely vnto God to doe. And certes it was a thynge not vnkeactly ne 
vuſkilfully ſpoken in the pꝛouerbes of the Gzekes,that wooꝛdes and talke 
is the phyſician of ampnde beyng diſeaſed and ſycke: pea and ſome there 
hath bene, whiche beleucd that the diſcaſes of the body alſo mpght be dꝛy⸗ 
uen a waye with certeyne hertie woꝛdes aduiſedly ſpoken , haupng a cers 
tayne magicall vertue and efficacie in theim. The Loꝛd Jeſus was a phy- 
ſici m. who whyle he ltued here on yearth , dyd with his woꝛdes put awaye 
diſcalcs of the bodyes, were they neuer ſo ſoze 02 of neuet ſo long contynus 
acne rooted in theym. Pera and with his wooꝛdes he teyſed dead folkes to 
lyte agapn. ot his wooꝛd w as no wooꝛde of inagike: but the alinightiful 
wooꝛde of the omnipotent father. | 
The (une Chuſte dpd alſo with his woozde dziue awaye diſcales 
of the lolles, whan he (aped: Soonne thy ſynnes are foꝛgeuen the: — in 
an other 


his paraphꝛaſe vpon the qhoſpell of Zuke, 


an other placc:Goe thy wayes,thy keith hath made the hole. Ind in conſi⸗ 
dcracyon heteot᷑ the Pꝛophecie had atoꝛe pꝛomiſed that Chuilt ſhould be a 
phyſycian. Foꝛ it ſapth in the booke of Sapiente: Foz neythet any heatbe 
ne any ſupplynge playſtre hathe healed them, but thy woꝛd o Loꝛd, which 
healeth ail thynges. This ſame vercly is that true panacea, that the phy- 
ſpctans ſpeake ot. as afoze is ſayed. Allo the myſtical plaline hath this ſen⸗ 
tente. He ſent hys woozde , and he hcaled theim from theyꝛ vetre periſhyn⸗ 
ges. The liucly woozde of the father is Chzyſte. He had ſent Woyſes and 
the pꝛophetes: and by theim was the nacyon of the Jewes taken in cure 
to be looked vnto, but they werenot clene healed. Onely the wooꝛde of the 
father was of ſufficient vertue and cfficacie to heale the diſtaſes of manne, 
and not onely the lyght diſeaſes,but alſo the moꝛtall and deadly ſyckeneſ⸗ 
ſes. Foz tt is a marcke whereby to knowe that it ſpeakcth of deadly ſycke⸗ 
neſſes,whan the pꝛophete addeth,from theyꝛ vttre peryſhynges. At ſuche 
tyme as the ſtomake is ſo cleane fallen awapye, that it abhoꝛteth and tefu⸗ 
ſeth all kynde of mcate , than groweth p ſpcke partie towardes his death. 
And of luche manicr a diſcaſe was all the whole vnyuerſall wozlde ſpcke, 
bekoꝛe the compng of the heaucnly phyſician. M hiche thyng had the plal⸗ 
miſte a lytell tofoze ſpoken : They? ſolle abhoꝛted all kynde of meate. they 
were dꝛawẽ nete, euen to the gatts of death, Chete had ben many ſondꝛye 
dꝛenches tempered by the philoſophiers, as foꝛ exaũple, by the ſecte of Py⸗ 
thagoꝛas, by the Academikes , by the Stoikes ,by the Epicurcans, and 
by the Perepatctikes , pꝛomyſing perferct health of the myndes, pea and 
hcaucns blyſſe too. Moyſes tempered many pocions, pꝛeſcrybing and ap⸗ 
poynctyngt ſondꝛye ceremonies of relygyon and of ſeruyng God :the pꝛo⸗ 
phetes alſo made muche and manp temperinges to the ſamc ende and pur⸗ 
poſe;but by reaſon of diſeaſes growpng ſtrong and pꝛeuaplyng. the php» 
ſicke and mcdicyncs auatilled not, ne dydany other good, ſauynge that 
it encreaced the diſeaſes and bewꝛayed the ſame that it myght appeare. 

The ſtomake of the ſolle bepng coꝛtupted with naughty deſyꝛes, as it had 
bene with euyll + hurtcfull humouts, dyd on the one ſyde turne the yz face 
await from the moꝛal pꝛeceptes and leſſons of the phyloſophicrs compo⸗ 
ſed with great labour and ſtudyt: and on the other ſyde by the ozdeynaun- 
tes and p2eſcripcions of Moyſes .they were made the moꝛe ſupetſticious, 
but nothynge the better men. Is foz the bitter chydyng whiche p Pꝛophe⸗ 
tes inintſtred , had no good relice ne taſte in theyz mouthes , and therefozc 
was there no credite geuen to theyꝛ pꝛomyſſes . Mhiche thyng the father 
of heauen whan he ſawe, becauſe he woulde not haue any thyng to peryſhe 
of all that hehad treated ſent foo2th hys wooꝛde, who ſhould with an hea- 
uenly medicine delyuct all people from all diſeaſes of theyz ſolles, onclye 
tequyting of vs to acknowlage oute diſcaſe,and to put aſlured truſte and 
tontydence in the phyſicpan. Ind lyke as the loupng and frendely phyſy⸗ 
tians, it at any tyme they cannot ſtyll remapne to be euetmoꝛe preſent with 
they2 pacyentes doe commonly vſeto leaue ſome boxe oꝛ receipte of phy⸗ 
ſyckt with theim , whereby the partyes that are ſycke maye be thep2 une 


phyſpctans,tt the caſe ſhoulde ſo requyze: ſo the Loꝛde Jeſus whan he te⸗ 


turned into heauen , leafte vnto vs by hys Apoſtles a medicinable electu⸗ 
ric of the ghoſpcil,bothe caſpe and teady foꝛ eyery _ that way take it 
he .*. oill. dut oe 
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but of great vertueecffect.if a man recepue it as it ought to be: and cer⸗ 
tes to take it to ones pꝛotite and benceipre,the chieke thynge that weozkerh 
it. is his aſſured truſte à affiance in the phpſpctan . Nepther is it cnoughe 
to haue taken a ſlendꝛt caſte oꝛ aſſape therof , but it muſte berccepued and 
conueyghed into the verape bowels, that as ſoone as it ts recepued within 
the ſtomake, the vettue therof maye hauefull courſe to tenne euery waye 
thꝛoughout all the veines. At ſuche tyine 4 neuer tyll than it degynneth to 
toumble and ſhake all the party tom toppe to toe w hatted of his foꝛmet 
lifc:but aftcr this great trcoublyng x contuſyon, immediatly enſueth great 
tranquillitee of mynde and qupet of the conſctence . The phyſpcians of the 
bodpes, haue pꝛactycioners, and potycaryes that dooe miniſtte they: arte 
vnder theym : and themſelfes are the pzeſcrybers and appoynctets what 
it is that muſte be geuen to the ſycke: ſo Chzyſte alone it is and none cls, 
that hath pꝛeſctibed the medicine of eucrlaſtyng ſaluacion. The Ipoſtles, 
and theyꝛ ſucceſſours the byſhops, ate no moze but myniſters, they tempet 
in due pꝛopoꝛcion, they kyne and beate to powder , they lape to the places 
diſeaſed not receyptes of theyꝛ owne, but of Chꝛiſtes. They baptiſe in was 
ter, but Chꝛyſte it is that waſheth the ſolle cleanc : they teache the thpnges 
whiche he taught and delpuered vnto theym, but Chyſtcs owne ſelfe it 
is, whiche maketh that theyꝛ wooꝛdes mae cake effect. The coꝛpotall 
phyſpcians doe often tymes varyc alwel in theyꝛ tudicials of the diſeaſeg, 
as alſo in appoynttyng inedicines foꝛ the ſame : pea and manyc tymes in 
ſtede of medicines they app oyntte thynges 5 are verape poyſon to the lick⸗ 
nes accoꝛdyng to the ſaying of the Gzcke Poete. 
Manx of the meditines be good that are waought. | 

And many of thepm agayneare ftarke ſtaryng nought. : 

But of Þ phyſicke x medicine Euageitcal thet e is but onely one receipt, 
whiche ought of no moꝛtall creatute to be epther cozrupted oꝛ alteted. 
Ind fynally to c6clude it is tõtcicte ot no mo but one ſimple, ſo p; although 
they whoſe parte and duetie it wet to be miniſters of the ſame, woulde de 
ſlacke to doe theyꝛ office, eucry man map take it and mintſtre vnto hym⸗ 
ſelt, lo that he haue a mynde feithtully truſtpng, a mynde ſyncete, and de- 
ſytous ot health. Fo euen that ſame chycf and head phpſician of all, who 
alone and none but he is of power hable to heale all the wholle man, did at 
ſoinc ſeaſons geue healthe by hymſelfe in hys owne perſone, and many ty⸗ 
mes alſo by the miniſterte of hys Apoſtles and diſciples . Nowe kerther⸗ 
moꝛe all the wholle facultee and arte of phyſicke , hath twoo markes that 
it pꝛyncipally ſhoteth at : the one that it mape delyuer the bodpe from dyl⸗ 
caſes ,and from ſuche thynges as dooe bꝛede dileaſes , aud thys parte is 
by the phyſyctans terme called therapeutica that is to ſaye , the arte of 
curyng 02 healyng diſcaſes : ſccondlp thepz arte is to pzeſerue and conty⸗ 
nue the healthfull ſtate of the bodye. and to encreace the ſtrength :and thys 
parte of phyſicke they plate in the oꝛdꝛeyng of the diete. Foz the phyſicians 
doc not euctmoꝛt ſete with hotte irons , oꝛ cutte , they doe not eyermoze 
geut pocyons of ſcamonpe to conſume and waſte the fteaſhe as men in ma⸗ 
met ſlcyghyng and martiryng the bodye , to kepe it in lyfe: but ſomctp® 
mcs they miniſtre ſuche thynges as mape make the herte lyght and mery, 
va x allo they geue the bodpe ſuſtmaunce «large; Hotheresfyzte 


paraphiaſe bpon the ghoſpell of Luke. 


all mpniſtred vnto vs the pocion of fepth , whiche treubleth the ſolle and 
conſcyence with repentaunce, and emprixng vs doocth diſcharge and vn- 
lade vs of our ſynne. Than unmediatcly ther vppon ts geuen an clectua⸗ 
rye of conſolacyon,of crhoztyng,and of more petteyct doctrynt. 

02 it a phiſtcten, as hc hath made Þ body emptpe bp purgacion, ſhoulde 
ſodainly geue vp the ſycke patient and leat hym alone. it is an hazard and 
(coperdy,leſte whan it is deſtitute of all the ſtrength,ſome power and tage 
of a greater ſtckencſſe map take it, as fox cxample,the paulſty, the generall 
taking oꝛ diſlolucps of all the limes and ſinewes where vpon men lye bed⸗ 
ted oꝛ a conſumpcion: So after that repentatice hath caſt down our cobe, 
and hath well ſhaken our diſcaſe,whan baptiſme hath ſcourcd oz purged, 
a made vs emptit and vopd from all ſpnncs,there be ſuche thynges mini- 
ſtred,and geuen to vs as mayt holſomlp repleniſhc the ſcile agapn beyng 
now wel clenſcd and made voyd. Wꝛathefulneſſe is voyded out, and ictit- 
neſſe 4 mckeneſſe is in ſtede thereof inkuled. Enme is ſucked out, a taking 
of all thynges to the beſt, putte in fox it. Pielyng à pollyng is voyded out, 
x in plate therof ſuctedeth liberalitee. The tetuent deſire of making warre, 
is conſumed away, and the earncſte ʒele of peace cometh in fo it. The loue 
of ſenſuall pltaſutes of the fltaſhe is expelltd. and in theyꝛ ſtede entteth $ 
loue of thynges celeſttall. Wyll pe heare what is the ſtannnonte euaunge 
Iy:atl Dee ye pena umce: 1 he axe u nowe alrealye ſette at the root e of the tree, And euer ye 
tree that bryngeth not ſoorth good fruicte is cutte I. Ind Paulc in lpke manyet: 
Mortifie your membres vvhiche are vpon yearth;VVhoorebunt yn g, vncſenneſſe, wanton luſte, 
ewill concypiſcence, and auarice. Ind within fcwe wozdes &ftcr it folowcth: ſpoiling 
yourſe [ſes of the olde man with all bis actes » Me Hath nowe voyded out the it hu- 
meyrs.how docth he fil vp the empty place agayn/Doe 1 pon your {elſes (Tarth 
he): the Saynetes & the elected of god, the bowels of merc ye ,bounteouſneſſe ſubmiſſion, bumje 
tee, pacienceſupportyng one an other, & for geuyn ge your ſeſſes chene you if any perſone haue 
a querele agaynſt an other, (yke as the lorde alſo bath gewen to you, And aboue all theſe thynges 
haue ye charitee , whiche is the bande of perfeccion , and (eat the peace of Chryſle reioyce in 
yur hertes, Suche manper an houſe ſwepte cleant with bzoomes , and te⸗ 
pleniched on eucty lyde withe ſuche oznamentes , the etuyli ſpirite ſhall 
not eftſons entre vpon, whan he returneth with leuen wurſe then hymlelk. 
Thus then the Euangelicall medicine hath wyne of it owne, whetewith to 
ſcourethe matter of our woundes that they ſmatte agayne. Avant, come be - 
byn1e me Satan tho ſawowreſt not tho thin ges Whiche are of gol but whiche are of men, Now 
ſyꝛ the luppleing oyle of the ſame. Have ye aperfeict trujf and confidence, for J haue 
ouercomed the worlde . A beate of your bead e ſhall not periſſhe, Be ye not afeard litell flucke, 
for yours is the kyng dome of heaven, Paule hathe meate, wherwith he countoꝛ 
teth and cheryſheth ſuche as are but newly congerted to Chzyſtc,thar they 
mape not falle agapne into dyſeaſes, foꝛaſmuche as they are pet weake : he 
hathe a1ſo ſo ind and ſubſtauneiall meate that mape keept theym in per: 
fect ſicen tj growyng foꝛwarde from dape to daye vnto the meaſure of 
the tal aoſle of Chꝛyſte. Thoſe petſones had gathered petfeicte ſtreugth ot 
whome it is thus wꝛyten in the actes ofthe Ipoſtles: They went reio ys 
tyng out of the ſigbte of the counceylſ, in that they had bene reputed wortß ye to ſuffre res 
freche for the name of Jeſus. That manne allo had gathered perfeyere ſtrength 
wyicheſapde; J canne doe aſſ thynges n bym that maketh me ſtrong, *Ynd fo2 thys 
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The pꝛekate ot Eraſmns to his 


tonſyderacion the Loꝛd Jeſus in the ghoſpcl echoꝛteth men to 5 eating of 
the bꝛeade that was come from heauen, the cating wizerof geueth immoz⸗ 
talitec. He cchoꝛteth men to the catyng of his fleſhe, à to the dꝛynkyng of 
his bloude meanyng vndoubtedly of hys doctryne, which beyng 2s bꝛead 
ta the ſolle,dothe make the ſame luſtie andſtrong.and(as effectuall Nrong 
wvnec)docth inebꝛiate men, a bꝛynge theym ina godly kynd of dzounken- 
neſſe, cuen to the contempte of this woꝛlde, in lyke mancras fleſhe hath 
ſounde nouryſhement fo2 the bod pe and lyke as bloude hath a vettue and 
effect vnto lyfe. Ind though all the ſcripture of god haue a medicinable 
vertue à power in it:pet hath it none a moe effectuall clectuarye oz receite 
then that perteyneth to the gholpell. One and the ſame ſpitite u is, that ig 
in all the ſcriptures of God , but yet in the ghoſpell ſpecyally his pleaſure 
was that the thyng ſhould remapne, wheri he myght ſpecially ſhe w fooꝛth 
his own? power, becauſe there ſhould appeare ſo ne differente vet wene the 


ſetuauntes and the maiſtet, betwene the puddles oz litel guttcrs , and the 


ſpzyng oꝛ kountapne. And truely it is à labout well beſtowed, to conſyder 
ho we great a thyng the vertuc of this medicine is. Cucty common weale 
ig as ye woulde ſape ja cett apne hodye. The peſtilent diſeaſes and ſycke⸗ 
neſſes of a common weale, ate euyl mantets. Agaynſt which diſcaſes ſuche 
men as haue excelled others in wiſedome, hauc in iondzye tegpous oꝛdei⸗ 
ned and ſette lawes, as it were certayne medicines 4remedics tor the ſame. 
as f craumple,emong the Athemens, Solon made lawes: emong the 
Laccdemomans,Lycurgus : emong the people of Crete, mos: emeng 
the Romaynes the tenne Comiſſioners, called in theyꝛ toungue ,decemuiri 
pet not one of all thele men, was hable to bzyng to palle, that other na⸗ 
cions alſo woulde en dꝛace a tecepue tit lawes that he had made. No ney⸗ 
thet dyd any ol theym ſo muche as attempte ſuche a thyng , leſte beſpdes 
ſpendyng of labo ut in vayne he ſhould allo hiue woonne an opin on of a 
chameleſſe acte in his ſo dooyng. Solon was fapne to lyue tenne peres a 
baniſhed man foz thtuſtynge hys lawes into the cptce of Ithens alone to 
bee vi-d there. Plato à man ſo well learned and ſo eloquent coulde neucr 
bzyng the people of Athens in mynde to recetue his lawes. Ind pet is there 
no doubtes to be made, but that cuery one of theym perſuaded theimſel⸗ 
ucs,tha: the lawes whiche they had made wer true, ano that they wplhcd 
(if it mi aht poſſibly haue bene bzought to paſſe that all Þ woꝛloe ſhould 
haue enbꝛaced and receyued þ ſame. No no: the lawes of Moyſes nepthcr 
wer (pzed abꝛodc oz recepued any ferther then enely within one nacyon, 
althoughe in dede the Phatyſees did with great hyghe ſuite hunte to wyn 
and gcat vnto theym a fewe pꝛoſelytes, that is to ſaye, foꝛtins and alyens 
woonnc to they relygyon. Fpnally not the violent autoutee of the Empe- 
rours neythet. was able by violence oꝛ compulſpon to obteyne, that theyz 
lawes 11yght haue weyght and force with «llnacy6s.Jnd the thing which 
all thc ſayed pcrſon*s by the lawes that they made did endtuout to dung 
about , the (aine dyd allo the philoſophpers attempte by theyz moꝛall tu⸗ 
les and lcaſſons with great iudgement a with incomparable diltgence and 
labour wyten x publyſhed. Df all whych neuertheleſſt. not one hath there 
bene ſo eloquent 02 ſo well lcarned . that he hath bene hable to bꝛyng anye 
one nacpon in che upnoe that he woulde haue theym in, ſo wetiſhe — vn⸗ 


paraphꝛaſe vpon the ghoſpell of Luke. 


cifectual was the vertue of the medicine of Phyſicke whiche they brought. 
Onelye the trueth Euangelicall dyd in p2occſſe of atcwe per: s polleſſe, 
perlwade, and oucrcome all nacyons of the wozlde full and whole , dzaw- 
yng onto if the Sꝛckes , and the barbarous pcoples, the learned and the 
vulcarncd,theinferiour common people. and kinges a al. So piththic and 
ſo iffectuall was the clectuaric of thys tructh.that ſo many thouſ:nocs of 
people fozſakpng the la wes of their owne countreys,reucuncyng the relp- 
gion that thepz fozefathcrs had vſcd, |caupng aſwell the ſcuſuall plcaſutis 
and vices, whiche from their cradles they haue bene accultoined vnto: they 
enbꝛaced a newe and a fozem docttine, and out of diyerlc toungues, and 
02dcinaunces of conttatie ſoꝛtes, they dyd conſente to the receyupng of a 
cettaput lowe and baſſe philoſophyc:eſpcciallye at ſuche a tyme as neucr 
was there any of the lyke ſoꝛte furniſhed 102 armed cythet wyth the mam⸗ 
teinaunce and ſuppoꝛtacion of lcarnyng and cloquence, oꝛ with the pow⸗ 
er and autouitic of pzynces,x at ſucke tyme fetthetmoꝛe whan al the woꝛlde 
with all the ſtrength that it had.fought againſt thc tructh of the ghoſpell 
becyng vnatmed and naked: yet neucrthcleſſe it taulde not poſſibly bꝛyng 
to paſſe, but th at the ſayd tructh atter that it fitſt entted poſſeſſion vpon 
the countrey of G2cce.inuaded alſo the citic of Nome. and the verat coutte 
of eto, aud foozthwith ſpꝛed it ſelfe abzode throughout all and ſingular 
the pꝛouincies of the E mpiet of Rome eue vntil the Illes called Gades, 
lying in the fertheſt parte bepoude Spaigne, and vnto the Indians, vn⸗ 
to the peoples of Atrike, and the Scithians and the Ille of Butama now 
called Englande, beeyng a countreye vtterlye diuided and cutte of from 
all the reſt of the wozlde . Thcſe nacions and peoples dyd verat muche 
differ one from an othcr in thepz languages, lawcs.ritcs , vſages oꝛdey⸗ 
naunces, Goddes, relygion, and facions : and anon beeyng trom ſuche 
greate diſcoꝛde bzought to a generall 4 they be gonne to lyng 
all one ſang , extollyng with laudes and pꝛayſes Feſus Ch. yſte the onelpe 
Lazde ano ſalucoure of the woꝛlde Aud all this whyle, the ſpoyluig 
of their gooddes , theyꝛ banyſhmentes, enpꝛyeſonynges, toꝛmentes and 
dcathcs, were none othet tuyng but good pꝛocedyng and goyng fozcwarde 
of the ghaſpell . What pet ſonc hath there cuet bene founve, that hath 
bene contente to ſuffre death koꝛ the lawes of Solon, oꝛ the moꝛall pꝛetep⸗ 
tes of znoeE ut fox the ſimple and playne doctrine of Chzpſte,howe many 
thouſandes of men. both olde and young howe manpe thouſandes of ma⸗ 
ttonts and virgins haue wyllingly offered and holden out their neckes to 
be chopt of ? Ind yet how muche moꝛe woondzefull , and moze abhoupng 
from cõmon teaſon, are the thynges whiche the goſpel teacheth. then which 
the Paradorcs,that is to ſaye, the traunge opinions of the philoſophiers 
dooe teache / And the ſayed philoſophers doctrine not one of the pꝛinceg 
did euer make any a dooe to deſtruie oz ſuppꝛeſle, # pet of it owne accozde 
it vaniſhed awape, lyke as did alſo theyꝛ lawes,and the art magicall , and 
the rites of ſacrifices. Foz what creature doocth at thys dape ſacrifyce vn⸗ 
to the Goddes of the Heathen, oz ſlaygheth beaſtes in ſacrifice as the Jes

Fo: cuen he had perpſheo to, it ther had not ben made a medley of Chziſte 
and hun togethet in our ſcholes of diumitte. Againſt p phuolophte Euan- 
gelicaiſ becyng yer but tendze 4 euen but newely ſpzyngyng vp , the woꝛld 
arole at the firſt chop with al hys fozce and power by meant of the Jewes, 
vndet the pzcrerte and coulour of religion fyghtyng agaynſt the fountain 
of all teligton. by meane of the philoſophiets bepng hable muche to doc in 
al kindes of leatuyng by meane of the Sophiſtes beyng felowes vnpoſſi⸗ 
ble to bc oucrcoined in ſtiffeneſſe of holdyng argumentacions, by incanc of 
tie thetoucians beep:ig men metuaplous in the foxce of cloquence, by the 
tyzanncs beyng arined wyth all ſoztes of ſhewyng crucltic , by incane of 
kyng*cs.li£utcnaintes, magiſtrates , by ſuchc as wer cunnyng in magike 
and loꝛcetie, and pett᷑eict in the ſleight of caſting mpſtes ouet niennes ies 
and other ſenſes, and by meanc of euill ſpitites vecyng the loꝛdes of thys 
woꝛlde. All ſuche tumultuous buiſyneſſe, as theſe,(as a ſca ot ciuills ſucl⸗ 
ling vp and oucrflowimng, did the power of the tructh Cuagelcal recciue, 
endute bꝛeakce th. ough, and vtterly oncrcome.Fot at the light of the goſ- 
pell whan it came, it was reaſon that ail tountettaictes of wozldelp power 
ſhould clene vaniſhe awaye. Up ſhot that ſeme ghelpel and ſhewed uſelk 
becyng plain 4 lowe whicht al men with great adooe endcuouted to ouet⸗ 
trede and kepe down. The bokes of ſuche petſon :s, as with ſingular ſygh 
witte, with woondzcful learning , a with exquiſite cloquence wzote againſt 
the ghoſpell , vamſhed awape of ther owne accoꝛde as it i ad ben cettayn 
d2eamcs,imlomuche that they are not at this day remayning to be had nct- 
thfr, except it any fragmentcs oꝛ ſmall pieces haut bene (aucd of the Chu- 
ſtiãs by rcaſon of wʒytyng agẽ inſt them in confutyng theim. The kynges 
and p:ynccs do now bough down, to honour the thyng whiche totoze they 
wet about to deſttuic:the power of magie is vaniſhed awap and gon:the 
cuili ſpitites arc caſt out that thet owle and roze agayn:philoſophic hathe 
tonteſſed hit ignozaunce:+ geuyng ouer the fooliſh wpledome ot p wozlde, 
it hath enbꝛacco the wyſedom: of the croſſe:thc rhctorrians wzytt ozacios 

in the pꝛaiſc of Jef? Chiſt:p̊ poctes dooe hiffc þ old goddes out of place. 
in the lieu and place of Goddes innymerable,al their ſong and compoſing 
is now of J\clus Chꝛiſte alone. Thiſſaine ſo great a chaungc of the Woꝛlde 
begonne within a fewe yercs attet Chyyſt was putte to drath,to bee made 
genetail and common though all the whole vu oꝛid, a without any mayn- 
tenaunce 02 ſuppoztacion of man it encreaced from tyme to tyme ſt1il moꝛe 
and more, vntil Þ piece of leauen beeyng meng led in thee peckes of nicale 
did leauen and tutne al the whole batche, and vntil the grapne of muſtard- 
ſede beyng digged into p pearth , dyd ferre and wpde ſpltigh his boughts 
abꝛode oucr Aſia ouet Atrit and Europe. Ind ouet and bclydes al thts, 
theſt perfones who lated their battrep againſt the tructh Euangelicall to 
caſt it down and to deſttuie it, not onely had diuetſe and ſoondzy kindes of 
tert outs u het w even verat manly ſtomakes alſo mpght baue bene quatl- 
led, that is to were , open commanidementes by pꝛoclamacion, —

and be thou the chiefe cmong all my piers, and cxcepte thou fo dooe, all thy 
gooddes all be fozefatct to my behofe , I will ſhe we all exttemitie of ri⸗ 
our towardes —_— and thy childzen,and thyſelf foꝛ thyne owne parte 
halt be caſt to wplde beaſtes in a denne. W ho did in luche caſes as theſe 
perſwade ſo many thouſandes. and bꝛyng theim in mynde wyth retoycyng 
to tate it whan their pꝛomocions and dignitics wet taken ftõ them, whan 
their gooddes wer ſpoyled, that whan thti ſawe thoſe parties haled with al 
violence to huge tozmentes and execucion of death, who next after god wer 
moſte dcrelp beſoued vnto them thei (ſhould geue thankes to God, and f1- 
nally that themſcifes,vohan thei myght eaſily haut eſcaped, and whan thet 
might haue entoyed ſuche high commodittes,ſhould of their owne volun⸗ 
tatie willes offre themſelfes to be eruelly martpzed-No power of humeyn 
eloquence could this haue doer!:but the godly power of the ttueth was ha⸗ 
ble, whiche lap hidden in the grayne of muſtardſcde. Nepther did þ ph lo⸗ 
ſophiets doctrine lacke allutemet. The Stoikes pꝛomiſed libettue x free- 
dome, true tycheſſe, health, teygne, and other thrnges magnificent x ropall 
to be ſpoken. The Epicuteans made high woozdes and pꝛomiſes of plea⸗ 
ſure to the eares of men. The peripatetikes did couple the good giftes of þ 
body with vertue. But ß doctrine of Þ ghoſpell as it did not dꝛawe any bs- 
dye vnto it with any woꝛldely tertouts: ſo on the cotrarie patte, how fette 
was it froin hauyng any thyng commendable in outwarde ſhewe to ſec to. 
nai rather how many thynges did it conteme vtterly vncredtble- It telleth 
newes of one Jeſus napled on the croſſe, who had by h1s dcath delyucreo 
mankynde, and this Jeſus to be bothe God and man, bozne ofa virgin , x 
one that had retourned agam from death to lift. and was now ſitting at the 
tight hande of God the father, and the ſame Jeſus to had bene a man that 
had taught ſuche perſones to be tn bliſſed caſe as foꝛ the pzofeſſion of hys 
name did mourne x waple , did ſuffre thirſt oꝛ houngre, wer putte to afflic- 
tion, were euill ſpoken of,o2 wer putte to death: x that all men ſhai in tyme 
to tome ariſeto life agam and that the godly ſoꝛte at that day/theſame ve⸗ 
tay Jeſus beeyng they iudge, )ſhall haue tmmoztalitre to theyꝛ lotte , and 
the wieked ſhall haue the peines of hell koꝛ euer wythout ende to endute. 
What philoſophier durſt haue interpꝛiſed to pꝛopoune ſuche thynges as 
theſe lo ferrecontrarie to all mennes opinion oꝛ thynikyng,and thynges lo 
vntouthſome foz men to be fond on, o2 to make any great countenaunce 
vnto! pet all theſe thynges neucrtheleſſe did the lawe talke or the ghoſpell 
did in ſuche wyſe perſwãade that ſuche an one is taken foꝛ mad x clene oute 
ok his wittes as doocth not beleue it:and that ſo many thouſandes of peo- 
ple will ſooner fozſake cher lite, then the profeſſion of the trueth Euangeli⸗ 
call , Ind by what manier felowes at laſt did ſo great a chaunge of the 
wo:lde 
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wozlde firſt come vp-by meanc of a fewe diſcyples bepng men vnknowen, 
men of lowe degte men of poucrtie,and bnlearned, 

To what purpoſe is it to ſpeake of the reſt , whan Pctur the chick of then 
was a fiſher , and ok no ferther knowlage but hys bare mother toungue, 
Paule a leathet ſtwet, and not one oftheim all a inan of tycheſſe, oꝛ a man 
of power · oꝛ a ientil man! And eythet nothyng at all had they of this woy1- 
des, oꝛ in caſe they had afoze tymes had, they clene foꝛſooke it. 

And by what wapes was tt poſſible foz ſuche me to bꝛyng ſo great a mati⸗ 
tt to paſſe:cettes thei bꝛought a medicine i a vile boxe but it was though 
godly vertue,a medicine of great power and efficacie. 

The talke cuangelicall is ot a plain homelp ſoꝛte, and ot no cloquent com. 
poling, whiche in caſe a man examine and ttye by the ſtoztc ol Thucidides 
in greke, oꝛ ot Titus Liutus in latin he ſhall fpnde a lache of many thyn⸗ 
ges, aud with many poyntes ſhall he be offended. What a noumbꝛe ot 
thynges dooe the cuangeliſtes leat paſſe, ho we manye thynges dooe thep 
touche with thie woozdes and no mote, tn howe manpye places dvocth the 
oꝛdꝛe diſagree, and in howe many places dooe they appere to be olic con⸗ 
ttatie vnto an othcrzJt was poſſible that ſuche thynges ſhoulde haue tur⸗ 
ned awate the mynde of the reader,from the readpng of it, and ſhould haue 
cauſcb it neuet to be belcued. Contraticwyſc thep that haut wꝛyten ſto⸗ 
ties of woꝛlde ly affarres.how carcfull are they wherof to make the firſt be: 
gyuuyng of the matter, what labour and diligenct doe they beſtou c, that 
they may not tell any thyng otherwpſe then is ſemyng, that they maye not 
tell any thyng vnlykecly.Þ they map not ell any thyng not well ſtandyng 
togethet, oꝛ any thinges contraric vnto tcaſon. Than ferther w what eui⸗ 
deiice dooe they lape the thing platne befoze menues eyes, with what ſwete 
plcalaunt knackes and conciiptes do they content and reterne the readers 
mynde, p no poynte of tediouſneſſe mape come ſttalpng vpon hym ! But þ 
monumentes ot all this ſoꝛte of waytcrs hauuig bene compoſed with great 
labour and ſtudie, ate a greate poꝛcion of the loſt,and thoſe Þ ttmayne ate 
read neither of all petſones, a pet without geupng any credite vnto theun. 
Fo what perſone is there ſo light of beliete, that he will auouche and wa⸗ 
taũt that in al Titus Liuius thcte is no poynt contcined of telling an vn⸗ 
ttueth ? x ut ſo manp thouaſudes of people thete haue benc found, whyche 
would with better vu ille tenne iy mes ſuffre death, then to admitte 02 graiit 
anp one fallt clauſe to bee conttined in the u ytynges of the ghoſpell. 
Dauc we not than of theſe pꝛemiſſes an tuident matke whereby to knowe 
the maticr not to be of woꝛld elp autozitie 02 wyſcdome , but of the vertue 
and poet of C od + CThete is a ſectete vettut and cficacte lying hydben 
in the medicine, whyche whan it was once poured into the bodye, ſpꝛed t⸗ 
{cif abꝛode ouct all the vmiuet ſall nacions of the woꝛlde , as it were by te 
ſcinblaunce thuoughout all the membꝛes. 

A e haut nowe the cauſe, wh the veritie euangelicall did within fo fewe 
pcres by men of lowe degree ſpꝛede it (clf abꝛode all the woꝛlde ouer, whan 
the ſame woulde rebelled agapnſt it with all kpndes of extteint crucltic. 
Ind nowe maye it come in (ome mannes mynde greatlye to metuayle by

paraphꝛaſe bpon the choſpell of Luke, 


woꝛld had Chultian punces, Biſhops,men of learnpng, welthic and rycht 
pcrſones, a endued with great autozitic , the dicion of Chiiſte is ſo ſhꝛonn⸗ 
kcn together into a natowe toume. 
Fo the cauſe of this matier being well knowen a remedie might pethap⸗ 
pcs the ſooner bee found. 
But Jhaupng a good while ſence foꝛgotten mp ſelf, dooc paſſe the limites 
and boundes of a pꝛeface. I therfozc teturne now to oute phyſictan Luke, 
whome lyke as J doubtenot to be right acceptable vnto poure grace: ſo 
would by my good wyll haue hym by ineane ok theſame youre grace, to 
bee made the moꝛe acceptable vnto all people. The wyſt Eccleſiaſticus 
ſpcakcth in this manier:Ponour thou the phyſician fo neceſſities ſake. 
Howe muche moꝛe than ought condigne honour to be hewed to this phy⸗ 
ſician who hath ientilly geuen vs ſo effectuall a receipt of phyſtke , whiche 
is to cuetyt creature neceſſatp, except yt᷑ any ſuche perſone there be, whiche 
is without all faulte and hath no nede towearea bettet man then he was! 
And ccrtes it will alſo be effectuall, it we beyng vtteriy werye of out dilea⸗ 
ſes and infitmities, ſhall often tymes byte ol his medicine yr we ſhall con⸗ 
tinually chawe it it we (hall coucigh it to paſſe into out ſtomacke and into 
the botome of our herte ik we ſhall not vomite vp agam that hath bene ta⸗ 
ken thcrof, but (hall kepe theſame ſtill in the ſtomake of our ſoule, vntill it 
caſt abꝛode the vertue that it hath,and chaunge vs altogether into it ſelte. 
This poynte haue J by experience founde in myne owne ſclfe , that lytell 
fruicte there cometh of the gholpel, yt a man reade it but luggiſhely, and 
ſupetticially tenne it ouer. But in caſe a manne dooe with diligente and 
exquiſite meditacion kepe himſclfe occupied therin , he ſhail feele a cettayn 
vettue and pith ſuche as he ſhall not felc the lyke in any other bookes, 
Now to pꝛeuent making of myne aun{wer vnto the ſuſpicious dempnges 
omen koꝛ that J haue dedicated eucry particular pataphꝛaſc of the gol⸗ 
ptls ſeuctallye to particular pꝛinces it is vcrat chaunce 4not anye ambt- 
(11 92 (ck png on my behalfe. Foꝛ theſame thyng hath foztuncd vnto me 
in this mat er, that foztuncdin the epiſtles Ipoſtolical. Whan J wote 
the pataphꝛaſe vpon Mathewe, J looked foꝛ nothing lelle then that Jhon 
Mould be catneſtely required and immediatelp after hun this Lukas. 
But nowe to thentente there Hall not anye glaſcwpndoo:e oz gappc be 
ſene emong the Euangeliſtes , J wyll adde Matte allo vnto the other 
thꝛee: albeit he that dedicateth ſoondꝛye ghoſpells to ſoondꝛye men, maye 
ſeme to dooc neuet a white moꝛe contrarpe to reaſon, then dyd Sainct Hie⸗ 
tome who dedicated, yca cuen the leſſer pꝛophetes vnto ſcuctall petſones.

76-9 |. wzore a volume of the goſpel, of whom theſame Paule ſateth in this 
1 ||manier : We baue ſent with him a drother whoſe pzayſeis in the 
_ thzougbout all the coilgregacions. And agapne to the Coloſs 
45 aus: oſtt dere Luke the phiſicton greteth you. And to Timothe, 
=—== uze is with me alone. De ſette foozth alſo an other ſpeciall goodly 
booke whiche is entitled the actes of the Apoſtics , the tozye wherof came cuen ful to 
Paules tyme beeyng and taripng two peres at Rome, that is to ſape, vatili the fo- 
werth yete of Nero the & mperour there, Wheredy we do well perceiue that the ſapd 
booke was ma de in the ſame cttic. Cher tote as fot the circuices of Paul and of Tecla 
the vir gin, and ailthetalcofTeoby him bapriſed , we rtkon emong the ſcriptures þ 
are called Apocrypha Fo! what maniet 4 thing is it, that a companion whiche ucuer 
went from dis elbowe. ſhould emong his other matiets be ignoꝛaunt of this thyug as 
lonc2Tertullian whiche was nere vuto that tyme,cepoztecth that acertapnt prieſt in 
Alia beeping au affeccionatc fauourer of the Apoſtle P aul, was conuicte befoze hou 
fo: beyng autour of theſame doe, and that the pꝛeeſte con teſſi d hymſclf to had docu 
the thing fo2 the loue that de bare to Paule, and the booke by reaſon thcrof to dad eſ- 
caped hym. Some wiyters deme, that as often as Pauleintbys cpiſties ſaieth : accoz:

gboſpcll not oncly of the Apoſtle ÞPaule, who had not bene conuerſaune with the lozd 
in the fleache, but alſo of the tcue of the Apoſtles, whiche thing Luke hymſcit᷑ alſo de- 
clarcth in rhe begynnyug of his owne weozke, laying:As they haut dclpucred theim 
vnto vs, which from the begynning ſawe them themlelfes with their iyes,+ were mi- 
niftres of the thpnges that they declared . The ghoſpell ther foze be w2ore as hc had 
heat de: but the Acres of rhe Apoſtles he compoſed as de had ſcue. He liucd lcxcun 
retts not hauing any wife. Buityed he was at conſtantinople, vato whiche citic hys 
bones were temoucd and conucigbed out of Achaia, together with the 
bones of Andꝛewe the Apoſic, in the. cx.pete of 
Lonftarcius the Emperour.

many tymes inuentyng of their owne bꝛaynes ſome thyng to tell, eythet 
ok a delite à luſt to lye oꝛels beeyng co:rupted with ſome other affeccion, 
And as moꝛtall mens matiers are of nature apte and readie to bee coꝛtu⸗ 
pted there ſhal perchaunce here after alſo ſome perſones ſtert vp, whiche 
thꝛough makyng lyes on the actes and doctrine of Chuſte and of his di⸗ 
ſciples . Mall cauſe. that true matiers ſhall not ve credited neither. There 
foꝛe the ſpirite of Jeſus hath (as it wer )nypped my herte alſo with a litel 
twynge that after Matthewe and Marke ( whiche two with all poſſible 
trueth and vprightneſle, wiote as muche as at that tyme thei iudged to 
bee ſufficient. and yet neuertheleſſe of a ſette purpoſe x entente,lefte vnto 
others certain thynges to be wꝛiten ſuppliyng in Þ meane tyme with the 
office of liuely voice, that lacked in their wutynges ( after ſome others 
whiche haue not with ſembleable vprightneſſe attempted the ſame : of 
whiche perſones ſome haue cucry where entermyngled many puinctes 
muche cotraric to Þ doctrine of ghoſpell:⁊ many haue rather had an yie 
tofil vp the holes of the ſtoꝛie with fables xtales vnſcinyng foꝛ the gra- 
uitee of the ghoſpell, the to tell ſuche thynges as the holy ghoſt hath iud⸗ 
ged to be auailable towardes Þ bliſſe euerlaſting: Luke allo ſhould by 
compoſyng a certayn oꝛdʒe x pꝛoceſſe of the ſtorie Euangelical,bothe ſup - 
plie ſuche matiers as haue been omitted by the others, and alſo debarte Þ 
autoꝛitee of other petrſones whiche either heretoloꝛe haue wꝛyten, oꝛ here⸗ 
after (hall wꝛite fo: matiers of certaintee ⁊ foꝛ matiers of euident tructh. 
either fantaſies of their owne imaginyng oꝛels thynges none otherwyſe 
knowen but by the rumour x bꝛuite of the people, who is commonly an 
authour and bꝛynger vp of thynges not all of che fineſt. And yet dooc not 
we our ſelues ſo frame p pꝛoceſſe of this ſtoue, that we leat paſſe noma- 
mer puincte at all of the thynges that haue been (ated oꝛ dooen : but we 
make relacion of ſuche thynges onely, as we hnowe to concerne Þ godly 
deuocion of vᷣg hoſpell. and the fruiciõ of the life euerlaſtyng. Foꝛ an in⸗ 
finite r endleſſe matier it mer t hꝛoughly to wꝛyte euerie thyng that go 
us

ſus hath doocn oꝛ taught. Some puinctes there bee,whiche without the 
pꝛeiudice of ſaluacion maie not bee vnuknowen:ſome other thynges again 
thert bee, the knowelage wherof bꝛingeth verai muche pꝛokite tothe Zele 
and deſite of perfeict godlyneſſe: and ſome 2 finally there bee, that 
maie bee vnknowen without any perill of ſaluacton , and vithout any 
gricuous empechemete 0: hind:eaunce of achuſten minesperfection:as 
in dede{fo2 an eraumple all that euer we knowe in diuine maticrs,ts but 
litell litell po ꝛciõ, in reſpecte 4 comparaiſon of that that we knowe not. 
Chercfo:c neither will we touche a traicte cf cuerie matier to the vtter 
moſte, noꝛ yet tell o: recite thynges vncertain: but thoſe thynges onely 
will we declare, of which there hath been moſte aſſured x cuidet certaintce 
ſhewed vnto vs by the vndoubted Apoſtles and diſciples of Chziſte the 
whiche had not onely theimſelues with their owne pies ſeen a great parte 
of the thynges y ther told vnto vs a had heard the ſame with their owne 
eares.and had the handeiyng + dooyng of muche parte therof with their 
owne handes:but alſohad theumſelues been a parte of theſame actes that 
ther tepoꝛted wer doocn, as men that had doocn many thynges at Þ com- 
maundemente of the Lo:dc,+had ſuffred not a fewe thynges fo! his ſake 

ccauſe thei wer in al matiers inſeparable compaignions 2 folowers of 
Jeſus Chuſte almoſte neuer out of his p2cſcce. Neither ought there the 
leſſe credite to bee geue vnto me, fo: that Þ dooe wꝛyte ſuche thynges not 
as J haue ſeen my (clf,but as Þ haue learned ot others. It was requiſite 
to amatier be yng ſo ferre out of all vſe and ſo ſtraunge, 2 ſo vncredible: 
that feith ſhould firſt bee acquired + woonne out of all the ſenſes of » bo 
dye xthan thelame feith to bee confirmed wich euident woondꝛes 4 mi⸗ 


ratles. But this kynde of tokens oꝛ pꝛoufſfes canot euermoꝛe cõtinue ne tat i might 
endure:Fo2 on j one ſyde Ch:iſte did not long erhibite hymſelt to bee ſeen nor bern.

therwyſe,if onely the yies ſhould bee belicued eue verat ther that wer bo- 
dyly conuerſaunt with our Lo:de.dooc repoꝛte mano matiers at Þdoo- 
yng of whiche theimſelues wet not pꝛeſent but learned it of other perſo⸗ 
nes beyng ſubſtanciall.credtble.x true of their tepoꝛte:as foꝛ an eraum- 
ple ot the natiuitee 4 petigrewe of Chꝛiſt. ot the wyſe men that wer called 
Magi,/whiche came from the Eaſte to ſee Chꝛiſte beeyng newe bo2ne) of Þ 
fleyiigof Joſeph and Marie with Chuſt into . Satan how he 
tempted Chuſte. We Euangeliſtes, though we (awe not the beginnyn- 
ges of thynges. yet haue wee (cen the ſequeles and endes of theim. We 
haue ſeen in the Apoſtles, all Þ euer our Loꝛde had pꝛomiſed of theim in 
the ghoſpell. We haue cen theim beeyng enſpired with the holy ghoſte, 
geue thelame holyſpirite of God to othet pſonesalſo, recciuyng baptiſine 
a u by laiyng

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by laiyng theit handes ouer theim:yea , and in our owne ſelues haue we 
found and felt the eſtectuall power and ſtrengthe of the holy gholte. We 
haue ſeen dctuilles dueuen out of men at the name of Jeſus: we haue ſeen 
diſcaſes put awate:we haue (cen poyſõs void of all effecte oꝛ foꝛce to dove 
harme. e haue ſeen that the maicſtce of the ghoſpell. by men of ſlendꝛe 
ſubſtaunce tn woꝛldely rycheſſe, by men of lowe degree boꝛne, by men pu⸗ 
uate. that is to ſate, by men hauyng no leculaxe auto:1tee at all. is yet ne- 
uertheleſſe i a fewe yeres famouſſy notified thoꝛough out the wholle vni⸗ 
ucrſall yearth, and that the great and mightie pʒʒinces of the woꝛlde haue 
in vain ſtriued and wꝛaſtled to ſuppꝛeſſe it. 

And veraily cuen the ſame thyng alſo had our Lo:de ſpoken afoꝛe and 
pꝛophecied, vvhan | ſhall bee lifted vptrom the yearth ( ſaied he IH hall drav ve all 
thynges to my ſelf. Suche authours and auouchers of thynges, and the 
growyng of theſame thynges to ſuche an ende x p:ouf as afo:e 1s ſaicd, 
doocth not ſuffer vs to doubte, neither of tho thynges that haue paſſed 
be foꝛe our tyme, ne vet of ſuche thynges, as foꝛ many hundꝛedes of yeres 
to come ate pꝛo miſed. Whatſocuer had of long tyme afoꝛe been foꝛeſaied 
by the godly ſaiynges of the pꝛophetes, Jeſus at his compng into the 
woꝛlde did ——— and fulfil:and whatſoeuer thing Chꝛiſt toward his 
departure from hens vp to heauè, ſaid afoꝛe ta the àpoſtles that it ſhould 
come to paſſe. hath in dede come to paſſe:neithet is it to be doubted , but v 
he wil with ſemblable vprightneſſe à tructh, accompliſhe all other thyn- 
ges. whiche he hath differrcd vntill his ſecond comyng to be perkoutmed 
concernyng the reſurrection of our bodyes, x concernyng the rewardes of 
the Godlpperſones , # of the wicked. T herefo2c as fo: the o:dꝛe x pꝛoceſſe 
of d ghoſpell matters, I haue with earneſt ſtudic th:oughly boulted out 
of the mouthes of ſuche whoſe woꝛdes ate vndoubted à certain tow:yte 
vpõ. And out of theſe haue J pieked ſuche puinctes as ſemed to bee moſte 
effectuall and moſte helping to the feith, and to the deuout godliyneſle 
of the ghoſpell:not geuyng it a llendꝛe litell touche here a there as it wer 
at rouers, and as menne gather floures here and there one at auèture as 
thei co me to hand: but folowyng the oꝛdꝛe of the tyme,x the duc courſe 02 
pꝛoteſſe of matiers I haue diligently compiled the ſto:1e, yea cuen ſome 
what ferre fettyng the mauer from the firſt grounde, that is to wete, 
from the concepcion of hym, whiche went befoꝛe the comyng ok cur ſal. 
ucourlyke as in birth, ſo in pꝛeachyng alſo and in death. 

And then furthermoꝛe J traicte of the ſtraüger toncepeiõ of Ch:iſt with 
in the wombe of the virgin of the birth of the childe, of his circunciſiõ of 
the putificacion of Marie, ot (oond2te pꝛophecies ſpoken vpõ the childe 
2 of certain tokens of godly towardeneſſe whiche euen verai than alrea- 
die did like certain litell ſparkes appere in the childe:of whiche thynges 
the other Euangeliſtes that with vpright trueth and certaintee wꝛote be⸗ 
foꝛe, had touched almoſte nothyng at all. After all this, how John ba- 
ptiſed and pꝛeached and than of the baptiſyng of Jeſus , of his becyn

Is beeyng laied in graue, of his ariſyng again from death to like, and of 
his returnyng vp into heauen.

And ſo it was, that whyle this oꝛdꝛe was thus i diu dyng by lottis 
emong the fower and t wentie families, the eight place fell by lotte to Abia, of 
whom 3acharte was linealiy deſcended, and into whoſe place zachane had by 
courſe ſucceded. All thiſlame, though it ſemed to bee dooen by mere chatice at 
auenture, vet was there no one putncte therof, but it was wꝛought byß high 
wyſedome and pꝛouidence of God, yea not ſo muche as the veraie noum bꝛe of 
the courſe, but it was fo2 a purpoſe and a conſideracion. For lyke as thence: 
bꝛe ot ſeue foꝛ many cauſes hath the figure andſignificacion ofthe old lawe, 
ſo doocth the noum bꝛe of eight well accoꝛde to the grace cf the goſpell, foz 
almuche as the — bliſſe of heauen is now gruen, not through the 
weozkes of the lawe but freely and frankely though feith. And zacharie had 
alſo a wie named Elizabeth, not onely the better to ber eſtemed for Þ reſpecte 
ok her noble birth foꝛ ſhe came of the ſtocke a bloud of Aaron the firſt pꝛieſte 
of the people of Iſrael but alſo wooꝛthie to bee had in reuerence + wozſhip 
for hir integritee 4 perfeict goodneſſe of behaueour , to the ententethat ſuche 
an holy man as zacharic was, ſhould not bee without a wife accoꝛdyng. 

C Tbei wer bothe tigdteous before ged:s ſo walked in all the cömaundementes and 
oꝛdeinaunces of the loꝛde, that no man could fynde fault with tdeim. And tet dad no 
childe becauſe that Elizabeth was dat aim, and thei dothe wer now well ftrieken in age. 

Foꝛit was in veraie dede an holy wedlock knitte # made vp not ſo muche 
by copulacion ot their bodyes, as by lykeneſſe of theyꝛ myndes and hertes, 
a by the felowochip ol godlyneſſe, becauſethei wer bothe of theim veray good 
folkes and iuſt, not with the iuſtice of the Phatiſecs which Phariſees vnder 
a falſe coulour and a countrefaict ſhewe of holyneſſe, did ſette foozth their 
ptincted ſheathe to the yies of men foꝛ lucre and foꝛ woꝛldely pꝛatſe, defour: 
mong their kaces + makyng theim vnſightly foꝛ thenons,a troũpet blowyng 
betoꝛe theim, at all ſuche tymes whan they gaue their almes, ſekyng to bee 
eſtemed holy by reaſon of long pꝛaiers made in coꝛners of the ſtretes, whan 
their herte was dꝛouned in all fylthyneſſe of hainous offenſes and treſpaces 
ageinſt God: but ʒacharie and Eliza beth with vntoꝛrupt hertes did ĩ ſuche 
wyſe obſerue and kepe all thynges whiche the loꝛde had commaunded by tie 
lawwe:thatneither thei gaue vnto men an p holde oꝛ title to kynde kaulte with 
theim, and yet ( the whiche is a puintte o no ſmall difficultee) thei did alſo by 
the puritee and cleneſſe of their liuyng. chewe theim ſcifes pieaſyng in the ſight 
of God. pea i this veray puincte alſo was wꝛought by the high wyſcdome 
of God, of a ſpecial p2ouiſion,to the ende that ſuche an one as ſhould after- 
ward geue teſtimonie vnto Chriſte at his cõmyng might on his owne behalf 
ber in al manier degrees wezthieacceptacton emong the people of the Jcwes:

zabeth was ſpecially well appzoucd and allowed of all perſones : pet in this no che. 
one pumcte their godlyneſſe ſemed to haue but hard happe, that bothe of the 
wer veray ferre growen in age without hauyng any iſſue oz childe in al their 
tyme. Foꝛ emog the Jewes,lpke as the frutctefulneſſe of matrimonte was re- 
puted toꝛ a certain thyng of great ropaltee, ſo was batainneſſe in as muche 
iepꝛoche as any thyng,z was rekonedinthe noũbꝛe of the chick miſſehappes 
and euils of this life. Foꝛ the moſte parte of the people did interpꝛete and take 
tzoſe perſones to bee retected and caſt out of the fauour of God, whiche had 
not had the foztune 4 happe, with ſome kynde of iſſue to encreace à multiplie 
the people of the Jewes, beepng a people ſpectally choſen and dedicate vnto 
God. For the Jewes beeyng alto gether groſſe and carnall, had not yet lear- 
ned that a ſpiritnall and ghoſtely people it was, whiche God would haue by 
an heauenly generacion ſtill from tyme to tyme moꝛe +more, to bee multiplied 
with tontuntall ſucceſſion of iſſue.

And at 
the firſt,by reaſon of thehumatn bodye taken of the ſubſtauce of thy bodre, 
it hall rightly be called the ſoonne of a virgin, a the ſoonne of mi : but after 
the myſterie of this birth once perceiued and vnderſtãded. he ſhall not bee cal- 
led the ſoonne of Joſeph,but the ſoonne of God:and that truely, not after þ 
common guyſe, as inſt perſones beyng pourged from ſinnes, and juſtified by 
the free fauour of God, are by adopcion called the ſoonnes of God: but he 
ſhall by a ſingular reaſon and manter, der called theſoorme of God, of whom 
be is in verai true dede double begoftc:once without begtunyng oꝛ fyme , and 
eternall,of his eternall father: and now ityme moꝛtall, of a moꝛtall mother, 
and a verat naturall man of a verai womũ. Ind lyke as in this iuignyng to⸗ 
gether,. the diutne nature ſhalber vnited and mitte with the nature humain:ſo

Foz cir- 
cumciſion is turned into vncircumciſion : an vncircumciſion hath ſucce- 
ded into the gloꝛie and honour of circumciſion. The Jlraelite bozne,tru- 
ſtyng to hym leit, is ſhutte aparte debatred frõ the kyngdome of God: 
and the Gentiles are elected and taken to the honour of the childꝛen of A⸗ 
bꝛaham. The pꝛoude Phatiſee is refuſed and caſt of:the harlottes , the 
lowely publicane is received and taken in. The ſtif ſtanders, athe ſtur⸗ 
die holders vp of their ſnoute he hath caſt down:thoſe that late as outca⸗ 
ſtes nothyng regarded, a ſuche as wer in perrill of myſcartiyng, thoſs 
he puttyng foozth his mercifull hande, hath reiſed vp #holpe, Suche as 
had their ſight,he hath made blynde : a to ſuche as lameted they; blynde⸗ 
neſſe , he hath opened theirpies. To thoſe that acknowelaged their in- 
firmitee x ſickeneſle, he hath _ health:and ſuche as i their owne con- 
ceiptes ſemed to bee perferctelp hole, he hath euen leaft to their diſeaſe. 
Thoſe that vaunted theim ſelfes to bee the childzen of Abꝛaham, he hath Þ's ceeveane 
platnly declared to bee the childzẽ of the deiuil:z ſuche as had no puincte daa dad 
of kynred with Abzaham(as touchyng theflcaſhe,)thoſe hath heth:ough ores 
the keith of the ghoſpell, made the verai true childzen of Abꝛahã in dede. 
Thoſe that vaunted theim ſelfes by the gloztous name of Fſrael , thoſe In remers- 
hath he teneagued and put awaie fromthe inheritaunce of the pꝛomiſſes Wo die 
made vnto Jſrael:but whatſocuer perſone of whatſocuer nacis, whether Euen es ve 
beeyng bond oz beeyng free, did willingly offre hym ſelf to the ghoſtely pb vaio 
ſeruyng of God:hym hath God taken vnto hym, x in euerie ſuche hath he — 
perferctely ſhewed his long delated mercie, whiche mercie he had afoze p- 
miſed by his wooꝛ del becyng vttred by the mouthes of the pzophetes ) to 
the people of Jſrael: whom as a people moꝛe derely beloued and fanſied 
euen fo his owne tothe, he dooeth i p holy Scriptures calle his ſeruaũte. vnd i tbe 
He had neuer been fo:getfull of his pꝛomiſſe:but by reaſon of the long de- ot br. 
late, as though he had foꝛgotten it deſpau had creped vpon men but now 
hath he euidetely declared hym ſelf to be in no puincte vnmyndekul of his 
people. Foꝛ this is that ſame verai true ſucceſlion of Abꝛaham. This is 
that ſame true Iſtael, whom not the nereneſſe of bloud dooeth make ac⸗ 
ceptable to God, but the ſynceritee and pureneſſe of feith,by whiche feith 
onely is God ſeen. And theſe thyngesare not wꝛought ne dooen by chaũce 
oꝛ by caſualtee but the thyng is now ſhewed in kacte, whiche long a ma⸗ 
ny yeres paſt, God hath pꝛonuſed vnto our fathers, Abzaham : and his

All theſe thynges whiche wer yet to come, Marie did in the ſpirite of 
pꝛophecie, ſpeake foo:th i plain wooꝛdes, eut᷑ as though it had been come 
to palle and effecte alteadie. And than muche lyke about the ſpace of th:ce 
monethes did ſhe make her abode with her couſin Elizabeth, cotifoztyng 
the olde woman bothe with holy and vertuous communicacion, and alſo 
with all louyng and frendely attendaunce.

And now was the full tyme come, that Elizabeth ſhould bee deliuered 
of chude. And a ſoonne in dede bozne did aſſuredly verific the pꝛomilles ot 
God. The matter was by a cõmon bꝛuite oꝛ noiſe ſpꝛed abꝛode by meane 
of her neighboutes and kynſfolkes, whom, euen lyke as the barainneſſe

And now was come the eight date after Elizabeths deltueraũce, in the 
whiche date by the pꝛeſcription, and appoinctemcte of the lawe, the childe 
muſt bee circumciſed, and haue his name geuen hym. Her kynſfolke 
therekoꝛe re ſoꝛted thither, whiche by the oꝛdze 4 courſe of kynted, thought 
it their partes to ſee that the childe wer duely circumciſed as it ought to 
bee. And becauſe the childes father had his ſpeche taken from hym, (who Ind the! cai- 
commonly vſeth at his pleaſure to appoincte how the childe ſhall bee na- #9 lt in 
med, )the kynſfolkes ſuppoſyng #demyng the kacher to bee of the mpnde, name ot vs 
and wille to haue that that commonly is woont to bee moſte to mennes 
contentacions :called hym ʒachatie after the name of his father. But his 
mother contrarye wyſe beeyng taught that thyng by the inſptratio of the 
holy ghoſte, whiche of her houſebande beeyng than dumme,the could not 
learne,contended that he ſhould not bee called zacharie but Jhon : wher- 
in the holy ghoſte did ſignifie that he whiche was bozne ſhould bee a pub⸗

The kynſfolkes did not geue place to the ,,, thet 
autoꝛitee of the mother, but on ᷣ contrarie parte contended that he ought d vnto 
rather to bee called zacharic becauſe that in all the ſtocke of zacharie there a 
was not one that was called hon. And in any childe it is a commonvſe, thy wynecd, 
that the remembraunce either of the father oz ofthe graundefather , 02 of gp nd 
the vncle by the fathers ſyde, oꝛ of ſome other nere kynſmã, bee renewed. 
pca and pet at this pꝛeſent date, ſome ſuche there bee, whome the name of 
jacharie doocth moꝛe delite, then the name of Jhon:that is to wete,ſuche 
perſones as can not yet well abyde that circumciſion, newe chaunges of 
the moone, waſhynges holy dates, faſtes, choice oꝛ difference of meates, 
and ſacrifices ſhould bee aboliſhed , euen as it wer men in dede and facte 
criyng with open mouthes : Thenameof Jhon, we will non: of it:our 
olde zacharie will we haue. Foꝛ aſmuche therefo:e as the woman that laie 
in childebed, and her kynſfolke could not agree, it was requiſite to haue 
the auto:itee of the father to ende this contencion. T he father had not yet 
the vſe of his toungue although it was now muche neceſſarie fo: hym to 
ſate his mynde. In ſuche ſoꝛte therefoꝛe as it might bee, he had beckes a p 
ſignes made vnto him to declare by ſome meanes what name it pleaſed made ge 
hym to haue geueto his ſoonne. Zacharie as ſooneas he vnderſtoode the 4's fatb 
inatier made ſignes to haue w2ptyng tables, to thentente he might by would vane 
dum letters, in wꝛytyng ſignific vnto thetm,thethyng, whiche he had ag . 
yet no power with liuely voice to expꝛeſſe. 

Whan the tables wer bought hym , he wꝛote in this wyſe: Jhon is

The tyme was now come, 
that be liet ſhould open the mouthe of zachatie, whiche the hardeneſſe of 
belief had acco:dyng to the pꝛomiſſe of Gabel. ſhutte vp. As ſoone there 
fo:e as he had wꝛyten in the tables, byanby alſo was the tyyng of his 
toungue looced. 
nnd he fh And the firſt power that he had to ſpeake, he did of none other thyng 
nr begyn, but of pꝛaiſyng God, by whole free bounteouſueſſe ſo great an 
heape of ioyes had chaunced vnto hym. O nleſſe the Jewiſhe touͤgue kepe 
ſilence, beeyng bothe the doctrine and auauncer of carnall obſeruaunces, 
and alſo an auouchet of mannes tighteouſneſſe:the euangelicall toũgue 
hath no power to ſpeake, whiche is a pꝛeachet, and a ſetter fooꝛth of grace, 
of feith , of chatitee, and pꝛeacheth not the woꝛkes of the lawe, whiche 
{awe dooeth not tecouer o: geue vnto any man the pꝛaiſe of righteouſ⸗ 
neſſe by his owne factes, but pꝛeacheth the rightcoutncſle of God by in- 
vnd ſeare nnoclcie freely conferred, and geuen though feith.

Firſt,of an aged woman bearyng's childe,of the ſtraungeneſſe of theſame 
dwcit nigh, childes name, of aſoonne bo:nc by the pꝛomiſſe of an Augel , of the father 
of the childe firſt made ſoodainly dumme where as he could afo:e ſpeake 
well enough, and than again of a dumme man ſoodainly made cloquent 
to the pꝛailing of God:all thiſſame was by a bꝛuite # a common rumout 
ſpzed abꝛode, not now emong their kynſtolkes and neighbours onely, but 
alſo thꝛoughout all that ſame coaſte of Jewꝛie, that is called Þhille coun⸗ 
trey, in ſo muche that not onely a great woondꝛeyng, but alſo a certain 
kynde of beeyng amaſed and of beeyng in a treblyng feate, whiche was 
conceiued by reaſon of ſo many and ſo vnwoont miracles) did poſſeſſe the 
#nd all tht hertes of all folkes in thoſe parties. Foꝛ of theſe pꝛeaumbles thei gathe⸗ 
10 lane lad Ted in their myndes, p this childe whiche was now bozne, was lyke i pꝛo⸗ 
beim vp in Cclle of tyme to doo great thinges, and thinges that had afo:e not been 
thcit bet ius. heard of, foꝛaſmuche as his concepcion and birth too was fo ſoone made 
notable by woondꝛes and miracles, Thei ſawe his father to bee ſo ferre 
ſtricken in age, that he was ver ai vmyke to haue been a geatter of chil-

Openly to bee ſhewed and ſpoken(ſateth he) is the goodneſle of God, Ten ves 
and with all kyndes of pꝛaiſynges to bee magnified:who, wheras he ts of Jſras, 
the God of all peoples, pet his pleaſur: was to bee of a ſpeciall purpoſe 
called the God of Iſtael, not as though he wer not the Leꝛde of all other 
nations alſo , but becauſe ithath pleated hym that the people of Jſracl 
ſhall bee a figure of that heauenly people, whiche by renouncyng à deſ-

Igainſt Þ whiche 
people, Sathan, ſynne and the woꝛlde, had ſo mightily pꝛeuailled, that 
nomanter hope did now remaine, neither in the phariſecs,no: in the phi⸗ 
loſophicrs,no2 yet i the ceremonics of Moſes la we. He hath now caſt his 
pie lyke a mercifull loꝛde vpon his ſaid people, and hath freely tedemed

touetiſe, a vnto the deiuil. Therefoze we muſt now truely ſerne our ſatd cap — 2 
tai, not as our foꝛefathers did, with idle ſolẽniſyng of holy dates , not with bcfoze Sob. 
ſuperſtictõ of honouryng the firſt daie of euerie newe moone not with abſtet- 

nyng from one meate moꝛe then from an other, not with killyng of beaſtes 

in ſacrifice, whiche thynges haue nothyng but an outward ſemblaunce and 

ſhewe of holyneſſe in the ſight of men: but with pureneſſe of conſcience and 

wirn perfeict clenneſſe of like, whiche is the ſeruice moſt acceptable in the ſight 

of God, who hath no regard vnto carnal oblacios, but vnto the godly deuo⸗ 

cion of the herte. as one that louethj to haue ſacrificedooen vnto hym, ok his 

own giftes, Neither muſt this ſeruyng ol God be chewed oꝛ dooen,at theſe 

02 that daies by our own oꝛdenaunte therunto pꝛefixed oꝛ appuincted (as hi⸗ 4 
therto cuſtomably hath been v{ed : but continually all our lite though out. 

For at no tyme ſhould there bee any ceaſſyng 02 ſlackyng from dooyng ſuche 

ſacrifice as this : but loue and ʒele to godward beeyng ons freely geuen vs, 

ought with holy conuerſacion,and with deuout appliyng of our ſeifes from 

tyme to tyme to doe ſtill moꝛe and moꝛe encreaced. 


And thou childe Walt de called the Pꝛophete of the higheſt, fo: thou Halt goe before The terte. 
the face of the Loꝛde, to pꝛepaite bis wates, to geue knowelage of ſaluacih vato his pros 
ple, foꝛ the remiſſion of (ynnes,thzough tbe tendꝛe mercie of our Bod, whereby the dale⸗ 
ſpiyng from an htgb hath viſited vs, to geue lyght to them that ſate in derke and in 
the da dowe of death, to guide our fete into the waie of peace. 


Happie therefoze by the free goodneſſe of God and bleſſed are we, to 
whom, accoꝛdyng to the ſaiynges of the Pꝛophetes, is now thus gruen a 
mightie redemer, anda ſalueour , whom no power mate vanquith oz with- 
ſtande. But by the free goodneſſe of theſame God. happie and bliſſed arte thou Ind f chyive 
allo o my litell babe , whiche art thus ſpecially choſen and appuincted to be n Piephln 
the fozegoer and meſſagier of ſo great a captayne. For lyke as the date ſterre of þ Mabel. 
goeth befoze the ariſyng of the ſunne, cauſyng men to awake that lye ſlug- hate 
gyng in ſlepe, and to loke foꝛ the clere daylight whiche dꝛaweth nere: euen (0 face sf he 
the commyng of the Loꝛde beeyng now athande,who hathfullyedecreed and neten 
intended by his onely ſonne to come and viſite this pꝛeſent woꝛlde, whiche we of ſaluacon 
ate in: chou ſhalt goe afoꝛe hum. to pꝛepaire mens hertes to the tettiuyng of ne 
ſuche a great ſaluacion, leſte if theſame commyng of the Loꝛde ſhoulde fond 
the hertes of men ſlouthtulſy ſluggyng, andvererly vnto warde, the health 
that is now ockred might percaſe be turned into a manifold caſtyng awaie x 
periſhyng of the ſoile. Foꝛ truely by thy baptiſyng. a by thy pꝛrachyng, thou 
ſhalt bꝛyng to paſſe that men ſhal well perceyue thetmſelfes to bee ſinners 
that they (hal know? theunſeifes to haue neede of a Phyſictan , and

Fox remis that they ſhall knowe hym to be now pꝛeſente here, who 
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— t alone will thzough 
me. thefeich of the ghoſpel,boutcouſly geue vnto all perſones tuerlaſtyng health 
and ſaluacion, freely remittyng and pardonyng our ſinnes, (whiche cauſe the 
death of the ſolle, ) and frely conferryng and geuynghis righteouſneſſe vnto 
Thiongh the vg. And vnto al true beleuers al this ſame come, not by any poſſible merites 
tender Sog. of men, but fo2 thexcedyng great mercie of the Loꝛde our God, who would 
Wberedy ide not haue the to periſhe, whom he had created.Of the almightie wer we crea- 
an aan barg ted, and byß moſte merciful are we teſtoꝛed. We had vtteriy been loſt onleſſe 
viſited vs. he, actoꝛdyng to the goodneſſe that of his pꝛopꝛe nature is rooted in hym, 
Sede iat had extended his mercie vnto vs: onleſſe he in manier of the bꝛight ſunne ari⸗ 
late in derke- ſyng to vs from heauen, had on euery ſide dꝛieuen awate the derkeneſſe of our 
nee. ignoꝛaunce:onleſſe he had put awaie the dimme myſte of ſynne, and had en⸗ 
kiendled our cold hartes with the feruente burnyng fyer of his dere loue and 
chat itie. We were liyng in derkenefſe,and had no power to lyfte vp our pies 
towardes hym : he humbled hymſelfe doune to vs, and by ſendyng doune his 


- Invinebe, buight hinyng beames vpon our hertes ,he gaue diere and healthful light 


veath. vnto vs, where as we afoze ſate in the derkeneſſe of ſynne, and in deſpaire of 
any recouerie,as in the blacke ſhadowe of death: we wer vtterly blinded with 
manifold idolatries, and all derkened ouer and ouer with wouldely deſires, we

war of pra. TOUS and full of poiſon, in ſtede of holſome. And loe inthe botomeleſſenight 
of deſpayzeis now ariſen vp vnto vs that ſame cuerlaſtyng ſunne, to directe 
and to ſet the fete of our hertes into the waie of the ghoſpell , whiche is the 
wate of peace, that thzough feith and charittemaketha perfetct agreement 
and vnitie betwene God and man: bzeakyng the ſtrife andenmitiethat was 
afoꝛe betwenethein :knittyng all nacions of the woꝛlde together in the 
pꝛofeſſion of one name, and of onefeith : and finally in ſuche wyſe qualt- 
fiyng and appeaſyng all the troubleous affections of the mynde , that cuery 
man 5 be at a perfeict ſtaigh of quietneſſe, and of atonement within 
himſeit.

Fo the chylde Jobr, 
boite. whiche had been after a wondꝛeful ſtraunge manier bozne, lyke as he grew 
in bodye accoꝛdyng to the rate of his veres, euen ſo did he tough the in 
ſpiracion of God from tyme to tyme p2oſper ſtill better and better in ſted- 
Ind was in faſtneſſe,and ſtrength of the ſprite. Neither did he any longtymebepehym» 
wylderne"*- ſelf at home with his father and mother in their houſe : but euern dyanby 
from his childhood, withdꝛewe hymſelf awaie from the common haunte 
of people, to the entent that he might not take ſo muche as the leſte ſpotte 


of fylthyneſſe that mate be, by coumpaigniyng with the multytude, 
foꝛaſmuche

foꝛaſmuche as he had been ſanctified in his mothers wombe : He neuer d26ke 
wule noꝛ any other ſtrong dunke, wherby to be diſtempered, he neuer taſted of 
of any woudely pleaſure : he neuer taſted ot any woꝛldely Honour. Ill woul- 
dcly delires aud carnall appetites he paſſednot vpon. but vtterty refuſed rhe, 
and liued emong the ſaluage beaſtes with locuſtes and wild honey, his wede 
and clothyng was of Camelles hydes, and not of ſylkes oꝛ veluettes: his 
girdle was of an hearie thong of leather: his communicacton was conti 
nually with God. Ind fozſouth ſuche a lyfe was comely foꝛ hym that was 
oꝛdeyned to bea pꝛeacher of repentaunce, And the place whiche he picked out, 
did accoꝛdyngiy agree with the P2ophecie , that calleth him the voice of one 


cciyng in wylderneſle, In this place did he kepe hymſelk out of knowelage by antun ebe 
the ſpace of many yeres, here did he live in ſilence to the ende that whan his 5 
due tyme ould be. he might ſhewe Hyinſelf, and ſpeake with the moꝛe autho⸗ mewe bwvcete 


ricie. He did not of his owne head haſtily ſteppe foozth to the office of a pꝛea⸗ 
cher: but at ſuche tyme as the ſpirite of God had putte in his mynde to ſhewe 
toꝛthe his lighte, and to open vnto the people ot Jſraell how great a man he 
wagꝛchen did he ſtreight waies begynne to dooe the part ok a foꝛgoer, with 
no ſmall authonitte.

enfozceth men to take him foꝛ their Kyng, wheras the heauenly Emperour 
Chuſt dooth ientilly allure men vnto htm by his beneficiall noodneſſe to war 
des theun. They that are regiſtred 02 booked emong the ſubtectes of Ceſar, 
what other chyng do they, but ackiiowelage a verai ſtate of ſeruitude and 
bondage, and daily fynde their woꝛldely ſubſtaunce pared awat and dani; 
mlyed-But they that regiſtre them'elfes as ſetua untes to this newe Prince, 
do receiue perferct freedom, with a ſure waraunt of euerlaſting ſaluacts:Ind, 
tewe vooꝛdes to make, the Emperour Octauius Fuguſtus, although he 
was emong all the Empercurs of Rome, a man of moſte good policie and 
conuetghaunce in paſſyng all his affayzes, yet many naciõs rhere wer, whiche 
he could not ſubdue for all his great armies,and foꝛ all his valiaunt men of 
warte: where as our Captapne Chziſtehath without any fozce of armes, 
and without any garriſons of wo2ldely puiſſaunce, gathered together into 
one churche,as into one kyngdome,all the wholle vniuerſal wo2lde , ſo many 
ſundꝛy languages, ſo many ſond2yrites , ſo many ſonday ſectes of ſeruyng 
this God and that God, of mennes owne deutſyng, and ſo many barbatous 
nacions liuyng in ſonduepuuie comers, But now to goe fooꝛth in our ma⸗ 
tier koꝛ the erecutyng of this general lurueighe and taxe that ſhoulde bee ta⸗

— vaio v'® to the cite that pꝛopꝛelſy belonged to theſame tribe. And thither reſoited they 
be raxed, enery one to acknowelage Auguſtus Þ Emperour of Nome foꝛ them Loꝛde 
and head gouernour on yearthe, as the cuſtome was to do. Ind ſo it was, 
that Joſeph the ſpouſe of the virgin Marie, wheras he was of the tribe of 
Juda, and his wyfe Marie of theſame tribe alſo, yer neuertheleſſe dwelled 
Ind Joteph in Mazateth:wyhiche was a pooꝛe litell citte in Galiler. Joſeph therefoze hat» 
iſo aſcended tyng vp his dooꝛes and leauyng his houſe, reſoꝛtrd towarde his owne tribe. 
fr Salts that is to wete. into Jewtie,towardes a litel preatte cite called Bethlecm of 
Becauſe be Ryng Dauids buildyng:becauſefhar both Joſeph and alſo the virgin Ma⸗ 
was of the kit, did not onely belong to the titbe of Juda, but alſo wer by lineall deſcent 
nagt of Ba, come of the pꝛogenie end ſlocke of Datid, of whoſe ſerde it was pꝛomiſtd 
uid. that Chzifle ſhould be.

Theſe Angels with ſuche an heauenly 
armonie and with ſuche a melodious ſwete noiſe as no tongue can ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſe did ſyng ſonges of pꝛaiſe vnto God, magnifiyng and ſettyng furth 
his vn peakable loue towardes mankynde. and declaryng the great toy es 
and gladnes that they had conceiued on the behalf of the lame mankynd, 
to wh5 ſo great bliſfulnes had th:ough Goddes mere fauour and mercy 
ſo happened.

Foꝛ theſe ſhepe- 

herdes did not euen byanby publiſhe abꝛode the thyng that they had 
heard:but aſſone as thei perfeictely knewe the thyng to be certaine 4 out 

of doubt, than did thei not feare to talke the thing that thei had heard, a⸗ 

bꝛode alſo emong other copatgntes. Chꝛiſt loucd to haue the talke of his 

birth, and his commyng, firſt toariſe and begynne of ſuche tepoꝛters, and 
publiſhers,as wer men of ſuche ſimplicitee à plainnes,that no mi would 

ſuſpecte oꝛ miſtruſt any of them either of fablyng and liyng, oꝛels of clo- 

kyng a countrefeictyng.

Ind all thele thinges wer by the diſpelacion of Goddes o:denalice 
thus erecuted and doen. partely foz many other cauſes and coſideracios. 
and moſte ſpecially fo: this cauſe and purpoſe, that the veraic trueth of 
our humayne nature might by ſo many euident pꝛoufes and tokens bee 
declared to bee in the childe. Marie was ſeen with her great bealie in the 
ynne: within a litell ſpace,as ſoone as ſhe had bꝛought foꝛth childe , her 
great bealie was gon again:the chylde beeyng but cuen new bone, was 
knowen und founde out by the ſhepcheardes: he was ſought out and wo:

folkes,yea and of none but godly and deuout perſones onely. Foꝛ mete it 
was that ſuche a thing ſhould neither with a fewe pꝛoukes bee enfoꝛced, 
noꝛ yet with onely common pointes of euidence bee confirmed the which 
beyng credited and beleued, ſhould vnto all ages and tymes aſwell paſt 
as to come and to all perſones, bꝛyng cucrlaſtyng health and ſaluation, 
and beeyng not beleued ſhould cotrarywyſe bꝛyng euerlaſtyng death. An

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zabeth are ſoodaynly rauiſhed with the ſpirite of pzophecie : Jhon leapeth 
in his mothers wombe for toye : a virgin without maunes help conceiueti 
chylde: Magians beeyng ſtraungiers of a ferre countrey come rennyng co 
haue a ſighte of the childe, and doe woꝛſhyp hym on theyꝛ knees: Shepehear: 
des talke of hym abꝛode, and declare openly that he is come. By luche a great 
noumbꝛe of euident tokens,and by ſo many ſtraunge wonders and iniracles 
is the new birth of this childe appꝛoued and aucthoꝛiſed. 


C Ind behold there was a man in Hieruſalem , whoſe name was Symcon. And the he terte. 

tame man was iuſte and godly,and looked fo2 the couſolacion of Jſract!. And the holy 
boſt was in bim. And an auuſwett dad be teceyued of the holy ghoſt, that he (boutd not 

fee death, except he firſt ſaw the lo:des Chꝛiſt. and he came by inſpit acion into the teple. 
and whaa the father and the mother bzought in the chylde Icſus, to dooc foz bym atter 
the cuſtome of the lawe,thea tooke be hym vp in dis armes, and ſatcd.Lo:de now leattefe 
thou thy ſctu aunt departe iu peace,acco:dyng to thy pzomiſe. Foz myne pics haue ſeen the 
ſaluacion , whiche thou yalt pzepared detoꝛe the tace of all pcopic. 4 light to lyghreu the 
Gentiles, and the glozye of thy people Alcaell. 

Now to the entente that there ſhoulde bee no ſere,no age, no ſtate oꝛ degree 
of inen,no2no pꝛokeſſiõ, but that Chiiſtehould haue teſtimonie and witneſſe 
of euerie one of them: neither any one body lett behynde,but that he might 
aſſuredly pꝛomiſe vato hymlelte health and ſaluacion at the handes of the 
ſame Chuſte:there was at the ſame tyme m Hieruſalem a certayne manne nas 
med Simeon, a man by reaſon of olde age colde in his bodye , but in ſpicite Lud the fame 
feruent hotte : of bodve feble and impotente, dut of ſoule quluer and luſtie: of a0 gaby. 
yeres dꝛye and wythered, but in all perfecteneſſe of good liuyng as freche as 
floures:that is to wete a veraie iuſt and and vpꝛight man, and in veraie dede 
a deuout man, and ful of Godlyneſſe:not huntyng avoute fo2 gloue and lucre 
at the hãdes of menne after tie cxaumple ot the Phariſeis, but right deſirous and doohed 
and muche hungryng koꝛ the health and ſaluacion of al makynde in general: ton the conte 
whom no delite oꝛ pleaſuredyd make willyng to continue in this lyfe, ſauyng tal. 
onely chat he myghte with his owneyies ons ſee the verateſelf Meſſias, who 
the holye ſayinges of the Pꝛophetes had pꝛomiſedto come foꝛ the verai entẽt 
and purpoſe to reconfo2te the people of Iſrael, whiche peopie had been long 
tyme akoꝛe manye wayes in muche diſtreſſe, and dyd euen vera than liue in 
greuous affliccion, This Simeon as in dede a good man he was had aſſu un war 
ted knowelage afoe by inſpiracion of the holy ghoſte, that the ſame date and Lem 
tyme was now alreadie come. Ind wheras he had with moſte ardẽte pꝛaierg dun hae z 
beſoughte the Loꝛde to geue hym the gyfte,that he might but even ons with ccc::uco of g 
his bodyly yies beho lde the Meſſtas nowe ſo many huͤdꝛed yeres looked fox: r sdede. 
he had in the ſecrete cloſet of his godly bꝛeſte received an aunſwere of the holy That he 
ghoſte,thathe ſhould bee ſure not to departe out of this preſent lyfe,but that ond note 
he ſhould firſt ſee with his bodyly yies that ſame bleſſed babe, whom he had d 5 beo 
ſee1 many a date afo2e with the yies of his fetth,to the ende, he might witneſſe we Lozdes 
ymto bee come in dede,whs he didnothyng doubte but that come he chould: 
that ſame bled childe ( J ſave, ) whom fot a veraie ſouth God had ſyngu-

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rookags befoꝛe into the temple. And wha Marie the mo ther of the childe, and Joſeph, 
Icſus. who was yet ſtyll beleued to bee his father, bꝛought the ba be into the Teple, 
there to erecute and to doe ſuche thynges as vnto the accuſtomed rites of pu⸗ 
rifitacion dyd apperteint:as ſoone as the chiſde was offered vp, and the pꝛieſt 
had receiued it as the mamer was, and had bliſſed it: the godlye3ele of p olde 
Thi tone he man could no longer toꝛbeate, but that he alſo would nedes take m his ar 
him xp in gte incs the tell young babe. whom he had fo greatly longed foꝛ: and cuen furth

ked koꝛ this date,and yet neuer had the happe to ſte it, but with the ſpiricuall 
Lo ahr fene hies Of their feith. My pꝛaiers are now moꝛe aboundauntly ſaticticd, who 
the laluac: on hai had the happe tuen with my bodily pies alſo to ſee, andto whom it hath 
* been geuen in myne olde armes to enbzace thine onely ſonne, by whom, and 
Befoxe g face though whom it hath pleaſedthee to gene true health and ſaluacton , not 
of al p.ople. onely to the people of Jſrael, but alſo to all nacions of the vniuerſall wozld. 
Jnth's babes litell bodye though it bee but homelp and ſymply bone toy 
fight ot the woꝛlde J ackno welage, o Loꝛde, thy vertue and po wer. J ac 
knowelage this babe to bee the lighte of the woꝛlde pꝛomiſed by holy ſaym 
ges of the Pꝛophetes. I acknowelage this chylde to bee the bright ſoune, 
lebt telab ſohiche it was thy holy wyll and pleaſure, to haue ſpꝛyng vp and ariſe vnto 
tilcs. the wonlde, that it might on euerie ſyde dꝛiue cleane aware the derkeneſſe of all 
the Gentiles , and that thy people J ſraell mighte haue wherof not without 
and the g102y good cauſe to gloꝛie:thy people Jſrael (J ſaic) breyngin true dede thy verate 
Jan bo wne not after thefleſhe onely,' wherhens in dede the begynnyng of this ſal- 
uation hath pꝛoceded but after a ſpitituall kynred,whiche is acquired and 
purchaſed thꝛoughthe feith of the ghoſpell. Foꝛ ſuche an one veraily is to bee 
called by the name of Jſraell, whoſoeuer tarneſtely fireth deuout and godly 
yirs vpon this ſamelyght,and with the violence of feith, foꝛceably bzeaketl 
into the kyngdome ok heauen. In tymes paſt hitherto the people of ö Jewes 
hath gloꝛied and made great vauntes of Moſes. of their Temple, and of the 
Pꝛophetes: but now from henſfooꝛth the ghoſtely Jſrael, (whiche is here 
and there in ſondꝛy places diſperſed thꝛoughout all the worde, ſhall glozie 
on thy ſonne, whom thou haſt voucheſalued to ſend after al the others here 
mencioned,as one that in greatneſſe, in vertue, and in power is ferre aboue 
them all. Now at this pꝛeſente in dede he lyeth hidden in a co ner, not kno wen 
as he ought to bee, but of veraie fewe perſones:but in tyme to come the lighte 
of hym ſhall blaſe abꝛode, and he ſhall with his bꝛight ſhynyng beames,ligh-

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And dis fathcr and mother meraapled at thoſc thynges, whiche wer ſpoken of bym. The terte. 
And Simeon bliſfed theim, and ſaied vuco arte his mother : deyold , this childe 1s bet 
to be the fall aud vpriſyng agayn,of many in Jſracil, and fo: a ſignc whicye is ſpoken 
agaiaſt. And mozcouer the (weozde ſhall perce thy ſolle, that the thoughtes ot many bet 
tcs maye bee opened. 

Nowe the mother of che infaunte,and Joſeph ſeeyng all this to be ſpoken 

of the olde man Simeon, by theinſpiracion of theſpirite of God, conferryng u be to- 
it allo with the other thynges that had goon befoze,ſayed neuer a wozde:but % weder 
metuapled in their myndes what the olde mannes woꝛdes myght mene. But ted at thoſs 
Simeon, whan he had bliſſedthe childe, and alſo had pꝛayed God fo ſend the — 
parent es muche io ye of hym, turnyng hymſelte vnto Marie, ſayed bnto her: ſpoken of bi. 
This ſonne of thyne, altyoughe he had been geuen vs of god, to the ende, that 
he maye geue vnto all perſones euerlaſting laluacion : pet thzough the defaulte n 
ol man it chal ſo chaunce, that lytze as he Chal lift vp to the hope of euerlaſting t bed fats 
helth a great matgnie,whiche chan willinglye enbꝛate the gyft of God: een Iponynge on? 
ſoa grtat noumbꝛe of the people of Jſraell , vtterly deſpiſyng the bounteous ar u Aue. 
goodneſſe of god cummyng towardes them, and offeryng it ſcife vnto them 
thal be caſt downe vnto eternall damnacton. Fo: whanthe trueth ſhal by this 
thy lonne be opened and publiſhed, many ſhal fall whiche afoze ſemedto ſtad, 
+ many ſhall artſe vp, that ſemed to lye in the duſt.He hath ben toked for of all 
the Iſraelites: but hefhallnot berecepued of them all. Fox he ſhalbe ſet vp vn 
to all fo a ſigne, ſuche an one as neuet hath pet ben ſet vp ſence the deguming Ind fo1 a ſig 
of the 021d: vut yer ſhall he be one that chall hauemanyamanne to ſpeakea- . 4d 
gaynſt him, and deny hym, The phariſets. the Scribes,andthe biſhops ſhall 
make muche murmuryng and pꝛatyng agaynſt him: the vndeleuers and he 
retiques ſhal matze muche clamouring and roꝛyng againſt him. and ſo muche 
ſedicous bꝛablyng (hail from euerye place be reiſed agaynſt hym: that euen nd mozours 
thou thy (elf ſhalt not be without ſome parte of the eutiles that ſhall come. the ſweoz»e 
Fo the crueltie of theym ſhall not light vpon ſuche perſones onelye , as ſhall — 
belene on thy ſonne : but alſo thy veraie owone hatte and ſoule, ſhal the ſmeoꝛd That the 
of dolour and griefe perte. Suche a ligne hath it pleaſed God to ſhewe furth — 
befoze the pies of all men, that the clete light of the trueth beyng once ſhew⸗ war des ope⸗ 
ed kurtheto ſhyne abꝛode, the thoughtes of menne myghr and ſhould be diſto : 
uered, whiche afo2e laye hidden in their hartes: and that the courſe of thyn⸗ 
ges ſhoulde in ſuche wyſe bee turned the confrarie waye, as the thyng ſelfe 
might playnly declare , that they wer ferreof from the true righteouſneſſe, 
whiche in the ſyghe andiudgement of men, ſemed to ſytte euen in the highe 
chaire of righteouſneſſe: and ſncheto bee manikeſtiye founde wicked, as had 
gotten and taken into theyꝛ owne handes the docttine and teachyng of true 
— — towarde God: and contrarywyſe ſuche as afoze tymes wer repu- 
ted koꝛ men ferre ont of the waye ok true religion and godlyneſſe, might bee 
playniy declated to haue bene muche moꝛe nere vnto true religion, then the 
others: and ſuche as ſemed vnto the woꝛlde to bee perſones reiected and 
paſt all grace oꝛ hope of recoucrie, ſuche ſhoulde the vnfetgned redyneſle of 
beleuing in Sod, admitte and leat in firſt of all to the kyngdome of heauen, 
The Scribes, and the Pyariſeis haue continually Meſſias in thevꝛ mouth, 
they haue the la we euermo2ein theyꝛ mauthe, they haue righteouſneſſe al⸗ 
wayes in they mouthe , they kepe often and muche in the temple, they tarye 


long in thepꝛ pꝛapers, they faſt often, they walke vp 2 downe notably * be

one Jnna, highly endued ſhe was with the ſpirite of Pꝛophetie. She was the danger 
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ſeen with theyꝛ bꝛode phylacteries : but they hyde in they hartes athyng ferre 
contrarie to that that they ſhew in outward ſeinbleaunce, But the wille and 

wicked thoughtes of ſuche, the light of the trueth of the ghoſpell whi it ari⸗ 
ſeth,Chal plainly finde out and detecte. Publicanes, harlottes , and ſpuners are 
by theſe countrefayters of holyneſſe,debarredfrom all ſacres oꝛ holy rites of 
the Temple. But ſuche ſhall god receiue kyꝛſt of all into the kyngdome of hea⸗ 
uen. The Gentiles whiche haue been geuen to idolatrie,ſcodainly chaungyug | 


theit like, ſhal with gredie zele and affeccion enbꝛace the doctrine of true gods 


lineſſe :the Phatiſeis and Biſhops,in whoſe hades and power the keye of the 
lawe and of reugion did reſte, Hall with moſte obſtinate endeuour, reſiſte it, 
and bee againſt it. The night hath no perfecte (ndgemet of thynges , but olte 
tymes in ſtede of the thynges ſelfes,it thewerh to the pie the onelpe ſhadowes 
and vaine countertaytes of thynges : but the ſonne, whan it is vp and geueth 
clere light, it duucth awaye al blyndecaſtyng of myſtes befoze mennes yies, | 
ſgewyng euery thyng in his owne lykeneſſe, and geuyng fo tuerie thyng tis 
owne colour. Al this dyd that ſame godly olde ma ſpeake, trio pcyng and ma 
kyng glad chere from the botome of his herte, whiche the holy ghoſte had 
thzoughly enſpired. 

C And thcre was a pzopbetyſſe,one Anna, the daughter of Phanuel, of che tribe of 
Aſer:whiche was of a great age,and dad liued with an houſebande ſcuen ycres from her 
virginitee. And the had deen a wedowe about fower cose & fower yctes: whiche depars 
ted not from the Temple. but ſerued God with fagyngrs and prayers night aud datt. 
And (be came koo:th that Caine doute, and pzayſed che Lozde,aud (pane of bym, to all tht 
that looked foz redempcion in Jſrael. 


Now had the Loꝛde Jeſus receiued witneſſe of his con:pig into this 
woude,of Jungels : of the virgin Marie: of her ſpouſe Joſepy who yadue- 
uer hadto doe with her: ol zacharie beeyng a pzicſt:of the poung b«.be bon 
beryng yet in his mothers wombe vnbounc; of Elizabeth beeyng a maricd 
woman: of ſhepeherdes : of wyſe men called Magians: of Scribes who 
gaue vndoubted ſentence and iudgemẽt out of the Pzophecte , in what place 
Chuiſte ſhould bee boꝛne: of Herode beeyng in dꝛede and feare leſte ſome tuull 
ſhould groweto hym by Chultes Natiuiter: of Simeon, who was reithet 
prieſt,ne leurte,but an vpright lyuyng man and nothyng eis: now r mayned 
that he myght haue ſembleableteſtimonye of a wedowe too. $0 great was 
the eſticacie and vertue of this young babe not yet ſhewyng foozth his full 
might a power, that he rauiſhed all thynges with p ſpirite of God,enſpiryng 
the humble and pooze ſoꝛte with the holy ghoſt, ſtriekyng the pꝛoude with 
ſoze trouble of mynde and with frare, ſo that of theſe pꝛeambles of thynges 
it might without any difficultce be gathered, what chaũge of the woꝛlde was 
[ykely in tyme commyng to bee, whan the ſame childe beeyng ons come to ful 
age, would openly btter kooꝛth that ſame godlp voyce of his: and whan he 
CGouldthzough dooyng miracles daily moꝛe and moze weare famous:whan 
he ſhoulde dye, x ariſe agayne fo lyfe:and whan he ſhoulde plenteouſſye peute 
fooꝛti the holye ghoſte from heauen vpon all ſuche as beleued on hym. Do 
then nexte after an olde man that had long eymelyued without any wyfe , fo- 
lowerh an old wom4P had many yeres liued a widowe withoute an houſe- 
bande, Foꝛ a certaine woman there was, called Inna, whtche had that 
name gruen her of the thyng that was in her, that is to ſave, of Grace, fo; 
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of Phanuel beeyng a man of good fame and muche commended, and of the The daughs 
tribe of Aler: whiche tribe beryng the eyght in oꝛdꝛe emong the twelue,dooery . Poo 
vader a certayne p2ime figure ſignifie the bliſſedneſſe of the relurrecciõ, whiche eribe of Acer. 
ſolemnitte the doctrine of the ghoſpel hath added to the halo wyng ot the ſab⸗ 
bothes that the Jewes did vſe, Foz Aſer in Hebzewe, is as muche to late in 
Engliſhe,as Bliſied, This Anna inthat ſhe was ſo ferre ſttiken in age, ſemedto bag: 
haue been delayed fro dying and pꝛelerued in this like foz none other purpoſe, 
but that beeyng an old woman, ſhe might actoꝛdyng as ſhe had afoꝛe tymes 
with moſte feruent pꝛalers wiſhed and deſired) ſec the young babe, that was 
pꝛomiſed, whiche ſhould bꝛyng health andſaluacion to the people of Jſrael, 
Foꝛ the holy ghoſte had put in her mynde, that he was alreadie bone, x euen 
by the ſame ſuggeſtion of the ſpirite of God, whiche Simeon had tofoꝛe been 
enſpited withall, came this Inna vpon theim euen in the vera ſame youre, 
whyle theſe thynges whiche we haue already tolde, wer in doyng within the 
temple. This Anna in the tyme whan virginitee was not yethono2able, ne to — 
be gioziedof emong the Jewes. had liued with an houſebande of her owne, houcebande 
by the ſpace of ſeuen veres from her maidenhood. So muche tyme che was dann _ 
content, becauſeof 2 cuſtome, to beſtowein hauyng anhouſebande foz bzyn- ae. 
gyng furth of chyldꝛen. But all thereſidue of herlyfe ſhe conſecrated to the 
onely ſeruyng of Godin contemplacion. Foꝛ che continued in the ſtate of we⸗ 
dohood about the ſpace of fowet ſcore and fower peres. After that ſhe had oe deper 
ons aſſated wedlocke, although ſhe wer yet of luſtie age, a inthe verai floure td net trom 
of her tyme, yet had ſhe no mamier mynde ne thought to marte any moꝛe a⸗ ple e. 
gayne, but euen as a woman beeyng dead to the worde, and now wholy de- 
dicated vnto God. ſhe almoſte neuer departed fro the Temple, but was there 
buſily doyng ſacrifyce vnto hyꝛn with euangelicall o blacions, not onelpin the 
daye tyme, but alſo by night. offeryng herſelf vnto the Loꝛde a liuely, a reaſo⸗ 
nable, and an acceptable hoſte. Foꝛ her body ſhe offred with often faſtyng,and 
her ſoule ſhe offred with deuout medifacios and pꝛayers. Ind euen whyle the — _ 
atoꝛeſayde rites and ceremonies of purificacion wer in doyng within the te⸗ — 
ple, in the verat houre while Simeon is in his pꝛopheticall taitze, in the verate 
momente whyle all thynges are full of holy and godly woꝛdes, bothe of re- 
toycing and of thankes geuyng foꝛ this heauenly young babe: this Inna to, #nd merge 
(euen as God wouldhaueit)commeth in emong thẽ, that the alſo might bee a *5* £229 
witneſſe of theſame childe, that boꝛne he was, and that ſhe might iuigne the 
affecct5s of her hert with the ioykulneſſe of the others, extollyng and highly 
pꝛayſing the bounteous goodneſſe of God, foꝛ pᷣ he had caſt ſo merciful an yie 
vp6 his people. Neither dyd che whi ſhe was ĩ coũpanye a pꝛeſence of others, 3nd \pob- of 
he pe ſecrete the thyng that ſhe had ſeen with her pies, a p whiche ſhe had lear⸗ char tokedeo 
ned by goddes inſpiracion: but ſhe woulde euermoꝛe be ſpeakyng and talkyng ratet 
of this chylde, vnto all ſuche as wer in Hieruſalem . and looked foꝛ the redem⸗ 
pcion of the people of I ſrael. And this was enough foꝛa woman beeyng a 
wcdowe,onely in the Tẽ ple to talke and to auouche that Chriſte was come, 
the ſame to intimate a diſcloſe vnto a fewe perſones abꝛode beeyng deſirous 
and houngrie of it. Foꝛ that ſame tyme was not vet come, whiche was reſer⸗ 
ued koꝛthe Apoſtles whã they ſhould bee repleniſhed with the holy ghoſt, of Þ 
winche Apoſnes it is ſaied in the Pſalme of David: Into al the yearth is their tam xx. 
ſoune gon ſoorthe, and their vvordes into all the endes of the vVorlde throughout.

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The texte. C Ind whan they bad perfourmcd all tbynges actoꝛdyng to the lawe of the Lode, 
they returned into Galilee,to they? own citie Pazarerh. And the childe grewe , a wated 
{[trong in bpurite,and was tylled with wilt dome, and the grace of Bod was vpon dym. 
All thynges beeyng at the laſt fully and o2d2ely executed , as muche as the 
lawe of Moyſes had preſcribed foꝛ the purificacion of women late deliuercd 
ot chude: they returney into Bethlcem where the chylde was bozne, But wha 
kyng Herode beeyng done to wete by the Magians, ð there was a newe kyng 
of the people of Jſrael bozne,had commaunded all the mfauntes to beeſlain, 
as many as within two yeres date,nerte afoze paſſed, had been boznein Beth⸗ 
leem, and in all the circuite of the ſame loꝛdeſhip oꝛ coũtie: Joſeph beeyng ad⸗ 
uertiſed and warned in his ſlepe ſo to dooe, cõueighed awaie pꝛiuely bothe the 
childe and the mother that boꝛe it, ito E gypte,. a there made their abode until 
Jato Salilt the death of the wieked kyng. That thyng dooen, theieftſons returned at the 
citte Raza - Warnyng of an Jungel, not into Bethleem, leſte ſoine occaſion of chewyng 
reth, ferther crueltce might perchaunce thereby haue been geuen to the lonne of Hes 
rode,( who had at» tyn e ſucteded his father, in a pozcion of his kyngdome ) 
but thei returned into the cofitrey of Galilee vnto the citie of Ne zartth, where 
the babe was firſt conceiuedinhis mothers wombe. Foꝛ his mynde was to 
liue in a comer out of the waie foꝛ a tyme: and in dede kepyng hymſelk in the 
pooꝛe citit of Nazareth, it was an eaſie thyng foꝛ hym to beguile the crueltee 
Ind the <ild of theum that dꝛeded the a tiſyng of a newe kyng. And thus hitherto that ſame 
grewe. qut heauenly ſoueraigne Loꝛde and Pꝛince, who had fo2 our ſakes ab baſſed 
and humbled hymſelf do wu euen to ſwadlyng cloutes, to the cradle, to criyng 
in his ſwathyng bandes as other childzen dooe, and to the ſtrengthleſſe babes 
hood of the bodye, was preached and declared to the woꝛlde by the only tes 
ſtimonie of other folkes taikyng. But his age by little and little growyng 
vp. did from tyme to tyme encreace the bigneſſe ok his ſtature, and the ſtrength 
of his bodyc: in whiche bodye as i a tabernacle, there clerely appered a certain 
woondrefulicowardeneſſe andnaturallinclinacts to vertue, euidentely decla⸗ 
2nd weared rylig that ſomewhat there was in hym, moꝛe then a man. The firength allo 
de nlp gf the ſpirite tõtinually encreaced in him. daily moꝛe and moꝛe be wyng it ſelf 
fooꝛthin his countenaunce,in his paſſe, in his talke, and in his doynges in all 
whiche, there was not ſo muche as any one puincte, but it was even full ofthe 
ſpirite of mildeneſſe and hunulitee, ok chaſtiter, ot amiableneſſe, arid of godly 
Ind was kl · zk. Foꝛ he was nothyng ſubiect to thoſe vices, which the yeres of childehood 
— with wP- ig commonly woont to ber encoumbꝛeed with:that is to wete, fondeneſſe of 
dome {peakyng,anddooyngthynges,wantonneſſe,mnconſtauncie,and folye:dut the 
heauenly wyledome wherewith he was repleniſhed not tariyng foꝛ the yetes 
and age that diſcrecion ought to ber in, did euen than alreadie in ſuche wyſs 
ſycwe it ſelf :that wheras he was afoꝛe commended, and ſette fooꝛth by the 
teſtumonie of others, now by his owne vertues and giftes of grate ( beeyng 
ſuche as fewe other men had. he was made bothe wondꝛeful to all perſones, 
4 alſo woꝛthie to beeloued. Wyſedome, holyneſſe, perfection of liuyng, rype⸗ 
neſſe of diſcrecion, beepng in hym ſuche and ſo great, as car not in any other 
man of right aunciente peres bee found, made hym woundrefull vnto all me: 
and the delectable ſweteneſſe of his conuerſacion. his ientile familiar facion to⸗ 
wardes all folkes, and his humble ſofteneſſe, made him vnto all mf — 
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Neither was the fauourthat men did beare him, kauour of the comon ſoꝛte, 
02 f02 a lictel ſcalon, ſuche as that ſame age of ch ldehood dooeth ofte tymes 
gather though humain qualitees,(as in exaũple, foz the reſpecte of beautie 
and welfauouredneſſe,o2 otherwwyſe foꝛ aptitude and quickeneſſe of tauyng Þ 
is taught theim, whiche ts in ſome childꝛtẽ befoze their tyme but in hym there 
ſhyned a certain godly and woondaefull grace, mightily dꝛawyng all men to 
the loue ok his vertuouſneſſe. 


C Ind dis father and mother went to Bietuſalem tuctit pere af the fcaſte of E Aut. Che terte.

jem,yerneuerrheteſſe the parentes of Jeſus beeyng folkes of muchedeuocis, te ces. S. 
went thithcr euerie yere ons. and p was at the daieof Eſtur, whiche e e 


feaſte was emong the Jewes kept high and holy with all poſſible deuocton che rate of 

and ſolcnitee. And ti, is was the dait, at wih che that ſame labe not knowyng u. 

any manier ſpotte of ſynne, was marked and appuinctrd to bec oſtred vp in 

ſacrifice at his due tyine. The childe alſo beepng vnder the guydyng of his 

mother, and his foſterfather,even than as young as he was, accuſtomed Him 

ſelk to deuout ſeruyng of God, fo2 our enſaumpie: puttyng all fathers and 

mothers in rememb2aunce of their dueties, who are boundto reſtreigne then 

child2en that are coine of theim, fromall wantonneſſe euen at thefirft daie, 

pca tuen in their verai cradics, and the ſame to enure fo holy conuerſacion 

and to earneſt appliyng of true godliyneſſe, while their age is yet tendꝛe, and 

their natur all diſpoſicion pet ientite, ſolte, a plyaunt vnto al manier trainyng 

in vertue. The childe Jelirs neded not the ſchoolyng oꝛ oꝛdꝛeyng of any other 

perſone: but it was an exaumpie oꝛdeined koꝛ other patentes how to bꝛyng 

vp their childꝛen chaſtely and vertuouſly : and alſo a fourme oꝛ trade ſhewed 

vnto all young childꝛen, how thei ought to vſetheimſelfes obediente to their 

patentes whan thti are by theſameerhozted and aduertiſed to thynges that 

are holy and godly. But whan his childehood by reaſon of a moze noumbꝛe aud when be 

ot peres, was now growen to a littell moꝛeſtrength, and degoon to dawe vage 

weltowardes the ſtature of a young ſtriepiyng, he beeyng of the full age we: vo 2" 

v1 twelue yeres olde: and his parentes, acco2dyngtothe auncient cuſtome ®tcruſalem, 

had gon to Hieruſalem at the date of Eſtur,and the childe awaityng ontheim 

in their compa ignie: as ſoone as al thynges wer finiſhed that to the ſolemne . 

od crupng of that feaſte did appertein , and the dales thꝛoughiy expired, in Jelns adove* 

whiche due attendaunce muſt bee geuen to the diume ſetuice in the Temple: — in Hieru⸗ 

wheras his mother and Joſeph wer returned homt ward toward Nazaret. 

the childe Jeſus remained ſtul at Hieruſalem:euen than before his full age 

Qewyng hym eit glad and rradie to accompliſhes the commaundementes and 

meſlage ot his father, foꝛ the ., wherok he had dern ſent into the word. 

But his pareates knewe nothyng of his tariyng behynde. But whan they 

lawe that he came not home again to Nazareth, thei accoꝛdyng to the com-

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mon ratcof care that other parentes take foꝛ thar childzen.areatly muſed and 
woondꝛed, what had befaile, And in dede at the firſt, thti deined that he had 

hauged on the coumpatgue of ſome of his teloes and kynſfolkes,and by tea 

lou therot had been the ſlacker in conunyng, Thei geat tyeun therekoꝛt backe 

again cuen theſame waie that thei had come, to the mountenaunce inmarier 

ot one whole dates tourney, makyng ſerche foꝛ hym emong their acquan- 

taunce and kynſtoltzes, ui coumpaignie of whom ſuche littell childzen are of: 

tentymes woont to make tatpaunce and lpagreyng , becauſe the atkeccionate 

deſire cf their kynſfolke oꝛ alliaunce do oeti commonly kepe theun backe and 
makeththeim to tatye. Butemongltt all theſe, was Jeſus not found, who 

taught men cuen than alreadie as young as he was, that ſuche an one as is 

willyng to take vpõ hym the pꝛofeſſion a teachyng of heauẽly dectrine, muſt 

renounce clerely foꝛſatte all woꝛldely oꝛ carnal atteccios, bothe of father and

mid des of 5 emog the Doctours, whemhe beeyig but a childe, dyd by courſe betheheare 
Mr. m tt àthyng, and alſo did appoſe:a betyng by couiſe oppc led of theim again. did 
and oppoſing Matze auuſwer:not foꝛ that it wagnedefull fozhym to demaũde of any meꝛ⸗ 
om. fall creature what to ltatne, but to the ende that by wy rely mnuſtryng iis op⸗ 
poſicions, he might rightely enſtructe and teache theum. that pꝛe feſitd the per⸗ 

teicti no welage of the late, wheras in dede thei znr we net the ſtrength, the 

pitch, and the elkecte of the lawe: and all vnder c ne, cuflamyng vs vuto an car- 

veſt zelt to take good in ſtrucciõs: and alſo geuyng a good leſſon, that no age 

is ouet young 02 Cuer ſoonne put to thelearnyng of ſuche thynges, as maie 

auaill oꝛ ſetue to wardes godly perfeecton, Foꝛ fſome artes and octupacions 

there ber, whiche tuetie age is not apte, but cucr young to lcatne:onely deuo⸗ 

tien aud godliyneſſe is to bee learned brandy from the cradle, and the carncſt 
diligence in appliyng theſame, not to bee ſlacked 02 releaſſed at any tyme , vn⸗ 

till the verai laſt dase of a mannes life, Fo? there is in it higher degrees and 

zus al chat Vighet to growe vnto, as long as a manncs life dooeth endurt. Ind as for 
herd um Itſus, although he wer vnknowẽ bothe to the Doctours a alſo to thepeopie 
weratoun®® that ſtood about. vet did he matze theim ol to meruaill at hym, that beeyng a 
andry2 and cht de of a ſmall age. and ſtatute, he ceuld in his ſetynges a aun ſweis ſhewe 
antwers.  fooztha certain woondreful wyſedome:yca and ferreercedyng the wyſtdome 
of ſage oldemen. They ſawe the age cf his bodyeto betẽder. a fette vnripeto 

haue any great wyſoome. a the heard a vc ung childe with ſingular humtiſtee 

and ſo bꝛeneſſe, vttreyng foo ꝛth a ſpeakyn g ſuche thynges as the great Do⸗ 

ctours of auntiente yertg, a thei that ſemtd now to bee as hygh in wyſcdome 

as any me might ber, thought not tedicus to lrarne. And yet al the while thete 

was in yym no pꝛide ne haulttneſſe. thire wes in hym no walaperteneſie of 

tockyng oz geuyng taũtes, thete was i him no manecr boſtyng oꝛ * ores 
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nomitlt, whiche vpces ate not woont to lacke in hoyes who ſt vittes ate rype 
beloie tic time. But he would queſhon with theun, as cir deſitous and iat 
to learnt:a veeyng demaunded any queſtion, he would aunſ wer wich ali peſſi- 
ble ic bꝛeucſſe, yra and alſo with moſte excelient wyſtdome. Ind en tiys ma. 
ner taughe he rocum without any ſpice oꝛ ſembleaunce of errogancte chat 1 
to late, ot pꝛeſumpteous takying of autonitte vpõ hym. And by theſe thynges 
it came to paſſe, that aſ well the Doctours with whom he diſputrd, as ay 
parties that ſtood round about and wer witneſſes of theame diſputacion, 
wer verat muche aſtouned, not onelp koꝛ refpecte of the childes wyſedome, 
beryng ſuche as had not atoꝛe been heard ok, whiche he in demaundyng oy 
aueltiõ, and in ſhapyng any aunſ wer, did plainly declare : but alſo toꝛ the rare 
61d ſingular ſobzeneſſe ot his countenaunte ok his geſture, à of his toungue, 
whichethynges gaue a more ferther grace of acccptacicn vnto his vnder⸗ 
ſtar dyng. Ind pet is not this poyneteneither, without a fruictefull myſtcric, 
that Jeſus, who toulde not with any ſetzyng bee found emong his fanultac 
atauaintaunce and kynſtolteg after the fleaſte , was ſoedainlykoũd by cha⸗ 
unte at Hieruſalem within the Temple. Foz the ſaied citee of Hietuſalem, 
decyng of arcat name and ke me, (by reaſon that the woꝛlde had conctiucu an 
opinton, that God was ſerued there beſt of all places, did re pꝛeſente aſwell 
the churche militaunt on prarth, as allo ttioumphaunt in heauen. For riiis 
ſame Hicruſalemis our countrep that we make all our ſigiyng ro bee at, 
foraſmuche as we dooe well vnder ſtãde, that here iu this traͤſitone worlde, 
we line but as it wer in a plate of ex ile oꝛ baniſtemceute, not hauyng a utee 
wherin to dwell koꝛ euer. Whereſotuer therefore ail gocth by carnail aſtec⸗ 
tions ot man, wohcreſocuer che te tueſt ſiudie ot tit mynde is applyrd vnto 
ſucht thynges as periſhe and dye with eis worde: in ſuche a place neither 
is Hietuſalem ( whiche Hebꝛe vc wooꝛde is to fate in Engliſhe, the (ght of 
pace, neither a Temple dedicated to the Loꝛde. And thercfoze is net Jeſus 
in auy ſuche place to ber ſought, who is altogether heaueniy. But where ſo⸗ 
rut is a bꝛeſte and an herte, whicht deſpiſeth tho thinges that perteine to the 
tatnalite of fleaſhe and bloud, and panteth for haſte that he maketh to warde 
that ame bliſſed tranquillitce and quietneſſe of mynde, whiche the boun-

And in dede ourloue towardes Chziſt doeth 
firſt ſpꝛing vp of the couſinage and likeneſſe of our nature:but from theſe 
begynnynges tt groweth better and better tothe loue of — — 
higher aboue vs. Fo: like as the comon ſoꝛte ot men is at the p 
ning by the onely ſceyng ofthe beautie of ones bodye,enflamed and ſette 
on * beare his good will to the pattie, and ſhoztely after, whan by 
kepyng compaignie and by talkyng with the ſame partie, the good qua- 
lities of a moꝛe beautifull mynde and ſolle, lyyng hidden in his beautiful 
bodie, are once thꝛoughly perceyued, thei begin moze truely and alſo moze 
ardentely to be in loue with the thyng that thei ſee not, then with p thyng 
that thet ſee:euen ſo the feloweſhip and equalitee of our humain nature 
in htm. was vnto vs as ye would ſaie, a lute to the conceiuyng of loue to⸗ 
wardes the Loꝛde Jeſus:but from thts loue we growe vp moꝛe higher to 
the loue of his diuine power, aof his godhed. Therefoze whether he hũ⸗ 
ble himſelf down to our weakeneſſe, oꝛels mounteth vp to his owne high- 
neſſe aboue he buiſily attendeth Þlabouryng and woꝛkyng of our health 
and ſaluacion. So than Jeſus went from the temple, and from Hieruſa⸗ 
lem:and obeiyng the —— ok his parentes,returned home again 
to Nazareth.Leat childzen and young ſtrieplinges whan thet heare this, 
be aſhamed,as many as makeltght at the good leſſons and counſatles of 
ther parentes exhoꝛtyng them to honeſt waies,ſeyng that Jeſus did fo? 
a ſpace leaue of from dooyng his fathers buiſineſſe, becauſe he wauld not 
ſhewe any exaumple of a diſobedtent ſoone.Leat the pztuate commoners 
and pariſheners bluſhe, that vſe to tebell againſt their godly paſtours, 
(beeyng their ſpirituall fathers) ſeeyng that Jeſus beeyng the greatter 
in dignitie, was content to bee 0:d2ed by his inkeriours and beeyng God, 
But his mo- ſUbmutted hywſelf to the gouernaunce of creatures moztal.But Þ mother 
cher k-pte #! again on hir partie, foꝛaſmuche as ſhe percetued xfounde a certain power 
dle rogurhce Of the godhed toglittre z ſhewe foo:th in hun, was well contet to folowe 
in bet hette. the mynde a oꝛdꝛing of hir ſoonne:and beeyng myndeful of hit owne wiſe 
t diſcrete ſobꝛeneſſe, did as yet make no blabbyng out abꝛode of any thig, 
(as other weomen vſe to be kull of clattreyng and bablyng ne take vpon 
hit to geue any ſentence oꝛ iudgemẽt vpõ theſe — he did ta 
ther meruail at, then vnderſtand the myſterie of it, what it ment: but al þ 
euer had chaunced from the beginning about oꝛ concernyng the childe , x 
al that euer was by hym ſated oz dooen , ſhe gathered 4 conferred altoge- 
ther, and laied it vp ſafe in hir bꝛeſte:coniecturyng ⁊ caſtyng of theſe w6- 
d:efull begynnynges, what ende of all maticrs was lyke to enſue. Net- 
therdid ſhe leaue any one puincte vnmarked to the ende that ſhe mighte 
afterward with the moze perfeict trueth and aſſuraunce , make repozte of 
al thinges vnto the diſciples,that ſhould in tyme comyng pꝛeache the lyfe 
of Jeſus ali the wo:lde thꝛoughout. In the meane whyle 7 eſus beyng 
yet hitherto knowen but vnto few folkes,continued dweilyng in Þ pooze 
citte of Nazareth, liuyng as ye might ſaie vnder p gouernatice of his pa- 
rctes, vntill » time ſhould come that was ſette of his father, in _ = 
on 
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ſhould with miracles and with pzeachyng,ſhewe foozth hymſeik abzode vn⸗ 
to the woꝛlde:geuyng to vs in the meane while a leſſon by his owne example, 
that no mi ſhould vnaduiſedly and vndiſcretely, oꝛels out of tyme à without 
due occaſion come ruchyng in, oꝛ make preſſe to tatze in hande thotfice of pꝛea⸗ 
chyng the ghoſpel,befoze p he do tyꝛough ſufficier gro weth of yeres,thzough 
vnculpable behaucour, thꝛough dewe learnyng and knowelage in holy ſcri- 
ptures, and thoꝛough Goddes vocation, gather vnto hymſelt a good auto⸗ 


riteeto become a teacher. Foz Jeſug vntil he was in manicr ful thirtie peres and Jr 


of age neuer did any veray notable acte, ſauyng that aboue the rate of other 


moꝛtall men, lytze as he grewe and pꝛoſpered in ſtatute ot bodye , it; ſtrength, age. 


and in growerh of yeres:ſodid thatlame heauenly wyſedome,ſtil moꝛe + moze 
plenteoufly ſhewe fooꝛth it ſelfe in hym:andſo did his other mantfolde giftes 
of grace alſo,thzough whiche,lyke as he was moſt highly accepted w God: 
ſo did he daily moꝛe and moꝛe growe in fauour and eſtimacion with men. An 
vnlytze man veraily and o a muche cõtrarie ſoꝛt vnto the Scri bes and ha 
riſtis, who by a countrefaicte pꝛetenſe of holyneſſe and of wyledome, vled to 
ſette out theimſelfes to the pies of men, wheras in the ſight ok god thei wer as 
full as thei might warme of al filth and vncleneſſe of vice. Neither was it 
onely auaillable to the ſaluacion of mankynde,( who was to bee redemed by 
a ſtraunge conueighaunce,and ſuche as the lyke had not been heard of afoze,) 
but alſo to the good inſtruccion and trainyng of our lite, that ⁊ eſus did by 
liteil and litell, and by certain degrees, ſhewe fooꝛth to the knowelage of men 
ys heauenly giftes of grace, that he was moſte aboundaunti ly tepleniched 
wit hall. Foꝛ that thyng veraily he did, to grue vs a leſſon that from thoſe firſt 
pꝛeteptes and tults of righteouſneſſe, (whiche we ought, euen ſtreightwaie 
whyle we bee young cradle childꝛen, to dꝛynke in, we ſhould with continual 
goyng foꝛeward, vnceaiſauntely dooe all our poſſible endeuour to atteigne 
vnto thynges of moꝛe and moꝛe perfeccion, For lyke as the bo dye hath his de⸗ 
— of growyng bygget and bygger to the full tate of his ſtature, a to his 

[|ſtrength,that is to wete,ſhootyng vpkirſt frominfauncie oꝛ babehood,to 
the ſtature of a young trieplyng,from the ſtature of a ſtrieplyng, to the de⸗ 
gree of a yoũg man frõ the degree of youth to the full perfeccion of miſtate: 
tuen ſo hath godlyneſſe his degrees of encreacyng, vntill we maie bee full 


geo wen vp to the perfeictſubſtancial ſtrength of the fulneſſe of Chꝛiſte. Foꝛ Ind f favour 
Chziſte groweth bigger and bygger invs,andſhooteth vpinoze andmozeto aa 


manſtate,whan we from the firſt enſtruccions and articles of thefeith , dooe 
encroche fozewardto a moꝛe depe hidden wyſedome of the ſcripture of God, 
whan we fozſake the milke of the fleaſhe,and begyn to haue aſtomake 02 ap⸗ 
petite to the ſound and ſtrong meateof the ſpirite : wha we leaue Þ vnſauerte 
lettre, a thirſt Þ myſticall ſenſe a menyng:wha wenothyng eſteme ne regarde 
thynges yearthly, but mount vp a take our flight to thynges celeſtiall. Fox it 
is eue plam ſettyng Þ cart befoꝛe the hoꝛſes, it the bodye ſhall by the courſe of 
nature gro we fro tyme to tyme koꝛe ward to better a better:⁊ the ſolle ſhall by 
our duggicheneſſe continually renne hedlong backe ward to wurſe + wurſe. 
Foꝛ thus dooe we ſee it cõmonly come to paſſe. Big laddes and ſtrieplynges 
growe quite a waie frõ the pureneſſe ot babehood to boyiſhe wantonneſſe:the 
youththan again groweth foꝛeward apace to bꝛableyng inthe la we, and to 
makyng of actraies:naſtate emendeth to ambicion ⁊ couetiſe. Ind ſo cometh 

it to 
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it to paſſe,thatenerie ma Þ nerer that he dzawethto the ſtate ofage,ſom uche 
the ferther goeth he backeward from innocent liuyng. But ſuche per ones, as 
haue once put on Chiſt on their backes , ought accoꝛdyng to the ex au mple 
cf theiame Chriſte, with all their ſtrength to heaue fozeward vnto better and 
better:to the ende that thei mate bothe with the pure cleneſſe of the ſolle make 
theim ſelfes acceptable in the ſight of God: and alſo by the vncozrupteneſſe of 
their liuyng, geat theimſelkes an honeſte fame and tepoꝛte emong men.

C Tn thefiftcenth yerc of the reique of Tiberius tbe Emperour, whan Poncius Þf- 
The texte. late was licutenaunte in Jewerie, and Herode the Tetrarche of Galilce:and bis bieter 
Philip the Tetrarche of Jturia,and of che region of the Trachonites:and Lyſamas the 
Zctrarcheof Abilene, woa Annas and Laiphas wer the high pzieftes, the woozde of the 
Loꝛ de came vato Jbou the loonne of 3acharie,in the wpldcrnelle. And he came into al the 
coaſtes about Jozdane,pzechyng the baptiſme of repftannce fo2 the remiſſion of ſinnes. 
as tt is witten in the booke of the woozdes of Eſai the PÞP2opbtte,ſaiyng: The voice ot a 
ctytt in wyldernelle, pꝛeyaite pe the wait of the Lozde,s make his pathes treight.Bucry 
valley waldee filled, and euety mountaine and dille walbet bzought lowe , and thyuges 
that bee crooked, ſhalbce made treight, and the rough walc s, aldee made plain: and all 
ficaſye (þall ſec the ſaluacion of God. 


„ dou haſtheard good Theophilus w what begynnynges 
bote J hon the foꝛerenner, a alſo the Loꝛde Jeſus made 
a war, and a pꝛeparatif vnto the office of pꝛeachyng the 
ghoſpel. Now heare by what meanes, and with what 
ſucceſſe thei enterpuſed andentred thematier, to the ende 
chat thou mateſt well vnderſtande, that nothyng was 
dooẽ by happe ot caſualtie.ne though mines wyſdome, 
dat cucrie whit by the pꝛoiudece ol God, tempꝛeyng and 
dns dꝛeyng his owne matier after a newe manter of facion 

of his owne. Fo: now was the tyme already tome, ỹ the heauenly kyngdome 
beeyngreuealed and publiched, the woꝛldely kyngdome ſhould abate and de⸗ 
cate: ſpiritual pucſ>ehood beeyng diſcloſed, p chado wie pꝛieſtehood, (where: 
| inthe Jewes had vutill that tyme made many glozious vaũtes a bzaggues 
| » of theimſelfes ) ould vaniſhe clene awaie, Ceſar the Emperour of Rome 
ſurnamed Juguſtus, had now ended his like, by whoſe pzoclamacis Þ whole 
woꝛlde had afoꝛe been ſurueighed,and the names of euerie bodye within the 

empier regiſtred in bookes. and in the tyme of his reigne Jeſus Chziſte was 

bome. Wieked Herode alſo was now deceaſſed, who had ſo Jeſus 

beeyng an infaunte foꝛ to haueſlatnhim, And Archelaus Herodes ſoonnefo2 

his behaueour ouet muche reſemblyng his fathers wieked pꝛantzeg, was ert- 

led krom his kyngdome into an other countrey. Tiberius Ceſar had ſucceded 

In p titten Auguſtus in the empier. And in the fiftenth yere ok his reigne Poncius Pilate 
yere of $ fu. a Romain was pꝛeſidente of Jewꝛie. And Herode the brother of Archelaus 
one of e py the eleccion and appuinetement of the ſated Tiberius the Emperour, had 
Galilee alloted vnto hym. Philip had receiued the rewle and gouernaunce of 

that parte ot Syzia,whiche is called Jturia:andit was called alſo Tracho- 

nitis, ok the roughneſſe of the mountaines, becauſe that countrey is full of 

vphilles and downhilles,and almoſt no parte of it enen, o2 plain "—_— 
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ground. Foꝛ it goeth al alongſt in hilles and dalesfrom Libar.us, and fr the 
mountaines ot J bumea, vnto the weſt coaſte of Opꝛia. Thi mozeouer that 
parte that is called à bilena, (of Ibila the pzincipatl citie of tyeſame region,) 
was by aſſignemente come to the handes of L yſanias foꝛ his pozcton, who 
afrerward chaunged the name therof, and called it Lyſamon, Foz Auguſtus 
in his tyme, becauſe he would ſumwhat breake andenfeble the puiſſaunt fozce 
of tyarkyngdeme,had made a dtuiſion of it, and diſtribute it emong fower 
bzzthten, Berode, Phtlippe, Intipater,and Lyſanias : whiche therefoꝛe wer 
called Cerrarches, that is to ſaie in Engliſhe, the fower P2inces,02 the fower 
head tewlers. Foꝛ the name of a kyng was long afoze aboliſhed by a lawe of 
the Romaines, who would haue no kynges. Ind this was a token 02 rather 
a figure that the kyngdome of the Jewes ſhould ſho2tly after vaniſhe a wai 


accozdyngto the Pꝛophetie. But the patte of Jewtie ( whertin Hierus 
ſalem, and the Temple ſtood, and in the Loꝛde of al was bozne, )one 
Ponte Pilate a Romain, hadthe adminiſtracion and gouernaunce of:beeyng 


as ——— —— = by the verai caſe and thyng as it 

ſtood, that the Geriles ſhould bꝛeabe into the kyngdome of heauen, whiche the 

Jewes would retecte and vtrerly delpiſr. Lid rwyſe the prieſthood as a thyng 

that ſhould ſoone after teaſſe and haue an ende, went wadꝛeyng and ſhifryng 

from one to an other out of due oꝛdꝛe, and was bought, and ſolde, and made 

tuen a market matier:wherin at that tyme twoo notable vngodly men, In xr 
nas, and Caiphas had the higheſt a the chiefeſt roumes. Eniiddes theſe ma wer eve vigh 
tiers of diuidyng andmangleyng the countrey into ſoondꝛie rewlers hande, 
inthe middes of this veraie troubleſom ſtate of thynges emog the Jewes, eye word of 
the kyngdome of heauẽ, and anewe —.— ſpꝛang vp, wherof Jhon the # ++:>c cara 
ſoonne of zacharie was choſcnand ſpecially appuinctrd to bee an open preas ⸗- 3%%® 
ther and pꝛoclamer. This Jhon befoze late hidden emong the wylde beaſtes, 

and paſſed a life of wo6dreful ſtreightneſſe,cladde with a Camelles \kynne, Ju che wyl⸗ 
girt with a belte of a tough leather thong, kerdyng vpon wyld honey and derne. 
graſſehoppers of chat countrep, not ſo muche as taſtyng any wyne oꝛ ſtrong 

dzynke,to the entente he might bee a mete pꝛracher of repentaunce:and might 
teache the people by his life, befoꝛe heſhould teache theim by his wooꝛdes: 2 

might bee clere without all crimes hymſelf, who Chould ſo freely rep2one the 

kaultes a trãſgteſſions of other men: but now breyng enſpired with the holy and be came 
ghoſte,and admontſhed bytheſame, he came out of the dẽnes of wylderneſſe, ar a1 $ cos 
and gat hym,not into the Temple, whiche plate wasreſerued vnto Chaiſte, Jojdan, 
but into all thoſe quarters and coaſtes, whiche lye about the river Joꝛdane, 

to the ende that he might haue the moꝛe plentie of water foz ſuche as ſhould 
bee baptiſed, And he pꝛeached that the kyngdome of heauen was at hand, ex⸗ 
hoꝛtyng that the people ſhould prepaire them ſelfes to the ſaluacion, ( whiche 
app2oched )th2oagh repentaunce of their fozmer liues : and that with þ ba- 
ptiſme ol water, ( whiche he in his perſone gaue, deryng but as a fozegoer # 
ameſſagter ot Chziſte,)thei ſhould make theimſrifes metefo2the baptiſmeof 
the ſpirtte, whiche ſpiritt he ſhould geue, whoſe comyng appꝛoched. Theſe 
thynges wer thi dooen by inſpiracion of ; holy ghoſte, who long befoze had 
!0pyecred the ſame by the mouth of Eſai the Pꝛophett. foꝛ in this manier 
peaketh he of Jhens pꝛrachyng. The voice of a cryer i þ wilderneſſt, p Lo 
appꝛocheth pꝛepait his waies,make his pathes ſtreight,leſte beryng _—

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The paraphꝛaſe of Eraſnius bpen 

withtic vnto ward crockedreſſe of your cod ꝛciens and behautour, e ſpedilp 
ſtett vacke await lcd vou. He cometh to al, all muſte goe fooꝛth to nicte yin, 
All taynges muſt bet made plain and euen. Euerie vallcy ſhalbee killed vp. and 
ructie meũtata, and hille ſwalbe bꝛought down and made flatte. Thei whiche 
Wer tighemnoug men, becauſe thei wer in a great opinion and eſtimacionot 
cigitcoumeilc, c Wyſtdome, ſhall abate tyeir ſte rely a pꝛoude countenaunce, 
tat cet mate bee hable and apte to reteiue the rightcouſneſſe,and wylcde me 
Gf God. and thei whiche as idiotes 02 men or no knowelage nc regarde ,a as 
Haners, wer out of all reputacion, vtterly deſpiſed as abiectes emog me, Wall 
ſoodaialy tiꝛough their obedience to the ghoſpell bee reiſcd vp vuto tie fe; 
lo weſhip ano commuuion, ot the kyngdome of heauen. Suche thynges alto, 
as totoʒe wer Warped aud wꝛithed ſoonduie wales, aud tcode all crooked, 
U, all in a momente vte made cuen and fireight again with the ſquicre of tie 
ghoſpcll:and where places wer tough by reaſon of the tho mes of inanifoide 
biceg, end naugh tie deſires and luſtes, hey ſhall uc w be made verai ſmoothe, 
and plein wales. J oꝛ bya in ſuche myndes doe ecth the Loꝛde loue to walke, 
And to ſuche extieme conttaries ſwal the cout ts of all thynges at Þ comyng 
of yym bce chaunged. Thei that wer in deſpaite it al bee ſet vp in ccũke ꝛte and 
hope again. Suche as truſted in tieimſelfes not caryng fer any other helper 
oꝛ ſalueour, halbe caſt a waic and periſhe, vnpoſſible to be recouered agam. 
Tut chat wer beko ꝛetimes cſtemcd a reputed foꝛ wife, ſhall betcome fooles: 
aud ſuche as wer accom? picd foꝛ foolcs.ſhal bet endued witch the gift of hea: 
uenly wyſedon c. Thet vohicht toloꝛe wert id ole ties. al become true ſcruers 
and wurſhippcrs of the liurng God: and tei whiche in outward ſembleũ e 
apyertdto bee true wurchippers cf God ſhalba found id clatres. Thoſethat 
betc2e wer wꝛathcefull, ſhalbee quicte of mynde, and bent kicial to others:and 
ſuche as ſerucd the luſtes ef cencup i tente ud lechetit bifoꝛe, hall now love 
and embrace all chaſtitee. Thei wl iche befoꝛt wer policrs x catchers awaie 
ok mẽs gooddes, ſhall no w freely without ſparyr:g gene a waie of theit owne. 
To this man thertkoꝛe that ſhal make ſuche an alter ation a chaunge of thyu- 
ges, pꝛepaire your ſilfes. The Leꝛde will euen within a litell while bet hete 
r ulint in this woꝛlde: and not onely the Jewes ſhall ſce hym, but all the na⸗ 
cions of the whole woꝛlde ſhal with the vies of feithe , becholde hym that is 
the autour and gruer of ſaluacion: by and thꝛeugh wyem, God maketha 
fece offre of the bliſſe of heauẽ, vnto al ſuche perfones as tincugh godly pꝛõ⸗ 
preneNe and readineſſe to belcue. and though toꝛtection and emeudement of 
tijeir foꝛm er liues ſnall recriue hyin whan he comcch. 

C Ch ſaied he to the people that wer tome fooꝛth to bee daptiſed of dym: O ye genes 
racion of vipers, who hath taught you tofice \r5 Þ wiathe to come: biyng ye fourth ther⸗ 
toꝛe the due truictes of repentaſice,s begyn not to ſale with your ſclfes, we Haue Abꝛahs 
to our father.

Foꝛ at I hons pꝛraching. a 
great multitiide of people leauyng their houſcg(a declatyng by theſame their 
de oyng as plainiy as if thethadfpoken it in we oꝛdts, that whoſo erneſtly 
myndeth oꝛ de ſireth to atteigne to ſaluacion, muſt booe awaie and forſake — 
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theghoſpel of S, Tuke. Cap iii. Jol. xxt. 
catnall affeccions that he hath at home inÞ houſe of ys herte,)dydby heapes 


reloꝛte viito the ſhore ot fluune Jordane,that thei might bee diepped in water 


by izym:not that J hon was a koꝛgtuer of ſynnes, oʒ coulde fo dooe: but be⸗ 
tauſe that he with this begynnyng and prealible, did pzeparre folkes hertes a 
myndes vnto the redempcion and laluacion that was commyng. F02 a good 
great parte and towatbneſſe cf health it is, to athnowelage ones ſelf to bee 
ficke:and a great auauntage a foꝛedele to wardes recouericyaththatperſone, 


whiche is apte a willyng to take p mate ber a remedie foꝛ his diſca e. And foꝛ gap he f 
almuche as the firſt ſteppe a degree to emtdmẽte ſpꝛingeth out of the feare ot toe. 


God ſo that we firſt feare the tuſte punichemẽte at the hades of tigytecus 
auenger, a than loue the liberalitie of ſo bounttous a Loꝛde,) A hon ctytd out 
with a great boldeneſſt a plainneſſe againſt the pꝛoude hariſeis, a Scribes, 
wyp tokoꝛe had euer ſticked faſt and continuedinthe ſteppes of their wicked 
fathers,x thoꝛough the falſe perſuaſion of righteouſneſſe, wer puffed vp in 
pꝛyde, though thei wer ſtrong enemies vnto true religion, ſettyng other men 


atnought,x ſtandyng highly in their owne conceiptes foꝛ none other tauſe ſo 


muche as fo2 the reſpecte that thei wer deſcended of Abꝛaham, dy the lignage 
a deſcent of 5ᷣ kleaſhe, as though Godeſtemed men alter their kynred oꝛ linage, 


#not rather actoꝛdyng to the vertues 4 godly qualities of their myndes. O pe © ye gencrs« 
ceneracien of vipere (ſairti he) moſte vicious and corrupt childꝛen, defcen; © . e. 


ded of moſte vicious and cozrupte ainceſtrie:whereby haue pe perceived and 
found out, that the vengeaunce of God hangeth ouer you, onleſle yt in ſraſon 
mende your lives: What pet ſon hath geuen you any bywarnyng 02 watche 
wooꝛde to fler from the moſte ſharp puniſhemente a ſcourge of God, winche 
ſhall ſpate no age, whiche ſhall pardone no nacien, noꝛ ſhall wewe f::tcur to 
no degree 02 eſtate of men high 02 lowe - Lyke as temedie is offreed vnto all 
(uche as will yelde theimſeltes to be cured and healed :ſo deeth piurſhemente 
abyde al perfones indickerẽtly without cx:epcion,as many as refu to emẽde 


kromtheit olde naughtie behaueour + conucrſacion. Why did not entier loue 8 ve 
towardes God allure you hither befoꝛe, as wel as Þ feare a dꝛede of puniſhe to07% theres 


mente dooeth violẽtly hale you hithernow at this pꝛeſenter p out myndes and ctcs orecpen- 
hecres ate as vet nothyng chaunged at al. Wherefozeyf ye wic cut any fei⸗ unt 


gnyng oꝛ diſſunulacion bee penitente a ſoꝛie foꝛ your wietzed life paſt, chaunge 
your condicions, and be ye ot an other ſoꝛt of conucrſacien, the heretofore ye 
haue been. and declare plainſy by vout verai dooyngts, the t ve ate refourmed 
g emẽded vr haue vnto this date hitherto lyke wylde trees, bꝛought fooꝛth Þ 
ſoure and peſtilent kruictes of etuill weozkes,that ts to wete, pꝛide, wꝛathful⸗ 
neſſe, auarice, cnule, hypocriſit, a contẽtion.

| Thecommon multitude of the Jewes beyng ſoze adꝛadde with theſe 
terrible, and manacyng woꝛdes of Jhon , ſayd vnto him: Ik it be ſo as ye 
ſap, what thinke ye than good foꝛ vs to dooe, whereby to avoide and eſcape 
the wꝛath ol God, and to atteigne ſaluauton - Now begaune thei to weare 
ſomewhat cura ble, and toward to bee healed, when they acknowlagedtheyꝛ 
diſeaſes,andearneſtly deſyꝛed remedy. Jhon therfozeſheweththema remedy 
of perfcict ſtrength and efficacie at al allaies.For he calleththem not, ne er- 

hoꝛteth them to the ſacrifices of beaſtes , and ſuche other Judaicalmeanes 
of ———— the woꝛkes of charitie. Bod is with no 
ſacrifite in the woꝛlde mozeſooncrpanficd, then with benefitial doyng to our 
neighbour. God hath no nede of any benefites of ours, but hcſuffrethit to be 
retened as doocn to himſelf, whatſoeuer we beſtowe vpon out naghbour 
beyng inneceſſitee oꝛ nede. He that hath two coates( ſaieth Jhon eat him 
couer his naked brother with the one of thẽ. And hethathathaſinuchemeate, P* that hath 
as may ſuffiſe foꝛ twain, leat hun geue halfe therof to another that is houn ue 
grie. With theſe two examples Jhon taught the people of the groſſe and 
blockiſhe ignoꝛaunt multitude, that the mot ſtrongeſt andeffectual meane 
to appeace God beeyng offended with vs. is, i we by all meanes bee franke 
and bountifulin doyng good to our neighbour, * thyng he hath 
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neede of: vohtther it beeapparcl,02 meate,o2 dꝛynke, oꝛ harbourgh, o2 aide + 
fuccour agatnſt violence, oꝛ comfoꝛtable woꝛdes intyine of (020we , oꝛ do- 
ctrine foꝛ his enſtructton,02 good exhoꝛtacion and counſail. Ind bounde we 
be to helpe the pzeſentneeeſſitec of our bzother , not onely with part of thoſe 
thynges wherof our ſelues haueſuperthuceeoz moꝛe then we neede, but 
alſo weought to cut of alitel ſhare of ſuche thynges , as might otyerwyle 
ſtande vs in good ſteede foz our owne vſes and occupipng , as often as our 
ntighbours neceſſiticrequireth pꝛeſent helpe out of hand. This remedie tha 
it was that was geuen by Jhonto the common multitude , whiche reme⸗ 
die neuertheleſſe ſerueth foꝛ alinen mndifferently, 


Then came the Publicancs alſo to be baptiſed, and ſayd vnto him, c aiſter, u hat (bal 
we dooe: and be ſayd vnto them, require nomoze tht that whiche is appu ucte d vuto you, 


Then came alſo the publicans, that is to ſap, thecuſtomers and takers vp 
ok tolles, becvng ſimblably ſtriken with great frare at Jhens pꝛrachyng, 
wheras otherwyſe they wer a kynde ot people geuen to pollyng, à raume, x 
geattyug al that they might foz theyꝛ owont ſt1guler auauntage and lucre , 
with allother mennes loſle, dammage, 7 hinderaunce, nien nothyng paſlyng 
on riligiò oꝛ on the feare ot God, but inc ze ttady to obeye p comaudemetes 
of woudly puntces, then the pzeceptes of God: whiche ſoꝛte of men,wheras 
they haue an euil name eme ng all naciõs, à be cõmonſy il ſpoken of,yit amog 
the Jewes thei wer ſpecially aboue al other ſoztes of me abhozred a reputed 
abominable.Andyet the ſo ꝛc ſharp pzeachyng of J hon had ſtrieken luche an 
horrible great feaxe into them al, that euen thti too, as euil as thei wer, came 
to J hon, tequityug baptiſme, and deſiryng to learne how x what way thei 
might ap peace the wꝛathe of God, And J hon the true foꝛegoer x meſſagicr 
of hm, who would dꝛiue backe oꝛ put away no man wer heneuerſo muche 
ſpotted oꝛ defiled with ſynne made a ſokte and a ientilt aunſwer cuen to pu⸗ 
bbcans alſo:it ye cannot op wes he)ipnde in your hertes to geueout to the 
poꝛt and nedie ſo me parte of that that is your pꝛopꝛe owne : pct at leſtwyſe 
mate ye this one ſteppe towardes a better life, that from henſtooꝛth ye holde 
your handes fre m pollyng and catchyng away the gooddes of other men. 
yt haut an annual ſtipende a id an oꝛdinarie fee of Celat: and it is rated out 
vnto you by a plain rule, how muche oꝛ litc] ye ought to require of the people 
fot any duetie. 

The ſoldicrs lykitwpſe demannded of hym ſatyng: and what cal we dooe? Ind he ſayd 
— — t no mau, utuhet trouble any man wzengfully, And be content with 

Alter the Publicans, came ſoſdiers alſo , an vnrewly and an vngodly 
kynde of people, hauyng no regarde ne care of any lawes, headie a haſtie to 
do wꝛong, and felo wes that vſedto ſel theyꝛ life and ſolle foꝛ money, ſettyng 
al they? delite and felicitie,mcatchyng and robbyng from other men, fierte + 
pꝛeſumpttous though ouermuche libertee + ſufteraunce. Aeuertheleſſe the 
ftate of Goddes vengcauncefel vpõ theſe men too, therefozethei alſo came 
to Jhon. Thei acknowelaged theyꝛ wieked ſtate of ſoldierſhip ( as they vſed 
it, thei deſyꝛe baptiſme, a reaquite moꝛoucr to beenfourmed , what poſſible 
meanes they might make, to haue God apptated to wardes them. It was 
furely in this kynde of menne a great poinct of fertheraũce to wardes health, 
that they would acknowelage theyꝛ diſcaſe, and wer pꝛicked with w_ of 
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a better life. Therefoze J hon would not at the fyꝛſt day auenture to require 
in ſuche as theſe wer, that thei ſhould ſhewe benefictal liberalmter to war des 
theyꝛ neighbour , becauſe he thought it to bee a ſteppe ſufficient and great 
enough foꝛ the fyꝛſt ſettyng fozeward towardes God, ik ſuche as thei wet, 
would honeſtely refraine and kepethemſclues from doyng miſchief about in d 
places where thei tame. And to ſpeake moꝛe of this ſozte of men, in dede the! ;, 
are wont to be noiſome and hurtefull in the poyntes eſpecially, that is ro 
wete, in violente oppꝛeſſion, in laiyng to mennes charges, and burdenyng 
them with falſe crymes, and in pitlage oꝛ robbery. Foꝛ often tymes the wea 
pons whiche the pꝛinces haue denuered vnto them koꝛ defence and maunte⸗ 
naunce of the publtke tranquilitte, thei turne to the hurte ot theyꝛ veraiowne 
to untreymen beeyng true ſubiectes, and do auenge theyꝛ owne pꝛiuate ma- 
lice with theſame weapon, wherwith the ſaketie of the whole people in gene⸗ 
ral ought to haue been defended. So that oftentymes thei goe on theuyng 
fo booties, and ſpoile thecountrey,thet burne , thei dueue away meunnes ca⸗ 
talle, thei rauiſhe weomen, thei bꝛeake vp mennes houſes, thei turne the good 
man of the houſe where thei haue lodged oꝛ been entretained, thei turne him 
clene out of his owne dooꝛes, and poumble him about the pate. 

And becauſe thei dooe oftentymes plaie theſe partes, and haue nothyng 
ſayd noꝛ dooen to the foꝛ it, thei thinke thei may do it lawefully. A gain, ſome 
of them pꝛomott fal e plaintes againſt honeſt ſimple men befoze theyz pꝛin⸗ 
ces 02 captaincs, foꝛ none other purpoſe, ſauyng that a pouton of the parties 
gooddes beyng ſraſed as a foꝛtaict, may come to their \napſharc in rewarde 
of theyꝛ falſe act uſacion maltciouſly and laundzeouſly pꝛepenſed. And at 
ſuche vngratious pꝛantzes the pꝛintes do ofteutymes winke , while thei er⸗ 
neſtely tendꝛe the gratifiyng of theyꝛ ſeruauutes. Furthermoꝛe ſome ok this 
ſoꝛte ot people, whan thei pꝛodigally tonſume and waſte out vpõ harlottes, 
vpon dice, oꝛ in bankettyng, and reuellyng at the wyne „ all that euer theyz 
ptince docth in the name ot a fee oꝛ ſtitpende allow them, they make vp theyz 
loſe again with piclyng and piekyng: and do not onely leaue ſuche duties as 
thei ough (till vnpaied, but alſo dooe by plain extoꝛcion pull fro pooꝛe houſe 
bandemen that, that is no ductie at al: and ſo vndꝛe thename and colour ot 
warre, thei thinke nothyng what euer it be, to bevnlawfulfoz them to do, 
wheras in verai dede there is a due lawe ot armes ſeruyng koꝛ bataile and 
warte, whiche warrein dede is not vtterly to be diſſalo wed, in caſe it be at 
tempted foꝛ a iuſte and arighful tauſe, that is to ſay, if it bee made foꝛ the 
defence and maintenaunce ok the publique tranquillitie ot arealmeandcoun- 
trey:if the taſeſo ſtande, Þ it cannot be auoided:if it be enterpuſed by godly 
punces it with the tonſente ok them, foz whoſe behoufit is erpedient oꝛ ne⸗ 
ceſſary that the warre ſhould be made: if it haue been denounced oꝛ pꝛoclai⸗ 
med with al rites and tirtumſtantes attoꝛdyng to the laweof armes :if iu⸗ 
ſtice and moderacion be vſed in it, that is to ſap, it warte be ſo kept, with as 
muche ſparyng of bloudched, as poſſible may bee:if as fewe be loſt, as may 
bee eſpetialſy of them that neuer gaue any tauſe to the warre: if the vnad⸗ 
uiſed wilfulnes and haſtynes of the ſoldiers be bꝛidled by the captaines : if 
ther be no buckling together ofthe two armies , ſauyng onely by ſuche ſol 
diars and men of armes. as haue geuen they: othe afozeto do as theiought 
to do andnone other wyſe:noꝛ without aſigne to be grumby . — 
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ment of the captain wha thei hal buckle together in fight: if euery bodye im. 
mediateiy holde theyꝛ handes from fightyng , as ſoone as ener trompetes 
haue ons blowen retraicte : if alſo as ſoone as it poſſibly may, the 
warte be ended and ſo bzeakevp , Unto this ſoꝛte of mentherefoze doeth 
Jhonnothyng but ſhewe , what theyꝛ accuſtomed vſeis to do, and vhat 
thyng from henſfoozththey ought to eſchew il they mynde to eſcape p ys;

As thc people wer in a doupte, and all men muſed in they? dettes of Jhon , whether 
Tde tecte. he wet verai Lyzilt, I dou aunſwete d and ſapd vuto them al:: I baptiſe you with water, 
but one ſtrongcr then J dal come attet me, whoſe oo latchet J am not worthteao vn; 
looce (hal baptiſe you with the bolp gboſte, and with fyer. Wttcbe bath bis fanne in big 
bande, and hc will pourge his flooze, and gather the comme into bis batne, but the chatte 
will de buruc with fycr,that neuer ſwalde quenchcy. And many other thyuges in bis ex⸗ 
doztacion catches be vnto the peo, le. 


And with ſuche great authoutee wer the pzemiſſes handled and dooen 
by J hon, that tije people begoonne half to bee in opinion, that hin ſelfe was 
dunner tna theverat Meſſias, of whoſecomyng he pꝛeached vnto them. And this did a 
boubic gc. eat maignicof theim with ſecrete thynkyng caſt in they2 hertes, though 
1104 wherher be A hon on his owne behalf, by reaſon of higſingularhumilitee of herte, did as 
71 ˖un. muche as he could to hide his owne greatnes. Foꝛ this is thel13ht + cockes 
| bꝛained tacion of thecommon multitude, that ſuche perſones as the haue a 
ſpecial mynde and regarde vnto, thei ſette moe pꝛyce by, then ther is cauſeox 
reaſon why: æ ſuche as thei beare hatered againſt, ſuche do thei moſt llaun⸗ 
deroully repozte,findyng faulte with all tyynges in them. But this earneſt 
good fauour and opinion of the people did wel declare verai perfacte humi⸗ 
utte in this moſt holy man, who was ſo ferre from takyng vnto him the 
auauntage ot an other mannes pꝛaiſe, that he ſtoutly refuſedtyeſame beyng 
geuen vnto him of the peoples owne volunt arie offre. And the wrong opi⸗ 
mon that the people wer in, did muche good fox this one puincte, that the 
dignitce and woꝛthyneſſe of Chaiſt beeyng as yet knowen but to a kewe, 
was there allowed witha ſubſtancial and an open teſtimonie in the face of ꝰ 

woꝛlde. Foꝛ Jhon as ſoone as he by inſpiracion of the holy ghoſte, wel pers 
ctiued the ſccretethoughtesof thepeople, heſpakein this manet: Sirs (ſaieth 
he) yt do eſteme me by outward thinges that may bee ſern, as fo: example, 
by the meate that ye ſeeme eate, by my wede, and by this that J dooe mint- 

| ſtre baptiſme vnto you: but thethynges that beenotſeen , are a great dele 
1 mozeeftectual:euen after the ſame rate as in a man the vertue of the mynde 
8 whiche is not ſeen i ol muche mote dignitlex woꝛthyneſſe, then the power 

of tte bodrethatis ſeen with mennes yies. 

I beptte J on my behalt, though J do baptiſe you with water , pet am J no re- 
you with mitter of ſynnes, J am nomoꝛe but a pꝛeparer of you to a baptiſme of 
250 mozeefficacteand vertue, whiche pe ſhal recetueatthchandcs of him, whoſe 
tommyng J pꝛrache vnto vou, beeyng, as in dede Jam, ſome what his elder 
in tyme, and ſomewhat afoꝛe him in oꝛdꝛe and courſe of pꝛeachyng: but in 
5 power agreat way inkeriour vnto him. Foꝛ hethat commeth after me, is ſo 
ferre better then J, that J (whom ye all beleue to bee ſome great high man 
of pꝛice am vnwoꝛthy to vnbuccle thelatchet of his hooes. And J am his 


ſeruaunt, not his kelo we: J ama kfoꝛegoer vnto him, but euen of W

And euen verai thts that J haue, J haue of his bounteous goodneſſe. My

An eaſie thing it is to be walhed 
with water, a light matier it is to kille a beaſte in ſacrifice:an eaſypoynt it is 
to foꝛbeate eatyngof ſwynes tieaſhe, But now doeth ſuche doctrine come * 
to light, ſuche tymes dooe appꝛoche euen here at hande, that they can no lon- yis yande, 
ger be vnkno wen who be good folkes in verai dede, and who be other wyſe. 
Foꝛ he wyll come to dooe the thyng that he hath ſo often tymes thzetened in 
the pzophetes, whiche is, dy a preciſe ſtreight iudgement, to diſcloſe a perfeict 
difference bet wene the godly and the wietzed. Foꝛ he wyl haue in his hande a 
fanne,(foz vnto this man is geuen al power in heauen and on ytarth,) and 
with this kanne, whiche noman ſhalbe able to auoid, he ſhall make clene the 2nd gacher 
flooꝛe of his winnowyng place, and there winno we euerycreature , triyng the come mo , 
| them with thewyndeof the crolle and o aftlictions. And ſuche perlones ass 
are butchaffe, that is to ſay,m pꝛetenſe ot holynes , metely gaye, but with- 
infoo2th voide and emptie of al deuocion,ſhal flighabout this way and that 
way, whither ſoeuer carnal deſpꝛe and affection (hal carry them: but ſuche as 
are good wheate, hauing within the ſubſtancial and true godlines, ſhalnot 
be ſcattred abꝛode al about withthe wynde: but whan the chatte is tryed 
aàwaie, they ſhall detlare the ſubſtancial tedfaſtnes of theyꝛ mynde, whiche 
nothyng could moue. That tẽpeſte ſhal not make any perſones euil, but ſhal 
ſhewe them openly to be knowen what they wer, euen when thet wer not 
ſeen,in like ſoꝛte as theclere light, where it is,doeth not make any perſones 
blynd oz defourmed, but cheweth who be defourmed oꝛ blynde. The trueth 
of the ghoſpel is bꝛight lyght whiche they ſhalnot abyde noꝛ away withal, 
whiche did afoꝛe ſhewefurth theyꝛ paincted ſheathe vnder the counterfaict 
clokeof holines, whertas afoze God they wer men of wiekednes:andeotrary 
wiſe they ſhall de enbꝛated and muche madeof, whiche wheras vnto the 
wouldwarde they were reputed koꝛ abtectes,yet neuertheleſſe had a perfeict 
3cleof godly deuocion in theyꝛ bꝛeſtes. Suche perſones as at the ſtrong 
koꝛte ok the doctrine of god, whan they heare it, Halbe moued and ſtiered 
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to dooyng of myſchief, and to laughter, ſhall not than firſt of al bee made 
wteked : but ſuche occaſion beryng it ſhall openly appere what maniet 
kelowes thei wer afoꝛe. Foꝛ an ottaſion dooethnot makefolkes wieked , but 

dooeth diſcouer theimand ſhewe theim as thei bee. Suche an one as whan 
the loſſeof gooddes is ſet before his yics,02 whan peril of any croſſe oꝛ of 
death is ſhewed hym , wyll fallfromthe pzofeſſyng of thetrueth , and foꝛ⸗ 
lake it, Hall not euen than firſt eee » but he gg 
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ſuche atymeplainly declare what manier one he was afo2e. Neither all c 
uerit one by and by that is diepped in water,endurethzoughout in thys era 
minacion oꝛ tryall : but ſuche au one as hatij fully receiued into hym the ſpi⸗ 
rite of god, and he that hath thzoughly concetued the fyer of charitee a loue 
vnperiſhable:ſuche an oneſhallnot be moued with any ſtozmeof inyſauen 
tures 02 euyls , but ſhall rather be the moꝛe better pourged , and the mou 
ſtedfaſt.inlyke ſoꝛte as wheate and other graine is pourged,and madeclene 
with the fannyng of the wynde, and as golde is ſcoured by the vertue of þ 
ter. eat therefozeeuerie bodye pepaire thennſelues to this rigourons x 
preciſe tryall , truſtyngnot awhit to his nobleneſſeof byꝛth, puttyng none 
attiaunce in theholyneſſe of his aunceſtrie, noꝛ puttyng no truſte inthecar⸗ 
nallcremomes of Poſes lawe, but armyng and fenſyng his ſolle with foꝛ⸗ 
treſſes, aud wardes of moꝛe pithy ſubſtaũte to truſte to. It hal bee no ſmal 
gods chat poynteof the matter, what ſoꝛte euerie bo dye beefound to bee ok. Health e- 
"* urlaſtyng, and euerlaſryng damnacion ſhall trye out and diuide the ſounde, 
from thelightones that are but puſtes, and the right boꝛne Iſraelites from 
the baſtardes. Foꝛ the well clenſed co vie hall he late vp into the barne of the 
heauenſy lyke, and the chatte hall he burne vp in kyer that neuer ſhall ber qu 
ched. The iudgemente ch all here in ſome piece ber ſhewed. but after this pe: 
ſent life it is that the wietzed retetue the affliccion of endeleſſe peine and toꝛ⸗ 
mente. With theſe and many other ſatynges mo, did Jhon erhozte the peo⸗ 
ple to repentaunte ot their foꝛmer life, and tothe deſire ok Meſſias , whiche 
was than ſboꝛtely to tome, now puttyng them in feare of perill, now ſtie⸗ 
ryng theim to goodneſſe with pꝛomiſſe of rewardes, and as ye would ſait 
awakenyng the myndes of the people vnto the earneſte 3c of euangelicail 
godlyneſſe, with the gladſome newes ofredempcion and ſaluacion, 
Thekexte. CThanÞerode the Tetrarche (whan he was rebuked of hym fo: Derodias his bros 
ther ÞbilipÞs wyfe,andfo; all the tuuis whiche ctode did) added ibis adouc all, aud 
laicd Jhon in p:tcſors 
And this boldneſſe ot ſpeakyng ſo plainly, the common vulgare people in 
conſideracion of the notable holyneſle of the man, could abyde veraie well:the 
Publitanes could ſuffreit wellenough:p ſoldiers alio took it i good parte: 
and all theſe whan they wer repꝛoued, did willyngly ackno welage their di- 
ſeaſe,and beryng bꝛought in a keare, thei ſought foz remedie. But Yerode 
f. lf N tould in no wyſeawaye withall, who with his hault ſtomakt( becauſe he 
in pu ſon. Was a kyng) would haue all thynges to be law full foꝛ hym, that ſtoode 
with his luſt oz fanſie. pet did he beate veraie good fauour # loue to Jhon. 
He veraie well ſa we and alſo dyd no leſſe allow Þ perfeccion of his lyte, beyng 
ſuche as was in fewe men, yea a in many thynges would he alſo be te wled 
by thecounſaillof Jhon. But pet in that poynte in whiche it had been chiefty 
of al expedient # behoueable to geueearevnto Jhons » hedidnot o⸗ 
nely not door after his counſill, but alſo caſt hym in pꝛieſon for geuyng hym 
good aduettiſemente. And bzought Jhon to deſtruccion, whan Jhon was 
diligent tocalhym backe fro diſtruttion. Of this ſozte are often tymes the 
hertes of ſuche puinces,as the of the ghoſpellhathnotthzoughly 
woornenerecouered fro Þ dominion of abominableluſtes.Someſuche me 
bee loꝛdes a rewlerg ouer others, as on their owne behaifes ats bondeſet⸗ 
uauntes to their owne violent a ſtrong affeccious:# ſuchethynke thẽſelfes e- 


uen foz this poynteſpecally to ber k ynges, that thei be ſlaues a bode men to 
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abominacton,no ma ſaiyng blacke their pie. Theiinany tymes call vato thetr 
ſeruice to bet about the, me welappzoued # knowen foꝛ their holynelſe of l 
uyng, thei haue many tymes puiuate comunicacts W theſame, ⁊ after Þ cou- 
ſail oꝛ aduiſe of ſuche thei dooe many thynges : not that thei haue dilite i true 
godiynes, but pᷣ thei maie by ſuche acloke purchaſe to thiifes an opinion of 
perkeict liluyng, a p thei maie ſome what molificmenes repiayng # grutching 
at their naughtie dooynges:oꝛ to yede,p wha thei pielea pollt p pec ple, wha 
theireiſe wicked batrail, wha thei plaie tyꝛãnous partes towardes ſome p 
beare good herte a wille to p cõmon wealc:thtimaie ſemeto dooetheſethyn- 
ges too, by Þ toũſail ot moite appꝛooued honeſte ine. And eue in p lyke forte 
did Herode abuſe p pilche ot Camels hyde, wher with J hon was clad ia the 
lyke loꝛt did he abuſe the leatherne belt wherwith J hon was girts ſo did he 
abuſe the ſpare diete p Jhon vſed:ſo didhetheinnoceric of Jhocs whole lyfe 
lykewyſe did he p autozitecof Jhon , thzough whiche he might dooe veraie 
muche withthe people, a alto to 8 maintenaunte ot his owne tyꝛãnie. 
Jud koꝛ this cauſe tic loꝛd Jeſus dooeti after ward tal hym fore.Fo2 this is 
p wylie crattineſſe of euill pꝛices ot this woꝛld: vnto who it it Mallat any ty⸗ 
me koꝛtune right pfeſſours of p ghoſpellto bee called to ſeruite, either Þ ghol⸗ 
pellers muſte eſchewe the toũpaignie + conuerſaciõ of ſuche maiſters, t whoſe 
houſes they ſhall ſooner be marred + bꝛoughtto naughtyneſſe on their o one 
parti:s,thethaſhallturne theothers to better wates : 02 eis thei muſt pꝛe⸗ 
pairetheir myndes afoze hande to the lyke rewarde,fo2 ſhewyng thetrueth 
without diſſimulacon,that J hon foꝛtuned to geatte foꝛ his labour. Fox 
whan Herode nothyng growyng out of kynde kroͤ the maniers a kacions of 
his father # others his aunteſtoures ꝓlaiedmany wicked # tyꝛãnous par⸗ 
tes pielyng 7 polling the people, pullyng awaie alllibertee by oppreſſion pu⸗ 
niſhyng i others theſamethynges in whiche he was acoms offcder hyinſtik, 
vſyng all oſtices of magiſtrates vnder him as ſale ware foz money, vſyng 
alſo to ſell the minitſtractos of pueſtehood, ⁊ kepyng within his houſeopenly 
inthe face of al! the woꝛlde, one Herodias, the wyte of Philippe beeyng his 
bꝛother, à had by fozcc of ſtrong hande taken hirawaiefrohis ſated brother 
beeyng yet aliue, together with adoughter oftheſame Philippe: this holy 
man becauſe hetould not abydeluche inceſte and vnnaturallneſſe of mariage 
in akynges houſe, fro whens eſpecially aboueallother places, it was c5ne- 
mente that exaumple of kepyng the lawes ſhould pꝛocede, aduertiſed hym to 
refrayne hymſclf krõ ſuche a wieked miſdede. But with a deiuliſhe kyng, the 
deiuliche requeſt of a gierle betyng a mimon daunter together with the ſug 
geſtion of a deiuliſhe woman, weighed moꝛe, then the holſome aduertiſement 
of ſo vucoꝛtupt a man with the which good aduerriſemete he was nothyng 
the better, but remained ſtill ſo ferre out of the waiefrom beeyng emended. ỹ 
vnto his ha nous enoꝛmities afoꝛe paſt, he added one dede of myſchief moꝛe, 
the moſte vngrẽcious that euer was: that is to wett, caſtyng Jhõ inpueſs, 
and pꝛotcedyng ſo ferrt at laſt in outragious woodneſſe, that he cauſed the 
head ot the moſte innotent man to bee chopt of, and ſo gaue it to the wenche 


for a rewarde of hir vicicus wanton dauncyng. Theterte. 


C @nd it feztuned that wt an all the pcople recerued beptiſme, (and whan Jeſus was 
baptiſed, and did pꝛau „the deauen was cperied, and the holy ghoPe came Down in a bo⸗ 
dely wwape lyte a deue v pon hm. end a voice came frem heauen whiche (ated: Thou art 
mp deſeuct ſcenne, in thee dove J delite. 


But now ,( to returne to the diſicurſt of the ſtoꝛie) before that the 
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Lowe Jeſus would entre into the buſie office of pzeachyng , whiche he en 
tended within the coumpace of aſhoztetyine to accompliſhe,and bꝛyng to a 
perfeicteende,t9 the entente that he would leaue no one poynte of humilitee 
oꝛ of righteouſneſſepnfulfilled:thought no dil deigne to come with the refi- 
due of folkes vnto baptiſme, not to bee purified hymſelf , ( whiche he neded 
not) but to conſecratt and halo we the lauacre oꝛ fou'te of eternall ſaluacion 
to our behoufthꝛough his baptrſme. He humbled hymſeit, vut that not with 
ſtandyng , he was aſ well by the voyte of Jhon, as alſo by the moſte clere 
teſtimonie of his eternall father, openly commended in the face of all the 
people,to the entente that thei might knowe hym euen by the face to, and by 
ſight, of whom the pꝛophetes had afozetymes ſpoken muche by p2opherie, 
aud of whom Jhon had openly witneſſed. So than, at what tyme a great 
noumbꝛe of thecommon people wer in baptiſyng , and in theſame coum- 
paignie Jeſus Chuſte comyngas one emong the mo, had nſtauntely deſi 
red of Jhon to haue baptiſme , as though he had been lyke other men ſub- 
iect to ſynne, Jhon would haue refuſedto baptyſe hym, acknowlegyng 
hym as the autourand giuer of purttie , of whom he ought rather to had 
been baptiſed hymſcife. And thidame teſtimonie was geuen firſt of Jhou to 
the dignitie ot Jeſus beeyng there perſonally in place, euen befoze all the 
multitude of the people:but the heauenly father did by a mozeeuidet marke, 
dilſeuer his ſoonne Jeſus from the reſidue of the coumpaignie that wer da⸗ 
ptiſed. Foꝛ vnto all the reſt, whan thei wer in baptiſyng , there appered no 
ligne ne token at all. But immediately after that the loꝛde Jeſus was bapti 
led, as he was now makyng his deuout pꝛaiers to god,( teachyng vs there- 
by , that whan the ſtate of innotencie is perfeictcly renewed thꝛough ba? 
ptiſme, we ought immedꝛatiy to conuerte and beſtowe our ſclues to ſuche 
ſtudies andererciſes as are of theſpiiite,cmong whiche,deuout pꝛaier hath 
the firſte place,) hequenopened , whiche his baptiſme ſet wyde open to vs, 
whereas vatyll that dayeit had been ſhut vp from vs. And from thens came 
down the holy ghoſte beyng of hymſelfein dedeinuiſible , but fox p tyme en 
neſted and clad with a figure oꝛ lykeneſſe viſible , becauſe he ſhould bee ſeen 
with the yies of men. And as foꝛ the! t, it was of a doue, betauſe that 
this birde, beryng as a ſigne to repꝛeſente innocencie oꝛ ſimplicitee, had many 
hundꝛed yeres afozebtought a bꝛaũche of an oliue tree ito the Arke of Noe, 
8 foꝛ a token that the wꝛathe of God was pacified, and alſo a caucion oꝛ pledge 
pan dre, of warauntiſe þ tit ſtoudde was at an ende.

This was a thyng for the dignitie of Chhiſt, to be bozne of 
a virgin:but becauſe it was not muche matetiall that the ſame Chould even 
at the firſt dale tome to light and knowelage abꝛo de, and yet though it had 
it would haue bern a veratharde matter to bee perſuaded to the wozlde : he 
vſcdþ w2ong opinion of p people an other waye to a good purpoſe, becauſe 
nomanier thyng ſhouldin p meane tyme diminiche his autoziteein his pꝛra⸗ 
chyng, it he might of auy manier lykelyhood, haue bee ſaied to bee boꝛne ĩ ad 
uouttie. It was his pleaſure to tome into the woꝛlde bo me out of a ſymple 
meane houſe:but pet ſuche an houſe, as no ſpotteof ill name oz fame had at 
any tyme ſtained. Foꝛ veraily to a teacher of the ghoſpell,not onely the faulte 
ſcife , but alſo al lykeneſſe and apparence of the faulte muſt bee auoided : and 
a teacher ought of duetienotonely to beeamanof good commendacion foꝛ 
vertuous qualitees that hehath,but alſo without any ifeccio 02 ſparkeof 

thynges of whiche the people vſeth to concetueany myſtruſte of euill. 
Foꝛ this is the common opinion of moſte men, that ſtarccly at any tymethere 
dooeth of euyl parentes come goodchyldꝛẽ. Therefoze Chaiſt, who ſhunned 
not the repꝛoche of pouertie, who ſhꝛounke not to beebozne out of a meane 
houſe:pet eſthewed the ſimplerep2oufe and ſlaundꝛe thet might haue come 

of his age and of his deſcent. And although Joſeph was not thefather of 
eſus by nature, but by the oꝛdꝛe of the lawe onelye,(becauſe he was the 
uſedhouſebande of Jeſus mother: yet neu becauſe he maryed 
a wyfeof þ ſame tribe ⁊ houſe» hymſelte was of, I haue thoughte it beſt to 
begynne p rekonyng of oure loꝛdes petigrewe at hym to p ende p it maye p 
moꝛe euidẽtly apptre.ᷣ a verai mi he was in dede, on p bodyes behalf natu⸗ 
whiche wos Tally boꝛne of the , of who p fozeſaiynges of p pꝛopheteshad before his cõ⸗ 
the ſoonne of myng tolde p boꝛnt heſhould be. Foꝛ after p higher nature of his godhed, þ 
Hell, heaudy fathers ſelfe ackno welaged + opAy pꝛoteſted Jeſug to be his owne 
veraiſoone. Tha Joſeph p ſpouſe of Þ virgin Marie, ( who was mother to 
Jeſus was after Þ fourme of þ law, called Þ ſoõne of Heli, beyn g his vncle 
dy p fathers ſyde: but after p trueth of natural generacio, he was an 
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of Jacob, which Jacob reiſed ſede vnto his bꝛother Hell, being bozne out of 
rhe ſame bealie that hunſelfe was, becauſe the ſame Heli was decealled with 
out iſſue, and ſo vpon his wyfe, whom he at his diyng left a wido w, Jacob 
begot a ſoonne called Joſeph. Helle was the ſoonne of Mathat, and he again 
had Leui to his father. Lem was bone of Meichi, who was begotten ot 
Janna the ſoonne ot J oſeph ſoonne ot Matathias, to who Amos was la: 
ther. And hym dyd Naum begeat , who was theſoonne of Heli, and Heiſl 
bone of his father Naggee,and Naggee iſſued out of Maath, the ſooimie 
of Patathias. This LBatathias was come ot p ſtedeo Sema, tue ſoonne 
of Joſeph, vho was begotten and bone of Juoa. Juda had to his father 
Joanna, the ſoonneot᷑ Iheſi, deyng ſoonne to 3020bavel. 3020babels father 
Was ralathicl, boꝛne his ſelfof Neri, the ſoonne ot Melchi, who was deſten⸗ 
ded of the lignage of Addi the ſoonne of Coſam,begotten of Helmadam. 
And he was lmeally deſcendedof Her, the loonne of Jeſo, ho was bozneof 
Heleazar the ſoonne ot᷑ Joꝛam. And father to Joꝛam was Mattga, beyng 
hymſclf bozne of Leu the ſonne ok Simeon, bone of Juda the ſoouc ot Jo; 
leph. And him had Joni begotten beyng himſelf the ſoonnc ok Hyellachim, the 
ſouneof Melea, And he was boꝛne ol Mathatha, beyng the loom of Na- 
than. This man had kyng Dauid begotten of Berſabee,by whom was re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed the ſtocke ot Salomon, which failed afoꝛe, and decaied in O30chias. 
Dauid was begotten ot Jeſſe the ſoonne of O bed, becyng dome of Booz. 
Father to this man was Salmon, the ſoonne of Naaſſon, bet yng bone ot 
Ammadab:to whom Aram was father, 4 Tram oonne to E ſrom, begotts 
of Phares, the ſoonne of Juda. Juda came by lineal deſcente krom the Pa⸗ 
triarke Jacob the ſoonne ok Jſaac, whom Abꝛaham beyng an aged maͤ had 
attoꝛdyng to goddes pꝛomiſſe, begotten of his olde wyke Sara. And Abꝛa⸗ 
ham was boꝛne ol Tharra the ſoonne of Nachoꝛ, beyng begottẽ of Saruch 
the ſoonne of Ragau, to whom Phalec was father, and father to hym again 
was Heber, begotten of Sale, the ſoonne ot Cainan, and Caina the ſoonneot᷑ 
Arpharat, whoſe father was Sem the ſoonne of Noe, # Noc the ſoonne of 
Lamech,x he the ſoõne of Mathuſalah beyng bome of Enoch, whoſt father 
was Jareth, and he deſcended of Malalehel. ð ſoonne of Cainan, who was 
begotte of Enos,» ſoone ot Seth, whoſe father was Adi, z begotte Seth 
after that he had liued an hundꝛed x thirtie yeres. Ada was head of al mã⸗ 
kynde. hauyngnone other authour ne pꝛogemtour ok his generaciõ but onely 
god, ot who he was crrated ot Þclaie of p yearth,beeyng to him as it wer in 
ſtede of a mother. And fozbecauſe that all mankynde was infected #taincted 
though pᷣ ſynne of this our pearthly father. reſe blyng pᷣ inclinacion of the- 
ſainefirſt father, it was now fallen into all kynde of viciouſneſſe : there was 
ſent p loꝛd Jeſus as a teſtoꝛer 4 a redemer of Þ ſame mankynde whit was 
ſo extremely fallẽ:to Þ ende Þ the ſame whiche had full # whole fallen down 
though ß diſobedifce of one, might bee reconciled again though ß obedicce 
of one: to þ ende 8̊ lyke as all thoſe. whiche had folowed Þ ſteppes of their 
rearthly father, became thereby ſubiett vato death: ſo thei which beeyng er⸗ 
epted fro Þ kynred of Þ ſynner thou gh baptiſme,wer araffed into the hea⸗ 
fly Adam. whiche is Jeſus Chaiſte, and did cleue faſt vnto the ſteppes of 
theſame:ſhould atteigne euerlaſtyng life in heauen. And in dede the begyn- 
nynges of mankynde whan it fell, and of theſame, at the reſtoꝛyng * it, dooe 
many 
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Theparaphuaſe of Eraſmus vpon 


in mau behalfes aun\wer taunt pourtaunt, the one contrarieto the other, 
Jo2 nothyng at all was there dooen in this matter by blynde chaunce oꝛ ca- 
(ualtec: but all the wholle pꝛoceſſe and diicourſt of thynges was tempecco + 
oꝛdꝛed by the wyſtdome and 02detnaunce of God almightie. The taltzyng oc 
Eue with the ſerpente whan ſhe was a virgin , was the begynnyng of our 
deadly peryſhyng:and the talkyng ot the virgin Marie with Sabuel, was 
the beg ynnyng ot our health and recouerie. Tue beeyng cozrupt with tye 
lure ot an apple laughing ou hir, bothe caſt awaie hir houſebande , and 
alſo bꝛought in death into the woꝛlde, ⁊ Marie beeyng a virgin foꝛ euer a 
tuct vntoꝛrupted, conſtauntely deſpiſyng all allurementt of the fleache, and 
withſimple plain fath willingly yeldyng hir ſelf vnto the wille of God, 
brought tooꝛth the man that bzought health and ſaluation to the woꝛlde. 
Adam alſo was tempted, and ouertomen: Chuſte beeyngtempted,onercaine 
the temptour. Adam folowyng the mynde of his wie whan ſhe was coꝛtu⸗ 
pted, was caſt out of paradiſe tot his labour: Chuſte obeiyng his father euẽ 
vnto death, ſette the ware into heauen wyde open, Foꝛ the ſenſual plealure of 
taſtyng an apple, was Ada made a bondeſeruaunte vnto the detuwill:Chuilte 
by iettyng all the kingdomes and delicate pleaſures of the world atnought, 
deleted our ene mie into our handes, to beſubdued at dur owne pleaſure, 
The onc though the eating of an apple, loſt al his poſteritet and ſuctceſſion:⁊ 
the other thꝛough abſtinence of meate, reſtoꝛed theun that afoze wer loſt. 
The one was dutuen awaie out of paradiſe into the yearth,repleniſhed with 
miſctie, and nyng all deſerte : and the other hath made awaie vnto heauen (ate 
and ſtrongly fenſed from all deſerteneſſe. Adam thꝛough the fain deſire of 
pꝛoud knowelage, plucked all his ſucceſſion after hym vnto death: # Chuiſte 
though the humble ovedicute ot feith, did reſtoꝛenfe again.Pea,and biſidcs 
all this, on bot he parties wood a tree. On the one ſyde the ſerpente by meane 
of thetree, ouertame and begiuled Adam: andon the other ſyde Chuſte by 
meane of the tree, beguiled and alſo ouercame the deiutll. By mrane of the trie 
came death: by meane of the tret came lite. The head and chief captain of our 
deſltuccion was made out of the yearth,beeyng a virgin: and the head ol our 
ſaluacion, boꝛne of the virgin Marie. Adam was created to the lykencſle of 
god, and Chuſte beeyng the true lykeneſſeof God, tookeon hym bothe the 


Jykeneſſe and nature of man. Adam was deceiued thzough his wife Eue: x 


Chuſtehathcalled backe his ſpouſe thechurche,from the dettiptetull errour 
of the detwill.On the one partie, a womã, whylethe ſemeth to bee made wyſe, 
vttted kooꝛth the begynnyng of alfooliſheneſſe:x on the other partie a womã 
whyle ſhe ſheweth hir ſelf void of al ſuche pꝛeſumpcion, bꝛyngeth foozthvnto 
vs the fountaine ot wyſtdome. The firſt Adam while he hath moze deſire to 
bee wyſe than obediente, bꝛought in foo licheneſſe into the woride: a thenewe 
Adam whecras he was the wyſedome of his father, was cotent to bee made 
as a foolc foꝛ our ſates, to the ende that we might bee made wyſe in hym. 

Thꝛougb pude came our falle:andthzough humiliteecame our ſettyng vp 
again à dam beeyng though the ſerpente made bare of all the good quali 
tets of themynde, couertd hym ſelf with teaues plucked fro the tree: Chuite 
beeyngrychet giftes celeſtial deſtredno manyer thyng at all ok this wozldes. 
Thekigures alſo of the old teſtamente doce verai wellacco2de nn 
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of che ghoſpeil. Moſes guided and led the Jlſcaelices out of Egypte: and 
Cyuſte hath deliuered theun krom the derkeneſſe ol ignoꝛaunce, and trom the 


bondage of vice, Thet had their paſſage there though the water, and we 


here tough baptiſme haue a readte wate to ſaluacion and freedome. There 
was a pilour of a cloude # of fyer : and here the father ſendeth a voicedown 
though a cloude,x our ſpirite is beptiſ@ with fyer. Though the firſt lawe 
is occaſion of death :th2ough thelawe of the ghoſpell we are called again 
to life. But the oldelawedid with thoundꝛeynges a li make theim 
ſoꝛe afeard:3 Þ lawe of Þ ghoſpell dooeth w ientiineſſe and benefites calle vs 
fooꝛth to ſaluaciõ. Moſes was terribleto be ſeen, but in ſuche wyſe þ coſtret- 
gned he was to couer his face: Chꝛiſte is mylde and full of courtcous huma⸗ 
mitee, and puttyng himſelf in coumpaignieemong the thickeſt of the people, 
\Yoſes went vp to the hill to talke with God: and Chziſte came down to vs, 
to the entente that Sod ſhouldſpeake to vs by hym. The firſt Adam whyle 
he coueteth tobeeequall with God, is comparedto bꝛute beaſtes void of vn⸗ 
derſtandyng. The ſecound Adam whan he humbled himſelf from his godly 
maieſtee down to the baſſeneſſe of ourhumain nature, wheras we wer moze 
abiecte and vyle then euen the bꝛute beaſtes are, he lifted vs vp to the partici 
pacion and b2otherhood of his godhed. Howto conclude , thzoughy Je: 
ſus the ſoonne of Naue was their returnynginto the lande flowyng 
with mylke and honey:andthzough Jeſus the ſoonne of avirgin is 
our returnyng again into paradiſe. Leatvs therefoze goe awate 
from the diſpoſicton of our firſt parentes,andduely folowyng 
the lyfe of our Lozde Jeſus,leatvs with pure myndes en: 
brate his and leat vs with al godiy zele and ende⸗ 
uour folowe his exaump of our powers, 
himſelf wyl aide vs therero with his helpe,the whiche

Nd Jeſus (vpon whoſe head the doue had lighted 
W befoze at his baptiſine ; beeyng not a void ſigne, but 
@ ea the yoly ghoſtehymſelf in that lykeneſſe,) although 
$A) ye wernow full of holy ghoge per vefozehe would 
Hentrepuſe Þ oſtice of pzeachyng the ghoſpell : becauſe 
he would beein all thynges appꝛoued and tryed euen 
Ato the vttermoſte,ere he would tatze ſuche an office in 
A hande : he departed from Joꝛdan, geuyng thereby a 
Sc) (c{[01,p after baptiſme, men ſhould endeuour thein- 
ſeifes to the mozehighererceraſes of godly liuyng : he withdꝛewe hymſelf 
from the toumpaigme of people, with whom to bee familiar and muche cõ 
uerſaunt, doocth mam tymes cozruptea man, and alſo dooeth cauſe the au⸗ 
toutet of a ttacher to bee the leſſe eſtemed and regarded. 
And wand And by the ſpitite of God whetewith he was wholly rauiſhed and poſ⸗ 
byihe tpiite fſſtd, he was mouedandled forte into wylderneſſe, from whens J hon 
ned. had tofoꝛe come fooꝛti emong the people. And thus did Jeſus euen as one 
that mynded to bidde the enemieof mankynde, quickely to come of and mate 
readic all his craftes and ingieng: veraily of purpoſe, bothe to ſhewe and 
declare vnto vs that the deiuill, who had hitherto been as a coquerour ouer 
mankynde, ond had holden theim captiue maie bee vanquiſhed and ſubdued: 
and alſo as it wer, with his fynger to poyncte vnto vs the wate how to 
wynne the victoꝛie ouer hym. N place was ſought and found apte and mete 
forthe temptours purpoſe, and that was wylderneſſe: and occaſion was 
nd in thoſe munſtred by the meanes of houngre. Foꝛ Jeſus to dooe the parte that Mo 
— ug {cs did in this behalf, now that he went about to geue vnto the wozldea 
ne we la we, ỹᷣ is to wete, a doctrine of grace, wohiche is the ghoſpell. he faſted 
as Moſes had dooen,fo wertie daies: and in all this tyme of the ſayd fower⸗ 
tie dayes he touched no manier of meate, but paſſed ouer all this tyme 
witch holy ptayers vnto God: geuyng laude and glozie to theſame, and 
totth geuyng continuall thankes vnto his heauenly father. Ind this was 
a paterne and a ſaumple oꝛ pꝛeſident of a cittam rare and vnwoont ber: 
tue in man. h ; 
Neither was he ignoꝛaunt of the craftes and ſubtilitees of Satan. 
who by all meanes poſſible neuer moze earneſtely pitcheth and ſetreth 
his ſnares and grimnes , then whan he percriueth the mynde and ſolle of 
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the ghoſpel of S. Luke, Cap.iiij. F O. xxbiuj. 
man with notable endeuour to encline and dꝛawe to wardes heauẽlyliuyng. 
Ind Satan had heard that one there ſhould come whiche ſhould diſcoüfugyt 
and deſtruie his putſſaunce : and whether that mightie conquerour wer now 
alreadie come o no, he ſtood in doubte: and what man Jeſus ſhould bee, he 
could not tell. Foz Satan who had beguiled mankynde tokoꝛe by his ſubtile 
craftes and wyles : was now conttatie wyſe to bee beguiled by the politique 
wyſedome of God. He had heard Jhon openly confeſſe and ſaie, J am not 
Chiiſte: Xoherefoze ſeryng and perceiuyng many chynges in Chaille, whiche 
terte ſutmountedthe coumpace of mans power : + on the other ſyde again, 
ſeepng hym to bee an houngred, and to bee in great affliccis though defaulte 
of takyng bodylyſuſteinaunce, ( wheras it is not readthat Poſes and He⸗ 
nas the faſtyng and abſtemyng meate by the ſpace of lykenoum- 
bꝛe of daies wer an houngred: ) heſuppoſed Jeſus to bee nothyng els but 
a man, yea and ſuche a man, as by his craftie conueighaunce might bee cozru- 
pted. Now the wilie and ſubtill deuiſe of the temptoure was this: that is to 
wete, either to ouercome and wynne hym in dede, 02 at the leſte wyſe to hunt 
out, whether he wer that Soonne of God oꝛ no, whichehad been pzomyſed 
by the ꝛophetes. Whiche thyng if he might haue perteiued ſo to bee, than 
would he bende all his ſtrength and foꝛte to this ende and purpoſe, that by 
one waie 02 other he might hindꝛe and lette the redempctonofmankynde.But 
no crafte is hable to take place oꝛ effecte againſt Þ wyſedome of God, whiche 
in ſuche ſoꝛte tempered and oꝛdꝛed all hit dooynges, that it did not onely ſub⸗ 
due and tonquier that ſame our moſte ſubtile and crafttie cnemie, but alſo de- 
feactedhym of his purpoſe by his wooꝛdes, leauyng hym ĩas muche doubte 
and vncertaintee, as he was befoze. By the inkirmitee of the fleache he mocked 
and diſappoyncted hym of his pourpoſe, and ihꝛough the ſtoutneſſe and 
puiſſaunce of the ſpiritt together with the ſurefenſe of holy ſcripture,he van⸗ 
quiſhed and ſubdued hym, ſo that hauyng the foyle and ouerthzowetohis 
great ſhame , he was ducuen awaie : and departed in as muche vncertaintee 
whether this wer the ſoonne of God oz no, as he was befoꝛe at his firſt co- 
myng. Satan therefoꝛe laied againſt Jeſus that ſame eſtectuall datte and ar⸗ 
tillerie, that he firſt vſed againſt the firſt parentes of mankynde Adam and 2 whas 
Eue : and therewith ouerth2ewe theim, alberit he onelyenticedtheim with p , wer en 
lure of a faire apple that laughed vpon theim : but here in Jeſus caſe, houn- ward youn- 
gre alſo, beeyng an eiuill that no man canendure withall , was a ſtrong hel: * 
per foꝛewardto the thyng,that the temptour went about. 

| Eſau beeyngcompelled with houngre, ſold the title and intereſt of his S. x:v. v. 
that heſhoulde haue had by elderſhip, heſolde it foꝛ a meſſe of 
pottagt. Ind the Lo2de Jeſus (if it had been his pleaſure ) might tough 
his diuine power, either haue kept a waie houngre from comyng to hym, 
02 els haue dꝛieuen it awaie whan it was come. Neuertheleſſe he woulde 
not ſo dooe, but it was his full pleaſure and wylle to laye a bayte foꝛ the 
temptour to ve, wherewith theſame temptour ſhould bee taken his owne 
ſeik. The weakeneſle of his bodye beryng ſuche as other men had, was 
lated in Satans waye , as a ſecrete baite to vie foꝛ his purpoſe : but the 
temptout ſtumbled, and hitte on the hooke of the po wer of his godhed. He 
ſawe the bodye of a man wytheryng and dꝛiyng clene awaie with houn- 
gre fo bee in great affliccion and peine, and none other lyke but Honey 
g ii to 
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The paraphzaſe of Eraſmus bpon 


to bit in the Jtoperdie and peril of death.(Ind me plainly affirme that there 
is no kynde of death moze peintull, then to beefamiſhed to death. He ſawe 
hym in the wyldernelle ferre from any towne 02 village, from whens any 
meate might bee gotren oꝛ intniſtred vnto hym toꝛ his ſuſtemaunce. 
theretoꝛe a boldeneſſe of theſe thynges the ſpirite of wiekedneſſe aſſaileth the 
Loꝛde Jeſus beeyng replete with the ſpirite of holyneſſe : he biddeth bace, 
and begynneth firſt with hym , of whom he was to bee ſubdued : he bid⸗ 
deth hym come kooꝛth who was to ſtrong and valiaũte foz hym to mathe 
with all: he attempteth to fake inthe ſnare, one ferre wyſer and moꝛe wa⸗ 
tie then hym ſelf, What nedeſt thou ( ſateth Satan) to bee thus tozmented 
with houngre - - 
It thou be Tf thou bee that ſame ſoonne of God whiche was pꝛomiſed to bee ſent 
Sed dom to tedeme the woude, commaunde that this ſtone turne into bꝛrade fo thy 
danger this behouf and that wil bee an euident tokẽ whereby foꝛ ther to declare, that thou 
ban bat. att the ſoonne of God in dede. Foꝛ thy father vndoubtediy will not in this be: 
half geue a deaf eate to his ſoonne beeyng thus in diſtreſſe and Jeoperdie of 
death though houngre. And ſeeyng that he created all thynges of naught, it 
ſhould bee an acte of no great matier, if the Soonne of God turne a ſtone 
into bꝛeade. | 
Jt ts wytte: But Jeſus beryng not ignoꝛaunt what the temptour herin hunted fo?, fo 
Men a! tempered his aun wer that he neither conſenttdto the temptours countaill, 
bzeaveoncly noꝛ yet Diſcloſed the nature of his godhed to his memie, who now by anewe 
bo dev way and a ſtraunge conuctghannce was though the infirmitee,and weakeneſſeof 
— Jeſus bodye, bothe to de beguiled , and alſo to bee conquered. He denyethnot 
| but Þ Soonne of God had powerto turne ſtones into b2eade,ne diſalloweth 
fo aſl wage the hoũgre of the bodye with meate whiche was oꝛdeined there: 
fore, but bythe autoutee of the holy ſcripture ol God, he planly ſheweth, 
that there is a life of the ſolle muche moꝛe to bee regarded then the life of the 
bodye: andthatfhereis a ſpiritual mrate, whicheis moꝛe requiſite to ber 
deſired , then the meate p foꝛ a ſhozte tyme pꝛolongeth the bodily life, whiche 
lite neuertheleſſe muſt of neceſſiter periſhe within a choꝛte ſpace afterward, 
eyther by meanes of ſickeneſſe, o2 of age, oꝛ of ſome othercaſualtie. For the 
meare of the ſpirite geueth life for ever to endure, and this meatets Þ wooꝛde 
of God. This firſt aſſault therefore of the deinil!, Jeſus auoided with this 
cat, vill a, aunſwer : It is wꝛytten ſaieth he in the booke of Deuteronomie. Nan liverh 
not by breade onely,but by euerie vvorde that procedeth out of the mouth of God. 
Ind for this purpoſedoveththe Loꝛde now take the wooꝛde of the diuine 
ſcriptures for his ſaigh:firſt,to teache vs humilitet and ſobꝛeneſſe that we 
ought not pꝛeciſelyto attirme anythyng without the autozitee of Scripture 
geuen vnto vs from God: Secoundly he declareth vnto vs, that thert is no 
weapon of moꝛe effectual ſtrength againſt all the inſtinctes and mottons of 
wiekeddeinils, then the aut oꝛitte of the holy Scriptures. Out of the aid 
Sciptures is the true meate of the ſolle to beeſought and gotten, if a man 
bee of mynde vnd wille to liue to godward, to whomward who ſo liueth 
not, the ſame is altradie but a dead man, yea although to the vie he aps 
pereto bee aue. The firſt parentes Adam and Eue did cate and thei 
dyed koꝛ their labour. That if thei had genen the temptour that ſame 


aunſwer , whiche the Loꝛde Jeſus here at this preſent ryme gaue wo, 
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and had moꝛe regarded the loꝛdes commaundemente (theduektzng wherof 
geueth life euerlaſtyng, ) then the appetite and luſte of that moꝛrall applt:thei 
had not endaungered bothe cheumſeites and all their ſucceſſion after theim to 
death and damnacion. And thus muche ferther dooeth theeraumple of our 
ſalucour teache, that miracles are not to bee ſhewed foꝛ theluſte oꝛ pleaſure of 
men. but at ſuche tymes onely, whan the glozie of Chuſte doocth call foꝛ it, oꝛ 
els charitee and loue towardes our bzother,dooeth neceſſarily ti quyꝛe it. Fo2 
either to weoꝛke 02 to feigne ſightes of woondꝛes foꝛ a vainglouous boa 
ſtyng,(as who ſhould ſate,this can J dooe: )o2 to ſatiſfiethe curious luſt and 
pleature of the lookers on, whereby neither goddes gloue is aduaunced, noꝛ 
any p2ofitegroweth vuto ourneighbour,is nothyng els, but the pꝛopertie + 
condicion of witches and Juglers, as foz enſaumple,a bzennyng fyerb2ande 
to ber diepped into the water, and not quẽched therewith:02 the fearefuil lyke- 
neſſe of Hectoꝛ 02 Achilles to bee made appere to the ſighte, oꝛ the ruſhes 
and ſtra wes to goe crallyng about the houſe,ſemyng to bee ſnakes. Jeſus at 
no tyme che wed any mtracle, but that bothe the glozie ol his father was ſette 
looꝛth thereby, and alſo the neceſſitee of menrelieyed, oz els that fo a tyme 
the vn beliek of men ſhould thereby bee moucd and ſtierrdto frityh. Whan the 
multitude of people wanted wherewith to bee fedde, he ſo multiplied a fewe 
loaues, that theſame ſuſtiſed to many thouſandes : but in ſo muche would he 
not voucheſalue to fede the pies of Herode with any miracle, that he would 
not ſo muche as open his lippes to ſpeake vnto hym. Ind foꝛ the lyke purpoſe 
and con\:deracion,dcoeth he at this pꝛeſtnt denye a miracle to Satan. 


Lund tbe detuill fooke dym into an High mount ain, and e wed bym all the k s The terte. 
of the wo21de,cucn in the twinckelyng of an vte, and the detuili ſated vato hym: All this 
power will I giue thee eueric where, and the gloze of theim, (fo? rhe! are deliueted vnto 
me: and to whomſocucr J wil, I geue it:) Jt toou therefoze wilt fall down before me, + 
woꝛchtp me,thet all bet all thyae. Jeſus aunſweted and ſau d vuto hym, hentt from me 
— it is wzpten, Theu alc wurſhip the Lozdetby God, and bym onely (þ21c 
tut. 


The detuill, though he wer vanquiſhed at this firſt bickeryng, yet ceaſed 
not from triyng maiſterieg with Jeſug,to our exſaũple, leſte that we beeyng 
ons conquerours, ſhould geue our ſelfes to ſittyng till, void of all fare oꝛ 
care : but that we ſhould haue euermoꝛe from tyme to tyme, amynde readie 
and well armed and fenſed agaunſt his newe aſſaultes. Suche as haue pꝛo⸗ 
kited and growen to a meane degree of euangelicall Phttoſophie # doctrine, 
doe eaſily contemne the diſeaſe oz vice of gluttonie and riottous exceſſe, 
as a thyng beryng bothe filthye and beaſtely.Albeeit euen in this temptacion 
alſo afoze goyng, there wanted not the gryn and ſnare of mouyng Jeſus 
to preſumpteous vſurpyng and takyng vpon hym, whan Satan ſaid; 
If thou bee the Sonne of God. Fo2 ſuche as of nature are arrogaunt ⁊ pzoude, 
and deſirous of glozie, dooe oftetymes attimpte to reache to ſuche thyn- 
ges as are ferre abouetheir powers: becauſe thei will not lefe any parte 
of the opinion and eſtimacion that menne haue of theim : and ſo by a 
craftie coulour and tountrefaict gloſſe , thei take vnto theim the thyng 
that is not in theim, huntyng fot glozie and fame cmong men. After 
that ſoztedooe many by dereiptetull and craffie feacteg vſurpe vnto theim⸗ 
tries the giftes of P2ophecie,whichethei haue not: * many —_—— 
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and crakee * hauyng viſtons of Jungels, whiche thei yet never ſawe. But 
tit Loꝛde zus contrarie wple:although he wer greatteſt of all tye woe, 
pet he will not be ackno wen of his greatneſſe, but hydeth it, ſhewyng fooꝛth⸗ 
ward no countenaunce but of infirmitie and weakenefle ok the bodye, ne ac 
any tyme ſheweth he foozth his godiy power, but whan lo to dooets erpe- 
diente foꝛ the health of man, to the ende that the fathers gloꝛie maie bee re 
noumed and troumped abꝛode by the ſoonne. Satan theretoꝛe as he is mall 
cious, à will neuer haue doot ne bee in teſte, dooeth eftſons inuade the Loꝛd, 
a ſette vpõ hyin,with thelame darte þ he hath dooen afoꝛe, but in a ſoondne 
matier, aſſaiyijg whether he ỹ could not ber ouertto we with hoũgre might 
poſſibly bee coꝛtupted with the rycheſſe + honoures of this woꝛlde. F oꝛ am 
bicion, which is the deſire of honour | aduaunermente is a 0204 a mmyſchicf 
bothe peſtileiit and alſo in manier vnpoſſible to bee onercomed. It is an eintil 
that ſtraleth on a man cuen in moſte excellent vertues and qualitres , crepyng 
in and acquamtyng it ſelf in hertes that la bout to clyme + to mounte vp onto 
thynges of high diiticuitee;i ſo muche that, who neither aducrſiree,no2 pouer- 
tee,neſickeneſlehaue bernhable to breake:whomneither any tiottous erceſſe, 
oꝛ lecherie, hath been ha ble to corrupte:theim doocth the tarneſte deſire and 
affecc6 of glozte,ouerth2owe and bꝛyng quyte vnder foote. f oꝛ what ti pig 
is there ſo miſcheuous 02 ſo wicked, whiche moꝛtall men will tefuſe bothe to 
dooe and ſuffre. it thei maie thereby beate rewle, and bee in auto ꝛiter⸗ Js not 
okte tymes the croune of a toyalme bought with potſonynges, w murdzeyng 
of the nereſt zyndꝛed, with inceſluous mariage within the degrees forbidden 
by goddes lawe, and with other vilames not to ber named: With the laugh- 
ter and murdꝛemente of how many perſones is the ſrigniourie of ſome cue 
citie no w and than gotten into mennes handes and poſſeſſion - {Honour 1s 
ſwete:a gate thyngitis to be a tewler:and a royall matier to extelle and paſſe 
others. And reignyngdoceth vtterly i all behalfes ſeme to be a certai poyucte 
of Godhed emong menne. With this ſamc ſwett flatreyng peilen wer firſt 
parentes Adaͤ and Euc caught. Che lure of the flatreyng apple was delecta- 
ble to their yies:but the high perfection of knowelage falſely pzomiſcd vnto 
theim by the Serpente, and the dignitie of becyng enuall with the ſtate of 
Goddes:was muche more delectable to their myndes. With this engiẽ there 
foꝛe did the temptour aſfaille Jeſus, and henot a whitte Chzounke backe 
from the vnreſtekull malaperteneſſe of theſaine teinptour : to the ende that he 
would vanquiche hym to our behouf, and would tcache vs the facion how 
to geat the ouerhand of hym.

— meuntt laicth all the kyugdomes of the woꝛlde befoze bis ries ( for a wicked 
all the kyng- ſpirite bythe permiſſion andſuffreaunce of God,maieſomuchedoce, as to 
domes of the rep2eſente burg mennes yes a linely ſemblaunt cf thynges, after a crit un 
ſtraunge and woondꝛekull manier:) and euen intheſame momente alſo, looke 
whatſocuer poyncte of high eſtate oꝛ royalter, the route # ruffleyng of great 
kynges and pꝛyntes hath within their courtes. oꝛ otherwyſe bclongyng rnto 
theim : theſame doocth Sathan by a certain ſleight as it wer of a iugleyng 
caſt, ſette betoꝛe the yies of Jeſus ( as fozeraumple,) rycheſſe, ſeruauntts. 
palaices, armies, troumpettes, ſeruice, and attendaunce of menne _— 
an 
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end krelyng vnto theim, ſhewes of ropaltee wha tihei goe abꝛode, trioüphes, 
ainba lade, power to commaũde and to haue all thynges dooen at a vrike, 
and other thynges a great maigmie, vhere withail chetlaterie of ail peoples, 
dooctq woꝛſhyy and cxalte moꝛtal Princes of the woꝛlde beeyng ofre tymes 
bothe fooliſhe and vngodly, oꝛ ho wſoeuer other thynges bee, ywiſſe kraull, x 
not hauyng any long tyme to liue: yet the people vſe theim as verai Soddes: 
yea and the Princes ſelfes beeyng ſette in a pꝛydethough the pꝛoſperous foꝛ. 
tune ot rhyages tranſitouc,thynketheimſelfes better then God almighties fe- 
lowes. A certain ſpectacle of all theſe thynges woondꝛetull to beholde and 
imagine, did that ſame crafrieinugler ſoodam /p in a momente repꝛeſente ber 
toꝛethe pies ot the Loꝛde Jeſus, who canot ber deceiued with any ſleightes 
of ingle yng, foꝛaſmuche as nothyng is hidden 02 vnano wen vnto hym. Ind Au tus pa- 
vnto tyis ropall ſhewe of thynges, did the liyng and malapert Satan ſerte {yur 100 fe 
out a peincted ſoꝛte of woꝛdes moꝛe ſtately and gloꝛious, then the thynges 
(rites wer, All theſe ſame thynges ( ſaicth he)ſo godly,fo ryche, and ſo full of 
royaltce, bee deliueredto my power and diſpoſicion, to geue and to graunt 
bnto whomſoeuer me lyketh. Foꝛ the ſoueraigne a the God of this woꝛlde, #03 thet bee 
Jam. That ik thou wilt acknowelage my ſoueraigne godly power, and fal dae vas 
long down flatte at my knees wilt bough and knelevnto me, the whole vm ; 
uctſal power and poſſeſſion of all theſe realmes and kyngdomes that thou ze thou wat 
lecſt, will J deliver vp into thy hãdes. Thou ſeeſt how great Þname of Cea- falroomn bc 
ar is enerte where: and yet how ſmall a pozas of the woꝛldeis it, that ac⸗ f 
knowelageth hym foꝛ their Loꝛde and ſoueraigne⸗ Ind 5 alone ſhalt haue # 
cnioye theim euerie ene without ercepcion, a ſhalt bee wurſhipped as a God 
hert on pearth, ſo that thou wilt acknowelage me foꝛ the autour and geuer 
of ſo great a bliſfulneſſe. Thou knoweſt here ( F am ſure good chꝛiſten rea- 
dcr,tycinoſtelivng and moſte pꝛeſumptuous faiynges of hym, who ſaied 
once vnto thoſe vnkoꝛtunate firſt parentes of mankynde Adam and Ene, ye 
ſhal in no wyſe dye: but ye chalbee as Goddes, knowyng good and eiuill. — vs 
Dire the Loꝛde Jeſus daͤpned the wieked wooꝛdes of Hatha, with wooz- 
des of Soddes holy ſcripture, ſaiyng: Juaunt Satan with al thy deceipte⸗ 
tu pꝛomiſſes. In hurtefull gameit is, a full of hindꝛeaunte. that is bought 
w'th the loſſe of due loue and deuocion to wardes G O D. Thethyng that 
thou wouldeſt couenaumte and endete to haue, is wiel ed and thethyng that 
thou pꝛomiſeſt is in vain, Fo2 wijytten it is in the boke of Deuteronomie: Dev. 78 
The Lord thy God ſhalt thou vvurſnip, and hym onely ſhalt thou ſerue. Bod Will — one 5 
not ſuftre his gloꝛic to bie putte ouer from hymſelk to an other noꝛ will ware p, and 
not ſufkreto haut any partenerinit. e is the true od a Loꝛde of al thyn- N dlre 
g's whatſoener there is in heauen oꝛ in earth. Ind vn to all that are true ; 
wurſhippers of hym, he freclp pꝛe miſtth the enheritaunceof the kyngdome 
of heauc. His qtyng muſt men bee rewled by, rather then by thynt, who, lyke 
as thou dooeſt wiekedlyrequire to haue to thy ſelt the honcur that is due to 
God alone: ſo dooeſt thon pꝛomi e not onely thynges of vanitee,and thynges 
that ſhal not any long tyme endurr, but alſo perteinyngto an other mannes 
poſſeſſion, a not to thyne. The Loꝛde Jeſus might haue aunſwered : where: 
ſoꝛe dooeſt thou pꝛomiſe me that is myne owne alreadie - with what face 
dooeſt thou require me to fall down at thy tees, ſence that J am God, the 
wh:che created ther, the whicheerpul{edrhee fo2 thy 2 caſt the down 
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out of heauen, and readte and hable euen now to caſt thee down into helle ag 
ſoone as J hall. o thinke good. Ouer theſe verai kyngdomes whiche thou 
otrreeſt me, no power ne titie it is that thou haſt, if the wzong iudgemtute 
and vngodlyueſſe ot moztall people did not geue thee power and autoutee 
ouer therin. By their kolpe it is, that thou arte of any power, True loue a de: 
uvciun to waroes GOD, ſhall teuiue again:and where ſhall thy kyngdome 
tian bie : Tug might Jeſus haue ſaied: but Satan was at that pꝛelent to 
bie beguueo, and not to ber enſttucted, ne taught. 

Netcyer was he wooꝛthie to ber tolde of his faulte, foꝛaſmuche as he could 
by no manier meanes bee refourined. But koꝛ our behouk was all this pa⸗ 
geaunte plated:weit wer to whom this leſſon was grum, that whatſocuer. 
ting hath the diſhonour of God iopned wityir, how profitable ſo tuit it 
ſane to ber, is with great ſtou:neſſeto beerefuſtd and defyed:not as though 
rychelle are of theim eltes etuill:o2 that to bee a kyng is of it ſelf ciuill, oꝛ to 
bee a publique magiſtrate oz in high autotitee is of it ſelf ciuill: but fox 
that in manierno man maketh hymlclit a wait to the'e thynges, but by 
naughtie meanes and conucighaunce: and fo that the thynges are not en 
ioped ne poſſeſſed without ſoꝛe daungier of fozgeattyng the bounden duetie 
and loue towardes god:and becauſethet are ſubiect to th? haſarde oficoper- 
dies and perilles winumerable.Ind truely whatiocuer perſon beepng cc u- 
pted with inoꝛdinate deſire of ſuchethynges as theſe, doocth make light of 
goddes commaundemẽ tes, vſeth fraudeard falſchdod,ſtealcth,fozſweareth, 
fleaghcth.vſ.th right and wꝛong as al one. ſuche an one bath cuen now al- 
readic kneled down and dooen wurſhip to the Pꝛince of this woꝛlde, hath 
denyed God. by alta gur made with Goddes tie. And as often as the 
mynde of a Chꝛiſten man is enticed, that foꝛ encreacyng of his ſubſtaunce, oꝛ 
for otteinng rewle and autoꝛitet, oꝛ foꝛ purchacyng of glozie and renoune, 
the trueth nate der foꝛſakt, and wiekedneſſe receined inthe placetherof:Leat 
{pm by this etaũp le ot Chuſtehis Captaine,make aut wer without frart. 
Auaunt Sathan with all thy deteiptcfull pzmiſſes:onely 5 O D is to bet 
wwrſkipped and boughed vnto : and who fo hath hym his good Loꝛde, the- 
ſame is Lode of all ti p:ges with hym. 

¶ Ind he carryed bymto Dieruſalem, and ſette dym on « pynnacleof the Temple, 
and (ated tnro hym. It thou be the ſoonne of God,caft thy ſelf down from hens. Foz it is 
w2ittcn,be Gall geue His Aungels charge oner thee to kepe thee and in their handes they 
Wali beate (hcevp,thar thou dathe not thy foote againſt a tone. And Jeſus aunſwered 2 
Caied vnto hym: It is ſaied:thou alt not tempte the Lozde toy God, And as (oone as all 
the temptacion was ended, the deiuill departed from bym fo: a ſcafon, 

Neitiet dooeththeeadeleTemalaperteneſſe of Satan, although it wer 
thus alſo putteof from his purpoſe, not yer neither geue ouer, oꝛ ſurceaſſe fr5 
temptyug · He ſetteth vpon Jeſus pet once mo2e,as an enemie oktt to ber van 
quithed:to che ende that we ſhould vnderſtande our ſelfes to haue in this life a 
contiauall 'tqht w tyeſame our aduerſarie, neither any thyng to ber ſo muc he 
ag inſt all gods foꝛbod, whervnto he dareth not pꝛeſume to pꝛouoke and en 
ice the ttue ſit iintes ot od: but yet that good men nede not to feare, to 
w joſe beyouf Chziſte Jeſus hath vanquiſhed hym, and who haue dartes # 
weapons enough, of moſte ſtrength end vertue out of the holy ſcriptures, 
where wich the malaperte impoꝛtunitee of thetemptcur maie in a momente 
det out faced and quailled. Foz al the auitage that he geatteth by , 
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is to none other poyncte, but by miniſtryng ſuche a good occaſion, to mate 
the vertue of the good inen greatter + better tried. He therefoꝛe ledet a waie n 
rye Loꝛde Jcſus fromthe high mountain vnto the citie of Hieru! alm, and'sn a por acc 
tqere ſette hym eue vpon the vppermoſtepmnacte of the Temple:and efrſons © gebe. 
p20u0okethhymby temptatiõ, to the ende that either beeyng ouercomed wir 
vainglo ue he ſhould caſt himſelf down headlong 2 ſd bꝛeatze his necke, oꝛcts 
by that tokẽ he ſhould deſcry hymſelfro beetheſoonneof God. And a defenſe 
to maintaine his fraude withal,he ſtole out of the holy ſcripture, albeeit vn- 
derſtanded and taken in a wrong ſenſe , and not applyed to ſuche purpoſe as 
if ought to bee. Fo2 by ſuche like meanes dooe the wicked perſones and here Fe: i fa wit 
riques many tymes abuſe the ſcripture of God, and deteiue the vnwarie wu a d 
thei depꝛaue andturne by awzong ſenſe, the rule of Goddes wooꝛde to thetr e 20+ 
owne atfeccions Here (ſaieth he) declare thou, whether thou bee the ſconnee 
of God, oz not. Caſt thy ſelf down headlong, and in cafe thou ſhalt haue no - 
harineat all thereby. it maie than bee open and euident vnto all creatures, 
that thou art the ſoonne of God. Heither is there any daungier of any mt 
auenture to betalle ther. Foz it is wꝛytten in the Pſalmes, as touchyng the 
ſooune of God. that heſhall geue charge to his Aungels concernyng thee, that thei 
ſee thee preſerued, md that theiſhall vvith their handes beare thee vp, that thou Pſe!. txt e. 
maieſt not ſtumble vvich thy ſoote at any ſtoone. This Pꝛophetie was not 
ſhewed directely of Chziſte alone, but of any godly man what euer he bee, 
that truſtyng boldeiy on goddes mightie helpe, ought not to bee aftard on 
his owue behalf from any eiuils of this woꝛlde: actoꝛdyng as the Loꝛde 
eſus hymſelf bidde his Apoſtles to bee out of all feare oꝛ care ĩ their hertes, 
oꝛ not ſo muche as an heare of one ot᷑ their heades ſhould periche, contrary 
to the mynde and plcaſure of theit heauenly father, But Jeſus makyng no an» Jun: 
countenaunce,al this whilc,that he was naturally the ſoonne of Sod:onciy ern 
made this aunſwerfolowyng , whiche might haue been made of any good chou ere 
man whateuer he had bec: aud with a terte of holy ſcripture rightly alleged, _ 2 
he conuinced the texte of ſcripture whiche Satan had falſely cited, as if one 
would haue dꝛieuen out one naille with an other in a bourde. But con:rarte 
wyſe ( ſaleth he it is wꝛytten inthe booke of Deuteronomie: thou ſhalt not 
tempt the Lorde thy god. His helpe ſhalber readie,whan any caſualtie c2 wha 
any matier concernyng goddes cauſe, hall bꝛyng theim into daungier: but 
not whan thou ſhalt foꝛ a vaingloꝛie oꝛ a bꝛaggue pꝛouoke and require the 
high power of God to bee ſhewed. either dooeth the tendzeneſſe of God 
towardes vs, ſerue to maintaine the glozte,o2 the carnall pleaſure of mã:but 
he at ſuche tyines as his will is, declaryng his owne gloue in mu, dooeth ſuc- 
tour matme beeyng deſtitute of the ayde # helpe of the woꝛlde. But vnwooꝛ 
the is that perſone of goddes helpe, who fozhis owne vaingloze dooeth 
wilfully caſt hymſelf into a manifeſt daunger of his life. Netther is it the p20- 
pertie oł atruegodlymanto appoyncte vnto God, whan oꝛ how he ought - 
to deltuct vs from perils fozaſmuch? as certain we are that whether he deli⸗ 
uer vg. oꝛ deluer vs not:that thyng is entended and wꝛought by hym, that is 
moſte foꝛ out health aud ſafegarde. Oftẽ tymes it is moze foꝛ our benefite , x 
good happe to bee ſicke. thẽ tu be in health:to dyr, thẽ to liue:to bee in afflicctõ 
the to haue pꝛoſperitie, It is pꝛeſent godlyneſſe to depẽde ol hym w a ſynale 
hette:a a wieked thyng it is, with maneg curious ſearchyng, to tẽpte what his 
power 
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po wer maie extende to dooe.Fox heis of power todooeallthynges , but he 
will not dove but whatis beſt. With thele and other waies mo, did our head 


and maiſter Jeſus, ſuffrehymſelf to bee tempted of Satan immediately in 


maner after his baptiſme:to the ende that we ſhould not thynke it to bee luſti⸗ 
cient, that all our ſynnes haue been foꝛgtuen vs though tte lauacre of dap⸗ 
tiſme: but that we muſt take in hand a entre a ſharpe battaill with our ene: 
mie Satan, who will leauenothyng vnattempted, foꝛ to dꝛawe vs backe a⸗ 
gain into our olde bondage. At our baptiſme we mouſtre to the behouf of 
our captain, and we pꝛomiſe to warre vnder his banners againſt the armie 
of Satan. And as foꝛ men ok this woꝛlde we haue nothyng to do withall, 
inthe waie of any querele, foꝛaſmuche as Chziſte commaunteth vs to loue, 
a euen out enemies too: but we haue to dooe with the wicked ſpirites, who 
ight againſt vs from on high, with kierie dartes, and with muche policie, 
But Jeſus our ſoueratgnehath once diſcoũteighted al their powers, a there: 
fore hath deliuered the mto our handes eaſie enough to ber vanquiſhed:yea a 
wil eftſons ſubdue them in vs, if we will folo we theſame trade of fightyng, 
whereby Chriſt bꝛought theim vnder ſudieccid. Thei aſſaultt vs ſome why: 
les bythẽſilfes, puttyng vngodly thoughtes in out hertes:many tymes by 
eiiull men, as their ſouldiers thei aſſaill vs, wha they pzocure and make out 
meſſagiers that maie pꝛouotze vs to allſenſuall volupteouſneſſe, that with 
bꝛallyng and with raillyng wooꝛdes maie moue and ſtiere vs to w2athe and 
manſlaughter. And baites wher with to cafche vs thei ſomt wt plts fette of 
this wolle. the pꝛomociong, ty. heſſe, a popes whereof thel dooe by heapes 
caſt into our yits. And mary tymts eve out of our owne'lfes thei take bai 
tes fo vs. For there be in vs certain aflectio nate paͤguls of nature, whiche 
we ate not hable to caſt awaie fiõ vs, onleſſe we ſwould vtteriy ſhake of our 
humain nature, as foꝛ example, appetite to meate and d2ynke, deſire to fulfill 
the luſte ok carnal concupiſcence, atter that nature hati made vs of full age 
thcr:to. And although moderatelp to vſe carnall copulacion with the lawfull - 
wyfe is none cnoꝛmitee:noꝛ againſt the high pleaſure of Godit is, to alle 
thirſt and houngre with meate and dꝛynke: yet in this behalf dooeth cur ſub⸗ 
till and wyle ent mie lye in awaite foꝛ vs, that either we maie geue theſe affec- 
tions thc bꝛidle in nung more then fox the ſufft aunce of natute is neceſſarie, 
o eis e pptate tie rage oftheim by ſuche waies as is not cõuenict. Of whiche 
ſorte foꝛ exaumple theſe that here folowe mate bee:as if one ſhould touche an 
othet mannes wife, oꝛ vſe his owne wyfe immoderately,o2 do oe the acte at 
tet fations vnſemelp : 02if one ſhould with ofkendyng his Chaiſten brother, 
tate of thynges of teed vnto J dolles, whan he maie avoid that ſlaundꝛe, and 
yet otherwyſe wel cnough relieue the neceſſitee of the bodye, There bee alſo i 
euerie of vs certain ſpeciall inclinacions bothe of the bodye and of the mynde 
to tertam vices.whetherit ſo bee, that theſame wer firſt taken of our pardtes, 
# ſo haue ticked ſtill in vs, oꝛ whether thei haue bern taken of a cuſtome oꝛels 
whether thei haue by any other meanes, ct me vnto vs. Is foꝛ exaumple:one 
manis of nature moꝛe pꝛone to couetiſe, an other to gluttonie, another to 
leacherie, an other to wꝛathe, an other to ambicion.Of all theſedooeth out 
enemie leaue not one vnwatched, whereby he maie daa we vs to dam 
na ion.

Foꝛ how the caſeſhould afterward ſtar d 
with vs,Chziſte did now erpꝛeſſe by eraumple of himſelf. Foz after that the 
deiuell had deſpeched and ſpent out all the feactes and crafrie poynctes that 
he could againſt the Loꝛde, and yet ſa we that he was neuer a whit the neter 
of his purpoſt, dreyngnot onely ouercomed, but alſo deluded and defeacted 
in wooꝛdes, he departed awaie: ho wbeit but fo2 a ſeaſon, that is to ſaie, to 
returne again to temptyng whan he might ſecke a pꝛocure an occaſion there⸗ 
to. foꝛ (ens the tyme that he could not gat out of Jeſus to pꝛofeſſe that 
he was the ſoonne ot God, whom he was not hable with any good ly ſhewe 
of thynges to coꝛtupte:he after ward laboured tyꝛough the healpe of his 
ſoldiers the Phariſeis, the Scribes,and the pꝛieſtts, to putte hym to death. 
pet euen in this behalf alſo dio Jeſus by a godly policie, mocke and defeacte 
the wylineſſe of his aduerſarie foꝛ thethynges Þ Satan with all his ſtrẽgt 
laboured to bꝛyng to paſſe to our caſtyngawaje: theſame did Chꝛiſte turne 
into out ſaluacion.pea, a then moſte e petciany of all did Satan pertetue his 
tyꝛannie to be clene ouerthꝛowen:whan he aſſured himſelk of moſt vndoubs 
ted victoꝛie. Firſt came baptiſine, whiche geueth the ſtate of innocencie : than 
afterward came wylderneſſe, and tontinuall pꝛaier, faſtyng, and there wirhall 
battaill with Satan, againſt whö we are moſte chiefe ly armed with auoy⸗ 
dyng the coumpaignie and reſoꝛte of people, emong who there is in no plate 
wantyng. matier enough to pzonoke x ſtiere weake myndes vnto vices mo 
then on. Pꝛaier fenſeth and gardeth the ſo le: Faſtyng abateth the ſtrength 
of the bo dye, and encreaceth moꝛe ſtrength to the ſolle.

And this is the veraie true officemoſte 'pecially be⸗ 
longyng to biſhops, whiche office no man dooetij after a right ſoꝛte take in 
hande,onleſſe he bee many waies tryed and pꝛoucd, onleſſe he bee found a c<- 
querour and a ſut duer of al naughty appetires, whiche dooe toꝛrupte and 
pcrilhe the woꝛde of God, o that he map bet hable to teache others too, by 
What meanes thet may re{iſt Satan. Foꝛit is net enough chat a teacher af 
the ghoſpel be pure fro vices,but he muſte allo be ſtout and vncdꝛtupte, that 
neither koꝛ lucre,nefo2 any ſenſuall pleaſute cf the be dye. ne fo2Abicis, ne fo2 
the feareof any ciuils, he wyll decline fro the vpright ſtreightneſſe of þ trueth 
of ß ghoſpel,whiche truet Sati doocth not at atwe tyme ceaſſe to aſſault 


byſiithe perſons as lone this wozlde more then thet.loue the glozie of God. , .f 
Jud this the Loꝛde Jeſus beeyng mynded to teache vs the p2emil; curnco vp the

agree iuſtely wü the P2ophecte of E ſai, in whiche it was foꝛeſapd. p about 
the coaſtes of Zabulon and Reptalim, that is to ſaie, nexe to Galile of the 
Gentiles, the light of Goddes trueth ſhall ſpꝛing vp: and partely to the entẽt 
tyat no parte of the pꝛoſperous p2ocedyng of the ghoſpell,ſhould ber impu⸗ 
ted to the aide 02 mainteinaunte of this wolde,in caſe the ghoſpell had been 
caught 02 bzought to light by learned me, by riche fo kes, oꝛ by mẽ of power 
oꝛ in caſe it had ſpꝛong vp out of a regiõ beryng any tyyng famous. Foꝛ God 
did of a purpoſe chooſe and picke out all thynges vile and abiect in wouldely 
eſtimacion, to thende that all the whole glozieof ſo meruailous a matiet 
— — ſhould redoundvntohimſelfe, And euen now already was the kame ok Je- 
dim imaugs (US not vnſpoken of emong the people of Galile, with whom, by reaſon of 
out eli ther ſome myꝛacles pꝛiuately ſhewed þ all the woꝛlde knewenot ol. he was come 
Pro in knowelage to inany,yea,euen befoze his baptiſine,a fewe diſciples euen at 
chat tyme gathered vnto hym, whom it was his pleaſure to haue as witneſ⸗ 
ſes of all his whole life and doctrine, Ind euen at theſame veray tyme he by 
lytle a lytle withdꝛewe hymtelfe fro the affeccionate willes of his kynſfolkes, 
becauſe he would by his ſo dopng teache vs, that kynſfolkes alſo dooe okttti⸗ 

mes hurte the ſynceritee and pureneſſe ok doctrine, 

But after that Jhon was caſt in pꝛieſon ( foz duryng the tyme of Jhons 
pꝛeachyng, Jeſus did in manier altogether holde his peace, becauſe there 
chould no ſpice of contencion gro we oꝛ aryſe bet wene the Diſciples of the 
one andthe other whether ſhould haue the pꝛerminence) he with a great 
tourage entreth the buiſy office of pzeachyng the ghoſpell openly in the 
fact of the wozlde , Foꝛ it was now tyme, that the lawe beeyng reſtret- 
gned and kept vnder bandes (the figure wherof Jhon did deare ) the liber 
tee of the ghoſpel chould putte fooꝛth the head, and ſhewe it ſelf . Foz a 
p2icſonyng and fettres was moſte mete foꝛ the lawe beeyng full of wado⸗ 
wes, and becyng derkened with myſtical doubtefull ſaiynges : but mete 
it was to lctte the light of the ghoſpell vp on high, to the entente it might 
bee open inſight to all regions and coaſtes of the worde without excep⸗ 
—— to the greatteſt as to the leſte, aſwell to the learned as to the 

arne 

Than as ſoone as the Loꝛde was rerurned into Galile though the 
power of the ſpirite of God, with whom he was killed, ( whiche power was 
now aſwell dy his doctrine ,as alſo by myꝛacles, parteip vttrerd:) the fame 
whiche had tofoꝛe (as ye would ſaie )flighen abzode but emong a frwe pt 
ſones in compariſon , concernyng Jefug , was than publiſhed and bzuited 
adꝛode thzoughout al that region,” Fox vntoa teacher of the ghoſpell,a fa- 
mous name is requiſite :notfo2 that ſuche an one ought to ſeke glozte emõg 
men, but foꝛ that an honeſt opinion of the teacher dooeth purchace vntothe- 
ſane bothe crediteand authozitee. But the ſayd honeſt opinion, as it is not 
to be deſirrd, ſo is it not by allmanier waits to be acquired 2 


— 
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L cat a teacher of the ghoſpel accoꝛdyng to theeraumple of Jeſus fo lyuc, 
that whereas he matzeth no vaunte ne boſte of him ſelte: he mate yet neuer 
thcleſſe be aduaunted by the teſtimonie ok the heaueny tather, bythe power 
aud vertuc of the holy ghoſte, and by thevoice of J hon, that is to fate, of e⸗ 
uery honeſt and good man i whom the grate of God reſteth:icat him ſo line, 
that he map though the perfection of his nupng + behauceur turnetheipes 
of all foltzes vpon hun. And to bee ſhoꝛt, leat him be of ſuche feith and con 
ſtaunt attiaunce in God, that if the caſe ſhould ſo require, he map gloutte 
God euen with ſhewyng myracles too, howbeit as the woide nowis it 
is a miracle great and great enough , if ſuche an one neither with richelſe, 
neither with ſenſual pleaſures , noꝛ with woudly pzomocion , ne with the 
d2cdfull ollreyng of tozinentes.ne withthefeareof death it ſelt wyl not any 
Wit at all be turned from the pureneſſe ot the veritte euangelicai. 

Now emong the Jewes it was atuſtome, that often ſeaſons, but moſte 

ſpectalty on theſabvoth dates, the people aſſembled together into the tem 3 — 
ple, oꝛ into their ſynagogues, to thentent that the tyme of reſtyng wiychethe rave (pnas 
lawe enioyned them from alftithie x ſecular weoꝛkes, hould not bee ſpent on ce. 
dycyng and cardyng, on harlottes , on banquettyng and reuellyng,on 
chydyng a bꝛallyng, and other verainaughty vices: but to bee beſtowed a- 
bout thynges pertagnyng to the ſolle. And in p (aydtemple oꝛ ſynagogues 
there was talkyng ot one with another, not concernyng triflyng matiers of 
the woꝛlde, but about the lawe ol the Loꝛde, about Meſſias to come, who 
was with moſte ardent pꝛaiers loked foꝛ of all good and godly folkes. 
And what euer man could, he conferred and declared amongeſt all the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, ot what ſtate oꝛ degree ſoeuer he wer. And whoſoeuer made any coun⸗ 
ttnaunce that he had what to teache vnto the people , there was deluered 
buto him a booke ot the lawe of God, wherhens it is the parte and ductic ot 
a teacher of the ghoſpel to fet out wherwith to fede the ſolles of the pcople, 
and not out of the d2cames of men. And whatſocuer thyng was in this 


place and audiete dooen, tould not bee puuie 02 hidden, becauſe there flocked 


th:thcr a great multitude of al ſoꝛtes and degrees of ptople. 
Jeſus therefoze willyng his doctrine to be knowen vnto all creatures, as 
he walkedthzoughout the cytets of Galile , he vſed accoꝛdyng to the lau⸗ 


dablecuſtome ot the Jewes, to come ito their ſynagogues.Chewyng kooꝛth and wes 8. 


euerywhere theſame wonderful and piththiedoctrine of the kyngdome of and of ail 
heauen, beeyng of ſo muche moꝛe power # foꝛte thenthe doctrine of thepha- 


tiſces who pitachednaught but the vtter rynde of the lawe z the conſtitu⸗ 


cos of men. ag wyne is ſtronger of herte x of operation thẽ water. Neither 
did there jacke qmong the ptople o Galile , ſome myndes apte deſirous to 
(carne, whiche maruailled at this newe kynde of Doctrine,x whiche did reue⸗ 
rence the wond2eful teacher therof highly pꝛaiſyng and magiufiynghin. 


Ind he came to Nazarcth where be was nourced,and/ as his cuſtome was de went 
inkothe ſynagogue on the Sabboth daic. 8ndRtode vp fo2 to teade. And there was dell: The texte. 
ocred vnto him the booke of the ptophere E ſat. and whan he had opened the booze, be 


' found the place, where it was witten, The ſpirite of the Lozde vpon me, becauſe be bath

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And hitherto veraily the ghoſpels cauſe did ſufficentely well pꝛocede 
vntil he came to his kynſtolkes,andto the knowelage of his familiar fren- 
des and acquaintaunce , becauſe we ſhould vn de, that he whiche 

Ind — tame teacheth heauenly thynges , ought as muche as he may, to eſtraunge him 
2 42 ſeife from the fleche, and from the bloud of his kynred. Foꝛ whan he had 
aourced,  yaſſedthtough certain litel tounes ⁊ cyties of Galilee , at the laſt he came to 
Nazareth, in whiche plate by reaſon that he had been ther bꝛought vp of a 
youngnource childe , and had long tyme kuedthere with his parentcs and 
kinſ fol kes, he was ſuppoſedof many to had been bone, and foꝛ theſame 
cauſe was alſo commonly called a Nazarean, And to thentent the Naza- 
reans ſhould not fynde them ſelues grieued, that he had thought ſkozne of 
his kinſfolkes and alliaunce, as one that had moze mynde and deſireto gooe 
huntyng about foꝛ gloꝛie emong people of ſtraunge parties where none of 
his kynne dwelt : he came thither alſo to Nazareth, beeyng now a man of 
great fame, and muche ſpoken of, wheras he had tofoze had no ſuche fame 
in thoſe quarters. And becauſe he would declare that he had now renounced 
and geuen vp al puuate buiſyneſſe and affaires of the woꝛlde: he came accoꝛ⸗ 
1 dyng to his accuſtomed manter into the common ſynagogue. Foꝛ no where 
the ena“ bought ſuche a man to bee moꝛe tonuerſaunt, theu in the temple, who ſo is cõ⸗ 
gogue,1c. ſecratedto the pꝛołityng of all foltzes in general. And when he heard others 
treactyngand traſonyng of Moſes lawe, he alſo aroſe vp, ſiguifipng by 
that geſture (as others vſed to dooe) that he alſo beeyngenſpired with the 
holy ghoſte,had ſomethyng in his mynde that he was willyng to ſpeake be- 
Ind ftocd vp foze the multitude beeyng there aſſembled. Wtuche cuſtome tuen at this daie 
{9 012% endureth in thechurches,by theozdinaunce of l. Paule, that men ſhalſpeake 
and heareby courſe : And in caſe any man haue anythyng opened vnto him 
by reuclacton, woꝛthie 02 mete to be knowen,hethat ſpeakeatfoze.ſhal lcaue 
ot, and chal geue place to the partiethatſuccedeth him,becauſethat no trou⸗ 
blcous noiſe, and confuſion of ſpeakyng, ſo as one may not be heard fo: an- 
other , ſhall ariſe in the holy congregacion, in whiche it is detent, that all 
thynges bee dooen with peace and tranquilitee, 
vnd there The booke was deliuered vnto Jeſus, ⁊ that aceoꝛbdyng to the cuſtome 
was dcliue- and vſage, foꝛ vs to bet enſtructed and taught therby, fromwhens the doc⸗ 
— dogs r trine of ſaluacion ought to pꝛocede, that is to wett, not out ot᷑ the inuencions 
of men, not out of the poſicions of Philoſophiers, but out of the booke of 
holy ſcripture, whiche haue been reueled vnto vs by the ſcerete inſtincte and 
opcracio of the ſpirite of God. Jeſus, in whom all thetreaſoures ofknowe- 
lage # wyſedome wer hidden, had no nede of any booke.but ytt he tooke the 
booke, betauſe he would comende vnto vs the earneſt ſettyng of oute myn⸗ 
des on the readyng of holy ſcripture. The miniſtre of p ſynagogue reacheth 
foozth the booke vnto him, but he tookeit Himfhut, Itſus, who alone 
haththe key and openeth that is laied vp hidden in the olde la we, whã he had 
taken the booke,openethit,x turneth it. Foꝛ Jeſus him ſelf laye ſecretely hid- 
den, and diepely hidden in the lawe. And truely mete it was, chat the Jewes 
ſelfes ſhould gene thethyng. wherewith they ſhould anon after be couinced. 
And the booke that was deliuered vnto Jeſus , was not at allauentures, 
as though it foꝛced nothyng what booke it wer: but it was the booke — 
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the pꝛophete E ſai, then whom ncuer did there any man either moꝛe clerly, 

ozels mo2e eutdently pꝛophetie of Chult, and of the doctrine of the ghoſpel. ll eke. 
Neither did the thyng by a blynde chaunce ſo happen: but ir was 10 con- 

ueighed by Goddes pꝛouidente, that the boote veeyng opened abꝛode, and 

aleafe turned, that ſame veraie place came chiefly firſt to hand the which did 
moſteclerely andplainely talke of Chaiſt,andin the whiche, Chult bythe mk 
mouthe of the pꝛophete ſpeaketh of him ſelf this mar ier: The ſpirite of bas opence 
the Loꝛdeis on me, becauſe he had enoyncted me:to bꝛyng glad tidynges to dn 1

libertecſuche as ate al bꝛuiſed:to pꝛeache the yere of tht loꝛde bothe accepta- 

dle and muche to be wiſhed foꝛ: and to pꝛeache the daie of tettibucion. 

Wanthe Loꝛde Jeſus had with his owne voice pzonunced theſe wo2- Indbecloted 
des ſtandyng vpon his feete, he redeliuered the bookeſhutte together again | 
as he had receiued it,vnto the miniſtre, ſignitiyng by his ſo doyng the ooſti⸗ 
nate vnbeleif of ſome of the Jewes , who ſittyng till beatyngon the lettre 
of thelawe,didnetther vaderſtande,ne would acknowelage Chziſt beeyng , e 
the ſolleand the life of thelawe. Now imediatly afterthis,hetazethon him pounc, 
the parte and office of a teacher, ⁊ ſatte him doune quietiy avout toerpoude 
the ſentence that he had read. As touchyng that he read the terte ot the pꝛo 
phete ſtandyng on his feete,it was a thyng dooen foꝛ theautoutee of the 
ſcriptureof God , whervnto tt is mete that al dignitee of man dooe reue⸗ 
rently humble it ſelk. As touchyng that he taught ſittyng doune, it is koꝛ a 
declaracion,that an expouner and pꝛeacher of Soddes holy ſcripture,ought 
to be voyde andaltogether clere fromthe troubleous vnquietneſſe of all 
carnalland wozdely deſires

Moſes gaue a tradicion of a ſab- 
both of daies,m whiche hecommaunded that euerie ſeuenthdaiethei thould 
al reſt from ſloumbꝛeyng oꝛ vnclenly occupacions:he gaue alſo a tradicio of 
a ſadboth ot yercs, in whiche he enioyned that euery ſeuenth yere it ſhould 
bee teſted from tillyng of the yearth,neither any thyng to bee required of the 
ſame, ſauyng what it would bꝛing fooꝛth of it owne ſelfe. He gaue ferther⸗ 
moꝛe a tradicion of a pere, called þ teſtoꝛer of the fyꝛſt ſtate of libertee, vnto 
whiche (ok the pꝛopertee of the thyng ) was geuen the name of Jubilee,e- 
mong the Hebzewes, This pere ot Jubilet came about in courſe again 
after. vii.tymes ſeuen yeres, ⁊ was euermore the fifticth(fo2 ſeut᷑ tymes ſcuẽ 
maketh. xlix.) And this yereof Jubilee was moſte hertily to be wiſhed fo? 
of all the Jſraelites,that eit her with bondeſernice,o2 eis with debte, wer a 
ny thyng opp2eſſed. But lykeas the ſabboth of Moſes refreſhed mennes 
bodyes onely with beryng at reſt and quiete: ſo did the ſtuenth yere onely 
pꝛouide foꝛ the reſtyng of the yearth from tillage. But now there is (he 
wed vnto your knowelage a perpetual ſabboth, neuer to be r 
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the gholpel ok. . Lukt. chap. in. F0-rlv, 
oꝛ bꝛoken in whiche the mynde and ſolle beeyng free and vacaunt from al 
trobleous vnquietneſſe of eiuil deſires,ought wholly to attende to Þ quiet 
appliyng and exerciſe of hraucly thinges, and not now with penſtt careful- 
nelſe to pꝛouide altogether foꝛ yearthly thynges , toꝛaſmuche as to them 
that loue God, no manier thyug at alis want yng. p ea, and moꝛouer the 
Judilce of moſes did not helpe any others but onely the Iſcaehtes : ic gaue 
neither free deliueraunce, ne pet ful delmeraunce, yea and that ſaineverai 
thyng whicheit did geue,extendedno fertherthe to the bodye, and endured 
but fo2 aſhoꝛtetyme. 

But this yere of the Loꝛde, dooeth vnto all perſones, whoſbener are en 
debtedto the deiuil tyꝛougyſynne, whoſdeuer bre as bondeſeruantes ſub 
lecte to euiliſpirites,vohoſocucr tough ignoꝛaunce of thetrueth are blind, 
wholoeuer bee in all kyudes ofnaughtyneſleſo farre paſt, that thei are vn 
hableto euery good wroꝛke: vnto al ſuche docth this Jubilee of the Loꝛde 
bꝛyuge perkeict and kreeremiſſion, deltucraunce oꝛ lybertee,ſighte, healthe, a 
completeperfeccion in euery behalf. So muche the moꝛe theretoꝛe ought ve 
with pꝛompt ʒeles and endeuours to enbꝛate that is oſtred. Foꝛthethyng p 
pe haue hearde pꝛomiſed by the pꝛophetie, ye maie now if ye will in the dede 
elt fynde to be true. pe haue heard it with youreares , but ye haue nede of 
teadie and deſirefullhertes , if ye will bee apteto receiue ſo greate a bleſful- 
neſſe. It is euen the higheſt thing that poſſibly mate bee, whereof this free 
offer is made vnto you. But woe vnto thein , that chall deſpilethebounty- 
kull # gracious goodneſſe of God, ſo wtilingly offreing it ſeifevnto theim. 
Jtis the pere ot Jubilee, frely offreing deliueraunce and ſaluacion vnto all 
ſuche as with mekenes ofſubmiſſionandwith readineſſe of belieuing.ſhewe 
theimſcife willing to betaughte, and apte to reteiue healyng. But after this 
pert ot Jubilee muſt ſuccede and folo we the yereof retribucion redꝛeſſe: 
whiche ſhall adiudge and miniſtre euerlaſling peines in helle vnto all ſuche 
as hall haue refuſed the goodneſſe ot god. Zy theſe wooꝛdes did the Loꝛde 
Jeſus in an humble and ſobꝛe manier ſigntfiehymſelfe to bee theſame man, 
of whom the pꝛophetie of E ſaie did make pꝛomyſſe: wheras the moſte parte 
velieued the ſaid plate of the pꝛophete not to concerne Meſſias, but to con 
terne Eſai hymſelfe. Foz whan Jelus was in baptiſyng, the holy ghoſte fly 
yng downe from heauen in the viſible lykeneſſe of a dooue, and lyghtyng 
vpon his heade, did all the people to wett, that tiiſſame was enen veraie he, 
whom the pꝛophetie had ment of. Enoynttyng betokeneth a tertain myſde 755 an bare 
lentyll ſtill thyng: Foꝛ there is nothyng moꝛe ientill, ſupple, ozcaulme , then dim wirnett. 
oyle:wherof was tuen that name ol Meſſiag geuen him, Whiche is in G2eke 27 dur gung, 
Chriſton, in Latine, Vnctum, in Engliſhe, the eno yncted. Foꝛ as foꝛ the piea 9uswoozdes 
chyng ol Jhon,it was ſharp,andſoure,andfullofthzeatmyng:bur Chaiſte da anf o 
did with myldeneſſe, withcourteous famyliaritee, and with beneficial good de moury, 
tumes contynually moue and pꝛaie the people to receiue ſaluacion. Whan 
Jeſus did with moſte high autoꝛitee and no leſſe myldeneſſe ſpeake 2 treate 
of the pꝛemilſes, many had him in great eſtimation thertfoꝛe. + maruailled 
at his talke beryng verai ferrevniyketothetalke ofthe Phariſees:that is to 
wete, caulme, mylde, and meke, amia bie, poudꝛed with muche grace, hauing 
in it no ſpice of haulteneſſe oꝛ pꝛyde, no poynte of ſoure looke, oꝛ of pꝛeſũpte⸗ 
ovs tabyng vpõ him, a yet neuertheleſſe ok ſuche ſoꝛte, p it tonteined in it con · 
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digqneautoutee.Fo2 the wooꝛdes of Þ Pharyſees, becauſe theiiſſued fooꝛtij 
trom an herte corrupted with am vicion, with auarice, with enuie,and with 
many other naughtie affeccions,did moſte tymes ſmacke of the ſpung that 
thei guſſhed out ot. But the wooꝛdes whiche pzoceded from the mouth of 
5 eſus, betauſe thei welled fooꝛth from a bꝛeſt repleniſhed with the heauen 
y ſpirite of God, wert not onely amiable and wette vnto all good folkes, 
but alſo piththie and eſtectuall toward ſaluation. et ncuertheleſſe ſome 
there were emong theſe Nazareans.,in whoſe myndes opuuons themea- 
neſſeof Jeſus kynred and kamilie that he came of to the out warde accepta: 
cion of the woꝛlde) made the autoutee of the heauenly doctrine to bee theleſſe 
regarded.Fo2 inconſideracio that they tuery one did yet al this while beleue 
him to bee the ſoonne of Joſephand Marie,and that the ſlender ha bilitee a 
(ubſtaunce aſwell of Joſeph and Matie bothe,as alſo of their allyaunce # 
kynſfolkes was not vnkno wenan conſideracion alſo, that thei had ſcen him 
many yeres cuenfrom his childhood to had learned at none other ſchoole, 
ſauyng onely his fathers occupation of carpentrye : ne at any tyme to had 
haunted p ſchocles of the Phariſees # of theerpert lawiers,(who taughte 
the miſtertes of the holy ſcripture bookes with muche high and 
und be caicd haulteneſſe of tountenaũte:)thei did muche maruaill where and how he had 
vnto the, ac. ſodainly gotten ſo great vertue # power, which he had cofozeſhewedfurth 
in other citees by diuerſe x ſondꝛye miracles:tiyti muſed where he had gotten 
that ſame woundꝛefull knowelageof diuinitee bookes:thei woũdꝛed where 

he had gotten ſo great cloquenceto ſpeake after that ſozte with autozitee, 
Fo thet did not yet vnderſtande, ol how muche moꝛe power and effecte the 
enoynctyng of the ſpirite of God is, then the doctrine of the Phatiſtes. E ſte- 
myng htm therefoꝛe by thethynges whiche thei knew in him after the fleſhe, 
theiſaied:Js not this ſamefelow the ſoonne ot Joſeph p carpenter-fo2 thei 
knewenot the heauenly father, who than wꝛought by his ſoonne. And by⸗ 
cauſe that Jeſus wzought terre fewer miraties in the citer ot Nazareth then 
he ſhewed in other citees:certain of his kinſfolkes beryng halte i a fume and 
indignacion thert with, detracted #repzoued hum, as though that eyther he 
had not his power ready to ſerue him euery where, oꝛels that he oughed his 
14+ coe Odont kinſfolkes ſuche deſpite , p he would ſheweno miratles cmong theim, 
or we bave Wherin thei hiitedfo2 acertainwoudely pzayſe aglozieto theimſeifeswarde 
A; ſuche a matier, the glozie wherof wag altogether due vnto God. The vn- 
4, a godly murmuryng of theſe perſones , did Jeſus rebuke and alaie with 
| ſuche ſaiynges as here folow.Becauſe pehaueheard(ſaieth he) that J haue 
eſwhere cmong others healed all kyndes of diſeaſes : verau ye wyll ſate 
vnto me, that is woonte to bee ſaid inacoms6 pꝛo uerbe: Thou phtſicid heale 
thyne own ſelfe. We haue heard ſaie, that thou haſt wꝛought certein woon⸗ 
d2eful thinges aboue the ccurſe ok nature in the titer ot Capernaum, where 
thou wer but a ſtraungiet not hauing there any that are nere of bloud oz 
kynred vnto thee, But tonuenient it wer, that thou couldeſt bee beneficiall 
moſt chicfly to thyne ow ne kynſfolkes: what thou dooeſt to thy countreps 
men and kynſfolkes , theſame thou dooeſt vnto thine owne ſelfe. Theres 
fo2eifthis vertue and power of thyne,be appꝛopuate vnto thee,andconty- 
nuall in thee,than whatſoener thou haſte Doorn tmong the Capernaites # 
ſtraungiers,dooe euen here lykewyſe emong thpneovn kynſfolkes nn 
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the gholpel ol . Luke Cap. li. Fo. xlbi. 
moſle nert vnto thee: and dooe it here in thyne owne tountrepe. Unto the 

wicked murmour ot their hertes beeyng now diſcloſed # vttteed, the Loꝛde 
aunſweredin this manier:J am in dede a phiſicianreadieto heale al p dilea- hg 
(cs of all creatures, it any partie ſhewe hymſelf apte to bet healed. F02 no hie owne 
phyſician ( bee he neuer ſo well learned , ne neuer ſo well willyng to dooe r. 
good, )is hable to helpe oz cure the ſicke,if they caſt the medume awaiefrom 

theim, when it is offred theim, and myſtruſte the feithfull phyſictan. 

And in dede this is the afteccion of themoſtecomms ſozteof men, that thei 

eſteme the phyſictan lo muche the moꝛe, that he is tome a man vaknowen, 

out from ſome ferrecountrey 02 region : and in ſuche a plate doeth he tyude 

moꝛe truſte a att taunte to bee put in him, where heis eſtemed by none other 

thing,but by his arte a by the name of a p hyſitian. And in dede as touching 

his tunnyng whichehecarryeth about with hym where cuer he goeth, he is 

at al tymes and in euery place onemaniet a man: but where hefyndeth men 

ful ot myſtruſtyng andcontemners,he cannot by his cunnyng doe good to 

ſo many, not foꝛ p hehath in ſuche a place any leſſe will oꝛ eis power on his "1 
owne behalt, but becauſe the parties, whom his mynde and will was to re- | 
lieue, will none of the benefite of health koꝛ deſpite a grutchethat they beare 

to then owneſelfes. And theſame that chaunceth to the phyſiciang, dooeth, 

muche moe chauncevato the pphetes.Fo2 the cunning of phyſiciis dooeth 

oft tymes helpe ſome, yea, whether thei will oꝛ no. But the pzophete becauſe 

he dooeth moſte chiefly cure ſolles, hathitnotiypng in his power, though 


he would to helpeſuche as refuſe ſatuanion whan it is oftered. Andrefuſeit ; 


he dooeth, who ſoeuer myſtruſteth. And many foznone other cauſemyſtruſt 10 
the pꝛophetts , but becauſe thei eſtemt theſame, not of the power of God 
weoꝛkyng by them, but of the weakeneſle of body, whiche thei ſeem theim 
lyke as in other mortal men. Turne ye the ſtoꝛies of theold pꝛophetes ouer 
and ouer,and ye ſhall fynde it to bet a thing of moſte vndoubted certaintee 


that J now ſaie vnto you:whicheis,thatneuer was there yet any pꝛophete 6 


had in price within his natiue countrep and emong his owne lkes:not 


fo: that thei bee leſſe hable oꝛ willing to dooe good to their owne frendes, 1 T 


then to ſtraungiers,02 fro perſones, but becauſethevnbelief of thekynſfoli- 


keg maketh therm vnwooꝛthie of ſuche benefite at goddes hande. | 9 1 


CBut I tell pou of a trueth:manp we dowes wer in Jſracl in the dates of Deltas, The texte.

rayne from heauen:and the varaynneſſeof the pearth by reaſon therof , had do wes wer 1 | 
oppreſſed all the quarters there about with great famine , there wer many Jac! the 1. 
wedowes in the nacion of the Jſraelites:and pet the ſaid pꝛophete beryng . nc, 0s, 
nere at the poynte to periſthe tough hounger. he was * ſent to any one 
uu 
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The paraphpate of eralmus vpon 
of theim all to bee fedde,but vnto the wedowe ol Sarephtha in the comntrey 
of Sydon.xohy was he not rather ſent to the wedowes of Hietuſalt there 
to multiphe the ſteane ot meale, and the pitcher of oyle⸗oꝛ to ſhewe a notable 
miracle to ſome one of theim, by reſtozinga dead childe vnto lite agayn - 

Forſouthe becauſethat emong the Jſraelites there was not one of allthe 
wedowes, that coulde egually matche oꝛ compare with the ſpncerefeichand 
all iaunte in god ol the ſaid heathen and barbarous woman. She beeyng 
delired, gaue him water readily without any ſtickyng: and whan he pꝛo⸗ 
myſed that hir ſtrane of meale,and tir pitcher of oyle ſhoulde not waſte, ſhe 
veltued, and made hym pottage as ſhe was bydde to door. This was toꝛ⸗ 
ſouth a mynde and hert of an Jſraeltte,in a woman beeyngno Iſtatute: ſo 
terre is the good herte more regarded a tſtemed afoze god. then is p bloude 
02 kynred. And did there not amuchelyke thyng betalin the tyme of Helis 
ſeus the pꝛophite, who ſucceded Hellas · Foz no doubte there is, but that e⸗ 
mong the Jſraclites there wer many Lepꝛes, p whithe found a great myſſe 
of theyꝛ do dely health: wo hy than was neuer an one of than madecieane by 
Heliſeus but Naaman of Syria,beeyng befoze that tyme an Jdolatre, x 
an ahene boꝛnt to the nation of the Jſraelites-Couldnot the pzophete haue 
been hable to dovetheſame mig his own cevntreyfolke,that he was hable 
to deve on an aliene and heathen man” Was he(trow ye) moꝛe quicke ⁊ 
reaTicto dove good to ſuche as wer not of goddeg religion, and yet dome 
in a foꝛtyn countrey to, thẽ to men of his owe people and nation: No. But 
the fcith of the man deſtrued that benel ite ol goddes hand. Foꝛ he had a ſure 
feith þ God was hable by his true ſeruauntes to dooe as grtat a tyyng as 
that. And whan he was bydden to plounge hemſcit ſeuen tymes iu kluime 
Joꝛdan, ge obtied and did it.Pfthelepzes I fraell had had theſamefeith 
with heim, cuen thei ſhould haue felt the goodueſſe ot god to. 

C And ali they in the Sinagogue (whan thei beard theſe thynges ) wer filled wit 
w2athe:end aroſc vp, and thꝛuſte him out of 2 and led dim tuen to the edge 
thc bill( wert ou their Litee was builte) that they might caſt bym down hcaviengr.Bug 
be dtpacted and went his waie tutu thꝛoug the myd dcs of theum. 


Whan Jeſus had with theſe ſaiynges,playnly without any ſlaterie oꝛ 
tolour laied to his countreymen of Nazareth their vnbeliek, foz the reſpecte 
wherof thei made theimſelfes vnwoꝛthie of goddes benefites : and all vn 
der one did geue half a ſignificacton,that thede would ber, that the fret gifte 
of the power of the ghoſpell ſhould paſſe awate and remoue, not onelyfrom 
his countreymenof Nazareth beeyng vnbeheuers that would not turneto 
thefeith,but alſo from alltheJewes in generall,vnto the wedowe of Sy- 
don, that is to ſaie, to thethurche of theGentiles,and to Naaman of Syua, 
that is to ſate, to the Genttles who afoze that tyme wer idolatres and 
wurchyppers of falſe Goddes: the enuious grutchyug and murmur of the 
Naxareans turnedinto manyfeſt indignatiõ and fumyng. foꝛ thehertes of 
theim eutry one wer bzought ſo ferre out of pacience, betauſe he had been ſo 
bolde toſpeake ſuchewoozdes in the open Synagogue , (preferryng 
peoples of Sydon and of Syria befoꝛe the Jſraelites , whereas the 
people wer men vttrely abhozred and deteſtedemongthe Jewes:)thatma- 
kyng a plain vp2ozeandſedicion,theidzoue hym out, and baniſhed gym the 
cytet of Nazareth. And not beryng therewith ſatiſfied ,they dꝛough hym o 
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uen tothe bzoughandedgeof the mountaine, vpon whiche, theſame cytee 
was buylded, veraily myndyng and purpoſyng to toumble hun down eue 
there headlong. O vnnaturailcountrey men: O fauour of the waueryng 
mynded people. into how great a madneſſe ſodainly chaunged. And after all 
this is dooen, they maruaill pᷣ ſajuacion cometh not to theim, wheras theim⸗ 
ſelfes dooe baniſheawate from theim the woozker and geuer of ſaluaciou. 
Thei dil deigne to haue the godly beliefuineſſe of the heathen to bee pꝛaiſed, 
and yet dooe they not allthe while emende their owne wieked vnbeliet: They 
did veraieagrely deſireto hauea phiſicia:and yet cannot they abide to ſwal⸗ 
lowe down the holſome pille of rhe veritee beeyng bittur in their mouthes. 
The wil nedes haue their bodies madehole ,nothyngregarding the diſea- 
ſes ofthe mynde. And the medicine of the ſolle beeyng liche, is true and plaine 
ſpeakyng: w hiche becaule it is true, is thought ſharp a bityng. Thei haut 
moꝛe myndeto pleaſaunt flatteing poiſon, though it wozke deeth, then to 
a bittur medicine that might bꝛing theim health. Thei require to haue mita⸗ 
des chewed emong theim foꝛ vaine gio ꝛie ot the woꝛlde, whiche Chꝛiſte ne⸗ 
uer ſhewed but foꝛ the healthof men, and to goddes glozie. Nether was 
his compnginto the woꝛlde purpoſcly to heale the bodies , whiche ſhould 
within ſhoꝛt ſpace after detait and periſhe:but to ture ſolles that ſhould liue 
foꝛ euer. And now conſider me here, how peruerſely aud ouerthwartely the 
Nazareans wurſhipped and ſerued god. It was the Sabboth daie, and 
thei retonedit a thyng againſt al d on that daie to ſewe a ſeame 
ma ſhooe :but whan a countreyman of their ownetentilly calleth theim vn⸗ 
to ſaluacion, thei actoumpte it no wieked dede at all, ſediciouſly with all 
their foꝛte to dꝛicue hym bekoꝛe theim to a plate where he might bzeake his 
necke. Foꝛſouth Satan did his buſte cure by theſe inſtrumentes to actom⸗ 
pliſhe rhethyng that he had tofoze by his owne ſeife tempted Jeſus vnto. 
And here found he bailliffes oꝛſeruauntes, moꝛe graceleſſe and myſheuous, 
then himſclt. Foz Satan fot his partedurſtnot pꝛeſume any ferther, but to 
mooue Jeſus that he would caſt hymſelf down headlong frõ the high pin⸗ 
nacle of the temple:but thele felowes ſwarmyng together in a plumpe 
and dꝛawe to a ſtiep edge of an high mountame and as muche as in theim 
lycth dooe toumble down at theſame plate a countrepman and touneſman 
of theſame citte that theimſelfes wer of, beeyng kno wen emong theim: and 
one that had dooen theim all good. Their wieked wil did aſmuche as euer it 
was hable: but their wicked will had no ſuche power as to dooeit. Foꝛ the 
tyme was not yet come in whiche it was expedient foꝛ vs that Jeſus ſhould 
dye. who in dede was come to ſuffre death foꝛ vs, but not till his owne tyme 
that his heauenly father had appoynted,no: any other kynde of death, then 
whiche he had ſpecially choſen. Hoꝛ euerie Sabboth did lyte hym foꝛ þ pur⸗ 
poſe, but the Sabboth of E ſtur, in whiche it was ſemely, koꝛ the lambet hat 
Would redeme the wozlde,to bee offreed vp in ſacrifice : neither was a ſtiepe 
edge ofa rocke oꝛ a mountaine fot his purpoſe, but the high exalting vp on 
the croſſe. Lucifer was toumbleddown headlong out of heauen foz his 
pꝛyde, and therefo2eis he a buiſte pꝛouoker of others to ſoodain ruine and 
downfallyng. The ſoonne of God had of his owne diſpoſicion leat himſelfe 
faireand ſobꝛely dow into yearth, to the ende that beeyng hoighced vpon 
the crolſe. he might dꝛawe vp all thinges vnto himſeit, and might by 202 
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ple of himſelfe lift theim vp into heauẽ tough humilitee, whom that ſaine 
punte and head captatne ot pꝛide labouredto toumbledown into 
hell tyꝛough pꝛeſumpaion and vnbekef. Neither was Nazareth a platt con 
uenient for theerecutyng of that ſacrifice:but Hieruſalem. Jeſus theretoꝛe 
(\uffred hymſcife to bee dꝛieuen out of the Cytee,to auoidebeſtowyng of hi 
p2eachyng vp6 people vnworthie(which ſelf fame thyngto dooe he taughte 
his Apoſtelles alſo: ) But to beetoumbleddowne the rocke headlong 
he would not ſuffer becauſe it pleaſed him willyngly of his owne ac⸗ 
co:de to ſuffre death. What than did he ? Heturned not hymſelf into a 
birde 02 a ſerpente, oꝛ any other lykeneſſe made by ſomme ſleight of iugtyng 
o2 legerdemayne,to thentent ſo to eſcape:but without anyhurte at al,paſſed 
he faite and ſoftely though themyddes of theim which tofozehad violttty, 
haled andpulledhym to caſt him down headlog:wherin he openly declared 
the maliceof man to haue no power on hym , vnleſſehe would willingty of 
his owne actoꝛde, delyner himſelf to bee taken of theim, and to beeputte to 
death. And with this onely kynde of auengemente was themoſtemerfull 
Loꝛde Jeſus contented, that is, to foꝛſabe and leauethem whom heperfri⸗ 
ttely ut we to ber vncurable Other wiſel if it had ſo pleaſed him it laie this 
power euen with a mere becke to haue dzieuen theim all to bꝛeakyng theire 
neckes who had haled hym thyther foꝛ theſame purpoſe. But his deſire was 
rather to hauetheim lyue, that emendyng theim ſelf by contynuaunce of ty⸗ 
me, they might of malefactours be made innocent:then to caſt therm awate 
at the wurſte whan thei were offenders. Foꝛ oftetymes yf me bereſtreigned 
of their benefitethat thei maienot haue it at their wylles whan thei would 
fo readie as thei haue hadde, it maketh theim the better to ele the myſle and 
lacke ol hym that is readiefo2 to dooe theim good. Certes by this miracle 
thei might haue been moued aſwell to reuerence a acknowelage his power, 
againſt the vertue hero the coſpiring of the furious multitude was not 
hable any thing at all to door, as alſo to loue the goodneſſe of him who whe 
thei had attempted thevttermoſte miſchief agaynſtehym that laye in their 
powers,yct was rather willyng to reſeruetheim to a tyme of repentaunce, 
then to caſt theim awaieat the wurſte to eternall puniſhemente. 


¶ Ind he came down to Capernaum/a citec of Galilee)and there taught thtim on 
the S abboth dates. And thei wer aſtouned at bis doctrtne:for bis preachyng was with 
power. and in the Sinagogue there was a mi, white had an vnelene ſpitite of adetull, 
and cryed with a loude votce,ſaiyng:leat me alone, what haſt thou to dooe with vs,thou 
Icſus of Nazareth? Art thou come to deſtrope vs: I knowe thee what thou art, eut᷑ the 
holy of God. And Jcſus rebuked dym. ſatyng:dol de thy peace, and come out of hym. and 
whan the detruill had th1owen dym in the middes: e came out of dim and hurt bym not. 
And fcarc came on thcim all, and thet (pake emong theiumſclues, ſaiyng, what manicr « 
thyng is this? Fon with autozitce and power, de commaundeth the foule fptrites,and thet 
_ bpm tame of dym was \p;cd ab;ode thzoughout tuetie place of the coun⸗ 
te yt tuund adout. 


Jeſus thercfoꝛe, foꝛſabing thepꝛoude citee of Nazareth beeyng rebel 
lious againſt the doctrine ofthe ghoſpel came down and tooke his waie to⸗ 
ward a cite of Galiler called Capernaum,beeyng aciteeof great rycheſſe, 
and therefoꝛe dꝛouned in all tiottous exteſſe, in all voluptuo in ambi⸗ 
tion, in pꝛyde, and in the other vices whiche cuſtomably are compaignions 


to rycheſſe. But here, becauſeof their voluptuous ſenſuall luyng ye oO 
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familiaritte ot carnallconuerſacion emong them: whiche kamiliaritee hath 
tuetmoꝛe betn a bꝛeder ot tontempte, and hath vied to make mennes auto- 
ritee the leſſe regarded. Wheretoꝛe here allo in Capetnaum, as his cuſtome 
was ciſ were to dooe, he wentt into the temple vpon the Sab voth date, and 
pꝛeached. Foꝛ the wickedneſſe of the Nazareans( beeyng ſo great , that thei 

gon about wilfully to murdꝛe hym, betyng their beſt frende, could not 
ſo weighe hym, that beryng offended with ſo hainous a dede ot myſchier as 
that was, he would fozſake the countrey of the Jewes, and foozthwity 
putte ouer the gifte of the ghoſpell from theim vnto the gentiles: but now 
hefulfylled in dede theſame thyng, whiche he afterward taught in wooꝛdes 
to his diſtiples:whiche is, that whan thei wer dueuen out ot one citee, thei 
ſhould fee vnto an other, not ſettyng their mynde ne deuiſyng how to auege 
their iniurie, but how to ſette fooꝛth the gholpell ferther and ferther,in ſuche 
wyſe, as the malice of thoſethat dꝛoue theim awaie out of their tounes, 
might pꝛotite to the expedition of ſettyng foꝛe ward the pꝛofeſſion of the 
ghoſpeil. And the Capernaitts (although tha wer me all geue to woꝛldely 
affaires,no2 muche abhoꝛred fromthe maniers of the heathen, emong who, 
byrcaſon of the trade ol biyng and ſellyng that the one vſed with the other 
thei wer often conuerſaunt: ) he kound muche moꝛe ientill ⁊ honeſte i takyng 
oꝛ interpꝛetyng his wooꝛdes, and dooynges, then he found his ovonecoun- 
treymen the Nazareans:to whom n e fot his well o wen, and 
thioughiy tryed , and continuall perfeccion of life, he ought to haue been 
mo ꝛe derelp beloued, 


Foꝛ the Capernaites verai greatly woondꝛed at the doctrine of Jeſus: i west. 
tonſyderyng that it was no waſhe micngled geare,noz paincted and gloſſed tounco at bie 
as was the doctrine of the Phariſees,of wachynges, of truely patyng the 


tithes of mint and rue, of caſtyng giftes into the offryng boxe of God, and 
of luche otherlyke thynges , whiche rather contemedſuperſticion then ver⸗ 
tuous doctrine,and whiche wer laied vpon the ſimplepeople to maintyane 
the gloꝛie a lucre ot Þ Phariſees:wheras they theumſeifes that taught theſe 
thynges kept not ſo muche as the chief commaundementes of the la we: but 
thedoctrineof Jeſus was foundſubſtanciall andfullof autozitee Foꝛ firſt, 


whatſoeuer he taught, was moſte certain trueth, and alſo agreable with Len be ys 
naturallreaſon. Secoundarily,it was of it ſei muche mate riall vnto — — 


godlineſſe, and to eternall ſaluacion. Fertyermoꝛt, his ſingular perfection of 
liuyng cauſed his docttine to bee regarded actoꝛdingly. And ouer# beſides 
allthis , many a miracle was therew2ought and ſhewed dy hym, with 
ſuche power and vertue as hadneuer been vſedne ſeenthere , whiche tui 
dentiy declared the doctrine that he taught, to der ol God, and not of mines 
ſpirite. Foz the loꝛde Jeſus did hes miracles not foꝛ lucreo2 vain gloꝛie, but 
firſt with therm he ſuccoured the wofull neceſſitee of ſucheperſones as wer 
in extreme diſtreſſe, to the cnde that by dooyng theim benefits , he might 
winne thetr hertie loue: and ſecoundely the miracles wer fot a tyme ſhewed 
to the bodily iyes,to the ende that by theſamemiracles thei mightlearne to 
beleue thoſe thynges, whiche though thei werinuiſible, yet wer moe ear- 
neſtly then any coꝛpoꝛal benefites to bee deſired : laſtely thei wer afigure 
t arepreſentacis of thoſe thynges that wer wꝛought in their (olles.Jt was 
now 
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now the Sabbothdate:and the people reiigiouſly and with great denocion 
reſted from the weozkes forbrddcn,whiche pet of theim ſelfes wer not cuil. 
as foꝛ exaumple, to goe atourney,to kiendle a fyer,to grynde their cone, to 
pꝛeſſe their wynes oꝛ to botche vp their garmente beeyng b2oke oꝛ ſcamerct. 
Withoutkooꝛth indedt it was Sabboth daie, that is to ſaue, p daie ok reſte, 
but within in their myndes thert was great trouble à vnquierneſſe , whiche 
the ſpirite ot Satan did there reiſe, who woondꝛekully toſſed and vered 
thut myndes with diuerſe mocions of couetiſe,of pude, ok wꝛathe, of auen⸗ 
geyng diſpleaſures, and of enuie. Foꝛ there and no where els is thetrue 
Sab both, where the ſpiriteof the L oꝛde quieteth the mynde to reſte from 
all vicious and inowdiuateluſtes, And of this thyng there was cuen than 
pꝛeſent acettain figurem their Synagogue , whiche was a certain man, 
whoſe vodye was poſſeſſed with an vnclene deiuull and this craumple was 
to vs halt a warnyng and a puttyng in remembꝛaunce, in how muche moꝛe 
miſcrable aud picteous caſe thci ate, who ſe myndes are poſſeſſed with ciuils 
of vitcs, vca more foule and iltauoured, then that deiuill was. Fort what 
dell is moꝛe vnclene 02 moꝛe noyſome then lecherous concupiſcence , then 
wꝛathe, then ambition, then the gredie deſire of money, then enute , then hy⸗ 
poctilit- V ichtheſe deuuls and ſuche others lyke, wer the Jewes for the 


Aud la ive ty Mott parte poſſeſſed, who dwelt in the Synagogue, whiche ſynagogue 


tacogu had not as yet tettiued the ſptrite of Chriſte: but was vered withſo many 
ane 67+ dtiuũs as thite riigned vices in theim. Neither wer thethable to receive the 
bav an vrcle- moſtt mylde ſpiritt of the ghoſpel, vntill the loꝛde Jeſus erpulſed and dꝛoue 
nd © outfromtham, hat cuullſpirite of Satan that held thenn in his poſſeſſion, 
Whertkozethe ſald partie ſo poſſeſſed with Satan, beeyng not hable to 
abyde the newe vertueof Jeſu, whiche pꝛiuelpy vttreed it ſelfe, began to crye 

out horribly roꝛyng. 

Oh out out, what haſt thou to dooe with vsthou Jeſus of Nazareth- 
dee Art thou tome to deſtroye vs befoze the tymerwWetnowe what tounentrs 
wi'k v8 hon abpDdeth vs at thelaſt date, But now thy preſence tourmenteth and vereth 
pc} vs before that date, Lerequireno ſaluacion ok thee, weaſkenoreleaſſe of 

peine. but one ly pꝛait thee to defate oꝛ differreit vntil than, Me neuer felt the 
[yke of theſe toꝛmentes by the pꝛeſence ok any other Pꝛophete. Whervpon 
it is not vntzno wen to vs, who thou art. For doubteleſſe thou art that ſame 
onily holy of God, that ſhall conquier all vngodlyneſſe , and ducue out of 
thewo2lde all vncleneſſe. The lawe hath his holyneſſe, thelawe hath his cle 
nelle: but thou art he onely , whom God had ſanctificd and declared holy 
ed Te e With heauenly holyneſle, 
tuo pm, Thcloꝛde Jeſus wouldnot ſuffre hymſelf to bee praiſed 02 ſpoken of by 
that wickedſpirite,but would all the glozie of his praiſe to bee referred to 
his father oneip,and to come from hym,knowyng right well that this con- 
fcficn of Þ deiuill camenot foozthof a ſpncerefeith, but of a malicious wulle 
2 purpeſe, Foꝛ he pꝛokeſſeth Chiiſte to bee Jeſus, à to ber the ſoone of God, 
one to neat hym to tonkeſſe theſame ot hym ſelf,x plapnly to vtter what he 
Was to his harmts, dodyng the ſelfſame thyng by the mouth of this man, 
that Satan thetemptour of hym had tofoꝛe gon about to dooe , + had la 
beuted in his owe perſone:he pfcſſeth Chuſteof aſubtile à craftye * 
no 
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not that hyinſelf might atteigne ſaluaciõ, but that he might leat à h ndꝛe the 
ſaluacion of others. Neither was it loue that cauſed hym to vttte that voice: 
but feare of piuuſhemente. W Herrkoꝛe as an eiuill and malicious vile flaue 
of a deſperate mynde vnpoſſidle to bee recouered to grace, he deſerued to heare 
theſe chankes foꝛ his confeſſion, 

Holde thy peace thou vnclene ſpitite, and departe from that man, whom Ur 
dy tyꝛannie thou dooeſt poſſeſſe: I am come to ſaue men. Ind whan the dei; peace, ton 
ul had thꝛowen hym in the middes, he tame out of hym, and hurtehym not. ot bew. 
It this emperiall and almigtitie voice of Jeſus commaundyng hymn to de⸗ „ g e 
patte, the vnclene ſpirite whan he had tio wen down the ma vpon p pearth dean der 
and vexed hym. he departed from hym: ſo that no harme appered dooen vn (owe bim 
to the man beeyng now ſafe and clene deliue red. That he thzewe hym down, te came ous 
it was aneuident ſigne of his peruerſe wille, and a toke that ſoze againſt bis 9m ond | 
mynde he koꝛſooke that ſame his dwellyng place. That he hurte hym not, it 
p2oueth plainly , that the wicked ſptrites can hurtenone of theim , whiche 
dooe wholly committe theimſcifes vnto the ſalueour. Foz the goodneſſe of 
this one Jeſus oncly, is of mozeſtrength toſaue man, then the malice of 
innumerable deiuns to deſtroye 02 hurte the ſame, Other men whan thet la⸗ 
bourto deliuer ns bodyes from noyſome ſpirites, ate woont to take foꝛ the 
purpoſe, and to vſe all poſſible kyndes of remedies , and thynges of vertue 
and ſtrength to putte a waie that eiuill: as ate foꝛ exaumple)certain pꝛaierg 
ſpecially pꝛeſcrybed and appoynctedthercfoze, and made with certain wooꝛ⸗ 
des apte fo that purpoſe: burnyng of frankincenſe ; ſpunclyng of holy wa- 
ter, 02 other thynges accuſtomed : certain herbes hauyng a vertue and pꝛo⸗ 
pretie to theim : with many other kyndes of ceremonies not vnlyke 
the feacte of ſozcerie , and witchecrafre. And pit right ſeldome is it ſeen, that 
thoſe thynges erpell an eiuil ſpirite. That if at any tyme he dooe departe 
out of hym, he leaueth behyndehym ſome tokens and markes of his ma⸗ 
nifeſt malice : either tearyng awaie ſome membꝛe and lymine of his bodye, 

- a - - MR : 02 els leupng behynd hym ſome diſeaſe and ſickeneſſe 
ncurable, 

But whan the people ſawe that at the mere wooꝛde and charpe comatin- mwnd rears 
demente of Jeſus, the etuill ſpirite ſoodainly departed from the man, ſo that 3 vyen 
he was perfeictelyhealed, and not ſo muche as theleſte marke oꝛ ſigne that 
could be of his eiuill remained, thei all that ſawe this dooen wer aſtouned Wo 
and beganne to woondꝛe. Ind thus thei talked emong theim ſelfes of Jeſus: 28 thyng 
What a ſtraunge caſeis this, that we ſee now ſuche a thyng dooen, as the ; 
lyke hath not been rrad ne heard. Foz hehath the vnclene ſpirites vnder his Fo; with ew 
rewle andobeiſaunce,and commaundeth thei, Ind his commaundementes ite a 
are of ſuche mightie po wer and autozitee:that thei byanby,acknowelageyng meundeth the 
hym more of power then theunſelfes, dooe fozſake a man in ſuche wyſe, foul dp, 
= 1 thei bee gon out ol hym, perfrict health returneth in place 

Thus the ſight of this ſo woõdꝛefull a miracle, tauſed that the name and J=d the fee 
fame of Jeſus b2uited and ſpꝛed abꝛode this act, not onelyintheciteeof Ca aba, 
pernaum, but alſo tough out all that region, tuen bnto the ſynagogue of 
the ewes, whiche lackyng the ſptrite of Chuſte, made an vpꝛoꝛe and a ſtiere 
thzough the ſpirite of —_—— FW 
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inſpitacion ot whiche Satan, the Nazareans attempted to murdꝛe the ſal⸗ 
utout as is atoꝛe ſaied. 


¶ Aud wd be was ryſen vp and come out of the ſynagogue, de entred into Simons 
houſe. And Simons mother in lawe was token with a great feure ; and thei made iutet⸗ 
celſion to hym to; hir. And ye ſtoode ouer hit, and reduked the tcure, and the teuet leatt 
bic. Aud immediately ſe atoſe, and miniſtred vuto theim.

Than departed he from the ſynagogue, and entred into the houſe of Si- 
mon, to whom the name of Petut was atter ward geuen: whoſe mother in 
lawe was holden with a verai ſharpe feuer. This womans kynſfolke and 
allyaunce beſought Jeſus, that as he vndeſtredhaderpulſed and dꝛieut out

and vnto all ages,young oꝛ olde, to all ſexes, men oꝛ weomen, and to all ita- 
tes and degrees, xyche 02 pooꝛe: he tame nigh, andſtadynghard by the wo- 
man he thꝛeatened the feuer, commaundyng it to departe. 

vod td Aid fooꝛthwith at the Loꝛdes commaundemente, the ſickeneſſe went 
ac!p Q<c aroſe quitt a wait. and the ſtrength and luſtineſſe of hir bodye returned again, not 
date lfu by litell and litteſ, as it commonly de oethj in tho ſe whiche are tured at the va⸗ 
des of phiſictans: but the ſickeneſſe beryng ſoodainly dueuen awape, the 
wholle ſtrength a luſtmeſſe of perfeict health, with a cherefulneſſe of moode, 
was in ſuche wyſe reſtoꝛed, that ſhe ariſyng out fro the bedde where ſhe had 
lyen ſicke, dꝛeſſed the ſlupper foꝛ Jeſus, and his diſciples , and ſerued theim 

whyle thet ſate at the table, 


The tecte. C Whan the ſunne was down, all thei that had ficke, taken with diuerſe diſeaſes 
brought rherm vnto bym: and be laied his bandes on cueric one of theim, and healed 
thcim. And detuils alſo came out of many, criyng s ſatyng : thou art Lh2iſte the ſooune 
— 2 — de rebuked theim , and ſuckred rhcim not to ſpcake : foz thei kucwe that be 

as Cbꝛiſte. 


And ſo readie was the Loꝛde to dooe good and to helpe all men:that he 
neuer did ſo muche as late foꝛ his extuſe the impoꝛtunitee oꝛ vnſeaſonable⸗ 
neſſe of tyme, to any that of a ſimple and mere keith, and truſte in hym, requi- 
ted his helpe and ſucto ur. Foz the matier ber yng now openly blo wen abꝛode 
throughout all the wholle citee: as many as had any ſicke folkes in their 
houſe, whiche wer troubled with diſeaſes of diutrſe ſoꝛtes, bꝛought their 

Wan tbe ſtche felkes to the Dcoze of the houſe where Jeſus lodged. And he beeyng 
boun. Aamoſte ientil ſalueour neither laied fo his ercuſethat he was now from 
the pee ple within dooꝛes where he ought of reaſon to haue quicte repo⸗ 

ſyng cf hymſilf from labour: ne that it was night , and therefoze an 

Se be tated yn{caſonable tyme for ſuche dooynges: but vpon all that euer wer bzought 
<verre ene of vnto hym, he laich His handes that wer euermore geners of health and 
then, helpe. And all kyndes of diſeaſes did he botheeaſtly andfreely putteawate 
from all perſones ,as one that mynded by this exaumple to teache all men, 

that ſuche as will bee free from the diſeaſes of the myndes , theimuſt 

klec to none other but to Jeſus onely, whiche is enermoze rradie _— 

pardone 
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p2rdone and fo:gcue how grieuous ſoeuer the offenſe committed hath been; 
lo that with ſincere feith tha zurne wholly vnto hym beeyng the onely au- 
tour of true ſaluacton. oꝛ there is no kynde of ſickeneſſe ſo incurable, ſo roo- 
ted to ſticke by a man, ſo deadly : but at his touche and commaundemente it 
maie bee healed. And here is by the wait, ſettt fooꝛth a paterne oꝛ exaumple 
to biſhops, à paſtouts, oꝛ curates that ſucerde in Chuſtes place, with what 
myldenelſe thei ought to reteiue ſynners that are deſirous to emende from 
their vice andſinfulneſſe, Foz if the Lozde Jeſus, in whom there was not ſo 
muche as any one liteil pziente 02 marke aither of ſickeneſſe 02 of vice, would 
neuer turne awaie his facefrom any diſeaſe, wer it neuer ſo ougly oꝛ lothely 
to ſce:but that he would receinc theim to hym, but that he would touche and 
handle theim, and alſo would heale theim, how muche moꝛe than doocth it 
become thoſe perſones the ſame to dooe, whom the benigniteeof Jeſus 
hath tofoze pourged from the ſickeneſſe of the mynde , and who yet neucr⸗ 
theleſſein the meane tyme are not all free from all faultes : eſpeciaily foꝛ as 
muche as it is not thei that take awaie the ſickeneſſe: but thei are onely mi⸗ 
niſtres of the gifte that cometh from heauen, and haue nothyng but the of- 
fice of «xho2tyngand ſtieryng others to aſke and deſite health, and of bꝛyn⸗ 
gyng thetin vnto that mightie phyſician, and mouyng the ſame to mercie by 
thtit interceſſion , that he will voucheſalue to touche their hertes and myn 


des with his handes, and ſo to heale theum. And not onely lickeneſle kiedde at Jod une 
the tommaundemente ok his voice, and at thetouchyng of his handes: but of man. 


alſo the deiuils not betyng hable to _ godly power of Jeſus,byanby 
ere he commaunded thiim , willingly kledde out df the bodyes of choſe miſe⸗ 
rable creatures whom thei had long tyme tokoꝛe poſſeſſed, Ho great apiece 
of felicitce and bliſſe it is to come nere vnto Jeſus, And neretowardes hym 
dooeth that perſoned2aweandcome, who myſlykynghymſelf, is deſirous 
and kain to ber made better, and the whiche conceiueth an aſſured confidence 
ad feith, that all his ſynnes, bee thei neuer ſo hainous and gtiuous, yet 
_ bythe vnſpeakable mercie of Jeſus are freely and clerely koꝛgeuen. There bee 
in the bodyes diuerſe kyndes of ſickeneſſeg: and neuer a whit fewer diſeaſes 
of the ſolle, yea and theſe of the bothe moꝛe perillous : except perchaunce 
ye will thynke that there are kewer kyndes of intemperancie and myſgo- 
uernaunce , then there are kyndes of feures : oz to bee a thyng of moe 
icoperdie and daungier that the bodye boyle in a feure , then it is peril; 
lous fo2 the ſolle to rage 02 renne mad in lecherous luſtes. And emong 
the diſeaſes of the bodye , ſome are fo foule and lothely to ſee, that a mans 
next frendes cannot abyde to come nere hyin, as fo2 exaumple, to beeea- 
ten with lyce :\cme again are ſo contagious and infectine, that a man 
ſhall bee in icoperdie to come nete vnto ſuche as haue theim, as the le. 
pue , in eſpeciall and the peſtilence:alberit , (the trueth to ſpeake ) fewe 
ſickeneſſes 02 diſeaſes there bee, but that one wate 02 other thei are infe- 
ctiue. Jgam ſome diſeaſes there are, cither ſo ſtrong and ſoꝛe vpona bo⸗ 
dye, oꝛ els of ſuche long continuaunce,that thei ouercome and paſſe all cuns 
nyng and cure of the phyſictang. But the po wer of our phyſicta is ſo great, 
that there is no ſickeneſle whoſe greatneſſe is aboue it, oꝛ to bee compared 
vnto it: moꝛe is his puteneſſe, then that it mate bee ſtained with any ſyn⸗ 
nes oꝛ eiuils of arp moꝛtall creatures: greatter is his "Wan then — — 
{ ü cam lo 
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tau lothe 02abizc2re any mannes ougly filthyneſſe. He tectiueth all mento 
hym, as oue ot moſte ſingulare goodneſſe:heroucheth all men hymſelf beeyng 
moſte pureſt: he healeth all men as one moſte mightieſt. But on no diſeaſes 
of the bodye are the phyſictans leſſe hable to dove any cure, then vpon thole 
ſickeneſſes whiche toꝛtupt the tabernacle of the mynde and rraſon, as fo er⸗ 
aũple, the fraſie, the foꝛgettetull tlepie diſeaſe, called of the phyſicias lethatge, 
albeeit in dede men polleſſed w deiuils are moꝛe incurable then either ok bothe 
theſe, betauſe the wiekedſpirites beeyng moꝛe ſtronger then mannes nature, 
dooe toſſe and turmoyle bothe their ſolles and bodyes, # vexe theim at their 
pleaſurcs. Neither is it the cuſtome to bꝛyng ſuche vnto phyſicians that are 
but men: but thei are left to the heauenly helpe of God. Fo? ſo great is the 
ſtrength and power of this eiuul, that euẽ to beholde theimis a pietec us ma⸗ 
tiert. But peraduenture thei ſeme not miſerable although in dede thei are moꝛe 
wretched caitifes) that though the deſite of reignyng oꝛ bearyng a rewle 
oner others, ate dꝛawento poiſonyng oꝛ to witcheraftes and nigromancie, 
to ſicaghyng yea the nereſt of their kynne, to ſacrilege, and other mo dedes ok 
myſchick, moꝛe hainous then theſe: and ſuche perſones alſo whom wꝛathe 
carrycth violentiy out of the tight waie to the lpoilyng of mculpa ble pooꝛe 
men to the murdꝛe of moren tes, whiche hauenothyng deſerucd:to makyng 
of warte to burnyng to ſettyng the wholle woꝛlde in a roꝛe, ho w litell a poꝛ⸗ 
cion is that einill that the partie aboue ſaid ( whoſe bo dye the deiuill had poſ; 
ſeſſed dooeth, oꝛ ſuffreeth,if it bee compared, with how great furies ſuche 
an one is vered, 02 how great confuſion a Prince bꝛingeth to the wholle 
worlde,tf he bee ſette in a rage tyꝛough the ſpirite of tyꝛannie.

So to flitte from place to place, 
is no poyncte of lightrneſſe of man:but an tuident ſigne of the charitee,that 
ſuche as folo we the ſteppes of the Apoſtles ought to haue.Yea and in places 
where p doctrine of the ghoſpellis rie enough: yet a good watchyng ſhepe- 
heard will not ſo feauero waltze to andfroround about his ture, as one that

luckily come to paſſe, Fo2 although the bote was his owne, althoughit was 

his owne net that he had caſt, and although himſelf was the beſt man that 

had ſette handts to dꝛawyng of the dꝛaught, yet taketh he vnto himſelf no 

thanke at al therof,but by the greatneſſe of his luckie ſpedyng, was ftrieken 

with the moze humilttee He falleth down at the knees of Jeſus, and putteth 

oucr vnro hym the whole glozteof all thiſſame acte, F92 his owne parte he 

confeſſeth himſelf to bee naught els, but a ſynner, and a perſone vnwoꝛthy to 

be any miniſtre oꝛ inſtrumente of his diuine po wer. Maiſter (ſaieth he) now 

and neuer akoꝛe do J acknowelage myne owne vnwoꝛthineſſe, whan J cons 

1 rode goe, ſidꝛe thy high maieſtee. Soe thou away from me, foꝛ J am vnworthie 
r Jama fatal Of thy tompaignie. Albeit it was not any deſire oꝛ wille of him to departe 
4 | = cut of the Loꝛdes compaignie,that enfoꝛted Petur to ſpeake theſe wooꝛdes 
Foils (fozheloued Jeſus ſingularly aboneall others) but a certain earneſt mer- 
' * vaillyngof his power ferreſurmountyng the power of other woꝛldly men. 


Neither wer Simons felowes of anyother mpnde0z alfeccion, than Diſtt 
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hrmſcit was of (Foz a certain vncredible wondꝛepng at this dede had po!- 
ſelled the hertes ot them all ful and whole) but not ſo muche as one ot them 
tooke to his o wont pꝛaiſe any parte at al of tie dooyng therof. Foz thei ac- 
mo welaged euerie ore ok them, that the laboure in dede was theirs, but the 
luctie ſpede of takyng ſo muche kiſhe at a dzaught was his onely, who had 
bidden them caſt their nette. Ind what man would not bee aſtouned, if ye 
conſidze how that thꝛough the pꝛeachyng of a fewe men beeyng but pooze 
creatures of birth and degre, beeyng alſo puuate perſones, neither of any 
lcarnyng noꝛ yer in any office, it was within a fewe peres perſuaded to ſo 
many thouſandes of people, that ſettyng clene aparte all affeccions of their 
kinſfolkes,ſettyng at naught all loſſe oꝛ decaie of their gooddes a ſubſtauce, 
norhyng regardyng rhe thꝛeatteuynges of zd2inces,diſpiſyng al punichemẽ⸗ 
tes and to unentyng. yea à finally death it ſelf,thei could fpndeinthetr hertes 
to kolo we the plain homely doctrine of Chriſt, beleuyng ſuche thynges as by 
mans natural reaſon cannot poſſibly be pzoued,and hopyng on ſuche thyn- 
ges as after the power and ſtrength of nature are plainly to be deſpaired of- 
A biſhop therefoze muſt of duetie be teadie and chereful to caſt the nette, that 
he maie tarneſtely apply hymſelf to wynne verai many vnto Chaiſt: and he 
chal looce the nette abꝛode, not to his owne gloꝛie, not to de a gainer thereby, 
not at the pleaſure and appetite of Pꝛinces, not foꝛ any woꝛldelp affeccicn: 
but at the pleaſure and biddyng of Chꝛiſte, who cõmaundeth not the nette 
to bee caſt abꝛode, but to the health and ſaluacion of them that are fiſhed 
foz and to the magnifiyng of Goddes goodneſſe.Fo2 this and none other is 
the Apoſtles manier of fiſhyng. And ſuche fiſhyng, although it bee executed 
by the miniſterie oꝛ ſeruice ot mannes voice,and of his diligẽt labout:pet the 
wholle ſumme of all the pꝛaiſe is to bee referred vnto Chuſte onely, whoſe 
luckie ſettyng on at the firſt, looceth the toungue to ſpeatze, whoſe ſpitite 
dooeth put in the herte of the ſpeaker what to ſaie, and whoſe ſecrete po wer 
d:aweth vnto hym the myndes of thehearers. Ind ſo ſtandyng the tale that 
it mate bee in Þ teacher, euen of his due tight to take ſome piece ok pꝛaiſe vn- 
to himſcit in this behalfe, yet is it a moꝛe poyncte of ſafetie, to referre all the 
wholle vnto hym, without who'e aide and helpe, nothyng that man attem⸗ 
pteth, dooeth ſuccede 02 pꝛoue to folkes ſaluacion. He canno ſkille to take 
awaie, that himſelf hath gruen: he tan no ſkille to enbꝛaied any man with þ 
that he hath frankely ſent of his bounteous largeſſe. So muche the rather 
will he be contented to leat any thyng bec thyne o wne, if whatſoeuer might 
by any waie haue ſemed to be thyne, thou bee of the mynde that the ſame 
ſwalbee his.

but he, was pure from all manier leptie of viciouſneſſe, )voucheſalued with 
his ownehandes to touche a creature that was to bee abhozred of all fol⸗ 
kes:how muthe leſſe conuenient is it, that the diſciples, whom the Loꝛdes 
onely goodnes hath made tiene from their ſynne, and whicheneither bee al 
together dime from all offenſes,and axe not out of poſſibiliter to falle into al 
enoꝛmitees, ſhould thynkefoule to beſtowethcir diligent cure in healyng v 
diſeaſes of otherse Suche manier touchyng dooethnot defylethetoucher, 
but ſcourethand clenſeth the partie that is touched.

And as foꝛ the loꝛde Jeſus, he did in ſuche wyſe 
temper and oꝛdꝛe all his wholle like: that myndyng to ſhewe vs a paterne 
how to liue, he would often tymes ſhewe hymſelf to bee man, and often ty⸗ 
mes, agam he would ſhew verai plam tokens of his godhed. And truely no⸗ 
thyng dooeth better make a teacher of the ghoſpell hertie, quicke, and frraſhe 
to the office of pzeachyng,nothyng dooeth ſo well fenſe hym, and arme hym 
againſt all coꝛtupcion of this life, as doeth often goyng fro all counpainie 
of men into places ſolitarie, not to idleneſle, not to gamyng, oꝛ to other ſen⸗ 
ſualpleaſures,(of whiche ſoꝛt therepoſpug of p rychecobbes of this word 
whanthci ſequeſtre theimſelues from the reſoꝛt of men fo the moſte parte 
are:) but to thereadyng of holy ſcripture bookes,to pure pꝛaier, tothantes 
geuing,tothecontemplacion of thynges heaut ly, and tali to theperfeict 
clenſyng of the ſolle,if pertaſe any ſpotte haue been caught tough liuyng 
in coumpauue with the people. Ot theſe thynges had Chiſteon his own 
bchalf no manternedeat all, but his mynde was to expꝛeſſe in hymſelf a pa⸗ 
terne fo2vs to folow. Daily conuerſacion of the paſtour oz turate emõg tht 
people, dooeth often tymes bꝛede contempte that he is not regarded, and on 
the other ſyde litell good it is that ſuche an one can dooe, as continually ab- 
ſentethhymſelffrom al menes coumpainies. A right teacher of the ghoſpell 
therfoꝛt ſhall ſhewe his head abꝛode , as often as the people ſhall nede 
the foode of tua gelicall doctrine, and as often as diſeaſes of the ſolle grow⸗ 
yng ſoꝛe vpon theim,dooerequirethe helpe of one to cure theim, Again as 
ſooneas thei haue been wel fedde, and after that helpe hath been doden to þ 
euils of a great maignie:than leſt on the one ſyde familiaritee maie engendꝛe 
contempte, oꝛ on the other ſyde tomuche pꝛeſence maie ber a cloiyng 
tat hym ſequeſtre hymſelf into his ſolitarie cloſet, to the ende that, from his 
holy ſtudie at his booze. (as from veraitalkyng with god,) he maie returne 
again to helpyng of his neighbours , at tuerie one tyme 
at an other, and at al tymes better man, then he was afoze. 


¶ And it happened on a certayne dait:that de taught, and late 

and doctours of lawe, whichc wer come out ot all the townes of Galtlee,and 
Dittuſalem. And thc power of the laꝛde was pꝛeſent tobeale theim. And beholde , 
bzought in a bedde a man whiche was taken with a pallic : and thei ſought meanes to

After the lyke ſo2te veraily as is afozeerp2ſed, did the loꝛde Jeſus re- 
turne again from wylderneſſe to Capernaum, and teſtoꝛed his pꝛeſente to 
the deſtres of all the people beryng now made ſharpe and eagre with ſd2e 
longyng foꝛ hym. And there tuẽ as he was ſitting in a certain pziuate houſe 
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and teachyng (for whereſocuer Chaiſtteacherhſirting,there is the churche:) 0 
there had come ſwarmyng thither, not now the balle and the mnfertour ſoꝛte on 4 certayrs 
of people onely, but alſo the Phatiſces ſwellyug in pꝛide vnder the pꝛetenſe date 
und doe of holyneſſe, and alſo the doctours of Moſes la we, who betyng 
muche moued with thefameof Jeſus, hadpurpoicly come thit her ko kerte 
plates, not onely out of all the tounes of Galilee where Capetnaum ſtoode, 
and of Jewrie Whiche laie next adio ynaunt vnto theſame Galilee: but alſo nt gt 
out of the vera citee of Hieruſalem , whiche Hieruſalem did pꝛeſumpte at che rownes 
ouſly take vpon it ſelfethe higheſt pzeeminence ot all godly perfeccion , and * 1 
alſo of wyſedome. But as foꝛ Jeſus , fozaſmuche as he was the fountain 
of all health, did altogether from toppe to toe ſende out from hymnothyng, 
but a certain effettuall godly power fox the healyng of man, whiche thyng 
to dove was the onely cauſe of his comyng into this woꝛlde. And the moꝛe 
p2incipall parteof man, didof goodcongruence take the plate to bee cured 
firſt. With his woozdes hehealed diſeaſes of tharſolles. Indtherfoze firſt 
he taught, and theſame he did ſittyng down, lyke one that tooke vpon hym 
(as bf iuſt tauſe he might, )the full autoziteeof a doctour and teacher. The 
puttyng awateof diſeaſes of the bodye , was yet remaining nexte to bee 
dooen,the whiche curyng of the bodye, ( becauſe it was athyngopento the 
yes of theim all, might frame in theim a perfeict belief of ſuche thynges, 
as with moꝛe fruicte and power alſo, (though not althyng ſo apparent to 
the iye, ) wer wꝛought and dooentnthe ſolles. And beholde a matier encn 
there readiepzepaired whervpon to exertiſe and chewe his godly power. gze t5ovgue 
There was euen pꝛeſent a man poſleſſed with the diſeaſe of the paulſcy, in « badde 
lyyng be dꝛed not hable to ſtiere, and he was carryed thither of fower men. was h 
So ſoꝛe was this diſeaſe vpon hym, that all the ſinewes in cuerie parte of wich thepal 
his wholle bodye wer taken withall, and ſo holdeu, that the pieteous crra⸗ 
ture could dooe nothyng but lye ſtill in his bedde,and was none otherwyſe 
tarryed about but as acoꝛpſe oꝛ a deade carkas. Albeeit the verai nature 
and kynde of this diſeaſe beſides fooꝛth of it ſeif is ſuche:that Phyſiciaͤs 
at moſte tymes haue but homely (pede a lucke i wꝛaſtlyng with it. But thei 
that carryed the ſicke man had ſo great belief and confidence in Jeſus : that 
theiputte no manier doubte,but thattheſame Jeſus(to whom thei knew br br. 
that there was no kynde of diſeaſe vncurable)as ſoone as he ſhould behold ace to b1yng 
thepicteous ſight and facion of this ſtraunge plague, would bee moued w ¹ 
tompaſſion, and helpeit immediatiy. All themoſtea dooe was ſyke to bre, 
how the pieteous creature might come to bee in the ſighte of Jeſus. Foz 
{uche an one is now alreadie at a verai nigh poynte to bee made perfeictely 
who lle, who hath once fozſaken p lurkyng co mers of ſynnyng, a as a man 
in miſcrable tate dooeth oſtre hymſeif to Þ ſight of Jeſus,acknowelageyng 
his o wne extrenie diſtreſſe, ⁊ lookyng foꝛ Jeſus moſt mertiable goodneſſe, 
But as touchyng this diſeaſed ma, p lette why thei bꝛought hym not in, to a whan 
laye hym at Jeſus fete, was þ thicke pꝛeſſe o people, is a como lette we abe a6 
to man, p would els make haſte to ſaluation. Neuertheleſſe þ ſame poynt 
here i this matier although tt ſtopped a hind2edtheſickemines geattyng ĩ 
to 5 cſs, yet didit make bothe the great deſirefulneſſe a alſo thetruſte ⁊ cõ⸗ 
fidence,aſwell of the partie that had the paulſey, as alſo of the others that 
carryed hym, to ber the moꝛe famouſly kno wen. Foꝛ 9 god is of h's 
nature 
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nature pꝛopenſe andreadieto chewe mercie vnto all creatures : yet docth he 
many tymes make ſome delate of his beneficial goodneſſe, to the entente he 
mate the mozeſharpen our deſires,andalloto teache vs, that we ought to 
lcaue nothyng vnattempted, oꝛ vnaſſaied, that we mate bee deliueredfrs the 
diſeaſes of the ſolle.Heloucth in this behalf to ſee vs impoꝛtune: aud by our 
ipoꝛtunitet heis(as ye would ſaye ) compelled of fozcevnto theſame thyng 
whicheneuertheleſſe ol his veraie owne naturt heis moſte enclined to dooe, 
Therefoꝛe marke mt no we, what a bolde a avẽturous parte theſe carryers 
ot the ſicke man plaied:oꝛ rather what the partiethat had the diſeaſe , with 
muche impoꝛtunitet made theim parfozceto dooe.Up thei gotte their heauie 
carriage to the houſe roufe in the outſyde, and the tilyng pulled awaie, thei 
leat down the ſicke man with choꝛdes, as it had been in at a wyndooꝛe, euen 
as he was lyyng ſtill in his bed, emong the thickeſt of all the people, directly 
bekoꝛe the feete of Jeſus, What a moꝛe ſhameleſſeo2 ſawcieptanke coulde 
there ber, then to take down the tyſyng of an other mannes houle, a to toum⸗ 
bit in ſuche a lothely ſyghte beloꝛe ſuche a pꝛeſenteto beholde it And here the 
thictze pꝛeſſe, whiche at the dooꝛe would not geue waie to the pieteous bo⸗ 
dye to come in, coulde not chooſe but of foꝛte to mate roume toꝛ hym whan 
he cameſlydyng down krom the houſe toppe. And what dooeth the moſte 
ientiland mylde phyſician therewhyle⸗ He caſtethnot them in theteeth with 
their ſhameleſſe facion and their impoꝛtunitee, he maketh no railyng noꝛ bit⸗ 
tur chyding that his pꝛeachyng was mterrupted with aſight mucheto bee 
lothed and abhozred. 

Thebearcrs ofthe ſicke bodyelookyng downfrom the houſe toppe aſked 
nothyng of hym, the man ſelfethathad the paulſey, aſkednothyng neither, 
from whom the great diſeaſe hadtaken awaie the vſe of his toungue alſo. 
And yet all the mote did he ſpeake to this mercifullphyſician in that hecould 
not ſpeakeat all, noꝛ had no power . Neither was there any nede of 
makyng peticton : fo the miſcrable ſighte it ſelfe did in moſte carneſt wyſe 
make rcqueſte foꝛ mercie: and thethyng that his bearers had dooen , did e⸗ 

2nbwhan be Uidentliy enough declare what their truſte was to haue at the loꝛdes han⸗ 
ſawe their DES. Jeſus therefore whan he had thioughly perceiued andſeentheir woon- 
tren e Drefullaffiauncein hym,didaccompliſhe moꝛe vnto theim , then thetlooked 
foz. Theſummeof theirhertes deſire was no more, but that p partie whiche 
had the paulſey, might bee deliuered of the ſickeneſſe of his bodye. But Je- 
ſus declaryng it to bee a more godly thyng koꝛ hym to dooe, and a thyng 
mo2eto bee deſired and ſought foꝛ on our e, to beedeliuered from the 
diſeaſes of the ſolle, turned hymſclf to the ſicke man, and ſaied: Thou man, 
thy ſynnes are koꝛgeuen ther.

dane. Tage he plete 
ſus pttetyued they: thoughtes de aunſtyered,and ſaied vnto theim: What rhynke ye in 
your bettes? Mdetder ts it eaſyer to ſate:tby art fo:geuen the, 02 to ſais:atyſe vp 
and walkc? But that ye maye bnowe that the ſoonne of man hath to fozgeue ſyn 
nes on yearth , de ſayde to the ſycke of che paulſye: I ſaye vuto Frerefe tetep thy 
de ddt. and go vnto thy houſe. And tmmediatly be aroſe vp befoze tie im, and rooke vp — 
bed(wheron be layt aud departed to dis ewne bouſe,paiſyng God. And thei wer all az 
maſcd,aud thct gaue the gloz'e vuto God, Ind were fplied with feare, ſaiyng: Mt haue 
ſcene traunge (byng#s to dais. This 
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This wooꝛde betauſe it playnly ſouned of a certain power perteinyng to 
the godhed, did thzoughly moue the myndes of the Dcribes ,+ Phanilees, 
beeyng mẽ neuer vureadieo2 vndiſpoſed to foꝛge matiers of crymeagayalt 
hym.4 02 the pzieſtes(whoſeofficewas to offre theſacritices fozſinnes,)did 
not their owne ſelues remitte ſinnes, but onely made interceſſion to god by 
mtanes of pꝛaier, that he would fozgeue offenſes treſpaced againſt hym. 

But Jeſus without burnt ſacrifices ſuche as the pueſtes did offre, + with 

out pꝛayers, as it had been of his owne pꝛopꝛe autozitee, and an autoutee 

of perpetual continuaunce,ſayeth: Thy ſynnes are foꝛgeuen thee : compꝛe⸗ 

hendyng vnder a general name, the ſumme and the coꝛpſe ok allſinnes toge- 

ther in generall, wheras the pueſtes did pzocurenomoze but certayn ofteſes 

to be pourged by meane ot ſacriftce,andnotallſinnes vntuerſally. E ſai had g u . 
thus muche taught theim, that onely god it was, who might geuerenuſſis and. pu. a. 
ot ſynnes vnto me. Foꝛ inthys manier ſpeaketh he by the mouth o his ſayd 
pꝛophet. I it is, euen verai J it is, tgat dooe wype awaye thy iniquitees fo 
myneowneſake, and J ſhallno moꝛe beare thy ſynnes in remembꝛaunce. 
But the Scribes and Phariſces, though they eſpyed and ſawe i hym plain 
tokens ofthe power of god, yet beeyng offended with the infirmiter ok his 
bodye whan thei ſawe it , and partely alſo beeyng blynded with enuie, had 
more will to foꝛge ſome ſlaundꝛe againſt hym, then to beleue on hym, For 
with ſecretethoughtes thus did theiſpeake within theimſelues:and(as the 
pꝛopꝛitet of Phariſaical deuiſyng ofſlaundꝛes is,) vnto their moſt deiuliſhe 
weikedneſſe, thei pꝛetende a cloke of high deuocton towardes god, and the 
earneſte3ele ot tendꝛeyng his gloꝛie. 

Foꝛ there is not any moꝛe pernicious a kynde of vngodlyneſſe, then ſo to 
dooe. What felo w is thiſſame here, ſaie thei, that ſpeaketh woozdes of bla e ow 
phemie. pꝛelumyng on hym the thyng that is appꝛopꝛiate vnto god alone 1s tie chac 
Foꝛ who is of power to remitte ſynnes, but onely god :* But than theloꝛde — 
Jeſus, to declare that in this behalfe alſo he had an equalitee of the diume 
nature: made aunſ wer in this manier to the ſecrete thynkynges of their 
hertes:©herfoze haue yeſuchethoughtes in your hertes-whetherof theſe un thyoke 
two dooe ye tudgemore eaſie: eitherto ſateto a man that is cloggued with tes.:c. 
ſinne,thy ſynnes art foꝛgeuen thee:02 els to ſaie vnto this partie, whom ye 
ſee hete to haue euerie ioynte ol his bodyevnknitteand looce one from ano- 
ther with the paulſey: aryſe, and walke ! That if ye ſhall ſee perfeict health 
ok the bodye to bee reſtoꝛed witha mere wooꝛde vnto a man beryng ot hym 
lelfe paſt all remedie and cure: than beleue ye that the lolle alſo is with lyke 
eaſineſſereſtozedto his perfeict health. By this that yecuidentely ſce with 
your ies, beleue ye the thyng that cannot bee ſren withipes. L eat not the 
infirmiteeof this bodyeof myneoffende you: but of the veral actes chat ye nene 
lie dooen. ackno welage ye the power ol my godhed. And takeyenow there; v 
fo2ea viſible leſſon to learne by, that the ſoonne of man hath in hym a per⸗ 
petuall power and appꝛopꝛiate vnto hym on yearth to geue full remiſſion 
of ſynnes vnto allcreatures , whiche with ſyncere feith dooe ſeke and aſke ge . 3cag 
his healpe:and therrwithall ( the ſaid Scribes and Phariſces gruyng good 71. 
cart vnto him, and earneſtely herkenyng, he ſaied to the partie that had the 
palſty. To thee J ſaie,ariſe, take vp thy bedde, and goe home to thy houſe. 
And cuen immediately the man that had been ſo — 2 * 
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ſoone as he was bidden, ariſeth in ſight of all the pꝛeſence, and takyng bps 

his ſhoulders the bedde in whiche he had lyen ſicke, went awate on his fecte 

, Ind erer home to his owne houſe, the perteitt ſtrength of his bodye in ſuche wyſe te⸗ 
owne houſe. ctiutd again, that where atoꝛe lyyng ſicke in his bedde, he was carryed with 
tower men: he was now ſtrong enough to cartie his owne bed hymſelt too. 
Andawaye he goethe a perfeicte hole man altogether bothe in ſolle # body 

Patterns capyng in his hertefoz ioye, and cheretull in countenaunce, gloutipng god 
* by whoſe goo duelle he had been reſtoꝛtdto his health, wheras at the hides 
ot man there had been no hope of any recouerie.Andtruely thepeople beyng 

Ind tte wee catileſtely moued with the ſtraungeſight that thei had ſeen , wer right 
at amaſed , Qreatly aſtouned ,and many of theim p2aiſed god, that he had geuen ſuche 
ir, eat power vnto a man:(fo2 as yet thei demed none other ferther thing of 
eſus.)But ſome of theim knowyng theimſelfes (ynful and naught i their 

(Ind wer fil- 0wne conſcience , wer thzoughly taken with a great fearetoo , foꝛaſmuche 
eng theididnot yet vnderitande that Chuſte was come ol veraipurpoſe,not 

to caſt awaie neto leſe ſuche as had offended, but to make theim pure and 

Sung: we llimottnt. And thei ſaied emong themſelfes: we hauethis dateſeen thynges 
tant ftcen tO bte woondꝛed at: and ſuche thynges as neither we haue heard at any 
146 to ban tyme to haue been dooen, noꝛ vet haue read of. The prople meruailleth a is 
in keate, (a euen that ſame is a good large ſteppe of fozewardneſle towar- 

The texte. des hralth:) but the Phariſets, thei grũte + murmour,# haue cnuie at hym., 
¶ and after this be went fooꝛth, and ſawe a publicanc named ETcus, ſittyng at the te⸗ 

ceipteof cuſtome, Ind he ſaled vnto bym:folow me. and he lcatt all, and aroſe vp, and 

folowed hym. And Lcui made bym a great feade in His owne houſe. And there was a 

great coumpaignie of Publtones and of other that ſate at meate with theim. and the 

Scribes a Þbariſc19 murmured againſt his diſciples ſaiyng:woy dode pe cate s mike 

with Pudlicanes, and ſynners: and Jeſus aunſwcered, and ſated vuto tbeim: thi y toat 


att hole nede not tie pbyſician, but thet that ate ſicke. came uot to call the righteous, 
dut ſynuets to tcpentaunce. 


And Jeſus whan he was gon out from thens after that he had pꝛeached 
by the waters ſyde, (teachyng vs thereby, that the ſede of the euangelicall 
doctrine is in al plates without extepcion to bee ſowed:)as he was paſſyng 
by, he caſt his iye vpon a certam publitane called Matthewe, # otherwyſe 

Feece this vc. Alſo called by the name of Leui, the ſoonne of Alpheus:and this Leui was 
Al dur c ſitting at thereceipteof cuſtome. This was not a thyng dooen by blynde 
Keut, chaunce, but to haue taſt his iye on him, was no leſſe then to haue choſen 
hymto bee one of his. And a publicane he choſe into thefelowethip oꝛ bꝛo⸗ 

therhood of his Apoſiles of verai purpoſe, to teache his ſeruaũtes, that no 

ſoꝛte of ments to bee reietted from the pꝛokeſſion of the ghoſpel, ſo that thei 

forſake the trade of their foꝛmer naughtie like, and peld theim ſelues wholly 

nette to perfeict godlyneſſe. Jeſus ſaied therefoze vnto Lew: folowe me. And he 
at the voice of Jtſus, as thoughit had bern ene by ſome ſtrong charmyng 

oꝛ enchauntement clenechaungedinto an other manier of man, ariſcth vp, R 

all thynges leaft alone behynde hym, euen as he was, he folo web the loꝛde. 

Now. to conuerte a man wholly geuen atoꝛe to a ſlaũdꝛeous trade of geat- 

tyng all his 12 enw2apped with manifolde affaires ſuche as it is 

vnneath poſſibleto geat out of, to conuert ſuche an one ſoo dainſy to a dene 

contrarie ttade, this was a miracle muche moꝛe notable, then to reſtoꝛe the 

ſint wet to a man that had lpen ſickeof the paulſey And that verai 3 


the gholpel of, S. Luke, Chap.v, Fo.lvii. 

was tuen now alreadiea greatherte burnyng to the Phariſees,that Jeſus 

vttreiy retuſing theim,tookevnto hym publicanes , by whoſe comnpaime 

oꝛ hauyng to dooe with theun,the Jewes thought theimſelfes to bee defoi- 

led and made vnclene. But there came an other thyng beſides this, whiche 
cauſed their enuie and grutche to bꝛaſt fooꝛth. Foz Matthewe beeyng now 

become a diſcipleof Chiſtes, oꝛdemed foꝛ his maiſter a great feaſte at home 1 trat 
at his owne houſe. And thither did Chuſte voucheſalue to come accoum- — 
pauued with his diſciples, Attheſame tyme wer bidden andcalle d alſo to 

the ſaid feaſte a great noumbꝛe of Publicanes whom Matthe we, euẽ as 

he had had theim coumpatmons of his founer trade:ſo was he now deſi⸗ 

rous and faine to haue had folo wers of his newe trade in commyng to 

Chuſt. The Scrides andthe Phariſeis this ſeryng, could now no longer de art 


ke pe in the wicked murmur of their hertes, and yet durſt thei not preſume — 
to ſpeake to the loꝛde: but thei ſpe ake tothe diſciples, and to the diſcipleg wurd. a. 
thei kynde matiers of cauillacion againſt their maiſter, to the entente to 
turne their mindes from hym that thei might foꝛſake hym. And this was 
their ſatyng to the diſciples : foꝛaſmuche as it beſemeththe holy to be con⸗ 
uerſaunt and to kepe coumpaignie with the holy, wherefoze dooe pe bo⸗ 
the admitte Publicanes and ſynners whiche are in open llaundꝛe and ob⸗

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and alſo wellto bre allowed, the Lone Jeſus bothe plaied the parte of an 
aduocate foꝛ his diſciples,(who wer not as yetſufficientely armed to dampe 
andchoke the malicious tapciouſneſſe of the Phariſees # of the Scribes:) a 
alſo did plainly teache the ſaid Phariſees,that his courteous demeanyng of 
hymſelf towardes ſyuners , was mercie, and not fauouryng of vnright- 
teouſneſſe:and thirdely he did with couert wooꝛdes, but yetſharpely, rebuke

gloꝛie he ſetteth befoꝛe the glozic of God : of any diſpleaſure 02 wong he 
will beeauenged:yea and wil dooe w2ongto others of his owne ottre : he 
tabetha tonceipte anda pꝛyde in himſelfe euẽ of his naughtie doynges too. 
the wel doynges of other men he will ſlaundꝛeouſly rep2ouc x fynde taulte 
withall: He taketh wales foꝛ his owne ſingular commobitees with Þ hurt 
and damage of his neighbours: his woꝛdes art tuermoꝛe diſagreable with 
his hertt : He neither trulteth God, ne loueth his neighbour : Ot him ſelt he 
inaketh vauntes, others he cõdemneth x ſaieth to bee naught: he tlattereth 
hunſelf that he doeth well in al thynges, à vpon his bꝛother, dooyng neuer 
lo litel amyſſe, he is a iudge without mercie. And wheras he ꝓduceth luche 
fructes as theſe, pet in leaues and rynde he beareth a countret aict ſytzeneile 
ota goodtree. He goeth walkyng vp and down in his habite gardedoz 
hemmed with his bꝛode philacteries ;: He waſheth eue rie ether while: he re: 
ſtcth on the ſab both daie:he biulily fleeth krom talkyng with Publics, but 
he geueth diligent attendaunce on great riche widoes : toward p ſelie pooze 
crtature a fiercecrue[ty2ane,towardes the tiche cobbes a plain flattreer. He 
laſteth often, but that is in pᷣ face ofthe woꝛld abꝛode:at home plaieth he » 
glutton #onely ſerueth his bealie. In his pꝛaiers he is long a long again: Þ 
lawe, the temple, and God, he hath al waits in his mouth: but at auy occa- 
ſion out it bꝛaſteth that laie hidden in the herte, in which is lated vp the trea 
wur ot mennes good pꝛoperties, and of theyꝛ eiuil alſo. So than, as often 
as any caſe dooeth tarneſtely pꝛicke him, tha doeththatſame outward ſhewe 
of cloked holme ſſe vaniche awaie, and than comethit fooꝛth and ſheweth 
it ſelfe that hath lyen diepely hidden in the botome of the herte. A w2ong 02 
a diſpltaſour is laied in his waie:he is grieuouſly teuiled without deſerte: 
he is haled into the pueſon:heis ſpoiled ot his gooddes in theſe caſes,doeth 
the good man out of good treaſour of his herte, ſhewe fooꝛth goodneſſe. 
Foꝛ he paieth not home one diſple aſure with another ſoꝛer diſpleaſure a 
gam: but cither ſuſtreethit , ozels retompenſeth a diſpleaſure dooen vnto 
him, yea euẽ with a beneficial good turne. To one that reuileth him, he aun 
ſwereth with mylde and quiete wooꝛdes again:beeyng haled into pꝛicſon, 
he geucth thankes to God:the loſſe of dignitee oꝛ pꝛomocions he recetucth 
with ioye. But clene tontrarie to all the pꝛemiſſes, the ſayd Phartſaicaltree, 
at any occaſion that is oſtreed, eweth kooꝛth kruictes of a terre contrarie 


ſoꝛte to the others. 
Why calic ye me, Toꝛde Loꝛde, and dooe not as J dit de pou? 


God cannot by any meanes bee detetued with one thyng foꝛ another, 
foꝛaſmuche as he thzoughly ſeeth the die peſt tomers and the bot ome of the 
herte within. either ts he any thyng at all moued with the re ſpecte oꝛ re⸗ 
garde ol bodily and outwarde ceremontes, which dooeoftentymes deteiue 
men thoughthe countrefaict ſemblaunce ot᷑ holyneſſe. Thei geue a ma glo⸗ 
tious paincted woꝛdes, a ſecre tely dooe theyꝛ vttermoſte power to bꝛyng 
him to open ſhame. Foꝛ to what purpoſe ſerueth it, that ye ſpeake to me in 
the waic of doyng me honour, makyng at euerie other woꝛde a ſolemne re- 
ptating ot this name loꝛd, ſoꝛd, oꝛ maiſter,maiſter:whet yenothyng regard 
thoſe thinges which J commaiide v enioyne vnto ou⸗If ye acknowelage 
me foz you loꝛd 2 maiſtet, tha ſee Þ ye bee obe dict doocrs of *

if ye dooenot ſo acknowelage me, what meaneth that callyng of Loꝛde 02 
maiſter, oꝛ what dooeth it in me⸗ Wherethe caſe requireth obedient 2 readie 
ſetuice, honoure due to your loꝛde oꝛ maiſter muſt bee ſhewed fooꝛth, not in 
woꝛdes, but in dooynges. The dil gent kepyng ofthe Loꝛdes commaunde 
mentes dove ſhewe who is a feithtul ſeruaunte, and not glouous ſpeakyng 
of wooꝛdes of honour, 


The terte. Whoſocuct cometh to me, and heareth m ſatyng , and docth theſame, J wil ewe 


you to whom ve is like, De is like Vnto a man, whiche built an houſe, and digged diepe 
aud lated tbe toundacion on a rocue, Whan the waters aroſc, the fludde beat vpon that 
houſe, and could not mouc if, Fo: it was groanded vpon a rocke. But ye that bearcth and 
doocthnot,is like a man that without foundacion built au houſe v the yearth:a- 
gauiſt the whiche the tludde did beat, and it fel ummediacely,and the falle of that houſe 
was great. 


After this dooen, theſame that the Loꝛde had taught by the ſimilitude 
of a goodandanetwitree,wholefruicteg are to bee eſtemedof the rooteſelf 
and none other:theſamt thyng dooeth he ſti} beat unto their heades , by the 
ſunilitude oꝛ compariſon ofa vuuldyng, that either wil geue ouer and falle 
oꝛ willnot geueouer to ſtoꝛmes beatyng vpon it. Foꝛ truely what thyng 5 
root is m; a tree, theſame thyngincompariſonis the foundacion in a buil 
ding: and what the leaues art in a tree, euen the like therof is the makyng of 
any houſe, which yeldeth without fkooꝛtha pleaſaũt ſhewe to the beholderg.

J will ſhe we you to whom he is like, He is like to a pꝛouident and cirtun 
pect builder, that buildeth his houſe not foꝛ a vain bꝛaggue oꝛ ſhewe one⸗ 
iy, noꝛ to ſcrue him foꝛ a ſhozte while and no longer: but for a firme 
neſſe and ſtedfaſtencſſe to ſtande and endure without periſhyng againſt 
any blouſtrtous ſtoꝛme oꝛ tepeſte to come.

And foꝛaſmuche as ſuche an one hathj no care at all: ne paſſeth 
not on aſubſtaunaall foundation, but goeth vp with his buildinges of 
a great heighth, foꝛ a bꝛaggue and a ſhew onely : as ſoone as either any 
reunyng oner of the flouddes dooeth come, oꝛ any blouſtrepng ſtoꝛme of 
windes doeth ariſe, byanby down cometh al that euer he hath builded: and

Whan he had ended all bis ſaiynges in the audience of the people, be entred into 
Capetnaum. And a certain centutious ſet uaunte whicde was dere vnto bym, late liche, 2 
mas in pctill of death. And whan he heard of Jcſus,be (cnt vnto dym the Elders of rhe 
Jewe * dym that he woulde come, 2 ht ale dis ſctuauntt. And whan thei came 
to Jeſus, thei beſought hym inftauntcly,ſaiyng:De 1s worthic that (heu (bouldeNt doce 
this for hym Foz he loucth out nation. And bath built vs a Synagoguc. 4nd Icſus went 
with theim. And whan de was now, not fette from the heuſe,the Centurion lent frendes 
to him, ſatyng vnto bym : Lozde, trouble not thy ſcife, Foz J am not wooꝛthie that theu 

(houldc>> ente vuder my roufe. Wherfoze I thought nor my leite woo: thic to come vn⸗ 
to tict: But ſaiethou the wooꝛde, and my (cruaunt ball dee holc. Foz J allo am a man 
lette vnecr power, and haue vnder me ſouldicrs,and J ſaie vntooenc: gore, and bc gocth: 
and to anothcr,come,and he commeth : and to my ſctuaunte, do this: and de doocth it. 
Whan Leſus heardthis , be meruailed at hym , and turned hym about, aud (atd ro the 
pcople p folowe d him: J (aic vuto you, baut not found ſo great fcrith , uo, not in J ſracl. 
Ind oy that wer ſent,turned dat ae home again,and folds the ſeruaunte boic that hay 
| been licke. 


Fter that the Loꝛde Jeſus had ſpoken ma⸗ 
ny wooꝛdes of themuchelykeſozte, as is 


Avis diſciples and the people to ſette theun 
Ama trade towardes the ercellent high per- 
ktection of cuangelicall philoſophte : he went 
again to the citce of Capernaum ,in whiche 
citce he vſed mucht aud often to beeconuer- 
ſaunt . And there ektſons befalleth many a 
ſoondue occaſion to weoꝛke and ſhewe mi 
racics , to the ende that the autoutee of his 
4 doctrine might bee confirmed and ratified 
with the moſte high ertellencie ok his actes + 
dedes. There was in the ſame plate a certain Centurion, who had at home t 
his houſe a ſeruaunt whiche was in ſuche perill à daungier of his life with

the diſeaſe of the paulſey, that he was euennow at deathes dooze. This ma- aun 


tier did not a litell veretheherteofthe Centurion, who eſtemed his bonde- 
ſrtuaunte not by his vile ſtate of bondage, but by thefideliter and truſtineſſe 
that he lounde in hym, and by pure honeſtec of his behaueour,and by the 
ſame his eraumple , did alſo repteuctheinhumanitee of certaine maiſters, 
Wicht doode commonly eſteme and vſt their ſeruauntes in no better degree 
ok re garde, then thei dooc their hozſes,02 their oxen. But to the purpoſe, 
whanthis Centurtd had gotten knowelage,that Jeſus was goeninto Ca

dert vrito bf, 
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pernaum:he pꝛocured and made out certain auncyent head me of p Jewes 
to makeinſtaunt requeſt to the loꝛde in theit owne names, that he would 
voucheſalue to got vnto his houſe to make his ſeruaunte hole agaty, Jt 
came of reuerenceandſhametaſtneſſe,(not of miſtruſte)thatthe Centurion 
firſt bteyng a Gentile,and ſecoundely a man of armes ( whiche to bee was 
thought an vngodly thing, ) maketh ſuite to the loꝛde by meane of others, 
and not by hymſeit. But thei whan thei wet come vnto Jeſus, ſuſpectyng 
and halfe demung it to bee a thing lyte enough, ð ſo great a benefite would 
not without muche a dooe be obteined, firſte foꝛ a bondman, ſecoundly fox 
an heathen, aud thirdely foꝛ a Centurion, that is to ſaie, a petytaptaine foꝛ a 
Cruc of ſoldiers:thei entreate him w mucheearefulneſſe+ earneſt wooꝛdes, 
ſatyng:Sir haue no reſpecte that he is a Genttle,thatheis a man of armes, 
ne toꝛ that this benefite is aſked foꝛ one that is but a bondſeruauut vnder 
himin his Crue. Fox he is ſoondꝛie waies a man woozthiefoz whome to 
doocas good a plcalure as this commeth to. Foꝛ he is right louing x fred y 
to out nation, aud hath buyled vs a Synagogue. Than Jeſus becauſehe 
would chewe that no perſone is vile afoze hym, it the ſame bee commended 
and ſette feozth to hym by ktith: went to the ſame plate that he was called 
vnto. Ad whan he was now come ſomewhat nere to the houſe, where the 
partic lait ſickcui his bedde, the Centurion perteiuyng that the loꝛde appꝛo⸗ 
che d, willed his frendes to goe mete him, and thus to ſaie vnto him: Mai⸗ 
ſicr,thereis no tauſe why foꝛ thee to take all this labour of cõming hither. 
Tiy bounteous goodneſſedoocth moꝛe now, then J durſt haue pꝛeſumed 
to deſire. J know thy dignitte wellenough, and J knowe myne owneſelfe, 
Anheathen creature J am: a Centurion J ain :# allthis buiſyneſſe that J 
matt is about no bettet a man but a bondeſcruaunt.J am by myne owne 
iudgemet, afelow vnwooꝛthie, vader whoſe houſeroofethou ſhouldeſt 
put thy head, and fo2this cauſe durſt J not pꝛeſume to come vnto the my 
ſclf.Fo2 the Jewes thinke theimſelues by metyng oꝛcõmyng of any of vs 
cmongeſt thcum,to bee defiled, becauſe weare taken as men vttrely eſtraũ⸗ 
ged fromaltrueſerung and woozſhippyngef God, a enwꝛapped with 
manyſoondueſynnes.Neuertheleſſethe great dolour ol my herte , # myne 
ercedyng great truſt in thee, hath cauſed that J haue pzeſiuned to deſire # 
aſkc health foꝛ my ſeruaunt liyng now in extremes: which health thou arte 
hablc with a wooꝛde of thy mouth to geue. But this is to ſumpie a baſſe a 
maticr,yca and alſo to light a matier foꝛ thee to come # dooc in thyne owne 
pcrſone. I teniecturc this by tompariſon of myneowneſelf, Foz I ama mi 
ſubiccte tothe power of an othet man, to whoſecomaundemetes J am o⸗ 
bedient, and haue other Soldiers alfo vnder me whiche dooe all thynges 
that Jcommaunde theim:ſo that it is not neceſſariefo2 me to goe about the 
docing of all thynges in myne owne perſone. But in caſe there bee any ho⸗ 
mel oꝛ ſlendꝛe matier to dooe, J ſaie to this folowe : gooe, and he gooeth, 
and to another: come htther,and he tommeth. J ſaie to any of my ſeruaun- 
tes whom me luſteth: doe this, and he beeyng obedient to my bydding 
docethit. If the commaundemente of ſuche an one as J am, haue ſo great 
autozitee : that J ſyttyng ſtill, the thing that J would haue is neuerthe⸗ 
(eſſe erecuted and dooen by men that are vnder my gouernaunce, — 
m 
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muche moꝛe, though thou ſtiere not at all ſhall it be dooen, if thou witha 
wooꝛde and nothyng elles , ſhalt geue ſuche tommaundemente, oꝛ commit: 
ſion to any of thy diſciples. Jeſus,bceyng delyted with this taltze becauſe it 
was kullof hertie good aſtectien towardes his ſeruaunt, and of alowelye 
opinioof himſrif,x of woonderfull affiaunce towardes the Loꝛde, ſtaighed 
ſoodainly and ſtoode (ill : and ſhewed the verai tokens of one beeyngin a 
great meruaill : not becauſethethyng that he hcarde was ſtraunge vnts 
hym,(fotaſmuche as he kne we well enough the herte ofthe Centurio befoze 
theſe woꝛdes wer ſpoken: )but thepurpoſe that he went about was, by 
makyng a countenaunte of meruaillyng,to commendevnto the Jewes the 
Centurions affyaunceandaſſured truſte in god: and alſo to embꝛaid them 
wich their vnbelief, by this exaumple of a man beeyng bothe an heathen , x 
à ſoldicr. Jeſus therefoze makyng delaye ok an aunſwer to the Centurion, 
turned to the multitude of the Je wes, that accompanied him, a ſated: This 
one thing J affirme vnto you ok certaintee, that yet vnto this date J haue 
not found ne kno wen ſo much feithin all the nacion of Iſrael. Foꝛ Þ ſeniouis 
of the Jewes that had come vnto hym, did leſſe beleue on hym in that ther 
made ſuche earneſt deſire to haue the loꝛdes owne preſence there, and in that 
thei half myſtruſted that Jeſus would not haue healed the ſeruaunte of an 
heathen man, onleſſe thei had alleged his hertie fauour towardes the nation 
of the Jſraelites:as though the Loꝛde wer a geuer of his benefites foꝛ hu⸗ 
main 02 woꝛldly affecciõs, oꝛ for the dignitee ⁊ wooꝛthyneſſe of the perſone, 
and not much rather to thefeithful truſte of the peticioner. Jeſus therefoꝛe, 
(after that he had affirmed vnto theim that a tyme ſhould tome, wha ſuche 
as by the Jewes eſtimacion wer reputed foꝛ heathen a foꝛ ſynners, ſhould 
though thecommendacion of feith be reteiued vnto the digniter ot pnacion 
of Jſraell,theſe perſons reietted, who beryng by natural deſcente Þ childꝛen 
of Abꝛaham, had though their vndelife made themſelkes vnwooꝛthie ſuch 
a paterne oꝛ heade ſtocke andlinage, )ſaied vnto the Centurion, who at the 
laſte was come himſelf to:) goe thy waies:foꝛ the thyng p thou haſt belened 
maie de dooen.ts dooen. Thy ſeruaunt is perfeictip hole. And as he was in 
returnyng homeward he had knowelage by his ſeruauntes metyng him on 
the waie, that his ſeruaunte was euen at Þ ſelf ſame tymeſoodainly deliue⸗ 
red fro his diſeaſe, in which Þ loꝛd had ſaied:thy ſeruaũt ltucth.Fo2 ſo large⸗ 
ly dooeth the vertue and e ficacie of Jeſus wooꝛde extende, y it dooeth with 
no leſſefruicte oꝛ benefite helpe perſoneg, abſent, ⁊ferre diſtaunt, thẽ thoſe, d 
wer preſet withm his ſight oꝛ reache,if their feithfull belief and affiaunce in 
hym did hable the as apte ⁊ wooꝛthie to reteiue their godly deſire fox their 
keithes ſake,eſpecially whan the exaũple was ſuche,as might either put the 
Gentiles in hopex coumfozte of goddes grate towardes theim, oꝛ els beea 
moniciõ to the Jewes that foꝛ default of the true feith , thei chould leſe the 
fauour of God, whichethei ſhould wilfully a obſtinatelyreiette and caſt of 
whait wer offered. Foz tertes this p2cſt eraiiple was but an image or fi⸗ 
gureof þ Getiles afterwardto coeinto þ felowſhip of p grace ot p ghoſpel, 
thoughpurefeith, wout Þobſeruacioof Moſes lawe, ⁊ yet neuertheleſſe by 
d 2medaci6 of p law after a ſoꝛt. Foꝛ þ law was as a noryte oꝛ afirſtthole- 
maiſter x bunger vp ol me vatoChiilt,x fro þ Jewes did oziginall pꝛea 
chyng of p ghoſpel firſt ꝓcede, a certes fot a figureofthismatier muy 
| m it 
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tis it was, that the clders of the Jewes dooe commende the Centurions 
tauſt, and dooe ſpeake foꝛ him vnto Jeſus:andtheſame Jewes dooe acc6- 
painie Jeſus into the Centurions houſe , whomthet would and did after; 
warde d2ycue out of their owne temple, 


C And it foꝛtuned after this, that he went into a ettec whiche is called Natm,s many 
bois diſciples went with him, and mucbe peopic. Whan he came nigh to the gate of the 
cytece: beyolde, there was a dead man tattyc d out, whiche was rhe onely ſoonne of hits 
mothcr,and (be was a wedowe, and muche people of the citet was with bit. And whithe 
T o2dc ſawc hir, he had compaſſion on bir, and (aicd vnto hit: wepe not. And he came nigh 
and touched thc coffyn:and thei that bare him NoodeNyll. And be (atcd:poung man FJ 
Caie vnto thec:atiſe. And he that was dead, (ate vp:and began to ſpcake. And he deliueres 
him to his mothcr. and there came a feare on theim all. 4nd thei gaue the gloꝛy vuts god, 
ſaiyng:4 great x zophete is tyſen vp emong vs, and god hatd viſited his people. And this 
tumout of hym went taozth tbꝛougbout all Jewzee, 3 th;zcughout al che regions which 
lye rounUc about. 


And foꝛſoeti the loꝛde, to thentente that the ſede of euangelicall doctrine 
might terther and ferther be ſpꝛed abꝛode, did oftentymes remoue a departe 
from one place to an other. And ſo it befeil, that leauing the titee of Caper⸗ 
na um, he paſſed by the citee ot Naim , whiche lyeth from the mountayne 
Thaboꝛ muche aboute the diſtaunce of two myles, to wardes the South 
toaſte, not ferre from Endoꝛ. And whan he thither went , his diſciples fo⸗ 
lowed him, ot whom by this tyme there was a great noumber:and beſides 


r Hold there theim there went alo a great multitude of the common people of all ſoꝛtes 
wos a dead ald degrees. And whan the Loꝛde was now not ferre from the gate or the 
man ear? cite, beholde an octaſion of an other ne we miracle, 


wae ti cee There came a dead coꝛpſe carryed on mennes backes to wardes buriyng 


with a great coumpamie of people. And a doulfull matier it was, fir be⸗ 
cauſeit was a verai poung man that was dead, and taten from his life enen 
in the verai flower of his age:ſecondarily,becauſe it was the onely ſoonne 
of a wedowe, who beeyng depuuedof thecoumtoꝛte ol an houſebande, had 
ſette allthe hope and ſtaigh ok her life in the ſame hir ſoonne. This wedo we 
therefo2e teſtified the woc kull toꝛmenting of hir herte bothe with weping 
teates, and alſo with many pieteous wooꝛdes of lamentacion, ſuche as exo 
tremerageyng dolour dooethcommonly putte in folkes myndes to ſpeake. 
The great waillyng of the wedowe together with the vnripe death of the 
young ſtricplyng, cauſed the reſt ofthe toumpainie alſo to wepe, as many 
as foꝛ kyndeneſſe and bonde of neighbourhood went folowyng the cozpſe. 


Wh#n the Whan the Loꝛde Jeſus beeyng moſte full of mertie and pitee had ſeen this

her he bad es; {1ght,hetookecompaſſion onthe wedowe,and ſhewed himſelf an effectuall 
patio on bir. eq nforter vnto hir, that had none els to bee hir coũfoꝛter:he holpe hir both 


in woes and alſo in dede Woman, ſaieth he, mate no mote weping. 
And whan he had ſo ſaied, he came vnto the biere wheron the dead ma was 
tarryed, and put his hande to it. And immediatly thei whiche carryed the 


and be that coꝛpſe ſtaighed. Herr bothe coumpainies eameſtiy herkenyng, al well thei p 
ſar vp. and attoumpainied the wedowe, as alſo thei that came withthe Loꝛde, Jeſus 
nn turnyng to the young mi that was deade,young man ( ꝙ he J ſaie to ther: 


Atyſe. At tiys wooꝛde immediatiy the young man, euen as it had been one 

newely awakened,and reiſed out of his ſlepeſate vpright on the biere:and to 

thentente that it houlde bee the moꝛe euident a token that his life — 
oze 
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ſto ꝛed hym, he begoonne to ſpeate. And this ſpeakyng did ferthermoꝛealſo 
declare the luſtie freachneſſe and hertineſſe of ſpirite in hun. 

And when he had now lept down from the biere , and cleuing faſt vnto 
Jeſus by whom he perctiued that his life had been reſtoꝛed vnto him, was 
(tl rendꝛyng thankes foꝛ it: the Loꝛde delyuered him vnto his mother, to 
haue him home with hir , goyng now on his owne fette, whomſhe had 
cauſed after he was dead, to bet carried to wardes buiriyng on kower men⸗ 
nes ſhoulders. And thus truely was the matier dooen as touchyng the ſto⸗ 
tie, but not without a ſigniticacion of ghoſtly doctrine. The wedowe bee- 
yng a mother , repꝛeſenteth the churche. Foꝛſoeth euen this is the lame we⸗ 
dowe whom the pꝛophete Eſai dooethcoumfoꝛte, ſaiyng: Bee glad thou 
barain that bꝛingeſt not fooꝛth chyldꝛen, reioyte thou p art nothing towar⸗ 

des bearyng,fo2 mo arethe chyldꝛen of the foꝛſaken, than of hir that hath an 
hu ſoonde. The ſynagoguetruſteth altogether in her ſpouſe Moſes:it ma- 
heth great vauntes ot thechildzen of Abꝛaham, beeyng eguall in noumber 
to the ſande that lieth on the ſea choꝛe. The churche after the eſtimacion of 
the woꝛlde, ſemeth deſtitute of hir ſpouſe, who hathconueighed himſelf vp 
into heauen: aud at the firſt ſhe ſemed barain, and without hope ot any yſſue 
02 ſucceſſion, the Jewes and alſo the pꝛintes of this woꝛld labouryngthat 
all memoꝛie of Jeſus, whom thei ſuppoſed to bee vttrely deſtroyed x dead, 
myght vttrelv bee taken awaie z aboliſhed foz euer. This wedow doeth 
dayly bung fooꝛth, not childꝛen of this would, but childꝛẽ of p light:neither 
dooethſhe bꝛing theim kooꝛth to Moſes, who taught thinges yearthly,but 
buto Chuſte, who teacheth and allo pꝛomyſeththynges heauclp. She bun⸗ 
geth theim fooꝛth, not to death, but to immoꝛtalitee. She groweth daily in 
bunging fooꝛth child2en yet vnſhapen and vnperkeicte, vntill thei haue re⸗ 
ti iued the ſpirite of the ghoſpell, and vntil Chꝛiſte bee bꝛought to perkeict 
ſhape in theim: A true mother ſheis, and ſinguleriye dooeth ſheloue hir chil⸗ 
dꝛen, whom with great carefulneſſe ſije frameth x traineth, vatyl thei mate 
groweto ful age, and mate bee bꝛought vp to the ſtrength ofperfeict men, 
voꝛloue and deuocion towardes god alſo hath it infancie,andit hath it cõ⸗ 
myng foꝛewarde in groweth ol age. That it at any tymeit foꝛtune any of 
hir childzen to dye.ſhe wepeth and cannot becoumforted , noꝛ wepeth any 
leſſe foꝛ him, then if ſhe had hadnone but him alone, whom ſhe loſte. Inno⸗ 
tencie whiche is geuen through euangelicall feith is life, and ſynne is death. 
We ſte w how great affeccion mothers dooe mourne fot the bodilyco2pſes 
of their childꝛen: but muche moꝛe tendꝛely dooeth the churche wepe + waill 
fot one that after baptiſme is fallen again to any deadly ſynne: a more pẽſife 
ſheis for the death of one ſynner, then the Synagogueis glad of fower 
ſcoꝛe and nynetene righteous. Well than, fooꝛth is the dead man boꝛne of 
fower carriers: that is to ſaie, of the inoꝛdinate deſires of this wonde, 
whiche hauing the dead coꝛpſe on their ſhoulders, beryng now deſtitute 
of the holy ghoſte. lacking now al felyng of himſelf, beeyng now dead allepe 
in his owne naughtie vices carrye hym down ſtreight to the graue of euer 
laſtyng deſpatre. Thechurche ferthermoꝛe hath gates. by whiche ſhetaſteth 
ontedeadefolkes , leſt that withthe ſtinking of the deadcozpſe , the others 
alſo that are yet hole,maye beeinfected. 

She hath other gates alſo , by whiche to receiue in ſuche as m—_—

life agayneof the Loꝛde. As ſhe bꝛingeth not fooꝛth into life, but by the ip: 
rite ot Chiiſtc,ſo dootth ſhe not receiue into life again „ but whom Chut 
dooeth call backe again, The poztours that carrye the dead , neuer ſtoppe 
ne ſtaigh vntil thei come tuen to p graue. foꝛ who ſo yath made el his teſung 
place here in this woꝛlde, à who lo hath ons leat himſeit at large to bee led 
with ſynnefull affeccions,ceaſſethnot with damnable pꝛoceding to fall con- 
tynually to wurſe and wurſe,vntil he tome to the maigne depth of euilles, x 
is deliuered to his luſtes abommable. And all the while, nought doocth the 
mother but wepe,yea and al the coumpainie of his coutreymen dooe wepe, 
ſoꝛowyng that the dead is taſte out, whome thei wiſhe to returneto lite a⸗ 
gain. And theſe veraily are the pꝛaiers of our mother the churche, theſe been 
bir teres, and theſe att the ſighes and gronynges of the godly perſones ma⸗ 
kyng mone and ſoꝛo we foꝛ the death of a ſynner. This young ſtrieplyng 
was dead, not beeyng yet confirmed with the ſpitite of the gho p ell: and lo 
muche the moꝛe wooꝛthie of mercie , becauſe that the ſame man whom thei 
had hoped and truſted ſhould tyꝛoughthe ſpirite of Chuſt haue pꝛoſpered 
and gro wen fozewarde vnto the higheſt degrer ot cuangtucall go diyneſſe, 
him they ſet now paſt life, and void of any ſpirite, and by moſtemercilcſſe 
poꝛtours to be euen in carriyng out to warde the dertze pitte of the graue. 
But yet neuertheleſle the mother all Þ while foloweth:the foltze of the toune 
alſo dove folo wel foꝛ chatit et tan ſcarcely by any meant deſpaiet) and with 
teres, with fettyng lighes, and with woefull lamentacios thel declare what 
thing thei wiſhe. But the thyng that ther wiſhelyethnot in their power to 
geue, neither bee thei hable to kepe hym ſill, whan lite was once departed, 
noꝛ pet of power to reiſe him vp again, after he was dead. To mines power 
he was dead, and paſt all poſſibilitee of callyng again to life. But alis wel 
enough. At the weping teres of his churche Jeſus cometh, à meteththeim: 
luckie and bhſſed at alltymes is the meting of our ſaluedur with anp body. 
Hecaſteth an iye on his wedoe, luckie and bliſſed at all tymes is the merciful 
loꝛdes beholdyng ol any bodye. He taſteth no iye on the dead bodye, who be- 
cauſe he thought not yimſelf to bee in any nede of mertie, did not yet ſeme 
wooꝛthie the mertie of Jeſus:but the earneſt affeccion # 3ele of thechurche 
dooeth that obteme , whiche the ſynnet betyng deſperate and paſt all grace 
dooethnot ſo muche as wiſhe. The Loꝛde biddeth the mournyng to bee 
ctaſſed, bꝛinging theim in hope ok ioyeto folo we after: he putteth his hande 
to the biere: The poꝛtours of Þ dead coꝛpſe doot ſta de ſtill, The firſt poynte 
of hope that oneis in, the wate of emending again to wardes innocencie is, 
not to got enp ferther in naughtyneſſe. He that craſſeth to bee wurſe then he 
was, geueth yet ſome token of — on himſelk, that he will one daie weare 
better. And yet doocth this not ſo foztune, onleſſe Jeſus voucheſalue with 
his mightifull hande to touchethe biete. Tht hande of Jeſus ſetteth an ende 
vnto all wieked deſires oꝛ appetites, that the partie ſhall now craſſe from all 
naughtyneſſe, whiche was in tarriyng to the graue. 

The churche in dede pꝛaieth. ſhe maketh great entreactyng.Cheerhorteth, 
the chydeth ſuche perſonts as dooeoffende,becauſe ſhe would haue theim to 
emende and bee in perfeict reſte from their viciouſneſſe. But allthis in vain, 
onleſſe Jeſus with his ſecrete vertueand power ſhould touche theſolle of p 
ſynner becyng dead. Foꝛ Jeſus is the life of euery man,yea,eumof the _ 
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the ghoſpel ok. S. Tune. Chap. vii. Fo.lrn, 5 
too. And good hope there is that lite wil come again, whan Jeſus vouch⸗ a. 
ſalueth to touche the biere:but the hertineſſe ok lite doocth not yetreturne, "bra 
onleſle the lozde dooe ſpeake vnto the dead. At the voice of whomonely a Py, 
none cls the dead dooe reuiue again, yra, although thei haue been laied in 44 
graue, yea and haue lyen of fower daies continuaunce there: to thentente, 3 
that no man ſhould thinke any ſynners to bee ſo ferre paſt grace, of whoſe = 
recouerye to grace again, the charitee of the churche ſhould deſpaire. La- „ 
z3arus was carryed out, he was buiried, he late ſtynking all ready in his * f 
graue, yet was there wepyng and waillyng made foꝛ him all the while, ⁊ EH 
at the voyce of Jeſus callynghym,he came foozth of his ſepulchze, Andin "i 
dede Lazarus was with ſomewhat moꝛe a dooe reiſedto life, Foz Jeſus i 
at that pꝛeſent, did as it wer) roꝛe out in his ſpirite,he wept, and was ſoze . 
trouble d in himſelf:not foꝛ that it was any harder foꝛ him to teyſe one p 1 
hadlyen ko wer daies buiryed, then one whoſe lief departed but euennow N.

He cannot choſe, but feutue again, [4 
to whom any wooꝛdes {hallbee ſpoken out of Jeſus mouth: yea, although WY 
he wer dead.Fo2 the wooꝛdes he ſpeaketh, are all ſpirite and life. What fo⸗ 
lowed of allthis he teuiued again to innocencie, that was dead in ſynnes:

He is reſtoꝛed to his mother a liues man again, and 

where he was afoꝛe in carriyng to his graue with great mournyng of 

many people, he is now with much grratter io ye of theim al bought home 

again. Foꝛ this ppertee hath true godlyneſſe, that it loueth ſuche mẽ muche 

the better, whiche haue emende d rom great enoxnitees to the earneſt ende⸗ 

uour of le dyng a better life. Foꝛ in theſe dooeth the goodneſſe ol God moze ' 

better appere, the in ſuche as haue neuer fallen into any grieuous cryme o ö 

cnoꝛmitte.

But 
ella Jeſus knowyng their ſecreat thoughtes,becauſe he wouldthe more cõfitme 
4 the womans herte,andſende hir home again to hirhouſe, a glad woman of 
Nag afoz0wfu'l ſaredvuro hir: Thyfeith and conſtaunttruſtein me, hathſaued 
e:p 161th hath thee : Goct thy waies in peace. The Phariſees had perſ\wadedtheimſcifes, þ 
awed chat. ſytincs wet koꝛgeuẽ᷑ though burnt ſacrifices, and though waſhynges- And 
in dede thoſt thynges had in therm a certain figure of thynges ghoſtely. But 

the Loꝛde Jeſus plainly ſhewed vnto theim, that all ſynnes are though the 

feith of the ghoſpell full and wholle foꝛgeuen fo2 euer to all ſuche as repente 

and amende, And thus in theſe thynges, whiche we haue made reherſall of, 

hath as it wer vnder a certein ſhadowe, bec ſette fooꝛth a certain tepꝛtſentyng 

of vothe peoples, that is to wete, the Jewes, and the Gentyles: of whiche 

two peo pes (117 one that is to ſaie, the Jews, did with kynde and louyng 

pretenſe of wog all and bydde Chꝛiſte vnto theim, criyng by the ſpace 

of many hound. /d Come thou o Loꝛde, and tarye not.

kreed. For whylethet attempt and labour through the oblacton of out ward 

bodyly thynges, to eſtabliche their owne rtghteouſneſſe,thei wer not ſub- 
iect to the righteouſneſſe of God, whiche through feith is freely genen. But 

the people of the Zentiles,to whom Chriſte was not come foꝛaſmuchcas 

beſides idolatr /e whiche reignedin thẽ, thei wer moꝛeduer altogether wedded 

to all kynde of vices ne had any affiaunce in the weoꝛkes of p lawe. in which 

thei wer altogether ignoꝛeunt) aſſoone as thei had knowelage of Jeſus, 

did es ye might ſoie foꝛtcrably bꝛeatze into hym where he was and though 

the plain ſimplicitee of feith wer made wooꝛthie to haue remifſion of their 

greuous offences : and did with al poſſible earneſt good myndes, em bꝛate and

Here haſt thou the mar⸗ 
kes to knowe the dueties of true loue and charitre towardes the neighbour, 
The Phariſee beeyng puffed vp in pꝛyde with the Judateall righteouſneſſe, 
ſlaũdꝛeouſiye blameth x accuſeth the gracious mereituineſſe of the ſalucour, 
he tizynkethſkoe of the ſymer. and alſo enuieth hir, himſelk beeyngcloggued 
with muche moꝛe greuous eiuills.

Futhermoꝛe the ſede teteiued in ſtonie grounde 
genes, a0. dodeth ſignikye them wyiche hearyng rhe wooꝛde receive it with ioye, and 
laie it vp in their o thattyke the freaſhe grene biades of late ſowen 
tome newely ſhotte vp aboue gronde,theiſhewe iome hope and tokens of 
godlynes of them elt s in certain out ward thynges.Sut foꝛaſmuche as the 
thyng whiche thei haue heard is uot thꝛoughly emputented in them. noꝛ hath 
not taten ſure rootyng (as it wer in the imnoſte affeccion of their hertes, 
thei are foꝛ a liteltyme obediẽtely rewleo after the wooꝛde of God, but whaͤ

Another thyng moꝛouer alſo it was the 1L o2des wille and pleaſure by ve- 
raitrue matters in dede, to ttache vnto his diſciples, how that in al matiers 
of trouble and butiineſſe by meanes wherof this woꝛlde would in tyme to 
come ariſe againſt the fozeward pꝛocedynges of the ghoſpell,thaought 
not to falle in any deſpair of mynde , noꝛ any of theim truſt in his owne 
ſtrength,but to dependeandreſt all on his helpe , andferther that his helpe 
ſhallnot faille vs in any perilles oꝛ daungiers, at leſtewyſe,if we want not 
feithfull truſt in hym, and ik we will withpzaters , pzocedyng from the bo- 
tome ot᷑ our herte, cal foꝛ his aide # ſuccour , It ſo befeltherefozeon acertain 
daic,that Jeſus whan he had taught the people al the daie long, entred into 
a bote with his diſciples, and did then make paſſage ouer vnto the other ſide 
the tymenow dꝛawyng well to ward nighte. And as thei wer ſaillyng, Je- 
ſus fel aſlepe. And in the meane ſeaſon there ſodainly aroſe a pierie of wynde, 
and ſo troubled the water: that by reaſon of the waues commyng faſt ouer 
into the ſhippe. the diſciples wer in teoperdie. And beeyng ſoze afraide, thei 
went vnto Jeſus, and raiſed hym out of his ſlepe, ſaiyng:aiſter thou ſle⸗ 
peſt,x we periſie. But Jeſus ariſyng vp, rebuked the wynde , a the rough⸗ 
uelſe of the water, and bidde it to bee ſtill. And immediately bothcelementes, 
that is to wete,bothe theater and the water ackno welaged their loꝛde. And 
at his commaundement immediately folowed a great caulmneſſe and ſtil- 
neſſe of theim bothe. And this beeyng dooen, he turned to his diſciples, a chy⸗ 
dyng thẽ foꝛ that thei had been ſo ſoꝛe afraied in his pꝛeſence, ſeeyng that thei 
had heard hym ſo often teache d nothyng ſhould hurt theim, at leſte waies, 
if thei would kepe a ſtedfaſt a acontinuallfeith # truſt toward hym, thus 
heſaied : W here is now become that ſame feithfull truſt of yours that ye 
Could haut in me-truely the defaultetherof was the thyng that reiſedvp al 
this troubleous blouſtreyng. Upon this, all the coumpainie that wer car- 
ryed in theſhippe,whan thei ſawe the wholletempeſt ſoodainly quietedin a 
momente at the onely voice ok his rebukyng , andſeepng in him certain mas 
nifeſt tokens of ſome thyng aboue thecoumpace of mannes reache:thei wer 
taken both with a feare,# alſo with a great woõdꝛeyng at hym, in ſo muche 
that thei ſaied: what a man is thiſſame-fo2 he dooeth not onely commannde 
and charge ſpiritcsto goe out of men: but alſo hath rewie and tommaunde⸗ 
mente ouer the dead x deafe elemẽtes, the ſea, a the wyndes , x thei obeie his 
tõmaũdemẽtis. So oft thertoꝛe as it hal foꝛtune vs alſo to bee ĩ ieoperdie 
ſo often as Jeſus ſlepeti in our myndes:leat vs w — 
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by theſlcue cat vs with our continuall pꝛaiers awake hym and rriſe hym: 
and immediately ſhall the tẽpeſte bee turned into caulmneſſe. Ambic ion is an 
tuyll wynde: wꝛathfulneſſe + hatere d are perillous wheozlewyndes:uaugh- 
tie and co2rupt deſires bee hoꝛrible waues and ſourges : pea and rradie to 
ouerwhelme the barge of our mynde, and to turne it vpſide down. But the 
loꝛdeis to bee reiſed out of his llepe, that he maie commaunde 2 rewle thee

C And thet ſailled to the regtan of the BGaderenites, whiche is ouer againſt Baltlce. 
And whan ve went out tolande,there mette dym out ot the cite a certain man, whiche The texte, 


had a dicuil long tyme, and wate no clothes, ncither abode in any boule:but iu gtaues. 
Whan de ſawe Acſus , and had cryed:de fell downe befoze bym, and with a loud voice 
ſaicd: What haue J to doot with thee Jcſus, thou ſoonne of the god moſte highen : be 
leche the toꝛmeute me not:toꝛ be tommauaded the tonale ſpitite to come out of the man. 
Fo: ofte tymes he had caught bhym, and he was bound with td aines, and kept with tet⸗ 
tres:and he bake the bandes, and was careyed of the fiend into wylderneſſe. And Jet“ 
aſked bym, ſatyng: what is thy name? And be (ated:legion, becauſe many deiuils wer en: 
tre d into dym. And thei beſought bym that he would not commaunde theim, to goe out 
into 5 diepe. Andebere was there an heard of — on an dille:s thet beſoughe 
drm that de would ſuttte tot im to entre into theim. aud de ſuit᷑ted theun, Than went þ 
dicuils out of the man, and entted into the wyne. And the heat de taune bead long with 
a viclence into the lake, and wer choked. Wbt the braredme ſawe what bad choficed the 
tied, and tolde it in the cifce, and i the villages. And thei came out to ſee what was dooen: 
and came to Jeſus ,and founude che man ( out of whom the dciuiis wer departed)(ieryng 
at the tecte of Heſus:clothed, ein dis right mynde,# thei wer atraicd. hei alſo whichs 
ſawe it,tolde theim by what meanes de that was po de Ted of the deiueis was healcd. 
And all the multitude of che Gaderenttes,beſought bym that de would depar.e from 
thcim:fo2 thei wer caken with great tcare. 


So the water beeyng made allcaulmeand ſtill again, thei ſailledinto the 
lande of the Gaderemtes, whiche is ouer right againit Gauice, a parte of þ 
neather oꝛ lower Atabie. And whan he was come fooꝛth of the chip to lãde 
there mette hym a tertain man, whiche had been now a great long ſeaſon 
poſſeſſed and vered of an outrageous cruel ſpirite:in ſo muche, that neither 
hecould bee kept couered with anyclothes,no2 yet with any ropes oꝛchaines 
ber zept at home within dooꝛes: but he went wandꝛeyng about in y graues 
of dead folkes, and often tymes woulde he out of theim fligh vpon ſuch as 
paſſed by onthe waie. This man rennyng fooꝛthat the noiſe of ſtraugiers _ 
arriuyng,thereſawe Jeſus, not without a good turne and benefite for his f ens net 
patte.foꝛ Jeſus takyng pietie and coumpaſſion on the man, tommaunded catarne man 
the wieked\pirite to departe out of hym. And the partie that was poſſeſſed de ne 
of the deiuill fell down at the knees of Jeſus. Foꝛ a certain puuie power of tre. 
the vertue of his godhed had dꝛawen the partie vnto hym. But the vnclene 
ſpirite made an houge roꝛyng out, tough themouthof th miſerablie ſelie 
creature , and ſaied: O Jeſus the ſoonne of the moſte high godin heauen, 
what haue J to dooe with thee? J beſeche the dooe not toꝛmente me. Foꝛ the deen town 
tõmaũdemẽt of the loꝛde wꝛought ſtrongly vpõ hym to leaue the ma wh ®*oze 31m, 
he had by a long ſpate vexed. Many tymes and ofte would this wietzed ſpi⸗ 
rite ſeaſe on the man, and would after ſo manyfold pieteous ſoꝛtes moſte 


crueily toꝛmente. and ve re hym, tat bꝛeakyng all his fettres, his chaines, „ ,,.. 


and all thynges that he was bound withal. he ould bee dꝛieuen and fea'ed carrye>or ehe 
ol the deiuill into deſerte places. Wherttoꝛe the laid ſpirite was ill wyllyng arena, 
and 
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and loth to leaue his olde habitacion,Yea 4 moꝛouer ful ſoze was heafeard, 
leſte the daie had been now tome, in whichethei ould bee adiudged to euer 
laſting paint and toꝛmente of helle, there to bee eternally puniſhedfo: all the 
enuiland woe whiche here in this woꝛlde thei toꝛmente and plague mẽ with 
all. So than it was not repentaunce of his euull dooynges that entoꝛced 
hym to theſe pꝛaters, but feare of puniſhement. But Jeſus tothe ende that 
the greatneſleof the miracle ſhould bee the better knowen to allfolkes, de 
maunded of the wickedſpirite what was his name. He aunſweredalegion 
(menyng by thts ſoldierly wooꝛde perteinyng to warfare,that p ma was 
poſſeſſednot of one deiuill alone, but of innumerable multitude of deiuils) 
fo2 there is no one great ſynne without a great ambuſhemente of vices to 
gether in a cluſtre. But there is no ſickeneſſe of the myndeſo grieuous,there 
is none ſo great a multitude ot great offenſes, but it geueth plate and depar 
teth at thetommaundemente of Jelus. And all theſe deuuls beeyng now in 
fe are therot, pꝛaied Jeſus that in taſe it could not bee auoided but that thei 
ard thel be- muſt nedes bee taſt out of that man whiche thei wer in: yet at leſtewyſe 
cought dm. thti might not bee cõmaũded to goe do wninto þ diepe pitte ok helle, whiche 
place thetknowe to bee oꝛdeined koꝛ theim at the laſt daie of iudgemente. 
| Andnotferre from the ſame place, vpon a certain hille whiche laie hard by, 
Ind there in manner dirette ly aboue the ſame water, there was a great hearde of 
was tee 0 Wine fedyng at their paſturt:ſo that cuẽ by that verai poynte we maie per; 
ne, ic. clciuc that the ſaid countrei was heathen, and wholly geuen to all vngodlip⸗ 
neſſe.Fo2 » Jewes by their lawe did not, nemight eate no ſwinesfleaſhe, 
And the deuuls made reaueſt that by the ſuffraunce ok theloꝛde thei might 
haue libertee to flitte out ofthe man into the ſaidhogges : ſo great a deſire 
and luſte had the wicked ſpitites to dooe hurte and miſchief. And Jeſus to 
make the thyng bothe the moꝛeeuidente, and alſo the moꝛe terrible, ſuffred 
theim to haue their deſire. And immediately the deiuils leaft the man, and 
went into the hogges, a ſtreight waies was all the wholle hearde carried 
hedlong in a furious rage as faſt as thei might dꝛieue into the poole , and 
wer there dꝛowned ſtone dead. As ſoone as the ſwyneheardes ſawe this 
thei wer ſoꝛe afraied,+ went their waies thens as faſt as thei might tene, 
into the tounes and villages to bearetydynges all about what was hap- 
pened. The inhabitaũtes of thecoittrei ſcarcely belcupngþ tale p p ſwyne- 
2nd hep Hardes tolde: wentfoozthtoſceche proufte a totens of that ſo incredible 
told the man A Matter: Andtomyng to the place, thei ſer thehearde to ber now periſhed x 
bett of Jefus 19ſt, whiche a lit il befoꝛe was an heardeof a mighty great multitude . 
| And the man alſo which till p tyme was poſſeſſed of many deiuils, a foꝛ his 
notable myſchiet᷑ p he did in thecountrei was well knowen vnto euerie bo⸗ 
dye: hym thei fynde now al quiet v pacient, a of wholle mynde, wearyng 
clothes on his bodye,x+ ſittyng at the feteof Jeſus. Foꝛ ofan harbourer of 
deiuils was he ſoodainly made a diſciple,* ſcholar of Jeſus. And wher as 
tofoꝛe he was tũbleda dꝛieuẽ by wiecked ſpirites to al kyndes of miſchief: 
now by 5 ientill # me ke ſpirite ofthe moſte mertifull loꝛde he is in frampng 
to all carneſt ⁊ deuout exerciſe of godiyneſſe. Ferthermoꝛethei which had 
bee there pꝛeſẽt a had w their owne iyes ſeen p mi befoze poſſeſſed of detuils, 
X had heard ÿ there was a legiõ, p is to ſaie,a grrat noumbꝛe of deiuils in 
him, a nod ſawe hym ĩ ſuch a litel while made perfcictly hole, thei repoxted

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to thereſidue of the people what had befallen. W hervpon a certam fear# 
tame vpon theim all, wheras thei ould rather haue glo:ifted god, and lo 
uingly enbzaced the power of hym who had teſtozed health to a molte mi⸗ 
ſerable creature,beeyng otherwyſe paſt all hope ot retouetie. Thei would 
fain therefoꝛe haue had Jeſus gon, as people dꝛedyng his power, but not 
knowyng his goodneſſe:and thei bee moꝛe moued with the loſſe of their ca⸗ 
tal. then with the health ol the ma reſtoꝛed again. pet durſt theinot bee bolde 
to baniſhe oꝛ dueue hym out of their region: but the Gcraſens tentiliy deſire 
and pꝛaie hym in the name ok all the wholle countrey to departe out of ther 
coaſtes, ſo great feare had taken and poſſeſſed theim all. 

¶ and he gat bym vp into the hippe, and returned backe again. Than the man (out

ſus ſcat hym awate, ſatyng:goc home again to tbyne owne houſe,and wewe what thin- 
ge e ſotuet god both doocn foꝛ thee. And de went his waie, and pzeached thzoughout all 
the citec, what thyuges ſocuer Jeſus had dooen vnto bym. 

And Jeſus becauſehe would not caſt an holy thyng emong dogges ,re- 
turned againto his ſhippe. But the partie whiche was denurted trom dei⸗ 
uils, deſired Jelus that he might continue in his coumpainie and awaite ou 
hym, ſeeyng that he was bound vnto hym alone and to none other foꝛ retei⸗ 
uing his health. But Jeſus would not ſuffre it, but ſaied vato hym:returne 
to thyne owe houſe, to the ende that by thyneovwne relacion, and by ſight c: 


of thee, all folkes mate certainly kno we what thou wer afoꝛe, ⁊ what thou wre. 


art now, thzoughthe benefiteof god. Thy countreymen rekuſe to haue me 


tome and bee emong theun: pet bee thou at the leſtewyſe a witneſſe emong 5, 
theim what ill frendes thei haue been to thamſelues in caſtyng me out of cocuce god 


their region. 

The man obe ied the loꝛdes biddynges, and goyng into Detapolis and 
thoughout euerie citee , he declared and taltzed in all coumpatuies that he 
tame emongſt, what great and high benefites he had reteiued at the haͤdes 
of Jeſus. And thiſlame was pet ſome manier of entreaunce, # firſt ſettyng 
fooꝛth of pzeachyng the ghoſpel emong folkes beeyng groſſe and wicked # 
verai well to beereſembled to thoſeſwyne,into whiche the deiuils did flitte 
whan thei leaft the man. Neither was the open publiſhyng of this man, 
whom the ſaiddeiuils hadtofore poſſeſſed , altogether in vain. Foz many 
did beleue and meruaill at the thyng. And tertes by this eraumple oz figure 
did the loꝛde Jeſus geue a leſſon to vs that the graceof the ghoſpell ought 
to beep2ofered to euerie bodye, bee thei neuer ſo wieked, but yet not withſta 
dyng that the ſame is not to bee thzuſt in their lappes beeyng vnwillyng to 
recetue it, a alſo refuſyng it. But again on the other ſyde thei muſt beeleaft 
and fozſaken,that ſome of true go dipneſſe bee leafte emongſt theim, 
whiche one daie in tyme to come mate by occaſion appere and ſparcle vp.

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which with great myſſing of hym didlooke fot his returnefromthe Gera⸗ 
ſenes. And beholde ettſones an occaſion whichemight declare aſwellyowe 
rcadie Jeſus was to helpe euerte bodye, both ryche and pooꝛe, good x bad, 
as alto how muche behind thei wer in beleuyng and truſtyng ok god, which 
emong the Jewes ſemed to be chief pillours of religion, then thoſe whiche 
cmong the inkeriour people wer accouptedmoſte vile and abiect. Fozoneof 
the chie of the Synagogue called Jairus cameto Jeſus, and this Jairus 
had a daughter, within alytell ouer ot vader about the age of twelue Ve; 
res, and ſhe was cuennow in dying. Hefel downe therefozeatthefeteof \e- 
lus, deſitung that he would voucheſalue to tome home to his houſe and to 
he lpe his daughter whicheeuenat that pꝛeſent laue in dying. After ſuche a 
like ſo ꝛte is the phyſician woont to bee called in a tyme of vꝛgent nede: Come 
pꝛoue what thou canſt doe: ow muche more full was the feithfull truſt a 
belief ot the Centurion, whiche ſaid that it was no nede ot his bodely pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, but that Jeſus was hable with a mert wooꝛde of his mouthe to helpe 
and to heale whom him luſteth⸗ Jeſus folowedthe deſireof Jairus # made 
halle towardes his houſe,

ſuc of en down emong theim. And euenemongſtthethickeſt of the people, there had 
ot ewilie ges wꝛoong andthꝛuſtem tmongſt theim a certam woman which had been ſicze 
by the ſpace of twelue yeres of the bloudieflire,a diſeaſelothely and muche 
to bec abhoꝛted: and foꝛ loueof healthe,ſhe had beſtowed all hir ſubſtaunce 
vpon phylictans , whiche fromtyme to tyme fed hir kooꝛth with faire pꝛo⸗ 
myſcs of taſyng hir paine,howbett thei holpe hir nothing at all, but caſt hir 
into an other diſeaſeof pouertie, moꝛe then che had afoꝛe.

ehe peoples les to bie. But as ſoone at it was ſpꝛed abꝛode by the bꝛuit of thr people, 
bnewe e wohither Telus had conueighed him (cif to bee ſolitatit:anMmumtrablemul⸗ 
titudt of people gather yng together in clouſters on euery ſyde, went after 
Ind he reett · hym into wylderneſſe. Than Jeſus ſeeyngthe gredie deſires of theim, tame 
ved ihm. out oft the ſolttarie places that he had gonto foꝛ to repoſe hym ſiſt.æ ſo lyttel 
mynde had he to putte theim awai from him, that he went of his owne ac- 
toꝛde to mete them, teathyng his diſciples thereby this le ſſon alſo, that after 
a lyttell ſhoꝛt tyme of repoſyng theimſelfes, thei ought cuen anon eftſcueg 
vod ſpakevn to tetutue tom reſtyug. vnto the ollice of pꝛeachyng the ghoſpel. N he Je⸗ 
Come {US was come fooꝛthj, and ſawe the inkinite multitude of men, weomen, and 
ot ob childꝛen, that had tome ſo great a iournty on foote out of diuerſe placts into 
deſerte , as ſhepe wandꝛeyng hither and thither fo lacke of a ſheapchrard, 
beeyng moued with pitie and compaſſion, he firſt fedde their lolles ſpeakyng 
vnto theim many thynges of the kyngdome of God:than did he heale then 
wyiche wer holden with great diſeaſes and other maladies of the bodye, 


Theterte, And whan tbe date began to weare awate,than came the twelue,and ſaied vntg 
bim!iend the people awate,that thet mere goc Ito the rownes aud ic xt villages,s lodge, 
and geat meate,fo: we art here ina place of wilderneſſe.But be ſaie d ynto theim: Ecue 
pc the in to catt. And thei ſared:11 t baue no moo but fyuc loaucs and 1twoo ſiſbes ertept 
we would goc and bye meate fo al this pcoplc: and thei wer about ; thcuſande men. 
And he (aied:Cauſe tdeim to ſitte down by fiftics in a coumpatale. And tbei did ſo, ano 
made theim all ro ſit down. And be tooke the ſyut leauc s, and the ioo fiſhes , 2 locked 
bp to heauen, and blilled theim, and brabe, and gauc to the diſcipics, to ſette befo2e the 
people. And thei all dpd cate, s wer ſatiſfied. And there was taken vp of that remayned 
to theim twelue baſkettes full of broken meace. 


W hile theſe thynges wer in dooyng, the daie began to dzawetowardes 
an ende. And iht Ape ſtles conſidetyng then ultuude to bee infinite and the 
eucn t yde to dꝛawe nere, the plate to beeferrefrom any towne oꝛ village, and 
that thei had no victalles thett:thei putte Jeſus a lyttell in remembzaunce, 
ſaiynge: Leat goe the pcople in ſraſon, that goyng into the next lytttltow⸗ 
nes and villages here about, thei maie geat theim ſeifes meates:fo2 this iS 

Bo bi ela a deſc tt place where no meateig to bee gotten. Aud Jeſus to ſhewethatthei 
gcuc pe theim whiche with alltheit harte applie d the docttine of the ghoſpell, ould bee 
bo cate. ſo pꝛouided foꝛ, that thei chould ntuer lackemeate , and alſo myndyng that 
the miracle whiche he entended there and than to t we. cho uld ber vera e 
uident,he aunſwered his diſciples : thei nede not foꝛ this purpoſe to departe 
hens into any townes 02 villa ges:but rather geue ye theim meateyour ſel- 
fes:\hcwyng vnto theim by theſame byweozde,that this thing alſo doveth 
other whiles apperteineto the duttyt of one that ſupplycth an Apoſtles 
rouine,to rclicue thenceeſſitee of their flocke with parte of their owne ſub⸗ 
ſtaunce, ber it neuerſo ſn all. And iht Ape ſtles at this tyme lacked no — 
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wylle, but ſoꝛie men thei wer that thei lacked habi itce. 

And therefoꝛe thet aunſ wer in this manter : we haue not a bytte of meate We boue no 
in the woꝛlde, moꝛe then fyue loaues and twoo fiſhes; Ind this pꝛouiſtõ will oute + tit 
ſcarcely bte enough foꝛ vs, as fewe as we bee foꝛ our ſupper, extep t perca t uicis. 
it beethy pleaſure that we ſhall gooeinto the next to wnes and villages here 
about to bye meat, aſmuche as mate ſerue ſo great a multitude as here bee, 

But therũto had we nede to haue a good ſumme of money, wheras we haue 
vut right ſin all ſtoꝛe of money emong vs all. | 
For there wer almoſte the fullnoua.bze of fyue thouſand men. Then ſa 3nd ehe! wee 
ied Jeſus : Cauſe yetheim to ſittedowne by compaignies, and ſo to deuide thourand me. 
theunſelfes that thei ſitte by fifrie and fiftte in a tompaignie. Foz ſo dooe thei 
that make a feaſteto a great no umbꝛe vſe to appoynete a determinate noun: 
vꝛe of perſoaes and meſſes to euerie table, that the butlers and other ſerui⸗ 
tours maie kno we how muche to appoyncte and p2epaire foꝛ the ſame, The 
Apoſtles although thei ſawe no pꝛouiſton toward, yet at the loꝛdes com⸗ 
maundemente,ther bydde the people to ſytte down by compaiguies as afoze 
is ſaied, euen as though meate ſhould immediately bee ſette akoꝛe theim , 
The people alſo on the other ſydeeuen with lykeplaynneſſe dooe as thei are n 10 cn 
bi!dden. Jeſus therefoze a man of a newe and a ſtraunge fation to bee a fea; down. 
ſtcr of graſtes, toke the fyue loaues adt wos fiches, and liktyng vp his iyes 
ſtreight to heauen, he firſte halo wed theim w lut ie wooꝛdes of multtpityng, 
andtha he bꝛake the ſame, and delyucted it by piece meale vnto his diſciples, 
to ſet befoze the people. Thei wet euerie one refreaſſhed with as muche as ow — 
the woulde tate, and ſo ferrether wer from lackyng any thyng, that whan an” 
encrti? bodye wvas ſatiſcied with the largeſt. there weretwelue baſbettis full $uCcd chem, 
of bzoken meate gathered by the handes of the diſciples. And in this maticr * 
too, there lyeth hidden a figurate rep2eſentacion of a moꝛe ſecret doctrine, 
The àApoſtles haue pꝛouiſion of viaundꝛie, dut it is ſuche as belongeth to 
Jett. This viaũdꝛye lyke as it is of light pꝛice and coutſe geare foꝛ pooꝛe 
olkes tatyng: ſo is it but litell in quantitee. Foz the docttine of Moſes is 
manyfolde: and the philoſophiers learnyng is of ſondꝛte manier ſoꝛtes of 
matiers and ful of plentcous ſtuffe:but the wooꝛde of the ghoſpell is platine 
homelye geare , and ſhoꝛt, and yet ſuche as mate ſuffiſe foꝛ the ſolles of all 
nacions to bee refreaſhed , in caſe it be delivered and reteyued as it ought to 
dee. To men ok thappoſtels pꝛofeſſion is the wooꝛde commytted, wherwith 
ſolles at made fatte:but the ſame wooꝛde dode thei not ſctte afoꝛe the people 
to fede on, except it bee firſte conſecrated and bꝛoken of Chiſte ; Foꝛ than 
and neuet els is it the true fruicte of pꝛeachynge the ghoſpell, if the teacher 
dooe not pꝛeſumpteouſſye vſurp to hymſelk the gifte of learnyng whiche 
he hath as athyng commyttedto his credit, ne vndiſcretely oꝛ nyſadviſedly 
ht we fooꝛth the ſame as though it wer of his owne: but yelde it vnto Chꝛiſt 
to bee made holy of hin. Other wyſe all in vain ſhall the teachers labour bee, 
when he pꝛeacheth, onleſſe Jeſus ſhall firſt haue bliſſed the wooꝛde, onleſſe 
he hall haue bꝛotzen it, onleſſe he ſhall with his owneHhandes delyuer it to 
bee diſtributed to the people. Foꝛ pyththie and effectuall it is whatſoeuer 
p2occdeth out of his holy handes, he onely it is, that fedeth, that refreaſheth, | 
that maketh full: biſhoppes are nothing els but miniſtres and diſtributours 
of an other mannes liberalitee ; The people all the while ſitteth do won in 
59 com- 
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copaignics vpon the grounde,nothyng ſtickyng 02 doubtyng, nothyng mur- 
mouryng 02 repinyng, whereby is ſigmikicd. that in tyeferthfall congregacion 
ot Chuſtes churche,there ought to beeſobzehumplitee , and plain fathfull 
trite of the hertein God, without any doubleneſſe,and that all diſcozdeand 
ſedicious vpꝛoare ought to beeawaie, Conſider me ferthermoꝛe this my⸗ 
ſteric too. TheLo2de Jeſus firſte of all thynges taught and healed p people, 
and chan fedde theun afterward. The wooꝛde of God zifo is the heavenly 
imcate of the ſolle. But ſome poꝛtion herof is not denyed to the vngodly and 
to tije newly entred oꝛ inſtructed in the feith. Foꝛ it is the medicine of mennes 
ſolles, and the tekeccion of the weatze. Foꝛ hol ſome doctrine weorketh the like 
elẽccte in the ſolles of ſynners, that Jeſus with his wooꝛde and his touchyng 
did in diſtaſts of the bodye. But it is myſtitall bzeade whiche is not geuen 
but to perſones no w all readie well taught, and alſo thtoughly healed. The 
ſame koꝛſouth is that heauenly bꝛeade of the loꝛdes bodye, whiche is not Fe 
uento thoſethat are not yet though baptiſme reteiued into the bodye of þ 
churche and congregacion: ne vnto ſuche, whoſe mynde and ſolle is holden 
with ſome grituous cryme, as it wer Wa moꝛtall ſickeneſſe. Ind that ſame 
meate of the pꝛiuie hidden wyſedome ol God, ( whiche Paule the Apoſtle 
did not ſhewe fkooꝛth but emong the perfeict, ) is not to bee vttred vnto all 
pcrſones at auentute.

Fare well Hieruſalẽ and leat it goe whiche fhacaceneth to put thee to death.

eduate and made dꝛoncken with the ſ\weteneſſeof this viſion, not __—

in thrit moꝛtall bodye to abyde the berholdyng ot ſo great gloꝛic. Ind while . . 
Moles and Heltas wer entteyng into the cloude, and wer vauiſhyng away 

from the ipes of the diſciples (fo: reaſon it was that the light of euagelical 

trueth apperyng, al ſhadowes and myſticall dertzeneſſe of figures ſhoulde 

geue place and bee gon: ) the voyce of his heauenly father ſowned down frs 

cloube, ſatyng: Moſes and Helias, who pꝛophecied of my ſoonne, the Ind nta 
ewes haue hitherto had in high eſtimacion and reuerence. Great men wer the cdoube. xe, 
thei twoo in dede, yet wer thei but my ſeruauntes. But thiſſame is he that is 

my ſo6ne,ſo dere beloued vnto my herte, as none other is but he alone:there- 

foze herken pe to hym. This voyte thus ſounyng in their cares, Jeſus was Iefus ve: 
found alone, jeſte thei might haue demed the teſtimonie of that voyce to con; e n. 
terne any other perſone, ty euen verai hym ontly. And the ſaied th2ee diſciples 

right lo as thei wer commaunded of the Loꝛde, kept the matier cloſe, and re- 

poꝛted not the puuiter of that viſion to any creature aliue, vntill Chꝛiſte had 

ariſen again from death to lyfe at̃tet his paſſion. Fo it was not the Loades Age . 
pltaſure to haue the maieſtee of his Godhed publiſhed oꝛ openly ſpoken of 

befozethe tyme of his death. aſwell betauſe there ſhould ber nothyng that 

might be a lette vnto that ſame ſacrifice whereby mankynd was to be reſto- 

red, as alſo becauſe that ting might not bee openly talked ok, whiche no mi 

would than beleue, it it had bern repo2ted. And all vnder one, did he therin by 

an eraumple, that was a true matier in dede. geue a leſſon to vs, that in caſe 

any excellent good thyng bee in vs, we ſhould rather kepe it cloſe, then make 

vauntes 02 bꝛaggues therof : + in caſe we haue any ſpeciall vertue oꝛ good 

qualitee in vs by the free gifte of God, theſame is to bee declared and ſhewed 

in deedes,rather then by makyng many gate 02 high woozdes of it.

And Feſus rcbuked the vu⸗ 
cleane ſpititt, and bealed the chylde, and de lyue ted dym to bis father. And thct wer all 
amaſcd at the bigh power of Sod, 


he next daie folowpng, Jeſus came down from the hill with his ſaied 
the dilcipits. And he found a mighty great multitude of people gathered a⸗ 
bout the reſidewe of the diſciples , whom he hadlcftrhere behind him, whã 
he addꝛeſſed him to goe vp to the mountam. But the people aſſoone as thei 
eſpyed Jeſug returnyng again, went to mete him. Foꝛ thahad found a great 
lacke and myſle of his pꝛeſence, Ind there had happened a frcſhe maticr, 
why thei ſhould require to haue his preſence. Fo2 one of the coumpaignie 
cryedout to hym , ſaipng: maſter, J moſte hfbly beſeche thee.lcat thertreme 
miſerie of a ſoonne of myne moue ther. Foz I haue no mo buthym = 
p it an 
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and he is holden w an extreme tyꝛannous deiuill, whiche dooeth euery other 
while ſodainly take hym, z vereth hym ſundue wales Þ pitie it is to ſee, with 
muche great tcoaryng, flaſſhyng hym on the grounde, and ſo wꝛeſtyng his 
lymines as though he would tearetheim from the bodye of hym , and he fo- 
myng at the mouth foꝛ peine all the while, And as often as he taketh hym, 
Jbeſoughe he ſcarcely departeth from hym, vntill all his bodye ber rent a tome. J pꝛaied 
— 2 — thy diſciples to caſte out this ſpirite: Thei did their beſt , but thei haue not 
tber cojð blen hable to dooe it. Than Jeſus well perceiuyng, that the thyng had ſo 
not. chaunced by reaſou of the fathers vn belief p pꝛaiedfoꝛ health to his ſoonne: 
and in conſideracion of his diſciples feith beeyng yer hytherto but weake, 
he cryed with a loude voyce, ſaiyng: O nacion ful of miſtruſtyng, and of an 
herte nothyng ſingle, how long tyme ſhall J bee conerſaunt emong vou, aud 
ſhall ſuffre theſe thynges-Can J not yet all this while bꝛyng thus muche to 
paſſe, to make you haue a perfetct feith #truſteinme-dooeth the weakeneſſe 
of this bodye of myne lo muche leat vou; And turnynghimſelf to the man, 
and requiryng of him afozchideto haue a more ſtedfaſt feiti, he ſaied : Bꝛyng 
thy ſoonne hyther to me. And as ſoone as the young tyyng was bꝛought to 
Jeſrs:the etuill ſptrite that was in hym tooke hym, quaſhyng the childe on 
and thet wee the grounde: and immediatly Jeſus reſtozed hym to his health, and gaue 
= — at hym to his father again made perfectely hole, where his father had bought 
Ber of Sad hym thyther vnpoſlible to be cured by any mines helpe. The more miſerable 
that the ſighee of this eiuill had been,ſo muche the moꝛe did the people euetie 
one of theim meruaill to ſte how quickely the childe was holpẽ᷑ out of hade, 
by the vertue and power of God. 


C Wut while thet woondꝛeed euerie one at all thynges whiche de did, de (ated vnto 
The ferte. gi, bitcipies: teat theſe ſatynges ſinche down into your cares, F02 it will come to valle 
chat the foonmt of man ſbalbee deliueredinto the dandes of men: but thet wilt nor what 
the woo: de ment, and it was hiddcu from theim, that ther yuderſtood it not. Aud tbet teas 
ted coaſke of dym that ſaiyng. 


But whi the fame of Jeſus weared euerie vape moꝛt and moꝛe famous 
thꝛough ſuche actes as theſe: A certain temptacis of woꝛldely gloue entred 
into the hertes of his diſciples , by reaſon that thei had ſuche a maſter, in 
whoſe name, euen thei alſo theimſelfes did many great actes to be wondꝛed 
at. But Jeſus calleth theim home from this affeccion to the contemplacion 
of his lo we ſtate of abiection in this woꝛlde, at whiche the t yme was not 
long to come, when thet would be offended and ſlaundꝛerd. The gloue of 
dooeyng miracles ( ſateth he) is no we a matter of delectacion vnto pou:dut 
it is a thyng muche moꝛe matetiall foꝛ you, diepelp to enpꝛiente in pour her⸗ 
tes theſt ſaiynges of myne, from whiche pour myndes dooe gretlie abhoite. 
Foꝛthat thyng ought ye moſte of al to haue in mynde, which it ſhall behoue 
eucry one ok you to folo we. As for gloꝛie leat me alone to ſee foꝛ that: Fot 
the thyng muſt nedes come to paſſe, that J haue alteady tolde you, and yet 
ger w now again J ſate vnto you, whiche is, that the ſoonne of man, whoſe gloꝛie 
comer pale and kame doocth no w delite you, hall ere long bee attached, and ſhall bee de⸗ 
toonne of liueted into the handes of me, and ſhall ſund ie wares ſuffremuche affliccts, 
man. c. and ſhall laſtely be put to deathe.

heard out of his mouthe, yet had it not well ſettled in the myndes of ——

ſciples. Foꝛ thei coulde not well beate in mynde the thyng whiche thei had * 05 
no luſte to heare, Chet abhozred the mencion of deathe:as in ſettyng alltt;cir 
myndes on the glozie of Jeſus, not hauyng all the while any intelligence oꝛ 
vnderſtandyng that the glozie of the Loꝛde was moſte chiefely ro bee renou- 
med and made famous though the ope woꝛldely ſhame of hangyng en the e 
troſſe. And in dede thei hearde a ſpeakyng of death. but it was as it had bee Ne, fre- NE 
half in adzeme , nothyng well vnderſtandyng what the thyug ment whiche beym ot chat i 
was ſpoken, and yet durſte thei not demaunde any queſtions of hym, what capas, Ne. 
theſe wooꝛdes might meane, hauyng freaſhe in their remẽ bꝛaũces, that Pe⸗ 
tur whan he was ſome what ouer bolde and buiſie with Jefi:s, had heard 
Jeſus ſate vnto hym:auaunt out of my ſight thou Satan, thou haſt no ſa⸗ 
ueryng of thoſe thynges p apperteine to God, but altogetiet of ſuche thyn⸗ 
ges as apperteine to the woꝛlde.

Akter al this ſame, Jeſus went to Capernaum: And ſo it was, that ſoꝛ⸗ 
aſmuche as the diſciples wer pet carnall, becauſe thei had ſeen the glozie of 
weozkyng of many nuracles , and becauſe thei had heaid the maieſtte of the 
tzyngdome of God pꝛomiſed, and becauſe theimſelfes toohaddooen many 
woondꝛefull thynges aboue nature at p name of Jeſus:a certaine woꝛldily . 
thoughte entred into theim, whiche at laſt bꝛaſte out thus ferre, that as thet 1 
wer goeyng on the wate,thet reaſoned together one with an other, whiche of MEIN 
them choulde litte higheſt in the kyngdome of heauer.

And thei all 
pla yng mum a not hauyng a wooꝛde to ſaie, becauſe thei wer half aſhamed 
of the matier, Jeſus to ſhewethat their thoughtes and their pꝛiuie tales 
behynd his backe wer not hydden ne vnkno wen to hym:toke a lytell innocent 
chylde in his hande, and ſette hym hard by his ſyde, and cons the twelue 
together vnto hym, he ſaied : ye diſpute of greatneſſe, whiche of you ſhalbe 
greateſt. The greateſt with me are thoſe that are moſte inferiours. What is Whocorue: 
more plaine without fraude 02 guyle,thenthis litell chylde, oꝛ what thyng — wil | 
more 10weeSuen verai ſuche muſt ye become, ik pe will be chief in the kyng name +, 3 
dome ofthe ghoſpell. The kyng dome of feith and charitee knoweth none am- ae 
bicion, it is not acquainted with plaiyngthe Loꝛde. it can no Ckill of tyꝛaͤnie: youth 
whatſoeuer perſone recepueth vnto hym ſuche a chylde as this, in my name, War 1 
receyueth me my ſelf : and whoſoener receyneth me,receyueth hym that hath 
ent me. It J haue plaied the Loꝛde to wardes you,thd reaſonyou alſo who 
chalbee the chief emong you: dut if J 9 my ſelf as a willyng

This digniter thet thought not mete 
to be made common to any others. And therefoze Jhon ſaied:maſter, at the 
me when beeyng ſent kooꝛtg by thee, we executed the office of pzeachyng 
the gho ſpell abꝛode: we ſa we a certain mi caſtyng out deiuils in thy name, 
though he bee none ok the noũbꝛe ok vs twelue, no noꝛ dooeth not ſo muche 
as folo we thee neither. This man, as one beeyng a ſtraungier to our bꝛo⸗ 
therhood, we foꝛbadde that he ſhould no moꝛe ſo dooe. Thi Jeſus, although 
he would in no place ſu tre him eit to be pzeached of by the wieked ſpirites, 
pet teacheth that men ol what ſoꝛte ſoeuer thei be, are not to bee fozbidden 
from hauyng to doe inthe ghoſpel, although they dooe p ſame of no verai 
ſyncere herte, ſo that ſateth he ỹᷣ thyng that thei dooe,thei do oe it in the name 
of Jeſus, and dooe theſame thyng that ye dooe. Foz whoſoeuer is not an 
aduei ſatie vnto vs, dooeth eue in that verai po yncte make on out ſyde, that 
he dooeth not againſt vs. To ſuche a thyng as is ſtraunge and by all poſſi, 
ble wates to bee tueri where publiſhed abꝛode, al fauour dooeth auatlie. The 
miracle is not his that dooeth it, but Soddes, who ſhewerth his power by 
man, as by his miniſtre and inſtrumente . Therefoze whatſoeuer perſone 
ſheweth any miracle by tallyng vpon my name ,doocth publiſhe and ſpꝛede 
abꝛode iny gloꝛie, and debarrethhymſelf of all tytie to ſpeake ill of me from 
thenſfoorth,whoſe name he hath found ſo effectuall and full of power. 


And it forfuned whan the was come that de would be teceiut d vp. he ſette his 
face to gore to Dietuſalem, and ſent meſſagiers befoze hy m: And thei went and cnreed 
into a cttce of the Samaritans, to make readte fo: bym.

The Jewes did in manier interpꝛete the name of neighbour to extende 
no ferther but to men of ther owne nacion, ſuppoſyng that it was lawfull 
for theim to hate allenes and foꝛemours, and to leat theim alone without 
dooyng theim any benefite oꝛ good at all. 

Itſus thercfoꝛe knowyng the Phariſees mynde, aunſwereth hym bya 
patable heretnſuyng: pauictyng out all the wholle matter and ſettyng it be- 
foꝛetht iye bya certain myſticall craumple oꝛ repꝛeſentaciõ of thethyng, # 
teachyng that the pꝛecepte of louyng ᷣ neighbour ought not to bee encloſed 
within fo narrowe and ſtreight boundes of kinred and countreye, but the 
ſame to er large 3 ertedeie ſeifeto amoreferthercoumpace,thatis to wete, 
vnto all me, fozaſmuche as ottentymes it chaunceth that he which is 2 

to 
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ell to vs in birth oꝛ countrepe, is ferther from vs in affecaon and loue tien 
our verai foe. A certain man ſaictij Jeſus)takyng his iouruey irom ietru 
ſalẽ to Hierico,chauncedto ligit on acoumpainieof theues,who not veyng a 
contented ne thynkyng it enough to ſpoile the pooꝛe ſolle, and to turne hymn from ber us 
out of his clothes, but mozouer geuyng hym ſoondzte woundes , ther icft 8 vie 
hym by the high waies ſyde half toz dead, and there to periche outright , if eneg thous, 
no man had holpen hym:andthis dooen theim elfes went their waies. 
And it chaunced that a certain pueſte was goyng a iourney whiche laie 
the verait ſame wate,and wheras foꝛ the verate oꝛdꝛe x p2ofeſſto of pnieſt 
hood , whiche he had takenhym vnto, he oughtchiefly aboue others to 
haue fultylled the commaundemente of God: yet notwithſtandyng himſclc 
beynga Jewe, ſawe one that was a Jewe,x beyng hymſelf a man ot Hie⸗ 
rulalem,lawe one of Hietuſalem ſpotted, wounded, and liyng halt foꝛ dead, 
and yet paſſed by, no whit moued with any dꝛop of pictte oꝛ compallion. 
After all this it chaunced acertain Leuite to paſſe by the ſame waie, at betten. 
whoſe hande a man might iuſtely haue looked foꝛ the due obſrruyng and an prica 
tzepyng of goddes commaundemente , foz that he beeyng a man dedicated a tans 
to the temple,was a miniſter of goddes holy ſcruice,audtherefozceoughtto 
haue been a man of deuocion. And this man euen as the other had docen, 
though he ſawe the wounded man well enough, vet paſſed fooꝛth cn his 
waie, and did no helpe at all to his bother and countreyman of the ſame 
titet that hymſelf was of, | 
Aktet bothe theſe it happened that a certain Samariti paſſyng the ſame r Tue 
waie on a tourney that he had to goe, eſpyed themanthat had bern robbed, 
@ laie half aliue, half dead: a meruaillyng what the matter was, he dꝛewe 
nere vnto hym, and perteiuyng the extreme myſkoꝛtune of the man, was 
moued with peitie and coumpaſſion toward this Jewe , wheras hymſelfe 
was a Samaritan,and yet the Jewes dooe verate ſozeabhozre and hate 
all Samaritans.

Ip he noted and ſignified, the nacion of the Jewes, whiche hauyng ſo ma⸗ 
ny times been pꝛouozed 4 moued to take better wates,aſwel by Þ Pattiar⸗ 
kes, by Moſes,* by the lawe,as alſo by the pꝛophetes, by John p Baptiſt 
g laſtely by ſo many mitacles, a by tuangelicall pzeachyng:yet,becauſe thei 
did ſtubbernely perſiſte and continue in their obſtinate malice,thould of the 
Nomaines be vttrelp cutte vp by the roote . 


And de taught in one of their Ginagogues on the $abdoth dates. And dehold, there 
was a woman, wbhiche bad a ſpirite of infirmitee.rviit.ycares : 5 was bowed together, # 
coulde in nowile lite vp hit dead: whan Jeſus ſawe hir, be called bir to him, and ſate d 
vnto dit: woman, thou arte deliucted from thy diſcaſe.

Ind behold immediately an exãple of þ barrain figtree , in ſuche wiſe as g 
very pꝛeſent caſe might late plain befoze the pics ot it p ſame thyng, which 
the figure of the parable afozegoing had but(as ye would ſate) tricked and 
dzawen out in groſſe. Thobſeruacions of the ceremontes of þ law, wer( as 
one might late the leaues of p Synagogue, whiche in outwarde apparece 
lemed to pꝛomiſe moſte ſwete frutct,+ vnto god moſte pleaſaiit,of true gods 
lyneſſe, and of chartcee and loue towardes the netghbour. where it hath not 
onelp bzought foozth no ſuch lyke thyng, but alſo yath bzought foozth bit 
tut fruictes of enuie, hatered, backe byting, blaſphe mie, a murdze.Now Je- 
ſus whs accozdpng to his accuſtomed woot, he was trachyng on the Sab- 
both dates, there was pzeſent there in the Synagogue a certain woman , 
who had cotinually by þ ſpace of etghteen petes been arated with a diſeaſe 
bothe incurable and petteous to ſee, Foz ſhe was in hit bobye ſo ſhounkẽ + 
cloungedtogether,that ſhe could not litt hir head vpright, ne loke vpward. 
Loe tberr tote a matter and occaſion of ſhewyng toozth good fruicte,if the 
ligtree had not been vtterly barain. This woman dio repzeſente a figure of 
the Gentiles and of ſuche ag openly wicked and full of miſchief, did 
nothyng hyde.but rather ſhewe foozth their extreme eiuill caſe altogether 
fired down warde vpon yerathly thynges, and not ſo muche as once thyn- 
on thynges eternall and heauenly.Contrariwyſe the Jewe ſtood bolt 
in the vineyerd ofthe Loꝛde, whiche is the Synagogue, well dec- 
kcd and garnyſhed with the wooꝛdes of the lawe, and with cozpozall cere⸗ 
montes,as it wer with leaues , whiche It we could nothyng els dooe, but 
enuie and ſurmuiſe kalſe matiers of accuſacion,

And an high ſtandyng as n bp ie 
good as it had bern in a pulpit he gotte tradie foꝛ hym in a wyld fygtree , # wyide tigs 
whiche is there called a Sycomore,(decauſeit bryngeth fooxth ges of þ ** 
— ——¾—¼⅛ — bte ot, and by rtaſon it is alſo 
called a lig ot E gypte, and yet inleafe it reit mbleth the mulberie tree.) A 
great pꝛeſfe ofthe Jewes enuironed Jeſus roundabout on tuerie ſide. 
Thelawe had gon afoꝛe, the pzophetes alſo had gon atoꝛe, and that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent age did bothe on the oneſpde and the other cloſe hym in round about. 
Pea and pet at this daie the nation of the Jewes dode tome behynd after 
hym:thei learne what thynges Jeſus did, and what thynges he taughte: 
yet tan thei not ſee who that ſameis,of wohom and by whom thei ought to 
hope foꝛ ſaluation.

But there wer in the ſame multitude certain Phariſeis, whom thiſame 
crying out to Chiſte in welcomyng bym, did muche agretue : becauſe the⸗ 
ſame did euen out wardelp ſhewe as though thet would haue all the woꝛꝝld 
to knowe, that ſome thyng there was in Jeſ?, ( whatſoeuet it was) aboue 
the rate of a man. And emong theſe Phatiſeis ſome there wer that warned 
Jeſus, that hymſeit with his owne mouth by his autozitte, ſhould reſtret- 
gue theſe ſame vngodly ſhoutes of the multitude pzoceding of a certatn vn- 
meaſurable fauour of the people towardes their maiſter,aad therfoze vas 
pleaſaunt even to the loꝛde ſelf, who did not vie to acknowelage ſuche high 
pꝛaiſes. Maiſtet( cay rhe Phariſeis)revuke thy diſciples.But Jeſus neut 
went about to till the deuout pꝛołeſſion of the plain mening people,but by 
a bywozd checked the blyndeneſſe of the Phartſeis,who wer not aſhamed 
to attrybute bato Seelzebub the pztnce of detuils ſuch thynges as Jeſus 
highly well did a wiought. But he made ant were again: th what face 
could J ſappreſſe thetm p wooꝛthilyſyng glozie vnto god, a with deuout 
voyces now ſyngyng thelame whiche was many a long day ſens ſpoke by 
Je tem vod the pꝛophetes : Thus muche I ſay vnto you foz a cextaintie: God ſomuche 
tber peace, Willeth thys his laude not to be bndeclared,that in caſe men woulde altos 
hon Hat he gether holde their peace, the verai ſtones here would crye it out. And truely 

re. harder then the ſtones bee thoſe , whiche beeyng with ſo manye benefy: 

tes, with ſo many miracles pzouoked,cannot pet bee moued in theyz bertes 
to ſpeake in the aduauncemente of goddes gloꝛy. Than with ſuche pompe 
as — —— — him, dyd the lozde 
Jeſus goe vnto Hietuſalem. Foz ſuche a litell taſte of this wozides glozye, 
it lyked hym to take,befoze he would take the croſſe vp6 him:a this pzoteſs 
lyng ol his godbed did he perfozce w2yng out of the ſame nacion, dy whiche 
he chould anon after bemoſtecruelly dooen to death, to thende the Jewes 
might be condemned bythey2 owne ſentence : foz that they had crucfied 
; thetrWeſſias and ſalueour.But nowe in this ſtoꝛie of theſe geſtes there is 

hidden and computſedno ſmall poynte of myterye. The ſhe Aſſe that was 

the dame, was Gandyng, ⁊ the colte alſo was ſtandyng whiche was the — 
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Aſſes fole. The dame had already bene wont to be ryden on, as beeynge of 
long continua ce enured to weare the yoke of p; law, ſignifiyng doubteleſſe 
the nacyon of the Jewes, The colte being the fole of thys the Aſſe, ( fo2 res 
dempcion toke the kyꝛſt beginning of p Jewes)the colte I ſay)betokening 
the people of p Gentyles, was pet vnbzoken,neyther at any tyme charged 
with the poke of the lawe ,noz pet thzoughe euangelycall odedyence carry 
yng Jeſus as a ſitter on his backe.Bothe beaſtes were tyed:foz on the one 
ſyde the ſynagogue liued in bondage vnder the carnalitte ofthe lawe , not 
atteynyng to the freedome ol the ſpirite:and the Gentiles on the other ſide 
were entangled with the decrees of the phyloſophters , and ſuttect tothe 
wo: ſhypptnge of Jdolles and detuils. They had at that ſeaſon cveners in⸗ 
different aſwel of the one as ofthe other: yea and ſuch maiſters not a fete. 
Fox in the peoples aſwell ofthe Jewes as allo of the Getiles agreat may⸗ 
gaye were bond to couetiſe to leacherye,to ambicyon,to enuy, a to many o⸗ 
thet bothe filthte and alſo mercileſſe maiſters. Than twoo Ipoſties voce at 
p lozdes commaundement vntpe theim, chat is to wete , Petur the teacher 
of circumctſion,thac is to ſaye,ofthe Jewes: Ind Paule the teacher of the 
Gettles,vohan thzoughe enangelicall feitij & baptiſme,they foꝛgeue dothe 
one a the other all the trangreſſi6s of they; fozmer life,ſo that beyngnow 
they maye frohenſfoozth be woꝛthye to haue Jef? a ſytter on thcim, 
Fox this power gaue he vnto bis diſciples,not onely emõg the Jewes bu: 
alſo emong the Gentyleg,that whatſoeuer they looced on yearthe,theſame 
Houlde bee looted in heauen to. And what meruail if the other fozmer owes 
ners cannot lette the vatying oftheym:ſeyng thay they whiche doe vutye 
theim,dooe vntye theym by the commaundement of that ſame newer maps 
lier, whole wyll no creature can reſyſte» This newe maiſter hath nede of 
ſuche manier deaſtes , and ou the backe of ſuche ones Ddooeth he retopce to 
ſ-tte,as dooeſpmplely obey without any traude, oꝛ dzawyng backe, ſuche 
as with good hette and minde dooe take vpon theym the ſweet yoke of euã⸗ 
gelicall doctepne: ſuche as wyll not be ſkyrtyſhe ne pꝛaũtin g agayaſt þ ſits 
tet on theym:ſuch as with a quiere +tentyl ſoſte pace doe beate a glozifie 5 
loꝛde Jeſus in they dodies, vntyl they cum euen full into Þ holy cite # tems , 
ple of the 103d: Jinene not that ſame citee,þ tõmon murdzeer of pꝛophetes:

There is nothyng in moꝛe and blyſſed caſe thẽ 
thele lytell and ſymple ones, after they be ons looced from bõdage, and afs 
tet they haue ons teteiued Jeſus vpon theyꝛ backe. Ifter woꝛldelp eſtima⸗ 
cton,the ignoꝛauntes p ſymple ſozte,andſache as can no ſkylle offraude oꝛ 
faiſeyood,appere to be of þ aſſiche kynde: but they haue che loꝛd to theyz di⸗ 
bb att, rectour, who 
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rettour, who will not leat theim — out ot theyz wape: who not one⸗ 
ly voucheſaluethto ſytte on they dackes, but alſo to haue his habitactõ in 
they hettes, whiche he gouerneth with his owne ſpirite. Ind the beaſtes 
wer bare vntyll than: but the Apoſties doe couer thepin all ouer with their

Foz what a 
great noumbꝛe of good examples doocth on euery ſyde offre thetm ſelfes 
vato ſuche as ate entredin the wape of godly deuocion-Great toze of ſuch 
ccaumples doe the verape bokes of the Jewes miniſtre euen to the Genti⸗ 
les aiſo, Ind theſe ſhewe tokens of gladneſſe in this coltcs behalt, whoſoe⸗ 
uer they be that acknowelage Chzyſte foꝛ they2 lozde andowner. Nepther 
doe there want Phariſees at this daye to, ne ntuet (hall want oz faptleto 
whome the glozye of Chꝛyſt hal cauſe hertedutnyng a enute, Foz they had 
lieber heut it cryed vuto thiepmſclfcs; Oſanna in the hygheſt , lauded be 
he whiche cometh in the name of the lozde;whcras they cum not in the loz⸗ 
des naine,butintheyzowne.

Neither lowenclle of degree, noꝛ pouertee not the ttauilles of thys lyfe, 
not the obloquie of men, not the Phariſees latyng awapyte koꝛ vou, not the 
thꝛeatenyng of men of power hathe dyſſeuered you from coumpaigniynge 
and liuyng wyth me, wheras others haue fallen awaye from me, whetas 0- 
thers haue not had the bolde ſpirite to pzofeſſe themſelfes diſciples of mine. 
That if ye ſhall ill perſiſte in theſame minde that ye haue hitherto had and 
ſhall not icke in the meane tyme to folowe my humilitee to the ende ye maye 
the better pꝛokit all perſones: I again on my parte ſhall bꝛyng to paſſe. that 
pe ſhal an other day bee partakers of the gloꝛie of my kingdome, Foz it hath 
ſo pleaſed my father, that this ſhalbee the waye to the kyngdome of heauẽ. 
And theſame haue hearetofoze opened vnto you, wil dooe again thꝛough 
my death. By meane of loweneſſe my father ſhall eralte me to the gloꝛie of a 
kingdome:and by tempoꝛall affliccions,to toyes cuerlaſtynge . like 
as there is a kyngdom prepared fo2 me of my father,becauſe Þ in the meane 
while acco2dyng to his wyll dove behaue and vſe my ſelfe as a miniſtte and 
not as a Lozde:euen ſo will I after that J am exalted to the dignitet of my 
kingdome pꝛepaite the feloweſhippe of theſame kyngdoine fot you that fo* 
lowe my ſteppes in ſuche wyſe that ye whiche haue not ſoughte foz honoure 
here in this woꝛlde but haue behaued yourſelfes as miniſtres and ſetuaũ⸗ 
tes vnto all others.dtligentely diſpenſyng the doctrine of the ghoſpell:ſhall 
ſitte W me at my table in my kingdome not nowe as miniſters,but as Ay

tis daye to be p outcaſtes of the woꝛlde. Thus muche did the Lozd Jeſus 
ſpeake vnder a figuet qualifiyng andtempering his wozdes to the rawents 
ot his diſciples whiche taweneſſe he ſuffred fox theſe cauſes to remaine a log 
ſcaſon in them:partely becauſehe woulde in vs the moze effectuallye plucke 
out ſuche woꝛldely affeccions as the diſciples wer at that tyme ſubiect vnto, 
and partely becauſe we ſhould learne with great pactence and fauour to ſuf- 
fcc the weakeneſle and frailtce of other kolkes, vntil thei inate growe to thin 
ges of moꝛe perkeccion. 

C Ind the lo2de ſayed:Simon, Simon, dehold Satan hath deſired to ſift you as it 
wer wheate. But I baue p2ayed fo2 rhee,that thy frith fapll not. and whan thou arte- 


conucried,trength thy bzeryzen. and ye ſayd vnto him: Lord, J am teadie to got with he texte. 


thee into pzteſon, and rodcath. and be ſate d: tell the netut, tie cocke ſhal nor crowe 
this daic, tili thou haſt tus denied that thou ano wei mc. 

There was no moꝛe temayning but foz hin to atine the mindes ot his diſ- 
ciples againſt the tepeſt euen than appꝛoching and to toote out of their her? 
tes the puttyng of they? truſt and confidence in Fox the ſoodatne 
ſtoꝛmes of aſtliccions doth to no perſons ſooner geue an ouetthꝛowe then to 
ſuch as haue a confidence # boldeneſſe in their own ſtrength. But ſuche per- 
ſons as vttrely miſtruſting their own aſſurednes,that is to ſaye al wozldely 
ate and maintenaunte of man, dooe wholly depende of goddes defenſe and 
helpe:ſuche, and none others are hable to ſtand (ure al the vpzoares 
and tumultuous buiſineſſes of this pꝛeſent wozide : Do than turned he his 
tale vnto Petut to the entente he might by exaumple of Petur, ttaine +£03- 
rect theim all. Foz he knewe Petur to be of a moze quicke # pꝛeſt ſpitite then 
the others, to bee one that put very much confidence in hunſelte ot a tendze 
good affeccion certes,but yet humain + wozldely. Fo he had not yet teteiued 
thatſame holy ſpirite of God, beyng the bounteous geuer of all vertue. He 
therefoze ſaied : Dimen,Sims, behold, Dathan hath earneſtely deſired ts 
haue you al,þ he might winow x ſifte you as thet do wheate ot a purpoſe to 
blowe pou in ſoondꝛe if he might. Ind he would ſo haue dooe in dede in caſe 
yt had been 02 ſhould be leaft to your owne fratltec:but I haue hertily pꝛat⸗ 
ed my father toz thee Petut, that although thy feith wyll be ſuniwhatc waue⸗ 
tyng, yet it may not fal clene away. The ftrſt exaumple herof it hath pleaſed 
him to ſhew vpon the which truſteſt verai much on thy (elf, to thend that be:

Aktet that he had plucked out of they: hertes,the puttyng of they; affialice 
and truſt in thepmlelfes:he eftſons beateth into they heades,the thyng that 
he had oftentimes tofo:e taught thetm:whiche was that they ſhould not de: 
kende themſcifes with woꝛldeli defence againſt the violence of ciuil perſons, 
becauſe that a miniſtte of the heauenly doctrine of the golpel ought to be fre

Whan I tent pon to bee appuincted againſt all the aſſaultes of che wicked ſozte , the wpth 
yoo ee Aar: the Iweoꝛd of the ſpirit, whiche is the woozd of God. At what tyme I ſente 
des yt t pou( & he foꝛ a ptoufe x allate to pꝛeache cmong the Jewes how the kyng« 
bras dome ol God appꝛoched and ſent you ſo vnfurniſhed of al pzoutſion,that ye 
had not ſo muche as purſes aboute you to putte any money tn, noz ſo muche 
as a pooꝛt ſctippe to kepe any meate in againſt an other time of houngre,no 
Bu! ne: d non pet ſhooes — of pour kete:yct did ye want any thyng ! Thei aun⸗ 
wol- Lat bam ſweted that they had wanted nothing. Than Jeſus to thentente he woulde 
take it vy. H. Þttrely plucke vp by the roote out of their ſtomakes al deſire of aueng 
begutleth theym fox a while with the dark eneſſe of his woozdes: but he ſuf- 
freeth them foz this purpoſe to renne in a wrong opinion , becuaſe he would 
the moꝛe ſutely and the moe effectually plucke out of myndes al affec- 
tion of auengeyng any quetelles. Foz he knewe that thei ſhoulde be enkien⸗ 
dled to an earneſt will of defendyng and reſkewyng him, whan they ſhoulde 
ſce armed ſouldiers with ſuche great ſtiete andruffelyng to inuade and call 
vpon they: maiſter whom they very earneſtly loued, though ncuerthelclle it 
was as yet after the affeccionate ſoꝛt of humain loue and woꝛldely. Whiche 
hamin affeccion and loue i he had not euindentely chaſtiſed, we would haue 
thought it to bee lawfull to defende out ſelfes with weapon againſt the vio⸗ 
lence of wieked petſones and to putte awaye koꝛce with fozce.But nowe ſe⸗ 
png that Petur was ſhent becauſe that he dꝛewe his ſweozde againſt a dei⸗ 
uliſhe and hainous coumpaignie fo: his maiſtets cauſe,beyng a man moſt 
inuocent: what cauſe maye there than bee from , why a Chiiſtt- 
an body ſhould putte awate wzong with wrong! Ind thus ſayed the Lozde: 
At the firſt pꝛeachyng of the ye went lyght and vnfurniſhed of 
pꝛouiſion foꝛ your liutng.But yet through my ſuppoꝛtacion and ſure defeſe 
pe wanted nothyng. And that was enoughe, whan there was no ſoze ſtozms 


e towardes you. But frs henſtoꝛth ye muſte pꝛepatte yout hertes to har- 
— the moꝛe extreme x ſoꝛe the ſtoꝛme of perſecution ſhall bee, 
ſo muche the lighter is it mete that ye be from al veatthli lettes and encoum- 
bzaunces.Nowe is there a greate battaill towardes,and ye ſhall haue nede 
of a ſweoꝛde. XOherfoze if any man percaſe hath a p ouche oꝛ a ſcrippe, lette 
him take it vp, that he maye bye him a ſweozde. That in caſe he haue not 
thele thynges the whiche in dede maye bee caſte awayt tom vou and which 
ye haue lacked without any incommodite vnto you: lette hum ſell his coate # 
bye him a ſweoꝛde. It is nedefull foz a bodye to cum to this battapll vetay 
yght of cattyage noꝛ armed wyth any other thyng,then with a ſweoꝛd . The 
maticr will ſure cum to extremes.Fozx they wyll not onely laye violente han- 
des on me, but alſo it muſt nedes bee petfoutined that Elay long agon pꝛo⸗ 

hecied ſhauld become of me: And euen emong the wicked was he reputed, | 
fit bee a ſoꝛe and a greuous matier to be killed, howe muche ſoꝛer a 
is it to ſuffre ſuche ſhamefull execucton ⁊ pemes of death as all men ſpeake 
tuull ol, yea + theſame to ſuſfer emong hainous malefactours: Ind pet thys 
chaunce alſo ts the forme of mau ſure to haue: Foz nowe the tyme ts euen at 
ij nde, that whatſocuer hath bene fozeſaied by the pꝛophetes concerning ime, 
muſt be accompliſhed. The Apoſtles wheras they vnderſtod not the miſterie 


of theſe ſayinges,and demed that the Loꝛd had ſald it to putte them in teine⸗ 


bꝛaunce to haue a ſweoꝛde in readineſſe to putte of from theym ſum violence 
beeong toward, aunſwered playnly without menyng any fraude : Maiſter, 
beholde there bee two ſweoꝛdes here alteadie:ſuppoſyng in vetay dede that 
in any wyſe they ſhoulde nede ſweoꝛdes . but fearynge leſte that twoo ſweoꝛ⸗ 
des woulde not be enough foꝛ that fight. They ſhewed they: good herte and 
ad cccyon to fight foꝛ the Loꝛdes ſake, whom they knewe was hable enough 
of his own power to ſupplie it theyꝛ defence and ſtrength wanted any thing, 
lyke as he hadde afoze that tyme multyplyed the kyue loaues and two fiſhes 
to make theym ſuffice many thouſandes of people . In thys ſo groſſe an 
affeccion dyd Jeſus at that pꝛeſente leaue hys diſciples to thentente (as J 
baue ſaid) that theyz weakeneſſe might be an inſttuccion fox vs vnto perfect 
pactence in ſuffreyng tribulacton.Ye therfoze aunſwered : Jt is enough. 
This did they take as a thyng ſo ſpoken as though the firſt frate myght be 
bozne of with two ſweoꝛdes hi che they had than teadie whereas Chziſtes 
meanyng was of a ghoſtly fight agayne the woꝛlde and the detuil:in whiche 
tighte the victozye cometh of an herte beyng lightened and diſcharged from 
all yearthly deſites and armed with the onely ſweozde of heauenly doctrine, 
And the ſaid victoue conſiſteth in the vndefeaſable ſcriptures of p olde and 
newe teſtament ſo that a man mape vnderſtande two ſweozdes, but the ſains 
[weozdes deltuered kooꝛth by one ſpitite. 
C Ind he came outs went(as he was wonte) to mount Oltuete. and the diſciples fo⸗ 
lowed him. And whan he came to the place, be ſated vnto tht᷑:pꝛaye ycicaſt ye fall into 
temptacion. Aud he gatte himſelf fr6 chem, about a Rones caſt, # kneled down #p2ated, 
latyng: Father if thou wilt, remoae thts cup from me. Reuertycles,not my wyll, but 
thine be fulfilled. And there appered an aungel vnto him from heauen, coumfoztynge 
dim 2nd be was in an agonye,and pꝛated the longer.

And becauſe men of armes whan they ſhal entre a fight.are wont agatnft 
a bicketpug with theyz enemie appzochyng nere them to refreaſhe theyꝛ bo⸗ 

tt. ul. dpes, 
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dyes and to plucke vp they: hertes:the Lozde beeyng mynded to ſhewe vn- 

to his ſeruauntes what thyng it was that myght mooſt pʒincipally ſtteng⸗ 

then them againft ſuche tuigning in battatl whan it is toward: went foozth 

of Hietuſalem, and accozdyng to his accuſtoined vſage, went to mounte O⸗ 

1ave.tefte yt liuete his diſciples accoumpatgnying hym . And wan they were cum to the 
fall into temps P2YUe place where his woont was to pꝛave he ſayed vnto them. To the en 
—— tente and purpoſe that ye inaye be hable manfully to ſtande againſt the tem» 
pelt that hangeth ouer you, watche ye, and pꝛape ye , leſte yf theſame cum ſo: 

datnly vpon you as ye iye fluggyng and idle, it maye take you in the trappe 

ere ye bee aware,and ſo mate oucrcome you. The Loꝛde whan he had thus 

muche ſpoken, withdzewe humſelke frome their coumpatgnie to the mount 

naunce in manter of a tones caſte , to pzaye ſolitatily fo all creatures , lyke 

Father if Wes as he hold afterward in hys owne ſole perſone ſuffre death foz all creatu» 
Wit. t Kence Te g. But lyke as his death dyd not p2ofite idle petſons, ſo muſt not hys pꝛay⸗ 
dull bat ibn: et myther bee auaillable,but vnto ſuche as haue diligent and earneſt minde 
dec kulũ led. to P2aye for themſeltes too. And to geue vs a leſſon that the hatte ts to 
bee ſubmitted as often as we addzeſle to ſpeake and talke wyth God: Ye 

pꝛaped his father on his knees bowed downe to the grounde,ſaiyng:Fathex 

pf it ſo bee thy wyll. remoue thiſſame cuppe awaye from me. FJ fele the hu⸗ 

mapne nature whiche J haue taken to abhoꝛte from death:but in this behalf 

leat the tegempcion of man ouercome: and leat that be dooen , whyche thy 

wpll vnmutable hath deterinined,and not the thing whiche the weak⸗ 

neſle of this bodye dooeth geue aduile oꝛ mocton vnto. Oute Loꝛde ken we 

what the wyll of his father was and on his own partie he coucted to dꝛyuke 

the cuppe of death foz the tedempcion of the woꝛlde and he lated vpon hym- 

ſelf the affeccion of his bodye, and ſtudted to pꝛeſctibe vnto his ſeruauntes 

a fourme and trade of pzaiyng . Fo: this maniet of pzaiyng wer verat fitte 

foz a mattpꝛ a litell befoze the tyme of his martyzdome:Thy wyll bee dooen, 

and not myne. Whether thy wyll bee to haue me lyue, oz to dye . Ind thys 

Ind there aps featefull tremblepng of our nature Chriſte tooke vpon hymſelfe , becauſe 
pered vwueohim he woulde take it awaye from his. But to the entente,he woulde teache vs 
an Inge! ons that at ſuche tymes we ſhould haue pꝛeſt healpe rcadie at the Lozdes hande 
tontrng him. whan we had wholly committed ourlelues to the wylle of God whether it be 
to lyfe oꝛ deathe thete appeted vnto hym an Aungell downe frome heauen 
ſtrengthenyng him. Aghe was caſt in great agonie and pangues foz our be⸗ 

3nd he was Houf,ſo was he for our behouf comfozted and ſtrengthened by the Aungell. 

iu an (gone, After all this there tooke hym a certaine extreme ag onie and trouble of 
mynde uche as foz the mooſte parte is woont to chaunce vnto men whan 

they haut death euen befoze their yies and beholde it in theyꝛ myndes. And 

this paſſion is comonly woont to be moꝛe grieyous then verate oeathe ſcife, 

Neither dyd Jcſus dildeigne to take this toꝛmnente of monde alſo fo2 oute 

cauſe,who refuſed not for oute cauſe to hang on the ctoſſe teachynge vs in 

the meane tyme, to what ſuccouts we oughte to take oute refuge, as often 

ce Ah was as thatſame quakyng feare ſhall take oute intitnutee and ſeaſe vpon it. Foz 


to the entente we ſhould bee the mote ſtedfaſt in tyme of ſuffreyng peine and 
tozmente:lo greate trouble of mynde tooke Cqʒiſte, that dzoppes of _—

triccled downe to the pearth from all his body ouer. 


d whan de aroſe vp from pꝛa iet and was cum to his difciples , he found theim 
no —— la — rheim:wyp llepe pet nyſt and pzate lefte ye tali 
into cempracion. 


Is ſoone as he aroſe againe from patyng and ſtoode vpright, he retur- 
ned vnto hys dyſciples,and found theim ſlepyng koꝛ ſozowe and heauyncſle. 
That ſame was not any ſurfatcte that had made theim ſo heauye , but the 
ae re car rome 
their lepe : but who ſo will in ſuche a battail goe awaye a conq 
fight agaynſt this weakeneſſe, with the luſtte ſtrength of the ſpirite. Jeſus 
thetekoꝛe chydeth his diſciples, and eftſones called theun vp to pꝛaie ſaying: 
why dooe ye in ſo greate daungier and teoperdte geue youre ſelues to flepe? 
Ariſe ye and pzate, leſte the tempeſt growyng faſt towardes dooe oppꝛelle 
you and ouerwhelme pou euen as pe iye luggyng:foz the houte is even now 
veray nere at hande. 


C Whyle he pet ſpake, behold, there came ac ignie, and he that was called Jus 
das (one of the twclue)went befoze — nigh vnto Jeſus, to kyle bym. 
But getus ſated vuts him. Judas, betraick thou the ſoonne of man with a kyfſe?whan 
tycy whicye wer about him, (awe what would tolo we, they ſaid vnto him:Lozdc, wal 
we \mpre with the Cweozde . And one of therm ſmote a ſeruaunte of tye yigh ned. and 
frokcof yisrighteare. Jeſus auuſwered aud ſaped : ſulfre e thus ferre toni. Jud 
whan be had touched his care, he healed him. 


The Loꝛde Jeſus had not yet ended theſe woozdes , and euen nowe al- 
teadye appered in ſight a table of vngractous ſouldiers , whome the pzye- 
ſtes and Phariſees beeyng moze vngractous then they, had purpoſelye 
ſent fox to attache Jeſus . Ind that honeſt man Judas, who had but euen a 
litell befaze been a colower of Chuiſte , and a cou with hym at 
bis table, and nowe become the guyde of a detuyliſhe bende of ſouldyers, 
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tame afoze theim a good pꝛetie wave betwene, but he had geuen theim a Judes.xc. 


token bekoꝛe ( fot ſo to dooe is a e commonly vſed in warres ) that to 
whom ſoeuct he ſhoulde geue a kyſſe him ſhoulde they well wete to bee Je: 
ſus . And whan he had cum ſumwhat nere vnto Jeſus , cuen readye nowe 
to kiſſe hum as he had been woont to do, the Loꝛde accozdynge to hys accu- 
Comed mildeneſſe , refuſed not the traitouts k iſſe neyther , but yet eftſones 
picked his con ſcience, to the entente that beynge moued at leſtewyſe with 


ſo great pacience and fauour of the Loꝛde, he myghte haue emended , 2 Judes 


das ( ſayeth he) art thou a betrater of the ſoonne of man with a kyſſe : 
das by that woozde well vnderſtoode that hys herte was not hydden from 
God: De knewe the innocencie of the Loꝛde: he was ſo many tymes with 
luche myldeneſſe of the Lozde , as neuer the lyke was hearde of, pꝛouoked 
to chaunge from his wicked entente and purpoſe : euen a veray flynt ſtone 
might haue been ſupplecd therewith , had not Satan altogether poſſeſſcd 
hys wholle herte with the dyſcaſe and cozrupcion of couetiſe . And truely 
the deutlyſhneſſe of Judas was cauſe of damnacion to himſclfe alone and 
no mo. But ſuche petſones, as dooe nowe in theſe tymes with ſembleable 
guile betraye the veritee euangelical vnto the pꝛynces of thys wozlde , are 
cauſers of a moꝛe gretgous confuſion and are woozthye of greatter pu⸗ 
niſhemente , then vnhappye Judas ouerlate takynge tepentaunce of hys 
kacte , dyd execute vpon hymlelte . Innnediately vpon the kilſe geuen the

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toumpalgnie of the harneſſed men came tennynge vnto Jeſus to laye han- 
des vpon hun, and they were ſuche as ko none other purpoſe had amyud 
and wylle to knowe Jeſus, but that they might take hym . But happyt are 
thoſe folkes , who laboure to knowe the euangelytal wooꝛde of God, of a 
* purpoſe to bee folowers of Jeſus . Than the other dilctpies ſteyng luche 
3 violence to bee attempted and entended towardes their maiſter , loue munt⸗ 
ſmyte with the ſtred ſuche boldneſſe of herte vnto theim that they ſayd co the Lorde: Loi 
ſweoxte, Wilt thou that we ſt rieke with the ſweoꝛde : Chey had freaſhe in temem⸗ 
bꝛaunce, what the Loꝛde had tofoze ſayed vnto theim of bytnge of aſweozde: 
but becauſe they had (een in perpetual noldeneſſe neuet fayllyng, they 

doubted whether he would (uffre theun to occupye any (weozdes, 

Ind one of But Petut, who loued the Loꝛde mote feruentely then the others. and 
—— who had aboue all the reſt made a voluntarye pꝛomyſe of hardye and ſtoute 
the b actes, neuer tatied koꝛ the Loꝛdes aunſwere, but ſtroke with the (weozde at 
pulſes, one of the chiek puteſtes ſeruauntes , whiche firſt intetpuled to laye hande 

on Jeſus,as one that expꝛeſſed oz reſembled the crueltie of hys mayſter.

In the meane tyme the diſciples beeyng ſtrteken withfeare , had tenne gar weens 
awaye, one to one place and an other to an other place. But Petur,(who had an, 
nothyng pꝛolpetoully plated the man: in his mayſters behalf in makyng a 
fraie with Palchus , but yet neuertheleſTe had not vttrely putte awaye all 
hope that the matter ſhould recouer and 00 well enaugh)folowed after Je- 
ſus a good waye dehynde. He allo toke a good hett to him, and aduentuted Pete alſo 
in the derke to entre into the halle of the byſhops palaice , and to make one e theirs, 
emong the pꝛeſſe of the other ſcruauntes , as a man vnknowen to any bo- 
dye there . And beeyng a fyer made of coles in the middes of the palaice 
courte, becauſe the night tyme was colde, emongſt the other ſeruauntes pw when 
ſittyng by the fyer to warme theim , Petur alſo ſate emongſt the mo, and ef $ ww 
warmed himſelt by the coles , whom whan a certain wenche of the houſe 1 
had eſpyed ſittyng in ſuche faction, that his face was euen full in the lyght vr tre. vc. 
of the fier , beholoyng htm ſumwhat ſteadily , ſhe knewe hym by ſighte of 
olde , and becauſe ſhe woulde declare hirſelf to bee of hit mayſters ſoꝛte, ſhe 
cryed out by and by in the hearyng of all the other toumpaignit: yea , and 
this felow too was with him that is taken . This was not a thing dooen

of theim whoſe maiſter and capitain we haue taken . Petur beeyng cftſons 
by reaſon of theſe wooꝛdes as one half out of the wozide foz feare, (ayed: 
Thou man, I am none of theim:and ſwoze that he knewe not Jeſus. Thus 
elcaped he once moꝛe by fo himſelf , Ind yet did it not all this 
whyle cum in hys mynde what the Loꝛde had tolde hym befoze , and what 
pꝛomiſe himſelf had made to the Lozde . All this while was Jeſus in ex⸗ 
aminacion afoze the wieked counſatl , and was ſtricken with buffetteg 
contrarie to the manter and ozdze of tudgementes-, oz courtes of tuſtice, 
Petur beholdyng it a good waye of , and lookyng (hill what ende the ma⸗ 
ticr was lyke to haue.

turned backe Tight waye, had nat the Loꝛde though the middes of the wicked coum⸗ 
— looked paignie there, turned his pies bpon Petut, and had eatneſtlp beheld him. 
Ve pot. Betur beeyng touched with the look yng of his maiſter vpon him, temem⸗ 
bꝛed the wooꝛdes whiche the Loꝛde had a lytel befoze ſaied vnto hym: Be- 
koze the cocke crowe twys this night, thou ſhalt thzys reneague and deny 
me: and beeyng ſoodaynly touched with carne ſoꝛowe, he conucighed 
himſelke fooꝛth of the doozes , and wept bitturly. What thyng Petut did, 
thelame would the other diſciples alſo haue dooen, if lyke neceſlitee had 
cum in vre: But in the onely perſone of Petur it pleaſed Jeſus to teache 
all othcrs that no man truſte in himſelf, ne that no wan mengle oꝛ allo⸗ 
Sod Petur ciate Hunſelf in the coumpargnie of tiuil perſones . It was nyght. Loue 
wipt bitecely, was weaxed ſtone could in him: De was warmyng hymſclf by the fyer of 
wieked folkes, he was ſittyng tn coumpaignie eniongſt a deuiliſhe ſozte 
in the houſe of Caiphas the biſhop, wheras himſelf ſhoulde aftcrwarde bee 
a biſhoppe , but muche vnlyke to Caiphas, But there in biſhop Caiphas 
bouſe what vngracious dedes of miſchiet᷑is ther that ate not dooen.

tiles. Wherefoze all the counſail with the multitude alſo whome they had 
dꝛawen to the partakyng of their wieked deede, ariſe vp altogether # bꝛyng 
Itſus to Pilate the lozde pꝛeſidente and lieutenaunte of Jewtie. Fo he, 
though he wer no Jewe himſelf, yet was an head officer ther vnder the Ems 
petour. And here firſt of all the Jewes dooe deliuer to the Gentiles and 
alienate from thetinſelfes their M beeyng ſent of God to theun. The 
Gentiles receſue him and wurſhyp him whan he was coinmended and beta⸗ 
ken to theun. The Loꝛde was alreavie condempned by a fozetudgement in 
the counſail ofthe Jewes, with whom any pretenſe oz colour wer it neuer ſo 
flendre did ſuffiſe, as with menne that with tageyng madneſſe thirſted the 
death of the innocent. But becauſe at the benche of a pagane and hea- 
then iudge, there was moze equitee in miniſtryng of iuſtice, then in the 
courte of the Jewes, it was neceſſarie to haue foꝛged witneſſes . whiche 
ould laye many and crymes to his charge: who alone of all crea- Ws founde 
tures was clere from al cryme . The beginnyng of their accuſation was of Jiruemms 4, 
this ſozte , We kounde and tooke this felowe with the manier as he was vopte.1c, 
ſubuettyng our naston.

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For he koꝛbad that any tribute ſhould bee pated to p Empcrour:and in all 
his talke he hath auouched himſelf to be Wcſſias the kyng. Theſe twoo 
crymes they thought they had gatly wel deuiſed, and that the ſane crymes 
ſhould excedyng greatly moue the mynde of the loꝛd deputie, koz that aſwel 
the one as the other of theim compriſed a ſpice of high treaſon, againſt Ce⸗ 
ſat So naughtily dooe theſe moſte ſhameleſle craftie foꝛgeis of lyes 
aſſaulte the vetitet euangelical . Foz what can bee deuiſed moze ſhameleſſe 
then ſuche lyes as theſe !

XOherfoze ik he had affirmed and auou⸗ 
ched himſelk to be the Meſſtas,yet ought not they to haue lated that matice 
to his charge as a crime except thei had firſt openly pꝛoued that ſuche thine 
ges as the Pꝛophetes had fozeſated concernyng Weſſias did not agree ne 

true to bee ſpoken of hymn, | 
«The hope that they had to putte hym to a foille aud an ouerthzowe, was in 
the great noumbꝛe of ſuche a multitude beeyng conſpired together dgainſt 
hym,and in that Jeſug , whom thei had accuſed was altogether deſtitute x 
fredelefſe,and finally the iudge beeyng(as thet ſuppoſed a man of no god⸗ 
lyneſſe at all.Pilate.although he was a wurſhipper of idolles,yet beeyng a 
Ind Pilate man of muche moꝛe equitee and conſcience then the pꝛieſtes of the Jewes: 
1 pet wpnked at the firſt article of the accuſation, whiche concerned that tti⸗ 
ebou th: he but ought not to bee pated vnto Ceaſat à made as though he heard it not: 
ol ide Jewesr yartely becauſe he ſmelled + well apperceyued that it was but a koꝛged mas 
tiet and partely becauſe it was no newe thing foꝛ that puincte to bee teaſo⸗ 
ned and diſputed of emong the Jewes, fo: ſo muche as all the wholle ſecte 
of the Phariſees thought that a people peculiarly and ſpecially choſen,and 
dedicated vnto God, ought not to pate any tribute to heathen nactons. But 
of the article concernyng to bee a kyng, he queſtroned with Jeſus in whom 
he ſawe no ſpice ne lykelyhood of any wozldely teignyng ot of becyng a 
kyng,he was but one ſole perſone:his apparell his countenaũce all the bes 
haueout of his bodye Chewed all tokens of humilitce x ſimpleneſſe. Whete⸗ 
we anſwered (02 the pꝛeſidente whan he had heard the accuſers, tooke hym aparte and 
bun, andſatcd Aſked hym whether he wer the kyng of Jewes. Than Jeſus aunſwered ſo 
Thoulayelt thou ſaitſt. Foz the lozd did euermoze ſo moderate his aunſwers, that bothe 
; he might appꝛoue his innocencte, and yet not labour to eſcape from conde- 
nacion and tudgemente, koꝛaſmuche as he was determined to dye. Ye was 
the kyng of Jewes, and that puincte it was not congruent foz him to (ate 
nat vnto:but an other kynde of teigne and kyngdome it was that he went 
about to recouer to hpinſelf and his father. After the deuine nature of his 
godhed he was the king of all thinges,of whiche diuine nature Pilate ſuſ- 
pected ne thought no ſuche thyng at all in him:and as touchyng the reigne 
and kynadoine euangelicall the ſaid Pilate had no vnderſtandyng foꝛal⸗ 
muche as he was a man ignozaunt of the lawe and of p pzophetes, —_—

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that he had heard , þ there was looked foz of the Jewes one Meſſias they; 
king whatſocuer he was he could not tel wh6:the whiche rumour he beyng 
a man nothing at all ſupetſticious paſſed not muche vpon. Therfoze al- 
though he vnderſtood not the aunſwer ol Jeſus,yet beyng not t 
of the Jewes maltce,and gatheryng the ſobzenes and humtlitee of Jeſus 
tuen by his veratecountenaunce:he came kooꝛth to the biſhops of þ Jewes * 
and the multitud beyng there gathered in a clouſtre together. J haue(ſated puare.cc, 
he)cramined this partie of ſuche faultes as haue been lated to his charge, A 
and J finde none offenſe in him . But thei as men knoweing in their own 
conſciences what and how thei had dooen : where thet were not hable wyth 

cuident pꝛoukes to conuince hym , and to geat the ouethande of him, they 

ſet out the thzote,and made an open outcrye againſt him linking together 

crymes vpon crymes, x lyes vpon lyes as thicke as coulde be. Nat ferther- Ind te wee 
moꝛe aue thet ) a ſedictous kelowe he is, he thzoughlye moucth and perſua- cayizg ve * 
deth the people all Jewerie ouet with his doctrine, at Galilee a — Gs 
ſo all the wate euen till he was cum to this veraie citice.Thiſſame fozfouth ß 

is the ſpectall cryme ⁊ faulte that is alleget + lated againſt euãgelical vert- 

tee that it maketh commociõs and ſedicions in the people wha it is þ deiu⸗ 

liſhe ſoꝛt of men Þ inſourgeth # reiſcth garboile againſt the veritee, whiche 
thei deadly hate à can not abid. Such tumultuous gardoile is not of right 
to be imputed to þ true pzeachers of the ghoſpell,but to the vncurable ma- 
lice of ſuche peſones,as haue moe delire to haue the holſome tructh vttre- : 
ly oppꝛeſſed and ouetwhelmed then to laie aparte the diſeaſe of their mali- * 
cious hertes. Foz none otherwile dooeth the doctrine of the ghoſpell trou- 

ble the people,but as a medicine of hyſike dooeth grutche oz ſtiere the 

bodye. Fo: except there be firſt a ſtteryng and a roumbleyng in the boodpe, 

it muſt nedes wholly periſhe altogether. 


C Whyan Pilate heard mencion of Galilee, he aſked whether the man wer of Galile. The te xte. 
And as ſcone as de knewe that be belonged vato Dcrodves turiſdiccton, de (ent him ta 
Hcrod, which was alſo ar Dietuſalem at that tyme. And whan Derode ſawe Jeſus, 
de was erteding glad. Fo: be was deſirous to ſe hym of along ſeaſon, becauſe ye had 
hcard many thinges of him, and de truſted to haue ſene ſum miracles ooocn by dym.

And eto de with his men 
of warre, deſpiſed him. Ind wo de dad mocked him, he atated him in whit clothing, 


and ſent him again to Pilate. And theſame date Pilate and Herod wer made frendes 
together. Fo: befoze thet wer at variaunce. - 


(This accuſacion foꝛ aſmuche as it moued Pilate but a litel oz nothing fox Whan Plats 

he ſawe that the wholle matter was dooen by a conſpitacie of the chief rew- heard mencion 

lers and certain others of the people, whiche wer conſenters a helpers foꝛe - Sa 

ward to the malice of theſaine head men to ſate as thei ſated : he was vetat 

delitous and earneſt to remoue bothe the pueſonct and alſo his accuſers to 

8 exanunaciõ x tryall of an other iudge to þ ende Þ in caſe he might not bee 

hable to deliuer Jcſus,yet at [eſte wiſe himſelf foz his part might bee ridde 

and deſpeched of Þ cauſe.

But 
thynkyng it ſufficient to deſpiſe hym of whom he was deſpiſed, he clothed 
Jeſus in th wait of mockage in a white garmente ( foz that was than the 
quiſe and manier of goyng of kynges # Emperours)and ſo ſent hun backe 
again to Pilate.

Foz emog men of ſuche a ſoꝛt a fe⸗ 
low þ can goe 02 daunce on a rope, ozcls one that hath the feacte to plaie a 
tugleyng caſt ſhal ſooner haue pꝛaiſe + thanke,then a ſyncere pꝛeachet of p 
ghoſpel.Fo: ſuche perſones haue no mynde ne wyl,but cither to haut plca- 
ſure à delectation ſhewed them oꝛels to leatne ſuche thynges as may ſetue 
to þ maintenaunce of their tyꝛannie. et notwithſtadyng in the meant time 
Dcrodes ciuilitee did conder me the wickedneſſe of the biſhops and the ſcti · 
bes. and did quitte Jeſus alſo ſeyng he condemned him not to death beyng 
accuſed afoꝛt hym and makyng no aunſwet to the offenſes whiche wer lat- 
ed to his charge. It was in the meane tyme a thyng highly to the contenta- 
cion of Hetode, that Pilate ſhewed htm ſo muche hon ut as to ſcnde Jeſus 
vnto him to haut ſighte ot. Whetupon fro that tyme fozewardes amittt # 
frendeſhip grewe betwene Hetode a Pilate , wheras befoze there had been 
variaunce betwene them. But a wieked and vngodly ktti. deſhyp it is that

And ye lcat looce vnto theim him that to an 
inſurreecton and murdze was calt into pziſou, whom thei dad delired, aud ye deltue - 
ted to them Jeſus, ts door with him what ryep would. 


Whan Pilate ſaw that the pꝛieſonet was ſent backe again from Herode, 
and that his purpoſe had not cum to ſuche effecte as he had aſſated to bꝛing 
it he begoonne of a tudge to be cum a ſpoketman for Jeſus:a calling toge- 
ther the biſhops, the Dcribes,the chickmen,and the commons that came at 
their tailles:he ſpake atter this ſoꝛt to them. 

Pe haue here of pour own mindes bꝛought ibis man befoze me as one that 
withdꝛaweth yout people from the obedience ot the Emperour and of your 
lawes.and J here in your pꝛeſete haue doocn what J can to boulte out the 
ttueth ok him with examinyng and aſkyng diverſe queſts of hun:netther 
dooe I fynde him culpable in any of theſe crynes whiche ye accule hym of, 
Che lelt ame thyng hath cum to paſſe with Yerode the whiche can iudge 
bettet in theſe matiets then J koꝛaſmuche as he is a man ſkilled in your las 
wes. In conſtdcracion wherof alſo J did putte ouet this matter to bee iud⸗ 
ged x tryed in his courte, who it᷑ he had found him gutiltie, would not haue 
leat him eſcape. Now, becauſe he hath not founde in hym any offenſe wooꝛ⸗ 
thie of death he beeyng contented with a light puniſhe mente hath no moze 
but geuen the ma a mocke as one, vetaily quittyng him ftom al daungter 
of death. Wherckoꝛe it is beſt, that we alſo folowe the equitee of Hetode. J 


' wyll chaſtiſe the man with ſum leſſer puniſhemente then death and ſo leat 


hym goe. This did the loꝛde p2eſidente.truſtyng that the furious rage of Þ J wyt derten 

Icwes.would aſſwage whan thet had ſeen Jcſus putte to ſo many rep20- — 

ches and ſo ſcourged. Whan Pilate could dooe no good this wate neither, f 
but ſawe p madneſſe of the Jewes to bee 8 moꝛe ſette on fyer thereby:he de⸗ 
uiled allo an other caſt how to deliuer Jeſus. Jt was a cuſtome euctie pete 
once emogſt the Jewes.that the loꝛde Pꝛeſident ( becauſe of their high ſolẽ⸗ 
nite of that feaſttull date whiche was than at hande)ſhould leat goe by his 
pardone and teleaſſe vnto the Jewes one of their offendours , whoine they 
would aſke. Therfote the Pꝛeſident pꝛeuentyng they; alkyng, putte it to 
their choice whether of the two thei would haue pardoned and releaſſed vn⸗ 

to them, Jeſus oꝛels Barrabbas.This Barrabbas was a great robber.x —— 

a notable felowe by reaſon of his myſchicuous dedes in that he had ſtieted with vm. an 

vp a ſcdicton in the citee,x had lain one of the tounelmen , and had fox that ann 
enſe bee caſt into pzicſon. And becauſe the lieutenaunt tight well knewe 
hin to be a felowe, whome al the wholle citee hated he truſted that it would 
haue cum to paſſe, that they woulde ſooner haue ſuffred Jeſus to bee leat 
gooe,who had dooen muche good to manye people: then on man whiche 
u., was 
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was a diſtourber of the publike peace x tranquillitet. But the biſhops and 
their adhetentes wer in ſuche a rage that thei deſired to haue Barrabbag 
teltaſſed vnto them, a Jeſus to be hanged vpon the ctoſſe the whiche kinde 
of death, lyke as it was moſte us becauſe of the long peine ſo was u 
accoumpted alſo moſte at that time. Oo ferfoozth did the Jewes 
leaue no kinde of ctuelneſſe vmminiſtred to Jeſus. But it pleaſed the wyſe- 
dome of God that Jeſus the fountatne # autour of all glozte ſhould be had 
in ſo great contempte that a ſedicious murdzeer ſhould be preferred befoze 
him, becauſe we ſhould not deſpaire if we at any tyme foz the name and do⸗ 
ctrine of Chriſte be diſpiſed of ſuche as loue this wozld. Lohan Pilate 
petcetued that he coulde dooe no good this wape neither: he moued the yet 
once again pꝛouyng if he coulde by any meanes mitigate they: ſtomakes x 
delyuer Jcſus beyng innocent. But they beyng eftſons the moꝛe ſtieted to 
wꝛath, ſyng this furious ſong, Crucifie him, Crucifie him. Pet did not Pi⸗ 
late ſo geue place to their clamout and cryynge neither : but attempted the 


Lracifechem. thirdtyme to patiſie thetm,ſaiyng : I am a tudge, J haue no title at all as 


gainſt innocentes:neither can I putte a man to death in whom J can finde 


no cryme death woozthie. And what hath this man committed oz offended 
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why he ſhould dye: J haue ſtreightely examined him. a no cauſe can J linde 
in him to be pumſhed with death. Pk there be any ſmall offence. J wyl thus 
muche dooe fox your mindes ſakes: I wil puniſh him a geue him a ſhatpe 
tebuke ⁊ ſo leat him goe. But thet frowardely ſtyl made a ſtriuing againſt 
this cquitce of the iudge not with pꝛouffes but with futious and mad out⸗ 
ctyes tequi ting that Jeſus might be crucified # Battabbas leat goe. Ind 
whan the pꝛelidente had aſſated all poſſible wales # meanes and percetued 
that they cricd out ſtil moze # more, he called foꝛ water to waſhe his handes 
and teſtifiyng the innocencie of Jeſus , #condemnyng the frowarde mali⸗ 
ctouſneſſe of the Jewes, he gaue ſentence of death againſt Jcſus , not after 
his owne mynde.but after the wyllfull arbitremente of the Jewes who 
woulde nedes haue Jeſus putte to death beyng the autour of life x health, 
and releaſſed vnto theimBarrabbas a ſedictous mourdzeer. whom thet pet⸗ 
ferred befoze Jeſus. And as foz Jeſus he deltueted vnto them to do ſuch 


erecucton vpon him, as themſelfes would. 
C And as tdei led him awate thei caught one Stmon of Cyzene compng out of f field 
and on him 1 ated thei the croſſe that de might beate it after Jeſus.And there folowed 
him a great coumpaigunie of people, and of weomen which be wailled #lamfted him.

ther fo2 theſame perſones at whoſe handes he was vngoodly a ſhamefullye 
handled:Father(ſateth he)fozgeue them,fo2 thet know not what they dooe. 
Thiſſame vcraily was that holy p2ater of our byſhop on the aultare of the 
croſſe offreyng vp once fot euet tn ſacrifice the paſcal ſambe foz the redemp- 
cron and health ofthe wholle wozld. Neither was hys paper wythout con 
digne cffecte. Foz many of the ſame perſones whiche thzoughe ignozaunce 
wer doocrs in naillyng the loꝛde on the ctoſſe whan they afterwarde knewe 
the ttueth by meane of the Ipoſtles pꝛeachynge pꝛofeſſed the name ol hym 
that had been crucified. Dowbeit the malice of the Phariſces alſo was not 
altogether without ——— that was ſuche groſſe ignoꝛaunce as 
doocth not delyuet ne dilchatge theym from offence. Foz they might haue 
lacked that ignoꝛaunte, and ettout it inoꝛdinate affe ccions x deſires, whiche 
they wet led by as boundeſcruauntes had not letted them. But euen emong 
theſe ſum there wet whiche did of a lyke mynde oz 3cle perſccute the Lozde, 
as Paule dtd petſecute the churche of God.

tyde at whiche tyme of the date the ſunne ts woont to bee moſte hotte and to 
ſhyne moſte bꝛighteſt of all:there came ſoodainly a great derkeneſſe over al 
thatſame countrey about Hietuſalem and ſo cõtinued till the ninth houte $ 
is to ſate,till thzee of the clocke after noone. Foz Þ ſunne deteſtyng and ab: 
hoꝛtyng ſuche great iniquitet ol men, did hyde his face at ſuche tymt as he 
{hould bee putte to death, who was the lighte of the woꝛlde. The yeatth al⸗ 
ſo did quake ſtones bꝛake aſoondꝛe and euetie parte of nature trembled at 
ſo hozrible a dede of crueltee. Ferthermoze the vaile ofthe temple , whyche 
parted the inner holy place (whiche they called Sanctum ſanctorum) from the 
other parte of the temple,rented quite aſoondꝛe in twoo partes, no mi ſtie⸗

alone was ſufficient to p e and clenſe the ſynnes of all tymes bothe palt

and deme to hang ouer theim. Foꝛ the ſame man whom in his life tyme thes 
had ſcen of lowe and pooꝛe degree, and a man none other lyke but to bee cõ⸗ 
temned:the lame dooe thei ſee tuen at his dyyng houre a man of great po⸗ 
wet. in ſo muche that all the elementes of this woꝛlde wer ſhaken and dif- 
oꝛdꝛed out of ther courle.Yere eftſons o Theophil?, marke thou one other 
puincte : that there was at all tymes moze grace found in the Gentiles. then 
in the Jewes who tooke vnto theim the laude of deuocion towardes God, 
and of holy conuetſacion aboue all others. The Centurion glozyfied God: 
8 Jewes dooe no moꝛe but feate his ſtroke. beeyng made afeard W thinges 
of woondꝛe, wheras w lo many benefites thet could not poſſibly bee woͤne. 
Ferthermoze thei that wer of Jeſus kynred,o2 familtare with hym in his 
like tyme,ſtood a fette of beholdyng what was dooen, x durſt not fo2 feate 
cum neter. Emongſt theſe wer allo the weoinen, whiche, foꝛ deſire and good 
wille to miniſtte thynges neceſſatie to him and to his diſciples:had folowed 
hym from Galilee, as witneſſes and beholders of thoſe thynges whyche 
wer dooen. Ind the ſame beeyng now deſtitute of all hope, did nothing els 
but mourne and make lamentacion foz him. 


¶ And beholde, there was a man named Joſeph, a counſatllour. And he was a good 
man and a tuſt, the lame had not conſented to the counſatll and dede of thetm, whiche 
was of Aramathia a citee of the Jewes, which lame alſo waited foz the kingoome of 
God. De wet vuto Pilatc, and begged the bodpc of Feſus,and tooke it down, s wzaps 
ped it ina linnen cloth, and lated it in a ſcpulchze that was heweu in done, wherin 
neucr man de toꝛe had been laped, 


Bceyng it thercfoze by many euident tokens aſſuredly well to bee ſeen | 


and knowen, that the lozde was vndoubtedly dead, leſte any man might 
kynde ſum puincte of cauillacion, cither that he was not a vetay naturall 
man in dede, oz els that he was not dead in veraily dead: beholde,there co- 
meth in a man ok his owne free offre , by whom the loꝛdes buiryall might 
bee erecuted and accoinpliſhed, whiche buityal Jeſus pleaſure was ſhould 
bee clenly and honoutable. His life had been mylde and lowe without bea- 
ryng any poꝛte his death had been a thyng of muche cffecte , hys butryall 
was magniticente, ⁊ his reſurreccton gloꝛious. Do than tuen at the vera 
houre, cuen as God would, cometh in — of his owne free offer a 
ccrtain man named Joſeph bozne in Jramathia a citee of Jewerte, a good 


mau and a iuſt and one of the noumbꝛe of theim that looked foz the kyng* 
dome of God. This man although he wer one of the chief men of that na⸗ 
tion oʒ he was a noble ſenatout and a rewler ) yet had he neuer conſented 
to the counſaill and dedes of the Pꝛieſtes the Dcribes, and the head men 
of the people although foꝛ feare of their power whiche hated Jeſ?,he durft 
not openly pzofellc oʒ acknowelage the good wille and zele of his = —

wardes Jeſus. Foz as yet they had had not geuen vnto theim boldeneſſe by 
the holy ghoſt, þ all tyynges deſpiſed, ther might haue the power openly to 
pꝛofeſle the name of Jeſus. The other diſciples therefoze bet yng dꝛyuen a⸗ 
waye foz feare,onely together  Nicodemus dareth take in hande 
the office of buiripng the loꝛde: whether it wer becauſe the fauoure of men 
towardes therm that bee good, doeth after the death of the ſame encreace 
moꝛe and mo2e:02 els becauſe the ſaid Joſeph iudged the enute ol ß Jewes 
againſt Jeſus to be now ſaciate with his death. LOherefoze he cometh 
vnto Pilate to whom he was a man well knowen by reaſon of his nobily⸗ 
tet and aſked of him the bodye of Jeſus . But Pilate would not geue it 
hym befoze he had knowleage by the Centurion þ he was thzough- 
ly dead.Than Joſeph tooke the bodye, and after it was taken downe from 
the crofſe, and enbaumed al over W ſwete odoꝛikerous ſauours : he wounde 
it vp in a fyne ſhete hauyng in the meane tyme no hope at all of his reſur- 
teccion ot the whiche Jeſus had bꝛielly in fewe wooꝛdes geuen knowelage 
but a lytell afoze vnto his diſciples : but in ſuche wyſe had he dooen it, that 
thei theſame better temembꝛed it then belieued it. And becauſe thei 
had an opinion that Jeſus was a good man and putte to death without a 
cauſe: they thought to honour the remembzaunce of hym with a magnifi- 
cent butryall.

But his deathe bauc reve- 
whiche was bothe vñdoubtedly true, and alſo full of open wozldly ſhame, med Iſrael, 
hath taken awate this hope from vs. Pea and there had no ſmall hope bcen 

putte in our heades,that it would ſo come to paſſe,that he would after the 

dates haue returned againe to life, but wheras he was condemned, cruti⸗ 

fied, and buitted: this berai pꝛeſent daye, is the third dape ſence all theſe 

thynges fozrtuned to bee dooen, and pet dooe not we ſee any whit the moze 

of aſſuredhope, fauyng that certaine weomen of the fraternitee ol his dil⸗ 

ciples, haue by the repoztyng of certaine ſtraungenewes, ſuche as neuer Yea andcees 
was heard of, made vs yea moze aſtouned then we wer afoze. Foz where dia , 
theſame weomen wente fooꝛth befoze ſunriſyng to the Sepulchze, they — 
ſave plainly they kound not the bodyethere, and affirme mozouer that ter made vs ade 
tame Jungels appered bnto them, and ſaped that he is aliue. And wha no ub. c. 
man gaue credite to they tepoꝛte, certain of our coumpaignte went alſo to

All theſe thynges beeyng baderſtanded after the fleaſhe, dooe conteyne 
no great matter in them. But Chziſte is that ſame true and right Poſes,

But foz man to ſerche of 
godly cauſes with mans reaſons ferther then theſe thynges, is a cettain 
perilous and wicked boldnes, And although it ſemed to be enough that 
was both truely pꝛeached and ſet ont of the other Euange⸗ 
liſtes , whiche declaryng in ozdze the na of Jeſu Chziſte as concers 
nyng his manhed,lyfe,and death, did affirme hym to haue the true nature 
man: and ferthermoze by declaryng his ſermons , rehearſing his my» 
tacles, and reſurreccion from death, did ſo declare his godly natute as that 
tyme required: \pekyng all that while of his diuine natiuitie, by 
the whiche he was bozne by an ble wape of his father without 
beginning. Ind alſo to call hym pbythe name of god, 
tothintent that neyther the trueth hould be hidden from thoſe that were 
godly diſpoſed and ralie to be taught,neyther occaſion ſhould be geuen to 
the vocake and Jewes to go backe from the doctrine of the gos 
pel, whiche had perſuaded theymſelfes by the tradition of they? el- 
ders,and alſo out of moſes holy bookes, that the name of God could not 
be rightfully attributed but onely to God the father, whome they had al⸗ 
wayes wurſhipped: And beſides that alſo leſte the gentiles , whiche did 
warſhip — et nt ts nanny of men, ſhould haue tak? 
occaſion to continue in theyz peruerſe errour,if they had percepuedþ in the 
goſpell the name of God had been made common to many, whiche thyng 
the eares ofthe Jeweg not able forecepue this miſtery (as thinking that 
name to be app2opztate but to one) at the firſt could by no meanes haue 
bozne, Ind the minde ofthe Gentiles beyng bzought vp in the opinion of 
many goddes,could not at the firſt be perfectly taught, that there wer the 
. deuided in pꝛopꝛietie of perſons , of the whiche the euery one was very 
God: and yet the was but one God, by the occaſion of one godly nature, 
whiche was commd to all thze equally, Pet thus it hath pleaſed God that 
to thintent the fayth of the goſpell ould be the moze tabliſhed, he would 
haue it declared to mankynde by littell and littell, as ſhould beſte ſerue the 
tyme and mans ca pacitie. So the nacion of the Jewes did wurſhip God 
the father deuoutiy many hundzeth 9 both of þ ſonne 
and the holy goſte. And the ſonne of God whan he was in 
yeartha very man, and (as we can witnes) did hungte, thirſt, lepe , (0- 
row, wepe, was diſpleaſed,and had compaſſion, long ſuffered to be repu- 
ted koꝛ none other but man, yea euen of his owe diſciples. Yiſo after his 
reſurreccion he would haue them ignoꝛant in ſum thynges . Jn ſo muche 
that by the holy goſte he did not open all thynges to them, but thoſe thyn⸗ 
ges onely, whiche helped fozwarde the perſuaſion and beleif ofthe tuan⸗ 
gelicall doctrine and ſaluacion of mankinde. Foz conſidering that the nas 
ture of godly thynges ts incompzehEſible,yea to the higheſt wittes of men 
oꝛ Jungels, and the pzofeſſion of the goſpell pertapneth tndifferently to al 
men, the heauenly father hath opened vato vs ſo muche of godly thyn 
by his lonne, as he hath willed to be ſuffictent foz che obtayning of our 
uacion. Therfoze it cũmetꝝ of a certapne perilous pzeſumpcion to —_— 
an 
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any thyng ofthe godly nature moze then that whiche eyther Chziſte hym- 
{cif ,oz the holy goſte haue opened vnto vs.

But becauſe in theſe dayes, as the wheate of Gods wooꝛde hath gro⸗ 
wen in the hertes of good folkes,ſo alſo the cockle of the wicked hath ouer · 
growen, whoſe curſed pzeſumpcton hath bzaſt out ſo fat, that ſum hath not 
deen afraide to take from Jeſu Chziſt his manhed,bzinging in tede of mi, 
a bayne viſion and ſimilitude of ma: Sum contrarie wiſe would take fro 
hym his godhed, falſely ſaying that his beginning was but than, whi he 
was bozae of the virgin Mari: becaule they beyng blinded with yearthly 
affeccions could not attaine the miſterie of Goddes counſatill, how very 
Godtooke vpon hym to be very man, that one perſon ſhould be bothe, that 
in the meane while nothing ſhould be withdzawe from the immutable nas 
ture of God, and pet the perfectnes of his manhed Gould ſtill remapne. Y 
ſhall therfoze ſet foozth ſum thynges more platnly inthe goſpel, ſo muche 
as the ſpirite of Chult hath v to open bato me: and almuche as 
he had thought ufficient to obtayne ſaluacton by, thozow the fayth of the 
golpel. But as I begine toſay,fozaſmuche as there is nothyng any where 
amonges all the thynges that euer God made, wherof we may make com⸗ 
pariſon whiche can agree with the trueth ol the godhed, J mul 
(though impꝛopꝛely) vſe the termes ofthynges that our vnderſtanding is 
acquayneed with, to thintent that J may geue ſum knowleageto other of 
thinges whiche palleth all — hs wn and vttergunce. Therfoze 
as holy ſcripture calleth God that moſte excellent mynde, whiche minde is 
both — — — be imagined: Euen ſo it 
talleth his oncly ſonne, the wooꝛde of that mynde. Foz the ſonne 
be not the lame that the father is, vet he is ſo very like the father that a mã 
may ſee the one in the other, that is to ſap, the father inthe ſonne,x the ſonne 
in the father. But the reſemblaunce of the father, and the ſonne, whiche in 
mans generacion is many wapes vnperfite, is moſte perfite in God the ka⸗ 
ther and his tonne. And there is nothyng whiche doeth moꝛe fully and eui⸗ 
dently expꝛeſſe the very ſecrecie ofthe mynde, then the true declaryng of it 
by wooꝛde, foz that is the very lokyng glaſſe of the mynde, whiche cannot 
be ſeen with bodily (yes. And it we couet to haue any man knowe the will 
of our mynde, þ thyng is bzought to paſſe by no meanes moꝛe certainly oz 
quickely, then by ſpeache: whiche beyng fetched out ofthe inwarde puui⸗ 
ties of the mynde, tonueyeth by a certain ſecrete efficacte, the mindeof the 
ſpeaker into the minde of the hearer, thzough the eares ofthe hearer.Ney- 
ther is there any thing men mote effectuall to ſtirce bp euery mo⸗ 
tion of their mindes, then to vttre it by ſpeakyng. Foz and if we haue auc- 
toritie, we may ſhoꝛtly appoint with our woozde what we wil haue doen, 
Therfoze he is called þ ſonne, becauſe beyng equal in all other thynges w 
his father, he is diſtinct, a differerh in only pꝛopꝛietie of perſon. He is cal: 
led the wozde,becauſe God which in his owne pꝛopꝛe nature can no waies 
be copzehended, would be knowen to vs by him: neyther was his pleaſure 
to be knowen foz any other cauſe,but to thintent we might att une euerla⸗ 
ltingfelicitie by the knowe lage of him. This birth is not 2 oꝛ du⸗ 
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ring but foz a tyme, ne yet this wozde is lyne to mans wooꝛde. There is no 
coꝛpoꝛall thpng in God n that paſſeth with tyme, oz can ve tontey⸗ 
ned in plate, neyther is there in dim any thing at all ſubtect to beginnyng, 
pꝛoce ding. age.oꝛ any mutabtlitie, he is alway one, hole, and altogether in 
himſelt:a the ſonne is continually begotten of him, eue ſuche a one as he is 
himſelf: eternall ofhim that is of him that is almighty, 
moſte good of him that is beſte: in cocluſion God of Sod: neyther later in 
tyme,noz tnferto: to his father : the euerlaſting woozde of the euerlaſtyng 
minde vy the whiche the father ſpeaketh to himſeife alwayes as it wer by 
a ſecrete thought yea befozethe worlde was made, beyng knowẽ to no bo⸗ 
dy, dut only to bymſelf a his ſonnt. e did euermoze a call beget the ſonne 
in himſelf,x in ltkevorſe did euermoze — —-— woꝛde. de 
had no nede ol any thyng ö is creatt, to whoſe nothyng can de ad⸗ 
ded: but of his naturall goodnes he hath made this whole ingine of the 
world, a ſet therin euangelicall mindes, and manktade as in the meane be- 
twene Jungels # beaſtes,tothintent he might gather of thinges wunder- 
fullycreate,x alſo of himſelf, the power, the lone, a goodnes of the maker 
therof. And as if there wer a great mightye kyng, whatſoeuet he comaun- 
ded to be dot ſhould be doen byanby,cuen ſo the very almighty father hath 
made all thinges by hts ſonne # woozde. And firſt by this way he ſhewed 
furth his wooꝛde, by whom he would be knowen,as though be had ſpoks 
vnto vs hymſelf. And beyng ſo knowen by the wonderfulnes of his moſte 
fayze woozkemiſhtp,might winde himſelf into our inward moct6s. Ther⸗ 
foze they do erte, and go very farrefro the trueth, whiche thinke the wooꝛd 
/ of Godto be ſo after him in tyme,from whom it pzocedeth,as amonges vs 
the minde goeth befoze the ſpeache. Andſo they alſo whiche take the wooꝛd 
of God(by the whiche God the father hath made all thynges,)to be num⸗ 
bꝛed amonges thynges create. But their errour is moze rude and groſſe, 
whiche do ſuppoſe the ſonne and wooꝛde of God, than to haue begun, and 
neuer vefoze,wvhan he was dome bodily ofthe virgin What thing 
ſo cneris create hath his begianyng in tyme, but theſonne of God was 
twiſe boꝛne. onte of his father befoze tyme, 02 rather without tyme, very 
God of hym that is verily God: Agapne he was bozne of the vicgin Bari 
in tyme appoynted therto eternally ot the euerlaſtyng father, very man of 
mankynde. Foz it hath pleaſed God after this ſozte to foozth agayne 
to vs his wooꝛde, that is to ſay his ſoune, to thintent he de knowen 
after a moze playne way oz moze tamiitatiy. That perſon therfoze is wic⸗ 
ked whiche maketh argument that Jeſug Chztft was nothing els but mi, 
o2 that contendeth him to haue been create amonges other creatures. The 
father did beget hym that was bothe his ſonne and his woozde and yet all 
one, after ſoundzye wayes: once in tyme as g his manhed, and al- 
way without all tyme, as his godhed. Foz befoze there was this 
vntuerſall creacion of thynges, p yand heauenly, the eternall 
wooꝛde was already with the euerlaſting And this woozde did ſo 
pꝛocede from the father, that pet it remayned ſtill with the father. He was 
in accid#e is Of ſuche an inſeparable natute with the father, that by pzoptetie of perſon

Ind albcit this wooꝛd was God, beyng almighty of hym that was als 
mighty, yet differing in pꝛopꝛiette of perſon,not by vulik enes ofnature,be 
was with god the father:not bzought foꝛth in tyme, but befoze all times: ſo 
alwayes pzoceding from the fatherly minde, that neuertheles he neuer de- 
parted from the ſame. Neyther was he create of the father, but the father 
made all that be creat, both viſible a (nu(ſible,by this his wooꝛde, 
beyng eternal as he is himſelf. By the ſame woozd he gouerneth f 
all thynges., by the ſame he hath reſtozed all thinges,not vſingitas an ins wer by (2s, 
trument 02 miniſter, but as a ſonne, of the ſelfſame nature and vertue, 
that he is of: to thintent þ all maner of thynges ſhould come frs the father, 
as the ercellent auctour + maker of tbe ſame, but by the ſonne, who he had 
eternally begotte,o ſhall beget without ende,lyke to himſelt in al thinges, 

Jn (ft was lyfe.and lyfe was the light ot men, and the lighe Gpueth in darknes, # xy; terte. 
the darkucescompzcyended it not. 
And this wooꝛde of god had might a power not only to make al thinges 
in general both viſible and inuiſible at his wil x pleaſure,as it wer with a 
decke, but allo in that wooꝛd was the [yfe and ſtrength of all thynges that 
wer create, that by the ſame euery thyng ſhould haue his naturall 
and fozce: and by the migyt whiche was once geuen totheym, laue theym 
ſelfes in theyz kynd, by continuall gene racion. Foz there is nothyng idle oz 
without bſe amonges ſo great a multitude of thynges. Euery herbe x tree 
bath his put into it, a euery beaſt hath a certaine wit in his kinde. 
But as by his pzoutdence he hath framed all thynges which he hath create 
by a tettaine power naturally graffed in them,euery thyng to wootke his

pyng dumme idols. in ſtede of true — — 
deſyzes ol theyz mpndes , lacked the iyes of the herte , wherwith eternall 
trueth is perceyued . God had ſpzinkled into mennes myndes lum title 
ſparke of aquicke percepuing wit, but bodily affeccions and darkenes of 
— _—— i 
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great, thatneyther mans wiſdome and philoſopbie, neyther the religion 
of Poles lawe , uo vet the light of the Pꝛophetes, could put it clearly a: 
wapye. But at the laſt came that our eternall moſte bight ſunne, to whoſe 
inuincible lpght all darkenes geueth place, and he came to teſtote lyle to 
all men, not only to the Jewes but co al nations of the woꝛld. Ind by put⸗ 
tyng awape the darkenes of ſinnes, to giue ſight to all people, that thozow 
the lyght of fapth, they might acknowlege God the father only to be wur⸗ 
ſhipped and loued. and his onely ſonne Jeſus Chziſte. This bodily ſunne 
doeth not geue light to al men at once,fo2 it hath his ſoundꝛie courſes: but 
this othet [i(ght bp his naturall power, doeth ſhyne pra euen in 
the moſte thicke darkenes of the wozlde,offeriag it ſelf to all men to thentit 
they may haue life agayne,and ſee the way of eternall ſaluacion,whiche is 
open to euery bodye though the laythe ofthe ghoſpell. And although the 
wozld beyng blynded with che filthynes of ſynne,and the cloud of (innefull 
deſy;es, woulde not beholdethts light, yet could it be blemiſhed with no 
darkenes ofthis woꝛlde, how great ſo euer it wer. Foz he onely was pure 
from all imparenes of ſynne, neyther was he any other thyng but light: al 
maner of wapes pure and vacozrupted. Foz the darkenes ofthis wozlde 
doeth continually ſtryue agataſt the light whiche the wozlde hath , as the 
be wꝛaper of his wooꝛkes, and that darkenes doeth eyther quenche oz dar⸗ 
ken the beames of many, but againſt this liuely and eternall light it could 
nothyng pꝛeuatle. The Jewes haue —— — thts light, the Philo⸗ 
ſophers,the great men ofthe woꝛld, and al thoſe which hath dedicate thcim 
ſeifes wholly totranſitozy thynges : but this light hath had the victoute: it 
chyneth ſtill in the middes of the darkenes ofthe wozlde,z euer ſhall ſhine, 
makyng all men pactakers therof, ſo they wil applie theymſelfes to be apt 
to receiue it, But what ould a man do to theym whiche witcingly a wils 
ungly cepell the light, whan it is offered vnto theym, whiche whan they be 
allured and called to the light,of purpoſe ſhutte they tyes becauſe they wil 
not ſee it- Truelythe ſonne of God did leaue nothyug vadoen wherby any 
man ſhould lacke his light. 

There was ſent from God a ms, whoſe name was John: the ſame came as a wit- 


nes to beate witnes of the light, that al men through bla might beleue; pe was not the 
lighte,buc was ſent to beare witnes of the light,

in concluſion he ſent a man moze excellent then all the Pzophetes , 

name was John, who although he deſerued the chief pzayſe of holynes e; 
mong all men that wer bozne vutil his time, and was called an Jungel foz 
the dignitte of his office, beyng greater then any Pzophetes office, pet be 


was none other but man, very largely indued with many lies os Sod.

But al thoſe came of Gods liberalitie.a not of his owne nature, that was

beare wines ofthat godly lyght: whiche beyng conered with his manyed, 
was conuerſant in the wozld, not(as who ſay) that he whiche was God, 4 
fo declaced befoze by the vopce of the father, nede mannes witnes: 
but to thintent he might by all maner ofmeanes,cauſe himſelfto be had in 
credit with the people, he would þ John would be the goer befoze p light : 
as the day (terre apperyng befoze,ſheweth p riſing of the ſunne to p wozld, 
And alſo that by his pꝛeachyng, he thould pzepare mens mindes to receyne 
that light, whiche ould {mmediatly come alter. And becauſe ſinne is the 
let wherby the heauẽ ly light is not admitted and retetued, John did allure 
and call all people to penaunce,pzoclamyng openly that the kingds of hea: 
uen was at hande ; foz the firſt degre oz ſtep tothe light is that men ould 
hate they2 owne darkenes.And this John was of fo great auctozitie emog 
the Tewes — — pune ol his liuing, that many toke hym foz 
Ch ,wherby Chziſt would the rather be comended to the Jewes 
by his witnes, as that tyme required: tothintent that litle by litle (as men 
do commonly ble) he might crepe into the mindes of the people, foz other-

darkenes, and in the Hadoe of death: and foz that cauſe befoze that Chziſte 
was notable bp his miracles, 


befoze of the true light and not the light it ſelf. 
tunitie of that tyme ſerued, did, as ye would (aye bothe the errour of 
the Jewes, andthe auctozitie of John, to pzepare the myndes ot all men 
tothe faithe ofthe goſpell. Truly John was a certain light, that is to ſay 
a burnyng candle,andg light feruently : burnyng in godlynes, a ge⸗ 
ning light by holyneſſe of lyfe , uenertheles he was not the light whiche 
Could bzyng lyfe to the whole wozld: but the wooꝛde of God wherof we

do ſpeake at this pzeſent was that true light,cuer pzoceding from God the 
father.the kountapne ot all light: from whence,what ſoeuer is lightſuin in 
heauf and earth, bozoweth his light: whatſparke of wit, what knowleage 


of truthe, what light of fapth ſo euer there be, eyther men oz Angels,

Is this wozld is blind without the ſunne, ſo al thinges are datke with⸗ 
out this The wozlde alſo was ful of darkenes on euery ſide, detauſe 
ſinne aud le errours did in enery place. And in the tyme 
ofthis darkenes there did oftentymes tne foozth men excellent in holys 
nes of lite, as a litle terre in þ moſt darkeſt nightes:# gaueſum light as it 
wer thozow a cloud, howbeit they did it but to p Jewes only, oz to þ boz- 
derers of Jurie: but this true geueth iight,not only to one naciõ, but 
to all men t hat cum into the s of this wozld. The Jewes went a- 


bout to challenge this light ſeuerally to theim ſelues, they thought

many ſuſpected John to haue bene 5 ck 
whiche was pzomiſed of the Pꝛophete. But cha was only the publitier

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it to be pꝛomiſed to theim onely, foz almuche (as touching the fleſhe) it did 
ſpzing oftheim,andemong them: but that light came to geue light to the 
Whicheltsd/ yertes of all nacions of the hole wozlde, thozow the fayrhe of the gotpell. 
Neypther Scithian, Jewe, Gothian, Engliſheman, kynges, 
noz bondemen, be excluded from this light. The light came to geue light to 
all men aſmuche as laye in it: but if any continue in theyz darkenes,p laute 
ts not in the light, but in hym that frowardly loueth darkenes,and abhoꝛ · 
reth the light. Foz the light ſhineth to all men, becauſe none might pꝛetend 
any excuſe, when willingly and wittingly he periſheth thozow his owne 
faute. Is if a man ſhould get aknocke at noone dapes, becauſe he woulde 

not lift vp his tyes. 
De was in the wald, and the woz1d was made by dym, # the world knew him not. 

This wood of God was alwayes in the woꝛlde, not (as who ſaye)that 
he whiche is without meaſure , can be contayned in any ctrcuite of place, 
but he was ſo in the woꝛlde as the deuiſe ofthe woꝛkeman is in his worte, 
and as the ruler is in that thyng he ruleth. Alo at that tyme this light did 
ſhyne in the wozlde,ſumwhat opening the godly power, wiſdõ, and good- 
nes therof,by thoſe — —— wer wunderfully create by it, and by 
this meaneg it did then a ſoꝛt ſpeake to mankynde. But many puttin 
they; felicitie in the biſible thynges of thts wozlde ( whom fox that cauſe o 
good right our loꝛd Jeſus did accuſtometo call by the name of the world) 
when he taught them eternall thynges, they beyng blynded with earth 
affeccios did not acknowleage theyꝛ maker. The darkenes of mindes was 
lo great, that the woꝛld knew not the maker therof, but did wurſhip ſer» 
pentes, oxen, gotes,lekes, onpons, yea and that whiche is moe vile then 
all theſe, ſtoches, and ſtones: diſpyſing hym, of whom they had recepued 
both that theymſelues wer, and all that they had. 

De cam emong dis owne, and his owne ttteyued dym not. 

They being accuſtomed to darkenes, did abhozre the light, a beyng blin- 
ded with inne did enbꝛate deathe in ſtede ol life: yea and whã he did che w 
bymſelf moꝛe familiarly to the woꝛlde beyng conuerſant and lyuing in his 
manhed amonges men, he was not kmowen of theym whiche had dedicate 
theymſelues wholy to this woꝛlde. Heyther is it any meruayle though the 
gentiles beyng wourſhippers ol idols, and meaſuring all thynges dy the 
comodities of this life, beyng alſo ignoꝛant of the pꝛophetes, a the law, did 
not acknowleage hym, whiles he lyued here in the ſhape of a man. This is 
moze to be meruatled at, that when he came ſpectally to his obwne people, to 
whoine Meſſias had been pꝛomyſed by ſo many p2ophectes of the pꝛophe⸗ 
tes, to whom he had been thadoed with ſo many es, ot whome he had 
been loked foz ſo many hundꝛeth yeares befoze, ſaw dym doe mira- 
cles and heard his teaching, yet they wer ſo far tro receyuing of hym, that 
with fperce myndes they went about his diſtruccton, whiche came ſpecially 
to ſane theym. And pꝛocured that tnnocentes death, who frely bzought life 
to his enemies. Theyſaw and did not ſee, heard and did not heare,x hauing 
intelligence, did not vnderſtand: whiche thozowe a frowarde ſtudie of the 
law, did tiſe a gaynſt hym whom the law had pꝛomiſed. Therfoze by they? 
malice it came to paſſe that the light whiche brought eternall life tothe bes 
leuers thetot᷑, was to them occaſion of greater blyndenes . But ——

in pꝛide thozow the faiſe colour of religion, houlde openly declare theyz 
wickednes, teiettyng theſonne of hym, whom they wurſhipped foz God. 

And on the other parte they whiche befoze were btterly contrarie to 
true religion, and did wurſhippe beaſtes, and Nockes foz they; goddes , 
Gould enbzace the holynes of the goſpell by fayth: howbeit vpon this oc⸗ 
caſion the Gentiles wer ſo admitted to be ſaued bythe goſpell, that ney⸗ 
ther the Jewes noz any other nations at all, hould be erciuded from has 
uing entry thervnto, ſo they would put awaye they ſtubbernes, and ſhew 
c 
nall ſaluacion. 


But as many 4s recepued hym, to thetm gaue he power to bee the ſennts of God, ye terte, 


tuen them that belcucd on dis name. 


Andalbeit many bothe of the Jewes and the Gentiles which loued the 
wozld moze then God, withdzew them ſelfes from this pet the cums 
myng therof was not in Firſt of all, it did they: infelicitte 
which thozow theyz owne did depuue — 4 oye

Out firſt father Adam had begotte vs after an vn⸗ 
koꝛtunate # miferable ſozte,foz he vs to death x hel. Wozeouer they 
which are dome touching the carnal de not all bozneto one eftate,fox 
ſum be bozne to a kingdõ, ⁊ ſum to bodage : But Chuiſt Jeſus the auctour 
of our new generacion,doeth regenerate all men without difference to lyke 

of ſynne,and the miſery of moztalitie put away 
grace,they maye be made childzen of the llupng God, 
Aud the ſame wo oꝛde became fleſbe,and dwelt among vs. 

Keyther is — meruaple though man be tranſfozmed after a ſoꝛte, 
into the felowſhip of the godly nature, ſeyng the wooꝛd of God did ſubmit 
it ſelf foz this cauſe to take our fteſhe, that is to ſape a moꝛtall bodye of the 
virgin, ioyning together in himſelf two thinges moſt vnlyke, God a man: 
what thyng is moꝛe fraple oz moze vile then mans fleſhe- and what th 
is moze mightye 0z moe excellent then God: Neuer meruaple that 
thynges wer znit togither. Jt was God that did it. Reythet muſttuſt that 
men maye be made the childzen ol God, ſeyng he loued vs ſo, p fo; our ſake 
he hymſelf would be made the ſonne of man: doubtles he toke vpon hym 
no fantaſticall bodye,foz who could loue a vayne biſton , oꝛ a dif; tl 
luſion: but truly he toke bpon hym the body of a man, that is to ſape, the 
full and perfect nature of man,abhozcyng not ſo muche as that part,whers 
by we be ſudiect to death, and doo litle differ from the kynde of bzute 
beaſtes. And he became not man foz a tyme redye by and by to put a- 
waye that thyng, whiche he had taken: but to pzoue aſſuredly that he toke 
his manhed not deceytfully oz bnder a colour, he was long conuerſant in 
earth, he was hungrie, , dyuerſe wapes puniſhed , ſuffered death, 
was ſeen with tyes, heard with eares, and touched with handes . And to

And 
this glozie we haue ſeen in the wooꝛking of his mitacles, in the vttring of 
his heauenly doctrine, and in the viſion vpon the mounte Thaboz, whe he 
was tranſfigured befoze our iyes, when alſo the verye boice of his father 
cumming downe fro heauen,pzofeſſed him to be his dearly belouedſonne, 
as the ſaid father did notably ſet hym furth in his baptiſme, bothe with 
bis voice and with the holy goſte , vader p figure a ſimilitude of a dooue. 
And when the ſonne befoze his death deſired hym to glozifye hym 
with that gloꝛye whiche he had befoze the woꝛlde was made, a boite came 
downe from heauen and knowledged him to be his ſonne, ſaping: Both J 
haue and will glozitye the. In concluſion we haue ſeen him in his reſur- 
reccion,bothe when he alredy being riſen from death to life, did ew furth

he walked, knowyng well that theſaped Jeſus did defyer and long 
for the laluacion of man — rater de: 
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his heauenly doctrine , John turnyng hym fo the twoo Diſciples whiche 
ſtoode by hym, beyng they2 maiſter. becauſe he would put theym to Jeſu, 
that was a better mayſter then hymtelt, he poynted him to theym with his 
fyngar,as he was walking, and ſapd: Behold, yonder is the live of God ua 
of whom J haue ſo often teſtified, who alone doeth take a al the ſyn: 
nes of the wholle woꝛlde. Jhauepzepared you foz hym, whoſocuer deſi: 
reth true and effectuall baptiſme, whoſoeuerloueth true innocencie, and 
wholoeuer coueteth true and perfite health, muſt nedes committe hymſelie 
to his tule and oꝛdꝛe. Foz they that wer the true obſeruers of Poſes lawe, 
(as the law it ſeif doeth witnes) did p2ofit and goe fozward thereby to the 
perfeccion of the ghoſpell, that is to ſape from fayth to lapth: wheras the 
Phartſeys thzough they2 peruerſe and ouerthwart loue of the law, did per⸗ 
ſecute him whom the lawe had commended to thepm. WS: 
Now Johus diſciples made theyz maiſtet no aunſwer,but geuing tre; diem leg b 
dite to his wooꝛde, they leafte the layed John that was the goer befo2e the bent. 
ghoſpel, and folowed Jcſus the autour ofthe euangelicall health, And 
they ſaped neuet a wozde,but folowed hym, beyng let on fyer with p loue 
of his hye doctryne, the hope wherot they had conceyued by the teſtimonie 
of John. But they dare not be bolde to moue any communicacion to hym 
with whom they had not becn acquainted, 
And Jeſus tut ned about. and (awe theym folowe him, and ſayeth vnto tdem: what Tye terte, 
ſeke pou? They ſared vnta hym: Rabbi(whyicye is to ſap, it one interpꝛete it.] agaiſter, 
where d wellen thou? De ſayetiz vnto theym: Cum and (ce. They came and ſaw where 
de dwelte. and abode with hym that daye, toꝛ it was about the tenth houre. 
Therfoze Jeſus pertetuing foz what purpoſe they did folowe him:to de- 
tlate how ready he would be to mete and toyne with theym whiche with 
pure myndes do thirſte and couet the doctrine of the goſpell: he (J ſay)not 
tarying fox they: callyng vpon hym, of dis owne good will doeth encou⸗

Hete now our Loꝛde Jeſus 
takyng pleaſure in their deuoute feruenteneſſe to learne, maketh no excuſe 
by tealon ofthe nyneſſe of the nyght , noꝛ commaundeth theym to cum a⸗ 
gayne thedayefolowyng, neyther yet ſigniftet to theym where his houſe

Ind brought 
hren to Jeſus 
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paynfull to they: earneſt deſire. They reioyſingin that aunſwer,beyng euẽ 
ſuche as they would haue wiſhed toꝛ, came thither, and did not onely ſee p 
litle houſc, where then Jeſus had his abidyng, but alſo taryed with hym 
all that daye: and wer lo inflamed with his holy communicacion, that not 
onely they retoyſed in theyz owne bebalfe : but moctoned and pzocured o⸗ 
ther alſo to the cumpanye of that felicitie. And when they came to 
Jeſus houſe, it was almoſte the tenth houre of the daye, that is to ſaye,nye 
bpon the goyng doune of the ſunne. Fox there is no tymenoz place vnfit oz 
bnconuentent foz to learnethoſe thynges whiche pertapne to euerlaſtyng 
welth. Ind the pzeſence of the pꝛeacher of the ghoſpell ought alwaye to be 
in a readpneſſe: Fox ſuche an one ought he to be that taketh vpon hym to 
teache Chꝛiſten philoſophie and wiſdome, whiche is onely the philolophie 
that can no ſkill of any pꝛyde oz tatelyneſle. 

One of the two which heard John ſpeake and folowed hym, was andzew, Simon 
Peters bꝛothet. The ſame found dis bzother Simon firſt, and (aicth vuto him; we haue 
founde ageſias (whiche is by int etpꝛet acid anoynted) and brought him to Jeſus. and 
Jeſus beheld him, and ſaped: Thou art g imon the ſoune of Jouas, thou alt be cat: 
led Lephas, whiche is by interpꝛetacion 4 tone. 

As concerning theſe two, whiche had folowed Jeſus bythe counſatll of 
John, the one of them was Andzew,Sims Peters elder bother: to whiz 
che Peter although he wer the pounger, pet fo2 the excellft feruencie of bis 
faythe, Jeſus afterward did pꝛomyſe hym the keyes ofthe kingdõ of hea⸗ 
uen: and committed his ſchepe to be fedde ol hym. after he had thziſe pzofeſs 
ſed his loue towardes Jeſu. The godly loue of the ghoſpell hath this dif- 
ference fro that whiche man of hymſelt is inclined vato, that if it haue gots 
ten any notable treaſure,it hideth it not, noʒ enuieth other: foz many thinke 
that they do not poſſeſſe that thyng, whiche is common to other alwel as to 
theymſelues:but this godly loue tetoyſeth that the cõmoditie therof ſhould 
be tommon to many. Andꝛew ro! a comfozted with ſo great felici⸗ 

e 


tie, fozalmuche as by the repozt of John, but muche moꝛe by the familiar 
communicacion of Jeſu himſeik, j it true that Jeſus was that bea- 
uenly Lambe, whiche onely ſhoulde take awape the ſinnes of the wozlde, 
that he was the ſonne of GO, the onely redemer of mank nde: And that 
alſo he was Chuſte whiche was pzomiſed ol the Pꝛophetes, and loked fot 
ſo many houndzed petes befoze; The ſaped Andzew (FJ ſaye) as ſoone 
as he had founde Symon Peter his bzother, whoſe pꝛeſente he delyꝛed 
greatlye , foz thys purpoſe , that Peter whome he knewe did loke foz 
Chtiſte with great feruencie , myghte bee made partaker of that felicitie 
ol that aſſured knoweledge, whiche Andzew hymſelf had of Chziſte. We 
haue found ſapeth he)that Meſſtas, whom the Pꝛophetes had pzomyſed 
Goulde be redemer ofthe wozlde, And Welſlias in the Syztans tongue is 
as muche to ſape as Chzilt,that is to vnderſtande anopneed : becauſe that 
anopntyng pertepneth to kynges and pꝛieſtes. But Chziſte was the only 
anoynted of God, to hym only all power was = bothe in heauen and 
yearth, and he onely was the pzteſt eternally Melchiledechs 02dze , 
whiche hath reconcyled God to mankynde with the ſacrifice of his bw. 
Simon being glad ofſo pleaſaunt and welcome a meſſage, and not ſatiſti⸗ 
ed onely to haue heard i, topfully pzeaceth hymCſelfalſo toſee Jeſu. An⸗ 
dꝛew who had already pꝛoued the gentlenes a graciouſnes of a 
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with brought Simon to him. Ind when Jeſus beheld Peter, he did not 
only vewe his face, wherein nenertheleſſe did hyne a purenes of hert, but 


he rather loked vpon his mynde,whiche was endued with doouelyke ſim: 1 — 


plicitie: and thereby apt to teteyue the grate ol the golpel. The ſayed Jeſus 


takyng pleaſure in his pute a n dooeth tell the name ol Peters father

C The dare folowpng, Jeſus woald go into Balile, and found Philip, and ſaycth 
vnto bym: folowe me. Philip was of Betyſaida, thc citie of Ind:cw and peter. Pbtz 
lip found Nathanael aud ſayerh vato hym: We haue folid him of whom agoſes in the 
law aud iu the pꝛophetes did w2ite, Jeſus the ſoune of Joſeph of Razaceth.and 25 : 
chanael ſaped vnto hym: Lan there any good thyng tum out of Razareth2 philip ſays 
&th to hym: Cum and ſee. 

The day after it pleaſed Jeſus to goe into Galile, bhiche was leaſt ſet* 
by of all the pꝛouinces of Jewꝛie, becauſe no man of any great tenoume 03 
fame, had at any tyme cum from thence:and pet neuertheleſſe Eſai did pꝛo⸗ 
pheſte befoze that the light of the 2 Gould firſt appeare a haue his 
beginning about that place. Alſo the diuine counſail thought it good ſo to 
be,becauſe he would beginne his churche of meane perſons, vntaught and 
vnlerned, boꝛne and cum out ofa countrey that was barraine,andofnore- 
garde. Foz both Peter a Indzew,which without calling folowed Chuilt , 
wer men of Galtle : # that the one bzother did perſuade a dzawe the other 
to Jeſu, was a foztunate on ofthe churche now newly begin⸗ 
nyng, whiche conſiſteth in bzotherly charitie and mutuall concozde. Ther; 
foze when Jeſus ſhould goe his waye into Galile, hauyng alreadye two 
diſciples of Galile to wayte vpon him, becauſe he might cum ſumwhat the 
better accoumpanped, he taketh to hym two other alſo oftheſame coutrey, 
and of like nobilitte.Fo2 Jeſus founde one called Philip bozne in Sethſai- 
da a citie of Galtle , whiche is nye vnto the lake of Genazareth beyng the 
countrey of Andꝛew and Symon, to who the name of Peter was added, 
Furthermoze in that they wer all of one tountrep, it betokeneth Þ concoꝛde 
and agrement of the ghoſpell: And that the diuerſities of all maner of peo⸗ 
ple, houldbe ioyned and bzought together into one churche, as it wer into

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one citie. Philip ſemed to haue met with Chziſteby chaunce, but the very 

thyng in dede was doen altogether by the pzoutdence of God, whiche had 

eternally decreed and appoynted, whome he would haue to be the firſt ru, 

lers and beginners of his churche- Therfoze Jeſus ſayed to Philip when 

Folow me ia He met with him:folow me. He tatied nothyng at all, but byanby folowed 
Jeſus,of who alredy he had knowen many thynges, bothe by the witneſſe 

of John, and alſo by the common tumour ofthe people.

Jn theſe wozdes Jeſus did 

othe pꝛayſe the true meanyng beliefe of Nathanael, and alſo his pure de⸗ 

ſire to haue knowelage , where as they whiche vatruely do boaſte mm 


elite, in whom is no gaple.

moꝛe euidently how he knewe the thoughtes of men, wer they neuer lo ſe - 
cret,ſapeth, befoze Philtp called the, when thou waſt vader the figgetree, J 
bad already ſeen the. The communitacion was but betwene them two, and 
there was no witnes by, that could make any relactotherof. The place was 
erp2eſſed,and the figge tre was noted and ſpoken ol by the waye in a myſte⸗ 
rie, as a thyng pꝛiuie and of councell to his firſt faulte(that is to ſay, of his 
vnbelie whiche fault they muſt needeg leaue, that will knowe Chziſte, It 
was manyfeſte by theſe argumentes that Jeſus knewe the matter of they? 
wrole comuntcacion,wherof neuertheles he maketh no great reherſal leaſt 
he ould ſeme to vpbꝛayde him with bis lacke of fayth, whiche was ſham⸗ 
faſte and aſkedthe queſtion ot a good ſimple mynde. Iſſone as Nathanaell 
hearde theſe thynges, who was perſwaded,that the ſecretes of the hearte 
was open to god onely,and that the thyng whiche he heard was moze tha 
man could do, now beyng nothyng offended with the doubte concernyng p 
name of the place of Chziltes birthe,he gaue his berdit of bym,ſaying:mats yg 44; cou 
ſter. Thou art the very ſone of god, by whom the father hath determined to art even the 
deliver his people. Thou art thatkyng of Iſrael whiche was loug ago pz0 go. 
myſed by the pꝛopheties of the Pꝛophetes. 


Jeſus auuſwered aud ſayd vuto hym:becauſe JI ſayd vnto the J ſawe the vnder the 
figgetrce thou beleueft, Thou Malt ſe greatcr thynges thantheſc. And de ſayeth vnto him: The terte, 
Uerilp, verily, I (ap vnto you, bereafrer hall yt (ce bhrauen open, and the aungeis ot god 
aſccnopng and deſcendyng ouct the ſonne of man. 


Jeſus gladly enbzaſyng the mannes ſo ready and cherefulfayth, and his 
ſo euangelicall pzofeſſion, dooethj ſtabliche alſothe opinion that Nathanas 
el had ot hym. Andnowe moe euidently declatyng his godly nature, ſay - 
eth: Thou haſt herebyconcepueda belief that J am the very Meſſias x king , 
of Iſrael, whiche was pꝛomyſed, becauſe J tolde the how i ſawe the euen 
then when thou waſt wich Philip vader the figge tree, and therefoze thou 
haſt a very good opinion of me: In tyme to cum thou ſhalt ſee moze appa - 
raunt ſignes, whereby thine opinton of me may encreaſe. Ind furthwithal 
Jelus turnedhym to his other diſciples,of whom (as yet, neuera one dyd ns- 
tudge of bim actoꝛdyug to his dignitie) and he ſayd vnto theym. Take this ce then 
foz a ſuretie, hereafter pe hall fee the heauens open aud the angels of God . 
aſcendyng and deſcendyng ouet the ſonne of manne. By this darke ſaying 
our Lozde Jeſus did ſtirte bp the faythe of his diſciples, whiche althoughe 
it wer ſimple and vncoꝛrupted, yet was it not fully enſtructed, a beſide that 
far from the perfect knowledge ol the extellentie of Chziſte: ſtirrevp 
their fayth(J ſay)to the lokyng for of greattermyzacles, a to haue g 
higher knowledge.

And although the diſciples did not yet viiders 
ſtand at that tyme this ſaying of Jeſu.neuertheleſſe he did hide it and layed 
it vp in their myndes as a ſeede whiche ould bꝛyng furth fruicte in dewe 
tyme.Foz afterward we knewe how the aungels did often knowledge hym 
to be kyng of all thinges,bytheir obe diẽt ſeruice,as whan Gabztel bzought 
tidynges of his concepcton,whe they ſong at his natiuitie:Glozy be to god

And as foꝛ the waterpottes they had no miſtruſt, but that they wer only de 
ditate + oꝛdeined foz water. The ſetuaũtes put water to water, a lilledthem 
vp to the bzymme,* alter they had dzawen ol theſame whiche they powꝛed 
into the beſſels, thet offered it to the gouernour of the feaſt, who was ſobꝛe. 
The bzidegrome kno weth wel ynough that there was no ſuche wyne pꝛo⸗ 
uidedno2 pzepared. They went tothe waterpots # found them full of þ ſelf 
ſame good wyne. With this dede our Lozd Jeſus began the wozkyng and 
ſetryng foozth of his miracles in Cana a towne of Galile, intendyng by litle 


andalmoſt to pleaſe his mother and kinſfolkes withall:whiche had hym in 
leſſe admiracion becauſe they wer his familiars and of his kynne. And this 
miracle was not much noted of very many, but afterward it grew to be had 
in greater credit with mo: pet in the meane while the fapth of his diſciples p 
wer pzcſent was ſtabliſhed concernyng Jeſu,who hauing pzomiſed greater 
thiges, perfourmed p whiche he had pzomyſed, And beſides that, this my» 
racle( wherby heframed as it wer a deganyng.to the reſt that he ſhould do 
afterward)was not in bain: Foz firſt of al he would honour the inariage Þ 
his pꝛeſence, nowyng befoze had that in tyme to cum there ſhould be ſum 
whiche would condempne it as an vapure and filthy thyng.wheras an hos 
nourable mariage and vndefiled bedde is a thyng moſt acceptable to God. 
Wozeouer Jeſus dydas it wer ſhadowe vnto vs by a certayne figure, that 
thyng, whiche he then chiefly went about. Foz now was the tyme cum that 
in ſteade of the bnſauerie and waterpche lettre of Moles lawe, we ſhoulde 
dapnke the pleaſaunt wyne of the (pirtte of the goſpel,by reaſon that Chʒiſt 
turned into our moze welth, that thyng whiche was without ſtrength and 
bnpzofitable.Foz the lawe was not onely vaſaucry to the Jewes without 
Chai, but alſo hurtfull and deadly. They whiche hane not beleued in the 
goſpei,do till dzinke of the water of Moſes lawe,but they, whiche haue bes 
leued Chzi,do happily ware watme, and growe liuely to ward the loue of 
beauenly life,thzough the moyſe and (wete lycour of his heuenly doctrine. 
And this was not doen befoze that Chꝛtſt had ioyned vnto hym the church 
bis ſpouſe. Allo the mother of Jeiu was pꝛeſent there, repzeſenting þ foꝛme 
of the ſinagoge, whoſe autozitte is diminiſhed, yet che telleth the lacke ol the 
wyne, but (he herſelf doeth not remedy it. Neuerrheles ſhe was koꝛ our be- 
hout mother vnto hym, whiche doeth relopce and comfoꝛt our myndes with 
the ſwete wyne of his (ptrite.

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After Jeſus by this miracle had begunne to declare his mighty power a 
monges his kinſfolkes in a toune of ſmall renoume,he went downe to Ca⸗ 
pernaum. That citie is in the (elfſame Galile of the Gentiles, all ryottouſe 
and ſwellyng in pꝛyde, by reaſon of the plentie of riches therin:beepng allo 
nye vnto the lake of Genazareth and in the coaſtes of zabulon and Repta· 
lim. But accoꝛdyng to the wiſdome of the ghoſpell that thyng whiche is 
highly eſtemed in the woꝛld, is abiette, and litle ſet by afoze god. Jeſus mo- 
ther with his bꝛethꝛen and diſciples went down thyther with htm,but they 
taryed there very fewe dayes.Nepther was there any miracle doen in that 
place.But this benefit ſemed to be Doen in the meane tyme,fot his mothers 
and kinſfolkes pleaſure: whomnow he would no ſonger carpe about with 
hym foꝛ as muche as he would take in hand greater thynges, becauſe that 
wozidely affeccion and loue ſhould chalenge vnto it no parte of thoſe thyn- 
ges whiche wer doen fo: the glozy of the heauenly father. 

And the Jcwcs Eaftcr was tuen at hande;and Jeſus went vp toDicruſalem : and 


found ſittyng in the temple thoſe that ſolde oren and ſhepe, and dours,and chaungers of 
moucy. Aud when be dad made as it wer a ſcourge of (mall coardes, ye d20ue theym all 


* out of the temple, with the (hepe 4ud oren, and powꝛed out the chauugers of money, and 


ouerth:ewe the tables. And ſar d vuto them that lolde doucs:haur thete tbyuges benſe, x 
make not my fathers houſe e houſe of marchaundiſe. And dis diſctpies remembzed it that 
is wryten:t oe 3ele of thyne Houſe bath cuen catcu me. 

Therfoze Jeſngleartpng his kynſfolkes behind at Capernaum, ſeeketh 
tyme and place mete to declare openly his power and auctozitte , whiche he 
had received of his heauenly father, and not ofmen.Foz enen then the moſt 
hygbe and ſolempne feaſte ofthe Jewes wag at hande, whiche is called 
eaſter,and after the Hebꝛue tongue, is as muche to ſay as a paſſynge ouer. 
They did kepe this day as an holy feaſt euery peare in the remembzaſice of 
the olde ſtoꝛye: becauſe their elders had ſafelye paſſed over oute of Egipte, 
when they went into the lande whiche God had pꝛomyſed theym. But now 
p thyng whiche they did honour but in kygure, was doen in dede by Chztlt,

as befoze he went down to Capernaum to obcy *pleaſe his kinſtolkes with

Foz he foſid very 
many there whiche in that holy place dpd exerciſe thetmſelfcs about ftitby, 
yta and ſinful garne. a lotutned into robery Þ,which was oꝛdeined to geue 
occaſio of — religion. Foꝛ to thintẽte that utraungers mighte haue ſum- 
what to offer,they ſotulde to thetm of an hye pzice,fhepe,oren, dooues, and 


other ſuche lyke thynges, whiche atcoꝛdyng to the cuſtome ofthe Jewes) 
wer wount to be offered 02 geuen to the pꝛieſtes:but in the meant while the 


ſci!ers bargayned with the pꝛieſtes and leultes that the layed W —

cuites Chould ſell agayne to theym by a leſſe pꝛyte the ſelfſame beaſtes that 
the pꝛiell es had receyued of them whiche had offered, whiche thyng the ſel⸗ 
ter dyd. beta ule they myghte ſell thoſe beaſtes agayne to other ſtraungers 
with a double gayne, So it was bought to paſſe that by powlipng the 
ſtraungers, the ftithye gayn whiche roſe double by ſellyng one thyng twiſe, 
ſhonld be deulded betwene the merchauntes and the miniſters of the Tem⸗ 
ple. And to haue moꝛe quicke and ready matchaundyſe, there was pꝛelente, 
actoꝛdyng to the tuſtome of theyꝛ common market,changers of money and 
bankers, ſuche as dyd chaunge the greatter copnes foz2 money of ſmaller 
coyne, 02 golde fo2 ſyluer, oꝛ els dyd exthaunge ſtraunge coyne foz coyne of 
that place. Ind theteby alſo they hadſhamefull gayne, lyttle gfro 
bſurye. Jcſus then declaryng by his very acte how great a peſtylence coz 
xupte deſyer of lucre is to the churche. and how farre all they oughte to bee 
from this diſeaſe, whiche p;ofeſſe theymſelues rulers of religion of p ghol⸗ 
pell,made hym(as it wet ja fcourge of ſmall coꝛdes, as thoughe he woulde 
dꝛiue dogges out of goddes temple. Ind bothe with great on and 
auctc2itie,he dꝛoue them all out of the temple , diſplacyng and thzowynge 
doune bothe the merchauntes and their wares:Anddydnotonely put oute 
the men, but alſo the ſhepe, and orcn,that there ſhould remapne behyndeno 
ſuche filthie baggage:Pca and beſydes that, he ſcattered abzode the chaun- 
gets money vpon the grounde,and ouerthzewe alſo their boardes,techyng 
how theſe thynges ought vtterly to be troden vader foote of the wurſhyps 
pers of true religion. Moꝛeouer as yf he had been moued with cton 
thereat. he ſayed to theym,whiche ſoulde the dooues : haue theſe ges 
henſe: and make not my fathers houle an houſe of marchaundyſe, And 
bis diſciples when they ſawe Jeſus becyng at all othertymes quiete and 
mcke,here now how earneſtly he chaſed out thoſe whiche dyd vnſcmely ble 
andTefyle the godly religion of the temple with their fo wle and ſynnefull 
gayne the diſciples J ſap,remembzedehe pꝛophecte whiche is in the thzee 
ſcoze and tyght pſalme. The ele of thy houſe hath euen eaten me. 

Then anſwered the Jewes and ſaped vnto hym:what token ſhe weſt thou vnto vs, ſees 


yg that ti ou docu theſe thynges? Jeſus anſwered and ſard vnto them. dentoy this ts - The texte. 


ple, and luttzedapes I weil reare it vp. 


But as fo2 the Jewes when they had heard that he meanyng his fathers 
houſe,dpd as it wer bya certayne peculyer and ſingular waye,declare him 
, felfco be the ſonne of god, and law hym alſo ſo hyely take bpon dym opẽlpe 
and in apparaunce to be ſo very angry with them, whiche ſemed to further 
bothe the pꝛieſtes pzofitte,and alſo the religiouſe ſerupce of god, they crye 
out vpon hym, and lay: It god be thy father, and yl thou wylt reuenge the 
conteinpt and intutie of thy father, do ſum myzacle , that we may pettepue 
thou dotſt theſe thynges by the auctozitie of thy father. Jfthou doeſt theſe 
thinges by thine owne auttoꝛttie it is preſumpecien: And pf thou doeſt them 
by gods auctozitie, what token ſheweſt thou that we may beleue the - But 
Jeſvskr.cwyng that they would flaunder hym incaſe he had w2ought any 
trace to ſhe we himſelt therby,ſeing he neuer yet did any miracle but only 
foſuccour theym that lacked helpe in their nede, to thintente that the ſame 
thyng whiche was ap2cufe ot his godly power ſhould be alſo a benefit and

Che token was 
concernyng his death a reſurrecci6.Theſame was alſo ſignifted by Jonas, 
whiche token Je had pꝛomyſed after he had doen many miracles,3 alſo at 
fuche time as they required hym to ſhew ſum token Þ ſhould cum from hea⸗ 
Pefroy-th's UF, But now he p2omiſeth(although moze — ſelfſame toke to the, 
thre baptg ut. who ag yet wer but ignozaunt; The temple they wer at that tyme 
occaſioned him to ſay as he did:of the whiche temple the Jewes dyd boaſte 
theſelfes beyond meaſure.Bzeake doune this tẽ ple ſaith he,3 in the dates 
IJ wyl ſet it vp again. This parable not ſo muche as his Ipoſtles did vnder 
ſtand.But at length when they had knoweu and ſcene his reſurreccion, they 
percepued the meanyng of his ſaying,by the effect of the thyng it ſelf : Foz 
Jeſus ment it by the temple of his owne bodye, whiche they tough they 
malice ſhould pull down, dy puttyng it to death: and he by his godly power 
Gouldrayſe it vp a within thze dayes, The Jewes this (ap . 
ing not onely to fond and without reaſon,but alſo vngodly and wicked. Fox 
it was an vngodly thyng to commaund a temple of ſo great religion to bee 
bꝛoken:and to ſet vp agayne within the dapes ſo laboztouſe a buildyng, ſe⸗ 

med to be a ſaying contrary to al reaſon. |

And as they vndetſtood p thing, ſo they anſwerd actoꝛ dinglp, ſaping: Men

Je wp into captiuitie to repaire this teple, a wilt thou ſet it bp again in 
dayes. Out loꝛd Jef” made no anſwer to that obteccio,knowyng 5ᷣ he ſhuld 
haut doen no good, in cafe he had made plaine his darke ſaying,wht not ſo 
muche as his own difciples,ye after they wer inſtructed by his dopng of ſo 
many miracles, ⁊ his ſo manifold pꝛeachiges, could abtde to heat his death 
ſpokẽ ot, noꝛ beleue the myſterte of his reſurreccio.Pet this ſaying did cleue 
#reinayne ſtil, as a tettain ſeed in the mindes ofthe hearers:but it bzought 
koꝛth ſundꝛy frutes in ſundꝛy perlons. fo the Jewes kepyng theſame ſtill 
in theyz remembzaunce, dyd laye this ſaping to his charge the wyc - 
Bot veſpake ed pꝛieſtes, as a cryme worthy of death. The diſciples in as muche as at 
vhs dove kymethey could not vaderſtadit,yet bearyng it in their mindes,did meruail 
whet it ould meane , vntil the tyme that after his reſurreccton the hollye 
ghoſt taught them how Chailt by the name of the temple,ment his own bo- 
dye that was muche moꝛe holy then the temple,whiche the Jewes dyd ho- 
nour ſo religiouſly:foz ſo muche as the fulneſſe of the eade dyd dwell 
thetin. And yet amongſt them it was to defyle and violate that 
temple of one: but they wer nothyng afraped yto tñow downe the 
moſt holy tẽple of his moſt holy a pꝛetious body.Yowbeit Jeſus the verye 
Salomon who had builded this temple foz his own ſelt, ot᷑ the virgin Mas 
2nd eveo be, cle dyd reſt oze it agayne within thze dayes after they had pulled it downe , 
eved the gert atcoꝛdyng to the pzophecies of the 1 Therfoze the diſtiples cõ - 
pture it. — a the Scriptures with Jeſus ſayinge at this tyme, dyd per⸗ 
ce ue this his reſurreccion to be the greatteſt token whereby he declared to 
the Jewes his godhed: Foz albeit we haue red that ſum men _— 
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gayne from death to lyfe,yetno man dyd tayle bp himſelf to lyte but onely 
our Loꝛd Jeſus. Foz be one'y had power in hymſelf to leaue his lyte and 
to reutue it when he would. And ſo by theſe pztnciples and beginnyn⸗ 

Jetus did 0yzre vp all the Jewes myndes to loke fox greatter thynges 
Abi again i their bye feaſt, whiche was now at hand.

But after that he had taryed at Jeruſalem certayne dayes ofthe feaſt of E 
ſter, and by his myzacles and doctryne had as it wet ſowen ſum ſeedes of þ 
fayrh of the goſpel,many beyng moued rather with the miracles whiche he 
dyd then with his woꝛdes, dyd credit his ſaying : and beleued hym to bee 5 
ſone of god, who he pꝛeached hymſeit to de. Foꝛ the Jewes be not ſo muche

moued with reaſon as with rhe light of mcractes:but Jeſus the ſhewing to aur . 


vs þ very toꝛme and faſhyon of a teacher of the gt;o'pel to whole wiſdom it 
aperteyneth not enen at the firſt cocomyt to the myndes of ignoꝛant perſos 
all p miſtertes of his hye doctrine,whoſe gentylnes it behoneth to beate w, 
and to ſuffer theym that be yet but weake and vnpertyt vntill they may at- 
tayne to hyer thynges: Jeſus, I ſaye, detauſe he knew they? faithe was yet 
but waueryng and vnperfyte, and their myndes not able to teceyue þ mis 
ſteryes of þ wyſedome of the goſpel,he did not auenture himſelf among the 
common ſoꝛt, leũ the peoples a fl. ccions ſhould veſodainly altered, where 
ſum commocton wer lyke to riſe. Foz there wer many that wer ſoꝛe bexed 
this autoꝛitie of Jeſus,ſpecially thep whiche did ſuppoſe that his doctrine 
and glozy ſhould hynder they; lucre and autoʒitie. The enuye ofthe phaty⸗ 
ſeis and Scrides had not yet bzaſtfo2th into open ſlaunderyng of yyin, but 
neuertheleſſe they kepte tnupe and malyte cloſe in they; hartes. decettfullye 
ſekyng occaſion to hurt hym. Ind therfoze bicauſe at this tyme Jeſus could 
do lytſe good among them leſt he ſhould gene tuyl perſons occaſion of gte⸗ 
tet euyll, he withdꝛe w hymſelt fcom them, foꝛ as muche as he knewe the ſe- 
ttet thoughtes of them all, nether neded he to be tolde any thyng of any mi. 
Foꝛ he, who was ignoꝛaunt in nothyng,knewe euen of hymtelt the very le⸗ 
crecie ofeuery man there.Neyther pet in the meane whyle dyd Jeſus make 
any pꝛouiſlon to laue hymſelf,who willyngly came of very purpole to ſuf+ 
fer death foz the ſaluacton of the wozld, but he coke away from theit malice 
occaſion wherby they ſhould elg haueſpnned,

The paraphꝛale of Eraſmus vpon 


Jeſu, and lay in wayte to do hym diſpleaſute wente vnto Jeſt, but it was 
in the nyghte tyme: detlaryng by that deed how he was as pet but weake a 
waueryng in his loue towarde Jeſu:whom althoughe heretofse he had in 
great adiniracion,neuertheleſſe he would not foz his ſake ſuſt ayne any loſſe 
of his owne tenoume, and gloꝛy among men:noz pet foꝛ his loue would he 
be bꝛought to be hated and enuied of his owne cumpanye, but this came ras 
ther of teate then of godlyneſſe, and ſurely moze of wozldly ſhamefaſtneſſe, 
then of frowardeneſſe : and of trueth this maner of hamefaſtneſſe hath ſo 
great power in ſum folkes myndes, that they whiche can little regarde both 
their goodes and their lyfe, cannot ouercum this kynde of affeccion,whiche 
is ſpeciallye graffed in thoſe hartes that be naturally diſpoſed to gentlenes, 
Fot he whiche was the chtefeſte emong the rulers of the Jewes,was aſhas 
med to be taken foz pooze Jeſus Diſciple. And he who was placed in pᷣ byeſt 
ſeate of the Synagogue, keared to be putte out of that place, But Jeſus 
the moſte mylde and gentle teacher, who doeth not bzeake the bzouſed rede, 
no2 quenche the lmokyng flaxe,did not repell oz refuſe the ſayd Nicodemug, 
that came to ſalute hym,though he wer bothe fearefull and came out of due 
tyme,but doeth curteouſly receiue hym who was doutleſſe a weake ſpirited 
man, but yet without malice,and foz that cauſe wozthy tobe pꝛomotcd litle 
by little, to higher thynges. Now bypanby Nicodemus declaryng howe 
muche he had pꝛokyted by ſeyng Jeſus do his miracles,maketh ſuite to get 
his good wyll with this pzeface.aiſter,ſapeth he:we do already euident⸗ 
ly percepue this thy doctrine not to be ſuche as the Phariſets, fo the thyng 
it ſelf doeth ſhewe that thyne auctozitie of pzeaching is gruen the not o 
but of God. Foz no manne coulde dooe theſe miracles whiche thou dooeſt 
ercept god wer pzeſcnte with hym and dyd helpe hym. Nicodemus dyd ſet 
foozth this opinton concernyng Jeſus,as an bye andgreat eſtimacton, how 
beit it was farre vnder his dignitie : fox Nicodemug ſuppoſed hym to bee 
none other, but ſum pꝛophete whom God did fauour,and was peſt with 
in oe boyng of his miracles, as though he had not wzought theym by his 
owne power,

taught, vnto further knowledge ol moꝛe ſecret miſteries of the cuangelital 
doctrine. The Jewes whiche had as pet dzfike but only of p water of Po⸗ 


ſes law, whiche had knowen nothyng eis but p baptiſme of John, neytbet 
had they yet taſted wine of the tuãgelical doctrine:noz had been baptyſed 
by the ſpiric + fier; The Jewes(J —.— al thynges carnally,ard 
toꝛ that cauſe wer very rude and vnfitfoz the Philoſophie ofthe ghoſpel!, 
whiche is all ſpiritual. Therfoze our lozd did not caſt hym in the teeth with 
his tgnozaunce, noꝛ with his haltyng mynde on bothe ſpdes, in that he did 
partely apply hymſeite to the wozlde, and partely to god, noꝛ yet ſpake that 
thyng to hym whiche afterward he required of his diiciples when they wer 
cumtomoze knowledge, ſaying to theym : whoſocuet ſhall be — | 
me .

Nitodemus beyng as pet rude and groſſe,didnot repugne ſte Je⸗ 
ſus, but not perteiupyng the meanyng of his wooꝛdes, and uſe alſo 
to haue thoſe thynges, whiche he had hearde moze plainly declared, ſapeth 
to Jeſus : By what meanes can theſe thynges be bzoughte to paſſe, that a 
man of bodily ſubſtaunte ſhould be turned into a ſpitite by anewe bythe, 
and of God be bozne godlyke- Nowe Jeſus to declare that thoſe thynges 
whiche pertaine tothe heauenly Doctrine are not perceiued with mans rea- 
ſon, but rather ate compꝛehended with faythe, and ſhewyng lykewiſe that 
the phyloſophers of the woꝛlde beyng pꝛoude of they2 naturall wytte, wer 
vnapt to be taught theſe thynges, yea andthe Phariſeis alſo whiche ſtout 
ly p2ofeſſed the litterall ſence of the lawe, when in dede they knewe not the 
ſpirituall meanyng therof : but to declare therfoze that this his doctrine is 
the lame wyſedome whiche the father of heauen would hyde from wozldely 
perſons,and open to them whiche as touchyng the wozld,are ſymple wit - 
ſay)maketh this anſwer to Nicodemug 
ſaping: thou arttakenfoza maiſter in Jſraell, and pzofeſſeſt thy ſelfeto be 
a teacher of the people, and art thou ignozaunt in theſethynges which thou 
oughteſt moſt chiefly to knowe-how of then are the common ſozte of 
people from ſpirituall doctrine, pf thou beyng ſo great a teacher ofthe peo- 
ple, doeſt not vaderſtandtheſe thynges - but in the meane while it hal p20» 
fit thee to beleue that thyng whiche thou canſt not vnderſtande. Faith ſhall 
cauſe the to feele and perceyue theſe thynges although thou ſeeſt them not: 
foꝛ yt thy wytte cannot ſerue thee, to cum to the full knowledge of the na⸗ 
ture and vyolence of this woꝛldely ayze , when thou feleſt it with thy ſen⸗ 
les, howe ſhalt thou attaine to the knowledge of theſe thynges whiche are 
facrehyer and further of from al bodily ſẽſes : Foz truly in as muche as they 


be godly, they doe farre paſſe and ſurmounte the capacitie of mennes _ ,

C Uerily verily we ſpeake as we do know, and teſtifye that we baue ſeen, and pe The terte. 
receyue not our witnes. It I baue tould pou earthly cbyuges, and pe delcue not, bow 
wall ye bcleucif I tell you of heauenly thynges. 


But thou mayeſt ſurely and ſafely beleue me,which doe not only by (n- 
ſpiracion feele theſe thinges that be heavenly. 0z haue only heardtheym at · p. totale 
ter ſuche ſoꝛte as the pꝛophetes did (of whoſe numbze thou takeſt me to be as we doe 
one) but we ſpeake thinges wherof we haue had full pzoufe a ſure know⸗ , 
ledge , yea and we beate wytnes to you in earthe ofthe thyng whiche we 
haue ſeen in heauen, But ye whiche de not pet bozne againe by the ſpirite , 
doe not beleue theſe ſpirituall thynges. Pe beleue a man when he beareth 
wytnes of thoſe thynges whiche he hath ſeen with his bodely iyes, a pet 
pe doe not credit hym,vwho beyng heauenly hymſeit, hath ſeen heauẽly thin⸗ 
ges with his ſpitituall iyes. As heauely thynges be ol moꝛe cettaintie then 
earthly thynges: ſo they be moze aſſutediy percepued ol hym whiche hath 
heauenly ſyes. Uerely our Lozd Jeſus ſpake theſe thynges couertly and 
darkely, ſignifipng that he was naturally God, although be caryed about 
a moztall bodye:and to ſhew alſo that this witnes which Atcodemusg did 
attribute to hym as an hye thyng (that is to ſape that he wag ſent from 
God) was far vnder Jeſus dignitie , after his ſoꝛte of meanynge whiche 
he ſpake it: foz Nicodemus as yet tudged no hygher thyng of Jeſu, but þ 
he was ſent from God as we read other Pꝛophetes haue been, and in ſuch 
wyſe as John alſo was ſent from God. But theſonne of God was after 
an higher ſozte ſent fro God, who alway had been w God 5 father, befoze 
he was ſent: yea and euen then was with the father as tou his god⸗ 
hed: by reaſon wherof, he neuer departed from the father. Ind foz becauſe 
thoſe thynges whiche hertofoze Jeſus hadſpoken concernyng howto be 
bozne anew by water and ſpirite, might apere to groſſe oz rade foz þ highs 
nes ofthis miſterie, that is to ſaye how Gods nature and mannes Gould 
be bnited together in one petlon, that the ſame perſone ſhould lyue in earth 
a bety moztall man. and beſo immoꝛtall God ſtill remaynyng with his fa- 
ther in heauen: Therfoze (J ſay) Jeſus ſpake further, ſaping : It ou by 
reaſon of your carnall and flechlye mynde doe not beleue me ſpeakyng to 
you as pet but of earthly thynges,how will pe beleue me,if J hall tell you 
thoſe thynges that be altogither heauenly-whiche neuertheles both J my 
ſelf haue ſeen , and knowen moe aſſuredlythen pe knowe theſe thynges 
whiche pe ſee with pour bodely ipes- 


C And no man aſccndery vp to yeauen, but he that came downe from deautn, euen Tye texte. 
the lonne of man whiche is in heuen. And as awoſcs litted vp the ſerpent in tde wilder s

the deſert, that all men might ſe it, koꝛ they2 ſafetie; ſo muſt the ſonne of mi 
beeralted; to thintent that all whiche thozow fayth hal lifte vp they: ipes 
bedeltuered from the deadly poyſon ol ſinne, that not only 
the people of Iſrael,but generally what man ſo euer with a pure herte put- 
teth his full truſe in him ſhould not periche, as ſubiect to linne which ben ⸗ 
geth euerlaſt ng death: but thoꝛow the death of one innocent, choulde ob⸗ 
tayne eternall lyte. Trulpe out loꝛd Jeſus by this maner of darke ſayin- 
ges opened to Nicodemus the myſterie ol his manhed,and ofredeming the 
woꝛld by the troſſe: albeit he was not pet able to tecepue and vnderſtande 
thele thynges. In the meane while declaring therewithall, how great dif- 
ference was betwene them whiche did reade the law after a carnal ſence, 
conſidering nothing but the plain ſtoꝛy therof, and them, whiche by inſpi- 
tation of the holy gooſte (of whom heretofoze we haue ſpoke) dtd perceyue 
the milticall ſence that — . — ouer with the texte. But neuerthe⸗ 


leg out loꝛd Jeſus did then, as it wer, ſowe ſeedes of fapthe into Nicode- 
mus myude: that hereattet he might perceyue this thing to haue been doen 
not by caſu altie oꝛ chauncs, but by the appoyntment of God: a ſo the good 
ſeed beyng tetepued into apte grounde, might bzing furth in due tyme, the 
kruite of fapti, not only in icodemus hert, which did heare theſe thinges, 

but alſo in all they; mynd es, vnto whome theſe thynges ould be declared 
by his tepoꝛte. ä 
CFo2 God ſo loued the woꝛlde, that he gaue his only begotten ſonne, that whoſoe- 
uer beleucth in hym,(þculd not periſhe, but haut tuetlauyng lile. Foz God ſent not bys 
ſonnc into the worlde to condempne the wozlbe, but that the world thozow bym mygbt 
be ſaued. De that belcuech in hym is not condemned, But de that beleucth not is condtp⸗ 

ned alredy,becauſe de hath not beleucd inthe name of the only begotten ſonne of God. 
Foz who would haue beleued the charitie of God to haue been ſo great 
towardes the woꝛld beyng rebel to dim, and giltie of ſo many great fautes, 
that not only he did not reuenge the vngraciouſe actes that had been com- 
mitted therin, but alſo ſent dovne his only ſonne from heauen into earth, a 
delyuered hym to ſuffer deathe: yea even the moſte ſhamefull death of the 
troſſe, to thintent that what mi ſo euer would beleue in hym, wer he Jewe, 
rectan, 


the goſpell of H. John. tap. u. Fo.rr 
Grecian, 02 neuer ſo barbarouſe, ſhould not periche. but obtayne cteraall 

:fe thoꝛow the fayth of þ goſpel. Foz albeit that in tyme to cum the father 

could tudge the vatuerſal! wozlde by his ſonne at his laſt cummyng, yet 

at this ty ne, whiche is apopatedfoz mercie, God hath not ſent his ſonne to 
condempne the wozlde foz the wicked deades therof, but by his death to 

geue free ſaluacion tothe wozlde thozow faythe. And leſte any body petil⸗ 

chyng wilfully,houldhaue wherby to excuſe theyꝛ owne malice, there ts 

geuen to all folkes an eaſte entrie to ſaluacts. Foz ſatiſfacti6 of the fautes 
tommitted befoze,isnot requyzed; neyther pet obſeruacion ofthe law, no 1 e vp1g 
ciccumciſion: only he that beleucth in hym, mall not be condemned: foꝛ af; ns: = + 
muche as he hath enbzaſed that thyng, bythe whiche eternall ſaluacion is 
geuen to all folkes,be they neuer ſoinuche burdened with ſinnes, ſo that 

the ſame perſon after he hath p2ofeſſed the goſpel, doe abitapne from the e⸗ 

nl dedes of his foꝛmet life, and laboure to go fozwardto perfetict godlines, 5 
accozdpug to the doctryne of hym, whole name he hath pzofeſſed; but who⸗ 
ſoeuer contemnyng ſo great charitie of God towardes hym, andputtyng eh t ge, 
froin hym (elf the laluacion that was frelye offred hym, doeth not beleue p ue 
goſpell: be hath no nede to be iudged of any bodye, fozaſmuche as he doeth 

openly condempne hymſelf,and retectyng the thyng,wherby he might at⸗ 

tayne cternall lyfe,maketh hymſelf giltye of eternall payne. God hath of- 
fredſaluacion to all folkes by his only begotten ſonne, and that thozow 

faythe, to thintent we may knowledge and wurſhip hym as the auctoz of 
ſaluacton, and put the hope of all our telicitie in hym. Xohoſoruer refuſeth 

thus to doe, and diſpiſcth the goodnes of God, beyng ſo redye to be had, # 
dilgonoꝛeth his ſonne, whome the father would haue to be honozed: a alſo 
eſtemeth as nothyng his death that he ſuffredfoz vs. that perſon (J ſaye) 

doeth declare hymſelfe euen in very deedto be wooꝛthy of euerlaſtyng pus 
niſhment. Foz who perceyueth not hym to peryche of good right, and tho⸗ 

row his owne faute, whiche willingly and wittingly doeth enbzace that 
thyng,by the whiche he pericheth: a reliteth that chyng,wherby ye might 

baue recouered health. 

C Ind this is the condemnacton,that light is cum into the wozld,* men loued darke⸗ The texte. 
nes mo22 then tlghte,beeauſe the deades were eu l: fo} eucry man that euil docth, da⸗ : 
tcth the light, neychcr cummeth de tothe lighte leu his deades would be tepꝛoued: but 
de that doeth trueth, cammn:th to the lighte char bis deades may be knowen how that 
they are wiought in God. 

Errour and ſinnes be the darkenes ol myndes, and ſinnes doe ingender 
everlaſtpng death. The ſonne of God is the ofthe woꝛlde: koz the 
light is trueth, to beleue him is euerlaſtyng .Therfoze when thozow 
the bountifull goodnes of God, light came into the woꝛlde, whiche was e 
blynded thoꝛow lacke or knowledge of the trueth, and with innumerable dartcnes 
vices, to thintent that the trueth beyng knowen, it hould be conuerted and —_—— 
ſaued: yet men loued they owne darknes, moze then the lighte that wass 
ſent from heauen. Jf the ſicke man periſhe,whiche hideth his diſeaſe from 
the phtſictan,becauſe he would not be holpen, doeth not he geue iudgemet 
of hym ſelf that be periſheth thozow his ovone kaute ! So men 
together geuen tothe world, did refuſe the light when it was o theim, woozzes wer 
bycauſe they2 wo0zkes wer euill. Foz as he whiche committeth a ſhame - . 
full acte,doeth loue the darke nighte, andſhunneth thelighte ofthe _ 
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leſte his deedes chould be knowen, ſo they whiche know theym ſelfeg gyl⸗ 
tye, hate the light ol the euangelicall truthe, by the whtche all foule and 
naughty doynges are bewꝛaped, becauſe they might be ame ded:koz he cans 
not be holpen that loueth his diſeaſe , The ſinner muſte miſlyke hymſelf, 
that he maye pleaſe God. But he whoſe woozkes be good, loueth the lyght 
of the ſonne, that he maye be commended foz his well doyng . So he that 
hath a good conſcience,o2 at leſt he whiche deſlreth to be healed , and doeth 
not diſſcble 02 coloure his ſtnnes:(foz this is alſo a kind of truet to knows 
ledge the euill that is in thee, and to couet the good thyng whiche thou lace 
keſt)he J ſay, doeth willingly offre hym ſelfto the light of the golpel, thae 
hts woozkes maye be made manifeſt: and thoſe dedes which be good map 
be pzayſed,bycauſe they pzocede not from the ſpirite of the woꝛld, dut from 
God: and thole whiche be euill may be coꝛtetted and amended. But they 


whiche doe pzeſumtuouſiye attribute to theimſelfes perfit righteouſnes by 
the obſcruacton of thelawe, when inwardly they; myndes in vi⸗ 
ces, they alſo whiche lette they? fclicitie in the defenſes of wozloly wiſdom, 


and in the commodities of this wozibe, epther they lyue in great darkenes 
in caſe they beleue this in they herte. oꝛ els they lyue in greater darkenes, 
if they beyng blynded with theyz naughty affeccions, do ſtifipvphold and 
maintepne thatthyng, whiche they petteyue to be euill, and obſtinatly te⸗ 
fuſe that thyng whiche they ſe to be healthfull, Our loꝛde Jeſug did (as it 
wer) laye vp in ſtoꝛe cettapne ſedes of ſuche like miſtertes, in Nicodemug 
harte. Ind verily tyis is that Ricodemus, whiche afterward did defend 
and aunſwere foꝛ Jeſu, againſt the falſe ſutmples ot the Phariſeys by 
meane of his auctozitie, ſaying,how no man ought to be condemned, but 
vpon due pꝛofe ol his actes. Thyts is he alſo whiche did honour his buriall 
with his ſeruice, when he was dead. 

Ciffer theſe thynges came 2 and his diſciples into the land of Jurſe, # there 
de tatyed with therm, and bapriſed, and Jobn alſo baptiſed in Enon beſpdes Saum, 
becauſe thete was muche water there: and hey came aud wer baptiſco, fo: Fobn was 
not per caſt in p2tſon. And there atoſe a queſtton berwene Jobns diſciples and the Itwes 
about purifiyng.And they came vnto John,and ſayed vate bym: Kabbi, be that was th 


the beponde Joꝛdau (to whom thou deareſt witnes) beyolde the ſame baptiſerh, and all 
meu cum to hym. 0 


Jeſus then, aftet he had layed theſe foundactons of the glozy of the gol⸗ 
dell in Galtle, and Jeruſalem, to thintent he myght moze and moꝛe be kno⸗ 
wen abꝛode, went into the land of Jewzy, whiche countrey had his pzoper 
name of Judas the auctoz of that tribe,ofthe whiche Jeſus lineally diſten · 
ded, And there he taryed a lytle while with his diſciples, be ghis e; 
uangelicall pꝛeachyng with the ſame pzinciples where with John had bes 
gunne,Foz he did alure theym to penaunce,and did baptyſe theym. And at 
that tyme alſo John did til bapttſe,foz Herod had not pet put hym in pꝛy⸗ 
ſon. But now he did not baptyſe in Joꝛdan as he was wounte to doe, but

(hehe gue inthe dere Lr 
whiche 0 

— wherof, there was plentye of water to baptiſe the people with⸗ 
all. Many did cum to that place, and wer baptiſed ol John: Sum went to 
eſus, and wer baptiſed of his diſciples. Ind by this occaſion, cettapne of 
ohns diſciples did enupe Jeſu, fozaſmuche as concernayng deren 
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was lately baptiſed of John, and had behaued hymcelf as though be had 

been his diſciple, and alſo had been commanded and ſetturth to the people 

by his witneg, would now ſodatnly make hymſelf equali to hym: pea and 
1n02eouer p2eferre hymſeit befozehym, in that his diſciples did take vpon dete. 
thepm the thyng,whiche hitherco none but John had doen. Aud fyzſte of & de 
all they labouted to withdzaw the people ktomthe baptiſine of Jeſus diſ- 

ciples, and went about to perſuade theym that Johns baptiſme was of I"debey cam 
moze effecte,in waſhyng away of ſinnes,then the baptiſmeof Jeſu. When e Joh. 
they could not perſuade the people to beleue this, they went to John, ma⸗ 

kyng theyꝛ complaynt to hym, thinkyng that he woulde be miſcontented 

thet with, and by ſum meanes ſtaye this they: griefand grudge. But this 

wozldly affeccion of Johns diſciples, did the more ſetfurth Chꝛiſtes glozy, 

and cauſed John to teſtifye moꝛe manifeſtly of Chziſte. Ind they doe com 

playne ofthe matter with theſe wooꝛdes. Maiſter (ſap they) he that was 

lately with pou, when pou dyd baptyſe belydes Jozdane, and was baptt- 

ſed of you hymlelkt, yea and euen he whom ye did commend with pour wits 

nes amonges the multitude, when he was vnknowen to all folkes , now 

taketh vpon hym to doe as you did, that is toſaye, to baptyſe openly ; and cum 
all men run on heapes to him by which thing it muſte nedes cum to paſſe, to vum 

that by hym thyne auctozitte ſhal be darkened, Johns diſciples (pake theſe 

thinges of a certain carnall affeccion,deſiryng to haue their maiſters gloꝛy 
andrenoume to be dayly increaſed, ⁊ foz thts cauſe they did enuie Chziſte, 

whoſe auctozitte ſemed to hynder Johns eſtimacion. 


C John aunſwered and ſayed: 4 man can recepue nothyng ertepte it be geuen hym The terts: 
from ycauen. Ye your ſelues arc witneſes,how cyac I (ayed: j am not Coꝛiſte, but am 1 
ſcar befoze hym. He that hath the dude. is the b2z1degrome, but the frende of the b2ide- 
grome whicbe dandeth, aud hearcth 9pm, reioyſeth greatly, becauſc of the budegtomes 
voyce. This my iope therioze is fulfilics, ge muſts wacreaſs, but J mauſte decreaſe. 


When John had heard theſe thynges, he did ſo goe about to remedie the 
tutl deſyze of his diſciples, that he did not only ſhew hym ſelfe not to take 
greuoullye that the dayly increaſe of Jeſus gtozye ſhould darken his, but 
alſo did greatly teioyce therat, He ſhewed that he had fully accomplyſhed 
the office that he was charged withal, andthat now Chzyſtes tyme was , 
cum,who ſhould perfozme thynges karre moze excellent. Therfoze he an⸗ 
(wereth on this wyſe: XC hy will pe glozye in me, ok acarnall and wozlds 
ly affeccton / do pe deſp2e that I Chould make my ſelf greatter then J amy 
Man can haue nothyng , except it be geuen hym from aboue , Foz theſe 
thynges be not doen by mans helpe and ſrength, but by the auctozitte of % ten te- 
God. That offtce whiche he hath aſſigned to me, accozdpng to my habilt / cr nothing 
tie, the ſame haue Jperfourmed faythfully . I haue doenthe office ka . 
goer befoʒe: I haue alured and pꝛouoked men to penaũce, warning theim 
that the kingdome of heauen was at hand. With the baptiſme of water J 
haue pzepared many to the baptiſme ofthe ſpiritexfyer : I haue ſhewed 
you whom ye ought to folow from hence foozth,andof whom ye muſtaſke nt, 
pertect health. It ye regard myne auctozitie, why do pe not gene credit to nes +. 
my woozdes-pour ſelues can beare retoꝛd that J haue diuerſe tymes opfly Tenn b 
confeſſed my ſelf not to be Chuſt, whom many tooke me to be: neyther that em cet beton 
A was ſent foz any other purpoſe, but þ J going betoꝛe, hould make redy 
the way foz him, againſt he came.

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ges. But if he now begyn to be knowen to the woꝛld, and that his fame and 
renoume doth derken myne. J retopce that my witnes was true. Foz J did

Of 
right he muſt encreale, which hitherto hath been teputed to be muche leſſe, 
then he is in dede. And it is mete that J ould decreaſe, who haue alway 
be taken to be greatet then J was. Thus it is expedient foꝛ mans ſaluacts, 
bothe that myne eſtimaci on ſhould be darkened. and his glozy ſhould daily 
growe greattet: and that my diſciples ſhould leaue me, a got to him: in cõ⸗ 
pariſon of whole power, myne is but weake, and of none effect.

De that cummeth from ou bye,is about all. De that is ot the pearth,(s peartbly, and 
Cpeaketh of the pearth; c tat cummeth trom heauen is abouc ail, and what be vath 
Ceene and heard,that de renifieth, aud no man recepucth bis tcdtmonie. De that yath te⸗ 
cepucd his reſtrmony,bath ſet to his ſcale, that God is true; foz be whom God hath ſent,

It is mete that pearthly thinges ſhould gene place to heauenly,wozldly 
to Godly, vnperkite to thinges pertite. He that cummeth from the earth, is 
tatthly, a ſpeaketh thynges that be earthly and baſe, Foz what other thin 
can man ſpeake but thynges pertainyng to man!; but he whiche is cum fr 
heauen,ercelleth all men, de they neuer ſo great. Me haue recepued but a 
and as we ate able. ſo we teſtifie:but 
he doeth beare witnes moſte f yp among men, of that thyng whiche 
he hath ſeene and heard in heaut with his father. And men haue me in ad⸗ 
miracion, who am muche his infertour, but no man almoſte recetueth his 
witnes: they do requtre me that am but a ſetuaunt, to beate tetoꝛd of hym. 

And they refuſe the witnes that he beareth of his father. And in dede pk 
any bodye doe not truſte me, he doeth but miſtruſte a man: if any doe not 


beleue hym, whiche is the onely ſonne, as the father hath witneſſed with 


his owne voice, that perſon maketh Goda lyer. The Jewes doe wurſhip 
the father, and they contemne and diſhono2 his ſonne whom he ſent: hows 
beit euery tepꝛoche and iniurie doen to the ſonne tedoundeth to the father. 
Chertoꝛe whoſoruer recepueth the witnes ofthe lonne, he geuyng credit to 
p ſonne, doeth certainly affirme God to be true, which ſpeaketh in p ſonne. 
Foz the ſonne whiche is ſent from the father,ſpeaketh not the wooꝛdes of a 
man, but the wooꝛdes of God. God hath ſpoken bothe by the Pꝛophetes. 
and alſo hath made euery man partaker of his ſpirite , accozdyng as they 
haue been able to recepue it. But God hath geuen his ſpitite to this his 04 
nely ſonne, not after any certain meaſure, but he hath powzed vpon bym , 
the whole fulnes ol his ſpirit, ſo that the father hat h nothyng, but the ſonne 
bath the ſame.

And whatſocuer the incredulitie of men would take from the ſonne, the 


father tinputeth it to be taken from hymſelf : foz the father loucth his only The fathce 


ſonae moſt entietly, a hath put in his hand, the whole ſumme of al thinges, j2u*v iv 
not depzimag himſelf of his owne power, dut maketh that vertue # power a 
whiche he hath. common to bothe. And what thing ſoeuer God hath willed 
to geue and beſtow vpo ma kinde, his pleaſure was to geue it by his ſoune, 
And verily he offereth to all men no ſmall oz meane thyng, foꝛ he offereth e⸗ 
uetlaſtyng lyfe , but by him whiche is the onely fountain of eternall lyfe: 
how beit that perſon maketh hymſelf vnapte to ue this ſo excellent a 
gift, which retuleth to take it. And ſurely he refuſeth it, which doeth not be- 
ſeue that the ſonne can geue x perfourme that, which he pꝛomiſeth.Moꝛeo⸗ 
uet he doeth charge the father with vntruthe, as who ſapeth he ſhould pzo- 
miſe vy his ſonne vayne and vntrue thinges. Therfozethe reward of velefe 
is great, and the puniſhment of vabelefe is fierce and terrible. Foz of truety 
whoſoeuer putteth his hope and truſt in the ſonne, hath alreadythe ſonne, 
aud who ſohath the ſonne hath eternall life. Cotrary wyſe he that truſteth 
not in the ſonne,fozaſmuche as he hath,as it wer cloſed vp his owne tyes, 


that ye cannot behold the lyght, be ſhal not ſee life, becauſe this lightis the ne 


ole ot men: but he continewpng in his (ianes,remapneth bounde,and gyl- 1 fit Dal

= 7>Shbymſelf,and their eiuill and wicked opinton concers 
ing Jeſus : ſecretely pzouokyng theym, that they 
would leauehym,andnowfolowe Jeſus,of whom 
l men ought to aſke al thynges, Therfoze whe Je- 
ſug(from u hõ nothing at all was bid) did perceyue 
lite thyng to haue chaũted to him, which is wont 
2 o happen am men, that is to ſaye, that enute 
toloweth pzayſe and renoum, and alſo that now already the phatiſeis toke 
in euill parte,that he ould allure and dzawe to hym many diſciples , and 
that moe people had recourſe to his baptiſme then to Johns, although tn 
dede not Jeſus hymſelf,but his diſciples did bapttte. ( Eut᷑ then declaryng 
that to pzeache the goſpel was a moꝛe extellent office, then to baptiſe.) And 
the hatiſeys wer ſo muche the moze greued and diſpleaſed, becauſe hys 
diſciples did take ſo muche vpon them, as they ſcantly would haue ſuffred 
John to haue doen, to whom they did attribute very muche:Jeſus Jſaye, 
partely becauſe he would not pzouoke,ſharpen,and —_ bp their 
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caſe he hould haue longer tarped there, and therby ſhould ſeme to haue cz 
temned them, partely becauſe at that time he would as it wer chewe befoze, 
that in tyme to cum, akter the Jewes had retuſed and repeiled the grace of 
the goſpel, it ſhould be bꝛought and geuen to the Geryles,he leaueth Jew: 
tpe, gauyng begũ there already the pꝛinciples of the euangelicall doctrine, 
and pꝛepateth hymſelk to teturne into Galile from whence he tame.

Jcſus ſapeth vnto hit: Beue me d2inke.F02 his diſciples wer gon awape 
vnto the towne to bye meate. Then (apeth the woman of Samaria vato bym:yow is ir, 
that thou beyng a Jewe, aſke@t dne of me whiche am a Samaritane? tos the Jewes 
medle not with the Samaricances. Jeſus aiſwered and ſayed vuto hit, it thou kucwen 
the gyfr of Bod, and who it is that ſayeti to the x cue me dzynke, thou wouldeſt hauc aſ- 
ked of yy m, and he would haue geuen thee water of lyte. 

But in the meane while his way was to goe through Samaria, which 
£0: u wagte tounttey the Gentiles did in old tyme enhabite, after they had erpulſed the 
that ve mu e J\raetites from thente, and bzought thither ſtraũgers aſſembled out of dt» 
neoc9.50th0- uerſe plates to dwel there. The Samaritanes beyng at lalt taught of God 
ria. by many troubles and affliccions,did partely enbzace the religto of the Je- 

wes, foꝛ they beganne to wurſhip one God. although after a contrary ſoꝛt, 

and alſo they referredthey2 petigrew vnto Jacob, Abꝛabãs ſonnes ſonne, 

becauſe he the ſaid Jacob dwelled in tyme paſt amonges the Caldeis, The 

Samatitanes did receyue Woſes bokes onely, but the pꝛophetes they did 

not allowe. Indthat people toke they2 name of the mount Samo. Ther- 

foze p Jewes did beate cruell # comon hatred againſt them, remembꝛyng 
Thi he come Vo once they wdune thetr countrey by violẽ̃te, a had put the inhitauntes 
to clit. et. therof out of their dwelling plates. And alſo fozbecauſe of their cotrary ti⸗ 
tes 4 cuſtomes, in moſt part of thinges. foꝛ they had ſo receyued Moſes 
law, that yet there did remaine many tokẽs ofthetr old ſuperſticion. Thers 
foze whe Jeſus was cum to a titie of Samatia called Sichat, ⁊ he lacked 
meate(foz þ diſciples did ſo muche attẽd vpõ their matſter. ỹ they had made 
no pzouilto fo; any vitels) Jeſus himſelf went not into the middes ol p ci· 
tie, decauſe he would not geue a iuſte occaſion to the Jewes to laye to his 
charge, that — — the Iſraelites, he did goe to the heathen x wic⸗ 
ked Gentileg, as afterward in great deſpite they called him Samaritane, 
d ama poſſeſſed w a deiuil, but he ſuſtered his diſciples to goe into the citle 
to bye meate. He himſelftaryed there alone, partly to loke foz # abide the te⸗ 
turne ot his diſtiples, a pattly becauſe he would not be abſent whe occaſion 
ſhould ſerue him to do a miracle. F oꝝ he knewe afoze what ould happe at 
ter: x there was Þ poꝛcion of ground which Jacob had geut᷑ to Joſeph his 
ſonne to poſſeſſe. The place was holy a famous Samaritanes 
foz the memoziall of the old ſtoʒie, becauſe Leut and eon had reueged 
in chat place the bilanye of the — 1 with a great ſlaughtet 3 
deſtruecion of the inhabitauntes there. There was alſo a well very notable 
among the people, euen foz becauſe Jacob had — — it, in whom, as J 
ſapd befoze,the Samaritanes do glozy as in ſt pꝛogenitout #aucs 
tot of theyꝛ linnage. Then Jeſus beyng weary of his long tourney, whiche 
he had gone all on fote,+ not on hozſebacke 0; in a wagon(euenthen —

daine fotalke with a ſinful woman, a one that had naughtely x vnchaſtely 
miſuſed her body with diuerſe,that alſo by the meanes ol his beyng w her 
alone, he did pꝛouide foz the baſhetulnes of the vachaſte woman. The wo⸗ 
man pertepuing by Jeſus togue # apparell alſo that he wag a ewe, a kno» 
wyng right well how muche the Jewes are woũt to abhoꝛte the cumpany 
ofthe Samaritanes, in ſo muche that they thought themſelfes Alſo to be 
deliled when they do eyther mete 02 fpeake with any ol theym, che hauyng 
great me tuayll that he ot his owne good wil called to her, and aſked dztnke 
of her: aunſwere th in this wile, Bow cummeth this to paſſe, that thou bes 
yng a Jewe(as J may well contecture by thy ſpeache and garment) doeſt 
cotrarie to the cuſtome of the Jewes,aſze dzynke of me that am a Sama- 
ritane,conſidering that ye Jewes are wount to abhoꝛte to haue any thyng 
to do with the Samaritanes, attoumptyng it athyng deteſtable to haue a⸗ 
ny familiaritie oꝛ conuerſacton with vs. But Jeſug who did not ſo muche 
thirſt foz that kinde of water (albeit as concernynghts manhed he was as 
thirſt in dede) as he did couete the health ofthe e by litle doeth als 
lure the pooze woman to the knowlage of the grace ofthe goſpel : aunſwe: 
ring her after this ſoꝛte by a darke ſaying : tothe entent he might the moze 
kyndle in hir a deſire to learne. It thou diddeſt knowe,ſateth he, how extel⸗ 
lent that gtfte is whiche now God doeth offre vnto you, and in caſe thou 
kneweſt hym alſo whiche at this aſketh water to dzynke ot thee, 
thou wouldeſt rather aſke dꝛynke of hym, and he could gene vnto thee ferre 
better water then this is, that is to ſaye, the water of lyte. 


The woman ſayeth vnto dym: St thou haſt notbyng to dia we with, and the well is The terte. 


deepe, from whence then ba chou that water of lite: att thou greatter then oure father 
Jacob, whiche gaue vs the well, and de hymſcif dzanke rherof, aud bis childꝛen, and bis 
carrell2 Jeſus aunſwered and ſayed vnto det: d2:inkcefh of rhis water, Wall 
thirſte agayne, dut whoſocuer dztnkerh of the water, that I (all geue dym, (bail neucr 
be mo2e athttd.

Fozaſmuche as thys was ſpoken of the ſprite whiche the beleuers in 
the goſpell 
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The paraphꝛale of Eralmus vpon 


the gholpell ſhould recepue, it is no meruaill though a pooꝛe ſelie woman 
of Sainarta dtd not vnderſtande it, ſeyng that Nitodemus beyng bothe 
a Jewe anda maylter.coulde not percepue thatthyng, whiche Jeſus had 
ſpotzenlumwhat moze plainly,concernyng beyng bozne agapne tro aboue, 
yea and pet did he anaſwer moze groſſely then this woman. 

Foꝛ he layed: cau a man when he is olde enter agayne into his motherg 
wombe, and lo be bozne a newe ? But this woman after ſhe had tonteyued 
a cettayne great high thyng of this ſaying of Jeſus, (It thou kneweſt the 
gift of God, and il thou knowelt who he wer: and he could geuethe water 
of lile,) Me was not miſcontent that he ſemed litle to regarde Jacobs wel, 
whiche che had in great reuerence, nepther yet did ſhe mocke the bolde ſays 
inges of hom, whiche was to hit bothe a ſtraunger bnknowen, and alſo a 
Jewe, but ſhe,deſiryng to learne what this was whiche he did ſo ſetfooꝛth 
as a thyng ſtraunge and notable, in token of honoꝛ calleth hym Lozde, as 
who ſayeth Che had alteadie concepued no ſmall opinion of hym. But in the 
meane while this eraumple of the woman of Samarta was thus deuiſed 
and bꝛought to palle by the ozdtnaunce of Gods councell, to rebuke anddes 
clare thereby the peruerſe frowardnes ofthe Jewes, whiche wer ſo karte 
from ſhewyng theymſelfes caſteto be taught ot our Loꝛde Jeſus, that they 
did wickedly diſpife his benelites, and kynde faulte with his holſome doc⸗ 
trine. where as this pooꝛe woman haupnga deſpꝛe to be taught, did cur · 
teouſly and gentely anſwer to all thynges, in ſo muche that ſhe taripng ſtil 
in the heate, and hauyng koꝛgotten the thyng foꝛ which ſhe came, gaue hede 
to his wooꝛdes, who was to hit bothe vuknowen and a ſtraunget, and of 
whom as yet ſhe had heard no notable tepoꝛte.

Jeſus percepuing that the woman 
was apt to be taught, which did not ſuſpect him to be a (outhCſater oꝛ an ins 
chauntir, but ſum notable greate man, whom ſhe thought wozthy to be cõ⸗ 
pared with Jacob(a man highly eſtemed ol hir) Jeſus 4 ſap, doeth not diſs 
dayne to allure het by litle and litle to haue hym in higher and greater eſti⸗ 
macion.ſhewing how the water wherok he did ſpeake is ſpirituall, whiche 
Could not refreſhe beaſtes, but ſoules. Who ſo d2inketh (ſayeth he) of this 
water whiche the Patriarche Jacob gaue vnto you,doeth but onely foꝛ a 
hoꝛt tyme (lake the bodelye thtrſt, w within a while after wil returne 
agayne. But to thintent that thou mateſt vnderſtande how muche this gilt 
of God ( whereof J haue ſpoken) is moꝛe excellent then the gifte of Jacob, 
and how muche the water (whiche J pꝛompſe) is better then this water 
whiche floweth furth out ot the vepnes of the pearth: if any man dꝛynke of 
this water whiche J hall geue hym (tf he deſyze it,) he ſhall not thirſte 
eternally, ne yther ſhall any thyꝛſte euer after put him in any teopardie, noꝛ 
pet ſhal he nede from tyme to time any where els to aſke water, but after be 


- | hathoncedzunken this water, it ſhall remayneinhym **

it, and hall bꝛyng furth in the ſame, a fountayne perpetually ſpungyng vp 
tuen vnto like — — ſpaze theſe thinges by a darke ſimilitude, 
knowyng that the woma was not pet hable to reteyue the miſterie of faith, 
by the whiche the hol pe goſt is geuen, who beyng once teceyued neuer kail⸗ 
leth, but doeth ſtill goe foꝛe ward whileſt it bꝛingeth man vp to eternal life. 
But the ſimplicitie ofthis woman was ſo great that where as the Jewes 
are wount ouerthwartly and wꝛongkully to interpꝛet ſuche maner of pas 
rables, he not vndetſtandyng what he ſayed, but yet bothe beleuyng and 
louyng hym, ſayed: Loꝛde J pꝛaie the geue me parte of this water, that J 
de not compelled by being often and ſundrie tymes a thirſt, to go vnto this 
well, and dzawetherof. Albeit this aunſwer was groſſe, pet neuertheleſſe 
it did declare that her mynde was enclined and readie to beleue. 


C Jeſus ſayeth vnto hit, goe call thy huſbande and cum bytber. The woman aun: Ide tate · 


twetred and (aped vnto dym. Þ daue no huſbande: Jeſus ſayd vuto dit, thou haſt well 
lar d: I baue no huſbande, fo: thou haſt bad five duldandes, aud ye whom thou now 
bald is not thy huſband. Jn that ſaicdRt thou trucly. 

Therfoze becauſe ſhe had alteadie concetued no ſmall opinion of Jeſus, 
he doeth inuite and moue hir further with greater tokẽs and pꝛoues of his 
godhed tothynke yet moze highly of hym. Jeſus then, as though he would 
not open ſo ſecrete a matter to her, bales hit huſvande wer pzeſent, com- 
maundeth hit to call hit huſbaude,and bzingyng hym with hir: to returne 
agaiu to hym byanby. When the woman had heardthis . thinking that ſhe 
ſpake but to a man, and by the reaſon of womanly ſhamefaſtnes, defiryng 
todiſſemble and hide hir victoug liupng,and with denyal of matrimonie to 
kepe ſecrete hir aduoutrte,ſhe ſapeth: Sir I haue no houſband. Here Jeſus 
both declaryng his godhed and gentelly repzoupng the womans lyfe,ſaith 
vato hir: In that thou ſapeſt thou haſt no houſbande , thou haſt tolde the 
trueth, foz although thou haſt had fiue houſbandes to ſatiſfie thy filthye 
luſte,yetneuer a one ołtheym was lawkull, yea 4euen very he who thou 
now haſt, is not thy lawtfull houſband, Thertoʒe in this popnte thou haſt 
ſpoken nothyng but tcuthe. 


The woman ſaicth vnto dym: (ir I percepuc that thou art a Biopbete. Our fathers 


wurſbipped in thts mountaine, and ye layt that in Bicruſalemis the place where men TV) terte. 


ought to wur chip. J :\us ſayethvnto git: woman beleue me, the houre cummeth wok ye 
Wall neyther in this mount aint, noꝛ yet at Jeruſalem wurſhip the father. Ye wurchip 
pe wottt not what, we know what we waribip, fo: Taluaction cummetd of ide Jewes. 
But the houte cummety, and now it is. when che true warſbippers all wur dip the fa -

The woman when ſhe percepued the rebukeful ſynnes of hir lyfe,comit- 
ted at home, not to be hidden from Jeſu,beyng a ſtraũger and alſo a Jewe 
who could not know by the repozt of menne, that thing whiche he did diſ- 
cloſe , the hzynketh not awaye from hym, as one confounded with ſhame, 
neyther is he ens moued to anſwete hym againe ſpitefullye, but (o 
muche the moze the is inflamed, to haue hym in great admiracion : where 
as if Jeſus had ſpoken anyſuche typng vnto the Phatiſeys, they 
haue ctied out and ſayd: he is an enchaunter+ po 


with a deuill . But , Iver 
what aunſwer made this godly ſynner the Samaritane - Sir lapeth (he orc « pjoph«. 
(as I petteyue) thou art a Pꝛophet. The fayth ofthe woman was cum A

Foz albeit both 
thoſe kindes of people did wurſhip one God, pet the Jewes had an opinton 
that God ſhoulde be wurſhipped in no place but only at Hieruſalem in the 
temple, as though God did no where els heare the deſires oftheym that did 
pzaye.Contrarie wyſe the Samaritanes with lyke ſuperſticion (bur after 
an other ſoꝛte) denyed that God ſhould be wurſhipped in any place but in þ 
mounte Gartzim, bycauſe that place was appointed by Poſes where the 
Patriarkes houlde bleſſe the people that kepte the commaundementes of 
God. Ind fozaſmuche as bothe theſe nactons , _ well pleaſed with 
theyz owne ſeuerall rites and cuſtomes, did the one of theym contempne 

religton of the other, the woman deſyzed to learne of Jeſus (as of a 20s 
phet not ignoꝛant in ſuche thynges) whiche of thoſe two dad the 
holyeſt wape inſeruyng of God, as one that would folowe p waye whiche 
ſhe chould knowe to be veſt, Therfoze ſhe ſapeth: Our elders wer woont

ridyng out of the citie to ſe hym whom the fozeſayd woman had ſo earneſt» 
lye commended and ſette foozth vnto theym. Neyther doeth his pzeſence 
d:mitntſhe their opinion ol hym, neyther be they offended with his homelye 
and courſe appareil, ne pet with his lender trapne of his Cymple and vn: 
learned diſcyples:wheras the Jewes after that they had ſeene ſo many of 
his mytacles,heardſo many of his ſermons, and recetued ſo many commo⸗ 
dittes and benefites at his hand, did eyther falſely accuſe him,openly rebuke 
hym, oz els chaſedhym away with caſtyng ſtones at hym. In concluſton 
the Samaritanes vpon a womans repozt and witnefſe,goe foozth to mete 
with a manne whiche was not of their own nacion, whom as pet they had 
neuer heard ſpeake,of whom they had neuer ſene any notable thyng doen, 
yet do they require and delire him to be contented to take a in theit 
citie. But what did moſt gentle Jeſus the knewe the enuie ofthe Jewes, 
he knewe what hatered they bare to the 


their inuincible lack e of beliefe, and ſhoulde be pzeached to 
Therfoze he ſo tempered the matier, that he 
pꝛole, any occaſion to his own counttep men the Jewes 
they wer deſpiſed ol hym, andthe Samaritanes :

to Galilee. Moꝛeouet albeit his owne countreylayin his way here in this 
iourney:pet would he not turne into it:not that he dyd deſpyſe it, but that by 
reaſon of the contempte and lacke of belefe of his owne countrey menne, to 
whom he was knowen and alſo of kyndered, as concernyng his manhood, 
he had no hope that the ghoſpell ſhould bꝛyng fcozth any frute there, a than 
his pꝛeachyng ſhould haue doubled the faulte of they; vnbelefe.

ciples, by whom God wurketh ſo great thinges-lyke as J(bpon experience 
of his power and many other mo are his diſciples, 

Then rated they bym and ſayd:be thou his difciple,we are @oſes diſciples, we are 
ſurc that god ſpake vnto Moſes: As fo: this felowe, we knowe not trom whence be (s:the 
manantwcrcd and ſaid vato chem:ty1s 15 a maruatlous thing that ye wore uot whence be 
is. and pct he hath opeucd mpuciyes. Fo2 we ar ſure that god hcateti uo ſpuners, but if a- 
ny may de a wurſhipper of god, x obcdicnt vnto bis wil, dim bearcth ve. @ynuce $ wo:lde 
de z anne was it not dearde, that auy man oprued the iycs of one, that was boznc blynde, 


If this mau wett not ot god, de could haut done nothyrg. Trey anſwered aud ſaxed 
vnto bym, thou att altogether bozne in inne, 2 doſt thou teach vs: And they caſt him out, 


The phariſeis bepng ſoze pꝛouoked with the beggars great allſlaũte, made 
no anſwer,vut alltoratedbym ; wiſhyng that thyng to the man as an ers 
tteme euill, whereby themſelues myght be made bleſſed: a thzough abomi⸗ 
nacion puttyng backe from theym that thyng whiche oughteto haue beene 
moſt hertely deſired,ſaupng koꝛ that they wer as blynd in ſoule as the begs 
— be yng nowe an — — befoze in body: the Pbhariſeis(J ſape) 
aye vnto hym : O thou vagractouſe wzetche, be thou that naughtye ke⸗ 
lo wes Diſctple. Me that are the diſciples of Moyſes, with whome this Je⸗ 
ſug is not to be compared, doe deteſt and abhozre ſuche a maiſter.Fo2 we be 
certayne that God ſpake to Moyſes, and that what ſoeuet he teacheth vs, be 
hath it at gods hand to teache. But why ſhould we geue eare to this Jeſus, 
ſeyng we knowe not fro whence he tame ⸗ let hym teache and pꝛoue vnto bs 
his auctozitie,and perchance we wil beleue him. The beggars courage and 
voldnes dyd in the tyme of their reaſoning, grow and encreaſe: And though 
he pecceiued that they by all ſubtell meanes went about to deſtrope Teſus, 
pet did he ſtoutly (ſertyng aſyde all perils) pleade Jeſus cauſe; gatheryng 
and 
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and well pꝛouyng by the miracle p was wꝛought in geuing htm his ſcyght, 
that it was cleare inough from whence Jeſus came: J metuaii(ſapeth he) 


why ye ſaye yeknowe not whence Jeſug is, when as it can not be denayed 
but that by hym myne tyes be open: with whiche (beyng ſhut and withoute 
ſyght) I was bozne.Certes this is a thyng without controuerlie, neyther 
do ye thinke the contrary,that God heareth not the deſyzes of ſynners : But 
if a man wurſhip hym deuoutely,and obeyeth his wyll, whom he religiouſ- 
ly ſerueth ,hym doeth God heate. But if god by Jeſus haue taken from me 
my blindneſſe,albett the chefe pzayſeis to be geuen to God, pet neuertheles 
it muſt nedes be, that he is a reuerent wurſhypper of God, and one that lo⸗ 
ueth god, at whoſe deſire and pꝛayet god gaue vnto me ſo notable a benefit. 
Fox it is no common 02 meane miracle whiche pe ſte wzought in me. Many 
wonderouſe — ate tolde ot, whiche god long agoe did by our elders, 
but ſuche as were holy and not ſinnets . But if we ould rehearſe thynges 
from the beginn yng of the woz1d, who hath ever heard that euer there was 
any man,whiche did open his tyes that was bozne blynde-And(perpetuall 
blyndneſſe beyng put — — hym ſight / But extept this Jeſus wer cũ 
from god, except the power of god wer pꝛeſent with hym he coulde of hym- 
ſelf donothyng at al. It ts not of mans ſtrength whiche yet we ſe doen. The 
Phariſets beyng made extreme woode with this courage and boldnes that 
the beggar was of(and when there was no hope to be had, that the poze fe- 
lowe would eyther be coꝛrupted, oꝛ with feare aſtoniſhed,and ſo ceaſe of fr6 
pꝛeachyng Chullt,)fall to extremitie, and to ſay the vetermoſt they coulde. 
They vpbzayed him with his old blindneſſe, they caſte him in the teeth with 
his beggatlyneſſe, as though God had puniſhed hym there withall foz his 
ſynnes,and as though he wer bozne wicked and vngractouſe, that cumeth 
into the woꝛlde pooze 02 blynde , oz otherwpſe bleamyſhed in bodye. Thou 
(ſay they)arte altogether bozne in ſinne, and teacheſt thou vs that knowe 
how to defende reltgion,and vpholde the pꝛoteſſion of the lawe? dareſt thou 
here inthe pzeſcnce of ſo great men teache diuinitie, whiche but a whyle ago 
aſked almes-neyther did they ſuffer hym to ſpeake anylongar. Ind beeyng 
aſhamedto be ſo put to ſplence, and haue their mouthes ſtopped, by a pooꝛe 


tgnozant perſon:they thzuſt htm out of the Synagogue as a leude maſters 
leude diſciple. 


3ccſus bearde that they bad ercommunicated him:and when he had founde him, be The terte. 


layde vnto bym:docſ thou beleue on the ſonne of god ? De aunſ weted and ſayde: who is 
it loꝛd that J myght deicue on dym?

But whom phariſaicall fierceneſſe thzuſteth out ofthe Synagogue, them 
doeth Chziſt tetepue into his churche.Fozto be diſenered from the commu- 
nion of the wicked, is to be coupled to Chziſt. And to be diſalowed of them, 
that ſtabliching their own uoulnes, againſt the rightuouſnes of 
God, is to be appꝛoued and alowed:and ot them to be rebuked, that ſekyng 
their ovon pꝛaiſe, go about to darken the pꝛayſe of Jeſus,is moſt hie pꝛaiſe: 
to be deteſtable to th᷑ that at to be deteſted,ts to be derely beloued of god, 
Therfoze tt lation was made vnto Jeſus how boldly the man that ſo much 


ſetfoorth his pzayſe,behaued hymſelftowardes the Phariſeis. Foz it was 
alreadye bzutedabzode by the people, that he was caſte of and retecte.

darkenes taken away)enbzaceth the light of þ truthe. He that pꝛeſumptuou⸗ 
fly taketh vpon him to know the law, a ſpeaketh againſt himp1s p principal 
point # chcluſton of the law, is moze thi blynd, altogether out of the way.

With this parable our Loꝛd Je” did ſoze repꝛoue the phariſeis, þ ſcribes, 
the pzieſtes, and head men of the people: which hadindignacion # ed 
that there ſhould be ſo manye whiche had leauer cleaue vnto Jeſus than to 
them: that toke thẽſelues to be guydes of the people. Moꝛeouer they þ wer 
very ſwyne x goates,gaue ear tothoſe mes voices. But they that wer truly 
ſhepe, without fraude, ſimple, ⁊ that doth no harme, did knowledge þ voice 
of the loꝛd Jeſug;who was the true ſhepherd, to whom þ lather deyng pop

But althongh eee LA LET ao ea: 
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uerſe minde,this thing whiche they had bothe often tymes heard, a myght 
alſo haue percepued the ſame by his dopnges, yet he maketh them a gentle 
atiſwere moze deſirous to enſttuct them, then to angte them. What nedeth 
tt me ſayeth he ) lo often to ſpeake of my ſelt, and tell who J ammamelp fox 
aſmuche as if Þ do openly teſtifte the trueth, pe call the retoꝛde therofarros 
gancie. I haue already tolde you ( it pe would beleue me) who J am: Yea 
though ye do not credit my woozdes, yet pe tan not de ignoꝛant of the thing 
whiche ye deſire toknowe ol me. There is no ſurer pzofe than dedes. e le 
my doynges whiche pour ſelueg do witneſſe, J do at my fathers will and 
not the deuils,as ſum doe miſrepozte, It my actes be wurthie to be impu⸗ 
ted to God, beleue that J am ſent of God.

feare, yea euen to tedfaſt mindes. On the other lde, it hath riches, plealu⸗ 
tes, dignities honours, and whatſoeuet is wunte to coꝛtupt moſte vncoz⸗ 
rupte mindes.

The people are actuſtomed to take vp ſtones in theyz 
handes (ſayeth he) and lo openly to punihe eutll doers and common male- 
factours.

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The Loꝛde Jcſus doeth with ſuche moderacion make aunſwere bnto 
thts faulte whiche was layed to his charge, that he clearely auopded from 


bim the ſinne of blaſphemte, and that allo he did not, with any terrible 
wooꝛdes, moze engrieue theyz frowardnes, and pet be did with great ſo⸗ 
bxtetie defend that his due, which he oughtnotto denye, becauſe he would 
not haue tt vnznowen to vs: you (ſapeth he) lay blaſphempe to mycharge , 
becauſe I name God to be my father, Is therenota greattet thyng tha p 
wziten in your la we, euen in the Pſalmes-J haue ſayd pe are all Gods, a 
ſonnes of hymthat is hve. Jf God himſelf geue pꝛayſe of the dignitie of his 
name to them, vnto who mc the wooꝛde of God was ſpoken, not onely cal:

Thcrfoze when Jeſus had taught there ſufficiently, he genetb place for a 
tyme to theit bncurable furpe. and went ouer again beyond Yozdane to the 
very place where John begun firſt to baptiſe,(foz as we haue 1 


thegoſpell of . John. cap.rt- Fa.liur 
terward chaunged his place, and baptiſed at the water of Sichem Here 
now Jelus abode in the deſerte,as one that had lothed oz extremely hated 
the ſinfull wickednes ofthe cities, And many came alſo thither vnto hym , 
out of places that ioyned nye therevnto, whoſe myndes the fame that was 
bzuted of Jeſus,theſcrmons and miracles that wer heard and ſeene:did in⸗ 
flame. And of trueth, the very place bought them furthwith in mynde to 


compare Jeſus, who hadalready ſhewed ſum trial and pꝛoufe of bim ſelk, 
with John whom they hadknowen befoze, And whan they remẽ᷑ bꝛed that 
John had been in high auctoutie, and yet had doen nothyng els but pꝛea⸗ 
ched the baptiſme ol penaunce, and without doyng any miracles had gots 
ten hymſeit lo great eltimacion amog the multitude, that he was thought 
to be Chuſt: And on the otherſyde, whan Jeſus had by hewing furty ſo 
many uuracles, declared a power greatter then mans ſirength that he had 
ſo often-put the Dcribes and Phariſets to ſilence , with his pꝛudent and 
piththte aunſwers ; Finally, that Johnhymſelfehad ſo often ceſtified ſo 
highly of Jeſus, confeſſing openly fe was not wozthy toleuſe 
thelatchet of his ſhoe: The Jewes (I ſay)conſideryng all theſe thynges, 
had this ſaying among them ſelfes. John (ſay they) when as hewzought 
no miracle, was in credite with the Jewes. Wuche moze therfoze ougut 
fayth to be geuen to this man, that with ſo wonderfnll ſeldome ſeen mit a⸗ 
cles gathereth oz winneth faith to his wozdes. Ind albeit Johns recoꝛde 
of this man wer heretofote litle beleued, pet now the matter ſelf 
that his recoꝛde was true, foz ſo muche as this ſayde Jefus hath accony» 
pliched mo thynges than John pzomiſed of the mans behalfe. And ſo now 
therfoze,partelyfoz Johns telacions ſake, (whoſe repozte had no lender 
auctoꝛttie among the Je wes, )partcly thzough his owne woꝛdes that wer 
full of godly wiſdome,and partely foz his dedes ſake, whiche did beare wits 
neſſe ol his diuine power, many beleuedrhat Jeſus was very Meſſias, 
whiles pet the Phar iſtis, the Stcribes, andthe Pꝛieſtes, did ill continue 
and perſiſte in theyꝛ froward malice. a

Jeſus therefoze to further the womans affiaunce and opinion of hym , 
by litle and litle to greater thynges.and that he might declare himCſelftobe 
very he, that not onely could obtayne by pꝛaper of God, lyfetothe dead (a 
thing that is redde oft to be doen of other holy me) but to be the very founs 
tayne ſelfe and aucthoz of lyfe, bothe alteadye geuen and to be geuen to all 
thynges, noꝛ that any deathe is to bee feared ot them, that putteth theyz cõ⸗ 
kidente and hope in htin,fozaſnuche as though death chaunce, it ci nothing 
harte hym that cleaueth faſt to the fountaine of al life: Jeſus (I ſap)vpon 
theſe conſideractons, aunſwereth Martha on this wyſe: Thou beleueſt 
Martha that with my pzayers J may obtaine of my father, life fo thy bꝛo⸗

the inkitmytte of nature, butby the conſente of reaſon: neytber was it all 
one caule why other wept and why Jeſus was troubled. They ed 
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the death of the bodye of a certain wozldly and naturall affeccion , Jeſs 
rather miſliked and lothed mennes ſinnes wherbyſo many ſoules choulde 
periſhe ; he was diſquieted though the inuincible diffidence of the Jewes, 
who wept foz theyz frendes bodely death, whe as themſelues(as touching 
the ſoule) were ſubiecte to eternal death, and pet did they not wepe loꝛ them 
ſeluts. Jeſus deſpʒed that al men hould teuiue from this death, and had ins 
dignacton that his docttine, mitacles à death, ſhould be loſte in many one. 
Therfoze,after that by hozriblenes offpirite, and by trouble of minde, in 
countenaunce.tyes,and in the holt habite ot his body he had geuena mant⸗ 
feſt pzofe of his manhoode,(teachyng alſo by the waye that it behoueth not

ts far of from of God, beyng buryed in darkeneſſe of ſinne, 
rotten with filthinelle of enozme crymes, maye tile agayn, and cum 
into the light of trueth. 
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And without delape:he that was dead and buryed, came out byanby at the 
voice of him that called vpon hym betoꝛe all their tyes. And he tame ſoothe 
befoze them, his body ſounde and hole of truth, but he came with all þ clo⸗ 
thes vpon hym that he was buryed in. that al they myght knowe hym to de 
theſaine man whom they burped in ſuche apparel thꝛe dayes befoze. Fox as 
cozles wer wount to de doen withal, his feete wer tyed with lyſtes:and his 

handes bound with ſepulchze bandes. his face alſo bound with a napkyn. 

And now than was this a wunder the dead coarſe did not quiuer and ſtitte 
litle and litle:and ſo ſhewe lykelyhod of lyfe teturnyng again, as foz Þ moze 
parte it happeneth in them, whom we rede to be rayſed to lyke by good and 
holy men: but this man that had been dead fo wet dapyes ſpace, came ſodem⸗ 
ly to life again at the commaundement of a wooꝛd. And to make the myꝛacle 
ſeme greater, he both tyed, and hard faſt bounden, ſodeinlye cummeth foozth 
abꝛode out ot Þ depe ſecrete place of a caue. Tha (leſt any thyng ſhould wit 
to the full pertite belefe ofthe myzacle,) Jeſus ſayd to the mans frendes, 
leuſe hym and let hym goe, that his moupug and luſty quicke pace may de ⸗ 
clare that the man doth not onely ltue but hath alſo his health. Jeſus could 

_ _ - —— —— lewſed — —— — but ſith — theic 
eruice ad thzoughly doyng all thpnges, wayts and p20 # 
ues they bothe 1 ſuſpicion of tozgepng the thyng, and contyꝛmed the 
tettaintie of the miracle. The two ſyſters aduertyſed Jeſus than beyng ab⸗ 

ſente, of their bzothers ſiczeneſſe by other men. And in the abſence of Jeſus 

the man dyed,he was buryed,he was kept tyll he ſtonke withall. He was 

mourned koꝛ, with ſolemne recourſe of muche people. The ſyſters theymſel- 

ues tolde Jeſus of his death, they ſhewed hym the graue, when he had much 

people waytyng vpon hym, the ſtone is taken away with other mens han 

des, and with other mens handes was he leuſed that cam fozth of þ graue. 

Here is nothyng lette to the vafaythfull that they coulde lay foz their excuſe. 

Neptyer did Jeſus, when he had wzought ſo notable a miracle, ſpeake any 

ſtoute woozde of hymſelfe. He did not checke and tepꝛoue the people becauſe 

their accuſtomed maner was to laundze,and ſynd faulte with his miracles, 

he requireth no thanke of Lazarus 02 of his ſyſters, :

tolde them what Jcſus had dooen. Then gathered the dye pꝛitues and Phariſers a coun⸗ 

ſc1l,and ſayd, what doe we? fo2 this man doeti many myꝛacies: yt we lette yym eſcape 


thus, all men wyll beleue on dym, and the Romayues ſhall cum and takt awaye votbe 
our toume and the pcople. 


Therfoze,many that came of frendely duetie to Martha and Marie Las 
zarus liſters, when they had ſeene lo notable a miracle, they beleued that Je: 
ſas was Meſſias and ſtacke to his doctriue.the power wherof they ſaw be⸗ 
foze their face to be ſo great and eſfectual. And truely ſum of them returning 
home to Jeruſalem, the weth to the Phariſeis the thynges that Jeſus had 
doen alitle of Bethania, Therfoze, when this great acte veyng ſo exteading 
wounderouſe was heard ofthe Syſhops andPhariſeis, who,foz the euidet 
declaracion of gods power oughte to haue wurſhipped Jeſus and to haue 
been ioyous on Gods behalf, they beyng ſtyꝛred with the pꝛickes ofenuye, 
cannot now fozbeare any longer. but to cauſe þ thyng ſcme mote lawfully 
dooen) they call a wicked councell, wherein they conſulte emong theymſel-

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ues by what way and meanes they may reſiſt ſuche daungers.Fo2 al- 
bett that the reſpect of pztuate wealth # ſickenes of ſoule ſet the on a woods 
nes againſt Jeſus that was beneficiall towardes al men, yet wil they that 
this matter do "= vnto the health and pzeſernacion of all the people. 
What is pour adutce(ſay they)to be doen-This man doeth many wonder⸗ 
full tyynges, and ercedeth hymſelf daily in dooyng of miracles, It we ſuf; 
fer hym to go on as he hath begun, it wil cum to paſſe,that lyke as now ma 
ny of the people doeth thinke hielp of hym, ſo within a whyle all wyll take 
hym koꝛ Bellias. Which thyng if it hap to de, and the brute thereofcum to 
the Romaynes(that is to wit)that the nacion ofthe Jcwes hath fozſaken 
the emperour and are fallen to a newe kyng oftheyz owne,whiche Romays 
nes do well knowe that of late a certain kyng hath been loked koz of the Je: 
wes whiche (ould ſet the nacion at libettie, the Komains will make crucll 
warre againſt vs. And ſo with all the pzophane Gentyles hall kepe th fozce 
this holy plate, aud with mannes ſlaughter make hauocke and deſtrope the 
whole flocke ofthe Jewes 


C Ind one of then named as, deeyng the bye prieſt theſame pere, ſaid vnto the; 
The tette. pe peteciue notbyng at all, no couſidet that it ts expedient toz vs that one man dye fo2 j 
people, and not that all the people periſhc. This ſpake de net of bym(ſcif, but beyng bygh 
pꝛteſt theſame yere,he pzopbecied that Jeſus (ould dye fon the people, aud not to: g pcos 
ple one lye, but that de ould gathcr togetder in one, rhe childzen of god that wer ſcattered 
abode. 


Wyereas this their aduiſe,vnder the pzetence of a publpke health, teded 
to the deſtruccton of Jeſus Chꝛiſt thautour of all helth, yet was it thought 
vnto Cayphas to lender a deuice and to weake a toũce ll. e was the biſhop 
ok that yeare,Foz that dignitte as though within a whtlc it ould fayle fox 
altogether,had ceaſſed to be a continual toume:but deyng a bene kite ſetteto 
ſale,it was fyned foz, cuery pere to the pzinces . Therfoze he that pzofel- 
ſed hymſelf chefe pꝛelate of religion,beyng moze wicked than all other,bla- 
meth the cowardſhyp of them that with deliberate councell,did further de- 
bate the matter, whether Jeſus wer to be put to death oz nay: where as it, 

(thought he )al other thynges ſet apatt, was to be doen incontinently #with 
ſpede.Pou(ſayeth he that ſytte deliberatyng:whether this felowe that do⸗ 
eth ſuche thinges,ts to be put toerecucion 03 no, ſeme not to wey the matter 
as it is:noꝛ ye tonſyder not how it is p2ofitable and expedient fo every mã 

Jt ta erpedi: that this one ſhould dye foz the people,rather than that he beyng ſaued, all 

dran. the people ſhould periſh, This ſaying came not of the byſhops own mynde, 
that was vngraciouſe and full of murder, but by reaſon of the office of pueſt 
hode, whiche he than bare, the ſpirite of pzopheſpe dyd bzyng foꝛth a godlye 
pꝛopheſye by the mouthe of a wicked man: whiche ſayd pzopheſie dyd geue 
fozeknowledge,how it ould cum to paſſe that Jeſus Gould by his deathe 
redeme and ſaue the Jewes:not onely to bzyyng this to effecte,that ſuche of 
the Jewes as dyd beleneſhould be ſaued a lone, but that thoſe alſo amonge 
the Gentyles whiche lyued in diuerſe covntreis diſperſedth;ough þ wholle 
woꝛld but to this end apointed that they ſhould once bee made the childꝛen 
of God thꝛough faythe of the ghoſpell , myght be counite together, + that 
the man of Inde, the mi of Ethiope, the Greke,the SDythian, a the Bzitain,

therefoze walked no moze opealye among the ces, but wente bis waype thence into a

Now therfoꝛe, the phariſeis being ſtabliſhed with this volte ol þ wicked 
bichop, do in theit heartcs certaynly detetmine( whiche — eraſhe 

foze attempted as occaſion ſerued)to rid Jeſus out of the wap:by al meneg 
poſſyble : as though therehythey well pzonided foz the pzeſeruacion ofthe 
common wealezand again left they vngraciouſe acte ſhould be the leſſe ſin⸗ 
full, they coulour thetr impietie:ſuppoſyng they had nowe founde out mat- 
tet to ſtixte and ptonoke al the people liketoiſe, openly and by the law to put 
Jeſus to death, as a huttfuli man, to the whole nacton of the Jewes : ney - 
ther neded they(as they thoughte any faulte o2 any new cauſe to lay to his 
charge. Jeſug therfoze , from whom nothing was hidde, although the ru- 
mout of the people did not aduertiſe hym of the phariſets andptieſtes p:e- 
tenced malice,ſhewyng hym ſelfe a very man, al the wohile he was in Jutie 
tame not abzode, leaſt he ould increaſe their furye.But he conurped hym⸗ 
ſeifa farre of,from the boundes of the citie of Jeruſalem, the kyller of Pꝛo⸗ 
phetes,and went to the citte of Eph:atm:whervnto the deſert was 1ye( ſig⸗ 
nikying by that dede that the wicked Jewesſhould koꝛgo thete ſpnagogue: 
and a new peopie, that ſhould not ſictze to the bnfrutetull wozkes of Moy 
ſes lawe, but to rhe faythe of the go'pel!)Gould te gathered togethet and a 
churche made of hem:whiche people ſhould allo( as the ſigntficacten of the 
Hebꝛue woꝛde betokeneth growe of a ſmall begtnnyng into an erceadyng 
eat thyng: '0z Ephꝛaim to the Hebꝛues ſignifieth encreaſyng. Jeſus ther» 
02e tarryed here with his fewe diſciples, whiche though they wer wotul: 
ly afeard ofthemſelfes alſo,yet durſte they not fozſake their Loꝛd. 

¶ and the Jewes Eaſter was nyc at hand:and many went out of the coſitrey vp to Je⸗ 
ruſalem dc toꝛe tie Eaſter, to putitie themſelfes. Then ſought they for eſus, aud ſycauc 
a tycmſeifes as they Node in the temple, what thiunke pe, ſcyng be cummeti not co þ 
fcaſt day. Thc bye pitcſtes and phariſeis bad geuen a commaundemeat that it any manue 
knewe where he wer, de (hould ewe it, that they mpebt cake dym. 
Now the very tyme was cum ſothly apointt d ofthe father: when Chꝛiſte 
ſhould be offered vp in ſacrifice foz the ſaluacton of man pude. Foz that 
moſt religiouſe day of the Jewes was at hand, whiche they cal phaſe, that 
ts to wit, a paſſyng ouer: in Engliſh E aher by that name caliyng to thett 
temembꝛaunte that dede:whiche was, that long befoze that tyme the blud 
of a lambe ſtriken on the poſtes, did ſaue the Hebzues from the ſword of the 
aungell that killed the E : and thoſe cnelp hanſes paſſed ouer that 
had their poſtes marked with the lambes blood. Now therfoze befoze the 
feaſt which was bery nye,many went out of diuerſe coaſtes of Paleſtine to 
Jeruſalem,there beyng purifted with ceremonies of their lawe, to ſolenyie 
that moſt holy feaſt. And to let vs know that n is moꝛe bnreſigyouſe 
than Jewiſh reltgi6,vhiche conſiſterh in viſible thinges:+ ſith aiſo Þ while 
they take great hede with much vain deuocton leſt they ouerſlip any thing Þ 
was pꝛeſcrybed theym of Moyſes, oz that was added to by the phartſeis, 
They be not loeth to doe any thyng on the moſt ſacred daye, whiche is of al 
thynges moſt wicked. that is to wit. to ſhead the blood of an innocent man. 
Therfoze, when there was a grrate thong of people together:and many of 
them knew Jeſus, whoſe manner was to be * at 1 uche feaſtes, — 
4 wendere 
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wondered was not there pꝛeſente:and tandyng in the temple, 
talkedone —— what ſhould be the cauſe that cõtrary to bis —— 


dle maner Jeſus was abſent from ſo ſolemne and digg a feaſt. tõ whiche 
lolemnitie would not he pet altogether abſent but to the intente he 
— loked foz,he deterred his batill ſuche tyme as 
be bell. Furthermoze,the biſhops and phartſeis ſuſpectyng him ii: 


where to hyde hymCſelf fox feare,they trauciled and gaue a commaundemtt 
pea with an anctozitte alſo,that if any man knee where he wer in ſecrete, 
that they houlde ſhewe it, that he myght be appzchended, With theſe aps 
pzoued holy cuſtomes the b s and phariſeis that wer guydes # ma. 
Lers of religion,pzeparedthemlelfes to the feaſtfull daye,but in the meane 
whyle they vawares pꝛocuted the ſaluacion of the wozide.

again to Bethania:bothto call toremembzaunce the latelye dooen miracle, 
and alſo to impꝛient the hope of the reſurreccion in the myndes of his diſc» 
plez,whom he knewe ſhould be with his deathe exceadynglye troubled in 
mynde. Foz there dwelt Lazarus whom he had afewe dayes befoze ray» 
ſedfrom death tolyfe.Andthe place was moe notable foz beeyng nygh to 
eruſalem. There therfoze a ſupper was made readye foz Jeſus, Martha 
erued hym at ſupper: was one of the noumbꝛẽ that lat at (ups 
per with hym, to make it moze certain to them all that it was no biſion noz 
ghoſt whiche lately was ſeene to goe out of the graue home to his houſe,foz 
as muche as he had nowe lyued alter his death many dayes, and had alſo, 
both commoned and raten with other. 


Then toke AJ arie a pounde of oyntment, called Aut dus, pet fit and precious, a anoyn? 
ted Jeſus tecte, and wyped his feete with dit heare, and the houſe was fylled with the 
odour of the oyntment, 


There dyd Matie, (who with a ſinguler loue,)loued the loꝛd Jeſus ardet - 
lv, cum to the feaſt, ag well fo many other cauſes, as foz the late benefyte 


| Hevwedvpon bir bzother:and ſhedde vpon Jeſus heade ſittyng at the table, 


a great quantitie of very pꝛetiouſe oyntmente, whiche was made of þ beſte 
&yade of Nardus , to the mountengunce of a pounde: In ſo muche — 
whole 
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whole houſe was filled with the ſauour ol the oyntment . Ind pet was the 
womans (uche loue as hath not been heard not here with content, but ans 
noynted bis fete with oyntment, and waſhedthein with teares , and wyped 
them with hir heer : not that ſhe thought Jeſus did delyte in ſuche delyca- 
ties, whole moderate ſobuetie ſhe knew, but great fetuencie of loue cauſed 
her do as her mynde gaue her, without ſtaye of herſelfe : foz truely ſhe knew 
not no2 conſidered what ſhe did:but yet though doyng honoꝛ, ſhe gaue ad⸗ 
uertiſement befoze hande of Jeſus death and buryall, and was a figure of þ 
thurche, whiche hould embzace with godly honour,the lozd whomthe St- 
nagogue deſpyſed. | 

¶ Thanſayd one of the diſciples, euen Judas xſcarioth Symons ſonnt, whiche atter⸗ whe terte. 
warde betrayed bym, why was uot this oyntment ſol de toꝛ tie huad2cd pence and geuen 


to the pooꝛe? This he ſaid not that ye cared for the p002e, but becauſe he was a the fc, and 
had the dagge, and bare that whiche was geuen. 


The diſciples thought much at the beſtowyng of this oyntment as a thing 
waſtfully ſp&t,but (pectaily Judas Jſcartoth was moned withal: to who 
when as to the wurſt of them all the pucſe was committed to thintẽte that 
the wurſt man ſhould be the diſpoſer and layer out ofthenaughticſt thyng, 
he was wont, as the maner of thẽ that hath the handling of money is, whi⸗ 
che is common to many, to ſteale pziutly ſ\umwhat thereof to hiimſe f:uot w 
a ſyngle pure mynde dependyng of the malterſhip and auctozitie that Je(® 
had ouer hym,but euen than inakyng pzouiſts tos yiniſelf, wherw he might 
liue, after he wer departed ont of felowthyp:He therfoze, reptupng a 
gainſt Parte-ſayed:what purpoſe is it to loſe ſo pꝛetious athyng-Foz nei⸗ 
ther is out Loꝛd and maiſter delytedin ſuche nyſe thynges, neyther is tuts 
lũptuouſnes ſemyng fo: out feaſt. And in caſe this woman had been deter- 
mined to beſtowe lo pzeciouſe a thyng . when it had deen geuen, it myghte 
haue been ſolde ano the pꝛice therof geuen to the pooꝛe. This (ve wote wel) 
had been moze godly and moze ſemyng fo out maiſter ano vs to. Albeit in 
dede the other Apoſties alſo dyd ſpeaze theſe thing 8 of a ſ\implicitte, and 
ment none euyll therein, vet had Judas a farre vnlyke mynde thoughe his 
woꝛdes wer like vnto theirs:for he had no care of the pooze mens cauſe,bur 
he kepte the purſe: and the thyng whichefrendes ſcnt of their free good wil, 5 
dyd he full vniuſtel y kepe, and therof pꝛiuily Role ſumwhat, cuen than ſhe⸗ 
wyng lum pzofe of hymſelt, how vnfit he is foz the miniltracton of Goddes 
woꝛde, whoſe mynde the ino2dinate deſire of money doth poſſeſſe. 


¶ dan ſayo Jeſus, let her alone:again? the day of my burying hath che kepte this: fe: The terte. 
the pooꝛe al wapes all pc haut with pou, but me haue pt not alwaye. @uthe people of 

fhe Jewes thertoꝛt bad knowledge that be was there. And they came not fo; 3 eſus ſake 

onelp, but that they myg dt ce Lazarus alſo whom bc tayſ d from deaih:bur the bye prez 

des helde a counccll that they mpgbt put Lazarus to death alſo, becauſe that foz bis lake 

manp of the Jewes went awap, and bcleued on Chiuſt. 


But Jeſus did ſo apeaſe his diſciples murmuryng, that pet be did not open: 
ly diſcloſe the malice of Judas, and in ſuche wyſe ye tote Maries part, that 
he ſignifyed , howe of his owne voluntarie wyll he hould dye. Foz our 
Load Jeſus moſte couetedto haue all folke induced to beleue: not that by 
copulſion of man, but by his own good aduiſement , he ſhou!d ſuffer death 
fo the ſaluacion of man, euen as he would and when he would. Gzudae ye 
not(ſapeth he) at this womans obſequtouſneſſe and benetite towards me. 
This coſte is not loſt, but thts honoz is dooen — againſt p —

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of my buriyng, whiche honoz this woman doth now pzeuentyng the thing, 
for than hall there lacke wherwith to anopnte.Pou do fudge well of me 0 
be yng alyue J haue al wap refuſed ſuche pleſant thynges , pet J wyll that 
my death and burtal be cumly and honotable:do not haue enuye at this mp 
honoꝛ, whiche is beſtowed on me, that ſhall ſhoztely departe hence. Pe ſhal 

haue alway with you readye at your hande, great plentie of theſe common 
ſort of pooꝛe men: whoſe nede pe mape ſuctout.pe ſhal haue me but a whyle, 
And becaufe many of Jeruſalem came muche to Bethanta by reaſon of the 
nynelle,and bicauſe Lazarus, in that he was a notable and a tiche man, and 
therby knowen to many, ( but pet was he themoze knowen thzough þ fame 
of the late doen miracle: )it was not bnknowe abzode that Jeſꝰ was at Be- 
thanta, And anon verie many came thyther oute of the citye thicke and thꝛe⸗ 
folde, partly to ſe Jeſug (whoſe fame and renowme, the myꝛacle that was 
ſo notable, dyd muche encreaſe,)partly alſo they came toſe Lazarus,whom 
they hearde to be rayſed fro death to life. The curioſitie that is naturally 
uen to inan,cauſed them thus to do. Moꝛouet, enuy and deſpite againſt Je 
ſus had ſo blynded the mpndes of the pꝛieſtes and the phariſeis , that it dyd 
not ſuffice their malice to put Jeſꝰ to death. but they fel in deuice alſo how 
to make Lazar? away,againſt who they could lap no coulour oz lykclthode 
of any fault. They had caſt out of their ſynagog the blind maͤ, becauſe he did 
boldly defend Jeſug glozy amongthem:now their enup was growen to ſu⸗ 
che maltce,that they wer in mynde to kyll Lazarus,a ma, of great eſtimatiõ 
and power, ot whom they wer neuer by any wo2d oꝛ dede pꝛouoked a offens 
ded, and againſt who they could not imagin any thyng: and kyll bim would 
they foz nothyng els, but bicauſe many Jewes beyng moued with ſo many- 
— mpꝛacle, did fall awaye from the phariſeis conſptracte,and beleued in

ctyto HoſannazbliTeo is he that in the name of the Lozdclameth kyng of Jſracl aud ge⸗ 
ſus got a pong alle, and (at theton as it is wziteen;fearc not daughter of Son, behold [hy 
kyug cummeth ſittyng on an alles colt. 

0 But the day folowyng: when as a great route of men, ( whiche wer aſſem- 

dled at Jeruſalẽ᷑ becauſe of the feaſtfull da pe, ) had knowledge that he wold 
leaue Bethania and cum to Jeruſalem, to do him honoꝛ came they to meete 
hym w bꝛaunches cut offr6 Þ palme trees, wherwith they ſtrawed the way 
that he ſhould goe by. Foz of this tree wer theyꝛ garlandes made that gate 
victoꝛye, and it was a tree perteynyng to trpumphes, ol way grene,long and 
hie, hard to beclymed vp vpon: but of a pleaſaunt ſwete frute, and bya cer» 
tayn peculiar power of nature it ryſeth vp agaynſte the weight and burdẽ p 
is layed vpon it. And that ſaying whiche is wztitten in the Pſalmes.Olana, 
pꝛaiſe and honoz be to him that being loked foz of vs, cummeth in the name 
of the Loꝛde, was cryed bp aloude, like as the people is wont to publiſhe a 
witnes a common iope. Jeſus alſo(euer betoꝛe this tyme bearyng a ful low 
ſayle, and a contemner of woꝛldly glozp, ) was than contente to cum to Jes 
tuſalẽ with a new ſolemne poztely Chew. Foz after he had gotten vnto hym 
an aſſe, he rode vpon her, where as befoze he was wount to walke his tour- 
neyes on foote,partly to teache his how vayne is the honoz of this woꝛlde, 
partely to ratitie that whiche Eſate pꝛophecied of htm:foz it is e

not daughter of Syon,beholdthy kyng cummeth to the,mecke and gentle, 
fpttyng vpon thecolteof an aſſe. Suche a pompe certainly becùmeth well p

C g vete thynges vndertodenot dis diſciples at Þ firſt,but whan Jeſus was gloz{fyey 


then rememb2eo they that ſuche thinges wer wiltten ot bim, and that ſuche thynges they 
had doen vnto dym. Thc pcoplc that was with dym when de called Lazarus oute of his 
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graue and rayſed dym trom death, bare tecoꝛde. Therfozc mette gym the people alſo be- 
cauſe they heard that be dad done ſuche a miracle. 


The apoſtles verily at that ſeaſon vnderſtode not theſe thinges,ſuppoſing 
them to be doe by caſualtie.but after that Jeſus thzough death, though his 
reſurreccion,and by ſendyng doun the holy ghoſt was glozified,than cofer - 
ryng the thyng that was doen with the woꝛdes ofthe pꝛophetes they well 
perceiucd that the wozdes which the people cried out aloud,and alſo ß thing 
that he thus cummyng did, was waitten of hym. Fox there wer lum whiche 
loked foz ſuche a kyng as woꝛldly kinges be.Chziſtes pleaſure was to haue 
thoſe mens erpectacton derided, declaryng that the kyngdom of the ghoſpell 
doth not conſiſt and ſtand in the aide + detenſes ofthis wozld, vut in meeke- 
nes, ⁊ heauenly doctrine. This great ⁊ notable affeccion that was in p peo- 
ple tame ot thoſe mes ſtirryng # pzouocacio whiche had of late been pꝛeſent 
alitle befoze at Bethania, when the Lozd Jeſus tayſed Lazarus out of his 
graue, and ſo they made relacion ofthat thyng whiche thep law with they 
iyes.to other. And therof tame it that ſuche a pꝛeaſe ofpeople came foozthto 
mete Jeſus,becauſe they had learned of the Þ ſaw it, how that this wonde - 
tous miracle, ſuche one as had neuer been heard ol nce the beginning of the 
woꝛlde, was wꝛought by him. And accoꝛdyng as the thyngbzought with it 
in open apparaunce,a certain godly power ſo had he ſuche honour geue vn- 
to hym, as was neuer geuen to any pꝛophet. 


C de phatiſeis ther toꝛe ſaid among themſclfcs:percepue pe how we pꝛeuay le nothyng? 
be hold all the whole woꝛld gocth after hym. There wer certayn Grekes amonges theym 
that came to wut or pet the feaſt, theſame came therkoze ro Þbthip(whiche was of Berhz 
ſaida a citie in Baliic)and deſpzed dim, ſaying:Stir we weuld fame lc Jeſus, Philip cam 
and colde Andꝛew. And agayn Andzew and Philip colde Jeſus, 


That thing dꝛoue the mindes ofthe pꝛieſtes and phariſeis almoſt into deſpe 
racion:neyther do they tepet the of their wicked enterpꝛiſe, but there was 
a ſpiteful mutteryng emog the, and they ſaid: ye perceiue that w al our craf- 
ty policies + deuices againſt him, we go nothig fozwardin our purpoſe, but 
p moze we do reſiſt, tie moꝛe doth his auctoꝛitte floʒiſh,⁊ the moꝛe earneſtly 
doth Þ people fauout him. Be toꝛe this he had but few diltiples, dehold now 
the whole woꝛld falleth fr6 vs to him, inlomuche p now it is ſũwhat daun⸗ 
gerouſe foz bs, openly to ateſt gym. The vngraciouſe phatiſeis had this cõ 
municacion to thintent they might therby ſtirre and pꝛouoke eche one an o⸗ 
ther to ſet on,andſodepnly to tum vpon the 102d Jeſus vb moe ſuccoure and 
greatter guyles:wherfoze they did not atchieue and accompliſh this milche 
nouſe act,befoze they had the graund conſent of the phariſeis, the ſcribes,the 
pꝛieſtes and p ancient te wlats, the people alſo(as in dede their mynd is vn» 
touſtant) deyng inflamed with theſame fury and wicked mynde, yea a with 
qe the viceroyes auctozitie:nepther pet without deccitful crafr bzought 

withall vy Judas the traytout. The people notwithſtandyng,didy tune 


lo fauour Jeſus, that the Gentiles alſo whiche foz religion ſake came to Je-

ruſalem there to pꝛap, muche deſired to le *

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The renerence of that temple was ſo great, that out of farre coſitreis many 
went thytyer of deuocton to ſerue god, and fo; religion ſake . Uerely from 
that tyme,a certain likelyhood of a thyng to be, was ſhewed . that is to wit 
that the Gentiles beyng befoze Jdolaters,ſhould haue recourſe and tum to 
be of Chꝛil es churche(wherof that temple at Jeruſalem bare the fygure)# 
Goutde loupngly embzace Jeſus with due religion, whom the Pharyſeys 
retected, Theſe folke therfoze beyng very deſirouſe to ſe Jeſus, of who they 
had heard ſo wonderful thynges,yet they wer baſhful,and with hamfaſts 
neſſe letted to apꝛoche vnto him:foz in dede they coueted not only as he pal⸗ 
ſed by, lightly toſe hym in the thong, dut alſo to ſalute hym, and to heate hi 
ſpeake nere hande:theſe perſons Jſay,do cum to Phtlip,to whom (dy rea- 
ſon of nighneſle of countrey,foz he was bozne in Bethſatda a titie in Galy⸗ 
le ofthe Gentyles)they wer knowen: and their cummpng to hym was, that 
he would make them wayein to Jeſus. Foz they gaueknowlage that they 
wer very deſirouſe to ſe Jeſus. Nbilyp bꝛate the mattet to Indzewe : they 
beyng compantons of one citte.Foz Andzewe was of greatter aucthozitye 
with the Lozde,becauſe he was kyꝛſt of all called. They both therfoze went 
to Jeſus,and declared vnto him that certain folke there was, not Jewes, 

. but Gentyles, whiche out of meaſure delpꝛed to ſe hym,if he would vouch- 
ſafe to admitte them. 


The texte And Jeſus anſwered them, ſaying: The boure is cum that the ſonne of manne muſte 
be gloztticd. Uerily verily J ſap vnto pou, ercept the wheat coꝛne fall into the grounde, 
and dye, it bidcth alone; It it dye, it bzingerh furth muche frutc. De that loucth bis lyte, 
Wall deſtrope it, and de that dateth bis lyte in this wozld, Mall kepe it vnto lyte cternall, 


But when Jeſus was certifyed by his diſciples that the heathen alſo lõged 

to le hym, when as ſo leudely he was contemned of the pharileis, and pie ⸗ 

ſtes,vpon thts occaſion he began to open his death to his diſciples,4 what 

great frnte it ould bzyng,not onely to the Jewes ,but tv allthe woꝛld:foʒ 

bicauſe in lyke maner as the miracle, ot ratſpng vp Lazarus,alone did dzaw 

and pꝛouoke not onely many Jewes, but alſo Gentyles to his loue, ſo ſhuld 

his death and reſurreccton moue and dꝛawe al the coutreys of p hole wozld, 

. Than Jeſus gaue anſwere to his difciples that ſhewed him the godly mind 
and affeccton of the heathen, and ſaid : pe dyd heare the Jewes ſape with a 

loude voyce:bleſſed is he that cummeth in the name of the Lozd.Pe ſe þ GEs 

tyles dꝛaw to me with lyke deſire,and why; Betauſe now the tyme is nygh 

that whan the phatiſeis beleueth that the ſonne of man ſhall be vttetiye ex⸗ 

tincte, than ſhall he be moſt glozifyed with all nactong of the wozlde. It is a 

new kynd of glozy, and by anew wap mult it be gotten. 'J beyng altue, haue 

dꝛawen fewe to me: but when J am dead, my fame ſhalbe ſpzed abzode,and 

dꝛawe mo than my bodily pꝛeſente hath doen, pe be loth to heare of death, 

pet take that foz moſte ſute, vnles the wheat coꝛne be caſt into the grounde, 

Execcpte eve. and beryng buryed there, dooe rotte and dye, it ſhall bzyng fozth no frutte, 
tente tie hut it only alone, abideth ſafe:But if it be dead and lye buried in the groid,

After our Loꝛd Jeſus had thus pꝛaped, lytte bp into heas 
uen,the voice of the father came from heauen ſaying : J baue glozifyed my 
name, and will after this moze excellentip ſet it foozth. Foz alredy his name 
thozough ſo many myzacles was wared great and muche knowen among 
men by his ſonne, but moſt chiefly by raiſyng Lazarus from death to lyfe. 
And ſonc after would he augment the glozy of his name in all the natiõs of 
the woꝛlde, by the croſſe, by the reſurreccton, and by the aſcen vp into 
beauen,by ſendyng doun of the holy ghoſt, and by the p his apo⸗ 
ſtles. Pozeouer the route of people which Rode not farre of, whe they heard 
the voyce that came down from heauen, decauſe they toke litle hede:neither 
was it euident to them vnto whom that voyte did appertayne . that cumpa- 
ny ot people( I lay) agreed not in their opinions ot the thyng. Foz ſum dyd 
inter pꝛetate the voyce that they thought they heard to be a thunder, foz the 
voice came out of the cloudes. Sum agatne did tnterpzetate the thyng moze 
fauourably,ſaping:ſum aungel dyd ſpeake bnto hym. 

But Jeſus to make theym take moze heede,andalſoto put awaye from 
him all ſuſpicion of praiſe, ſapeth:this voice whiche is neyther noyſe of thuͤ⸗ 
dꝛe, noꝛ voice of angel, but the voice of which hath heard my pꝛat 
ers, came not foz me who knowe in my ſelfe my fathers mynde, but it is tũ 
fo: vou:that ye mape bnderſtande that my father and J doe agre, and that 
whatſoeuer I do, he beyng the authour, J do it foz pout ſaluacion ſake. pou 
haue heard what my father hath pzomyled as touchyug mp death. Rowe 
Goztly muſt ele 


oz rather tirannie of this woꝛlde, and though ſynne hath hytherto kept all 
them tn death, whiche lone this wozld. Now is the cauſe of the whole woꝛld 
dꝛawen into judgement, but falſchood beyng tepꝛoued, truethſhallcum to 
light; Ind whiles the pꝛince of the woꝛlde, the authour of deathe, thynketh 
hymſeif a conquerour, he ſhall tough death be put from his tyzannie. Foz 
all men ſhall be pardonedtheirſinnes h fayth of the goſpell. Sinne 
once taken awaye , the tyꝛauntes fozce and ſtrenth is qualled, who is vas 
liant and mightie in no other wepon laue ſinne onely. And as he chat ſhall 
thynke hymſelfe to haue the bictoꝛye (hall ſodaynely be expelled his kyug⸗ 
dome; ſo J, that hall be thought veterlye made awaye, Ibeliftedvp 
from the earth, wil dzawe all thynges on euery ſyde vnto me, ol right chal⸗ 
lengyng that thyng vnto me. whiche hytherto he hath keptein po by 
tyzannte. Furthermoze in that Chziſte ſaped: 3ohen J ſhall be lift vp from 
the earth, (becauſe the ſaying was doubefull , and pet tight fitte to ex pꝛeſſe 
the thyng,) he woulde what kynde of deathe he ſhould dye. Foz they 
that are hanged vp vpon a croſſe, hang vp on hye that all men may ſee them 
a farre of; And he gaue them withall a pztuey warnyng oftye olde ſtozpe, 
whiche ſheweth that a bzaſen ſerpent , beyng a figure of Chʒiſte, and ſet vp 
bpon a hye pole, dyd geue to al them that behelde it, though it wer afar of, 
pzeſent helpe agayuſt che moztall woundes of ſerpentes. 


The pcople anſwered hym: We daue beard out of the late þ Lh21lt bideth tuer: # howe he tette. 


ſaiſt thou, the ſonnt of man mud de lyfre vp, who is that ſonne of man? Then Jeſus ſayde 
parochem:yer & littie whyle is che ligt with you. Walke woyte pe haue light, leafte tde 
darkencs cum on you. De that walkecrh alſo in the darke, woteti not whythcr be gocth. 
Dor ie pe yaue lyghte,beleuc on the light, that ye may be the childzen ot the lygbe. 

Ind pet were there lum in that aſſemblye of people, whiche dyd contecte 
(becauſe of the fozeſpeakyng of death)that he had ſpoken ofthe toꝛmente of 
the troſſe. And thervpon they ſtoode —— he was not Meſſias 
whiche publiſhed þ hymſeit ould dye: wheras Scripture geuety ro Mei⸗ 
ſias power and a kyngdome eternall.Foz thus wziteth Daniell: His power 
is an enerlaſtyng power, whiche hall not be taken away:and his kyngdom 
ſhall temayne foz euer. And agapne Micheas the Pzophete ſpeaketh thus: 
His outgoyng hath been fr6 the beginnyng,andfrom euerlaſtyng . Alſo E⸗ 
ſate ſapeth: And there halbe no ende of his peace.Peaand mozeouer the pꝛo⸗ 
phecie of thepſalmes doth pꝛomiſe him a perpetual pzieſthod,ſaying: Thou 
art a pꝛieſt fox euer after the oꝛder of Pelchiſedeck, Than ſay they therfoze: 
Me knowe by the lawe, that when hall tum, he wall abyde and 
continue fo2 euer. What meaneth it therfoze that thou ſapcſt,it ſhall tum to 
paſſe that the ſoonne of manne ſhall be lyfte vp from the earth-but and pt to 
be lift vp from the earth be to dye, and pf thou wylte haue the ſonne of mine 
(ſo often as thou ſpeakeſt of hym)to be taken foz the thy ſelf , eyther ſhalte 
— dye, oz els that ſonne of man is not Meſſias, yt the pꝛophecpe ſape 


Wel becauſe theſe ſaſynges wer ſpoken ol malice, Jeſus made no aun⸗ 
ſwere to them. Uerelp, he might haue anſwered that he was not onelp mi, 
but alſo God, and that he ſhould of truthe dye, as concernyng his naturall 
mans bodte, but pet ſo that it hould ſoone ryſe agapne, noꝛ pet ſhouldthat 
death let the petpetuitie of his kyngdome, becauſe it ſhoulde not be woꝛld⸗ 


ly, but a ſpirituall kyngdome, But neyther dydthey vaderſtande wy —

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ſterieg, noꝛ yet was there opoꝛtunitie to declare them openly. He doeth one⸗ 
lycouncell them, that( ſettyng aparte all blyndeneſſes of hert) they woulde 
ceaſe their ctying out on the trueth that was cum to lyght, ſpectallye ſeyng 
that it houlde within a whyle be taken awaype. Not that the lyghte of the 
goſpell chould euer be thzoughly abolyſhed, but that they ſhoulde not after 
this heare of his own mouthe vis doctrine, _ hym woozke any my2a- 
cles. whiche myght geue them ſight to le theyz kolye. a repent them of it: yet 
a litle whyle (ſayth he) is the lyghte with vs. Wherkoze, while pe haue this 
lygyt,walke ye, and amende ſith there is good cauſe, leaſt the lyghte beyng 
ſodatnly taken awaye,darke nyghte tum on you , and than pe deſyze all in 
vayne, the thyng that is taken from you : whiche nowe beyng offered vneo 
you, ye do contemne. Who lo foloweth the blynde affeccions of his own 
mynde, walketh in darkneſſe,and knoweth not whither he gocth:and whi⸗ 
les he beleueth that he doeth well and godlye, be falleth intodeathe. J am 
the light of the woꝛlde: who lo beleueth in me, al not erte 0zſwarue from 
the trueth. The childzen of darkeneſſe flyeth from the lighte, vohile you thers 
foze haue lyght,beleue on the light, that ye may be ſeene the childze of light,

E Theſe thynges ſpake Jeſus, and departed and dyd himſelf from them. But though 
de dad doen ſo many miracles de toꝛe them, yet belcaed not they on bym4rbat the Caping of 


the P20pyete Eſatas might be fultitied, whiche he ſpake;Lozd who all beleue our (ap; 
ing? and to whom is the atme of the Lozd declared. 


Jeſus ſpake no moze to them at that tyme, [eaſt he Mould the moze pꝛo⸗ 
uoke the futie of them. whom he kne we to be very pꝛone vnto all myſchiefe, 
but he wet thence, and hidde hymſeil krom them, and ſo woulde he thoughe 
his abſence and with ſilence their cruel woodnes, and therewithall 
admoniſhtng vs by the way, that(accozding to his exaumple)as oft as we 
haue to do with wtlfull perſous, and that there is no hope to do them good, 
we than ought to geue place foz a tyme, leaſt not onely we do them no good 
at all, but alſo make other the wurſe.Foz what is moze to be lamented, thi 
the myndes of thoſe Jewes - Foz where as our Lozde Jeſus, thozougb ſo 
many, ſo cleare , andſo woonderfull miracles wzoughte befoze their iyes, 
ougut to haue bzought them molt ſurely to haue beleued his ſapinges , yet 
did they ſtande ſtifly in their vabeltefe, no doubte but tuen blynded with 
enupe, hatred, ambicion, auarice, and other bngractouſe concupiſcence of 
the mynde. Ind euen ſo Eſay long ago dyd pꝛophecie that ſum ſuche ould 
be, ſaying: Loꝛde who hath beleued our woꝛdes, and to whom is the arme 
of the Loꝛde opened - Uerecly, therfoze thep dyd not lee the power of God 


tn Jeſus his doynges, becauſe beyng blynded with their malice,they dyd

C Therfoze could they not beleut, becauſe that Eſaias ſapth againe: De bath blynded 
thetr iyes, and hath yardencd their hatt, that they Would not ſc with their es, and leſte 
they could vndcrſtand with their herte,and ſhould be conuerted, and 3 ſhould heale tht. 
Suche tyrnges ſaid Eſaias, when he ſaw his glozy and (pat of dym.

Pet fox all thts, theſe mens bnbelefe did not exclude the ſaluacion of o⸗ 
ther that did beleue: foz many gaue fayth to Jeſus,not onely ofthe vulgar 
people, but of the nobles alſo. But neuertheles, the men of wurſhip durſt 
not confeſſe the fayth openly, foz fear of the Phariſeys, whiche had made 
a decree, that who ſo euer did confeſſehym ſelle to be a diſciple of Teſus , 
hould be excommunicate and thzuC out of the ſinagogue.Ouer this,thoſe 
whiche haue pꝛeeminence in the wozlde,ignominte trketh them muche. Foz 
as pet they fayth was not table and perfite, but notwithſtandyng that, 
it was foz that tyme. a good be g of an eudgelicall mynde, to thinke 
wel ol Jeſus:though fear and letted them to de we it furth, 
Enuie d ſum, couetouſnes letted other, and otherſum did am bicion 
hinder why they did not with an hole herte cleaue to Chziſt,foz whoſe ſake 
all thynges ate to be contemned, But becauſe the holy goſte, whiche coꝛro⸗ 
bozateth a man towardes the „ wag not yet geuen, many beleued 
fearfully, as pet ſettyng moze by mans glozye than Gods. To be hiely plas 
cedinthe was honozable among men, but to be reiecte out of þ 

foz Chziſte ſake, is honour and pꝛapfe befoze God, 
in me that be ol nature weake, ſoone obtepneth loꝛ· 
geueneſſe. Howbeit,thoſe whiche wet ſo blinded with euill deſires, þ with 
8 wicked conſcience they ſpake againſt Chziſte, turned away the people fro 
him ,layed ſnares foz hym, ⁊ ouer that craftilyſought his death, it is nede⸗ 
full ( Iſape) that thoſe petiſhe, bicauſe they would not be ſaued.

_Cm—e whome he knew would ve muche diſcumfited with 
the death of their maiſter) againſt the ſtoꝛme that was imminent and nye 
at hande,and thzoughly to pull out of thepz myndes thoſe peſtilfces wic he 
cozrupteth the ſincetitte of the 1. that is to ſaye, enupe, hatred, pzyde, 
amdicion, and graffe in them a contrary to theſe: detlating therm 
the tokens of pcrfite charitie, whoſe exaumple and ſteppes they ſhoùlde fo⸗ 
lowe in louing eche other mutually, hewyng alſo the maner of ſuch meke⸗ 
neſſe and humulitie, as hath not been hearde of, whereby one oulde pꝛe⸗ 
nent an other ſembleably with mutuall deuetues. Therfoze the dape be⸗ 
loze Eaſter whiche the Hebzues (as was ſaped befoze) did call Phaſe,that 
ts toſaye,a paſſe ouer,fo;aſmuche as oux Lozde fr6 whom nothyng 
was hid, knewe the tyme now to bee at hande, when as hymſelfe,aunſwes 
ting to the name ol that feaſtfull day, ſhould paſſe out ot this wozlde, and 
go agatne to his fathet, from whence he came: ſeyng he had alwapes loued 
vis Apoſt les, whom he had ſpecially choſen to hym ſelf as his familiates # 
rendes, whiche ſhould not pet depart out of the wozlde, but ſhould haue a 
great and long battatil with the woꝛlde, he did declare his continuall loue 
and chatitie towardes them.

to make a league of frendeſhip y ould neuer by any meanes die betwene 
bs, although he knewe well inough that Judas Jſcartoth by the ſugs 


geſtion of the deiutll,already went about tobetraye hym, that he might be 
taken of the Jewes: whiche mynde of Judas, the peſtilence of couctouC- 
neſſe had ſo poſſeſſed, that he could not be called backe from his vngractouſe 
wicked dede, fo all the great gentilneſſe and mildeneſſe ol his maiſter to⸗ 
wardes hym: aud ſeyng Jeſus knewe alſo that his father woulde ſuffer 
none of thoſe thynges to periſhe whiche he had deliuered hym to kepe, and 
was well aſſured that hym ſelf (ould ſhoꝛtely goe to his father, fro whece 
he came, yet becauſe he would veteriy pull oute of his diſciples mindes, all 
ambicioule deſtre,he riſeth fro ſupper, meat beyng already ſet vpon the ta⸗ 
ble, and laying aſyde his vpper garmentes, whercby hem in every 
condicion ſhewe the ſimilitude ofaſeruaunte,he tooke atowell and girded 
hymlſelf with it, furthwith he himſelfpowzed water into the baſen,audta- 
king vpon hym the moſte vile and abtecte office after the woꝛldes eſtima⸗ 
tion, he began to wache his diſciples feete. The Hebzues in dede did accu- 
ſtomably beſtow this maner of ſeruice vpon their geaſtes and frendes, but 
pet this thing that Chziſte did was not onely an exaumple of perfite hum⸗ 
bleneſſe,but alſo had in ita figute of a miſticall meanyng: that is to ſaye , 
how that they whiche Gould pzepare themſelfes to the oſtice of pꝛeachyng 
the goſpell,and would be partakers of che table ofthe Lozde, ought to be 
molt pure from all earthly a amotwithtanding none (ould attetn 
this puritie vnleſſe our Lozd Jeſus with his Gould wipe away 
all the filthineſe of our inlucmitie, who onely was without al ſpot , # who 
alſo beyng very man wag after ſuche a ſoꝛte wn ne men,that 
he tratned fozth the whole courſe of his life without any ſpot of carnalitie.

There tote when Peter did greatly deſire to be 
delyueredfrom this doubtfull care, andtoknowe aſſuredly who he was 
that went aboute ſo great a as one that woulde not haue ſuffred 
hym to haue ſit emong them at that durſt not he hymſelt de butſy 
co alſke Jeſus who was that traptour, whom de aduertiſed them of; but 
he beckened to acertaine diſctpie,to demaunde of Jeſus, who was the man 
he ſpake of: whiche diſciple the Loꝛde loued intietip, and vſed familtarlye, 
and at that ſame tyme he leaned vp6 the lozdeg beſte, by reaſon of whiche 
kynde dealyng and familier handlyng of hym, the man did mourne, a was 
halte dead becauſe the Loꝛdes death was at hande: but the Loꝛde did com» 
forte and recreate hym.

Foz whoſoever continucth (till ioyned to 
me, hauyng me lykewile ioyned to hym, and liuyng by my ſpirite, that per⸗ 
ſon thzough my fachers inſpiracion, bꝛingethj foꝛthj frute plenteouſlye, gay- 
nyng fozhimſelf eternal ſaluacion,andcauſing god, fo whoſe ſake al thin⸗ 
ges be dogen,to be glozifyedamonges men, Jud his glozye is my glozy, by 
whom it hath pleaſed hym liberally to geue al that he geueth men,to the at- 
cepnpng of eternallſaluacion.

But yf any bꝛaunche do thzough his own 
faulte pul himſelt backe again from me, he not onely bzingeth koꝛth no fruite 
at all,butlyke as an vnpꝛokitable bzanche,whe it is cut of with a hzeadyng 
hocke, withereth, a afterward beyng gathered vp with other twigges that 
be h2ed ol, is caſt into the fire to burne,ſo theſame bzaunche deſtitute of my 
moiſtuxe a ſpitite, dieth ſpiritually although he liue bodily.

The diſciples beyng with this ſaping reſtraynedand ſtayed fr fightyng, 
the menne of watte and thetr capifapne with the miniſters alto whomethe 
byſhops and Phariſeis ſent to thenumbze, thetr wicked yi: 
des vpon Jelus, and ledde hym kalt vound as a mal : p 
Annas, Caipbas father in law. Catphag verily was the hye that 
pere, thertoꝛe they ird Jeſus from Annas houſe to Caiphas, ot who it was 
lpoken befoze, that whyles other wer perplered and in doubtee what was 
to be doen with Jeſus, he beeyng ( koꝛ the office ſake that he bare) inſpyꝛed 
with the ſpirite of pꝛophetie, counſapled that in any caſe Jeſus ould final: 
ly ſuffer deathe, becauſe it was ſoerpedientfoz all folke that the health and 
ſaluacion ofthe people ſhould be recouered and redemed with the deathe of 
one mau. Jeſus therefoze was led vnto Innas father in la we firſt to fede 
his tyes a ſight that was wiſhed and loged foz:alfo that de myght be 
eramtued in this mans houſe, it they could find any lykelyhood of any fault 
in hym. Fo: although they had ſuche hertes, ag could haue 
been contente to haue murthered thepz owne parentes, pet foz feare of the 
people,and ofthe proceed ates — yp cer coulour of 
taſtice, vut Gods pꝛudente turned ſubtill crafte ofman , into the 
giozye of his tonne. Foz whyleſt he ts thus taken, thus led from Annas to 
Catphas,from Caipbas to Ptlate, rom Pilat to Herode, and backe agayn 
from Herode fo Pilate, whiles he ig examined of many.a ot many matters 
accuſed, he made them al witneſſes # confeſſours of his innocencte, yea they 


that wer his enemies. Ind vertly therr ig no moze certain teſtimonye of 2

notentie then that whiche tracth foꝛti ti ont of an enemy. How lyttle equi- 
tie did they ſhewe mete foz a dichop / They bought the betraying of an inno⸗ 
tente with money, they ateſted and toke a naked mi without armour, with 
a bande of armed men byꝛed foꝛ that purpoſe, they bounde hym that made 
no teſiſtaunte, but that he had onely ſhe wed great lykelyhood how greatr 
bis power was in caſe he would haue vſed it, and willingly gane hymſeff 
vntothem: they ledhymnot to a iudge, dut to an ennemp, as men auaun⸗ 
tyng them ſelfes of they pꝛa yr, and there finally ſought they foꝛ a faulte to 
be layedagainſt hym, when as the cquirte enen of pzopbane lawes wil no 
man to be atreſted except firſt a man be moſte hated foz his naughtines, # 
ſo burdened with a faulte. 


CAnd Stmon Peter folowed Jeſus,and [fo did an ofher diſciple: that diſciple was The texte. 


knowen vato the dye p:1icſte, and went in with Je ſus into the palace of the byte pueſte. 
But Peter noode at The doo:c — — Then weute out that other oiſcinle whicye was 
knowen vnto rye bye nut ſte, and ſpake to the damſecl chat kept the dooꝛc, aud brought 


in Peter. Then the dam ſeli tat keptre the dooze vnto Perer, acre not thou alſo one 
ot this manncs diſciples? de ſaped; Jam not. The ſctuauntt s aud the miniſters Ntoode 
there which dad made a fire of coales, tos it was cold, and they warmed thcm(cifes. Þe- 
ter alſo n oo among them, and warmed him. 
Now then when Jeſus was bzought thither,that is to Caiphas, Sy- 
mon Peter that he was fozvid figytyng.neucrtheleſſe ha? 
yet ſum confidence in his owe ſtregtij folowed Jeſus, aud a ccrtato 
alder diſciple with hym: euen the ſame that a liteli befoze leanedon Jeſus 
bꝛeaſt at ſupper tyme. This diſciple becauſe he was knowen te the biſhop, 
was bold in truſte of that knowledge , to go into the palace with Jeius. 


Peter bicauſe he was not knowen, durſte not folowe them iuto the palace, +147: 


but tatyed at the dooze without, in the mrane tyme muche ſwaruing from without, 


that bold ſa Iwill venter my lyfe koz thee, Ind yet ſum manlineſſe ces 
mained in hym fot all that. Fozit came of loue that he durſt ſiill folowe vn⸗ 
to the dooze,ſeeyng the reſte ol his krlowes ſtattet them ſelfes abzode eche 
one a ſrat wap, tut in that he durſt not go in, was a ftate, and did pꝛonoſti⸗ 
tate that he chould ſoone after denye his Loꝛde. Howbtit that other diſci⸗ 
ple petteyuing that Peter folowed not, ſpake tothe damſell that kepte the 
doore to take in him whiche ſtoode at the dooze without. And wẽ mayde 
had let hym in che behelde Petet, and thought che chould knowe hym: both 
betauſe ſhe had ſerne him in Jeſus cumpanp, and ſpectally becauſe he was 
tommaunde d to be bought in of hym whom the knewe to be Jeſus diſci⸗ 
ple. Ind therfoze ſhe ſayed vnto Peter: Att not thou alſo this mans diſci⸗ 
ple whiche is now taken and bzought in hyther- At this voice ofa woman 
of ſmal reputation, whiche yet pꝛetended no kynde of crueltie oz thyng to 
be feared: ſeeyng ſhe copared Peter with whom the did not appeache 
noꝛ violently handle, and knewe hym to be Jeſug diſciple ,4ſonamed Yes 
ſus vato hym, callyng hym tn ſuche loꝛt a man as though che had rather pi⸗ 
tied him then diſmayed hym: Peter, J ſay,foz all thts ſodainly fozgetting al 
thinges whiche Jeſus had ſo oft repered vnto him, and foꝛgettyng alſo his 
ov ne out elle, denyed that he was Jeſus diſciple. And euen this is 
the tirſte pzofefſion of them that bre deſirouſe to moꝛʒtiſe them ſelfeg in p.in⸗ 
tes houles: berily to dene Chꝛiſt, that is to ſay the trueth. Ind wha Pe⸗

Now the biſhop Caiphas to ſhewe ſum ſemblaunce of rightfull iudge⸗ 
ment, but yet his intent was to gather ſumwhat of Jeſug ſundzie aunſwe⸗ 
reg, that he might charge htm withall as a man fault p, and therfoze he ques 
ſtioned with Jeſus of his diſciples, what maner of men they were, whencs 
he had them, and to what purpoſe he had gatheredſuche a cumpany toge⸗ 
ther,yea and alſo what he ſecretly Ro owbeit Jeſus knowyng 
that he dyd not demaunde theſe qu of a —— mynde to 
knowe the trueth, but deceptefully to hunte out ſumth hym wooꝛthy 
blame, and to geat octaſion withall how to harme bis diſaples,whome he 
would pet ſhould be in ſafegarde, Jeſus Jſap,knowtng this, made no auns 
were to the Byſhoppes wylie and tratteroule intertogacions, but banylſ- 
cheth the teſttmonye ofyimſelf and his, and ſendeth them to the commõ ces 
porte,and allo to the recozde — — — certaintie fog 
the innocfte,and ſapeth vnto the biſhop: W Hy thou me what J baue 
taught my diſctples ſecretely oʒ in hugger mugger- Py doctrine hath not 
been ſedictouſe no2 ſecrete. J haue p to the bzode wozld. That 
whiche I haue taught, I haue alway taught it in your Synagogues. J 
haue in the temple the holy dayes in place and tyme moſt no⸗ 


ria teſoꝛte. Ind I haue ſpokennothyng in pztuttie 02 cozners whiche ſame 
thyng J durſt not teache openly. Full otten hath the people and P hatiltys 
fo.heard me. Why then doeſt thou nowe aſke me ol ſuche a maner of docs 
trine as ould be taught by ſlelth and very pꝛiuely ? But rather aſke them, 
that haue heard me teache openly. Theyz recozd ſhall be of moze certaintye 
whiche hath with me no familiar acquatataunce, yea of who ſum doe hate 
me.

dow peruerſe the iudgemẽtes of the woꝛld be. Fo2 our Lozde Jeſus which 
behaued hym ſelf molt mekely againſt al inturtes,beyngno where ſo (harp 
as againſt them that vader the pzetence ofreligio barke and wozke againſt 
true religion, toke not the blow without repliyng in wooꝛdes, whiche yet 
endured the croſſe and made no woozdes therat. The biſhop ſate in aucto- 
ritie; Jeſus beyng bounde was examined, here loe was a face of a iudge⸗ 
ment. Indoftrueth befoze a tempoꝛal iudge deyng but an Heathen, he that 
is accuſed hal be heard to ſay foz him ſelf. Here now befoze a biſhop a blow 
was geuen fo2 makyng one aunſwere,andthe blow to was geut hym that 
afterward ould be tudge of the quicke and the dead.

ges to miſtruſte his owe ſtrength, a to depende of his Loꝛdes onely ayde 
 luccour. Now therefoze aftet that Jeſus had been all the nigute long till 
the moꝛnyng early,in examinacion befoze Caiphag,noz no fauite coulde be 
founde in hym, wherfoze he ought to be called foz,and to be arrained bpon 
lyte and death, they haue hym out of biſhop Caiphas houſe, and leade hym 
to Pilate the loꝛde pzeſtdente, to thentent they might charge hym, and diſ- 
chat ge them ſelkes of the hatted that they ſhould bee in foi ſheadyng of in⸗ 
nocente bloud. And euen g bounde as he toode, Jeſus was led by the 
hy2zed ſouldiers into the pzeſidentes hall. Howbeit the Jewes 
them lelfeg went not into the houſe of tudgement, leaſte they ould be pol⸗ 
re- 
tyng wheroft goe pure and cleane, ana peruerſe res 
ligion be pe ſure,conſideryng that they them ſelfes to be contami- 
nate and ſuſpended with the harmeleſſe houſe of the pzeſident, becauſe he 
was a Gentile and no Jewe, when as them ſelles by manp craftes wente 
about and deniſed a mans death, that had doen nothyng amiſſe, yea that 
had many wayes doen well and deletued muche good at cheyz handes. 

¶ d ilate then went out vnto them and ſayed: what accuſacion b1yng pe agetaſte this 
man:? Thcy aunſweted and ſayed vnro dym: Af de wer not an etuill doer, we woulde not 
baue delyucted dym vnto rye. Then ſayde Pilate vato cheym* Take ye bym, and iudge 
bym aticc your owut lawe. The Acwes thct tote Caped bnto bym: It is not lawfull tos 
vs to put auy man to deaty,that the wozdes of 3.elus mpght be fullilled which de (pate, 
(ignitying what death de Would dye. 

Therfoze Pilate after he ſawe the bnkouth and that newe maner of tud⸗ 
ent as a man to be in captiuitie and bounden ere he wer examined and 
ard of the — — to ſet a bad ot hatneſſed men, ge cummeth fozth abzode 
himſelf to be polluted with ſuche mens communicacion as thought them 
ſelfes pure and vnpolluted. And verily he came out to appeaſe and aſſuage, 
if it wer poſſible, the fury of the Jewes,and ſo to quite the innotente. Pe 
(ſend ſayeth he,) this man vnto me to be putte todeath. But it is not Þ mas 
ner of Rome to put any man to execution extepte hym that is pzoued giltie 
of a faulte woo;tyy death. What cryme therfoze do ye lay to this mannes 
charges The Jewes auncweced, the auctozitie of Biſhops and Phariſeis 
is tnougy foz your diſcharge. It this man wer not a malefactour yeeens

not of our pꝛołeſſion haue committed hym to your handeg. Pilate ſuſpec- 
tyng,as the trueth was, them to haue ſum pꝛiuate grudge towardes hym 
about the ſuperſticion and the ſuperfluous religion, and vaine deuocton of 
the lawe ſapeth vnto them: If it be any matter that apperteineth not to iny 
count and office as fot exaumple, it caſe the ſabboth day be bzoken, if any 
\wines fleaſhe be eaten,oz percaſe ſum rathe and liberal wozdes hath been 
ſpoken againſt Moſes, the Pzophetes,the Temple, oꝛ your God: lo now if 
any ſuche ſcape haue been, whiche pour owne lawe commaunded to be pus 
niſhed, though yet there be no ſuche thyng pꝛohibite by the lawe of Rome, 
your ſeltes take the man vnto you and tudge hym after your law, J am ſet 
here in the Emperourg name to rewle and plape the Judge. Jf he hath co 
mitted any fapite againſt the Emperours lawes, wooꝛthye death, bzyng 
hym to me, and after he be conuicte by the law, and lawfullycaſte, J Call 
cauſehym to bee putte to execution. But J will not intermedle a perplere 
my ſeit in doubtfull matters of your law.Uerily, though þ Jewes would 
(they foꝛced not how) haue had hym made awape, yet foz all that they pzes 
tende religtouſneſſe of very feare,leaſt þ iudge ſhould foozthwith haue pu⸗ 
niſhed them, becauſe they woulde haue killed an hatmeleſſe and an vnton⸗ 
dempned perſon.But at the ſame tyme they ſoughte effectually anew kinde 
of puniſhemente foz hym,ſuche one as was then the Jewes mooſt 
ſpytefull and oppꝛobꝛious. It is not, ſape they, lawful foz vs to putte any 
man to death. The ſhameleſſe people theſe wooꝛdes which had ſlaine 
ſo many Pꝛophetes: flatteryng them ſelfes as cleane ttõ murder, notwiths 
ſtandyng they did ſo many wayes perſecute an innocente to death, 02 els 


they thus did, as if the hangmanne whiche with his handes faſteneth the 2% be ten 


were murderers in they tongues, with thepz money they hired one trayte- 
roully to betrape hym,they hyꝛed a ſozte of warryers,they hyꝛed falſe wit - 
neſſes,they foꝛged kalle haynouſe crymes agaynlſt hym. 

They pꝛouoke and pꝛicke fozewardthe iudge, and with threatenyng 
make him afeard, and pet impute them ſelfes pure and fre from murder, 
and alſo woozthye to eate the Paſchall Lambe , fozno cauſe els, but that 
they dyd ſtaye and refrayne them ſelfes from goyng into the iudgemente 
halle. Well theſe thynges truely wer doen to make it appeare euident that 
there is nothyng wurſe oꝛ moze hapnouſe then falſe and peruerſe religion, 
and that the ſame thyng alſo ſhould be bzought to eſfette, whiche Jeſus 
ſayed ſhoulde cum to paſſe, ſignifying by a parable what death he choulde 
dye, whan he ſpake theſe wooꝛdes: And ſuche tyme as I ſhall be lyft vp on 
bye from the grounde, J ſhall dzawe allthynges vnto me: bythe fozce of 
whiche he would that we Goulde take it toꝛ a certaintie that not 
onely the ſelf death was determinately limited vnto him, but alſo a choyce 
and ſeuetall kynde of death. 

CTben p ilate entered into the ſudgemente 
vnto dym: Art thou the of the Acwes 2 Jeſus aunſwered, ſayeſt thou that of thy 
ſelf,03 did othcr tel it thee of mi: late aun{wered: Am JI a Jewe? Thyne owne nation 
and bye pzieſtes dati deliuered thee vnto me. What baſt tou doen? cus aunſwered : 
Ay kingdom is not of this wald. It my kyngdom were of this wozlde, then would mp 


miniſters ſurely fight adat I @ould not bet deltuered vnto the ewes, but nowe is my 
kpugdome not from hence.

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Wherkoꝛe then after that Pilate bnderſtandyng by the wooꝛdes which 
the Jewes had lpoken of a matter( Jknow not what)amonges other thin⸗ 
ges to be obiecte again Jeſus,concerning a kyngdome that he ould goe 
about deſirouſly (and yet there appeared no lykelihood at all in Jeſus that 
Could cauſe any man tothynke hym fauty therin) Pilate, I (ay,after this 
wente once agatne into the judgement halle, and lefte the people andyng 
without. And lo called foz Jeſug ſecretely aſyde, that quietly and without 
all ruffie,he myght boulte out and gather of hym ( whiche in countenaunce 
appearedno leſle then bothe vertuouſe and wyſe) what the matter was, 4 
ſaped vato hym: Art thouthat kyng of the Jewes whome they are tepoꝛ⸗ 
ted to looke koꝛ : This one thyng dyd Pylate diltgetly ſearche out, detauſe 
the other matters touched not the weale publique, but this faulte to calle 
hym ſelle a kyng, ſeemed to concerne bothe the Emperours Mateſtte, and 
a common peace and tranquillitie. Ind truely plate made this ſearche a 
enquetie not that he did take it to be true, vut ta geat ſum matter of hym þ 
was accuſed, wherwith he might tepꝛoue the Jewes of falſehoode. How⸗ 
beit though Jeſus knewe well inoughthe Jewes to haue falſely appca- 
ched hyin that he ſhoulde bee deſyzous of a kyngdome to the Emperourcs 
loſſe, oʒ in deſpite of his highneſle, yet to the eutent he myght open and diſ⸗ 
cloſe the malice of the Jewes,and commeude the reaſonableneſſe a equitte 
muche better in Pylate then iu the Byſhoppes and Phariſeis, though he 
were dut a Gentyle, and ſet naughte by the Jewes religion: fo: thys hill, 
I tape, Jeſus made hym aunſwere,ſaping:a00bether thinkeſt thou of thine 
Owne confecture that J am deſyzouſe of a kyngdome, oz haue the Jewes 
accuſed me hereof to ther Pilate bothe to declare his owne innocencte and 
the malice of the Jewes to, ſayeth: I doe not contecture this of mine owne 
head. nepther doe J ſee tn thee any thyng agreable therunto, Jt is a Jewes 
tale of a kyng to cum, Thinkeſt thou me to be a Jewe- 

Thy quarellpngcountrey folkes andthe Biſhoppes commytted thee 
to my haudes,ſekyag all the meanes they can to haue thee put to death, but 
becauſe it is not the fach on of Rome to putte any vucondempned perſou 
to deathe, it thertoꝛe thou haſt not tranſgreſſed in the trayterous deſire of a 
kyngdome, then what laulte beſide haſt thou made / Becauſe Pylate aſked 
hym of theſe thynges ſimplie, — good faythe,entendyng to de⸗ 
lyuer the innocente, Jeſus did vouch to aunſwere hym by a ridle and 
pꝛouerbiallp: teaching that it was an other maner of kyngdom wherof the 
Pꝛophetes had ſpoken, afarre moze excellent kyngdome then is the kyng- 
dome of this wozlde, whiche tonſiſl eth in mines lawes,tn the ayde of men 
whiche haue no power, but vpon bodyes.Howbeit he ſignified this 
to be an heauenly kyngdome, whiche coulde not couet the kingdome of the 
woꝛlde, dut contemne it: and ſhould not harme it, but auaunce it into a bet⸗ 
ter kynde. My kyngdome,ſayeth Chzilte,ts no ſuche as the em ·

Jeſus aunſwered: thou 
ſareſꝭ tat J am a kyng.F0: this was J dene, and fo: this cauſe came J into ths 
woz1l0e,that I Mulo deare wicnes vnto the tructh. And all char are of the tructh, beate 
my voypcc.Pilate ſayde vuto hym: What tbyng is tructh? Jad when be had ſayde this, 
he wente out again vato the ewes, and ſayeid vnto them: I fynde in dym no cauſe at 
all. Ye haue a cuſtome chat I (ould delyucr you one looſe at Eaſter, wyll pe that I looſe 
vnto you the kyng of toe ewes? Then cryed they all againe,ſaying: Not him but Bar⸗ 
rabas, thc ſame Barrabas was a murtherer. 


Fozaſmuche as plate beyng a lape man and a Gentile dyduot fully 
vnderſtande this ini ye and darke ſaytng, albeit he hearde that Jeſus did 
not vtterly renounce and denye the name of a kyng , but did putte a dyfke⸗ 
rence of kyngdomes, Pylate therfoze ſayde vato bym: Is it then true that 
thou arte ſumwhete a kyng whatſoeuet kynde of kyngdome it de, and thou 
not perteynyng to vs / Hete now Jeſus beyng p aſked of the tudge 
whether he wer any waye a kyng oz naye, confeſſeth the trueth with great 
temperaunce and modeſtye, with muche ſob2tette and good adutſemente , 
auntweryng thus: Thou ſapeſt I am byng, foz whoſoeueraſketh a queſtiõ 
with lite numbze of wooꝛdes, the pzonunciacion only chaunged,affirmeth 
the thyng. And Jeſus ſaped further: It is not my part to denye any trueth 
namely couſi that fo: this cauſe J was bone, and came into the 
wozlde that I ſhoulde deceyueno man with anp lye, but that I choulde 
beate witnes vuto the trueth.

Foz the viſhops wer now afeardleaſt if he, which had beneſo hozribly aud 
ſo cruelly tozmented,hould now haue bene let looſe,that then the affeccion 
and mynde of the people, that wer already ſette ou a roare, beyng once turs 
ned on the other (ide.the grudge ofthey2 extreme great crueltie,might light 
bpon theit owne heades. The biſhops therfoze andtheyz ſetuauntes with 
a great tier and ſhoue cryed woodly out, erutitye gym, cructfyehym : Pi⸗ 
late percepuing that there was no hope of pitie to bee gotten at their han⸗ 
des by fayze intteatie, he goeth aboute to reſttayne and baidle in theyz fu⸗ 
rye with feare,and ſaycth: Jam a miniſter oł law and iuſtice, and not ares 
uenger of other folkes malice: and by lawĩull pzoceſſe fo punithe tranſgreſ- 
ſours of the lawe,am J auctoziſate: Jam no butcherly murderer,no bioud 
heddex of innocencie.

When Pilate hearde this, and thereby percepned bothe the modeſtie 
and the clearenes of hym, that was accuſed, and that alſothe malice of the 
Jewes yea and his owne indifferencye to, was not buknowen to the ſame, 
and the moze Pilate fauonred hym, bicauſe he ſawe that the man was no⸗ 
thyng moucd oz diſquieted no not with the perill of death that he Rode in; 
when Pylate couſidered all thts, he wzought al maner wayes,that at leaſt 
by ſum meanes, he might cleare and ſet Jeſus at libertye. The Jewes 
percepuing the lame, and that the pzeſident made but lyghte ofthe cryme 
whiche fyzte was layed agaynſt hymn Moles lawe, and that 
he ceaſed not to doe all that he coulde, to demyſſe Jeſas: they faule in hade 
agayne with the fire faulte,whiche to de neglecte they declare to be daun⸗

And tyerfoꝛe the Jewes 
called moze vigentiy vpon the matter, vawirtingly doyag therby, ſerupce 
tothe thyng that God appoynted: that is , to haue this ſacrifice made in 
conuentent tyme and due ſeaſon, And ſo than Pilate now by reaſon of his 
Judictall garment plainly ſeen and percepued of the people, Mewed vnto 
tyemout ofthe Judgement place the accuſed perſonne, to thentent that e⸗ 
uen by the ſighte of hym and his tacion, it myght appeare howe vntouue⸗ 
nientiy the ctyme of auy cruell auctozitte that he ſhoulde be deſixouſe of, (oz 
his pꝛiuate commoditie, was layed agaynſt hym: who beyng ſo vered and 
troubled, hewed ſuche great qutetnes of minde,andſo greate mildnez.134- 
late (I ſaye) hewed them this perſon, and ſayde: Beholde your king. But 
the Jewes whiche thirſted toz nothyng elles but innocent bloud, cried; a» 
waye with hym, awaye with hym, Crucifie hym , The infamous and res 
pꝛochetull death plrafed well the Jewes, truſtyng it would cum to paſſe, 
that the hame and repzoche of the troſſe would make the name of Jeſus 0» 
dyous and deteſtavie , and that there houlde no man cum afrer , whiche 
Could pofeſſe his name beyng in ſuche wyſe madeawaye . Pylate derys 
dyng they obſtinate madneſſe, ſayeti: what (quod he) ſhall J do ſo great 
bilanye vnto pour kyng as to napie hym vnto the Croſſe e This diſhonoz 
all redounb to the ſhame a flaunder of all the people which haue bought 
they2 kyng to the crofſe.

Row therfoze Joſeph, deyng a man of honour and ot great power, and 
ſubſtaunce, an Atimathian boꝛne, which ſaid Joſeph was a diſciple of Je- 
ſus, but not openly kno wen fo to be fot fear of the Jewes, which had made 
a law that whoſoeuer did openly confeſſe hym ſelf co be Jeſus diſciple, the 
ſame perſone ſhoulde be caſt out of the ſynagoge, Joſeph (J ſaye)came vn: 
to Pilate to whom he was well knowen,and deſyꝛeth licece of hym, to take 
downe Jeſus body from of the ctoſſe, when Pilate had tried whether that 
he were dead oz not, he was content withall. Therfoze Joſeph wente hyg 
wap to the croſſe,and toke downe the dead coꝛps. In the meane ſeaſon, as 
one to helpe furth with thoſe thynges and doynges, that perteyne to þ fu- 
nerals: even Nicodemug alſo,cummeth thither: a man among the Phati⸗ 
ſeis of a notable eſtimacion and dignitie, and he alſo beyng a ſecrete diſcts 
ple ol Jeſus, which had vefoze that time cum to Jeſug in the night becauſe 
he might ſo beſt auoyde the diſpleaſure and grudge of the Phariſcis, as 
was befoꝛe reherſed. Theſe men knaowyng that death commonly maketh 
an ende of hatred, truſtyag vpon the pzeſidentesfauour, enterpꝛiſed hiely 
to honour the deade,with whom (while he lyued) they durſt not talke opt: 
ly.Nicodemus (of trueth)bzonght with hym an opntment of myꝛthe and 
aloes, myngled together about an hundzed poũd waight, ſo muche as was 
ſufficient to ſweten the dody: and honozably to pzeſerue it from coꝛtupciõ: 
They now therfoze ioyntely cogether with one common ſeruice, anopnted 
— body, beyng taken down, on euery parte with pleaſaunt and ſwete 
e ſpices, and when they had wel (mbzued the cozps with the odours, 
they wounde it in linnen clothes, that the oyntmente ſhoulde not runne of 
from the body, Foz the manec of the Jewes is,after this ſozt to butie, leaſt 
the bodyes Could cozcupt and t. And verily they did this honour to 
the Loꝛde Jeſus as to a wurtyie man, and one that was thzoughly good: 
gd agayae, they thus honoured hym to thentet no man ſhould thinke that he 
dyed foz any cryme oz faulte. Foz as pet, they had no hyer opinion ofhym, 
but that he was an innocent good man and loued of God, whoſe name and 
memoꝛie ought to haue this honour doen bnto it, that is toſaye to be teme · 
bꝛed as one that was enuied foz his bertue euen to the deathe, a thyng that 
vſually hapneth in manet to moſt beſt men. Wozeouer this pꝛeparaciõ and 
great adoe was euẽ᷑ there fimiched . leaſt any man might ſuſpecte that p bo- 
dy had bene chaunged. | 
Ind agayne the Loꝛde was buriedthen in a garden nye to the place of 
the croſſe. In the garden was anew ſepulchze lately made out of an harde 
thycke ſtone, wherin was neuer man layed. Ind albeit theſe thynges wer 
ſuppoſed to be doen by caſualtie,yet they made muche foz the faythe ofthe 
reſurreccion. Foz the ſepulthe could not ſeme to be vp with vnder⸗ 
myning.betauſe it was cut out of an whole ſound vaholow rocke of ſtone, 
noz noue other could be thought co haue riſen out of it, in whiche he onely 
was layed. But pet Joſeph and Nicodeme did not this in reſpect of his ce» 
ſurreccton,foz tn dede they had no hope that he ſhould riſe agayne, but they 
were moued thus to do with a Jewiſhe deuocton , foz on ſake of the 
feaſtfull daye.

ward the good endeuout and ſedulitee of ſtudious wzpters mindyng by 
their godly m>numentes to edifte the feithfull cogregacton; but allo are 
diligent and peinkull, bothe to putte their owne handes to the endictyng 
and penyng of many hollome traictiſes foz that purpole, yea and tetthet 
by their exaumple q pzouocacion to ſette others in hand with wzityng oz 
tranflatyng,to the fruictefull exerciſe of the learned,to the holſome en- 
ſttuccion of Englilhe readers,and tothe effectual edifipng of the ſimple 
tgnozant multitude, if theſame can be content foz their ſolle helth to geue 
tate and mynde therto. And emong this (ozte of publique benetactouts, 
your excellent highneſſe Quene Katherine dowagiter , delerueth no leſſe 
then next after our ſoueraigne lo the bynges mateſtee,who euen now 
— —x— bis moſte noble reigne, and within 
yeres of tendze minozitee dooethj with the aduiſe and conſente of the 
moſte pzudent and thelame his moſte dere bycle Edwarde duke of Dos 
merſette,aſwell oł his moſte ropall perſone in the tyme of his mtnozttes 
gouernour,as allo of all bis Mateſtees reglmes,domintons,and ſubiec 
tes Pzotectour, together with che aſſente a conſent of the other his moſte. 
honourable,moſte ttuſtie, and moſte feithfull Counſaillouts moſte fozes 
wardelp, moſte eatneſtelp, and with all poſſible diligece la bout date and 
night aſwell by moſte hollome lawes, as alſo by Omelies of moſte pure 
doctrine, and by true pzeachers, to u ae (owe abzode Os 
4. wood; 


wooꝛde of God, and to plante true religion in all partes of his realmes 
and domintons,your bighneſle( } late) next viito theſe t wo deſerueth no 
leſſe then to bee eſtemed a called the chief patroneſſe:not onely fo: diuerſe 
moſte godly Plailmes and meditactons of your owne pennyng #lettyng 
foo:th:biit allo foz pꝛocutyng this pzeſent weozke of Eraſmus Para- 
phꝛales to bee thus ttãſlated to the vie of þ valearned multitude, whiche 
tan goe no fcrther then the vnderſtandpng oz readyng of Engliſhe, Foz 
in this Paraphzaſe of Eraſmus is contetned in manter a wholle libzatie 
of dcuout and catholtke expolitours vpon the wholle newe teſtament:in 
whiche newe teſtamente is conteined the plenteous rpchelle and moſte 
; pzectous treaſoures of Chziltes ghoſpel, that is, of the gladde newes of 
Goddes fauour and mercle towardes mankynde. Xobiche fauour and 
mercie of God wholoeuer dooeth feithfully and ſpncerely enbzace : can 
not but fauour and ferther the lettyng foozth of ſcripture tn the vulgare 
language that al folkes mate knowe it. alſo of any other godlp ttaicti⸗ 
les whereby thatſame general benefite of God towardes mankynd mate 
the moze clerdlp and certainly bee petcetued. 
And to this effectefozaſmuche as Deſidertus Eraſmus of Roferodam 
doeth eſpecially directe aſwell theie his Paraphzales vp6 the newc teſts» 
mente, as alſo all other his tight chziſttan wzrtynges, and that with as 
muche tndifferencie as is poſſible to bee: Jcannot but iudge that whoſo 
are pꝛompte #haſtte condemners of — eagre aduetſaties vnto 
his docttine:dooe vnder the name and colour of Etaſmus rather viter 
their ftomacke and hatred againſt Goddes woozde and the grace ofthe 
ghoſpel,whicheEraſmus fo; his parte moſte diligttely and moſte ſimpiy 
lavourcth tobzyng to light. His doctrine(will tome vneagual tudges 
late) is ſcarcely ſpncere. It there (hal no moze inſynceritee of doctrine ap» 
pete tn the wxttynges of theim that will ſo fate, then the cõmon tõſente of 
the chuſtian wozlde dooeth fynde and fudge tn Eraſmus : J doubte not 
but their weozkes (Halbee of all good people appzoued,deftced,cnbzaced 
and folowed. Etaſmus (will ſome ſuche headie perſones (ate)doeth loine 
where crre, Jt mate ſo bee fozaſmucheas a m he is, and ſo t yu 
feif,and would his weozkes none otherwpſe to bee reade 03 accepted 
the wzttpnges of other moztal men. But tn caſe he ſhould in ſome place 
{aienow and than a woozde tomuche oz tolitell,0zputte a wurſe woozde 
fo: a moze apte terme 202 if he ſhould in ſome place ſtoumble oz ſwetut 
(whiche petncte of humain frailtee the beſt doctours that wzote lence the 
Apoſtles tyme hath not eſcaped,noz Eraſmus ſo ſtãdethj tn dis owne wil · 
ful opinion, but that beeyng koùd #tricd a faulte, he would haue been as 
readte to retratcte it. as euet any other godly and catholike wzpter hath 
been:)yet wer one litel trippe(after my pooze tudgement)emong ſo many 
notable good weozkes foz the interpzetacton of ſetiptute, and fozthehelp 
of the ſimple, rather to bee bone withall, then fo many good thynges to 
bee either retected oꝛ kept awai from the houngrte chziſtian readers. It 
is a cold charttee that can beate with nothyng: and an eagte maltce it is, 
that fo; a trifle oʒ a matiet of nothpng would haue the ignozaunt multi- 
tude to lacke ſo muche good ediftyng as mate bee taken of Eraſmus, als 
wcll in all his other deuout and 3 
ectally 
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ſpecially in theſe his paraphzaſes,im whiche he laboureth ſo to enlarge p 
pꝛoceſſe and tenour of the texte, as the ſenle therof mate bothe eutdently 
dee gathered, and mate well hang together. Eraſmus therefoze lyke as he 
hath by a paraphzaſticall diſcourſe plataly lette foozth the ghoſpelles of 
the fower Euangeliſtes afoze: ſo dooeth he now here e the letound 
patte of Lukes gboſpell entitleed$ Actes of the ,whiche weozke 
Athanaſius (at leſte wyſe it it wer Athanaſtus in dede, that wzote the litell 
ttaictiſt entitleed of the dookes of bothe the old # the newe teſtament. ac.) 
reſtifiety;that Luke wzote out of Peturs mouth, and that Petur endicted 
bnto Luke what and how he ſhould wzpte theim, as Panle endicted tothe 
lame Luke whan he w;ote his (as Eraſmus in the pze- 
face to his paraphzaſe vpon s gholpell recozdeth) it is gathered 
and thought that the ſaid Ackes wer wzyten in Rome. But whereſoeuer 
thel wer wyyten, cettes the weozke was no lefſe expedient and neteſſatte to 
bee wzyten . ne the paraphzaſe vpou the ſame any thyng leſſe tequfſite to 
bee tranſlated into Engliſhe, then the reſte of the newe teſtamente: fir(l 
fkoz that it is a plam hiſtozicall narracton and a piece of the vetai ghoſpell 
in that it declateth aſwell the aſcenſion of Chziſte from yearth vp into hea 
uen.as aiſo his ſendyng down of the holp gholte from his heauely father, 
together with the (pzyngyng vp of the pzimatiue churche. and the fourme 
and ozdze of pzeachpng that the Ypoſtles than firſt begoonne with: ſe⸗ 
condety becauſe it was (as Eraſmus hymlelf teſtifteth)the laſt parte that 
be did of all the wholle paraphzaſes bpon the teſtamente, and by reaſon 
therof (as I iudge) the moſte ablolute piece of weozke and belt dooen of 
all the reſt,by reaſon of his long exerciſe afoze in this kynde of wzptyng : 
and thirdelp becauſethis piece of the newe teſtamente is no leſſe p;ofita- 
ble foz the pubuſhyng and fertheraunce of the ghoſpell, then Luke did 
deutſe and entende it. ne to the pooze youngleynges in Chziſtes diſcipline 
any thyng leſſe auaillable. Foz here mate we learne the be ges of 
Chziſtes churche,by whom a by what manter pcrſones the feith of Chziſte 
firſt (pzoong vp how tr pꝛoceded and grewe,how it was perſecuted, and 
how by petlecucion it wexed ſtronger and ſtronger . Fozas the Paulme 
tree the moze weight and burden is layed vpon it, the moe it atueth and 
ſhooteth vpright : lo the gholpell the moze perſecucion that was inflic- 
ted vnto it, and the moꝛe rtgour, wzong,repzoche.chetnes , and a duerlitee 
that was miniſtred vnto it, the moze it git we, the moe it pzolpered, the 
better it went koze ward, and tue moze it floutiſhed. 

In the Actes is to bee read by what meanes and dziftes of humain po⸗ 
licie the enemtes of Chʒiſtes bloud and gholpell wzaftled to ſuppʒeſſe the 
glozte of his croſſe, a how the moze that the wyſedõe of the wozld thought 
to cuacuace the frutcte of Chʒiſtes death and pallion, the inoze did the hu⸗ 
militee of pzeachyng the Croſſe weozke in the hertes of the ſimple to con⸗ 
temne not onely the pleaſures and flaterte of the woʒ ide, but allo the per⸗ 
lecucion and tyzannte thetot᷑.ſo that daily encreaced in eucrte place where 
the ghoſpcll was pꝛeached, thoulandes vpon thoulandes to augment the 
keuyull congtegacton.

the meane ſpate we paſſed ouer, vntyl that time that John by his pꝛe n 
and baptiiyng be gan to ſhc we himſelfe the fozemeſſagter of Chuiſte foꝛal⸗ 

muche as out loꝛde Jeſus began from that tyme foꝛwardes chieſly to be oc- 
cupyed about the healthe of mans ſoule, accoꝛdyngly as it was conteyned in 
the figures and datke ſayinges of Moyſes lawe and in the fozeſhewtnges 
of the pzophetes. All whiche his buſy endeuout teſteth in theſe two poyntes: 
in deades that is as muche to ſave as in woꝛkynge of myꝛacles ſufferynge

Nowe muſt ye haue ſttonger maynteinaunce to ſette foꝛthe the lyuelye

To bꝛynge that aboute it is not ſiifficient that ve 
bee voyde of but ye haue nede of a newe ſpitite to the ſtttynge fozthe 
cf this newe kynde of lernynge a plenteouſe ſpirite,that ſhall abundantlye 
aſſyſte vou, an heaucnly ſpitite and a ſpirite lyke fyer:1n whome ye ſhall be 
chuſtened within kewe dayes.

In tymes paſte alſo god endewed hys 
P2ophetes,and other holy men, with his ſpirite. Ind J haue my 
holy ſpirite on you. It is euen the veray ſame ſpirite,but nowe ſhal he moſt 
plentcoufly be powꝛed ouer all the whole woꝛlde and (hall tenewe all thyn- 
ges. Agaynſte his compng, make your ſelues ready with faſtyng, a pꝛayet, 
but ſpcctally with full truſte and confidence,that ye may be fitte inſttumen⸗ 
tes toꝛ him to ſpꝛeade abꝛode his heauenly power, 


C Wyhan they thercfoze were cum together, they aſked of him, ſaying: Lozd, wilt thou 
at this time, reſtoze agapne the kingdome ot xſraclzAnd ve ſayed vuco them: Jt is ust 
toꝛ you to knowe the rymes, 03 the tcaſons, which ; tather yath put in dis own power? 
but pc ſhall receyue power aftcr that the yolp ghoNe is cum vpon you. Aud pe Walde 
witnelles vnt o me, not oncly in Hicruſalem, bur alſo in all Aer, aud in Hamatta, 
tuen vnto the wozides ende. 


Ffter Jeſus had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes vnto his diſciples, beyng aſſemled 
into one place, becauſe he woulde haue no vatiaunte lefte emonge them at 
his departyng(fo: euen to that houre they had not yet put oute of their hed⸗ 
des they: phantaſticall dꝛeame ot the kingdome of Jſraell,to be aduaunced 
and enlatged by him) they enquyꝛed of the Loꝛde as he was cuen readye 
ſtreyght wayts to departe, whether that as ſoone as he had ſente downe the 
holy ghoſt, he woulde teſtoꝛe hys people of Iſtaell to theyz woꝛldely king- 
dome agayne, and whether he woulde immedyatlye appere befoze the face 
of the woꝛlde in his mateſtie. Foꝛ they had not yet conceyued what manner 
a thing thys ghoſtely kyngdome ſhould be. Petet woulde haut hadde hym 
cſtablyſhe a kyngdome whan he was on the hylle. The teſte alſo of thapo⸗ 
ſtles what tyme inencton was made of tyſyng from deathe to lyfe , enquy⸗ 
ted of his kingdom x now eftſones vpon that comunicacton which thei had 
hearde ok ſendyng downe the holy hoe : came to rememb2aunce of a 
tempoꝛall kyngdome. Foz they that it tum to paſſe that the 
Jewes ſhould be rulers ouer all the wozlde. And in veray dede ſure it was 
to tum that Aſtaell ſhoulde reigne, not that fleaſhiye Jſraell , but he that 
truly had delerued this name that is to ſaye he that in dede were 
in God. Foꝛ Jacob deſerued well to haue that name whan he wzaſtled wyth 
thaungell. As long as the woꝛldelye man truſted to hys owne deſertes he 
was not hable to ſatiſcye the Juſtice of god. Foz all the woꝛld foꝛ ſinne was 
rep20ued, + ſubdued vnto pumiſhmet.But after that man began to miſtruſt 
his owne wotkes. x to ſticke vnto the pꝛomyſes of the golſpell. he dyd, as a 
man woulde ſaye overcome the tuſtice of God, and by obtayned mer⸗ 
cye.This kyngdome beeyng decayed in euetye place but ſpectallye emonge 
the Jewes, Chuſt reſtozed thzough his golpell : The : >" not vnder⸗ 
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ſtandyng this,phanſied with them ſelues that ſum good chaũce would cum. 
whiche ſhould delyuet them from all perſecucion ot the wycked.But as toꝛ 
that was not foz to be loked fox befoze the ende of the woꝛlde. Which tyme 
the loꝛde woulde not haue them to knowe, becauſe it was not etpedient toꝛ 
them to knowe it. And therfoze, whan they cutyoullye demaunded it, he put 
them to ſcilence with this anſwere : Enquire not of thoſe thinges, which ate 
not expedient foz you to knowe.Onelye beleue ſtedt᷑aſtlye, and dooe that ye 
are commaunded, Pe ſhalbe but in this matter. 

Leaue the pzoccdynges hetein, and the ende of the ſame to my heauenly fa: 
ther. It is not therfoze your part to know, what pete, what moneth oꝛ what 
houre,the kyngdome of Iſtaell ſhall cum, whiche thynges the foly (he Cal- 
kets cutyoully ſeke foz. Js muche as my fathers plcaſure was that they 
ſhould knowe J haue tolde you, but that time haue J not vttered vnto you, 
becauſe my father reteyneth to himſelfe,the knowlcage therof,to this ende, 
Þ ye be diligent in doyng your duties. The kyngdom of god ſhal cum final- 
ly, where as both the good a the bad ſhal be rewarded accozding to theyꝛ de⸗ 
ſertes,agaynſt whoſe cfiming mult ye be alwayes ready. Albeit this ſpirity- 
all kyngdome ſhall in the meane ſeaſon alſo appere, in ſettyng fozthe wher- 
of, god ſhall vſe pour healpe, but as tewardyng you thertoze, let hym alone 
with that. %oherfoze, ſettyng aparte your deſyꝛe to knewe thoſe matters 
which ye ought not to knowe, make redy your ſelues to that that is at hand. 
To the w iche thynge,becauſe ye of pour owne habilitie ate not ſufficie, the 
holy ghoſte.accozdyng to inv pꝛemyſe, ſhall be po wꝛed cn you from heauen, 
to augment pour ſtrength of mynde and to bꝛyng into your remembzaunce 
agayne what ſo cucr I haue hcretofoze taught you : a farther to put in your 
myndcs, what ſo cuet thynge cls it ſhall behoue you to knowe.And ſo [hall 
yt beyng taught by his inſtruction,and ſtrengthed with his aide, beate wit- 
ncſſe of me,fyzſtc at Hieruſalem accoꝛdyng to the ſaying cf the pzophet, out 
of Syon ſhall the lawe pꝛocede and the woꝛde of the Loꝛde out of Hietuſa⸗ 
lem:a (one after,thzoughout all Jewzp,nexte thzoughout Samatia, which 
is nygh adioyning to Jewzy , and fynallye thʒoughoute all cuntreys in the 
wozlde, where euer any dwelling of man is. Foz J came indyfferently fox 
all mennes ſakes, J dyed foꝛ euety man and cche man hath the gracioule fa- 
uourc of my goſpel pzofered him. Pitherto the lawe hathe tey gned onely e- 
mong the Jewes but my father wyll hauc his goipel to reygne , as farre a- 
bꝛode as the woꝛlde is open 02 wyde. 

C And when he had ſpokey theſe wozdes, why le they behelde, he was taken vp on 
bygbe,# a cloude teceaued him vp, out of they ſight. and while tbey loked ſedtaftipe 
bp towarde yeauen, deholde, two men, as de went, node by them in whyte appatell, 
whyche alſo ſayd: ye men of Galile, why ſtande pe gaſyng vp into beauen 2 The ſame 
Jeſas which ts taken vp from you tuto heauen, ſhall ſocum,cucu as yt baue ſeue bim 
geo into yeauen. 

Thele were the laſt woꝛdes that our lozde Jeſus ſpake to all his diſciples 
beyng gathered together into one place at Bethany : After whyche wozdes 
whe he had bleſſed them in ſighte of them all , caryed he was vp on hyghe ſo 
long, vntyll Þ a bzyght cloude toke the body of hym clene out of ſight.

Foz this was Dauids pꝛophecye in hys Plal⸗ 
mes howe it houlde cum to paſſe, that Judas in ſwatuyng from his lozde, 
ſhoulo make rowme foz another to ſuccede hym.Foz our lozde Jeſus emong 
all other had choſen ſpecially twelue whom he would haue to beate witnes 
of all that he dyd and caughte.

how the tempozall kyngdome of Jſraell ſhoulde be aduaunced who ſhould 
fit on the vpper hande.and who haue of all othet the ſouetaigneties. 
Suche was the toung as man had, vnmete than to publiſh the golpel. But 
all that now they thinke on and whatſoeuer they ſpeake of all is (pirituall, 

all is celeſtial, and burning all lyke fyer. Mut away the toung,laye aſide the 
Ipitite and no wooꝛd is ſpoken. But a ſpitite celeſtial, vttereth a voyce cele- 
ſtial, a burning toungue in loue like tier, rauiſheth the hertes of the hearers, 
and inflameth thetr mindes . The pꝛoude phartſeis toungue is ſtyſte, t he 
Philoſopher be he neuer ſo wel learned the Rethozycian in hys toungue ne⸗ 
ver ſo well ſpoken, no man he moueth therby vnto trewe gladneſſe. Foꝛ this 
gifte commeth onely from heauen.

with. The ſpirit is a thing of great vehemencie the fier a veray lively thing 
in opetation x never at reſt. The Apoſtles now do flepe nomoꝛe ſo ſounde- 
ly.as they dp before the death of their loꝛde they hyde themſelues no moꝛe 
as they did loone after his reſurrection, but now cum they abꝛode they pꝛea 
che here and there, and openly to all men, health encrlaſtyng, freely geuen 
them thzough faith in Jeſus, who was a litle before crucifyed.

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not to ſenſualitie. The apoſtles pzeſcrybed none of all theſe thynges for 
theim to dooe: but chatitie dyd moꝛe emong theim without ulſion than 
any lawe ol Moyſes durſt tequite. And euery daye wer they allo in the tems 
ple in muche vnitee of mynde.ſtedfaſt in pzayer, rendzyng thankes to god, 
and exhoꝛting theimſelfes together,and entycing other to that peace of con- 
ſcience, whiche the goſpel tequireth al that eucr they wer hable to coumpace.

This Gamalyel, whan he ſawe them ſo bent to vnthꝛiftye coũ⸗ 
ſel, ſtoode vp, and deſyꝛed that the apoſtles mighte koꝛ a while departe oute 
of the counſell. That done thys ſaide he to them that were there ſittynge: ye 
my b2ethzen of Jſracll,pzocede not headlynge in your counſell, neyther de- 
termpne any thyng vnaduyſedly whyche afterwarde maye turne remedyles 
vnto your but take good hede, what oꝛdinaũce ye make, oz tyudgemet 
geue of theſe perſons. Take counſatle of thinges paſt, what ſhalbe expedy⸗ 
ent foz you to determine foz the tyme to cum. wyll rehcarſe no auncient ex⸗ 
amples of old tyme. That as I ſhall rehearſe to you was done ſence all ye 
may well temembꝛe. There was of late dayes one Theudas, an inchaunter, 
and a falſe deceauer, who by boſtyng hymlelfe to the people, and pꝛomyſong 
of pꝛodigiouſe thinges, dꝛue to hys kactiouſe 0 n, a greate number of 
men, nighe viſto the poinct of fower hundꝛed. But his buſte enterp2yſe, by⸗ 
cauſe it pꝛoceaded of a malicyouſe ſtomake had an vnthzyfty ende. Foꝛ both 
he ſuffred paines of death, and as many as had taken his parte, 
were ſum llapne and ſum taken pzyſoners . Whan all were thus ſcactteted 
abꝛode the ſecte was bꝛought to nought. After hym was Judas of Galile, 
a cuntreyman to theſe perſons, that pe now conſulte vpon the ſame time that 
the whole woꝛld was tared by commaundemente of Juguſtus Ceſar. Ind 
this ſane Judas foꝛ as muche as he taught thinges pleſaunt to the people, 
that they beyng dedicate to god, oughte to paye no trybute to emperours, 
whiche were woꝛſhyppets of falſe goddes dzew to hys faction a great parte 
of the compns. Ind afterwarde both he the capitayne of this factyon was 
flayne,and as many as toke his parte, were ſcatered abzode. Wherfoꝛc this 
is myne aduiſe that moꝛe wiſely (Hall ye do yt ye koꝛbeate theſe perſons,and 
let them goo.ſcyng that no man hytherto is hurte by them. Foz yf this that 
they haue entrepztſed,o2 that, that they goo aboute to bꝛynge to paſſe pꝛo⸗ 
cede of mans witte it ſhall of it ſelfe cum to nought. But yf god be the. woꝛ⸗ 
ker of this ſo wdnderfull a mattre, it were both an vagodly poynte in you, 
to mynde the diſtruction of that thing whiche God is the pꝛyncypall doer 
of foz what wer that elles but to teſiſte gov) q beſydes Þ lacke of ande.

This his counſell was ſo eſtemed with the whole aſſembly, that the ſen⸗ 
tence of death whiche they woulde haue pzonownced on them, was dyffer- 
red vntil an other tyme. And as foz this tyme, they agreed to Gamalycls 
counſell,not that they would vtterly holde their handes of thapoſtles, bug 
that after they were all twelue called together, and beaten, they ſhoulde be 
charged againe vpoy a ſtraite commaundement,not to ſpeake from that dap 

cdrolct  foxwardes,ſo muche as one wozde of the name of Jeſus. And ſo were they 

contented vpon this pumlhement,to dimitte them, thinkyng that though 

they had made light at theit thundzing woꝛdes x thieatnynges,yet woulde 

they be better aduiſed what they dyd oꝛ ſapde, beynge once punyſhed foꝛ a 

warning : eſtemyng thapoſtles, whiche were to loke vpon, abiccte perſons, 

and of the baſe comminaltie to be lyke in condition to the rude x barbarouſe 

people that are amended with ſtrokes. But the liuely ſpirite in a pꝛeachet of 

| the woꝛde of god is wonte after ſuche iniutious afflietions, to gather hys 

Suech ton Rrength together. Thapoſtles, becauſe they were well aſſured that the 

thc counſel, wooꝛdes that Jeſus ſpake, were trew, that they ſhoulde be called befoꝛe 

den der ind, tudges and that they ſhoulde be ſcourged in their Dinagoges,and congre- 

ed woxhy  gactons, fo no cuill dede but for p2ofelſing his holſom name, departed from 

bureforbes that counſel luſty in courage, à ioyous taking their repzocheful beatinges , 

name. whiche to other were thought intolletable to theit pꝛavſe and glozp, foz as 

muche that god woulde recognyſe them hys apoſtles wozthy ſuche honoure, 

that they might foꝛ hys owne ſonnes ſake, ſpitcfully be entreated.

And Jacob deſcended into Egipt, and died, both he and our fathers, and were caried o⸗ 
- Uerinto Sichem, and laydein the ſcpulchze, that Abzaham boughre foz moucy, of the 


fonncs of Emo, the ſounc of Sichem. 
But there came a dearth ouet all the lande of Egipte and Chanaan,and 
teat trouble with all ſo that out fathers could finde no luſtinaunce fo the. 
acob, whan he had knowledge that there was plenty of cozne in Egypte, 
lente oute our fathers thyther,to fetche cozne thence . And the ſeconde tyme 
that he had ſent them thyther,, was Joſeph knowen of hys bzothzen. The 
tumoꝛ hereof,came allo to Pharaos care, that he was an Yebzew bozne,and 
Then feat is · Had a father and eleuen bzethzen on lyue. Joſeph than ſente foz Jacob hys 
cps «erage father,and all his whole kynred into Egipte, becaule they ſhould not lacke. 
+cauſee 9'9® All they were in noumbꝛe thiee ſcoze and kiftene. And ſo came Jacob doune 
drought and al into Egipte to dwell and died bothe he and hys twelue ſonnes, our fathers, 
bonn and were layed in a ſepulchꝛe. whyche Abzaham boughte fox an hundzethe 
ſiluet cicles,of the childꝛen of BDemoz ſon to Sichem. one of them al had 
—— oughte in polleſſion, of the lande that was pꝛemyſed Abꝛahames

The ſame dealt ſubtily with our kinted, and euti entteated our fathers, + made 
them caſt out theyꝛ penge childꝛen, that they ſhould not remaine alyut. The ſame time 
was Moſes bozne, and was acceptable vnto god, # nouriſhed vp in hts fathers houſe 
thꝛe monethes. Whan he was caft out, Pharaos doughter toke him, # noutyſbed him 
vp fo: het owne ſonne. And ggoſes was learned in al manct of wyſdd of Þ Egiptians 
and was mighty in dedes, and in wozdcs. 


But the tyme than dꝛawing nighe whan god woulde haue that perfozmed 
whiche he had pꝛomiſed Abꝛaham the Hebꝛwes encreaſed, and were multy⸗ 
plyed in Egypt vntyl Pharao dyed a an other kynge ſucceded hym , wyth 

. whom Joſeph was not ſomuche in fauoure,as he befoze had ben with ÞPha- 
rao.This ſame ktng.fearing leaſte the Hebꝛewes ſhould to muc he encteaſe, 
kepte vnder our kynred craftely,and dealt euill with oute fathers, cõmaun⸗ 
dyng the mydwyues by pꝛoclamation that they ſhoulde caſte oute men chyl⸗ 
dꝛen that none ſhoulde remayne on lyue. At the ſame tyme was Moyſes 
boꝛne, agaynſte whom theſe men fallly repozted of me that J ſhoulde haue 
ſpoken blaſphemous woꝛdes. This Moyſes was in fauour befoꝛe god, 
wo luffted not hym to petyſhe foꝛ by hys pꝛouydence pꝛiuely was he nou- 
tiſhed fo the monethes ſpace in his fathers houſe. P et fo fear of Þ kinges 
comaundemet,he was caſt out in a twigge baſket oz hampet plaſteted over 
with lyme, into the ryuer of Nilus. Ind as it chaunced Pharaos daughter 
toke him vp and beyng much delyted with the pꝛopernes of the chylde, nous 
tyſhed hun vp at home koꝛ owne her ſonne.

God beyng diſpleaſed at theſe thynges turned hymſelke in like maner a⸗ 
waye from them, and ſuffred them to take their owne pleaſure, in ſo muche 
that they woꝛſhypped at the laſte not one god onely, but accoꝛdynge vnto 
the Heathen example, the whole cumpanye of celeſtiall bodies. The Sunne, 
Moone, Dterres, Mars, Mercutye, Uenus, and Daturne, whome the vn- 
godly Poetes take foꝛ goddes, where as they be but bodies fourmed of god, 
to ſetue fo the vſe and p2ofite of man. This that I ſaye, can not be dented, 
(This was the verye thing that God had indignacion at, ſpeakynge by the 
mouth of Amos his pꝛophete: haue ye the houſe of Fſracll offcred vnto me 
ſacrifices.rl.yeares in wyldernes : at the leſt waye ye haue embꝛated in ſtead 
of goddes trew temple. Moloches tabernacle, whiche is an ydoll emong the 
Amonites and Rempham a celeſtial figure of your god whiche is Lucifer, 
oꝛ Uenus that the Daracins do woꝛſhyp . Theſe dumme ymages haue ye 
made fo2 your ſelues to wozſhyp, and deſpyſed the lyuynge and trew god, 
who alone hath made al thynges. But for as muche as pe delyted in them, 
wyl bꝛynge you ouer into Babylon that ye maye ſetue ektſones idolatets. 
Nou is it as I ſuppoſe, ſufficientlye declared that J haue nought ſayde,o2 
ſpoken blaſphemoully, to the derogation of god, whome J *yncerely woz- 
\hyp,neyther agaynſteMopyſes,whoſe P2ophecye J hertely do einbꝛace but 
that they rathcr haue blaſphemed who hathe by folowpnge the wicked ſtep⸗ 
pcs of our cldcrs,deſpyſed foꝛ a long tyme paſſed both god hym ſelfe ſpea⸗ 
kyng by hys pꝛophet Moyſes and yet at this pzeſent tyme delpyſe both god 
and Moyſes ſpeakynge in Jeſus perſon of Nazarcth . And as touchynge 
the lawe, I haue in no wyſe be founde blaſphemouſe, koꝛ whom the law hath

And they wente down both into the water:both Philip s alſo the Chamberlain, 
and hebaptited him. And as ſone as thep were come our of the water, the ſpꝛete of the 
lo; de caught away philip, and the chamberlayne ſawe bim no moze. And he went on 
bis waye retopſyng: but Philip was found at Azotus. Aud de walked thozow out the 
countrep,pzcachynge in all the cities, tyll ye came to Leſarea. 
Than Philip, as one that was ready with right good wyll to teache o⸗ 
pened his lyppes,and begynnyng at this place of the pzophete , expounded 
to hymn bꝛielly the pꝛyncypal poyntes of the goſpel, that is to ſaye , that thys 
perſon, whom the pꝛophete ſpake of, was the ſon of God , thzoughe 
god had decreed,and by his hrophetes pꝛomyſed rely to ſaue al, that would

oꝛne man virgyn And where the one natiuitye 
and eke the other can not be in woozde expꝛelled, whether it be his eternal 
generatton of his father, whiche from euet was without circumſcription of 
tyme,oz that he once had o the virgyn, by the holye ghoſtes handy wozke 
without mannes helpe takyng ſo vpon him mannes nature,that he depar⸗ 
ted neuer from his godhed the pꝛophete Eſaye this in ſpitite a much 
aſtonted thetat ſavde: who ſhalbe able to declare at hys genetatpon: 
Furthermoze that he was the trewe paſchal lambe, foꝛ whoſe deathes ſake, 
his father had appoynted to delyuer, not onely the Iſtaelytes but all other 
natyons alſo, frome of ſynne, and from death cuerlaſtynge. 
And therfoze delyuered he him into the handes of pꝛeyſtes, ſcrybes, phaty⸗ 
ſc1s, and head men emong the people, who bꝛoughte hym afterwarde vnto 
Pilate,being than iudge x liuetenaunt of the pꝛouince, to thentent he might 
be crucyfyed. Ind foz as muche his wpl was to dye foz our ſakes,no anſwer 
made he befkoze him, fox his releaſment,but as he had ben a ſhepe,ſuffred pa⸗ 
cyentlp all they; mockes,and all they punyſhmentes.But there hyd he the

whome 
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uiſſaunce of his diutne power, ſubmitted himſelfe foz mans ſake, to the 
oweſt degree of humilitit. Che Jewes ſuppoſinge verely that he was none 
other thynge at all, than he leamed to be, condemned hym , and put hym to 
death. This is it vndoubtedly that the pꝛophet ſpeaketh of: In his humble- 
nes is his tudgement exalted. An innocent is to deathe condemned 
ſhall cum once agapne on hyghe, and ſurmowntynge all other , and 
tudge the quicke and the dead. But god the father hath called his ſon backe 
to lyfe agayne the third day. After what time of his reſurrection, was he the 
ſpace of fowertie dayes conuetſaunte on yearth, bothe ſeene often, and felt 
of his dyſciples cozpozally,z than finally in ſight of them al lite vp he was 
into heauen. Ind the tenth daye after his aſcenlion, ſente he down fromheas« 
uen the holy ghoſt, who in ſuche wyle enſpited thapoſties heartes and they; 
tounges alſo, that they m wythoute all feare, pub vnto al people 
thozough out the wozld, Jelus of Nazareth, foz the chefe auctour and foun⸗ 
tayne of lyfe,and health euerlaſtyng,not by any healpe of Moyſes lawe,but 
by faythe and baptiſme. Of all theſe poyntes reherſed, none there is, that 
Moyſes lawe hath not in figures ſignitied, that the pꝛophetes haue not be⸗ 
2 1 foze ſpoken ot yea that Jeſus himſelfe hath not taught and pꝛomiſed. The

the Dynagoges of Jcwes, there dwellynge, foz that ende that he myghte, 
thozowe their apde,at comaundement of the high Byſhop,bzyng faſt bound ,,, cre 
to Hietuſalem whom ſoeuer he had taken faultye in this hereſpe,epther men of bem tercces 
02 women. Cheſe and ſuch lyke thinges was Saule moued to do, ot a plaine 19. 2 Dar 
and no diſſemblyng mynde, ſuppoſyng with hym ſelfe, accozdyng vnto the Sinagoges. 
Loꝛdes ſaying,that hys deuoute and ſ[erutce here in, was pleaſaunt to god, 
Ind therfoze god ſuffered not hys handes to be polluted with innocentes 
bloude,but called hym abacke in the myddes of his rage. Foz whan he was 
almooſt at hys ioutneyes ende not far froine the cytie Damaſco, a ſodayne 
light from heaue,Chone aboute him: and ſodapnly, as he was fallen foz feare i 
vpon the grounde hearde he a voice ſayinge vnto hym: Baule, Daule,whyp 
doeſt thou perſecute me: Chan Saule as one ſtricken with great maruatle, 
who he ſhoulde be that on highe aboue, # ſo myghty complained of wzong, 
as it were done by hys frende, and in doubte whether he were ſum aungell, 
oꝛ els god hymlſelfe. aunſwered fearfully: who art thou, O Loꝛde : Than 
ſayde he: J am the ſame Jeſus of Nazareth, whome thou ſuppoſeſt to be 
deade, wheras J do lyue and reigneftn heauen. But thou in perſecution of 
my dilciples,and of mp name doeſt perſecut me alſo, vnawares therof. But 
all thy laboure is in vayne . Foz it ſhall be harde and paynfull foz the, to 
beate thy heeles againſt the pꝛycke. Fox thy ſtriuing is not agaynſt man but 
agaynſt god, whole will no man is hable to reſiſte. Whertoꝛe thyne offence 
herin is double the moze,and nothinge ſhalt thou pzeuapyle and yet 
do thy ſelfe a ſh2ewde turne. Saule hearynge this, trembled foz feare, and Ind he b 
as one amaſed.ſayde:Lozde what wilte thou haue me do? By this anſwere, ee ond 
his erroure appered to haue cum of playne ignoꝛaunce, and of no malpce. #: lozde whax 
To inſtructe once luche perſons, it were ſufficient. But it was erpedient that dane 
an high and fierce ſtomake, were plucked downe and ſ 2 -% that mynded dos 
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nought cls but to thzeaten and kylle, were made afrayed, to thintente he 
and the Koz2e Might be eally taught. Than ſayed the loꝛde to hym:atyſe and goo into the 
apr cytie.There ſhalt thou learne what is fo2 the to do.

Gage may ſette vp, ſo maketh he the blynde, that he maye theun lighten. Saule 
the, what thou beyng in his cruell tage, was thꝛowen downe headlinge, but after that he 
muſt doo. became meke and ready to obey,he was byd ſtande vp. 


The texte. ¶ The men whiche ioutneyed with him, toode amaſed, hearyng a voice, but ſceyng 
no man. and Saul aroſe from the pearth,and wht he opened his epes, he ſa w no ma n. 
But they led hym by the bande, 4 bought him into Damaſco. And he was thꝛee dates 
without fight, and neither did eate noz dzinke. And there was a certaine, diſciple at 
Damaſco, named Ananias,# to him ſaid the loꝛde in a viſton: Anantas: And be layed? 
bcholde, hete J am loꝛde. And the lozd — — vnto him: atiſe and go into the ſtrece, whis 
che is called dᷣte igt, and ſeke tn the houſe of Yudas, after one called Saul of Tarſus, 
Fo: beyolde, ve pzapeth,and hath ſene in a viſion, a mã named Anamas comming into 
dym, and puctyng bis bandes on hym, that he mygyht tecepue his ſight. 


Whyle thele thynges were thus in doyng,the men that went with Saule 
in his tourney, ſtode amaſed heatyng certaynly one talke to Saule, but ſe⸗ 
png no man. Than Saule vpon good comfoxte that he toke hetot atoſe vp. 
The kirſt ſtep to vertne is to be ſette vpon fote. And beholde agayne an o⸗ 
ther nuracle although his eyes were open, he coulde not ſee. Chan thoſe 
that came in his company. lad hym by the hande into the citie of Damaſco. 
And pet was not he than foꝛthwith admitted to the gifte of the holy goſte, 
that it ſhould bee noted of vs, that came after foz an example, howe it were 
not mete to laye hande fozthwith vpon cache perſon, but firſte to lee them, 
that are newly inſttucted diligentlye tryed, and pzepared by faſtynge, and 
pzaper.Wherfoze than, lyke as thapoſtles abode at Yieruſalem ten dayes 
ſpace in expectaciõ of the holy goſt,ſo tatyed Saule at Damaſco the dates, 
ſeyng none yearthly thing with his cozpozall eye, but thinwarde eyes of 
his ſoule, wer in the meane ſpace clearely illuſttat:all that whyle receyuyng 
no foode,but his mynde was fedde the meane time with heauenly docttyne. 

, Jov evere (There was the lame tyme at Damaſco.a diſtiple (to ſo were they than cal- 
diſciple at — led whiche had receyued l,) named Ananias. The lozde had piked 
maſco named oute this Anantag, by whole handes his plcaſute was bowntecullpe to 
to by dg teplenyſthe Paule with giftes of his holye ſpirite.

But Anantas ſoꝛe afrayed at the name of Saule, who foꝛ his cruelty, 
was than muche ſpoken of emonge the chziſtians, made aunſwere: J haue 
hcarde lozde,of manye one,howe loꝛe this man hath vexed thy bleſſed ſayn⸗ 
tes at Hieruſalem, and pet not ſo contented, but now is he hyther cum alſo, 
beyng put in authoꝛutie by a ſtreyght commyſſion from the high biſhoppes, 
to laye them all faſt in fetters,that callvpon thy name. Heteunto the lozde 
agapne made aunſwere : J knowe righte well howe ye my ſhepe are muche 
of that rauenous wolfe.But there is no cauſe thou (houldeſt +0; J we 
feare.Foz that wolfe haue J chaunged into a right gentle ſhepe. Xoherfoze —— 
ſee thou go bnto hym boldly. Foꝛ hym J haue choſen to myne obne ſelfe, as de mut ſuffre 
a notable inſttumente to carye inp name befozethe Yeathen, bekoꝛe kynges (27 wr names 
of the earth, and the childzen of Jſracll.

C Aud Ananias wente his waye, and centred info the houſe, and put his handes on 
him, # lay de: dzother Haul, the loꝛde that appered vnto the in the waye, as thou cams de texts, 
meſ, yath ſent me, that thou myghteſt recepue thy ſighte, and be tylled with the dolpe 
Teen and immedlat ly there fell from his eyes, as it dad bene ſcales, and he tectyued 
ght:aud aroſe, and was baptiſed and tectyued meat, and was comfozted. 


Ananias well encouraged at theſe wozdes, departed thence, and entted 
into Judas houſe,he founde Saul p2aytng,and layde his hande vpon him, 
and bzother Saule, the lozde Jeſus Chziſte, that appered vnto the 
inthe way as thou waſt commyng hithet, hath ſent me to the, to the intente 
thou ſhouldeſt teceyue thy ſight agayne, and be replenyſhed with the holy 
ghoſt. Ananias had vneth ſpoken theſe wozdes, but there fell from the 
eyes of Paule in the ſame place, as it were certayne ſcales of a fiſhe, and ſo 
recouered he his ſight. And immediately he ſtode vp and was baptiſed . Af- 
ter that, whan he had recetued ſum koode he was well ſtrengthned. In thys 
maner that excellent capytayne of Chꝛiſtes goſpel, and he that ſhould ſoone 
after,obſcure the glozy and renown of other his appoſtles, . receyued at the 
hande of Ananias a poze and humble dilctple,the holy ghoſt, that he 
receyued baptiſme.But nothing is done out of oꝛdꝛe that is done at Jeſus 
Chaiſtes commaundement, whom Paule had foz his teacher. Foz ſohad he

The Jewes, whiche knewe 

of Daules cruell fierceneſſe agaynſt the Chziſtians, by the rumoure that 

was bzutted abꝛode teiopſing that they had gotten ſuch a valiaunt delen⸗ 

dout of Moyles lawe, whan they had herde that he did ſo earneſtly pꝛeache

Foz they began, in pꝛeſence of all men chat hearde them, to ſpeake dyucrs nne 
languages pꝛayſing muche the bountifull goodnes of god.

On the other parte, 
by reuclacton of the holy ghoſt, he perceyued that mcflangecrs wer cum from 
Coꝛnelius:whoin he fozthwith did not teceyue into the houle leaſt he beyng 
a Jcwe, might haue ſeined to haue been deſyzous to coumpaignie with the 
heathen but ſpake to them at the dooꝛe and befoze witneſſes alked the why 
their commynge was. This queſtion he aſked. rather foz the Jcwes ſakes 
that wet pꝛelent then foꝛ his owne.Belydes this after he perceiued that the 
viſions did agree. both on the one parte and the other, he went thyther, but

1 home wet not circumciſed, whiche we befoꝛe had receyued: not becauſe we had ſo 
Lad wit delctued by keping of the law but thoꝛow our faith, wherby we beleued ous 
and $0®. Jelus Chꝛiſt how coulde J be againſte the will of god: Was it foz me to 
| ſtaye.that they ſhoulde not be baptiſed in water, whiche were than alrcaby 
baptiſed in the ſpirite of god, ſeyng that watet is nothinge els but a token 
of the grace that ſhalbe geuen vs from heauen! But than was grace gyuen 
them befoze without our miniſterye-Do that to deny them to be baptiled in 
watt, had ben nothyng elg but to impꝛoue that whiche God hao done. 
Wuhan they had hearde theſe his woꝛdes they helde theit peace and pzayſed 
god ſaying:than the very thynge in effectc is tuidentlye declared, that god 
bath gyuen repentaunce, not to the Iſtaclites onely, but to the Gentylcs 
alſo that they therby maye obteyne lyfe tuctlaſtyng. Ind theſe wer the firſte 
frutcs of the G oſpell, that the churche had of the heathen, by Peters pꝛo⸗ 
cutement. Foꝛ befozc hym none other dutſte ſo doo but Philip 0.1clp,3 that 
"alſo not without monicion of an aungel. 
C They allo which wer ſcatteted abꝛode th: oughe the affliction that aroſe about Ste: 
The terte, ucn, walked th2oughout unto Phentce, and Lip2es, and Antioche, preacbyng the word 
fonomannc,but varo the Jewes oncly. Sum of them wer men of Cypies an? Ciccae? 
whiche whan they wer cum to Antioche ſpake vnto the Seekes, and preaches the lozd 
Icſus. Sndtte bande of che lozde was with them, and a great numbcr beleucd, and 
furucd unte the lobe. 
For they that bp reaſcn of ſoze perſccuticn after ®tcuens death wer dyl⸗ 
perſcd.wente from village to village, and froin cyttc to cytie, vntyll they 
tame to Phenice. and ſum to the Ple Cypzcs, whiche lycth righte ouer a« 
Ind the bande gaynlte Phenice ſum alſo ſcatteted to Intioche, whiche diuideth Phenice 
was with the ktom Cilicia pcacking to cucry man the doctryne of the goſpel.whiche they 
meta , Had recepued of the apoſtles. and pet durſt not they communicate it to any 
man, but thole that were Fewes, not becauſe they hated all men belpdes, 
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that it was not lawfull to gyue to dogges the holy. whiche to do the Loꝛde 
had foꝛbydden them. About the ſame tyme atoſe vp certayne men that were 
conuerted to the favth,bozne parte in Cypꝛes and patte in Cyꝛene, whyche 
entryng into the cytie of Intioche, durſte boldly ſpcke of Chꝛiſt to tie Gre- 
cians.and pꝛeached our Loꝛde Acſus vnto thcym and they pꝛoſpeted, the 
matter ſutcedyng very well as the wyll of God was that it ſhoulde do who 
gaue ſtrength and courage to the ſettetskurth of his name. Foz emong them 
alſo a gteate numbꝛe that gaue credence to the golpell, wer conuerted to the 
— — of theſe thinges came vnto the cates of the congregacton, whiche was in 
Dicruſalem. And they (ent turth Barnavas, that ye (houlde go viito 4ntioche: which 
when he was come, aud had ſeene the grace of Bod, was glad, and cchozteo them all, 
that with purpoſe of hcarc, they woulo c ntynually cleauc vato rye lozde. Foz he was 
a good man, aud full of thc holy gyoſ and faith:and much people was added vnts the 
lo25c. Thau ocparicd Barnabas to Tarlus, toz to ſcie Saul. 442 wan ge yad tound 
bim, be bꝛong ht dim unto antioche. 

The knowle nge cf this matter by noyſynge of it abꝛode froin one to 
anothet came to the cates of the churche whyche was at Hictuſalem. And 
for this putpoſe the leute Barnabas,a ma which was boꝛnt in Cipzcs, one 
of ſuche petkettion as w is ſemely koꝛ an apoſtle , was ſente thythet by tha- 
poſtles to ſee what was doen there and $3at he yt he pereetued it to be agre- 
able to the wvll of God ſhoulde allow it by the authoute of thapoſtics. 

So great heede they toke in tectyuynge the heathen to be partakers of the 
goſpcll , althoughe thapoſtles mucht deſired that it ſhoulde ſa be partelye 
leſt that it ſhulde be aftetwardes called backe oꝛ bꝛoken of ts Fewes as 
a thinge vnaduiſedly oꝛ taſhely doone, and pattely leſt the gentiles ſhoulde 
bety muche nuſtruſte theymſelues in that tizat they had done, as though the 
lawe of Moſes muſt haue bene theyꝛ helpe and ther ſtaye. But atter that 
Barnabas was cum to Antioche , and perceyued that tac Gtecians hadde 
obtayned them lyke fauoure of god thoꝛowe fayti) , without obleruation of 
the laue as the Lewes had, he muche teioylcd that the numbre of p cavth- 
full was cencreaſed and crho2ted them all that they ſhou!de ſtande ſtedkaſle 
in theit purpoſe and ſhicke to god. Foꝛ he was a good man and replen:fhed 
with the holy ghooſt . Ind thettoꝛe came it to paſſe by meancs of his pꝛca⸗ 
ching that many moo dyd toyne with thother noumbꝛe that pꝛokeſſed the 
loꝛd. Ind becauſe that Intioche is adioynyng to Cilicia the verye nereneſle 
of the plate moued hiin to ſeeke koꝛ Paule, whiche was moꝛe meete for thys 
office than any other, foꝛ aſmuche as he was choſen of Chulte to gloꝛytve 
his name emong the gentils,and pꝛinces of the ycarth.Foz the diſciples had 
brought him to Ccſarea a titie of Phentce , what tyme he fledde from Jeru- 
ſalem and thence he went to Tarſus. Whom after he hav founde there, he 
brought to Antioche, becauſe he hoped to wynne moo by his meancs whiche 
was an apob le ſpecially choſen to this office, in ſo greate a cuie às that was 
an) ſo muche krequented bothe of Grectans,and alſo { ewes. 

C an»itchaunced that a whole yeare they had they: conuerſacton with the congte⸗ 


gaction there, and taugyt muche people; in lo muc he as the dilctpics at Antioche, wete 
the firſt that were called Lyziſten, 


Ind ſo they contynued together at Intioche a whole vere, with the con- 
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but of a certayne godly fcare which they had foꝛaſmuche as they thoughte, 
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gregacion of the faythfull that wer there gathered together in a great num⸗ 
bꝛe alwell of Gtetians as of Jewes which was afterwardes muche tncrea= 
ſed by acceſſe of no mall multitud of pcople gatheted together by the pꝛea⸗ 
chyng of Paule and Barnabas inſomuche that they, whyche bekoꝛe were 
called diſciples becauſe the name ot Chꝛiſte was odious at Intioche kyzſte 
were called, of the pꝛyncipall authoure of theyʒ teligion all Chziſtians that 
p2otclled Chultcs doctrine, 


C In thoſc daypes came pꝛophetes from the cikic of Teruſalem vnto Antioche. And 
there ſtoode vp one of them named @gavus, and lignified vp the ſprrite, p there would 
be great deatti thꝛoughout al the world, which came to palle in toe Emperoure Clauz 
dius dapcs. Than tue diſcipics curry man acco2ding to bis habilitte, purpolcd roſeud 
luctout vnto the bx<th2eu, which dwelte in Fewiy, whicy thing they alſo did, s (ent it 
to the elotts by the Handes of Barnabas aud Saule. 


Aboute this ſeaſon.certayne Pꝛophetes came from Hieruſalem to Anti- 
oche emong whom one whoſe name was Agabus, Candynge vp in the con⸗ 
gregation inipited with the ſpitite of God certified them that there ſhoulde 
cum greate famyne oucr all the whole woꝛlde. The whiche came to paſſe 
in Claudius Ceſats tyme that ſucceded Caligula. And becar:fe that the 
Icwes, whych wer conyerted to the fayth, and dwelled in Vieruſalem, were 
fo2 the moſt parts pooze men and partly had gyucn all that hey had in coin- 
mon and many of them by reaſon that they pꝛoteſſed Jeſus Chuſtes name 
had bene ſpoyled of theyz goodes by the pzycſtcs they pꝛeuyded that thole 
whychc had habundaantly ynoughe elpecially emor:7eft tie Gentyles and 
had receyued the goſpell,ſhoulde cucry man gyue a poꝛtion and the money 
ſo gathered ſhoulde be ſente to the chuſten menne that dwelled in Jewzye 
for their ſuſtentation ſo that no mannc was compelled to gyue anye thyng, 
but that cucrye manne ſhoulde gyuc that, that he coulde fynde in hys heart 
wyth a good wyll to depatte withall, accoꝛdyng to the valewe of his goods 
des. And cuen as they had oꝛdeyned, fo was it dooen. And that ſame mo⸗ 
neyt was ſente to Hictuſalem by Paule and Batnabe to the eldets, that 
= _—_ diſtribute jt as they thoughte beſte to thoſe that hadde nede 
thetok.

wooꝛkyng ckteſdnes by theym as by his tooles,the fame thyng which he be- 
fore went aboute but yct obteynyng nothyng cls thereby but that the name 
of Jeſus was more gloꝛyoully (et fourth . Thettoꝛe Hetode pꝛactiſing hys 
rega!l and abſolute power, ſent certayne of his garde wyth weapon to laye 
bande on ſum of the congregation that pꝛofeſſed Jeſus of Nazarcth , Lozde 
of all thyngecs. Ind lo he whiche in choppyng of Johns head had leatned to 
behtade good men and thole that frely ſpake the truth dyd nowe lykcwyle 
lay handes vpõ James thapoſtle bꝛothet to John becauſe he in thole dayes 
was eſ emed of greateſt authoꝛity emongeſt thothet apoſtles, and commaũ⸗ 
ded lum to be headded whyche ſtedraſtly contynued in p2ofeſſynge the name 
of Jeſus. Ind whan he perceyued that this his cruel acte dyd well plcaſe the 
Tewcs he heaped inyſchicke vpon milchyefe , and commaunded that Peter 
ſhoulo be taken, which was chiere emong the reſt of the apoſtles. thynkynge 
that it would cui to paſſe that the ſhepchearde beyng rydde out of the way, 
the flocke mvght caſily be diſpetled and ſcattered, vpon which conlyderation 
the Fewcs had before ſlavne our Loꝛde Icſus ſtaying theyz handes frome 
thapoſtlcs. He woo!de ummediatly and wythoute delay haue put Peter to 


monge the Jewes. was at hande at which tyme the Jewes bekoꝛe had bene 
alſo atraved to ſita Jeſus. Suche is the Jewes deuocion in kepyng their 
holy daves. They are not afrayde to lacrifyce an innocente mannes bloude 
at the peoples tequeſte but they are afrayed to bzcake they? holye dape , as 
though that he wer nothyng gyltie of murder, whiche hathe in hett p:cfired 
to committe murder. He than commaunded that Peter beynge thus taken, 
ſhoulac be caſt into pꝛyſon and for feare leſt he ſhould any way eſcape , lyke 
as Paule had he ſette (irtene harneſt men to kepe him lyinge in bandes to 
tinutent that no man nught by foꝛce take him awape. Foꝛ he had purpoſed, 
alter the holy dayes to bꝛyng this ſacrifice befoze the people that even thir- 
ſted foꝛ innocent bloude. Like people lyke kynge. In the meane ſeaſon ney- 
ther refuſed Peter to goo to pꝛyſon, hauyng knowlege befoze by God that 
ſuche thinges ſhoulde happen neythet made the diſctples any commocton as 
gaynſt the vngodly cruclnes of this tyꝛaunt hauyng wel in temembꝛaunce, 
how the loꝛde had commaunded that they ſhoulde wiſhenothyng but well, 
yca to thoſe that purſued theym.Yerod was not ſatiſtied with empꝛyſonyng 
of Peter ne with double chaynes noꝛ wyth once fower loldyats in armoure, 
whiche in other tůmes and caſes were thought ynoughe to haue the ſafe ke⸗ 
pyng of one manne koꝛ thys purpole vereyly that hvs ctuell entente wyth fo 
great dylygence might muche more auayle to the ſettyng fooꝛth and encrea- 
ſyng of the gloz of our ſamout Chuſte .

Ind whan as Ycrod purpoled to bꝛynge him forth befoze the people aftcr 
the holy dayes wet ended as god woulde, the nighte befoze he ſhoulde haut 
ven bought kozth, Peter was a flepe betwene two ſouldiers, bounde W two 
chaynes.The teſt of the louldicrs watched at the pꝛilon doo2e . And behold 
thangel of God lodapnly ſtode by Peter, and a woonderfull lyght wythall, 
made al the houle bught.not withſtandyng that u was both a darke pꝛiſon. 
and a darke night allo, and ſmytyng Peter on the ſyde teylcd hun layinge:

He was returnyng to Setgius Pay- 
lus, whiche was pꝛoconſul that is to ſape lyettenaunt oꝛ the [02d deputycof 
that lande, and was a wyſe man x of good crperience. Fox ſuche kelowes 
had wonte commonly to get them in ſuche great mennes fauoure that they 
maye do moꝛe miſchieke emong men, whan they haue once bꝛoughte them in 
errour. The pꝛoconſul hearyng than that the goſpel was ſowed throughout 
Cipꝛes did not onely not withſtand it but allo ſent foꝛ Barnabas 2 Paule 
But Etymas beyng very deſitouſe to [carne of them this heauenly docttyne. But Barye- 
badete es lus beyng an enempe to out lauiout Jcſus, endeuouted hymſelke to teſyſte 
name by intce the inctcale of the Golpcll,and ſtryued agaynſt the truth whiche was com. 
preracio wins mynge to light, where as he was in veray dede a woꝛket cf falſchood. And 
ſougateto Elimas whiche woꝛde in the Sitians language betokeneth an inchaunter 
dhe bal rom ulld A falſe pꝛophete alſo withſtoode the apoſtles that wer (rue pꝛophetes. 
the/aith, For hc perceywing that the pzoconſull was deſirous to heare the goſpell , x 
well aſſured that in tyme to cum there woulde be no place for hys decevttul 
craftes emonge them that had once learned the lute and ſtedfaſt truth went 
aboute to alicnate the pꝛoconſulles mynde that hc ſhoulde no more beleue 
© tou tu the apoſtles. Bete matke the bucklynge togithet of mannes craftes, and p 
of all lutteliye lyucly Force of the goſpell. Saule whiche was alſo named Paule, could 
pt 99 — t nolonger fozbcare this felow whom he petceyued ful of the deuyls fpirtte, 
th: vel, thou that Nryucd with myſcheuous craftes agaynſt the pure ttuthe but takyng

w. thou not on this cuchauntet and ſayde vnto hym: © thou wycked, full of all deceite 
ccaldeoper: and wylenes that erpꝛeſſeſt thy father the dcuil which firſt by his wiles and 
warts of the lycs D2£w man to death. O enemy of all tuſtice and tructh and in this ſhew⸗ 
donde yng thy lelke to be the ſonne eb the deuill. fo2 he kirſte tooke (rom man his 
innotencie thou openly ſityueſt that truthe ſhall not ſpung agavne. Ind 
thou arte not contci.ted that thou hitherto Haſte deccyued ſym ple men with 
thy dcceptfull crafics,but nowe allo hen the wyll of god is, that the trueth

Ind althoughe® | 
the moſt parte of men thꝛough erroure.had lefte the true god woꝛſhyppyng 
ymages of dyucrle thynges in ſtede of God oꝛ thynges that were created in 
ſtede of their ctcatout yet he by and by dyd not teuenge himſelke on them ag | 
he uiſtly might haue doen noꝛ cealednot to provoke them to knowe and loue wo 
him by his continuall bencfytes.Fo2 he that made the wozld to the vle of mg T 
doth make both fruitful and plentykul the ground by lendyng down rayne 1 
from heauen and cauſeth perthly incteaſe of fruites to ſuffice aboundauntly In geuyns vs | 
to the vic of mannes lite, tefteſhyng vs plentifully with ſondꝛye kyndes of kal kene tt | 
meates and ſtitting our hettes to mp2th. with pleaſaunt wines. Foꝛ ye haue long cur hertcs | 
not tecevued theſe bencfites of Jupiter,Ceres, oꝛ Bacchus whom ye haue . 4 

hitherto woꝛſhypped, but of the ſaine god whom we pꝛeach vnto you. Than 4 
althoughe thc apoſtles had ſo plapniy ſhewed the truth in the hearynge of | 4 
1 
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al the multitude, yet they coulde ſcarcely ſtaye they: handes, from doyng 
lacrifice vnto them. 


C Thyther came certayne Yewes from Antioche and Jromum: whych( whan thep 
had obtaynes thc peoples conſente, and had Roned Paulc )d2cwe hym out of rye cytie, 
ſluppolyng be had dene dead. Dow be it as the diſciples ſoode rounde about him, be as 
toſe vp ⁊ came iuto the citie. And gᷣ nexte daye he departed with Barnabas, to Derba. 


In the meane ſpace whyle theſe thynges wer done at Lyſttes cettayne 
pcrſones beyng Jewes bone that repvned agaynſte the goſpell came thy- 
tier from Antioche that is in Piſidia, and from Jconyum:wiyche Jewes, 
when they had turned many of the people to they: mynde and opinvon that 
is to ſave when they had cauſed them to laye vyolente handes vpon the a- 
poſtleg whyche thyng they had alſo attempted afo:e at Aconvum they ſto⸗ 
ned Paule, and dꝛewe hym out of the citye thynkyng that hc had bene dead, 
Thus is mannes koꝛtune ſodaynely chaunged. They were but a lytle beko e 
taken foꝛ goddes and ſhould haue had ſacrifice done vnto them, but nowe 
Paule beyng ſtoned, was caſte oute of the cytye.Fo! they were moꝛe angrve 
with hym, becauſe he by reaſon of hys eloquence.entyced manye to folowe 
Ch:yſte. Then the dpſcyples compaſſed hym aboute there as he was call, 
and lett fo: dead, and would haue buried the co:ps. But Paule commyng 
tohymlſelf agayne aroſe pzpucly. and entred into the citie and the nerte day 
fled to Detba wyth Barnabas, whpther they kyzſte of all had putpeled to 


haut gonc.

¶ Jud whan they had pꝛeached to the citie, and had taught many, they returned a: 
gaynto£yſtra,and ro Jcomum to Antioche, and tengtüned the diſciples ſoules as 
gayuc,and crhozicd them to chrinewin 5 kapth, affirmyng that we muſt thoꝛow mucy 
tribulecion,cutre into the kyngdome of God. 

And wan they had pꝛeached the goſpel there in that citie,and had taught 
many thynges and as a man would laye had caſte the ſeede of the Goſpel 
ab:odc.they returned to Lyſtres. Icomum and Antioche makyng the myn- 
des of the diſciples ſtedtaſt in the taythe as many as they had conuerted to 
Chꝛyſt and gyuyng them echoꝛtacion to continuc in the tayth and that they 
would not fo2 anve feate be withd:awen from the truſte whiche they had once 
put in our loꝛde Jeſus no: ſhoulde not be moued becauſe they hearde laye 
that Paule was ſtoned at Lyſttes foꝛaſinuche as Chuſt had tolde hys diſci 
ples that this was the waye that thꝛough much trouble they ſhoulde entre 
into p kingdom of heaucn. So that Paul toke moit thought leſt choſe:tuat 
wer weake in the faythe ſhould be alienated from Chꝛyſte ſeyng howe fore 
he was vered of the wycked Jeweg then that he hymſelfe paſſed ſo muche 
on it geuynge example to Biſhoppes. that they ought to folowe th:yfrye 
huſoand men, whych thynke it not ſuffycyent to plante, oꝛ to ſowe, excepte 
they do alſo they: diligence, that the ſame that begynneth to growe , maye 
cum to his full typyng. 
¶ And whan they had oꝛderned theim elders by election, in euety congregacion,# had 
pꝛaped + faſted, thep commended them co the lozde,on wyho:n thep belcuco. 

And fozaſmuche as it was requyſite to the ſettyng koꝛewardes of the 
goſpell that the apoſtles ſhoulde trauavle through many countreys . they 
ſette pꝛweſtes oꝛ auncyentes , who were choſen by the voyces of the comens 
of euerve citie to ouetſee theym , and to ſupplyc the towincs of the apoſtles 
in their abſence,and lo whan they had vſed gencrallye pꝛayet, and faſtyng, 

they 
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they commytted them to god, that they might pꝛokitte in hym whome they 
had once pꝛofeſſed. 


C And wyan they had gon th: gugh oat ÞÞiſidia, they came to Pamphilia, and whan The terte. 
they had preached the woz de of God in Perga, they went down into the citpe of Atta⸗ 

11a, and thence departed by ſwippe ts Antioche, from whence they wer committed vnto 

thc grace ut God, to the wozke whiche thep fultpiled. 


Thc thinges wer doen in Antiochia whiche is a citye in Piſidia and 
whan they had walked ouet that cuntreye, they lykewyle went thozough 
Pamphita, ſowynge the golpell in cucrye place, where as it was not [0- 
wed already, and ſtrengththenyng them that already beleued, vntyll they 
rctourned to Perga. And whan they had there alſo ſet all matters in oꝛdꝛe. 
they came to Attalia whiche is a Cytie of Painphilia, ſomwhat ncate the 
ſca. From thence agayne they tooke ſhypping to Fntioche in Sitia whence 
they firſte came. whan the office of pꝛeachynge of the Gentiles was coin⸗ 
mytted vnto thein by the eldcrs,and whan by laying of handes vpon them, 
by pꝛayet and by faſting.they wer committed to the grace of god Þ though 
his helpe it might happely cum to pafle. that they had taken in hande. 

¶ When they wer cum, and had gathered the congregacion together, they rehearſed The terte. 


all that God had dont by them, bow he had opencd rhe dooze of faith vato the Gen⸗ 
tyls. And tyer they abode longe tyme with the dilcipies. 


Wherkoꝛe whan thet wer retourned thither as men accoumptable for their 
doynges.they called fogyther the congtegacion of the faithful, and opened 
vnto them all ſuche thynges as it had pleaſed god to wozke by theim, ſhe 
wyng them that che fauour of god had furthered theit endeuoute and howe 
hc had gyuen occaſion to call the Gentiles to the faith by whiche they might 
obtavne ſaluacion without the obſcruyng oꝛ kepyng of the heauy and but 
denous commaundementes of the lawe. 


¶ The. xv. Chapter, 


C Ind certapne men whiche came do wn, taught the brethren? ercept pe be circumciſed 

attet the mancr of Moyſes lawe,ye can not be faued. So whan tyHere was atyſen a vil- 

ſenſion and diſpurynge not a littell vnto Paule and Barnabas againſt them, thep des 
tec mined chat Paulc aud Baruabas,and certapne other ot them, (houlde go vp to Is 

tulalem vurothcapotics and eldets about this queſtion. 

Jule and Barnabas contynued a long ſpace at Intioche with the 
diſcyples, becauſe that in ſo noble a Cytie as that was a grcate 
multitude of faithkull wer gathered together of lundꝛye ſoꝛtes of 
men whiche dayly encteaſed moꝛe and moꝛe. 
wer glad to tary longer there whet the greater incteace of faithful inen was 
becauſe the inhabitouts of Hietuſalem, and of that parte of Sitta, whiche 
is pꝛopetlo named Jew2y, did more ſticke to Moyſcs law than any other: 
koꝛſomuche as thei wer leſſe conuerſaunt with the Sentiles:and becauſe that 
they dwellynge more nete the temple, would not permyt the Gentyles to be 
parte takers of the goſpell vnleſſe they would kepe the lawe. which they did 
not yet perceyue ſhoulde be abꝛogate as concernyng the ſhadowes figures, 
X cercmomes after Þ true light was once cum.Df this ſoꝛt wer circumcaſion, 
vacacton and fozbearyng fro woꝛke on Þ Dabboth dave, choyſe of meates. 
holy dates diucrſities æ differences betwene one ſoꝛt of me x anothet in gar- 
mentes.vowes. faſtynges, eſchewynge the catyng of ſuche beaſtes as dyed 
by themſelucs:whiche thinges al that groſle people wer comm 
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fo aſcaſon, that they mighte accuſtome themſclues to obeye goddes com⸗ 
maundemente vntill that the true lyghte dyd appere thzough the goſpel, 
and to it ſhadowes ſhoulde gyue place. Wherkoꝛe ſuche as vnderſtoode not 
the lawe to be ſptrituall affirmed that that whiche was commaunded and 
appoyncted by god and left to them of their fathers, and obletued oz duely 
kept of theit aunceſtty, ſo many hundꝛed vearcs,ought to continue koꝛ cuct. 
This opimon in them p2oceded not of malice , but tathet ofa lupctſtitious 
fauout to the lawe: which whyles they cndeuoured to kepe ſtill, they cleane 
ouetthꝛewe. Foꝛ Pault at the firſt tyme beyng pꝛouoked with like zele pet⸗ 
ſecuted tie chuſten men. And lo whan as the rumour x bꝛuite of thole thyn- 
ges whiche wer done at Antioche ftom whence Paule and Barnabas of a 
common conſente toke their tourney towardes Cypꝛes, and thence to Pain- 
philla and had openly without reſpecte of any perſon preached the Golpel, 
both to the Jewes to the Pꝛolelites x allo to the Gentiles, x had not wylled 
the to obſcruc oꝛ kepe any parte of the lawe,had bene ſpꝛed as far as Hietu⸗ 
ſalem certayne came from Jew2y to Antioche, teachynge a newe doctryne 
diſagreing from that that Paule and Barnabas had taught. Foꝛ they layd 
to thole ot the Gentiles that wer turned to the faith: Excepte ye be circum- 
ciled actoꝛdyng to the rule appoynted by Moyſes lawe.ye can not be laued. 
Tins was the begynnynge of diſſencion betwene thoſe that ſtucke to the 
litterall ſence of the lawe and the other that folowed the pute and [pirituall 
libettie ot the goſpell, whiche ſtrife and diſcention wyll ſtyll cucrmoze con⸗ 
tinewe emong chꝛiſten men allo. And to none other ende did God luficr this 
lame ſtrife to atyſe vp but that al ſuche as wer the diſciples of Chꝛiſt might 
the bettet petecyue how pernicious a thyng religion 1s, that is wholy koun⸗ 
ded vpon terimomes. But whan as Paulc and Barnabas. lyke valpaunte 

cfcndours of the libettie ofthe goſpel had carneſtly reſiſted therr doctrine, 
whichc outwardly ſemed to be godly. but in very dede was very full of mil- 
chiefe thete atoſe a great variagce.whiles that the apoſtles ſtrogly defeded 
the putitie of the doctrine of the goſpel. whiche is ſpiritual. by teſtunomes of 
the Pꝛophetes agaynſt thole that ſuperſtictoufly defended the lawe : x they 
on the other ſide being affeccionate to the law that thei had recetued of their 
forefathers. went about to bꝛynge the Gentyles vnder the lame yoke, not 
petcevuyng in the meane ſeaſon. what flaundre a tepꝛoche it was to Chꝛyſt, 
whole grace they thought lacked aſſiſtence of the law. Foz it was lawful fox 


hym that made the law to abꝛogate and abolyſhe the ſame. Howe be it he

doeth not abꝛogate the lawe that perkourmeth it. This ſedicion was moꝛe 
hurtekull to the goſpell than the crueltte of Hetode oꝛ any other pꝛynce, be 
caule it ſttoue agaynſt the true teligion vnder a falſe and cloked pꝛetence of 
goblyneg. Wherkoꝛe leaſt that this myſcheuous diſcorde ſhoulde increaſe, 


and Sarhabas it was tought cxpedient by the congregacion of the diſciples, that Paule 
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and Barnabyc.and certayne others of the ſame (o:t ſhould take their iout⸗ 
ney to Hieruſalem to Peter, and the other apoſtles and pucſtes, whiche dyd 
then tewle the Churche of Preruſalem. that this queſtion, oz controucriye 
that was atyſen might be decyſed by their cunnyng and knowledge. Fox 
hithcrto the chiet authoꝛyty reinavned there. where the doctryne of the gol⸗ 
pell litſte ſpꝛonge vp and the ſame authoꝛitie remayned emong them, that 
litſte wer leit abꝛode by clas Chꝛiſt to pꝛeache.

C Aud after they were bzaught on theit ware by the tongtegacyon, they paſſed ouet 
ÞPbcuccand Samarta, declaryng the conucrſion of the Scuttiles, aud they bzougyts 
grcatciopc unte alltgcdzetbzen. 

Than Paule and Barnabas toke thetr tourneye, and a great multitude 
of dilcipies honourably bꝛought thei on their way. And as they paſſed by 
Phenice and Samatia. they ſhewed in cucrve plate how the Gentiles were 
conuerted to the kaith:ſo ſute wer theſe apoſtles that they had pꝛeached well, 
that they fcared nat openly, and of their owne accoꝛde to tehetſe the lame: 
ncyther went they to Hicruſalem to learne of the apoſtles, whithet they had 
docn well bcfoze tyme oꝛ not, but that the troublous commocion and dyl⸗ 
quietinge of the weaker ſoꝛte might be lated downe and appeaced by the au⸗ 
thoꝛytie of the cldcrs. Ind as many as wer conuetted to the faith in, thole 
partes dyd not onely teyſe ſedycion as the Lewes had doen, but teioyced 

alſo wonderfully, | 

C Aud whan they wer cum vnto Jeruſalem, they wer recepued of the congregacton, 
aud cf the apoſtics and cldcrs, and they declared all chpuges that Soda dcn by 
t3cimn, 

But whan Paule and Barnabas, and their other toumpaignions were 
tum to Yieruſalem they wer tentelly recepued of the congregacton whiche 
was thete and lykewpſe of the apoſtles, and ſcntours, vnto whome beyng 
aſſembled togyther, they ſhewedall thynges , that God had wzought by 
them emong the Gentiles. 


C Then aroſe vp certatne of the ſecte of the Phariſeis, whiche did belcue, ſaytnge that 
tt was ucocfull co circumciſe theim, and to commaunde them to kepe the lawe of 
Moyſes. And than thc apoſtles and clders came togethet to reaſon of this matter. 


And where as the moꝛe parte of the multitude appzoued theit doynges, 
therc arole certayne of the Phariſets ſecte, that had been conuerted to the 
feith:which wer in this opmvon ᷣ they thought that mi could not obtaine 
ſaluacyon by grace and tauout thꝛough the golpel, vnleſſe he kept the lawe, 
And theretoꝛe carneſtely teſoned that no Gentiles ought to be made parta- 
kets ot the goſpel, vnleſſe they would bekoꝛe take vp6 them Þ yoke of Boys 
{cs lawe, whiche thyng the Gentiles excedyngly abhozred. But the Phaty⸗ 
ſeis woulde be lene moꝛe earneſt folowers of the lawe than others wer. And 
therefoze they, as doctours of the lawe, affirmed that thoſc Gentiles, that 
wer recctued to the katthe,ought to bee circumciſed, and that a ſtretaht com⸗ 
maundement ought to be geuen vnto them that they ſhoulde kepe Moyſes 
law not vndetſtandyng that none brake the law moꝛe, then ſuche as ſticked 
loinuche to the letter and not to the menyng of the lawe. Ind whan in this 
matter ettſones diilencion was moucd ſee how perillous a thing and howe 
eaſye to lette men together by the cares [uperſticron is the Apoſtles and el⸗ 
ders aſſembled together, to thentente that they myght conſulte and deuyſe 
what was belt to bee doen in this maticr. Foꝛ they beeyng muche deſitous 
of their mayſtets auauncemente, and to wynne mo vnto hym fcarcd leaſte 
that many ofthe Sentiles myndes would be altenated and turned awaye 
from Chute, becauſe they could not abyde the lawe. And agapne, they 
thought it not expediente to geue a iuſte cauſe to the Jewes to forlake the 
goſpell as though it wer dyſagreeyng from the holy lawe, fozaſinuche as 
tizey wet lo earneſtly rooted in the lawe, whiche they had teceyued of their 
kozciathcrs,aind had at that tyme in greate tcuetence, that they myght not

C. Ind when there was muche diſputing, Peter aroſe vp, and ſaped vnto theim:pe 
men and biethꝛen, pe ànowe how that a good while ago, God oyd choleemong vs, that 
ine Senriles by mp mouth would beate the woꝛdc ot the goſpel, and delcue. And Bod 
whicye knawceththeberees, deate them witneſſe, aud gaut vato them the bolp gbole, 
cueu as he dyd vnto vs: and put no difference betwence vs and them, lcepnge that with 
tuti he purifycd their hertes. Now ther toꝛe, why tempte pe god, to put on the diſcp: 
ples neckces rye poke which neither our fathers,no2z we are Hable to beate. But we. be = 
tcae, that thzough the grace ot the loꝛde Jeſu Chil, we ſhalbe ſaucd,as they do. Than 
allrycmulcitude was pleaſcd, ano gaut audyenceto Barnabas # Paule, which tolde 
what ſyguts and wonders God yad ſbewed emong the Gentiles by theim. 


Whetkoꝛe both parties beeyng in earneſt dyſputacton, and reaſonyng, 
and both parties allegynge teſtymonies out of ſcriptures, and groundyng 
cher argumentes vpon the ſame, Peter aroſe vp and ſpake vnto theim, in 
this wyle.B2cthzen, wherefoze call ye this maticr into conttouetſpe, oz dyſ- 
putacto.as though it wer doubtful,and as who ſaith. that it wer in mannes 
arbitrement to allow oz diſallow that thyng that god hath alrcady allowed, 
Pour ſelues do know that few yetes ſince it chaunced me to haue the practiſe 
of ſuche a like thing in Jewzy, as ye fynde fault withal cmong the Gentiles 
nowe. Fo: whan ye lykewyſe grutched that Coznclius and his howſcholde 
wer Chuſtened | ſhewed vnto you al the whole matiet how that A tobe mp 
tourney to Celatca not of myne owne head, but by the commaundement of 
god, to pꝛeache his golpell to the Gentyles allo, that they thzough faith in 
him might obteyn ſaluacion. And where as they that hearde me than pꝛeach 
the golpell wer vncitcumtiled and free without bondage of Moyles lawe, 
yet neuertheleſſe god who eſtemeth not man of his appatel oꝛ outward fur- 
nytute, but of the inward attectiõ of his herte whiche he alone docth know: 
gaue vs manykeſt tokens that he appꝛoued their faith, foꝛ almuche as he, 
whyles they herkened vnto vs powꝛed on theim his holy ghoſt yea ſo plen⸗ 
tyfully.that they ſpake dyuetſe languages, as well as we, and that allo be- 
toꝛe they wer chuſtened:(o that he put no dyſtetenct as concernyng the gra- 
cyous favoure that comineth by the goſpcll.betwene theim whiche were not 
circumcyſed.+ vs that are Jewes. Foꝛ their hettes he clenſed though faith, 
playnly dcclaryng to vs that this fauoure doocth not conſiſte in the power 
of the lawe to geue it vnto men. but in faith. whiche maketh man accepta⸗ 
ble in the ſyght of God. Foz god geucth not his holy ſpitite to the vnclene. 
And they had nothyng cls but euen a plavne beliefe whan the holy ghoſte 


came down vpon them. Wherfozce now ſeyng that god hath expꝛeſſed hys 


mynde.and wil that the Gentiles ſhoulde be receyucd to the goſpel. x ſhouid 
be partakcrs therof thꝛough only faith without the burden of the law, why 
than do ye pꝛouoke and tempte god, whyles.that contrary to his will, pe go 
avout to lay vp6 the diſciples neckes this ſo heauy a yoke of the law, which 
thcy wer neucr hitherto vled vnto:and tize whiche neyther our forefathers, 
not yet we out (clues that wer borne vnder the lawe coulde cucr bee hable 
to beate: oꝛ whiche of vs all euet kept the lawe as it ought to be kept? 

Wherkoꝛe there tcmayneth no hope for vs to attayne vnto laluacyon by 
kepyng of the lawe, but we truſt to bee ſaued by the grace of out loꝛde Je-

Wuhan they had ended their communicacton, Jaines whiche othet wyle 
was called James the tuſt, oz James the good aud was commonly named 
the bꝛothet of our lozde,to whom thapoſtles had than comttted chiete auto⸗ 
tytie atoſe and appꝛoued their ſayinges, in this wyſe: Bꝛethꝛen koꝛaſmuche 
as ye haue quietly hearde thother that ſpake vnto you, I pꝛaie you hcare me 
alſo whvles that I ſhewe you my conceyte what I thynke beſt to be doon in | 
this matter. Symon Peter declared euen nowe that thynge, whiche all we 
knowe to bee very ttue how that firſt it pleaſed god whiche had greate pitie Þ'mon tolte, 
vpon mankinte, ſceyng in what diſtreſſe and exttenntie of pertl and dauͤget been ng ves 
to bee loſt the gentiles wer, and how they wer all gyuen to woꝛſhyppyng of miu the gen 
tdolles.to chooſe hym a people cuen of thoſe alſo, that ſcamed to be none ot me“ 
of his people a people that ſhoulde bee well accepted with hym, and call on einem 7 
his name as well as we. Ind that ſame thyng whiche god begon by Petet, 
he hath cnlarged by Paule and Barnabas. And what we heard was dooen 
by them, the ſaine long lence was pꝛophecied and ſhowed afoꝛe by the pꝛo⸗ 
phetes that it ſhoulde cum to paſſe : Ind emonge the reſte cf the layd pꝛo⸗ ' 4 
phctes, Jinos ſpeaketh in the perſon of god in this wile : After this wyll J k 
returne, and repapze the tabernacle of Dauid that is fallen in decave, | 
and J will buyloe vp agayne his ruynes. and falles and ſette them eftſones | 
bp, that all men whiche are on lyue ſhall ſcke the loꝛde, and all Gentiles _ 
that haue taken my name on them ( ſaycth the lozde ) that doo atccomplyſhe I. 
theſe thynges. What locuer pꝛomyſe god maketh, he will vndoubted⸗ 
ly perfourme. For befoze the creacion of the wozlde, he had appoynted, 
what he woulde doo from tyme to tyme. And whatſoever he hath ozdep- 
ned muſte nedes be wondꝛekully well doen. Nowe therefoze leeyng that we U 
petteyue that it is cum to paſſe, whiche he pzomyſed, J thynke ut not ex⸗ 
pedyente to teſyſte the wpll of God noꝛ to ſpeake ought agaynſt them, that | | 
of heathen, arc become wozſhyppers of the true god: neythet yet to charge 
them with the obſetuynge of the lawe, fozaſmuche as faythe thzoughe the L 
goſpell is ſufficyente fo; the ſaluacton of all men. But let them onely haue gat that we q 
t115 monicton, that foz theit ſakes, whiche be weake in the fayth, aud can wu vneo then, 4 
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not yet be petlwaded that an J doll is of no pnece, and that there is no dyf- 
kerence betwene the fleaſhe that is ſacrifyccd to Jdolles , and any other 
lleaſhe that is ſolde in the market: and becauſe of ſuche perſones lykewyſe, 
as thynke whozdom to be none offence, koꝛſomuche as it is commonly vſed, 
and petuntted without any punyſhement appoynted by mannes lawe, they 
abſtayne from filthineſſe of Jdolles:that is to ſay, that they neithet lacty⸗ 
fice to them, noꝛ cate of that whiche is ſacrificed, and that alſo they ab- 
ſtayne from whooꝛedome. Igapne becauſe of certayne Jewes that be ſum- 
what ſupetſticious, and can not pet be perſwaded, that all thynges ate pute 
and clene bnto them that bee pure and clea ne their (clues, let them abſtapne 
from ſtrangled beaſtes, and from bloud not becauſe theſe thinges pertayne 
any wyyte to the health of the ſoule, but becauſe that charitte ſo pꝛouoketh 
vs to doo that foz a tyme we beate with certayne of out bꝛethꝛen, whyche be 
weake, vntill ſuche tyme that they may attayne to moze petteccion and in the 
meane tyme let eucry man brate one with an other and lo noutiſhe concoꝛde 
betwene you dooyng eche koꝛ other as louing bꝛethꝛen. Neyther nede the 
Icwes to fcarc leſt Mopſes ſhoulde bee abꝛogate, oꝛ decaye t̃oꝛ he hath cet⸗ 
cayne,and hath had this many yetes that ſpeake of him in the Sinagoges, 
whcre he cuſtomably is read euety (abboth daye. 


C Than pleaſed it the apoſtles and elders with the whole c6gregacton, to ſend cho ſeu 
men of tbeit owne cumpany, to Antioche, with Paule and Barnabas. They (ent Jus 
das (whole ſirname was Barſabas)aud Silas, whiche were chiete men emonge the 
b2cry2en, and gaue them letters in their bandes, atter this mancr. 


Whan James had this ſayde, and euerpy inan had allowed his ſapingeg, 


thapoſtles and ſeniours, and the whole congtegacion, thought it erpediet,

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that certayne ſhoulde bee choſen out of that noumbꝛe, to goo with Paule 
and Barnabas to Intioche . And ſo they choſe a couple that wet knowen 
to bee men of goad credite, thone was Judas, whiche fox hys godly be 
bauiour was otherwyſe called by ſirname the Juſte, and Silas, whiche 
bothe wet accoumpted to bee of moſt vpright lyuing cmong all thother bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen. To theſe they gaue certapne meſſages to doo and dcltuered thein an 


epiſtle to catpe the tenout wherof was this. 


C The Apoſtics, and el ders and dꝛethꝛen, ſend gretynges vnto the bꝛethꝛen whiche are 
of 5 Gentties in Intioche, Sirta,# Lilicia . Foz aſmuch as we haue heard, that certain 
which departed from vs, hauc troubled pou with wozdes, and encombzed pour mindes 
ſaying:ye muſt be circumciſed, and kepe the law: To whom we gaue no ſuche cHmaunz 
dement. We thertoze thought it good, when we were cum together with one accoꝛde, 
to ſende choſen men vnto pou, with our welbeloucd Barnabas and Paule, beyng men 
that haue ieopatded their lyues for the name of our Lozde Jeſus Cbꝛiſt, we haut (cut 
thertoꝛe Judas andSplas, mwhicbt (bal alſo tell you the ſame thyuges by mouth. Fo 
it lemed good to the holy ghot# to vs, to charge you w no moze then theſe neceſarpe 
thynges:that is to ſape, that ye abſtepne frd thinges offercd to pmages,# from bloud, 
and from ſtrangled, # from fo2nicacion. From which yt e kepe pour ſelues, ye (hal do 
wel.So fare pe wel. 


The Ipoſtles and elders with the other bzeth2en alſo, whiche of Jewes 
are become chꝛiſten men lende gretyng vnto thoſe of. the Gentiles, whyche 
are conuetted to Chꝛiſte and ate now abidyng in Antioche, Sitia and Ci- 
licia. Foꝛ aſmuche as we vnderſtande, that certayne of the Jewes whichs 
came from hence, as thoughe they had bene ſent of vs, haue troubled vou, 


wheras bekoꝛe their compng,ye wer quiet and cotinued in vnitre 1 — 
iuyng 
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lpuyng after the trade of the goſpell, and fozalmuche as the ſayd perſonnes 
ſo commyng to you haue petuetted your myndes with theyꝛ newe doctryne, 
in that they wylled you to be circumciſed, and to kepe the lawe, where as we 
gauc them no ſuche thyng in commyſſyon: we haue now thought good and 
cxpedvente by the aſlemblye of the whole conuoration, that certayne emon⸗ 
geſt vs purpolcly choſen ſhoulde be ſent vnto you, with Paule and Barna- 
bas whom we not without good cauſe do fauoure and greatly tendꝛe koꝛ⸗ 
almuche as they haue auentured theyꝛ ly::cs koꝛ the ſettynge furthe of the 
name of our Loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛuſte. Whetfoꝛe we haue ſent Judas and Si⸗ 
lag menne whom we knowe to be veraye godly and faythtull, by whoſe re- 
poꝛte yt maye certayne!y haue knowledge of thoſe thynges that we wꝛyte. 
The whole ſunnne wherof is this that foloweth : Jt hath pleaſed the holye 
ghooſte and thꝛoughe his inocyon, vs all, wyth one conlente not to burden 
you with any moꝛe, then wyth thele thynges whyche we thoughte verye ne⸗ 
ceſſatve to be obſetued that is to ſave fyꝛſt that ye abſteyne from that, that 
is ſacrificed to dolles, leaſt that yf ye ſhoulde cate of it, ye myghte leme to 
fauoure the ſame lupetſticion, whyche ye bauc once renounced and forſa - 
ken. Decondely that ye cate no beaſtes bloude. o2 anye beſte that is ſtran⸗ 
glcd, whiche ate vnlawefull meates and fozbydden by the lawe. Fynally, 
that ye abſtayne frome whoozedome , whpche the Gentyles ſuppoſed to be 
lawecull . Pt pe abſtepne from theſe thynges ye ſhall do well. And thus 
fate ye well. 

C Whan they thertoꝛe wer departed, they came to Antioche, and gathered the mul⸗ 
titude together, and delpucted the Epiſtle. Which whan they had ted:they retopceoot 
the confolacton. And Judas and Splas beyng Piophctes, exhoꝛted the brethzen wyth 
muche p2cacyynge, x ſtrengthened them. And after they bad tarycd there a ſpace, they 
werletgoinpeaceofcycbecthien varo the Apoſtles. Not withNtandyng it pleaſed $1» 
las, to abyde there ſtelt, bur Judas departed alone to Jeruſalem:Paule and Barnaz 


bas continued in Antioche, teachpuge and pꝛtachpug the wopde ok rye LORDS wity 
othets many. 


Arter thys done, they were dimiſſed wyth the letters and meſſage: and 
whan they came to Authioche, they deiyucred the letters to the congregacion 
Whiche, whan they wer in audience of them all rehearſed, the whole multr- 
tude reioyſed with greate comfozte,becauic the Apoſtelles and elders , and 
commons of Bietuſalem, had voucheſafed by theyꝛ authozytic to ſtape them 
in that opinion, which they had already conceyued in theyꝛ myndes. And 
than Judas and Silas hauinge the gifte oferpoundyng ſcriptures, ſatiſ- 
fycd euety man in thoſe thynges that were not namelye expꝛeſſed in the lets 
tets, accoꝛdynge to the commyſlyon of the Fpoſtles . And at large they er⸗ 
hoꝛted the bꝛethꝛen ano made them ſtedkaſte in theyꝛ mynde, wyllyng theym 
to continue in that that they had begonne. And whan they had taryed there 
a good ſoꝛte of dayes they were dinaiſſed of the bꝛethꝛen in peace , and were 

ctinitted to tetutrne vnto them tht had ſent them. Ind foꝛalmuche as Dt - 
as thought it beſt to tarve there, Judas returned alone to Hietuſalem. In 
thc meanc ſpace Paule alſo and Barnabas temavned at Inttoche.teaching 
indiffetently bothe Lewes and alſo Gentyles pꝛeachynge ſaluation vntoc- 
uetie man to be obteyned, yt they woulde belcue the Golpell, that is to ſaye, 
the woꝛde ol god.

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vilit oure b1eth2en in euerpe cytye where we haue (hewed the worde of the Toꝛde, and 
ſccyowe they dooc. And Barnabas gaue couuſell ro take wpth them John, whoſe 
(yzname was Mathe But Paule wouldenot take hym vnto thepz coumpanye, 
whyche departed trome them at Pamphilia,and wente not with theym to the worke 
And the contencton was ſo Wat pe betwene them, that they depatted aſondze one from 
another, and ſo Barnabas tooke Marke and ſapled vnto Lypaes. 

And Paule choſe Silas, aud departed , bepng commptted of the bzethzen vuto the 
grace ot SD. And he went thzoughe Liria and Lilicia , ftablybynge the congte⸗ 
gactous, Then tame ve to Derba and toLiſtra,commaundynge theym to kepe the 
pꝛeceptes of the Apolltes and eldets. 


Wants And after a good ſpace, Paule became careful foꝛ the diſcyples , that he 
wouldcnot Had left at Cypꝛes and in Pamphilia . Then he ſayde vnto hys compa- 
wy —— nyon Barnabas : Let vs go vilite oute bꝛethꝛen that be abꝛode in al cities. 
Weh dar Where as we haue preached the woꝛde of god and ſe how they do. Barnabas 
«cy from 1%" allowed his ſayinges but hys mynde was to haue John, whiche otherwiſe 
and wente net was called Matke, to go with then, whome they befoze had bꝛoughte oute 
the 44? 12. with them, whan they toke theyz tourney thytherwardes . In whyche mat: 
tet Paulc diſſented oꝛ diſagreed frome him, thynkynge hym not mecte to be 
receyucd in parte of that buſineſſe , ſeynge that he betoze tyme of hys owne 
actoꝛde had forſaken them betoꝛe they had fyniſhed that buſineſic whiche 
they had taken in hande and had ſayled backt fromPamphilia to Inttoche, 
And they wer ſo carneſt in diſputyng oꝛ reaſonynge thys mattet that where 
as none would gyue place to othet one departed from che cumpanie of the o⸗ 
thet. Not betaule that any greuous diſpleaſute was ariſcn betwene ſo great 
f apoſtles but bycaulc that both contended to bꝛinge to paſſe that that they 
thought expedient fo2 ſettyng furth the Golpell. And we haue here exaum⸗ 
ple lette vs, not ſtteyghtwayes to citeme cuyll, whatſocrer diſagreeth wyth 
our opinion. It is no mattet to be of a diuetſe opinion ſo that mennes myn⸗ 
Ind co Narna des do agree in futtheryng the goſpell. And God allo pꝛouided thys that 
bagrote marie by the diſſcucion of the qpoſtles whan two chick capitaynes wer dyſfeucred, 
10 Ke. the golpell ſhoulde ſpꝛede moꝛe at large, then yk they had continued together 
in one cumpanve as they had done before And than Barnabas takynge 
nd Paute Marke wyth hym.ſayled into Cypꝛes whiche was his natiue countrey . 
choſe, Sylas And Paule takyng tohym Dilas,(whichc,as God woulde had remayn:d 
bang commyt- at Antioche euen as it had bene koꝛ the nones and of a purpoſe that Paule 
N ſhoulde not be deſtitute of a lad man to beate him companie and a man that 
grace of god, was in good eſtimation being duniſſed of the bꝛethꝛen and committed to the 
ä grace of God ) tooke his ioutney whyther euet he had anye token of hope, 
and he wente that the goſpell ſhoulde haue increaſe. So he went ouer Syna,and Cili⸗ 
ald Gn d £14.where as he hymſelf was boꝛne and cache where ſtablyſhyng the cumpa 
ductag m con nies of ſuche diſciples, as he befozc had gotten there and encreaſyng alſo the 
dregactons. number of them as his purpoſe befoꝛc was:commaunded them to kepe thoſe 
-  thynges. that the Tpoſtics and elders had decreed atHieruſalem,as concer: 
Kommodrn? nynge eſchewynge the cumpanie of luche as wer wozſhyppers of Jdol- 
precepts of * leg. and eſche wong whoozedome , ſtrangled beaſtes and bloude, 
— and that they were none othetwyſe bounde to kepe Moy⸗ 
ſes lawe. Whan all theſe thynges were done in i ⸗ 
licia he tcetutned agavne to Derba and af- 
tet to Lites.

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C Aud behold, a certayne diſciple was there, named Timotheus, a womans ſon, which 
was 4 zewelle, and belcued:dut his father was a Greke. Of whom repozred well, the 
b:cth2cutyat wer at Lrüras Fronum, him would Paul, that be ſbould go forth with 
hin. 419 cookie, and cittumct leo him, becauſe of rhe Jewes whiche wer in thole quat⸗ 
ces. Jo ther all Kuewc,tyat his faryce was a Sreke, 


nd bcholde thete was a certayne dyſcyple , whole name az 
2 greed wyth hys dedes and was called Tymothce,as a man 
woulde laye , in eſtymatvon wyth God, who was bozne of 
Patentes that were of ſoondꝛy ſectes. Foz hys mother be⸗ 

6 Jynge nowe a wyddowe was a Jewe boꝛne and had of late 
. bene conuerted frome the kaythe and petuetſe belpefe of the 

ewes. vnto the true fapthe of Chuſte. And his father was a gentyle. 


Thys Tumothce for hys vertuous dyſpoſycyon and lyuynge was muche 


I 10 fo Paule deſyꝛyng nothyng more then by all meanes dayly to enlarge 
the baundes of the golpell ſerched oute in euetye corner , luche as myghte 
ſetue his turne, cuen as ambycyous kynges are accuſtomed to doos whiche 
beeyng wholly gyuen to enlarge theyz domynyons, carc fo: nothyng more, 
then to gette meete captaynes and tulets to whome they maye commit their 
affapꝛes. But it is nor ſufficiente fo2 hym that is captayne oꝛ guyd in ma⸗ 
tiets of the goſpell to haue meane qualities, not yet to bee of an vpꝛyghte 
bchautour. but he muſte haue commendacyon of all good men , leaſt that an 
euyll name goynge on hym , thoughe it be falſe maye hutte the furtherynge 
ot the goſpell . Wherkoze Paulc was deſyꝛous to haue Timothe to beate 
hym companye in hys ioutneves becauſe he was good , and eſtemed allo of 
all good men to bee good and vertuous. And whan he had obteyned hym, 
to toyne with hym he citcüciſed hym, not becauſe he thought he myght ther 


ſhould make any commocton,of whom there was no ſmall noumbꝛe in thoſe 
(whiche yt he had ſtyl kept, he had not been the better noꝛ yet the worſe fox 


lacke of it then by occaſton therot᷑ to turne awaye the Jewes myndes from 
the goſpell, whole ſtubbꝛeneſſe he knewe well ynough . The Gentiles were

free from the burden of law by the decree that thapoſtles had made at Je⸗ 


tulalem Paule beynge pzeſent:And circumctſton was a pꝛokeſſion made to 
obſcrue the lade and as a token therof. But the Jewes wer not yet openly 
delyucred from the yoke of the lawe whiche ought by lytel and litil to be a- 
bolſhed  Wherfoze ſcevng that it was cuydent by all tokens that Tuno- 
theus mother was a Jcwe bone, and hys father a Paynym , by occaſyon 
whcrof he had not been hythetto circuinciſed , Paule rvghte well perceyucd 
that the ewes would make ſedicion yr they might haut neucr ſo litle a cauſe, 
and eſpecially if Tunoche which was halfe a Jewe bozne.wer not only made 
partaker of the ge ſpell without circumciſion but allo called to thoffice of a 
p:cachcr. Wherto:e Paule in tholc daves dyd beate ſo muche wyth them, ha- 
uyng cuer teſpecte only to further the goſpell and to kepe men in quictneſle, 
whiche had pꝛokeſſed Chuſt the authour of all true peace.

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C As they went thtough the cytics, they delyueted thk the decreesfo2 to kepe, that wer 
oꝛbeyned of the apoſtics and elders, which wer at Jetuſalem. And ſo wer the tongte⸗ 
gacions ſtabliſped in the tapth, and encteaſeo in noumbie daplp. 


Ind not only thus did he but whatſouer cities they were that he went by , 
he comaunded thoſe that of heathen wer becum chꝛiſtẽ to kepe thoſe thinges 
that had been decreed by thapoſtles, and elders at Jeruſalcin: foꝛ the which 
putpole Judas, and Silas, had been ſent befoꝛe to Antioche leſt the Icwes 
ſhould fynde any faulte thetwith. And god kutthered Paule in all his buly⸗ 
nes. Foꝛ the congtegacions of the diſciples wer both eſtabliſhed in the fauth 


ok the golpcl, and dayly allo augmented many perſones beyng daye by dape 


conucrtcd to the kayth., 


C Whyan they had gon through cute Phꝛigia, and the cuntret of Salatia, and wer fore 
bydden ot the holy goſt to pꝛeach the woꝛd in Aſta,they came to @yſya, and ſought to 
go into Bithinta. But the (pirite ſuffred them not. But whan they had gone thzoughe 
Mplya, they came dounc to Troada. 


And whan they had trauayled ouer Phꝛygia and Gallacia, with gtcate 
pꝛofit in wynnyng many to the fayth although they were but a groſſe and 


a tude people and wer muche deftrouſe to take theyꝛ tourney towardes that 
partc which is pꝛopꝛely called Aſia, the holy ghoſte woulde not luffte theyin 
to pꝛeache the goſpel there. And thys the ſecrete and pꝛyuye wyll of God, o 
beyed they, fozalmuche as it is not ſitting that man ſhoulde withſtande god, 
And ſo chaungyng they: entent they turned to Myſta,faſt boꝛdetyng vpon 
that countrey.whiche is pꝛopꝛely called Aſia. Thence they attempted to take 
theyꝛ tourney towardes Bithinta tutning them noꝛthward. Foꝛ that was a 
noble pꝛouince of the Romaynes, and therfoꝛe they hoped ther to haue great 
auauntage. But the ſpirite of Jeſus whyche was theyꝛ guide woulde not 
pcrmitte them to goo thyther the cauſe why is vncettayne. Wherkoꝛe retur- 
uyng backe toward the weſt. whan they had gone otter Myſia they came to 
Troas. That :ame is a cytie of Phugia toynynge nere vnto the ſca and o 
therwyſe called Intigoma. 


¶ Anda viſton appered to Paule in the night. There ſtode a man ot @acedonta and 
pꝛiaped him, ſaying:cum into Macedonta, and helpe vs. After he had ſene thys viſion, 
{11mediatly we pꝛepated to go into acedonta, depug cettitied þ the lozde had called 
vs, to pꝛeache the goſpel vnto them. When we loſed fozth then, from Troada, we cam 
with a ſttayght courle to Samothꝛacia, and the nett day to Naples,and from thence 
to Philippos, which is the chiete citie iu the partes of Macedonia, and a fre cytie. We 
wer inthat citte abpding certapne dapes. And on the Saboth dayes we went out of $ 


tie beſides atpuer, where men wer wont to pzap. And we ſate doune, and ſpake vnto 


the women which relozted thyther, 

Thete had Paule a viſton in his flepe, whiche ſhewed hym whither he 
ſhoulde goo: The viſton was this. There ſtoode by him a certayn man ap⸗ 
patelled lyke a man of Pacedonte, whiche entreated him, and ſayde : Come 
to Macedonie.and helpe vs. Ind he that ſo appered, was the Jungell that 
is dekendout of chat countrey. Ind as ſoone as Paule had ſene that vyſyon, 
whiche had once oꝛ twyſe befoze been fo2bpdde by the holy ghooſt to pꝛeache 
the goſpell, we that wer his companions, were verye glad of it. Foꝛ J allo 
that wꝛote this was in that ioutney a by 4 by we pꝛouyded all thynges to 
take oute iourney to Matedoma, beeyng aſſured that God had called vs 
thyther to pꝛeache the goſpell vnto theym the whyche we doubted not but 
god woulde pꝛoſpet theym well. And in thys wyle lcauing Troas, and ſay⸗ 

ling 
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lynge by Cherſoneſus, we aryued at Samothzace the Plande, whiche is ſi⸗ 
tuate directly againſte Thꝛacia. And from thence the nexte daye we came to 
KNaplcs,whych is a cytie on the ſeaſyde in the matches of Chꝛacia and Ma⸗ 
ccdonic. And rome thence to the citie Philtppos, whiche is a free citye 
and the firſte that ye cum vnto,whan ye goo from Naples. In thys tytye a⸗ 
bode we ccrtapne dayes, lookynge foꝛ a good tymc and occalton to begynne 
the matter wherfoze we came. Aud on the Sabboth daye we walked foozthe 
of the cytie, in to a certayne place without the gates that was nete to a riucr, 
where as a greate multitude of the people togethet dyd cuſtomably teſoꝛte 
and aſſemble foꝛ to make theyz pꝛavets. And as we were there ſytting oute 
talke was vnto cettaine women that wer cum thither and we wer pzeaching 
vnto them Jeſus of Nazareth.

p2cachyng of Chuſte, God opened her herte dyligentlye to heare thole thyn⸗ 


ges that Paule taught. Ind ſo after that ſhe was chuſtened wyth all her 
houſholde, ſhe deſoꝛed Paule,and hys compaigmons ſapinge: Pf ye haue 
thought me one not vnwoꝛthye to be receyued by meane of baptyſine , and 
pour inſtruction as a partaker of the goſpcll, I pzaye pou do ſo muche al- 
ſo koꝛ mc, as to cum in to my houſe , and do it honour wyth youre pꝛeſente, 
and take not me as an Ethnycke , as J was ere whyles , but take me as J 
am nowe.rencwed by fayth of the goſpel thozough your miniſtery. By theſe 
woꝛdes (the entreated the apoſtles, to tary as geſtes,at her houſe a good ſpace 
Derc is an example foꝛ pꝛeachers, that they refnſe not tentiineſſe profe- 
red vnto them, by thoſc that are newly conuerted to Chꝛiſte yk it be readylye 
and inſtantly p2ofercd,lcſt they ſeme not to knowledge them fo2 theyrs. Ind 
on the other ſyde, they oughte not to pꝛeace on theym, vntyll they be deſy⸗ 
ted leaſt they ſceine to craue rewardes koꝛ pzeachyng the golpell. But he

brought tht ro the officers, faying: Theſe men trouble our citie ſapiug they ate Jewes 
aud pꝛeache oꝛdinaunces, whiche arc not lawtull toꝛ vs to receyue, nepther to obſerue, 
{ccpnge that we are Komapncs. And the people ranne againſte theym, and the officers 
tent there clothes, and commaunded theim to de beaten with roddes. And when they 
had beaten theim ſoꝛe, thep caſt them into pꝛiſon, commaundpng the tayiet ot the pꝛy⸗ 
ſon to kepe them diligently. Miche whan be had receyued ſuche a commaundemcute 
thꝛuſt them into the inucr pꝛyſon, and made their feete faſt in the tockes. 

But the dainlcls mayſtet and myſttes ſeynge that their vauntage was 
bete me ttou gone, toke Paule and Silas, and brought theym violently into the market 
bur ae place befoxe the chick of the citie and there bekoꝛe the officers, accuſed theym, 
Aces, vpn [apinge : Thele men whyche arc cum hyther frome ſum ſtraunge cuntreye, 
Vi ances; do ttouble all the whole cytye , foꝛaſinuche as they beeynge Jewes bozne, 
lawfu':oz vs teache Vs a newe telygion and teache vs newe ozdinaunces, whiche is not 
ther to cler lawtull foꝛ vs to receyue,ſeeyng that we lyue accozdyng to the lawes of the 
ſeyng d wears: Romayncs whiche wyll not perinytte ne ſuffre vs, neythet to teccyut anye 

2ma2%®  ſtraunge goddes noꝛ to pzactiſe anye ncwe kyndes of woutſhyppynge the 
goddcs. Upon thele complayntes . the people there emonge whome the ve- 
raye name of a Jewe was in greate hatred, cluſtryng all in a tage together, 
made aſſaulte vpon the apoſtles. And the officets to ſatisfie the people in 
theyꝛ futye cut a ſondꝛe theyꝛ gatmentes toꝛ wꝛath and commaunded theim 
to be beaten with toddes. And becyng not ſatisfied with this punyſhement, 
whan they had layed manye a ſoꝛe ſtripe on theum they caſt theym in pꝛyſon, 
commaundyng the taylour to kepe theym diligently , The tayclour whan 
they had fo ſtteightly charged hun for the bettet lafegarde layed theym be- 
ncathcin a lower pzyſon : and yet was not contented but ſette theym faſte 
in the ſtockes. This lucke had they at they? kyꝛſte entrynge to pꝛeache in 
q Macedonye.Marke here Þ euetmoꝛe eythet lucre,o2 ambicion,oz cls ſupet⸗ 
ſticion letteth the rurtheraunce of the goſpell. But whan the woꝛlde mooſte 
ctuelly rageth in perſecucion of Chuſtes members, than eſpcciallp appeteth 
cointoꝛte from heauen. 
The texte C At mydnyght Paule and Sylas pꝛayed, and lauded God. And the pꝛyſonets hearde 
| them. And ſodapnly ther was a greate erthquake, fo that the foundacton of the p2yſon 
was ſhaken, and immediatly al the dooꝛes opened, and cucry manucs bandes were los 
ſed.

About mydnyght Paule and Silas not paſſyng foꝛ theyꝛ whyppyng, 
nd foda»nts 102 yct that they wer caſte into pꝛyſon, pꝛayed and ſong hymnes in the laude 
ther: was a And p2ayſe of God. thankyng hym, that he had vouchcſaued to dooe theym 
—— —＋ beeyng hys ſetuauntes ſuche honout as to lette theym ſuffre theſe inturyes 
. founDacton of koꝛ hig name. And others , whiche wet pzyſoners there . hearde theym mety⸗ 
che piifon Tag lv ſpngpng the pꝛayſe of God and of his ſonne Jeſus Chꝛiſt and meruavyled, 
mediatle all, that they in ſuche aducrlitie coulde be ſo metye. And ſodaynlye came a

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great ycatthquake in ſo muche that all the whole pꝛyſon was ſhaken, eucn 
the foundacion and all. and all the dooꝛes of the pzyſon wer open with the 
ſame and al the pꝛyſouets gyenes and other lyke bondes wer looled. The 
kepet at the great noyſe and tumbiyng that was made awaked: and whan 
hc had ſtattetoꝛth, and founde all the pꝛrſon doozes wyde open, thynkyng 
vpon and vcrayly imaginyng that the pzyſoners wer all gone : and hauing 
in teinembꝛaũte the charge that he had of the officers,pulled out his [weard 
and was about to ky hymſclf, wyllyng rather to laye hymſelke, then firit 
to lutte many paynefull touncntcs, and aftcrwarde at the hanginannes 
hand which was crecuctoner of the townc to ſuffre death.

ſhalt haue no damage by vs. Foꝛ we ate al here and not one of ds fled hence. 
C; Than he calico fo: a light, and ſpꝛang in, and came tremblyng vnato Paule, and telt 
do wut at the tete of Baule and Splas, and brought them out, aud layde't $y25 what 
mul? ] do to be ſaued? Jud they ſayd:belcueon the loꝛde feſus + rhou ſbalt be faucd, 
end thy nouſchold. And they preached vaco hym the wo2 de of the leide, aud to all that 
wet in his Houle. Ind he colic tht the ſame houte of the night, and wathed rherr woun⸗ 
des, aud was baprileo, and all they of his houſchol de Mtreightwaye. and when be yad 
bzought cocm ines his youle, de ſet meate betoze rhe, Fiopeo, that ye with al his houtrs 
boldc,bclcucd on God. 


W han the kepat harde theſe woꝛdes he came to Himſelf againe, ⁊ cõmaun⸗ 
ded light to be bꝛought: + ſeyng it to be ſa and that the thing was not doone 
by any ctatte of man but by ſum diume power:conſydetynge allo with hym 
ſelte, how that Paulc had ſcene in the darke what he was about to do, and 
the caule thetcot wente downe into the lower pzyſon, and fell at Paules 
and Silas feete. Ind regarbyng not the charge that was geuen hym by the 
officers, bꝛought them fo2th of pꝛyſon into a moꝛe commodiouſe place, and 
ſaydc:Wayſters what muſt J do to be laued: His mynde was to exchange 
helth koꝛ helth. His entent was to ſauc their lyues, and lykewpſe he myn⸗ 
ded to heate of them howe he ſhould obteyne lyfe of his ſoule. Than they 
auinſwered:Beleue in out loꝛde Jeſus, and thou ſhalt be ſaued with all thy 
houſcholde. Ind there ſtteyght wayes he called them all together, and the 
apoſtles pꝛeached vnto them the docttyne of the goſpell. Thou mayeſt here 
lec that no the ne place is it vnmete to pꝛeache oꝛ to heate the goſpell. Fox 


that lame date +ſtynkyng pꝛyſon was as a churche to the apoſtles. They 
tea ſed not crom ſungyng hymnes though it wer mydnight. By pꝛeachyng 


the goſpell in pꝛoſon a vauntage was gotten to Chꝛyſte. The pꝛplon is 
here as a chayꝛe to pꝛeache the goſpell in. Ind furthwith the keper beynge 
newly enſtructed in the ktavth haſtened to recompenſe oꝛ lumwhat to reward 
his enſtructour. Foꝛ he anon had then a ſide and waſhed cicane their woun⸗ 
des. The iavlout thought this to be his dutie. And he hymſclf afterward 
with all his whole houſcholde had the woundes of thetr ſoules maſhedde 
tlcane awaye. After this ſo done, he led them into his owne houſe. where he 
dwelled the daye tyme, and gaue them meate to tefteſhe their bodies. Foz 
afrcr baptilme nexte was the commumon of the table. Ind the keper of the 
pꝛyſon teioyſed muche that it had bene his chaunce to haue in cuſtody ſuche 
pꝛyſonets, wherby both he and all the houſe had recetued the faith, Theſe 
thynges wer done in the night.

The kepcroftyc p:yſon tolo this ſaying to Pault: The officers haue ſent wozd to loſe 

vou. Gow therfo:c, get pou hence, and go in peace. Than ſapd Þaul vnto them, thep 
baue beaten vs opculp uncondemnedto all ryat we acc Komapncs,+ haue caſt vs into 
piy ö: now would they ſend vs awape piyuciy: Nap veraply, but let them cum them 
{clucs, and fer vs out. When the miniſters told thete woꝛdes vnto the officers, tyci teas 
red when they hearde that they wer Komapucs,they came & beſaught them:+ bzought 
them out, and delired them, to departe out of the cprie. 


Whan it was dape the officers moꝛe diligently hauynge the matter in 
communicacton.atter they had weyed it well, ſent the miniſters to the ke⸗ 
cr.commaundyng him to let Paule and Dylas departe at their owne ly⸗ 
ettye. The kepet hcryng this tydynges beyng glad as well foz hys owne 
parte.as for the apoſtles ſakes,bzought this wozde to Paule, that the offi- 
cets had licenced them to goo at lyberty. M hetckoꝛc (ſayth the keper, ) ſce⸗ 
png it hath ſo well chaunced goo ye in goddes bleſſynge. But Paule of an 
carneſt mynde to make both his innocencie the better knowen, and to fynde 
occaſion alſo to ſaue many, made anſwer vnto the meſſanger in thys wyſe: 
Fo: aſmuche as they boaſt them ſclues to bee Cytezens ot Rome, by their 
lawes it is foꝛbydden to puniſhe any man, befozc he be heard to pleade hys 
cauſe ⁊ lawetully conuicted of the ſame:this notwithſtanding, they haue o⸗ 
penly beaten vs beyng Romaynes, befoꝛe we pleaded our matter, oꝛ were 
lawfully conuicted:and as though this had ben to litill they caſte vs alſo, 
aftcr that we had ben ſoꝛe beaten, into pꝛiſon. Now foꝛ their own ſauegatde, 
that they may ſeme to haue doen nothyng but that theit office woulde beate 
them in and that it may bee thought that we wer gyltye, they woulde haue 
vs pꝛyuylye to conueye our [clues hence, to thintent, that men myghte lup⸗ 
poſe that we brake pꝛyſon and fled awaye.

bounvcs, whom they had made of their parte ( foꝛ of ſuche fellowes had würche were 
they that be authours of any commocton, nede of) and gatheryng to them 8 52 418 
a gteat cumpanyc beſides reyſcd vp the citie. And ſedictoufly commyng to #* company, + 
the houſe of Jaſon, would haue brought Paule and Silas furth befoze the ata 
pcople. But foꝛaſmuche as they entryng in to the houſe, found not them that 
they ſought foꝛ they brought Jaſon hymſclf, and with hym certayne other 
diſciples, befoze the goucrnours of the citye.crying alowdc/ toꝛ ſo had they 
befoze tyme ſetued Chuſte ) and ſayed: Theſe felowes that alteadye haue 
troubled all the wozlde, ate now cum hither iytze wy ſc to trouble vs. And 
Jaſon knowynge them to be ſuche felowes teceyued theym ito his howle.

les lence 
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les ſence done à natled vpõ croſſe by the Ceſars deputie.becauſe he afftrined 
hunlelte to be a kyng of the Jewes.Marke how they here abuſe p name and 
authoꝛitie of Ceſar agayuſt the goſpcll. Whan the pcople and tewlets of 
the citie hearde thele woozdes, they were muche moued therewith , euen as 
Pilate bekoꝛe in lyke manier was moued agaynſte Chziſte . Foz than 
I 45. cxycd the vnhappy Jewes: we haue none other kyng beſydes Ceſar, and 
wer ſufficient, AJAYNC: It thou let him gooe thou art not Ceſars frende-; and yet agayne: 
iy angered of Wholocucr makcth himſelfe a kynge, withſtandeth Ceſar. On the other 
eos tue Patte, the true Jewes thus do crye : We haue none other kynge but onelp 
let hem go.

Which wen Naule and Silas wer lyke to bee in daunger, they with ſpede, conuayed 
turtucr, th r theim oute pꝛyuely in the nyght ſeaſon to Berea, whiche is a cytte in Ma⸗ 
we 6x111903e ct dona not fatte from Pella where as Alexandet the greate was boꝛne. 
ot the N, In this wyle the cuangelicall captaynes flye, but ſo that they neuerthe- 
leſſe tight ſill. Foꝛ as ſoone as they came to Berea, they entred into the 

Synagoge nothyng afrayed fo all ſo manye ſcdictons that the Jewes had 

rayſed againſt then. But theſe wer moꝛe gentil,than the othcrs that were at 
Theſſalonica. Foz they receyued the doctryne of the goſpell veray readely, 

euery dave ſearchyng the ſcriptures dilygently, that they mighte le howe 

thoſe thynges that they had learned by thapoſtles inſtruction. agreed with 

the Prophectes and figures of the lawe. And fo wer many of the Cityzens

But whan the Jewes that wer at Theſſalonica, whyche had made a 
chat the worde commocion there. Heard that the goſpell was pꝛeached at Berea by Paule, 
vor home they had duuen from them. they tooke theit tourneye thyther, and 
__ as they betoꝛe had doen, ſo cftſoncs they ſtyꝛted vp the multytude there al- 


ſo agaynſt the apoſtles, 

C Ind than immedtatly the bꝛethꝛen ſent away Paul to gooe to the ſea ſydt: But Sps 
The texte. las and Tpmotheus abode there ill. And they that gyded Paul, brought bim vuto 

tyens,and teccrued a commanndemeut vito Splas and Timothcus, foz to cum to bim 

with {pcde, and came their wape. 

Ind what tyme the bꝛethꝛen perceyucd that daungier was yf the apoſtles 
had tarycd, they unmediatly ſent fozth Paule, whome they thought to be 
moſt in daunget to goo and take the ſea whiche is not far from Berea. And 
Silas + Timothec temayned at Berta. Than the bꝛethꝛen Þ had bꝛoughte 
Paul thithet taking ſhyppyng with hym. bzoughts hym as far as Ithcns, 
There they lekt Paul x returned to Berea hauig meſſage fro him to Silas 
3 Tumothe.P they ſhould folowe after as ſone as they inight conuentently, 

Whyle 
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C While Paule watted fo: them at Athens, his ſpitite was moued in him whi he law 
the citic geuen to wozſhipppug ot mages. Chen diſputed he in the Synagoge, tb the 
Jewcs,and with the deuoute perſons: # in the marker dayly them ß came vuto him 
by cyhaunce.Certainc Philoſophers of ß Epicures # of the Stoickes, diſputed th him. 
There Paule though he wet left alone and without companions yet ſeing 
fo noble a atie as that was and ſo ful of lcatned men wholy and vttetiye ge- 
uen to woꝛſhyppyng of idols wared hot in ſpirit in ſo muche that he coulde 
not abyde the cuminyng of his kelowes but entred in to the lynagoge and 
there diiputed with the Lewes, and other deuoute petſons. And beſydes 
that allo he reaſoned in the market place with all that came vnto him, whe⸗ 
ther they were Icwes, oꝛ els Grekes, Emog whom wer ſum Philoſophers, 
of Epicurcs lect, ſum Dtoickes, betwene whom was great diuetſitte of o⸗ 
pimons. Fox they that wer of Epicure ſect meſuring the felicite of man by 
pleaſure.thynke that eyther there be no gods oꝛ yt there be anye, that they 
nothing regarde the life of man. The Stoickes belydes other ſtraunge o 
pinions doo ſette and eſteme the felicitie of man by the ſtedfaſt qualities of 
the ſoule w iche felicitie they call vertue oz honeſtte. Thele men dilputed 
with Paul as he had ben a Philoſopher þ wer a beginner of lum new ſecte. 
¶ Ind (ſum there wer that ſayd: what will thts babler ſap? Others ſayd:he ſemerhy 
to bc 4 cidinges dinger of new deutls, becauſe he pꝛeacheth vnto them Jctus and the 
teſattection. And they tooke hym and bought yym in co the tete ot Mats, laping: 
may wc not knowe what this newe docttyue wherof thou ſpeakeſt, is: Fo2 thou bzin⸗ 
geſt d caunge tidinges to out cates. We woul de knowe therefore, what theſe thynges 
mc auc. Fos all the Athenians and ftraungiers whiche were there, gaue them ſeites to 
nothing els, but epthet to tell oz co heare lum newe thing. 

But afrer that Paule had taught them the cuangelicall Philoſophie, 
whiche karre diſagreed from the Philoſophers opimons, ſum layde in moc⸗ 
kage: What is it that this pꝛateling felowe ſaycth? Foz by this tepꝛoche⸗ 
full woꝛde ſpermologus the Grekes meaned a 1angler, and a foolyſhe talker 
of vayne woꝛdes and a pꝛatlet: foꝛ the herauenly wiſedom ſemed vnto them 
tooliſhneſſe. And others there were that ſayde: He ſemeth to bꝛynge in lum 
ne we kynde of gods, becauſe that he pꝛeached vnto them that Jelus was 
the true ſauiout + the ſonne of god and that the deade in tyme to cum ſhould 
atyle agayn. Foz they of Athens, accoꝛdyng as they had been inſtructed of 
Plato called the gods childꝛen gods, whom they ſuppoſed to haue bodycs, 
whiche ſhoulde contynue foꝛ euer. Voherfoze maſmuche as whyles they wer 
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in the market place they had diuetſe opinions of Paul they thought it belt | 


to leade hym aſyde in to a ſtrete whiche is called Mats ſtrete. This ſttete 
is a place in Athens ot muche teſoꝛte of people, by reaſon that there they 
did lit on matets of lyfe and death in the night ſeaſon . And that place was 
meete toꝛ that kynde of diſputacton, whiche pꝛoketed ſaluacion to them that 
belcued thetin and death to the vufaythfull. For they ſayde : ay a man 
lcarne of the what newe kynde of doctrine this is, that thou ſpeakeſt of: 

Foz where as all kyndes of Philoſophy are treated of emongeſt vs pet 
thou ſheweſt vs newes and ſuche as we neuet hearde of yet: we are there- 
foze dclirous to heate the moꝛe at large, to what ende theſe thynges maye 
gtowe that thou ſpeakeſt ot᷑ oꝛ what they meane. Ind fozaſinuche as that 
cytie was namely emong all the cyties of Gtece inoſte exerciſed in all kyn* 
des of lcarnonge and gyuen to eloquence : by occaſyon whereof, manye 
teſoꝛted thyther out of all partes of the wozlde, to bee ſtudentes "both 


+ « 
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both the cytizens of Athens, and other ſtraungters that were continuinge 
thete, did nothing els, but cythet herken foz newes,02 cls tell lum newes: and 
that moꝛe fox theit pleaſure, then that they deſired by knowlege of maticts, 
to be the bettet experte. But god is deſirous of mannes health, as fiſhers 
and hunters dooe inuente all meanes to gette their pzaye, ſo taketh cuetpe 
man by otcaſpon of thoſe thynges, that he is moſte delited with all. 
C ÞauleNodeinthempddes ot ats ſttete, and ſald: pe men of Athens, J perceyue 
Theterte. wet in all thiuges ye are to ſuperſticious. Foz as I paſſed by, , behelde the mancr how 
pc woꝛchip pour goddes, J found an alter wherin was wilkte:varo the uvnknowk God. 
Wbom ye than ignozantly worfhyp, bim ſhewe I vnto pou: God that made the wol 
aud al that ate in it ( ſet ng that ve is 102d of hraueu and pearth)dwelleth not in tem⸗ 
ples made with hanacs, neithet is wourſyypped with menncs bandes, as though he 
neded ot any ropng, ſeeyng he hymſelt geueth ly te # bꝛeatij to al men cuety where, ans 
dati made of one bloud al nactons of men, to2 to dwell on al the tace ot the perth. and 
hath appopntes betoze how long tyme, # alſo the endes of their inhabitacion, tat they 
Would ſeke Bod, yt they might tele and finde him, though he be nat tar from cucry oue 
ot vs. Foꝛ in him wr lyue, we mouc,and we haue our beepng, as certapne of pour owne 
Poctes layed. Fo2 we are allo his genctation. Foz aſmucge than as we arc the genera: 
cion of God, we ought not to thinke that the Godyed is like vuto gold, luer, 02 None, 
grauen by ctatte oz; pmaginacion of man. 

Wherfozc Paul that knewe how to behaue hunſelf emong all ſoꝛtes of 
men, and to frame his eloquence to all mennes capacities now becyng in the 
myddes of Mats ſtrete,as it wer in a ſtage to plave his part alone, hauyng 
about him a great multytude, ſpake vnto theim in this wyſe : Pe men of I= 
thens although this cytie flouryſheth moꝛe then any other in lcarnyng and 
knowledge, yet Þ perceyue that ve as concernyng your trade in teligion ate 
beray ſuperſticious where as true teligyon in dede is the chief part of Phi⸗ 
loſophve. Foꝛ as I walked about deſitous to knowe the cuſtomcs and oꝛdꝛe 
of your cytic,markyng thoſe thinges that ye haue in honour + do wourlhip, 
emong all other thinges, Jeſpyeda certayne alter, whiche i the title that 

Whom ye WAS Jraued on it, made mencion of an vnknowen god. Wherkoꝛe they are 
than ig no dectyued that Cay that I bꝛynge in newe and ſtraunge goddes but J rather 
— 1-110 pꝛeache hym vnto you, yea euen the veraye ſame vnknowen God, whore 
pou. ye woꝛſhyp foꝛ it appcreth by the titel on the aulter,that ye knowe not what 

, he is, ſo that vou maye hereafter reverentlye wozſhyp hym, whan ye knowe 
hym,whome ye haue hytherto as vnknowen, woꝛſhypped with ſupecrſticion, 

Sod g made Whiche god fozaſmuche as he is an infinitie mynde, moſt pure, preſent eue⸗ 
th: wo:12 + ,xp where. ⁊ yet after that ſozt, that he is conteined in no one certayne place, 
core be buqht not to be beleued to dwell in temples of mannes handywozke, oꝛ in 
(s 101d of .* vmages made by any crafte ot man: neyther is he dewly woꝛſhypped with 
dw allt not the ſacrifice of beaſtes, as though that eyther he lacked, oz cls wer delited 
in ors mv with anpghynge, that is done by mannes handes and commeth of hys 
wcith.riz  Owne bꝛapne. Foz whereas he is infinite in hymſelfe. and able to do all 
bt eng, thynges that ſhall plcale hym, beynge alſo moſte bleſſed and that natu⸗ 
dendes. * Tally, ſo that he can neyther be hurted by any malyce of man, noz yet be 

holpen by any ſcrutce that man can do, yet fox ſomuche as he is pꝛyncypally 
beſt and moſte bountifull and beneficyall, he created and made this woꝛlde 
maruayioufiy for mannes cauſe:and oꝛdeined fot his vſe al thinges that are 
conteyned in the ſame. Whertoꝛe although that he be the founder. loꝛde and 
gouetnout as well of heauen and earth, as of all thynges in them contay⸗ 
ned pet of al theſe thynges,taketh he hymſelfe no fruicion, fozbecaule that he 

by 
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by ttaſon of his eternall felicitte,and blyſſe, hath no nede of any crternall oz 
outwarde goodneſſe to the augmentacyon of hys perkectneſſe, but thys 
wotide hath he left to vs as hys wozke to muſe and maruapyle at, that moꝛ⸗ 
tall men lyuyng therin myght perceyue by ſo wonder full a wozke the po⸗ 
wer wyſedome, and goodneſſe, of the maker of it , and hauyng thereby once 
knowledge of hun, ſhould loue hun, and with great reucrence woꝛſhyp hym, 
by whole benefyte they haue the ttuicion of ſo many commodities , Nowe 
pf that he be aboue thys frame of the woꝛlde and hath nede of none of thoſe 
thynges that he hath made, howe muche lefſe may it be thought that he is 
delyted wyth temples, wyth ymages oz els wyth the ſauoure of burned of- 
fcrynges.But koꝛ almuche as he is a ſubſtaunce wpthoute body, he ought to 
be woꝛſhipped with putitie of the mynde : nepther loketh he toz the laugh 
tet of oren oꝛ ſhepe that endoweth all thynges wyth lyfe and gyucth to all 
that bꝛeth, both theit life and their bꝛeath. Foz he made al kindes of beaſtes 
and they lyue all by hym, contynuing and multyplying cucty one their own 
kynde from tyme to tyme by generation. But all mankynd made he of one 
man to hauc the rewle ouet all theſe beaſtes and to dwell in al partes of the 
wolde,and hath limited and appoyncted euety manne a determynate ſpace 
to lyue, which no man can foꝛ humſelf pꝛolong:and hath lykewyſe apoincted 
tuety nacvon cettayne partes ofthe ycatthe to inhabite : fot they are decty⸗ 
ucd,that ſuppoſe the wozlde, whiche god himſelke made not to be rewled by 
hym, but that eche thyng is at all aduentutes and wythout any conſydera- 
tyon, vnaduiſedlye bzought foozthe, and foz no pourpole , where as in dede 
there is nothing doen in the woꝛlde be it greate 02 ſinalle, but it commethe 
by the pzouydence of hym that created the woꝛlde And becaule that the 
wytte of man can not conceyue hym as he naturally is in dede by reaſon of 
groſſenes of the body, he endowed men with reaſon, that by one thynge they 
maye vnderſtande an other that is to ſaye.thinges that can not be ſene by 
thoſe that ar ſen,and general thinges by the patticulet ctetnal by thoſe that 
laſte but foꝛ a tune:and ſuche thynges as by the mynde , reaſon.and ſpirite, 
onely maye be ymaginecd, by thoſe that bet open to the ſenſes of the boodyes 
and ſet hym in the myddes of al thynges as in a ſtage to ſerche out the crea⸗ 
tout and maker of all thinges by meane of hys creatures , whyche mapye ty⸗ 
ther be ſene felt oꝛ otherwyſe perceyucd, by ſuche commodities as doo enſue 
to man therof:and that lyke as blynde men by felynge ſoinctyme fynde that 


out whiche they can not ſce ſo they conſyderynge how wonderfully all thin= 


ges wer made,myght cum to ſumme knowledge of God, whom to haue true 
knowledge of is the hygheſt felicitie that man can haue . Ind yet we ſhall 
not nede to ſecke foz God in foꝛeyne thynges, for we maye fynde hun in oute 
ſclues.yf cucry man wyl loke on hunſelte and marke in hunſelfe the myght, 
wyſedome.and goodneſle of his maker. Foz where as God hath ſhewed vn- 
to vs certayn tokens of his godhed in the heuenly balles and circles aboue, 
and on the ycatth beneath in the ſca,and in all lyuynge creatures on yearth, 
pct hath he wz2ought in none of theim moꝛe wondettully then in man. But if 
anv man be ot ſuche groſſe wytte and capacitie that he can not atteyne to the 
knowlege ofthe mouynge of the ſtarres.in the ſkye aboue , oꝛ of the ebbyng 
and ſlowyng of the ſta how water ſhould fyꝛſte ſpzyng.howe ryucrs ſhoulb 
ſtyll cyuerinoze continue runmng,aind biefly the pꝛyup and ſecrete cauſes of 
othet 
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—_——— dther lyke thynges he nede not loke far,foz he may ſe god in euety man. For 
pus. we maue, by him all we do lyue we moue,and we haue our beyng and there is none o⸗ 
4 — —— ther that we ate dettours vnto fox Þ we be any thyng at al, but only he, that 
caync dt poure Created this wozld of no thing:and his benefit it is and none othets, that we 
— — haue lite, which we mult ſone fozgo and leaue yt he leaue vs: and we ought 
arte alte hs do thank none other, that Þ mebers and partes of this lyuely body doth cche 
vnecacion, ol the his ducty, the wes ſee, the legges go, and the handes wozke. It is eup⸗ 
dent than that god is in euety one of vs, that he wozketh in vs, as a wozke 

man would by a toole, that he himſelte had made. Ind man expꝛeſſeth God, 

not only as the woꝛke expꝛeſſeth the woꝛke man . but as the chylde doth te⸗ 

ſemble hys father oꝛ mother, by a certapne lykeneſſe and ſpmylyrude of fa 

uout 02 complexion . Fox ſo doth the holy ſcriptures teache vs, that God 

made Adam, whiche was the firſte man ol whom all men came a boodp 

of moyſt cleye,wherin he ſhould be like vnto other beaſtes:but with his own 

mouth b2cathed he into þ ſame pcarthen pmage. part of hys hcucnly bꝛeath, 

whetby we myght moꝛe nete reſemble God out father . And koꝛbecauſe 

the natures be ſumwhat like, we ſhould moe caſyly attapne vnto the knows 

ledge of hum: whiche pꝛopettye he gaue to none other creatures on pcatth 

lyuyng >» Thynke not pe thys thyng vnlyke to a thynge of truth, toꝛ (um 

of your owne countrey men that wer poetes haue affirmed the ſaine, that J 

alleged out of the ſcriptures ; and emong other, Iratus ſaycth the ſame in 

hys woꝛke called Phenomena , in halte a verſe , in thys wpſe : We all cum 

of hys lynage It is no matter though he ſpake thys of Juptter, fo in 

that,Þ he called Jupiter the chycf and hygheſt God he thought hun withal, 

to be the father of all lyuyng thynges,but clpectally of menne. Whet⸗ 

koꝛe ſeyng that we are of the lynage of God, by ſimylytude of oute mynde, 

which he hath gyuen vs, we haue an euil opinton of our fathet yt that wher⸗ 

as we be accounted nenne fo that parte in vs, whiche we can not ſce , the 

whyche is reaſon . ) we wyll thynke hym to be lyke an ymage of goloe , ſpl⸗ 

ver, wodde oꝛ ſtone grauen by wytte of man Foz what is a greater in⸗ 
conuemence oꝛ mote agaynlt reaſon, then that man, who though he be ſum 

what kynne to god his heauenly father,yet foꝛ all that is nothyng lelle then 

r God, ſhould be hable to make any ymage with hys handes , that can haue 

in it the power and vertue ol god! Reaſon would that the ſaine thyng which 

ts wourſhypped as god ſhould be moꝛe excellent then he that geueth wour⸗ 

Opp bnto it. Now how diuetſe wayes doth man paſſe an ymage , whych he 

doeth wourſhyppe as it wer God ? Fyꝛſt of all this ſhape of his boody,man 

bath receyued of God, beſydes and furthermore dooeth he breath, he lyueth, 

he moueth and he woꝛketh. Fynally by a gilitie and quickeneſſe of p minde, 

he beateth in him a cettayne reſemblaunce of God the father . But in an 

ymage there is no ſuche matter. Wherkoꝛe if it bee to goddes greate diſho 

nout yt we wourſhyppe a moꝛtall man toꝛ god how muche moꝛe than docth 

it diſagree with the true honour ol God to woutſhyppe an ymage made of 

tymbet as it pleaſed the artificer to make hym : of whyche tymbet yt he had 

bene lo diſpoſed, he myght haue made a benche oꝛ a fourme to ſyt on, whiche 

thyng ts not onely nothyng lyke god ( who hath no boody) but allo beſydcs 

the outward ſhape of the boody,hath nothyng lyke a man, no, not one tot of 
that part, wherby man ts lyke vnto God, 1

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C And rhe tyme of this ignoꝛaunte, Bod regarded not. But nowe byddetbal men euc- 
Ty whece repent, becaule uc bat appoputesd a day. in the which he wil iudge the world 
with tight wilnes, by tyat man, by whom be hath appoynted,* hath offcred fapty to al 
men, atiet that he had raptcd him from death. 

Wich tepꝛochetull imuty though it be haynaus bekoꝛe god pet he of his 
grcat fauout and loue that he beateth to man hath not reucnged hymſclfe 
but hytherto hath wynked at mannes ignoꝛaunce, vntyll the ryine was cum 
that he had determined to open humſelte to all men and to caſt cleane awayc 
all dare and blynde crrours. which men haue ſo long ben conuetlaunt in. 
A uche tome is now pꝛeſent wherin he monytheth all menne to leaue theyꝛ 
olde ettouts and tutne to hum. For hys wylis that thoſe that repent, ſhall 
haue toꝛgvueneſſe, whyche they that wyll be ſtubberne, (Hall not in tyme to 
tun, haue: fo2becauſe he hath appoynted a daye , whan he wyll iudge the 
whole wonlde and that wyth a tuſte and ſtreyght iudgement, whyche no 
in m (hall eſcape . And therfoꝛe he ſendeth his meſſangers to warne men, 
leſt any man myght pꝛetend ignoꝛaunce in theſe thynges koꝛ hys ercuſe and 
p:ofcrith temoſſoon of ſunne to theym that woll repent,leſte any ſhould (aye 
that god wer not mereyfull. Foz both theſe purpoſes,choſc he Jeſus of Na 
zarcth an excellent perion, whom he (cnt in to the wozlde ror thys cauſe that 
all men by ins meanes,mygit bee converted to wozthyp the true God: and 
hath geuen hym power to iudge the vntaythkull, and ſuche that wyll teliſt 
thys doctryne. Ind this is he whom he pꝛomyled by the mouthes of his pꝛo⸗ 
pizctes many yeares paſt, that he ſhoulde cum to be both a laluiout and allo 
a iudge. And loke what he pꝛomiſed he hath hytherto perfourmed very cet 
tavnly.Foz he was to bozne,ſo taught,cucn ſo troubled with veracyõ and ſo 
flayne:and in concluſton ſo aroſe he from death to lyfe as it was befoze pꝛo 
phecied that he ſhould. And there is no doubte , but that he wyll as ſurely 
pcrfourine all other thinges that teinayne behynde. 


Whan they heard of the reſurrection from deathce, ſum mocked, and other ſayde: we 
wil heate the agaynec of this matter. and ſo Paul departcd from emong them:Howbe 
it ccrtapne mencleucd vaco him, and beleued:emong the which was Diomlitas a Se⸗ 
natour, and a woman named Damartis,and othcr with them. 


Whyles Paule ſpake theſe wooꝛdes certayne that ſtoode by, gyuynge 
good care to all other thynges that wer ſpoken, whan they had hearde men⸗ 
cion made of aryſyng tro death to lyfe. they mocked at it as an vnlyke thing 
and a thing that were not to be beleued becauſe that no Philoſopher hadde 
holden any ſuche opinion bekoꝛe though there wer ſum whyche ſavde that 
the ſoules temayned on lyuc after the deathe of the boody, and ſum other al⸗ 
ſo whyche ſayde that the ſoules centred out of one body into an other. But 
others that were not of ſoraſhe a 1tudgemente, ſayde : We wyll heare the ax 
gayne an other tyme of thys ſame matter. nd in this maner Paule dimiſed 
that coumpany. Pet ſum there wer emong them that wer perſwaded,and 
topned themſelues wyth Paule: emonge whome was Dionyſtus a Dena- 
tour. whiche afterwarde was Byſhoppt at Athens inſtituted by Paul, and 
a cettayne woman whole name was Damaris. and beſydes theſe dpuetſe

C After this, Paule departcd from Athens, and came to Lozinthe, and faunde a cer- 
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tayne Jewe named Aquilla,hozne in Pontus, lately come frome Jtalp with his wyte 
Diiltilla(dbecauſe that rhe £mperoure Claudius bad commaunded all tye gewes to 
departe frome Mome)and he d2ewe vnto them, becauſe he was of the lame crafte, be 
abydc wito ther, and wiought:they: cratte was to make tentes. ano preached in the 
Srnagoge eucrp Sabboty dape(ſettyng tozth inthe meant wor le the name of p lozec 
Jcſus)and crhozted the gewes and toe Sentiles. 


Wi Dan Paulc had gotten thus muche gaynes{litlc and ſlendꝛe

Chuuſt at Athens a citie of vetye toꝛtupte mancts he wente 
i chence to Counthe whiche is the chefeſte matte towne in all 
_ Gtece:and as it was the welthieſt,fo was it by realon of ty⸗ 
itte, incontinency, and pꝛyde very vicious. There he by 
chaunce met with a man whoſe name was Aquila, whiche obſerucd the Je⸗ 
wes teligion, but was boꝛne in Pontus, whyche Pontus is a parte ot the 
leſſe Ita , bendyng towardes the Nozth , This perlon as god would, 
was cum thythecr but of late afoze frome TFtalye , wyth bys wyte Puſcrila, 
foꝛbecauſe that the Emperoure Claudius hadde commaunded all cues 
that wer in Rome as ther wer a great numbet }toatoyde the cyttc. And 
bccauſe theſe were of the ſame cratt that Paule was he lodged in one houſe 
togyther wyth theym,(fo2 he woulde not be alone. labourynge, as they did, 
Vith his handes leaſt he Noulde butthen any man. Ind they: crafte was 
to ſowe togyther ſkynnes to make tentes withall. And lyke as Peter was 
not aſhamed to tetutne to his crafte of fyſhyng, as often as nede compelicd 
him,ſo the greate apoſtle Paule, whiche valiauntly had ſuſtztned and bozne 
many ſtozmes foꝛ Chꝛiſtes ſake was nothynge aſhamed to take in hande a- 
gayne ſowyng of ſkynnes. which toꝛ to further the Goſpell he had foꝛ a time 
layde aſyd. Pet in this meane whyle ceaſed not he to pzeache the Golpell diſ⸗ 
putyng in the ſynagoge euety ſabboth day both W the Jcwcs and allo with 
the Gentyles. 
C Wycn Splas and Timotheus were come from Aacedoma, Paule was conſttaty⸗ 
ned dy the ſpirite, to teſtikpe ro the Jewes that Jeſus was vety Chuſt. And when thep 
ſapd contrary, and blaſpyemed, he hoke his rayment, and ſayd vntothem:pour bioud 
bc vpon your owne hcades, from hencetoꝛth wyll J go blamciclle vnto the Seutp ics. 
Ind he departed thence, and centred into 4 certapue mannes houle, named Juſtus, 4 
woꝛſhtpper of Bod, whole houlc topned hard to theSpnagoge.Howberr, one Ctiſpus 
the chiet tulet of the Synagoge, belcued on the loꝛde with al his houſeholdt, and ma⸗ 
ny of the Lozinthians whan they gaue audience, deicuc d, and wer bapty led. 

In the meane ſeaſon Sylas and Timothee, whom Paulc wylled to fo⸗ 
lowe hym to Athens, came from Macedome. Chis done Paule betauſe he 
was much ſoꝛy that he had don very lytle good there, was conſtreined by the 
ſpitite neuettheleſſe, to preach yct diligently Jeſus of Nazarcth to the Jew⸗ 
es affirming that he was Meſſias whom the pꝛophetes had betoꝛe prompy= 
ſed and that tough him only and none othet man ſhould obtayne ſaluati⸗ 
on. But whan they clamoured againſt him yta in ſo much that they wer not 
afrayd blaſphemouſiy and [claundcroufly to ſpeeke agamſt Jeſus à Paul: 
he hauyng in temembꝛaunce what the goſpel in that caſe would hym to do. 
ſhooke his lappe as who ſhould ſay that he caſt in they: tecth that he hadde 
freely brought vnto the the meſſage of ſaluation which they ought to haue 
iovftelly teccvued, and ſayd vnto the · Pf you hed tathet pcti ſh th en to be ſa⸗ 
ucd and pe to vout own harme koꝛ almuche as ye arc the occaſton of youre 
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one death.Fo2,ſeyng that I haue don mp duety, the fault can not be layde Fe 
to me. Wherkoꝛe J wyll hercafter go to the Gentiles accoꝛdyng as the loꝛde hedee. 
commaunded vs. And in thys wyſe he withdzawyng hymlelfe from the cum From bences 
panye of the Jcwes entted into the houſe of a certayne man named Titus, go blamelcCs 
and Juſtus by ſyꝛname a man that was well diſpoſed, who dwelte harde by de Sens 
the Synagoge. Than Crilpus whiche was chickof the Synagoge by rea: * 
ſon that hc dwelled nete beleued in the loꝛde wyth all his whole houlcholde: 
and dyuetle others of the Cozinthians after they had heard Paule beleued, 
and wer chꝛiſtened. 
Than ſpake the loꝛde to Paule in the night by a biſton:de not afrayed, but ſpeake, ! The tex te. 
holde nat thy peace: toz J am with the, and no man (hal inuade the that wal hurte the. 
Fo: I haue much people in this cytic. And he continued there a yere aud fire monethes 
aud taught them the word of god. 
But whan Paul had thete neyther , not pꝛokited ſo muche as hys mooſte 

redie deſyꝛe and diligent ſekyng was by reaſon that the Jewes dyd fiyffe« 

p barke agaynſt him, and he had in his mynde purpoſed to leaue Cozinth?, 
the Loꝛde ſtaved hys waucryng mynde apperyng to hym in hys Cleepe in a 
viſion and ſaying : let not the ſtubbetneſſe of the Jewes feate the neythet 
kepe thou cloſe the doctrine of the Golpell foꝛ theyz cauſe : foꝛ thou muſt not 
moꝛe regarde the inuincible malice of a fewe.then the health of many. 
Wherkoꝛe continue boldely in pꝛeachyng the Goſpell , and put thy truſte in 
me, and J ſhall reſkew and defende the agaynſt them be they ncucr ſo many, 
And no man ſhall ſette handes on the to vere oꝛ trouble the foꝛ I wyl be thy 
defendour . Wherkoꝛe depart not hence foz in this cytie though it be vict- 
eus )there is a great nuinber of people whiche J haue already appoynted to 
lyke cuerlaſtyng. Whan Paul hcard thys he leauynge and fozſakynae hys 
own purpoſe and determination which was but of mannes deutle,and obev⸗ 
ing the counſel of god continued at Counthe a ycate, and an halte conſtant⸗ 


ly and frankly pꝛeachyng the golpcll. 

C When Saltio was tewict ot F counter of Achaia,the Jewes made an inſurtetty: ye textt. 
on with onc acco2de, againſt Baule, and brought dym co the Judgement ſcar, ſayin gc: 

this frlowecounſelieth men to wo2\byp God conttatye to the lawe. And nowe woan 

Þaul was about to open his mouth, Gallio [ayd onto che ewes? pf it wer amarer of 

w2onge,o! aneuyl dede(ope Jewes )reaton woulde that I ſhoulde beate pou:but pfic 

be a queſtton of woꝛdes 02 ot names, oꝛ of your law”, looke ye to it your (clucs. For J 

wyl venv tudge ot ſuche matters, aud he 02aucthe n from the ſeat. Than all the Gresz 

kes toke Soſtbenes the chiete ruler of the Sinaguge, and ſmot him befoze the iudges. 

Aud Sallto cared fo: none of thole thpynges. 


Ind wheras one Gallio beyng p:oconſull, that is to ſaye the loꝛde depu⸗ 

tic there, dyd in thoſe daves rule the realme of Ichaia vnder Ceaſar the Em: 
etoute within whiche countrey the ſayde cytic of Counthe is ſituate , the 
ewes which had made conſpitacie agaynſt Paule,and a comotion emonge 
the pcople dꝛewe hym before the place of Judgement where the loꝛd deputte 
ſate.accuſyng hym and ſaying: Thys man contrary to Moyles lawe, coun⸗ 
ſelcth men to wozſhyp God after a newe ſoꝛte and bꝛyngeth in ne we trades 
of relygyon « Whyche complaynte whan Paule openynge his mouth 
was abouteto make aunſwcre vnto , Gallio percepuynge by the accuſa⸗ 
tvon o2 endytemente that was bꝛoughte in and declared, how the conttouer⸗ 
ſie betwene them concerned the Jewyſhe teligion, dyd fynde a meane to ryd 
his handes of the exraminacton thereof : and pꝛeuentynge Paule who was 
than in a tedyneſle to ſpcake in detence and declaratyon of ——·1 „ſayde 
au. vnto 
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vnto the Jewes:Mayſters, J occupye hcre the rowme of an officer to mints 
ſtet tuſtice in cauſes,by the authoꝛitie of the Empetout and to ſee cyuple iu⸗ 
ſtice kepte, and that nothinge be done agaynſte the commen cyuple lawes of 
Nome. Wheretoze yt wꝛonge wer don to any man , oꝛ any haynous dede of 
mylchiete commtted,Þ oughte to be punyſhed by the lawes ye myght iuſtly 
compel me, yea ⁊ it wet my ducty to heate pou. Fo the ſetching out of ſuche 
matiets appettayneth vnto me. But yf it be no ſuche matiet but ſum ſpecial 

02 pꝛyuate contencion that is growen emong your ſclues,aboute names of 
lectes oꝛ comunicacton of the Icwes reltgion. and of your own counttep la- 
wes cmong cettayne pꝛiuat perſons of your own ſele:betauſe neythet it ap- 
pertayneth to inyne office, noꝛ I can diſcuſſe them whiche am 1gnozaunte of 
your lawe it wer beſte foꝛ pou to make an ende of it poute ſelucs . Foz N 
wyll medle in no ſuche maticrs . With theſe wooꝛdes he cauſed thepm to a⸗ 
uoyde from the place where he (ate in iudgemente. The Grekes leeyng thys, 
ſmote Soſthenes which was of the chick of the Synagoge becauſe that he 
and his houſholde had taken Paulcs patte foꝛſakyng the Icwes: and wers 
moꝛe moued wyth Soſthenes, then wyth Paule becauſe they ſuppoled that 
Paul could haue done nothyng at Counthe, vnleſſe that he had bene maines 
teyncd by Soſthenes. Pet foz all this the pzoconſul would not medle ſeyng 
thys bulineſſe but diſſembled that he ſawe it.Fozalmuche as the Romaynes 
hatcd the Jewes and yet put no difference betwene a Jewe and a chziſte ma? 
the pzoconlull, whiche was a Romapne,dyd not paſſe oꝛ regarde what one 

Jewe dyd vnto an other, beyng perfect that that ſoꝛte of people had wont tg 
be eucry where buſy and full of trouble and contention. 


C Paul aftcr this,faryed there yet a good whple, and than tooke his leaue of the bie⸗ 
th:en 2 failed thence, and into Stria Piptcilla, s Aquila accompanyprug bim. And ſboze 
his head in Lench:ea, fot he had a vowe.And be came fo Epheſus, s ickte the there, but 
be him ſelf entted into the ſynagoge, and reaſoned with the Jewes. When they deſps 
ted bym to taryc longer tyme with them, be conſented not, but bad them fare well, laps 
ing: / maſte nedes(at this feaſt that comincth)be in Dicruſalem 2: but J wpll ecturne 
agayne vnto poupt God wpil.And he departed from Ephcſus:and whan de was cum 
vnto Ceſatea: t aſſended vp, and ſaluted the congregacion, be departed vuto Antiocbe: 
and when he had tatyed there a whyle, he departed, and wente ouer all the countter of 
Halacia aud Phzigta by odcr, dreugthenyng all the difctpics. 


But Paule hauyng in minde the warnynge that God hath gyuen hym, 


» <houghe he perceyued the tage of the Jewes dayclye to encreaſe moze and 


moꝛe. vet he continued there a good ſoꝛte of dayes moꝛe. And at the laſte per- 
ccyuyng that the goſpell was well fozward there , he thoughte it beſte to de⸗ 
parte foꝛ a ſeaſon and to gyue place to the futious tagyng of the Itwes. 
Ind ſo taking hys leaue of the bꝛethꝛen, he appoynted to ſayle into Sitia, 
hauynge Aquila with hym and hys wyfe Pulcilla . And fozaſmuche as 
Paule perceyued that the Itwes, wer moſte moued becauſe Þ he a ma boꝛne 
vnder the Jewes law ſemed to ſet no ſtoꝛe by the tradicions of the lawe be⸗ 
foꝛe he toke ſhippyng at Cenchꝛea which is ů haue at Coꝛinthe he ſhoꝛe his 
head making a ſolemne vow accoꝛding as 5 cuſtome was emong 5 Jewes. 
De vyd not thys crattyly to coulout oꝛ to feigne wyth thetm , but he had res 
garde vnto chat tie that they ſhoulde not be offended. Foꝛ his deſyꝛe was to 
wynne thein all to the goſpell and thetfoꝛe did he frame hiniſcife to all mens 
cs appcties as nete as he could to the entente that he myght wynne 1 
| all ta 
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all to Chuſt. Emong the Jewes, he oꝛdꝛed hymſelfe as a Jewe, and whan 
bc was emong thoſe that wer not circumciſed, he alſo behaued hymſelfe as a 
man vncitcumciſed. But thus bare he with them foꝛ a ſpace, becauſe they 
wer lo wedded to ſupetſticion that they coulde not ealily bee pulcked from 
it, vntill ſuche tyme as the trueth of the goſpell myght moze clerely [pzynge 
abꝛode. Foz to make a vow and to ſhere thy head vpon the lame, is not 
that thing whiche of it ſelfe is cupll : but to put confidence in ſuche Jewiſhe 
ecremomes is damnable. And in lyke manier circumciſion hurteth not a 
man that belcueth in Chꝛiſt neythet yet to be vncitcumciſed, in whiche mas 
tiet at a tyme it is the parte of chatitie to geue place, vntill a man ſee opoꝛ⸗ 
tumtye, and in luche wyſe as whan he Hall haue opoꝛtunitte, he ſpeake a⸗ 
gainſt the ſame. But in all other matters that of thcim ſelucs ate nought. 
we muſt not geue place to any mannes weakeneſſe. Foz Paule neuer bare 
with the Gentils in any matiet of commyttyng aduoutry, oz wozſhyppyng 
tdolles:but in famyliar conuerſacton togethet in neglectinge choyſe of mea⸗ 
tes in cityng oꝛ allegyng their Poetes,ſumtimne he bare with them. So firſt 
they arryucd at Epheſus. which is a cytie vpon the ſea ſyde in the leſſe Alia, 
whiche p2operly and without any other addicion had woont to be called A⸗ 
ſta. Thete he left Aquila # ꝛiſcilla who wer deſtrous to tarye and to dwel 
at Epheſus. And humſelte entryng into the Synagoge of the Jewes that 
dwelt there. diſputed with theim. Of whome whan he was deſired to con⸗ 
tinue there a great while, he excuſed hymſelfe, and tooke his leaue of them, 
and puttyng them in hope that he would ſhoztly ſee them agayne he coum⸗ „nd 
toꝛted them in this wiſe: There is no remedye I muſte nedes kepe this feaſt tary tonger 
that is now at hande in Hierulalem but J wil tetutne agayne vnto pou by beton ang 
goddes grace. W han he had ſpoken theſe wooꝛdes he departed from Ephe⸗ —.— — 
ſus and layled towardes Hietulalem: and whan he had atyued at Ceſatea a capaz:3wag 
cotie in the countteye of Paleſtyne, he went vp to Hicruſalem, and ſaluted rey le 
the congregacion. From thence he toke his tourney to Antioche that is in meth zun 
Diria.Ifter he had taryed there a whyle he went koꝛe warde on his tourney 

that he had begon goyng oucr al the countrey of Galacya,and Phugia,con- 

firming the diſciples faith in cucry place, wherſoeuer he mette with any aſ⸗ 

— - them. Thus carcfull was Paule foz hys flocke that he had wonne 

to Chuſt. 


C anda cettayne Jewe named Appollos, boꝛne af Alerandys, came to Epheſus. an 

eloquente man, mighty in the ſcriptures. The ſame was enfourmed on the way ot che 

loꝛde, and ipake feeuentty in the ſpirit, and taught diligently the thinges of the lozde, 

and kucwe but the bapriſme of John onely. And the ſame began to ſpeake boldly inthe Z de texts; 
Sinagoge. Whom whan Piiſcitta s 2quila had beard, they tooke him vnto them, and 

erpounded vnto hym thc way of God moe perfectip. And when he was diſpoſed to go 

into Acyaia,the bꝛethꝛen wore, cego:ting the diſciples to recetue him. Which when de 
was cum, helped them muche which deteued through grace: Fo: ht ouercame $ Jewes 
mightily, and that opcnly, wewypng by the ſcriptures, that Jeſus was Ch11tf. 

Fn the meane [pace one Appollos an Ilexandꝛian boꝛne but one that kepte 
the Jewes religion, a man that was well learned, and had good knowledge 
of holy ſcriptures, came to Epheſus, where as Paule had left Pꝛiſcilla and 
Aquila. This Apollos was halfe a chꝛiſten man. Foꝛ he had learned ß tudp⸗ 
mentes and firſt tewles of the goſpel of the chꝛiſten men, and with feruente uud nene 
deſter he dyd coinmuntcate the ſame to others that himſelfe had learned, and u tbe bapucy 
uche thinges as he knew of Jelus,betoze that he the ſaid Apollos was chzt« oncg **®

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ſtencd with Chuſtcs baptiſine. (whereby grace was moꝛt plentyfully geuen) 
he taught diligentely, but as yet he knewe net the ſayde baptiſme of Chuſt, 
but knewe onely the baptiſme of John, wherby penaunce was taught, and

j4 wm whan P2cached. This Apollos beyng not pet fully enſtructed in thoſe thynges 
| Fed that Chuſt had taught, thought that ſufficient : Whome whan Puſcilla 
| bord, and Aquila heard boldely ſpcake of Jeſus, but yet in ſuche ſozte that they 


well perceyued hym to bee not fullye enſttucted in the pꝛeceptes of the gol⸗ 

N pell and ſceyng hym endued with ſo many good qualities, that as it appe⸗ 
j ted he woulde bee an excellent pꝛeachet and ſetter foꝛth of Chziſtes naine, 
they tooke hym home with them, and ſeuctallp taught hym moꝛe parfects 

ly the myſteryes of the goſpell, accoꝛdyng to the doctryne that Paule had 

taught them betoze.Thep refuſed not hym to be a teacher. which though he 

wer diligent yet was not perfecte:and he on thother (yde diſdayned not to 

bee monyſhed of any man what everhe wer. They gaue cxample in fo 

noopng. that ſuche ought gently to bee holpen fo;wardes, in whom any 

Hope ot dooyng well remayneth. Agay ne hete is an cxaumple, that we muſt 

gladly learne of any man ſuche thynge s, the knowledge wherof cannot bee 

let paſſe without petille of damnacton . Apollos was chꝛiſtened in the name 

of Jelus.and receyucd the holy ghoſt. But than afterwardes he was dyſp⸗ 

tous to go in to Achata, where as Cozinthe is, to thende that he myghte 

pꝛeache the goſpell : the bzcthzen ſeeyng hym wylling ofhys owne accozde, 

did lette hym fozwardes,and moꝛe pꝛouoked hym to it à wꝛote letters in cõ⸗ 

mendacion of hym to the diſciples in Ichaia, that they ſhould tecevue hym. 

Who dyd after hys commyng thither muche good vnto them that had been 

conucrted to the faith, and valyauntly dyd lette foozth the goſpell. Foz the 

holy ghoſtc holpe to ſet fozwardes his eloquence that he had toyned with 

knowledge of the holy ſcriptures. With whiche weapons he beeyng armed, 

#5:heouer dyd ſtoutly put the Jewes to ſylence that continually contended agaynſt 
_ # Jews the young ſowen coꝛne of the goſpell that was bladyng vp ſhewyng opens 
het open, ly and alto playnely by eutdet teſtimonics of the ſcriptures, that Jelus was

Than ſapde Paule: John 
verclp baptiſed with the baptiſme of repentaunce, ſaying vnto the people that they 
Goulde beltue on hym , whiche ſboulde cum after hym: that is on Chuſt Jeſus. When 
they heatde this, they were baptiſcd tu the name ot the loꝛde Jeſu. And whan Paule 
had lay dt hys handes vpon them, the holy ghoſt came on them, aud thep ſpake with 
tonges, and pꝛophccied, and all the men wer about twelue. 
= SE Ut cucn as Pulſcilla and Fquila had amended Ippollos 
in ſuche poyntes as he lacked. beyng neceſſary foꝛ a chꝛiſten 
man to haue ſo Paule fynding others in lyke tak ng dyd. 
Foꝛ whiles that Apollos was at Counthe.whtche is 5 chieke 
N cytie in Ichata: it chaunced that Paule after he had goone 
r Zi ouct Þ other countreyes of Alia the leſſe whiche decline moſt 
to } Nozth Caſte, returned to Epheſus. There toũde he certain of Þ —

tyme that they wet converted to the faith. They koꝛalmuche as their errour e ed 
was ot no malice but of playne ignoꝛaunce frankely anſweted and frelye we tau: nor 
as it was in dede and laid: No neithet haue we cuer heard yet hitherto. whe- ebe Tories 
thet thete be any holy ghoſt that is giuen to the that beleue. Tha laid Paul: * sννẽouune. 
toꝛaſmuche as ye ate taken for chuſten men whole baptiſme than were ye 

baptiled with? They made aunſwere : with the baptiſine of John: koꝛ we 

thought that ſuſticient for vs. Than ſayde Paule: Jn that haue ye not done 

amille that in tymes paſte befoze the goſpeil came to mannes knowledge 

abꝛode ye receyued baptifine. But that is not ſuffictent foꝛ youre etetnall 

ſaluacion. Fo lytze as the doctrine of John was not perfecte, but dyd one⸗ 

ly teſtitoe ot Jelus that he was the true gtucr of ſaluacion who ſhould cum 

artet hun makyng ready theit myndes that they ſhoulde beleue hym whan 

he camc:lo dyd not Johns baptiime wholy tuſtitie but onely exhoꝛted men, 

that by repentaunce toꝛ theit lte myſpent they ſhould prepare their hertes 

fo: the Phitition that woulde ſtre1ght attetwardes cum, whyche with hys 

baptiſme though tayth would take awaye al manner of ſonnes and by his 

(pirite ſhould curiche the myndes of the faythfull with heauenlye gottes of 

grace. This tradicion had the apoitles receyued of Jeſus the Lozde, that 

they that beleued in the goſpel, ſhould be chꝛiſtened in the name of Þ father, 

of the ſoune,and of the holy ghoſt. They that erred oncly though ſunplici⸗ 

tic and foz lacke of knowledge onely deſerucd thus to be inſttucted. And ee 
they beyng once warned hero obeyed thetr counſellours and immedyat- yonves vpon 
ly wer chziſtened in the name of Jeſus the lozd. This done whan Paule nn 
had lavoc his handes on them the holy ghoſt came downe on thein, and the on then. 
thynge it lelte that enſued. dyd manyfeſtly expꝛeſſe what the viſtble token 

meaned. Foz they did both ſpeake dyucrſe languages, and pꝛophecied alſo 

of hydden and ſecret thynges that wer to tum. The numbze of thole petlons 

that wer men amounted even to a dolen o2 there aboute. 


E and de went into the linagoge, and behaucd hymſclfe boldly fo: the ſpace of thre 
monctycs,diſputyng and geupngthemerdortattons of the kyugdome of Bod. When The texte. 
dpucrie wered hard harted and belcued not, but ſpake cupll of the waype(and that be⸗ 


fo:c the mulettude)hie departed from them, and ſeparated the diſciples. And be diſpu⸗ 
ted dai in the ſcoolc of one called Tpzannus. 


Whan Saule had this done and as a man would ſayc,had rencwed hys 
authoutte,fozalmuche as he beyng the preacher of the Gentiles, had geuen 
the holytc ghoſte by layinge on his hande ouer the faithfull, euen as the o⸗ 
ther Apoſtics had done he entryng into the Dinagoge of the Jewes that 
dwelled there openly and freely ſpake to all men, pꝛeachynge that hope of 
ſaluatton was to be obtcyned by Jeſus onely: whyche thynge he dyd moo 
then fewe dayes. for it was the ſpace of whole thice monethes, dyſputynge 
of the kngdome of god which is heauenly and ſpirituall,againſt them that 
with tooth and nayſe ſtyffely vpheld the carnall kyngdome of the lawe. 
But whan certayne of the Synagoge gaue no credence to thoſe thynges, 
that wer ſpoken of Paule but ſtubbernely teliſted inſomuche that opeulye 
bcfoze the multytude they blaſphemoullp ſpake againſt the doctrine of the 


goſpell: 
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goſpell: Paul Perceyuyng that it was to be feared, leſt that they that belc 
ucd might bee cozrupted by their malice lekt the linagoge of the Lewes and 
dyd lpkewyſe ſeperate the diſciples from thein:and yet he ceaſſed not in the 
gad be diſpy; Meauc ſeaſon to pꝛeache the goſpell. But he dayly dylputed in the ſchole of 
te datliy tu the One Tpꝛannus, haupng cucn than in mynde, the nage ofa pute churche, 
1% Tens that wet not coxrupted with the leauen of the lynagoge, whyche churche,

nus. ſhould recepue none but thoſe that woulde learne, and that woulde teiecte 
ſluche as wer pꝛatets and blaſphemous pcrlons. 
The terte. (And this continued by the ſpace ot two yctes:ſo that all they that dwelt in Alta, 


heard the worde of the lozde Jeſu,both Jewes and 4Brekes. And Sod wiougbt lpecy⸗ 
allmiracles by the handes of Paulc:ſo that from his body, wer brought vuto P ipcke, 
napkpns and partclerees, and the diſcales deparced trom them, and toc cupll ſpirites 
went out of them. 


Thus did he continue by the ſpace of two yercs, with ſuch lucteſſe, that 
not onely the Epheſians, but alſo diuets others, ſum Jcwes, aud lum gen- 
tiles that reſoꝛted thyther from that partc of Alia the leſſe, whyche pꝛopet⸗ 
ly is named Aſia whete as Epheſus is gaue care vnto the golpel. And my⸗ 
racles dyd cauſe them to belcue hys pꝛeachyng. koꝛ god wꝛought both ina- 
ny and alſo great woonders by the handes of Paule inſomuche that he put 
away diſeaſes not with wooꝛdes oꝛ by towchyng onely, but alſo napkins 
and partelettcs,whiche had touched Paulcs body, wer caryed to the ſycke, 
that wer ſo faynt that they coulde not cumto Paule, and with touchynge 
thereof aſwell diſeaſes as alſo euyll ſpitites wer put away. Do great con- 


fidence had Paule on Jeſus whom he pꝛeached. 
CThancertayne ofthe vagaboundes, Jewes, crozciſtes, tooke vpon them to cal o⸗ 
xte uer them(whiche had euill ſpitites) the name ot the loꝛd Jeſus, ſaping: we adiute you 
The texte. dy Jeſu, whom paul pzeacheth.And there wer ſcuen lonnes of one Sceua a Icwe, and 
chick of the pneſtes, whiche did (9. And the cupll ſpirite anſwered and ſapde: Jeſus H 
knowe,and Paul J knowe: but who are pe: And rye man in whom the cuil ſpirit was, 
rannc ou them, and oucrcamethem,and pꝛeuap led againſt them, ſo that they fed out 
ot thathouſe naked, and alſo wounded. And this was knowen to all the Jewes, and 
Grekes alſo, whiche dwelt at Epheſus, and teate came ou them al, and the name of the 
loꝛde Jeſus was magiifyed. Andmany that belcued, came and conteſſed and he wed 
thcir woꝛkes. Manp of them whiche vſed cuttousctaktes, brought their dookes, and 
burncd them betoze al men. And they accoumpted the pꝛyce ot them, and found it fitty 
thouſande ſiluerlpuges- So mightlp growed the worde of God, and pieuapled. 
{ Whiche thynge whan cettayne Jewes perceyued, whiche were of that 
Chan tet · loꝛte of men, that goo aboute and for lucre doo caſt out cuyll ſpitites, with 
— dun elettayne eeremomes and ſolemne p2eſcribed wooꝛdes as it wer of coniu⸗ 
eg ces dation ctakyng that they had teceyued this cunnyng of Salomon whony 
5 they affirmed to be the authour thetok, they alſo attempted to caſt out cuyl 
el once them (PITITCS bY inuocacion of the name of our loꝛde Jeſus: not becauſe they en 
— "= had tended to ſette fooꝛth the gloꝛy of hys name, oꝛ becauſe they would ende⸗ 
tram: of our them ſelucs to doo men good, but becauſe that they ſuppoſed thereby 
ee 102d Jefus, to get moꝛe aduauntage and greater name. vohetfoꝛc they chaungeyng cer⸗ 
„ate you by tApne wooꝛdes wherewith they had woonte to conture, ſayde to the cupll 
pg oe ſpiritcs: I comure you in the name of Jcſus , whom Paule pꝛeacheth that 
,, be ſdeparte. This elpecyally dyd the ſeuen loonnes of one whole name 
was Dccua. whiche was a Jcwe, and one of the chiefe pꝛieſteg. 
Ind whan they attempted in thys wyſe to pꝛoue thys kynde of conturaci⸗ 
en on a cettayne manne that was poſſeſſed with an euyll ſpirite, the euyll 
lypitite anſwered to thoſe coniurers:; J knowe Jeſus, by vertue of whoſe 
name, 
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whoſe name ye goe about to feare me, I knowe alſo Paule p ſernaunte and tv ancwes 
pꝛoteſſout of Chzilt, but what be you, that abuſe the name of Jeſus, and 1% 
Paule to your lucre, whcras ye ate the diſciples neyther of Jeſus, ne yet knowe;and 
of Paule: Ind aſſone as he had ſpoken theſe woozdes, the man that was Rau 3. 
polſeſſed with the euyll ſpirite, ranne vpon theſe exozciltes, and conturers, who ars y:- 


and gotte the ouerhande of them, inſomuche that they had muche a dooe to 
eſcape with their ltues,and ſcarce got awaye at laſt naked and wounded, ous 
of the houſe. This thing after it was biuted abꝛode and knowen thꝛough⸗ 
out the citye of Epheſus, both emong the Jewes and the Gentyles that 
occupyed there,they wer ſoꝛe afrayed euerye man, and muche pꝛayſed the 
name of the loꝛde Jeſus, whiche was ſo healchfull to all ſuche as beleued 
well that it would not be applyed to the lucre oꝛ glozwe of anye man. And 
this the myſchaunce of te we dyd pzofyt many. Foꝛ many one beyng afrayed 
by the enſample of the ſonnes of Dceua, and ſpecially ſuche as had begon 
to beleue the goſpell whan as they lawe that punyſhmente was teadyt at 
bande for ſuche as called vpon the name of Jeſus w vncleanc hertes, they 
tepapꝛed to Paule, conteſſong, and vttering their offences, that by penaunce 
they myght eſcape the puniſhinent of God. Foꝛ the citye of Epheſus was 
mote then all othet geuen to ſuperſticious craftes,as this their owne pꝛo⸗ 
ucrbe doeth witneſſe: The Epheſians learning: by whiche pzoucrbe was 
ſigmkped ſozceries and wooꝛdes of conturacton, whiche the Epheſians lcat- 
ned and vſed that they might pzoſper and haue good happe in all thynges 
that they went about and might pzeuayle againſt others in any thing that 
they attempted. Wherfoze many wer there in that cytie whiche beeyng le⸗ 
duced, had eyther vſed ſuche Judeicall coturactons, 02 cls had geuen credite 
vnto them. And beſydes this dpuers of thoſe that had vſed magtcalle end 
curyouſe craftes.bzought their bokes to che common inorket place and but⸗ 
ned them in the ſight of al perſones. wherof there was l. greate a noumber, 
that the value of them,whan it was rated by caſting accoumpt of it amoun⸗ 
ted to the ſumme of kyktye thouſande pieces of ſiluet coyne, euery piece bee- 
png in value about a grote ſterlyng oz moze. But the loſſe of this money 
was great aduantage to the furtheryng of the goſpell. Foz by mcanes her- 
ot, the woꝛde of God did muche increace and wared ſtrong, which woꝛd was 
to thetr ſaluacion that fully without gloſyng ano clokyng, dyd embzace it: 
but to uche as dyd not vprightly walke therin,it was tettpble. 

C After th. fe thinges wer ended, Paule purpoſed in the ſpirite(whan he had paſſed 
oucr M acedoma and Achata)to got to Bieruſalem, ſaying:attet I haue been there, J 


mud alſo ſee Kome. $0 ſent be into @acedona,two of them that miniſtred vato him, 
tuen Timotheus and Etaſtus: dut he bimſelte temapued in Alta foz a/lealon . 


Whan Paule had thus happtly ſpedde by the ſpace of two yetes cons» 
tinuyng at Epheſus, he was monyſhed by the holy ghoſt, to depart thence, 
and fo purpoſed with hymſelfe to walke ouer Macedonia and Achata and 
than to take his tourney to Dieruſalem, ſapinge: J muſte ſee Rome allo, 
but I wyl! firſt goo to Yicruſalem. Whan he had fully decteed thus with 
hymſelfe, he ſente befoze hym, a couple of thoſe that awayted on hym, 
that is to ſav, Tymothee and Eraſtus, vnto Wacedonte, to gather mennes 
almeſſe for ſuccourynge thoſe nedye that wer at Hieruſalem and that they 
might make ready geit mtndes agaynſt Paulc came. But Paule hymſelfe 
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thynges withoute punyſhemente we ſee it is to bee feared , leſte that 

the temple of the great goddeſſe Diana, whiche ts now of great fame and 
tenoune and wher vnto men of their zeale and deuocion haue nowe daplye 
greate tecoutſe and whiche is enriched with great offetynges ſhall in pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſe bee had in no teput ation at al. Foꝛ who is ſo mad to woutſhyp the tei 
ple, yk he be pcrſwaded that the patrone of the temple is no gods And by 
this meane will it cum to paſſe that a goddeſſe fo full of maicſtye, and be · 
yng at this dape foꝛ many cauſes, iuſtely had in great honour, ſhall by lytil 
and lytill be rooted out of mennes myndes, and hertes. where as ſhe is now 
woutſhypped not in this cytie onely and in Alta but alſo thozowout all the 
whole woꝛld. Ind therfoze yf ye ſuppoſe it bee a wyſe mannes parte to ſce 
to his pꝛokite:in caſe ye thynke it bee a godlye thyng to defende the goddes 
ot our countreye from diſhonour, now ſhewe your ſelues to bee men out- 
tight and helpe to withſtande this milchtef that is at hande. 


C Whan they heard theſe thinges they wer full of wzathe,#cryed our, ſaying: (Sreate 
1s Diana of the Ephcſtans. And all the cytic was on a toe, s they tuſbed into the comes 
mon halle with one aſſent, and caught Latus and Atiſtate us, men of agacedonia, bee- 
png ÞPaulcs cumpaignions. Whan Paul would haue centred into the people, the diſci⸗ 
ples luffred him not. But certain of the chick of Aſta(wyich wer his ttendes ) ſet vuto 
dym, deſityng bym chat he would not pꝛeaſe into the commou balle. Summe therfoze 
crycd one thinge, and ſum an other, and the congregaciou was al out of quyere,and the 
moe parte knewe not wherefo:e they wer cum together. 


With this ozacyon the myndes of the inultitude wer ſo ſtirred vp, that 
euety one of them began to crye with greate lowdeneſſe: Diana the greate 
goddeſſe of Epheſus. With this ſame lo ſedicious a clamoute al the whole 
cytie of Epheſus was ſtirred vp and as the people ranne haſtely,the multy⸗ 
tude of then beeyng cleane out of all ozder, they mette together, and made 
ſtreight wape to the common place of the citie where playes and ſightes ate 
wount to bee ſhewed, and in ſuche a place commonly the people beeyng in 
any rage oz tutye is moſt mayſtcr.and beginneth frayes and ledicions, and 
thythet they haled with them by foꝛce and violence a couple of men becyng 
Macedonians boꝛne that is to weete Cayus and Iriſtarchus, whiche were 
two compaigmons of Paules. But whan Paule vndcrſtandyng what had 
been dooen, was in mynde to cum kooꝛth befoze the multytude, partely to 
helpe his felowes and partely to perſwade and pacitve the people, the dyl⸗ 
ctplcs woulde not ſuffte him thinkyng it to bee an vnaduyſed parte foꝛ him 
$9 delyuet himlelfe to the multytude, beyng in ſuche a tage ſeeyng that he 
could thereby nothyng at all further the golpell. Belydes the diſcyples, 
others alſo the pietes and chicfrewlers of Ilia, whiche although they had 
not hythetto pꝛofeſſed the name of Chuſt, yet inaſmuche as they wyſhed nos 
thyng but good to Paule, ſent wooꝛde vnto hym and required hym in thets 
uames that he woulde not put hymſelfe in daungier with the multytude , 
whiche than was muche moued agaynſt him and vp in a great toꝛe. In the 
incane ſpace there was einong the people many ſondꝛye mutmutinges ne⸗ 
ucr an one lyke an other. Foꝛ as in ſuche caſes commonly it chaunceth ) ne⸗ 
ctyed that one thong was to be doen, an other an other thing. Fo: the muol 
tytude was gathered together of diuerſe nacions and they emong the ſelues 
of ſundꝛye myndes. in ſomuche that ſum there wer, yea, the moſte parte of 


them that wyſte not what the inaticr was. that they wer cum thither koꝛ.

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C The ſame tymte tbete ate ſe no lttell adoo about that way: Foz attapnt man 


re, named Demettius, ſplucrlmpth(which made filucr ſbzpkcs fo: Dima) was nota 


iptcl bencficiall, vato the erafteſmen. W bom be called together with He woxkemen 
oflifie occugacion,and latd: $729 yt knowe that by this craft we haucaduauntage. 
(Aj ozcoucr,ycſce#heare,Þnotaloncar Epbeſus, but almoſt thzoughiut Alta, thys 
Paule hath petlwaded # turned away muche people ſaying that thcyite not Goos 
wyiche arc made with bandes. $0 that not oniy this our crafre tumm ti iuto patcl 
tobeſerarngught:but allorhatiberemple of the gicate geddeſſe Diaia, thoulde be 
bifpyſcd,and ler magutficence ſyhoulde be detroped , whom ail Atta aid the woz!de 
nezſbippeth. ; 

About this time a greuous commocion was ſtitred vp aganſt the goſ⸗ 
pel emong the Epheſians: but not by the Jewes tha as it wagaccuſtoficd 
bcfozc to be but by ſucht as ſtycked outt muche to the tradicton, Þ they had 
teccyued of their fozefathers , as concernyng the ſupcrſtictous wourſhyp. 
pyng of then geddes. The Ephelians, as is afoze layde wet vonderfully 
gcucn to curious lcarnyng, x Diana as the gentiles ſuppoſed had a great 
potecr in enchauntementes and therekoze they laydc (he had che faces o: 
headd es as Hecate had. This was the caulc that (he was ſo greatly woꝛ⸗ 
hipped at Ephclus.Marke hett now that lucte and gapnes was the firfte 
ctcalion of this cemn.ocion and the ſupetſticious people fooztherers to the 
ſame.Fe2 there was at Epheſus in thoſe daptes a ccttaine man named De- 
tucttius g ſpluetlmyth by his occupactien. This Demctiius where as he 
was a makct of ſiluet huncs oꝛ tabetnacles foꝛ Diana betauſe the moone 
in toleut ſemwhat tccſembleth ſuluct procured for all that wet good ctaftes 
men of the lame ottupation no ſmalic gayncs.XWherefure Deinctttus cal- 
led togethet al luch as had aduzatage by makyng ymages of Diana and 
all craftcs men of the ſame occupacton whom he kne we woulde tauout his 
tauſt becauſe they were of the lame ctatte, and made a ledicious oꝛacton 
in this wyſc: Bay icrs it is time foꝛ vs tolocke to our p;ofite with all our 
endcuout. J nede not make reherſall, for it is well knowen vnto you all, 
that out cratte is very gainfull thꝛoughout all Aſia by tcaſon that Dtana 

is lo worſtiipped:uhiche religion yt it ſhoulde faplc, ncdes mtiſt it folowe, 
that our aduaunte ge ſhalbe ln alic. But yc bothe htarte ⁊ (cc: toꝛ the mat 
tet is plaync ⁊ cpen ß this lelt we Paule hath preached here thelc. it. yetes 
nc we p thole goddes whiche ate made by the hantes of mã at no goddes: 
neyther auy ima gt to heuc em peer of the geddes in them that is eythet 
gta ven ct umbꝛe oꝛ made of any metall in meuldes. And by this his pꝛea⸗ 
ching hath he peilu aded meny not hete in Ephcelus encly, but alſo tho 
row all Aſia and hath tutned an buge neumbye ef people. from wozthyp- 
ping cf 5 goddes. How loꝛalmuche as this ctaftte is out lyuing a thereby 
we tynde alſo out hen ſhouldes, what ſhall cls ccme cf it. but yt this hys 
pꝛeachyng continut out gapucs and lyuing will detay and we ſhall fall in 
to poucttic: M hetcfeꝛe it we ſhoulde now let this mattet Cippe, we might 
well be acct upted Very fache in loekyng to cut own pꝛokites. But yt thete 
be any man h etc pꝛeſent tthet paſſcth light on this daunger of leaſyng his 
pꝛotite and gaynes, by the detayt cf eute crafte . whereby we nowe haue 
great lucie and adteumtege ct iht common tciygyon oughte to mooue 
all menne teꝛalmucht as 1 t wefuffre Paule to tontynue in dooyng theſe 

thynges

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debittes that may diſcuſſe ſuche cauſes,and maye ende all conttouerſies and 
matters of vatiaunce and may punyſhe the malcfactours. Let them there 
pleade their mattets, that wer the occaſion of this aſſemblye fozalmuche ag 
it apperteyncth not tothe commons to medle with theyz pꝛiuat matiets. Pet 
yk it wer ſo that the mattet wer publyke and pertayned to the cominons it 
wet not fot all that nedeful to diſcuſſe it ſo ſediciouſly:But if ye require that 
any thing be done it may be bꝛought to paſſe in a lawetull aſſembly , called 
together by thoſe that haue authoꝛitie and in due fourme,accozdingly. Now 
is it to be feated leſt that we be complayned of vnto thofficers foz this com- 
mocion and that it be thought that we went about to make an inſurrection, 
ſeyng that we can allege no pꝛobable cauſe , wherfoze thys aſſcinblye of the 
people was gathered together in to the comon place of enterludcs,ſightcs, x 
games. Whan he had thus ſayde,the multitude departed,

C After that the rage was ceaſed, Paule called the diſciples vnto bym, and tooke hys 
leaucofthem,and departed fo: to goo into Macedonia. And whan ye had gone oucr 
thoſe partcs, and had geuen them a long exhoztacton, he came iu to Brece, and tycre as 
bode thie monethes. And whan rhe Jewes lapde wayte fo: bym,as be was aboure to 
laple into $p214, de purpoled to returne thzoughe Macedonia. There accoumpanyced 
bim tuto Alta, Soſipater of Berrea; and of Thceſſalonia, Ariſtarchus # Sccüdus, and 
Gaius of Derba, 2 Timothens:+ out of Aſta, Tichecus,# Trophimus. Theſe goinge 
betoze, tatied vs at Troas, And weſaplcd away from Phtrttppos atter the baycs of 
ſwete bead, came vnto them to Troas in tyue dayes, where we abode ſcuen daes. 


ter that this commocion was clenc ceaſed. Paule called the 
'©ay diſciples together, and echoꝛted them, ſtedfaſtly to continue 
in thoſe matcrs,that they had taken in hande:cocerning their 
I kayth in Chuft:than he enbzaced theym and bad theym tare 
wel and ſo departed towarde Macedonta. Ind after that he 
> --—p</had walked oucr the pattyes of Macedonia and had gyucn 
echoꝛtacion at large to the congregations wherloeuer he chaunced to mecte 
with any ofthem,wylling them to continue in the putitie ok the goſpell and 
that they ſhould p2ofite thetin he came to that part, which is pzoperly called 
Grece in which Grece, Achata is ſituated:Whete aftet that they hadconti⸗ 
nued by the ſpace of thzee monethes and wer aboute to departe thence and 
to ſayle into Syꝛia he perceyued that the Jewes had layde awayte to hutte 


him in that tourney by watet he therfoze thought it better to take ſhipping 


at an other hauen and to returne to Matedonta agayne,and from thence to 

ſayle to Dyua, where as he fyꝛſt arryyed , whan he came to Macedonia. 
At this ioꝛney Doſipater of Berrca ſonne vnto Pyꝛthus and beſides hym 
Atiſtarchus and Secundus being both of them Theſſalomans, x beſydcg 
theſe.alſo Caius of Detba and Timothie wer with vs. Ind beſydes theym 
Tichicus and Trophimus, bothe of them beyng of Aſia. Theſe men whiles 
that Paule taricd tn Macedoma had gon befoꝛe to make ready all thynges 
that wer neceſſary. to entre the ſea without daungier and taryed oute com⸗ 
myng at Trtoas. We paſſed by Macedonia, and ſo came to Philippos: Fro 
thence after the dayes of ſe wete bzcade,which folowe caſter , umincdtatly we 
depatted and within fyuc dayes we came vnto them atTroas, where we ta⸗ 

tyed ſeuen dayes. 

C Ind vpou one of che Saboth daes, whan the diſciples came together fo? i bzeake 
2cade, 


the actes ofthe Apoſtles. Cap.rr- Fol.lrbſic, 


dead, Paule preched vnto them, ready to depart on the mozow:and contynued f pꝛea: 

chyng untomiduygbt. And rhcre wer many lygdtes in the cCHamber where we wer gaz 
tycrcotogeryer, ano there ſate in a wyndoic accttarne young man named Euticyus, 

beyng falien into a depclepe. And as Paule was pzraching, be was the moe ourreunt 

with dcp, ang fel downe trom the tby:delofr,# was talicn vp dead. But when Paule 

niente cowne, he fell on bim, and embzaced him, and faypoc:;make notbing a do fo: yys 

Iyfeis in him. go whan he was come vp agaypne, and had broken the bzeade and caten, 

and talkco a long while(cuFtril che mozuyng) at the laſt he departed. And ther bzoughte 8 
the young inanalyuc ano wet not Aly tie comtozted. 


Thete chaunced a wondꝛekull notable thong. Foꝛ vpon one of the Sab⸗ 

boty dayes wha the diſciples wer aſſeinbled,as their cuſtome was to breake 

bꝛcadte Paule playing cache where the parte of a good paſtoure , refreſhed 

theit mindes with preachyng of letiptutes and fozalmuche as he was pur- 

poicd the nerte day to departe thence. he continued fo pꝛeachyng vnto them 

vpntyll it was ferre fourth noghtes. And leaſt that night might haue bene oc⸗ he ten 
caſion to bꝛcake of this delectable and pleaſaunt ſermon , there were manye ia wyndoze # 
caadclics in the ſollate where as we wer than aſſembled. Emong the multt- £#rrame youns 
tude chete was a certayne yong man whole name was Eutichus that ſate euticus being 
in ont of the wyndozes . This young man by reaſon that Paule continued der 
talkyng ſo long wered lepie and at the laſt ſo ſozc came the llepe vpon hym, 

that he tell flatlong downe to the groiinde thꝛe floozes hyghe:by and by men 

rainncto hym but he was founde dead and brought into the houſe « Whan 

as Paule pcrecyued that he came do unc, and after the enſample of the pꝛo⸗ 

phet Hely he bended his body and layt vpon him, as thoughe that he did by 

enbꝛacing chetiſhe or kepe warme the dead body. Whan he had ſo done, he 

tutned humſelte to the diſciples that were muche troubled wyth thys ſodeyne 

chaunte and ſayde: be ye nothyng troubled with this chaunce , there is pet 

Iyfc in hym:koꝛ the body is not clene deade. Whan he had thus coinfozted 

them he went ag anne vp into the ſoler and bꝛake the bꝛead, and cate thetok: 

and attcr thys,whan he had agayne ſo long comuned wyth theym that it be: 

gan to be light. and that the bꝛeake ofday appcated he toke his leaue of the, 

and H at length depatted. So paynefull a thyng is it foꝛ a mooſte louynge 

fachcr to departe from his dete chyldꝛen . And they that temayned with the 

poung man bꝛoug ht him aluyc and hoole into the ſolet agayne. Whiche dan bond? 
thyng did not a lytle refreſhe the myndes of all that wer there pꝛeſent. Foꝛ it 1 not alys 
was not ſyttyng that that ſaine woꝛd that bꝛingeth health to all men.Choulb * comforted + 


hauc bene occaſton of the young mannes death. 

Aud we went atoꝛe to ſhypre, and lcuſed vato Aſſon, thete to recepue Paul. Foz fo had 

he appornteèd, and woulde himſelte go on faore . When we wer come together at Allo, The terte. 
we tokehiumandcamcto aJttilences. And we. ſayled thence, and came the nerte dape o⸗ he tex 
uer agaynſt Chios ànd the necte dap we arryucd at Samos, and tarycd at Trogiths. 

Thc ne cte dare we tame to mileron:to: Paul had determined to laplc ouet by Epbe⸗ 

{14s , becaule he woulde not ſpende the tyme in ATta, fot be haſted (yt it were foz bym 

poTiblc)ro ncpe ar Jeruſalem the day of Penthecoſt. Ind from tleton he ſent aac; 

ſaungets to Ephiſus, and called thecloers of the congregacton. 


And we.whan we had taken ſhipping at Troas. ſayled to Aſſon, whiche 
is acitic nete to the ſea ſyde within the countrey of Ttoas. Foꝛ Paul had ſo 
determined that we ſhould go thyther before by water and he would folowe 
by lande, cyther becauſe it was more ſafer ſo to dooe o2 cls that he myghte 
ſalute mo by the ware. Ind aftcr that we mette togyther at Aſſon and 
had tecevued Paul in to the ſhyvpe. we came al together to Mytilene which 
is acytye on the [ca ſyde in the Ele of Leſbus . Thence departed wee and 

WM.i, the nexte 
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thencrte day after , we came agaynſt Chias ylande. Lykewpſe agayne the 
day folowing we atryucd at the yland of Samos and from thence ſavicd 
to Ttogyllion, that is a citie on the ſea banke of Alta.directly agayuſt Sa 
mos. Thete tarycd we the lame nyght and the next day after came to Mile 
ton, which is acytie in Catia. And although that we in oute ſaylyng by the 
coaſtcs of Aſia, ſhould firſt cum to Ephelſus, then to Trogtlion oꝛ Milcton, 
yct Paule hadde purpoſed wyth himlelfe to paſſe by Epheſus, leſte that he 
ſhoulde ſpende awaye that tyine tarying in Iſta.if it ſhould haue chaunced 
that he could no ſafely foꝛ watche beyng layde for hun, ſayle in to Syꝛia. 
For he haſtened to kepe his witſontyde in Jeruſalem, yt he poſſibly myght 
ſo doo. Pet leſte that he ſhoulde ſeine epther not to tegarde oꝛels to hate the 
Ephcltas.he ſent fro Milcton, ſum that ſhould wil thauncyent curatcs of þ 
cougtegacion of Epheſus whom he had left charged wyth the ſame congte⸗ 
gacion to cum vnto hun. 


C Which whi they wer cum to him, he ſayd vnto them: ye know fr the firff dap that 
cam into Alta, atter what manct j haue bene with you at all ſeaſons, ſctupng $103d 

with all bumbleneſſe of mind. And with many tetes, and tentactons, which baue hap⸗ 

pened vnto mc by the lapinges in await ot Þ Jewes. Becault q would kepc backe nos 

thyng, that was pꝛotiiable vnto pou. But to ſucw pous teache peu openir, A thioughz 

out cucry houſe, witne'ſpng both to the Jewes, aud alſo to the grckes, tbe repentalice 

that is rowarde Gob: 4nd tie tapth towardes our lozde Feſus. 


To whom after they were cum he ſpake in thys wyſe. Bꝛethꝛen, J ſhall 
not nede to tehetſe vnto you my vpꝛight behautour in pzeaching the goſpel, 


It is not vnknowen vnto pou your ſelues, whyche haue ene the ſame howe 


haue behaued my lelfe emonge vou all the whilc.eucn frome the fyꝛſt day 
that I came in to ſta, vntyl this hourc:and that J ſoughte not myne owne 
gloꝛy oz lucte, but that I haue obeyed the commaundement of our loꝛd Jc⸗ 
ſus Chꝛiſt in pꝛeaching his goſpcl, and haue in al thinges ben tomto unable 
vnto his will inaſmuche as J folowed his ſteppes who made low humbled 
himſelfe and delyucred himlelt to be afflicted and toꝛmented and to dye that 
he might clenſe and eſtablyſh his churche. Euen ſo lykewyſe hath bene my 
conuetſacion in ſettyng foꝛth the goſpel, with all humplytic oꝛ lowlynes pea 
and alſo ſhame, which J haue ſuffered of the enemies of the goſpell, with ol 
ten teres which J haue ſhed beyng careful foꝛ the congregacton, with much 
affitccion oꝛ trouble that J haue ben in through the deceytes of the Jewes. 
that can not abyde that the benefyte of the goſpell ſhoulde be communica- 
ted and partened vnto the gentyles. And yet none of all theſe melchaunces 
haut ttoubled my mynde fo greately, that J haue at any time foꝛ feare of at 
flyccion lette paſſe any thyng that apperteyned to your healthe neythet yet 
haue I ſpated though it were with daungier of my lyfe, to open vnto you 
any thyng that might be p2ofitable foꝛ vou, and to inſtructe vou both open⸗ 
ly in the ſonagoges, and allo puuely within mennes houſes , as occalyon 
hath letued: not pꝛeachyng vnto you, as the Jewes myndes were that J 
ſhoulde haue done, that is to ſave citcumciſion obſetuing of labboth dates, 
and waſhynges but tepentaunce koꝛ your lyfe that pc did lede beko ꝛe, which 
god requiteth in all men that he may ſaue al men:and ful confidence in oute 
loꝛde Jeſus Chuſt, whoſe goſpell whoſocuer beleucth'. ſhall be ſaued whe⸗ 
thcr he be a Jew.o2 a Greke. whether circumciſed. o2 cls vntircumciſed. Ind 


thetkoꝛe the ſame kauour and grace whiche is indiffcrently pzotcred vnto all 
men 
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men J hauc indifferently pzeached vnto all men, not hauing reſpect to the 
perſon, ſtate, oꝛ degte of any manne,noz beyng feared oz diſcouraged by the 
malyte of the Jcwes,who fox the ſetting furth and inagnifying of the law, 
do withſtand the golpell:noꝛ yet dꝛyuen from it by the ficreeneſle of the gen- 
tyles whiche do ſo ſtiſfelyt vpholde and maynteyne the ſupcrſtition whych 
they haue teteyued of they fozcfathers. Foz that ſame afflyction, and perſe- 
cution in whiche J was here dyd moue me rather becauſe J ſawe that the 
congregation was in ſum daungier, leaſte any man beyng offended wyth 
myne aductlitie myght be altenated and turned awaye-from the goſpel the 
becauſe that J paſſed foꝛ the ſhame that J was put to, oꝛ fo2 the ſoꝛowes oz 
woe which J ſutkted and endured. Ind tn caſe I did at any time eſchewe pe⸗ 
tyl 02 daungicr, I dyd it rather koꝛ your pleaſure,to ſatiſtte your appetites, 
hauyng reſpect to your p2ofit,then becauſe J cared oz paſſed any thyng fog 
the loſſc of myne ow nc lyte. 


¶ And now beholde I go bounde in the ſpirite vnto Jeruſalem not hno wynge the 
thynges that wall cum on me tete. bur that the holy gizoſt witnefcth in cuery cytye, The texte. 
ſaying:that bondes and troublc at ie me. But nonc of thele chinges do mouc me, ney⸗ 
tyerts my lyte deate vnto my ſeite, that 5 mygut fulfyl mp courſe with tope, and the 


miniſtracion of rye woꝛo whicy I haue recepued of the £03de Feſu,toreſtifie the gol⸗ 
pcll ot the grace of Sod. 


And Jam very glad that J haue ſo done. ꝑ ea and now, though J be owe be 
free in body and not in any bandes yet beyng in ſpitite oꝛ mynde as it were ga. geoe 
in holde, I take my ioutney towardes Hicruſalem ,where I am not verye 1 © 
ccrteyne what wyll become of me, but onely becautle that the holye ghooſt in tut alem, not 
eticry citie.partely by mouthes of the pꝛophetes, and pattely in myne owne aner the 
mynde doeth (pgnifie vato me, that it ſhall cum to paſſe that I ſhalbe both wal — 
fcttcred and toꝛmented. Which thing though J both beleue and know cer- eg g 
tayncly,ſhall chaunce vnto me yet none of al theſe thynges make me afraid — 
to erecute the dutie of an apoſtle, whiche J am called vnto though J ſhould mt titel 
be aſſured to abyde the paynes of death foꝛ my labour.

Ind thus bꝛethꝛen, becauſe I muſt parfozce departe from you, J com- 
mytte you all to god who will not foꝛſake hys flocke)and to pꝛeachyng the 
wooꝛdes of his goſpel! whertn what ſocuer perſones doo (pncerlp, and vp 
tightiy vſe them ſcluts, and doo rather ſette foꝛth the franke bountte,and 
goodneſſe of god, whiche he freely geueth to all men, then the tuſtice of the 
lawe : them will the fauour of god helpe fozeward in the ſame, IJ foz my 
parte accoꝛdyng to my duty haue caft the foundacton:but god, that wozketh. 
all theſe thynges by me, may buylde on it, that the ſame whiche is begonne, 
may actoꝛdyng to his wil. be finuſhed and like as it hath hytherto chaunced 
vnto you, by pꝛokeſſyng the goſpell to bee the ſonnes of god by adoption, 
ſo ye continuing in this godly purpoſe,ye may attepne to the heritage which 
is pꝛomyſed vnto all ſuche, as are ſanctifyed by the grace of god, whether 
they be Jewes, oz els gentyles.

you,knowyng Þ a labourer is woꝛthy his wages and hiete, but J thought 
u bettet to loke foꝛ all my rewarde at gods hand: and endeuouted my lelt 
dy al meanes to gyue you a right perfit enſãplt, Þ ye which haue by ſucteſſiõ 
reccyued the charge of the flocke,maye perceyue it to be the dutie of a good 
ſycpcherd, Þ wheras he refuſeth no labour to pꝛokite his flocke, pet that he 
aviteyne from recetuyng tewarde of any man, becauſe of the weake, leſt that 
any man be the moze lothe,oz maye beate the wutſe wyll to the goſpell, fo2 
that he his compelled to fynde hys curate, o2 els leſte any man paſſe leſſe on 
the woꝛdes of the paſtouts becauſe that he maye thynke them in his daun 
gier,fozaſmuch as they reteiued benekite at his hand. Foꝛ the nature of men 
is luche that thcy.(after what ſoꝛt I can not tel.) ſet leſſe by them to whom 
they haue bene any thyng benefitiall. And although it be tight, that they 
whiche beſtowe the tycheſſe and treaſures of the goſpell on you, be holpen 
agayne of you, with your tempo2all goodes, whiche be ſo vyle in reſpect of 
the other that there is no compariſon betwene them, yet J knowyng many 
weake perſons to be emong you , would not gyuc any man occaſion to ima. 
gyn cuyl of vs.Endeuour your ſelues to folow thys myne enſample as nete 
pe mave, haupng ſtyll in mynde, what our loꝛde Jcſus ſayde:Jtis bettet to 
gyut then to tecepue. 

C Aud whan he had kes ſpoken, he kneled downe and pꝛayed with them all. aud they 
all wept ſoꝛe, and fell ou Paulces necke, and kyſſed hym,ſo:owpng, mooſ of all fs; tho 
woꝛocs wintcye he ſpake, that thep ſhould ſet his face nomoze. Aud they conueyed burn 
vuro the hp ppe. 

Whan Paule had thus ſayde he kneled do une as his cuſtome was and al 
they lyktwy le dyd the lame, and made their pꝛaytts. Than eucry man wept 
excedyngly in ſoinuche that they toke hym about the necke, and kyſſed him, 
as takynge gredely the fruicion of hym that ſtreyghtwapcs ſhould be pluc⸗ 
ked away from them:foz cucrye man was ſoꝛy in his mynde, fox hys depat⸗ 
ture,but moſte ſpecially foꝛ one woꝛde that Paul had ſpoken whan he layd 
that they ſhoulde ſce his face neuet moꝛe in the woꝛlde. Whan this was 
done they bꝛought hyin all a longe to the ſhippe as their dutie was, and 
loked after hym, whyles he ſayled as fatte as they coulde [ce hym.

Cand whan it chaunced that we had launched furth, and wer departedfrom the, wo 
came with a treyght courſe vato Chous,and the dap folowyng vnto the Rhodes, aud 
from tqcuce vnto Matata. And whan we had gotten a ſbyppec that woulde ſaple vnts 
Pheuyces, we wente adoꝛde into tr, and ſer furry. But woan Cypꝛus began te appere 
vaco vs, we lefre it on the left hande, and lapled vuto Sitia, aud came to Tpze. Foy 
thete the ſwyppt vnladed her dur den. 

Vp S2<% N D aftcr we had ſet bp ſayle, and wer gone out of ſyght of 
chem that ſtoode on the banke lokyng after vs, we layed 


Vo * ttrc1ght furth and attyued at the Pland called Chous, and 
. Wa CA'ncrte bay aftcr at Rhodes, and thence furth tyll we touched 
4275 wa Wt Patara, which is a citie of Licia nete to the ſea ſide. There 
ound uc a ſhippe,that was tcadyt toſayle toward Phenice 
and we toke ſhyppyng there, and layled thetin. But whan the Plande of 


Cppzes appeted vnto vs, we ltauynge it on the lette hande, ſayled — 
ira 
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Sitia and arrtued at Tire, whiche is a cytie ſytuate on the ſea banke of 
Phenmice,as Sidon is lykewyſe. We deſired rather to layle ſtreyght fozth 
to Palcſiine but becauſc Tyze was a marte toune, the maſter of the ſhyppe 
would nedes ſet hys marchaundyle on lande there, 

C Aud when we bad found breth2en, we taryed there ſeuen dayes. And they told Paul 
thiough the ſpirit, that be would not got vp to Hierufalem. And when the dapes were 
euded, we depatted and went out wart, with wyuts and childzen, tyli we wer cum out 


ot the cytic. 4nd we kineled downe in the Wort and pzayed. And whan we bad taken our 
icauc onc of another, we tooke ſhyp, and theptetutucs bomt agaypuec. 


But whan as we founde ſum diſciples there alſo, we taryed with them 
ſeuen dayes.Cmong them wer ſum, whiche beyng enſpited with the ſpy⸗ 
tite of pꝛophecie, counſeled Paule that he ſhould in no wyſle go to Hictuſa⸗ 
lei. But yet foꝛ all that, whan the leuen dayes wer expited, we departed 
from Tyre. all the diſcyplcs with their chyldzen and wyues, accompaniyng 
and bꝛongyng vs out of the citic tothe ſea banke. Where after we had kne⸗ 
led down and made our pꝛayets with one conſent and had taken our leaue 
one of another:we tooke ſhyppyng and they returned home agavne. 
¶ Ohen we had full ended the courſe from Tyꝛe, we went downe vato Prolomaida, 
ſaluted toc brethren, and abode with theim one dape. The ncrte dape, we that were of 
Waulcs cumpanpe, depacted and came varo Cetatea. And we entted into the youſe of 
Philip thc Euangeliſte, whicge was one of rhe ſeuen, and abode with him. The lang 
bas tower doughters virgins, whiche dp) 4320phecyc. 

From Tyꝛe we ſayled to Ptolomatrda, whiche is a citie on the ſea, nete 
to the hyll named Carmelus.Hete we ſaluted our bzethzen, aud remayned 
one dape wich them. Nerte daye after Baule and we went furth on oure 
tourney. and caine to Ceſarta a cyty of Dalcſtine, and entred into the houſe 
of Philip, whiche firit of all had pꝛeached the goſpell to the chamberlayne, 
and to the Damaritans, and was one of the ſeuen deacons, that the apo⸗ 
tics had inſtituted and oꝛdeyned at Picruſale. With him we abode. This 
man had fower doughters all vnmaried, whiche had abundauntly the ſpt- 
rite of pꝛophetie acco2dyng to the pꝛophecie of Fohel, 

C And as we faryed there a good many of dapes, there camea certayne Prophere 
from jcw2p,named Agabus: whan he was cum vnto vs, he tooke Paulcs girdell, aud 
boundc his teere, and bandes, and ſayed: Thus laycth the holp ghoſte, ſo wall rhe Je⸗ 


wes at Dietuſalem dynde che man that owery this girdell, and ſhall delpucr him inte 
thcyzanccs of ryc Sentties. 


And wkan we had continued ſo tourneying in his houſe certayne dayes 
there came a pꝛophet from Jewzy, whoſe name was Agabus. He takynge 
Ins lodging cmonge vs and baytyng thete tooke Paules gy2dell , whiche 
attcr he had knotted about his owne legges, acco;dynge to the cuſtome of 
the olde pꝛophetes whiche had wount to expꝛeſſe befoze by ſum viſible to- 
ken that thyng that they pꝛophecied of, thozough the inſpitacion of the 
hoiy ghoſt ſaved: Thus ſayeth the holy ghoſt. De that oweth this gyꝛdle. 
ſhall ſo be bounde of the Jewes at Hictuſalem and they ſhall delyuet hym 
into the handes of the Gentiles, : 

C When we hearde thts, both we and other whiche wer of the ſame place, beſought 
bim that he woulde not go vp roDiceruſaiem. Then Paule ant wered and laped: what 
do ye wrppug aud veryag myne berre? | am reapy, not to bebound onely ; but alſo to 


dye at peraſatem for the name of the Loz2de Jeſu. Wbt we coulde uot curue bis minde 
we ccaled, laying:tye wyll of the tozde be tulfylicd.

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EY you”! We bepnge muche fearcd with theſe woozdes , and the dilciples alſo 
anſwcrcd, and that dwelled there with many wepynge tearcs deuted hym, that he ſhould

andv-ring This was the godly affection x3cle ofthem . that wet lothe to haue lo excel⸗ 
m-negcrte, {cnt a paſtout to petiſhe. But Paul, which had a moꝛe ecrtapne anſwer of the 
holy g.jolt in his mynde a knew y hc ſhould firſt got to Picruſale, a ſhoulo 
attet that ſce Rome ſayed vnto them: wherfoze dooe ye make my Herte lo⸗ 
ty with your vayne teares? Foz the daungiet that the pzophetes warne me 
4amrc:: ok, docth nothing moue me, but your dolout and ſozowe maketh me to be 
daes loꝛp and penſife. J am fully mynded to further the thing which the holy goſt 
but altes  Wylleth me namely the goſpell. J nothyng feare bondes whiche 4 haue 
dyc ac Hiern been well enured with. Foz god koꝛbid that J foz feare of enpzyſonment, 
n»m:of he ſhould leaue of from furthering of the goſpcll, ſceyng that J am ready , yea 
tozde l pk it wer, to dye at Hietuſalem for my loꝛde Jeſus ſake. Let Paule lye in 
chaynes, fo that the goſpell maye haue free lyvcrtye to paſſe, Let Paul lcle 
his lyfe, ſothat the glozp of Icſus name may Iyuely ſpzyng and flourythe 
emong all men. J am deſirous of lyfe foz none other ende but chat J may 
p:ofite the goſpell. But otherwyſe J woulde teken it greate aduauntage 
gotten, to bee ſhoꝛtly rydde out of this lyfe koꝛ Chuiſtes ſake, wherfoze doo 
not ye mourne fo that thyng that J my leite am deſirous of, (yt it (hall lo 
pleaſe god, ) and ccale ye therfoze to make inn imynde penſife with youre we⸗ 
pong and waylyng, foꝛ I can not choſe but be ſad, ſeeyng my frendes lad. 
To theſe his woozdes , whan we had nothyng to aunſwer , and ſawe hyin 
fully bent to goe to Hieruſalem we ſuffred hym to departe,ſaying : the wyll 
of the Loꝛde be fulfylled, Foz theſe ought to bee the woozoes of true 
Chziſhans , and though they haue not the lame woozdes ſſtill in theit mou⸗ 
thes yet muſt they continually thyntze theim in their hertes , lo that in ad⸗

C Attet thoſc dayes we tooke vp our burthens, # went vp to Dieruſalem. There went 
The terte. with vs allo cerravne of the diſciples of Ceſatea, and brought wity then once agnaton 
ot Cypius, an olde diſciple, with whom we ſbuuld lodge, And whan we wer cum ts 
Hicrulaicm, tyc biethꝛen recepued vs gladly. And outhe moꝛowe, Paul wen: in witg 
vs vitro games Aidalthecloets came together. And when ve had lalutco tot, zeroes 
by ozd0cr all thinges, that God had wiought emong the Senriies by bis mimatacton. 


And ſo whan we had taryed a fewe dayes at Ceſatea we made readye 
our ſelues to take our tourney towardes Picruſalem. And ſum ofthe opl- 
ctoles tolowed Paule and went in compaigme with vs from the cytic of 
Cciarea but1gyng with them a certayne man named Pnaſon, whiche was 
a Cupuan boꝛne with whome we ſhouldeHoſte at Hietulalem. Fox he was 
tznowen to bee a good and a godly man toz he had than cf longe tyine be⸗ 
leued the goſpell and long had perſiſted and continued in the ſyncerytre of 

nd won the kayth. But whan we wer tum to Peruſalem. the bꝛethzen gladly and 
e ale, 2 1ovitly receyned vs. And Paule the nerte day takyng vs with hun, wente 
dos aetpe, to James his houſe p ruſt which was called the brother ofthe Loꝛde. Foz he 
was inſtituted of the Apoſtles biſhop of Dicruſale. And thither aſſembled 

al the elders. Whom as ſone as Paule had cuerychone ſaluted. he tehetſed 

to theun in oꝛder what God had wꝛought emong the Gentyles by his inint- 


ſtcrp.cinong whoinc he had nowe a good lot of petes, pꝛeached the goſpelſ

C Ind when they hear de it, they glozifyed the lozde. And ſayed vnto him: Thou ſet 
bzotycr, how many thouſande Lewes there ate whiche beleue, and they arc all carnet 
folowers ouct the law. Aud they areinfourmed of the, that thou teachct al the Fewes 
whicyc ace cmong toe Genriles, to foxſake Moyſes: and ſayeſt that they oughte not to 
eircumeyple theit cyilozeu, ueythet to lyuc after the cuſtomes. What is it thertoze: The 
inalticude mall nedes cum together: Fos they ball heate that thou art cum. Do therz 
toe this tgat we ſaye to the. Me haue to wer men, whiche haue a vowe on them: Them 
takt aud paritye thy (cit with them, aud oo coſt on the, that they may aut their heas 
dcs:4n0 all (hall Knowe,tyat thole thinges, whiche they daue beat de concernyng the, 
arc norypug: but char thou walkch and aicpeſt the lawe. 


Whan they hearde all the matiet they glozyfied the loꝛde, that had alſo 
powꝛed his grace vpon the Gentiles. But fozalinuche as Paule was accu- 
led to many of the Jcwes, to be one that abhoꝛted Moyſes lawe, and that 
he in ſettyng furth the benefite that came by the goſpell, yelded leſſe to the 
obletuation of the lawe, then he oughte to do: to the entente that a remedye 
myght de kund for this inconuentence alſo, they ſayde vnto hym : brother 
Paulc ſayde they, thou ſceſt howe manye thouſande Icwes be here that be- 
leut the goſpell. and all theſe are muche affectionate to the law of Moyſcs. 
And a rumour there is cum to theit eates whiche we knowe to dc falſe, that 
thou teacheſt the Jewes.whiche are emong the Getiles to fozſake à renolice 
Moyles lawe, lo that they neyther circumciſe theit chyldꝛen, ne kepe the 
trade of their foꝛcfathers, as concernyng choyſe of meates, kepyng of the 
Sabboth dayes, waſhyng and ſuche other thynges, as the Jewes, whiche 
are not conuetſaunt with the Gentiles, do with great deuotion,oblerue and 
tolo we. Theſe men, beyng teſttayned by an acte made of their fozefathcrs, 
ate in differently contented, that the Gentyles be not burdened with Þ law. 
But that thoſe whiche ate Jewes boꝛne ſhoulde be led awaye from the ob- 
ſetuation of the lawe to the Gentyles kvnde of lyfe, they can in no wyſe a- 
byde. Voherkoze we muſt t atze here good hede, that no ſedition be made a⸗ 
bout this matier. What temayneth than to be done! Firſt it can not be cho- 
ſen,but that the multitude mult be calledtogether. Fox it wyl ſoone be kno- 
wen that thou arte cum. Wherekoꝛe to the entent that thou mayeſt be out 
of this ſuſpicion. folow our counſell. Hete be cmong vs fower men, whyche 
accoꝛdyng to the cuſtoine of the Jewes , haue taken a vowe on them , toyne 
the with them, and fultoll together all ſolemne ceremonyes, as they do, that 
deſire to be purified and made holye after their vowe : and yt there be anye 
thyng beiydes that is to be beſtowed on ſacrifice oꝛ offerynges, beſtowg 
lyke coſte as they do vntyll ſuche tyme that they haue ſhauen their heades. 
Ind in ſo doyng, euety man ſhall knowe fo2 a ſuettie thoſe thynges to bee 
falſe, that be rumoured abꝛode of the, and they ſhall alſo perceyue,that thou 
in ſuche ſoꝛte beſodes doeſt pꝛeache the gracious benefite of the'goſpell, that 
it is without rep2ofe of thoſe, that kepe the ceremontes of the lawe , whyche 
god delyvered them, and other traditions of their eldꝛes, whan they lee the 
do the ſame , whiche ſum had reported the to diſpzoue. And by this mea- 
nes ſhall the Jewes ceaſe to ſpeake euyl of the, whiche ate ſo many in num⸗ 
bꝛe, that they muſt nedes be had in eſtimacion and not neglected. 

C But as concernyng the Genttles whiche deleue, we haut witten # concluded, 


that they odſetue no ſuch tyyng, ſlauevnly that they kepet themſelucs from bloud, aus 
from typnges offered to pdolles, aud from tranglcd, and from fornicacion. 


But as koz the Gentiles that are conuerted to the fayth , we haue writ 
but 
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but of late vnto them as it was agreed vp6 and decreed by the apoſtles and 
the wholc cumpany of diſciples. Þ they ſhall not be compelled to kepe Moy» 
{cs lawe, lauyng oncly that they abſtcyne from that fleſhe. that is lacrificed 
v11co ydolcs from bloud.from ſtrangled beaſtes and from aduoutrye. 


The texte. (Shen tuc uecte daye, Paule toke themen, and puritped hymſelte with them, and 


entteo into the tempie, occlaring that be obſcrued the dapes ot the puriticacion, untyt 
that au oltering ould dc offered toz cucrp onc of them. And whan the ſcuen dates wee 
1:0 w 4lmot cuocd, the Xewes whiche wer of Alia( when they fawe bim in the tempic) 
moucb all the pcopic, aud laped bandes on him, crying:men of Iſracll, helpe. This is 
YC nian hat teachcrty all men cucrp where agapuſt thc people and thc lawe, and thps 
placc. Bchath allo brought Grekes into the temple , # hath polluted this bel place. 
Foz tocy had (ene with bim in the eytiE, one Trophimus an Epheſtan, whom ryct lips 
— that Paulbhad brought into the temple. And al the cytic was moucd, #1hc peopie 

warmed togetber. Ano they tooke Paul, aud duc bim out of the tempic, s tozthwity 
the dozes wer wut. 

Chan Paule dyd after this counſeill of James and of the bzcthzen , and 
takyng vnto hym thoſc fower perſones, whiche had ſolemnely made a vow, 
went into the temple, and there pꝛokeſſyng that his dayes of purifyinge wer 
fynyſHcd he omitted ne let paſſe no ceremonye, vntyll that ſacrifyce was of- 
fcred vp fo2 eucry one of theum. All this required ſeuen dayes ſpace fo2 the 
accomplyſhment therof. Whiche beyng almoſte expired , certapne Acwes 

This is the that belcued not, whiche betoze had ſcenc him in Alta, and there raylſed com- 
ol 6p motion agaynſt hun, whan as they ſawe Paule in the temple they ſtpzred 
where again Vp the people. and layed handes on Paule,crying:Pe men of Fſracll helpe, 
<: p-opi5, 2%? this is he , whom you haue by report heard of, that hath wandꝛed oucr all 
e-ys pace, counttcpes and hath taught in all places anewe doctryne agapnſt thys 
—_ - pcople uhyche god choſe ſcucrally to hymſclfe, againſt our law allo, whyche 
kc mo ie = We teccyued ot God and agaynſt this temple , whiche is had in greatc ho⸗ 
Dalla nout thoughout all the whole woꝛlde. Ind yet is not this wicked per⸗ 
holy platt. ſon ſo contented but hath moe oucr brought with hun into thys oute 
templc both Grckes and others that ate not circumciſed, and hath pzophas 

ned oꝛ polluted and ſuſpended this holy place . ( Foz dutynge the tyme that 

Ind all the ey: Paͤult had been in the titie they had dayly ſene in his coumpany, one Tro- 
.d be pie PYUNUS whiche was an Epheſtan bozne , and ther by they coniectuted that 
p'c ty-armed Paulc had brought hun into the temple.) With this trobleſum noyſe all 
%. the citye was reyſed . and the multitude flocked together. Ind they toke 
Paulc and dꝛewe him out of the temple. as a man wooꝛthy to bee delpue⸗ 

Led into the handes of the furtous rageing people, to door with him what 

they would and foꝛthwith the doozcs of the temple wer ſhut faſPvp , that he 

myght haue no place whither he might lately eſcape.

Whiche immediarily toke ſouldicts # vndercaptap⸗ 
nc9,+ ran down unte thi; whan they ſaw the vpper captapne the ſouloiers, rhey left 
{mpytyng of Paulc, Thanthccaptapne came nete # tooke bim, and commaun ded dim 
to be bound with two chaynes, and demaunded what he was, and what de had dooen.

In the meanc ſpace tidinges came to the captayne marcyall ofthe Roz 
mayne armye.that all the cytie of Hietuſalem was reyſed vp. The captayne 
koꝛth with. takyng and roynyng vnto hy m ſouldycrs, wyth theyz vndet cap⸗ 
taynes haſtened to theym . But whan the Tcwes ſawe the captayne mat 
tiall haſtening towarde them with harneſſed men, ſucctalſed and lefte ſiny- 
tyng of Paule. And whan the captayne was cum ſoinewhat nete he com- 
maunded them to lape handes on Paule and to bynde htm wyth two chay- 
nes ſuppolyngt hym to be ſum haynous malcfactour , fozalinuche as the 
multitude oꝛdꝛed hym fo roughly and ſo ſoze. That doocn the captapne en⸗ 
quired of the Jewes what he was,and whathe had commytted. But whan 
he couldehaue no ccrtayne knowlege , by reaſon of the troublous neyſc 
that they made on cache ſyde toꝛyng and crying with a loude voyce, one one 
thyng.and an other an other thyng he commaunded that Paule ſhoulde be 
bought into the caſtell bounde as he was that he myght knowe the tructh 
within the place of defence, and of ſafe cuſtodye the people beynge ſcttc a 
parte. Ind whan as Paule came to the ſtayghers of the caſtell , he was ca- 
ryed of the ſouloicts foꝛ feate leaſte the multytude ſhoulde vyolentlye take 
him away. Fo: they feated leſte they woulde htte him befere he coulde vee 
tonueighed into the caſtel. Foz the multitude of the people folowed cuen to 
the veray ſtaighets of the caſtcll crymge out as high as they coulde , awaye 
wich hum diſpatche him, awaye with hun. fol 
C And whan Þaule began to be caried info the caſtle, be ſaped bnto the high captayne, 
may I ſpcake vnrs che? Which fart: Cant rhou ſpeake Greke ? Art not Þ that ©g1ps 
tian, which bcefkoze rhcle dapes, madeũ an vp202e, and icddeſt oute into the wpldernette 
fowcr thouſlaud mcu that wer murderers:Sut Paule ſapde: 3 am a man whiche am a 
Jewer,of Tarſus acyticiv Lilicia,cyte3en of no vyle cprie, I deſeche thee ſuffer me1o 
ſpeake vnro the people. And whan he had geuen bim licence, Paul Node on the Neppes,

But after they came to thentreye ot the holde Paule beyng deſv2015 to 
ſatisfye the mpndes of the Jewes that made thys buſpneſfe . ſayde to the 
captapne matciall: maye it pleaſe you to geue me leaue to ſpeake vnto you? 
Che marciall aunſwered: Canſt thou ſkyll of the greke tounge - Foz Paule 
had ſpoken thoſe wooꝛdes in Greke. Atte not thou/ſayde the marcyall the 
ſame Egipctan,that haſt made commocton bekoze lykewiſe and that lcavedſt 
fower thouſande murderers hence into the deſette⸗ Paule aunſweted: J am 
not he whom you take me foi but I am a Jewe boꝛne and my natvue coun⸗ 
ttyt is Tatſus a noble cytie in Cilicia. But J pzaye you geue me lycence to 
ſptake my mynde to the people. Whiche whan he had permitted him, Paule 
ſtan on the ſteppes, beck ened with his hand and certikied the people. by 
tokens,that he woulde ſpcake vnto them. Ind ſtreyghte wayes lylence was 
made and he began to ſpcake on this wyſc in the Debzewe tounge.

all men beate moꝛe fauour to theyz own countrey ſpeache then to anp other, 
Than did Paule pzoccade and goo furth in his tale in thys wyle. To then⸗ 
tent that ye mave perceyue inc to haue committed nothing blalphemoullpe, 
evther agaynſt this Judaical pcople, oꝛ agaynſt Moiſcs law oꝛ cls agaynſt 
the templc: J am a Jewe boꝛue my tathet and my mother bothe Jewes and 
dome J was at Tatſus, a citic in Cilicia. But bꝛought vp was z in this ci⸗

Than ſayde he: The God of oute fathers hathe choſen, and oꝛdeyned the fox 
this ende that thou ſhouldeſt knowe his woll and that thou ſhouldeſt ſee 
him, that is onelve tuſte : whiche tuſtifieth all thyng and that thou ſhouldeſt 
heare the voyce oł his mouth. Foꝛ Jcfus wab in the ſame lyght,that daſeled 
thyne eyes and it was hys voyte that thou dydeſt heate foꝛ becauſe thou 
ſhalt be wytnes vnto him, dekoꝛe all inen of thoſe thynges whiche thou haſt 
ſene and hearde. Ind nowe ſeyng this is the wyl of god. whertoze doeſt thou 
ſtape : Aryſe and be chuſtened. and waſhe away thy ſynnes callyng vato his 
name, whom thou beforc haſt perſecuted.

{ozd, I haue a good hope that I ſhal do good emong this people, fozaſinuch 
as themitiues know: that I for fauout that J did beate vnto the law.crucly 
handled thy diſciples , balyng into pꝛyſon as many as I coulde take and 
whypppng them in all congregations that gaue credence vnto thy ge ſpell.

Thcle wooꝛdes renewed efteſones euerye mannes gryefc , becauſe that the 
It wes beate greate diſpite,and wonderfully abhozred the Gentylcs : and 
fo: thys cauſe , dyuctie of thoſe alſo whyche diſptſed not the goſpell, woulbe 
in no wyſe that the Gentyles ſhoulde haue bene made partetakers of the 
gracyous benefyte that commt th by the Goſpell: ox yt they nedes ſhould be 
receyucd , that than they ſhoulde not bee receyucd ,/vuleſſe they woulde bee 
titcumtiſed as who ſhoulde laye.that a man myghte not be a — and

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Would hauecramined him. And the bygh LCaptayne alſo was afrapde,atter he Buewe 
that he was a Romapyne , and becauſe he had bounde him. 


But aſſone as the marciall heard this , he came to Paule hymſelfe , and 
ſayde vnto him: Tell me is that ſame true that iny petit captayne hathe cer- 
tified mc of-Art thou a citesin of Rome: And whan Paule had affirmed that 
he was a citeʒin of Rome, the martial aunſwered: It is a greate mattter that 
thou ſpeakeſt of. Fox it coſt me a greate ſumme of money , befoze I coulde 
be franchiſed and made a citezin of Rome. Then ſayde Paule: In thys mat⸗ 
ticr my chaunce was better foꝛ 4 was bone citezin of Rome, and that law⸗ 
fully fo: my parentes befoze me wer lykc wyſe. Than furthwith thoſe, which 
wer teadye there to haue gotten out the truth of him by meane of tozmentes, 
departcd from Paule. And the marciall alſo himſelf feared of hys own part, 
after that he petetyued hun to be n citczin of Rome, becauſe that hc had boũd 
hym. Do greatly was the name of the Komaynes than frared, 

C On the mozow(becanſe he would haue knowen the certayntie wherfoze he was acs 
culcoof the 4ewes ) he leuſed him from dis bandes, and commaundedtbe high pzicites 
and al tꝗc cauntelco cum together, and he brought Paul fozth, aud ſet him betoze tbe. 

The nerte daye the captayne beynge deſirous to knowe what the matter 
was that the Jewes had accuſed him, leuſed hym oute of hys bondes . and 
commaunded that the chicke pueſtcs ſhoulde aſſemble together and all the 
whale coumſell lykewyſe , and furthe bꝛoughte he Paule befoze theym that 
the maticr moght be entteated of by the heades-wpthout commotion of the

ment, vatyll chys pꝛeſent daye beatyng mp lelke vpꝛyghtely 
and with a good conſcicuce in all matiers. Whan the hyghe 


ath 24 p2ieſt Iiianias had heard him ſo boldly ſpcake, and ſo fttei⸗ 
how that H eyght wayes he declared and auouched hunſeclfe to be gyltles, to 
the tudges rep2efe and other his accuſats, takynge the matier grenouſipe, 
that he had not reucrently ſpoken of hym, neythet that he anye thynge clo⸗ 
ked the matticr. commaunded thoſe that ſtoode by to buffet hym on the face 
whyles he was ſpcatynge.This was it that the loꝛde had certyfyed Paule 
of befoꝛe, wan he ſaid: They ſhal not teteyue thy witnes of me. Than Paul 
on the one ſode diſdeynyng in his mynde at this inturye, whyche was never 
vſed no not in the tudgeinentes of the heathen and on the other ſode certyfy= 
png hym that he ſhoulo be punyſhed at goddes hand afterwardes,n time to

Than Paule , perceyuynge 
that he ſhoulde nothyng furdet his cauſe vnder ſuche a iudge thought that 
ek ned 4 belt it was,onely to ſeeke occaſion, howe that aſſemblye might be diſſolued. 
cba Wheteloꝛe he aun(wered : Bꝛethzen J was vncertapne,that this man was 
bo _ _ the hyghe pꝛieſt. Els I temembꝛe wel. that it is wzptten in the booke of Ex⸗ 
8 odus: Thou ſhalte not ſpcake eupl by the Pzynce 02 tewler of the pcople. If: 
ter he had with this an{wer,ſumwhat appeaſed thoſe that warned hun ther - 
ot, he ymagined (um occaſion, how he mighte auoyde the tumult 4 murinu- 
ring of the people. Foꝛ lawful it is to voyde petyll by crafte, whereas appe: 

tethe no hope of pzofittyng. 
C\Oban Paule perceyued that the ent part wer Sadduces and the other Phariſees, 
he crped out in thecouncell. agen and bzethzen, I am a Phariſee the ſon of a phariſce. 
The terte. Ot the hope and reſurceccion trom death, J am iudged. And whan he had ſo ſayd, thet 
aroſe a debare betwene che 7 and the Hadducces, and the multitude was de⸗ 
upded. Foz the Gadducces lap, hat there is no teſuttection, nethet aungel,no: ſpirit: 

but the Phariſces graunte both. 


Whetkoꝛe Paul conſideryng that in the congregacyon there were two 

ſoꝛtes of men the one Sadducees,thother Phariſees, which agreed not one 

with another ſayde with a loude voyce in audience of the counſell , ſo that e⸗ 

uerye manne myght heare him: Bꝛethꝛen J am a Phatiĩee, and my patentes 

wer Phatiſees, and J am atayned foz becauſe that I pzeache, that the dead 

(hall aryſe agayne. Aftet he had thus ſayde, there aroſe dyſſencyon betwene 

Fo the Had the Phatiſees, and the Sadduces: Ind the multitude alſo that was pꝛeſent, 
vuces (ap ne: ſteyng them at varyaunce, vatyed emonge themſelues , and were of ſondꝛye 
pinions and partes.Foz the Dadduces.in aſinuche as they beleue that the

* ethe multitude with great clamour began to make trouble. 
C Ind tdere aroſe a greacecry:and whan the Scribes whiche were of the — 
be. ee eee 
debate, the capeapne(fearting les jPaul (hould daue ben plucktt a ſoundꝛt ot tub) com⸗ 
maunded the ſouldiers to go dowue and to take Him from emonge them and to biynge 

him into the caſtie. 

In the mcane ſpace certayn Scribes of the Phariſces ſecte atoſe and 
contended in the fauour of Paul and ſayde : We perceyue nothyng wherin 
this man hath tranſgreſſed. Ind yf that the holy ghoſte oꝛ an aungcll hathe 

Wee . ſpoken vnto him it is not oute parte to contend ne to ſttyue with god. This 
ar in des ne they ſayde,bpon the occaſion that Paule, the day befoꝛe, had ſhewed theim, 
that the loꝛde had appered vnto him by a viſton in the temple. So muche 
dooth it auayle in cales already tewled and determined, to be of this _—_—_

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of that. But whi thts dillencion encreaſed moze and moze by reaſon that the 
Sadduccs cryed out lo ſoꝛe agaynſt the Phariſies , and the matter ſeamed 
litze to growe to nothyng eis but to an extreme and a deadly commocion the 
matci aii fearyng teſt that Paule ſhould bee plucked in pyeces emong them, 
coimnaunded the ſouldyets to goo doune and take Paule from the chzong, 
and to bzyng him into the caſtell agayne. 

C Sbenight folowing, Bod toode by him and ſapde:bee of good chere Paule:foz 
a6 thou baſt ceſtifped of me in Actuſa lem, ſo mult thou beate witucs alto at Rome. 
Than was it tywe, that god ſhoulde ſumwhat coumfozte hym, that ſo 
manfully had wzaſtled fez hym , ſeyng that theſe troubles wer fo ſoꝛe, and 
pet (ozer wet at hand. Whetefoꝛe the next night againe,Þ loꝛd ſtode by him, 
ſaying: Be of good courage Paule.Theſe troubles ſhal not make an end ot 
the,foz the tune of death is not yet cum: ut yet is it to tum that euen as thou 
haſt valiauntly boznc witneſſe of me at Jeruſalem, ſo ſhalt thou witneſſe of 
ine at Rome alſo. Thou haſt doon thy parte in this cytie,whiche is the chiefe 
in all Jewzy , it remapneth next that thou doo the ſame in Rome, whiche 1s 
the head citie of all the wozlde. 


C And whan it was dere, certayne ofthe Icwes gathered them (clues together, and 
made a vowe, ſaing: that rycy would nether cate noi dzink,cill they had killed Baul. 
Tube wer moo then fowertye men, whiche had made this conſpiracion. Aud they came 
to the chiete Pꝛieſtes + elders, and ſayd: we haue bounde oureſclues with a vowe, that 
we will earc nothing, vati! we haue Layne Paul. Mow therfoze geue pe knowledge, to 
the vppet captapne aud to the counſell, that he bzyng him fozth vnto vs to mozowe as 
though we would know ſum thing, maze perfectly ot him. But we(oz euet he cum nete) 
are ceady to zyli hum. 

But as ſoone as it was day, certaine Jewes made a conſptracion and 
curled themlelues to the deuyll and to damnacion , yk they dyd eyther cate oꝛ 
d:ynke , befoze they had layne Paule: ſo greate malyte had they conceyued 
agaynſt hom. And it was no {mall noumbze,that had made this conſpita⸗ 
tie, but they were about fowertie. Thele perſons went to the high pricſtes 
and eldets and ſhewed theim their entente and purpoſe, ſaying : We haue 
moſte depely curſed out ſelues, to be perpetually damned in hel, yf we ether 
eate oꝛ dzynke, befoze we ſhall haue llapne Paule. Now muſte ye lpkewyſe 
put vnto your helpyng handes to the foztheraunce of our requeſt , that we 
may the moꝛe eaſely bzyng to paſſe, that thing, whiche we all ate deſyꝛous to 
dooe. Mende ye wozde to the high marciall,both in your names and alſo in

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the name of the whole counſeill, that he bꝛyng Paule befoze you again,prs- - 


tendyng that ye wyll enqutre moze diligently of him, fozalmuche as yeſter« 
daye ye coulde not, by reaſon of the commocion. Ind we ſhall pzouyde, 
that he ſhalt not cum ſafely into the caſtell agayne , as he yeſterday dypd,. bus 


befoze he cum to the place, where the counſell ſhalbe kept, we wyl bee readye - 


to ave hym. 


C Woen Paules ſifter ſonne heard of their laing waptt, he went, and entred into the 
caſtcl and told Paul Aud aul called one of Þ vndet captaines varo him, # fad: bzing 
this young man vnto the high captayne, fo: be bath a certayn thyng to ſbewe hym. and 
be tote hymn, # brought dym to the bygh caprapne, and ſayd:paule the pzyſoner called 
me unte oym, and pzaycd me cobzpug this young man vnco the, whiche bath a certain 
matrer to be we the. The btghe captain roke him by the bande, and went with him out 
of the waye, and aſked bym, whats it that thou haſte co cell me? And he ſayde: the 
Jewes are determined to deſire che, that thou wouldeſt dzing tutti au le to moꝛom 
into the counſell, as though chet would enquire ſumwhatr ot bim moe perteclye. But 
folow not thou their minors; foz there yt in tyayce to him, ot chem , mo then to wert 
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men, which haut bounde th# ſelues with a bowe, that they will neither tate no2 dun, 
ty ll they daue kylited dim. And now ate they readye, and loke that thou (hontvefte p2 0s 
mile. The vpper capraine then let the young man and charged bym, laping: ee 
thou tell it out to no man, tat thou halt ſhe wes tc ic tbynges ta me. 

W hiche craftie trayne of ſo deadly daungier, after that a certayne pong 
man nevew vnto Paule by his ſyſters ſyde, had perceyued, he thought the 
mattet would not be llept, but furthwith entted in to the caſtcl{.and vtteted 
vnto Maule, the daungiet that was at hande. wohan Pault knewe of this, 
he called one of the vnder captapnes vnto hym and ſayde: Bꝛyng this pong 
man vnto the marciall. oꝛ acertayne matter he hath ſo diſclaſe to hym. 
Than the captayne tooke the young man, as he was deſyꝛed to dode and 
led hym to the marciall , and ſayde : That ſame felowe Paule , whiche is in 
holde, deſired me to bꝛyng this young man vnto pou and ſayde that he had 
a certapne mattet whiche he deſtreth to talke with pou of. Than the mar: 
call toke the young man by the hande , and wente a ſyde with hyin , and aſs 
ked: What is the matter that thou wouldeſt ſpeake with me He aunlwe- 
red, The Jewes haue conſpired the death of Paule and haue thus agreed 
emong theinlelues , that they wyl entteate pou , to bzyng Paule agapne be- 
foze the counlcll to moꝛowe: vnder the pꝛetenſe, that they wyll moze dyly- 
gentely make enquirte of hym , fozaſinuche as yeſtcrdaye they coulde not 
wel ſaye all that they would haue ſaycd vnto hum. But they entend an other 
mattet. Whetekoꝛe ye had nede to take hede, that ye do not vnwares graunt 
them theit deſites. Fox they haue layde theit heades together , and do vt- 
terly purpoſe to deſtrope Paule yta there be about fowettie that haue cur: 
ſed themlelues depelp, yf they eythet cate oꝛ dꝛynke befoze they haue Caine 
hym. And euen now ate they teadyt to commit this miſchicke , and loke but 
koꝛ an anſwer of vou. Whan the marctall had heard this , he let the vonge 
man departe.chargyng hym that he ſhoulde tell no man, that he had vtteted 
this matter vnto the marciall. Foꝛ he was deſitous to ſaue Paulcs lpfe but 
pet ſo that he might auoyde the yll wyll of the Icwes. 

¶ And he called vato hym, two pety captapucs, ſar ing: make readye two hundied 
ſouldicts to goto Cetatta, and hoz(emen the (coze aud ten: and ſprremen two hundzed 
at the thyꝛd hourc of the ritght. And deliner them beades, that they maye (er Paule on, 
and b2tng him (ate vnto Felix, the high deputic:and he wrote a lettet attet this maner» 
Claudus Eiſias vnto the moſt mighty tulct Felix, \Foceth greringes. This ini was ta- 
ken of the Itwes, and ſhould haue ben kylled of th. Then came & with (ouldoicrs, aud 
te ſcued him, and perceiued that he was a Komapne. and when J would baue knowen 
the cauſe, whcrfoze they accuſed hym, J bzought bym furth betoze the councetl. There 
percepued I that be was accuſed of queſtions of the lawe. But was not gpitye oi anpe 
thing worthy of death,oz of bonudes. And whau it was we wed me how that the Jewes 
lap de wayte there for bim, I ſent hym ſtreight wayes to the, and gaue commanndemete 
to — 4 5 the thyuges, which they haue agaiuſt hpin, they ſwoulo tell betoꝛze 
thc: tar 
Twherfore he called two of his petic Captaynes vnto hyin and ſayde: 
Make ye teadye of ſouldiers , two hundꝛed foote men, and the ſkoꝛt and 
ten hoꝛſemen, and two hundꝛeth ſpeare men, that maye goe to Ceſarca,ſoone 
vpon the thirde houre of the night:pzoupde allo hozſes, that ye maye cattye 
Paule ſafe to the pꝛeſident Felix: The cauſe of the marcyalles ſo pꝛeſte dili⸗ 
gence, was not foꝛ this oncly cauſe and purpoſe to ſaue a mannes lyfe { for 
he was not a man of any ſache conſcience } but his deſire was to be diſpat- 
ched of Paule whome he neyther could defend oꝛ maynteyne agaynſt the 


ſette malyce of the whole counſell, noz pet durſt commytte hym beynga —

tezin of Rome, vnto their kurtouſe handes. Ind therefoze commaunded he, 
that he ſhoulde be had foozth awaye by nighte, with a greate bende of men, 
fearyng leſte that yt he had gon in the daye, 02 with a (mall coumpanpe, the 
Jewes would haue taken him awaye in his tourneye, and kylled hym: and 
than the faulte ſhould haue lyen on hys necke, becauſe it woulde haue been 
thought that he had betrayed a cyty3en of Rome. And he ſent alſo a letter 
vnto Felix the tenour wherof foloweth. Claudius Lyſias vnto the moſte 
worthy pꝛeſident Felix gretyng. The Jewes had laid handes on this man, 
+ woulde haue layne him, vnleſſe J,vpon knowlege that he was a citizen of 
Rome had cummen with a bende of men, and taken hym from them. And 
fozaſmuche as J was deſirous to knowe the cauſe wheretoꝛe they accu- 
ſed him I brought him before their owne counſell. W hom J found to be 
clere without faulte , epther worthy death , o2 cls whetetoꝛe he had deſetued 
to beempuſoned , ſauyng that certayne queſtions of the Jewes lawe were 
layed to hyt charge, but nothyng els. As ſone as | was certifyed, that the 
Jewes had appoyncted to lyetn wayte foꝛ hom, J ſent hom fozthwith vn- 
to you, admonyſhyng the Jewes withall , whvche be hys accuſars , that pt 
they haue any thing to laye to his charge , they ſhoulde take their tourneye 
to pleade their inatter befoze you. And thus fare ye well. 


C Then the ſouldiets (as it was commaunded them )tooke Paule, and bzought dym 
by nyght to Auciparras. On the mo eye lett the hoꝛſemen to go with him, aud te⸗ 
tutned vuto the cade il. Miche hau they came vato Ceſatca (I deliueted the epiſtle 
to the deputit pꝛetented Paule befaze him. Whan tic deputti Had read the ietters, be 
aſlicd of what countrep he was. Ind he vnderſtode that he was of Cplicts, I wil beate 
tyt (cayteo de) whan t hyue atcuſats ate cum allo;and be commmanundaed dym to be kept 
iu {Fcrodces iudgemcate halle. 


Than the ſouldiers, accoꝛdyng as they wer commaunded of che marct- 
al beyng charged with aul bought hun by night to Antipattas the cyty. 
Tie nexte daye foꝛaſmuche as Celarea was not kette of ; and they ſuppo⸗ 
ſed then, that there was no great daungier to bee feared , the footemen re- 
turned to Hictulalem into the caſtell agayne, and the hozlemen went with 
Paule vuto Ceſatta. Whyther after they wer cum, and had deliucted the 
letter vnto the pꝛeſident, they bzoaght Paule alſo befoze hym. Jud whan 
the pꝛeſident had peruſed the letters , he aſked Paule of what pꝛouince he 
was, Whan Paul anſwered that he was a Ciſcian bozne: A wpll heare the, 
(ayed he. whan thy accuſers ate pꝛeſente. Ind lo cizmanuded that he ſhould 
be kepte 4a Herodes ludgement hall. a

me Pe nr ores Federer 

e wet ye oute ä this ma- 
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lye mape pe, by enquirye , knowe it, fo2 it is yet but twelue dayes ſynce that 

J, acco2oynge to the cuſtoine of the Jewyſhe religion , came vp to Hieruſa- 
lem.there to make my pzayers, and to purifye my ſelfe,after I had taken on 

me a vow accoꝛdynge to the ſolemne mamter and faſhion of the Jewes. It ye 

calle this violatyng oz pollutyng of the temple, J knowledge my faulte and 

offence . Nepyther founde they me in the temple dyſputyng with any man, 

neyther makynge the people to flocke together no noꝛ in the Spnagoges.

A doo accoꝛdyng to the ttaditiõ of 
the Phariſees, and their ſect, woꝛſhip the god, that is commonly wozſhipped 
in my coutrey.+ am not auctour of any newe teligiõ but kepe thoſe thinges, 
that J haue teceyued of iny fozefathers diligently , beleuyng all thynges to Beleuynge ai 
be true, that arc wʒitten in the lawe , and in the pzophetes , whiche thynges — 
kfoꝛ the moſt parte in almuche as god lyke as he pꝛomyſed, hath now ful- i the lawe and 
tylled, J doo fully beleue that thoſe thyngcs alſo will cum to paſſe, whiche bete.

but that J may haue a pute and a clete conſcience , not onely in the ſight of 
god. whied cxaunneth mannes herte,but alſo in the ſight of man. Ind this 

aue J diligently obſerued and kolowed euen vntyl this day. Ind therefoze 
haue they nothyng whereof to accuſe me as touchynge mp lyfe that is paſte, 
whereby _=_ ſuche mat iets as they lape vuto my charge, mape appere the 
moe pꝛobaͤbly to be true, 


{ But attcr many peres, I came and bzought almes to my people, and ofrerpnges, 
in the whiche ryey found me purified in rhe remple , nepther with multyrude , nos yet The texte. 
with viquietneſſe. Howbelt you were certayne Jewes out of Aſia whiche ougy/t to be 
here pzelent befoze the,# acculeme, yt they had ought agaynſt me: 01 els let theſe ſame 
here (ap, pt tyey baue tounde any capi — 1 me, woßle ande here in tue colicell, 
eecepteit be ton this one vopee, that Ictyte Raudyug emong them ; of the reſurrection 
from dest) am J tudged of pou this daye, 

Fo: wan Jhad lyucd vprightly withoute faulte many peates at the 
laſt came J to Yteruſalem,there to make delyucry of cettavn money whiche 
3 had gathered in Iſta, to helpe the pooxe and nedye folkes in my tountrey. 

f this bee the parte of a maletactout, koꝛ to helpe my pooꝛe tounti ey men, 
beſtowyng on them mp benefite, A will acknowledge that, that they laye.to 
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my charge. And in the meane tyme leſte that they whiche ſought occaſton 
myght make any trouble oꝛ buſoneſſe I Haued my heade and lo wente in 
to the temple and was purifted with accuſtomed ceremonyes , doyng no 
thyng wherby any trouble oꝛ buſincſſe mought ariſe. Foz I began no new 
thyng, but the ſame ceremonies vſed J, that all the whole countrey vleth. 
But that commotion that was made, was reyſed vp by certayne Jewes 
ot Ilta, whom it had ben erpediente to haue bene pꝛeſent at the debatynge 
and tryall hetot foꝛaſmuche as they ate the wooꝛkets of this maticr , and 
that they ſhoulde accuſe me. yf they had any thyng to laye to my charge. 
But it is a great ſuſpection that they haue ſinall confidence in their cauſe, 
fozalmuche as they abſente theinſtlues from this tudgemente , perceyuynge 
that the matticr is pleaded befoze you, whiche are the pꝛeſident here. Jt J 
had offended, I myght haue ben conuicted by them oz cls quitte by them. 
Albert I feare no man, what net he be that accuſcth me. Pea let thein them 
ſelues whiche are here pꝛelent lpeake ſeyng that I ſtãde here befozc the coũ⸗ 
(cl, yf they haue lene me do any thyng otherwyſe , then is lawful befoze god, 
and ſtandyng with the lawe. Foz it is lawfull where tudgemente is kepte 
accoꝛdyng to tle law both fot the plaintie te laye to the charge of the tranl- 
gteſſout. and for the defendaunt to be his owne man of lawe , oꝛ pꝛoctoute. 
But I knowe they hauc nothynge againſt me, crcepte they wyll lar c theſe 
woꝛdes in my tethe whiche J with a loud voice ſpake:that I was a phati⸗ 
ſce, and that I was foꝛ thys poyncte accuſed . becauſe J pꝛeached teluttec⸗ 
tion of the dead, agayne vnto lyfc : whiche woꝛdes J ſayed , fozaſinuche as 
ſtanding as J dyd emong thetm. and permytted of the marcyall to vtter my 
inynde, F ſaw nothyng doen vprightly by lawe, but all to paſſe vpon playne 
hatred and malyce. Aud whan J hadſoſayed , they contended betwene 
themſelues, vntill that the matciall tooke me out of their handes. FI ſpake 
nothing but the tructh, and mete it was that the multytude ſhould knowe, 
wherefoze J was endaungered befoꝛe the counſell: foꝛaſmuche as J ſawe 
there was no helpe to be loked koꝛ at the handes of the chick tewlets. 


¶ Wodan Felir heard tycle thinges, de deterted them, for be knewe verap well of that 
wapc, and ſayed: whan £yſtas the capraynets cum downe, Þ wyll knowe the vemoſte 
of your maticr. And commaunded an vader captayne to kepe Paul, , to lette hym baue 
—— — de ſhoul de fozbyd none of bis ac quayutaunce to miuiſtre vuto bym, 02 to 
cum vnto bym. 


Whan Felir had heard this becauſe he was well acquaynted with the 
ſecte of the Phariſees, whiche Paule pzofeſſed , he mynded to def4rre the ex 
aminacion of the maticr , vntill an other tyme , and ſayed : Foꝛaſmuche as 
Lyſtas knoweth all this whole matter howe it ſtandeth whan he commeth 
hither, J will heare you. Ind than gaue he commaundeincut vnto his under 
captain that he ſhould in the meant ſeaſon kepe him in warde, but yet lo that 
he might be gentily oꝛdꝛed a that he myght dyuerſe tymes be at lybetty and 
that hys famyliars mighte freely repapze vnto hym , and bꝛynge hyry luche 
thynges as he lacked. | 


C And after certapne dayes, when Felir came with his wyte Druſilla(whiche was a 
Jewell) he calicd forth Paul, heard dim, of the faith, whiche is rowaroc Chi. and 
as be preached of rightwyſnes, temperaunce,and tudgement to cum, Felix erembled,# 
anſwcred:Go thy way fo2 this time:whan I haut a conuentent ſeaſon, J wil ſende fox 
the. De hoped alſo, that money ſhould haue been gtut᷑ bim of Paul, that he might leule 
bin: wyertoze be called him che ofrener, aud comoned with him. But atter two þ rs

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as 03ctus came into Felir towme. 
be. ch Paul in puton 2 me. and felix willing to ſhew the Jewes a plea⸗ 


Ind whan a good ſoꝛte of dayes wer paſt felix came to Ceſatea wyth 
his wyte Dtuſilla, whiche was a Icwe bozne , and than ſente he foꝛ Paule, 
becyng deſyꝛous to haue farther knowlege of him, as concernynge the lecte 
that he pzotelſed. Than Paule opened vnto him the wayt to ſaluacion by 
tie golpell. whiche thinge he befoze had not ſpoken ol and howe that ſalua- * 
uon was not obteyned by obſcruinge of Moyſcs lawe as the Jewes ſup- dhe cds 
poſed but by beleuyng in Jeſus Chzyſte, whome beyng fo manye hundzeth Nunes ecmpe: 
yeres looked foꝛ the Jewes had crucyfyed:and that by baptiſme all ſynnes Jiminics um 
committed by the whole tyme and courſe of mannes lyfe befoꝛc were at once Fel erebled « 
waſhed awayc ſo, that ſuche as were regencrate in Chuſt, ſhoulde lyue ſyn⸗ an way to; « 
ccrely and holyly, actoꝛdynge to the rewle of the goſpell ftom thence kooꝛth, - wr we 1 
vntyll luche tyme that the ſame Jcſus, whiche hath geuen himſelf foz the te⸗ conuenycnr 
demptton of man dyd gloꝛuoully returne in ſyght of all men with the power — = 
of his lathet to iudge the quicke and the dead. Whan as Paule had talked * 
on this wile at large of ſuche mattets as theſe be that is to wete of that gra- 
cious fauour of god, that man commeth to thzoughe fayth, of euangelycall 
tſtyce, of temperaunce,and ſoberneſſe of the ſpitituall lyte and of the latter 
tudgement that no man coulde eſcape Felix was afrayed, and ſomuch mo⸗ 
ucd therewith, not that he fozthewith dyd acquytte Paule ( fo2 hc feared the d. yoper aico 
Icwes,whom he knewe dyd deadlye hate hym ) but that Paule was foꝛ the — 
incane ſpace kept in holde after a gentilet ſoꝛte, vntyll that he myghte haue dam or par, 
occalion to deliuet hum. There was an other matter alſo, that cauſed him not — e 
ſtreyghte wayes to quytte hun, fo he truſted that Paule woulde gyue hym ye cared tm þ 
lune tcadyc money, that he myghte be delpuercd . And fox thys cauſe — 5 
did he often ſende fo2 Paul, and connnoned with him that he might giue him wy 
occalicn to pzofer him money that he,vpo familiet acquaintaunce and gen- 
til enterteynement of the preſident, myghte put awaye ſhamcfaſtneſſe , why- 
che he thoughte dyd ſtayt Paule, that he dutſt not pzofcr hym money. Foz 
the Emperours lawes dooe puniſhe the iudge that ſuffereth a malefactour 
to eſcape by bzybery . In the meant tyme, whan Paule contynued two yeres 
at Ceſarea.the Emperour Nero ſent a certayn man named Portius Feſtus 
to ſuctede Felix in the roume . Ind than had he a good occaſyon to dymiſſe 
Paul. But he thought he would not depart from his pꝛouynce with mennes - 
diſpleaſures,and willynge rather to ſhewe the Jewes a pleaſure, then wyth 
an vpꝛyghte conſcience to delyuer an innocente,he left Paule bounde . So 
barde a matter is it foꝛ the greate men and rewlcrs of the wozlde , to behaue 
them ſelues in all matters vpuightly,

CWhan Feſtus had receyued the office, after thꝛet dayts ge aſſended from Ces 
ſarea vnto Jeruſalem. Than cufourmed hym toe hygbe Pireſtes and the chieke of the 
Jcwes,of Paule. And they beſought bim, and deſpred fauoure agaynſte hym, tbat be 
woulde ſeude for hym ro Jeruſalem 2 and they layde awayre toi hym in the waye , to The texte. 
kyllibym . Feſtus aunſwered, that Paule coul de bee kepte ar Ceſatta, but that be 
dym ſeite woulde choitely departe thyther. Let cheym tberetoze(ſaydehe)whiche 
— you are gadle, come de wuc with vs, aud accuſe dym, yt there be anye taultt iu 

mau. 
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The terte. 
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WE Jthin thice daies after Feſtus came to his pꝛouince he went 
\ {7 fftrom Ceſarca to Jeruſalem. But whan the Jewes heard tel, 
chat a new pꝛeſident was cum thtit malice was newly kind: 
VS Jled agayn.Foz by and by the high pueſtes and chief rewlers 
the Fewes came vnto him,and deſired his fauour , that it 
= Ermghtc pleaſe him to ſende fo: Paule to Jeruſalem , foral- 
muche as it was not ſo commodious to haut the mattier pleaded atCeſarea, 
Foz they ttuſted that the pzcſident(whiche,by reaſon that he late came in to 
that pzounce, was ignoꝛaunt of thoſe thynges that had bene done)woulde 
loone in this ſo ſmall a mattet ſhewe them fauour . But the Jewes were at 
this poynte that yt Feſtus had graunted theym they tequeſte they woulde 
haue lyed watche , and haue ayne Paule by the wape . But Feſtus be⸗ 
yng more indifferent then they woulde he ſhoulde haue been made anſwcre: 
that Paulc ſhoulde remanye in cuſtody at Ceſatta and that he within fewe 
dayes. woulde tepayꝛe thyther,and heare theyꝛ matter. WOherfoze, ſayde he, 
yk thete be any emong vou that be mete men to folowe this matter let theym 
go with me downe to Ceſarea.there ſhall he be arrayned befoze you. Ind pf 
this man, that you ſpeake of de gyltye they may accuſe hym. 
C Whan de had taricd there emonge theym more then teu dapes, he wentt downe viits 
Lecſarea, and thenert dape ſat dowuc in the iudgement ſear, and commaunded Paule 
to bee brought, whiche whan he was come, the Xewes whicye were come frome Jerus 
ſalem,fodc about him, andlayd many and greuous complaintes againſt Paule, whis 
cht thry could not out as longe as he anſwered foz hymſeclfe that be had utytſ ex as 
_ * — : : the Jcwes, ucyther againſt the temple,noz pet again Ce ſat offeus 
And whan he had continued there emong them more then ten dapes he 
went to Ceſatea. And the next day he ſat in the place of tudgement and com- 
maunded Paule to be bꝛought befoꝛe hym. Ind after that he was bꝛoughte 
tooꝛth the Jewes whiche came from Jeruſalem, ſtoode rounde aboute him, 
laying many and ſoꝛe matters to his charge but none of chem were they ha⸗ 
ble to pzoue: fo: Paule anſwered foꝛ himſelte and euidently declated that he 
had neyther offended the Jewes lawe fozaſmuche as he had diligently kept 
it, neithet yet had pꝛophaned oz ſuſpended the church ſeing that he had pute⸗ 
ly and peactably ben conuetſaunt thetin noꝛ had offended againſte thempe⸗ 
toute at any tyme. 
CFeltus wpllyng to doo the Jewes a pleaſure, anſwered Paule, and ſaydt:wyltt 
*thon go vp to Yerulalem,* therk be tudged of the thynges betet me? Thi layd Paule 
I ftande at Leſares (udgement ſcare, where J ought ro be tudged. To tit Icwes haut 
JI no harme dene, as thou very well knoweſt. It à haue hurte chem, 02 committed any 
thing woztby of death, J refuſcuort to dye. yt none ot theſe rhinges are, whereof they 
atctule me,. no man mayt delyner me to them, J appeale vato Leſar. Than ſpake Feſtus 
with deliberacpon, 4 anſweted .Tbou badi appeated unte Leſar:vato Leſar ſhaitÞ go, 
But whan Feſtus perceyued on thone part the innocencye of Paul. and 
on the othcr the hatred that the Jewes bare agaynſte Paule , whyche neucr 
woulde bec ſattsfyed, endeuourynge hymſelfe ſo to gratifyc the Icwes that 
he myghte ſeme pet to dooe the partie, whiche was accuſed, no wzonge,ſayde 
bnto Paul:wilt thou go to Jeruſalem and there be iudged befoze me: Foz he 
fuppoſcd that this would plcaſe the Jewes well fozaſmuche as it was they: 
owne requeſt befoze. Than Paule beeyng aſſured of thmtente of the Jewes

J am arayned nowe at the barre befoze thempctouts officer, in 
this citie of Ceſatea and here nedes muſt J teceyue my iudgemente. J haue 
done the Jewes no hurte 02 iniutie as you your ſelt know tight wel. But yt᷑ 
that & haue noyed them in any thing oꝛ haue committed any thing wherby 
haue deſcrucd deathe J am well content to dye. But yf al thoſe thynges, 
whiche theſe menne haue laved to my charge be falſe : it is not the parte of a 
Judge contrarye to ryght and iuſtice, to permitte them to handle nie accoꝛ⸗ 
dyngce as they of conceyucd malice and hatred, woulde deſyze to dooe. Fox 
the tudge can not foꝛ fauoure of any perſon,condemne a man that ts array- 
ned and J appcale to Thcmperour. Than Feſtus.after that he had coin⸗ 
municacion with the counſel of the Itwes, made anſwer vnto Paul: Seing 
that thou haſt appealed to the Emperour, to the Emperour ſhalte thou goe. 
Fo: the Jewes wer better content that Paule ſhould be (cnt to theinpetout, 
then that he ſhould be quit:fo2 they truſted that ſum thyng woulde chaunce 


wherby they at the laſt myght ryd him out of the waye. 

C Anoatrer accrrapne dayes, Ringe Agrippa and Bernice came vato Leſarea to ſalute 
Feſtus. And whan they had bene there 4 good ceaſon, Feſtus rehearſed Paules cauſe 
unte the kyng (aying:thercis 4 certapne man lett in priſon of Fellc, about wh whan 
F came co gccutalem,cthe bye pricites #clacrs of the Yewes enfo2meo me, aud deſired 
to haue Judgement again? him. To whom JI anſwereo: Jt is not the manct of the Moz 
maynes to; tauour ts delpucr any man, that vc ſhoulde peryſyc, befoic that he whichs 
is accuſed, hauc the accuſfars befo:e hym, and haue lycence to aunſwere for bymCcite, 
concecrnpynge the creme layor agaypuſtehym , Therfo:e , whan rycy were come hy=z 
ther together, without anyc delaye, on the mototy Ito geue tudgemenate,commaunded 
the man to be bought furth. Again whom, whan the accuſars ode vp, they bioughte 
nouc accuſation of fach thinges as I ſuppoſed: but had certaine queſtions againſt him 
otthcy: ownc ſuperſtition and of one Icſus which was dead, whom Paul atficmed ro 
bc alyuc. and becauſe I doubted of ſuch mauet of queſtions, J aſked dim, whether be 
woutygo to Bicruſalem,and there be tudged of chele matiers. But whan Paule dad 
appcalcd to be kept vato the knowledge of Ceſar, Jeommaunded him to be kepte, tplil 
I myghr ſende bimto Lear, 


In the meane ſpace within a fewe dayes , kynge Igrippa, whyche hadde 
ſucceocd Hetode his father in the kyngdome, whome the Ingell of God had 
ſtrytzen came to Ceſarca wyth hys wyke Betnice, to ſalute and to welcome 
the newe pꝛelident Feſtus. And when they had continued there a good ſo2t 
of dayes , Feſtus by occaſyon , reherſed vnto the kynge, Paules mattier, in 
this wyſe : Felir whiche was mp pedeceſſo2 hath left here a cettavne man in 
holde, whome the high pueſtes and chycke rulers of the Jewes complayned 
on whan J was at Yicruſalem. and deſyzed me foꝛ theyz ſakes to gene ſen⸗ 
tence agaynſt hun. Unto whom J made aunſwete, that the Romains wer not 
accuſtomed to geue ſentence of death on anye manne,foz fauoure of any pet⸗ 
ſon, before p his accuſarg appered,x gaue ſufficiente euidece againſt hym,x 
hc hadde libertic taunlwere to ſuche thynges , as ſhoulde be layed agaynſte 
hym . And ſo whan his accuſers were cum hyther, J without anye delape, 
ſatte the nerte daye in Tudgemente and wylled the pꝛyſoner that was ac- 
cuſed to appeare befoze me. Ind whan as hys accuſets came foo2the, 
they layde no ſuche mattiers to his charge as I thoughte they woulde haue 
done . But certayne queſtions demaunded they of him.concernynge their 
owne ſupetſtition, and layde to hys charge , that he ſhoulde affy:me one 
Jeſus whyche was dead, to be atyſen from deathe to lyfe agayne and that 
he alſo is nowe alyue . But I perceauynge that it was the leaſt parte of 
myne office,to make enquitie of luche queſtions neither wel knowing, what 
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I inyght ſaye in the mattet aſted hym whether that he wer wyllyng to goo 
to Bicrulalem, and there to ſtande to itudgement as concernyng thole thyn- 
ges that wer layde vnto him,foz alinuche as the pueſts, ctibes and Pha 
tiſeis knew better,howe the matter ſtoode then J. But whan as Paulc had 
retuſed that and appealed to Ceaſar,in wil to be arained befoze him J com- 
maunded that he in the meant ſpace ſhoulde be kepte in cuſtodie, vntill luche 
tyme that A myght haue octalion to ſend hum to Ccaſat. 

C Agrippa ſayde unte Feſtus: Iwoulde alſo he ate the man my ſeltt. To moꝛowe aid 


he) chou ſbalte heare bim. aud un the moꝛowe whan Agrippa was come aud Seruice, 
with great pumpc, and wer entred into the counſel houſe, with the captaincs and chict 


men of che cyric, at Feſtus commaundement was Paule vzought foozth. Aud Fetus 


ſapde: kyng Agrippa, aud all pe meu whiche are here preſent with vs, yt ſee this man, 
about whom all the multitude of the Jewes haue cutreatred me, bothe at Ictuſalem # 
alſo here, crying, that he ought not to lyue any longer. Yet founde Jnothyng wo:thpe 
ot dcath, chat he had committed. Neucrtheles, ſepng that be bath appcalco to Cealar, 
baut no tcttapuc thing to wiytt viito mp leide. Wherfoze, I baut bought bym you 
aud (peciallp vato the, O hingt Agrippa, that after eraminacion had: I mpghtic baue 
ſumwhat to wiytc. Foz me thynketh it varcaſonable, fo: to (cud a pztloncr, and not to 
che we the cauſes wyiche ate lapde agaynſt him, 


Whan Agrippa had heard this he ſayd vnto Feſtus: J haue of late heatd 
muche ſpcakyng of that ſame Jeſus. and of his diſciples ⁊ thetetoꝛe would 
I my ſelfe heate that fclowe betoze he goo to Ceaſat. Than ſayde Feſtus: 
To moꝛowe ſhall you heate him. The nerte daye after that Jgrippa and 
his wyte Bernice had with muche pompe and a greate trayne , entred with 
the captaynes and the chtcfe of the citie into the common hall. Feſtus com- 
maunded Paule to be brought befoze hun. Than Feſtus, leſt that he Mould 
ſeme to haue brought furth Pault onely to get fauoure of the kynge , ſpake 
in this wyſe:kyng Agrippa and you al that arc hcre pꝛeſent ye ſec the man, 
whome all the Jewes haue complayned on to me, as well at Hictulalem, as 
here alſo in this citie and haue with great clamoure crycd, that it was pytye 
of his lte. But i haue made enquitie, and can not ſee that he hathe anye 
waye deſetued death. Albeit foꝛaſmuche as he hathe of his owne free wil 
appealed to the Emperour, J am in full mynde to ſende hym thythcr . And 
pet I can not well tell, what J maye certifie vnto his maicſtie in wzytyng, 

Wherkoꝛe I haue here bꝛought him furty befoze vou, and eſpeciallye be- 
foe vou king Agrippa that we maye cxamine him, and to haue ſumwhat to 
wit. Foz me thinketh it ſtandeth with no reaſon to ſende a pꝛyſonct and not 
to ſhowe withall, what is layde to his charge.

Foz if the tudge be 1gnozaunt of the mat 
tet, he that pleadeth it, ſhal in vayne go about to (et it foozth in kyne paynted 
tetmes. Ind therkoꝛe althoughe the Fewes haut layed dyucrle ttelpaces to 
my chatge yet I thinke my ſelke happy foz this cauſe that I ſhall thys dave 
plcade this matter befoze you, which know ryght well the cuſtoines , and oz 
dꝛe and allo the doubteful queſtions and poyntes that concerne the lawe of 
the Jewes. Wherfoze J wyll deſyꝛe you to heare me paciently +

on at Feruſalem)know al the Jewcs, wolche knewe me from the begynupnge, pt they 
would ccſtitie. Fo after the moſt ſtreyght ſect of our religion, I lived, a Phariſe, and The texte. 
now Jſtand+#am iudged fo: 5hopc of , pꝛomiſe, made ot God vnto our fatycrs, vats : 
whicy pꝛomiſc out twelue eribes(inftantly (crupng God daye and night)200 hope to F 
cum. Foz wyich hopes ſake, king Agryppa, J am accuſ:d of the Jewes . 
Fyzſt and foꝛmoſt where as they lay vnto my charge, that Jhaue treſ⸗ 
paced againſt the lawe,howe falſe that is all my whole lyke, whiche Þ haue 
hythetto led, ſhall declare. Foz althoughe J was bozne at Tarſus , yet haue ( 
tuen from my childehode been brought vp emong the Jewes at Jeruſa- f 
lem. where J diligently applyed the law at the fcete of Gamaliell. Do that 
the Jcewes knowe well ynough how ſincerly and Godly J dyd lede my lyfe 
emong my countrey menne.and in the mooſte royall cytie.foz they knewe me 
many yercs a go ſence that I was tyꝛſt conuetſaunte at Jeruſalem, yt they 
woulde ſpcake as they knowe it to be true in dede. Foz I did not onely kepe 
the Lewes teligion diligently, but J p2ofeſſed that ſect alſo, which excelleth | 
the reſt, both in obſcruing the teligion and alſo in moſte perfecte knowelege Y 
of the law:that is to ſay the ſecte of the Phariſets . Ind it is a thynge doen 
withoutt all ſhaine, to accyſe me that J am not a Jewe,ſceyng that J was, 
and euen yet at thys pꝛeſente alſo am a Phariſce by p2ofeſſton , as who ſape, 
that any man coulde denye him to bee a Jewe that is boꝛne at Jeruſalem. 
Fo: emong the Jewes the ſecte of the Phartſcts eſpecially doth beleue that 
the bodyes (hall atyſe agayne and that cucry man ſhalbe rewarded, accoꝛ⸗ 
dyng io his lyuing and dedes that he dtd here in this woꝛlde. Neythet haue 
I at any tyme, ſhꝛonken from the Phatiſees ſecte: foꝛ tuen nowe ain Jhcre 
attayned becauſe I beleue that they ſhalbe in great felicitie, that haue here 
lyued well accoꝛdyng as god made pꝛomiſe to our fozefathers . But yt it be 
a faultc to looke t̃oʒ that, that God pꝛomnyſed to theym that woutſhyp hym 
not Jonely but many one moo than J, ate in the ſame faulte. Foz why doo 
the twelue trybes of our countrey wourſhip God day and nyght. but onely 
koꝛ becauſe they truſte that they ſhall cum to thys blyſſe . whiche he hathe 
pꝛomyſtd ! And therefore ſcarcely is he woꝛthy to be called a Jewe , whyche 
ttuſteth not to that, that God hath pzomyſed. And yet © kyng Agrippa,

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(O kyug) J ſawe in the wart a lyghr from heaucn about the bzygytnes of the Hunne. 
Wync rounde aboute me, ans them which tiozneyed with me. 

I know many wpl thynke it a thyng impoſſible yt a man ſhould afZirme 
that the body whan it is once dead and puttified, ſhoulde aryſe agayne. But 
many thynges ſeme to men impoſſible, which afterwarde yet they tynd true, 
Ita manne ſhoulde ſaye that one manne inyght tayſe an other from deathe 
to lyte he might iuſtly ſen to ſpeake a thyng impoſſyble and that not wyth 
out a cauſe. But wherefoze ſhould pou thynke it unpoſſiblt that god whiche 
is hable to doot whatſocuer ſhall pleaſe hym , ſhoulde tayſe rhe dead to lyte 
agayne ? Can not he whiche gaue euerp man lyfe teſtoꝛe to lyfe whom ſhall 
pleaſe him: Shall we thynke hun to be a lyar,oz bacakyng pzomyſe in that, 
whiche he hath made! Pea I my lelt haue ſuppoled thinges to be impoſſible 
whiche J aftcrwarde pꝛoued truc:and thinges to be contrarye to oute lawe, 
and vngodlye, whyche J tryed attet warde to bee the pꝛincipall poyntes of 
petfecte godlynes and telygion. In ſo muche, that once J was of the lame 
mynd toward the diſciples of Jcius ot Nazarcth that the Jewes ate nowe 
towarde me: fo2 I ſtriued wyth al me power agaynſt chaduauncyng of hyg 
name and thought that J dyd wonderfull godlye , whan that J perſecuted 
thoſe that pzofcſſed hum to the vttermoſte that I coulde:and ſo uyd J tuen 
at Jcruſalem .

ruſalem.but in all Dynagoges-where ſocuet I couldeheare of them in an 
aſſeinblyc:purpoſyng carneltlye to bꝛynge theym by vexacyon once to ſuche 
a poyncte as to make them to ſpeake in delpvte ot that mooſle bleucb name, 
lyke as I myſelte dyd in thoſe daes.

wire, thynvzpng it moꝛe ex2edient and neceſſary to put in excutton that 
god commaunded me. then that the hygh Pyteſtes had wylled.

It is lo with the as it 
often chaunceth to other men. Muche knowledge in learning hath taken thy 
tight mynde clene ftom the. Paul anſwered : Þ dote not moſte noble Feſtus, 
Fo: dotyng is called, whan a man thꝛough crroure of hys mynde , ſwerueth 
from reaſon.But J am ſober, and ſpeake as the truthe is the whiche truthe 
to knowe is veraye witte in dede . And that theſe thynges ale lo, it is not 
vnknowen to the kynge , befoze whom J doe muche the moze frankly talke 
of theſe matiets becauſe J ſuppoſe , that he is ignoꝛaunte in none of theſe 
poynctes that I haue ſpoken. Foꝛ thys thynge was not dooen in a cozner, 
but opcnlye , and the rumoure of it was ſparſed thzoughoute all Jcw- 
type. ThanPaulcurned himſelfe to Agrippa, and ſaycd:O kyng Agrip⸗ 
pa, beleue pe the Pꝛophetes to bee true? J knowe ye doe beleue them. And 
he that belcueth them, can not choſe, but beleue the goſpel! winche ſheweth 
that it is cum to paſſe, that the Pzophetes ſayd ſhould cum. Than Agrippa 
bꝛeakyng his communication, ſayed vato Paul: Thou doeſt ſumwhat pet 
ſwade me to becum a Chuſten man. Than ſaped Paule: verayly J woulde 
wiſhe of God with all wy herte. that ye ſhoulde beleue, not onelye lumwhat, 
but thꝛoughly: and not your ſelf onely , but alſo that all inen that heare me 
this day, ſhould be lyke me, thts thynge onely excepted, that 4 woulde not 
wyſhe any of them to bee thus in bandes as J am. 


C Ind whan he bad thus ſpoken, the kyng aroſe vp, + the deputte, 2 Bernice, and they 
that ſate them. And whan they wer gon aparf,they talked emong the (ſelucs,laping: 
This man docth nothing woozthy of death, oꝛ of bandes. Then ſap3 Agrtppa vnto F. 
tus. This man might haue deen let leuſe, t ht had not appcalled viito Ceſat.

Whan Paule had this ſayed the kyng the pꝛeſident and Bernice aroſe, 
and all the others that ſate there by. Ind whan they had gon a ſide to cõmen 
of the maticr , they agreed euety man in this opynton that they ſayed that 
Paul hath committed nothing woꝛthy death, ne yet of enpꝛyſonment. Wher 
toꝛe it had cum to paſſe, that Paul had been dimiſſed had not kyng Agtip⸗ 
pa {ayed vnto the pꝛeſident Feſtus, this man myght haue been quitte , yt he 
vad not appcaled vnto the Timperour,

( Whantt was concluded, that we ſhoulde ſapic into Jtaly, they delyucred bothe 
Paule and ccrtapne other puſoners, unto one named Jultus, an under captayne of 
Lclars ſouldicrs. And we entreo into a ſhyppe, of 4dtamictum, and leuſed from lande, 


appopuctco to ſapic by the coaſtes of Alia, one Ariſtarchus oute of @gaccdonia , of the 
countrepe of ThycTalenica tartiyng Mill with vs. And the nerte dap we came to Sidon. 
And ulius courtcouflp cutreaced Paul, and gaue him liberty, to goe vuto his frendes, 
aud to te iceche himſeite. Aud whan be had launched from thence, we ſayied hard by 
Cypies, becauſc the wpades wer conttatye. And whan we had ſapled ouer the (ca 
ot Cilicta, and ÞPamphitta, we came to Mira, whiche is in Licia. 
Nd aftcr that king Igrippa had geuen ſuche ſentence that 
/ £43 euen as Paule had appcaled to the empetout ſo ſhoulde he 
< goe into Italy, they deliucred Paule and with him certaine 
| other pzyſoners in bandes, vnto the vnder captayne of the 
Vempetouts ſoldiets named Julius. And than entred we into 
4a ſhippe, whiche came from Yadzamicium a citte of Aktike, 
oulo (ct vs vp in Ida the leſſe, fozalinuche as her tourney lape by 
thecoaſtes of Flta , at what tyme Iriſtarchus out of MWacedoma , a Cheſ⸗ 
ſaloman borne . continued with vs, and woulde nedes beate vs company in 
our tourney. Ind lo the nexte daye aftcr we had leuſed from Ceſarea, we at⸗ 
tyued at Dydon . There the captayne Julius, foꝛaſinuche as he entended 
to handle Paule gentilly permitted him to goe out of the ſhyppe, and to goe 
viſite his frendes pf he had any in Dvdon, to the ende that he myght the bet⸗ 
tet be refreſhed of them. And whan we had leuſed thence alſo, we aduen⸗ 
tured not into the maigne ſea, but tooke the lekte hande , and ſhozed by the 
ſydes of Cypets, foꝛ becauſe that the wynde was agaynſt vs. Ifter we had 
paſſed oucr the ſea , whiche is ryght agaynſte Cilicia and Pamphilia, we 
came to Mita, whiche ſtandeth on the lea ſyde in Licia. 
¶ Ind there the vnder captain found a ſbip of Alerandzta teady, 5 ſapled into Italy, 
be put vs togtin Aud whi we had ſapled lLowelp many dates, * ſcarce wer cum oucr'as 
gayuſt Gupböcbecauſe the winde wſto de vs) we ſayled hard by ß coaſtes of Cidi, ouet 
againſt Salmon, with muche wozke ſapled depond it, and came vuto a place whichye 
is called the tape hauens:nygh whervnro was the citicofLaſea . Whan muche tym 
was ſpente, and whau ſaplyng was ieopardouſe, becauſe alſo that they had oucrlong 
faſted, o aule put them iu cemembꝛiaunce, and lap de vnto the 1:78 3 pertepue, that 
this vyage wyll de with hurte and muche damage, not of the ladpng and wyppe onely, 
dut alſo ot oute lyues. Acuertyeles the vndercaptapne beleucd the gouernout and the 
mayer of the hyp, moꝛe then thoſe thynges whiche wer ſpoken of Paul. and 'becauſe 
the hauen wis not commodiouſe to wynter in, many coke counſcil co depart thence, pf 
by any meanes they might reche to hence, aud therers wynter: whiche is an hauen 
of Candic,and licth towarde che Southweſt and Northweſt wynde. Wok rhe Soutys 
wynde blewe, they (uppoſyng to odtapue their purpoſe, leuſed vnco Alon . And ſapicd 
paſt all Candice, 
There met the captayne with an other ſhippe whiche had cum from Ylex- 
andꝛia, a citie of Egypte, and was teadye to ſaple into Jtalye , and ſhyfted 
vs 
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vs into the ſame. And after that we had layled many dayes lowly, ⁊ ſcarce- 
ly at the laſte were cum tighte agaynſt Guidus, by reaſon that the wvnde 
was agaynſt vs, we turned to the Plande Candie, nyghe to a cytie of the 
{aine Plande, which is ſituate on the very lea banke and is Called Salmon 
02 as lum men called it. Damonium . After we had with muche a dooe 
paſſed by Salmon, we came to an other hauen of Candie that is called faire 
hauens. This place was not far of from the citte of Laſca. And after that we 
had ſpente along ſeaſon in this nawgation,oz ſaylyng. Paule perceyuynge 
that it was daungerous ſaylyng. not onely foz becauſe they coulde not kepe 
uche courle as they would haue kept, by reaſon of the wynde beyng ag aint 
them, but alſo becauſe they had ouer long abſteyned from meate , he adio 
niſhed and warned the mariners in thys wyſe : Spzs J perceyuc that this 
layling wil be daungerous , and full of damage and peryll , not onely of the 
burden that is in the ſhyppe and the ſhyppe it lelfe lykewyſe but of oute ly⸗ 
ues, wherfoze we wer better ceaſe from ſaylyng fozwarde. But the captayne 
gaue care to the mayſter of the ſhyp and to the Stetne man, rather then to 
Pauls ſayinges. And foꝛaſmuche as there was no conuentent hauen, where 
they might touche to lye at rode beynge wyntet ſeaſon , manye were of this 
mynde that yk they poſſiblye coulde , they woulde layle as farre as Phenice, 
whiche is an hauen of Candie hangynge into the ſea towardes the South⸗ 
weſt, and Nozthweſt wynde . In the meane tyme the South wynde blewe, 
and they ttuſtyng that they might obteme their purpoſe and that they night 
teche to Phenice, they leuſed from the ſca coaſte of Aſſon that is a cytie of 
Candie and ſhozed by the coaſtes of Candie. 


But not long after, there aroſe agaynlt thetr purpoſe, aflaw of wynde out of the 
Noztbeaſt. Ind whan the (yp was caught trouldnot reſiſt the winde, we let her go, 
and {be dꝛaue with the werher.1Sut we wer carried into an Vie which is named Claus 
da, aud had mucye wozke to cum by a bote, whiche they toke vp, and vied belpe, a made 


faſt the pp: fearyng, lcſt they ſhould tal into the Spzces. Aud lo theplet downe a veſ⸗ 


let, and wer carryed. 

But within a ſhoꝛte ſpace, there aroſe a ſodeyne and boyſtetous wynde 
whiche the ſhyppe men fearc moſte of all other wethers and they call it a 
whyzle wynde and a picrrie . And the ſame , becauſe it cummeth betwene 
the North and the caſte, is called the Northeaſt wpnde . Afterthys wynde 
had taken the ſhyppe and the ſhippe could not withſtande the tempeſt. we let 
her go at all aducntures whether locuet the wyndes and waues would cary 


vb. Ind whan we wer at the laſte bꝛought into a certayne Vlande whiche is 
on the ſouth ſyde of Candie named Clauda we had muche worke to get a 


boate wherby we mighte ſuccout our ſelucs, if any thynge chaunced other- 
wyſe then well. And whan at the laſt we had dꝛawen the boate vp into the 
ſhippe they vſed other policies to pꝛeſetue the ſhip , for leſt that ſhe chaunte 
to bꝛeakt by beatyng her ſelfe on the ſhalowes and flattes , they gyꝛded the 
ſhyppt about with ropes , they feared leſte the wynde ſhoulde dwue them in 


Fcarmngleſte to the Syꝛtes whiche wer certayn flattes and quicke ſandes not farre from

Paule Rode furthe in the middes of them, and ſaped: Ss, ye (houlde haue 
hcrkened to me, aud not haue leuſed from Candie, neithet to haue dzought vnto vs tis 
haunc andloTe: Ind now J ccyozte pou to be of good chere, Foz there (haibe no loſſt of 
any mines iy te emong pou, ſaue of the @yppe one ly. Foz there toode by me this vygbs 
the Junge!t of god, whoſe Jam, and whome I ſerue, ſaying: feare not Mau thou mulB 
de bzought betoꝛc Leſar: And ioe od hath geuen the al them tharſatle with rye: whers 
toꝛe Sp29 be ot good chete fox I beleue Bod, that it fhalbe cucn as it was told me, yous 


deit we muſk be cattt into a cettapue laude. 
But the tempeſte ſtyll contpnuynge, whan we had ben toſſed and water⸗ 
| beaten vetape daungicrouſiye , the nerte daye they wente to extreme (hyt- 
tes, koꝛ they vuloded the ſhyppe,and caſt all into the ſea fox to lyghten and 6 
lumwhat to cale the ſhippe . But whan the tempeſt ſtyll continued, the | 
thirde daye we caſt away oucr boꝛde with our owne handes , the tacklynge 
of the (hyp. Ind foꝛalmuche as neythet the Dunne, ne yet the ſtarres appe⸗ 
red fox the ſpace of many dapes, but the tempeſt ſtyll waged moꝛe and moꝛe, 
cucry man was in deſpay2c,and looked foꝛ none other but death. Ind moꝛe⸗ 
oucr by realon of this ttoublous ſayling.they had eaten no meate of a longe 
ſpace. Than Paule ſtandyng in the mpddle emonge theim layed : Spꝛs yz 
ould before haue folowed my councell , whan I gaue you warnong, that 
ye ſhould nt leuſe from the ſea coaſt of Candie. Foz yf ye had ſo doen, ye had 
eſcaped this daungiet and alſo thts loſſe of gooddes. But koꝛaſmuch as that 
now can not be vndoen againe that is paſt , begynne yet at the laſt to folow 
my counſell and to ware wyſe. Be of good chere, foꝛ not one of you ſhall pe- 
tyſhe. The ſhyppe onely ſhalbe loſte , This ts no deame that | ſpeake,but 
: the Jungell of god, whome J ſerne and wutſhyppe ſtoode by me this night, 
and ſayed: Paule be not afraved, thou ſhalt not peryſhe here,but thou muſt 
firſte appeate befoze Ceſar , and not onely thou ſhalt eſcape ſafe , but God 
hath hearde thy pꝛavers and gyuen vnto the al theſe, that are in ſhippe with 
the: wherefore J ſay , be of good chere. Fo: I doubt not but that it ſhal cum 
to paſſe,that God hath pꝛomyſed by his Jungell, And yf ye wyll knowe, 
how we ſhall eſcape ſafe with our lyues J wyll tell vou: we ſhalbe caſte vp 
into a certayne E lande, and there ſhall we be ſaued but not without ſhyp⸗ 
wꝛecke.

And ſo whan the fourtenth nyght was cum well on, and we were ſay« 
lyng inthe ſea, whiche is called Adꝛiaticum the mariners lookyng furth a⸗ 
boute myddenyghe.ſuppoſed that they ſawe lande. Ind beeyng mynded to 
p2oue, whether that they might ſafely arryue thyther , they let downe a lyne 
with a plumet, whiche the ſhypmen calle in the greeke tounge Polis, becauſe 
it ts caſte downe into the water to ſounde : and they founde that it was 
twentye kadoms depe, than ſapled we a litell further, and they let downe a⸗

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agayne the plummet ⁊ ſounded, and fotide that it was fyftene fadoms. Ind 
whan they perceyued,that it wered ſhalower and ſhalower , fearyng leſt they 
ſhoulde hytte vpon ſharpe rockye places , they caſt fower ankers oute of the 
ſterne,and wyſhed koꝛ daye that they myght certaynly perceyue , what coun- 
trcy it was, that appeted.

they firſt thought to ſaue them ſclues , and fdz that cauſe they let downe a 
boate into the ſea , feynynge and ſemblyng they went not about to conueygh 
them ſelues awaye,but pꝛetending that they woulde lette downe the ancres 
out of the fozeparte of the ſhyppe, becauſe the tempeſt was great. But Paule 
petceyuyng what they cntended, and knowyng that the maryncrs could not 
be miſſed, but muſt nedes helpe to ſauc the reſt that wer in the ſhippe, warned 
the vnder captayne,ſayinge:Ercepte theſe men abyde in the ſhyppe pe can 
not be ſaued. Wha the ſouldters heard this woꝛde they out with their ſwer- 
des and cutte the ropes, that the boate hong by, and let it fall into the ſea. 

C And whan the daye began to appere, Paule beſought them all to take meate, ſaying: 
tits is the fowertenth day, that pe daue tatped s continued faſting, receyuing nothing 
at all, Wherfoze, N pzaye pou ro take meate: Foz this(no doubte)is for your belth:toz 
there wall not an care fail fromthe head of any of pou. Aud whan be bad thus ſpoke, 
he tooke bieade # gaue thankes toGodin preſence of theim all : 4 whan be bad diezen 
it, he begon to cate. Than wer they all of good chere, and they alſo tooke meate, We 
wer all together in the (byp,two hundzed, thze ſcoze and ſyxtene (oules, Ind when they 
bad caten pnough,tbep lygyrened the (hyp, and caſte out the wheate into the lea, 

But whan the yyght by lytill and lytill vanyChed away, and day began 
to bzeake,Paule exhozted them all to tate ſum meate , and ſayed : It is now 
fowertene dayes lence pe eate any thing and ye are tyll faſtpng , wherefoze 
J would counſcll you to take ſum ſuſtenaunce: foz it is foz your health ſo to 
dooc , leſte that whan ye haue cſcaped this tempeſt , ye bee in daungter fox 
lacke of foode. Foz ye muſt not thynke tn your mpnde , what _ we nede 
to eate.ſecyng that we ſhalſtretght wapes dye: Foz this will J pzomiſe you, 
that not ſomuche as an hcer of any of your heades ſhall pertſhe, W haͤ Paule 
had thus ſayd, he toke bicade in this handes, 4 gaue thankes to god in ſight 
of theim all, and whan he had broken it, after the enſainple of Jcſus the 
lozde, than began he to cate . Ind the others beyng than ſumwhat reuyued, 
and encouraged. pattely by Paulcs exhoztacyon and pattely by his enſam⸗ 
ple, began allo to cate. We wer in noumber in the ſhip,two hundꝛed thꝛeſcoꝛe 


and lyxtene. Whã they had takt ſuſteynaunte, they caſed the ſhyppe that ſhe 


might appꝛoche nete vnto land a they caſt out a great quititve of wheate, 
which they had bꝛought out of Egypt towardes Italie. Foz Egipt had ben 
of lõg cõtinuaũce. a ſure ſtoꝛet a furnyſher of Rome,. W wheat x other grain 


( When ic was daye, they Rut we not the lande, but they ſpyed a cett aint hauen with a 


bancke into the wyicbe they wer myuded (yt it were poſſible )to thruſt in the yp. and 
when they had taken vp the ankers, they comitred themſciues vnto rhe ſca, and leuced 
the rudder bondes, and hoyſed vp the mapne ſaple to the wpade,and d2ue to the lande. 
And whan they chaunced on a place, which bad the ſca on both lydes. they thruſt en the 
\byp. And thc foze part ſtut ke faſte and moucd not, but the hynder parte bzaks wich rye 
violence of waucs. 

After that it was daye they ſawe lande, but they knewe not what coun- 
trey it was. But they petceyued that it had a cettayne crecke, by reaſon that 
the banke ſtretched futthe on bothe ſydes, into whiche ctecke they purpoſed, 
yk they poſſybly inight to dzyuc the ſi ip. And ſo they teke bp the ankers and 


cõmitted themlelues to the ſca, and leuled with all the toyntes of $ ſterne and 
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the rudder, to the intent that they myght ve them alſo at theyz pleaſure and 
taſe, to guyde and to turne the ſhippe whither they thought beſt. Then they 
ſct vp þ laile,x than they turned alſo the croſſe piece, wheron þ ſaile hangeth, 
to the wynde and hauyng the wynde with them haſtened towarde the ſHoꝛe. 
But wh they could not get into creeke as they had putpol ed but by vio- 
lence of the wyndes were duuen into a place that hong a great wap into the 
lea, there they pytched in the ſhip. And the foꝛe parte of the ſhippe beyng fa- 
ſtened in the grounde whiche was there ſhalow ſtoode ſtiſte and the hynder 
parte leuſed aſonder by violence of the waues. And than was there none o⸗

ſoone as Paul perceyued the viper ſtynge him, he caſte het of into the kyet 
had no hutte at all. But the people that looked on him ſuppoſed it woulde- 
cuin to paſſe that the poyſon would get though the vaines and that his bo 
dye woulde ſtrayght waye burne and ſwelle oꝛ that he woulde ſodaynly fall 
downe dead the ſtrength of the poyſon percyng fourthwith to the heatte. 
And whan they had marked a greate while to ſce what woulde become of 
Paule, and ſawe that he had no hutte by the ſtyngynge of the viper , wpth 
lyke poop they ektlones chaunged their myndes.and ſayd that he wag 
a god. Foꝛ the in')abitours of Melite had not yet heard the fame of Jcſug, 
whiche gaue this to al them that pꝛokeſſed his name that no ſtrength of pop⸗ 
ſon, wer itneucr ſo extreme oꝛ deadly, myght hurte them. 

C Jntheſamequarters wer landes of the chickmanot rhe Vir ( whoſe name was 
Publius)wihicac receyucd vs. + lodged vs thie dapes courtrouſly. 4nd it toztuned that 
the father ofthis Pudltus, lape ſpcke of a fpucr, and abloudycfiice. To whom paul 
tutte d in and prayco, and layed his handes on him heated hin. $0, whan thts was 
doen, others alſo whicye had diſcaſes in the Vie,came # wer healed: which allo did vs 
great honour. And whan we departed, they laded vs wache ryinges as wer ncccarps 

And nete beſides the ſhoze where we attyued lay a loꝛdſhip belongynge 
to the chief man of the Ple,named Publius, who tectiued vs into his houte, 
and fo: the ſpace of thiee dayes,cntertayned vs veray gentilly. The ſame 
tune Publius father was ſicke of an agewe, and ofa blouddie flire lo ſore, 
that he kepte his bedde. This Paul hauing tn minde the commaundeinente 
of his mayſtcr, came in to the dyſeaſed pcrion , and whan hehad made hys 
payers to God he laved hys handes on hum and healed hun. Whiche thyng 
afccr it was bꝛuted abꝛod oucr al the land othets likewyſc Þ wer ſicke came 
vnto Paul and wer healed. Wherfoze they, as long as we continued there, 
ſhewed vs muche gentilnes,and whan we made ready out ſclues to bpcparte, 
they brought into our ſhippe al manet of neceſſarics. . 


C After thꝛe monethes, we departed in a ſbipof Alcrand21(a, whiche had wintred in the 
ple, whole badge was Caſtoꝛ # Pollur. And wbi wwe came to Spracuſa, we taried there 
thzce dayes. And ttꝭ thence we tette a coumpate + came touuhegium. And one dap aticr, 
the ſowth winde blew, a we came 5 next day to Þutcolt:where we found brerh2en, and 
Ger deſired to tary with them ſeu dayes, s ſo came we to Rome. And tri thence, whan 
the dꝛethꝛen heardofvs,they tame to mete vs at Appit fozum , # at the thrice tauetnes. 


Wok Paule ſaw the, he thanked God, and wered bolde . And whan we came to Rome. 


the vnder captayne ocliuered the pꝛyctonets to g̊ chiete caprayne ot the hoſt:but ÞPaulc 
was ſuffred to dwell by hymſelfe with a ſouldicr that kept bym. 


Ind ſo whan we had continued thꝛee monethes in the Plande we got an 
other ſhip of Alexrandua.that alkthe wynter had harboured in Melite. The 
banet of it had paynted on it Caſtoꝛ and Pollux foꝛ theyz badge:whonfthe - 
Gtecians dooe call bioſcuros, and ſuppoſe that they pꝛoſpet thoſe that ſaple 
on the ſea whan they appere ſitfing tuinctelve together the one by the other 
on the croſſe piece whetunto the ſaple is faſtened . Whan we had entred in 
to the ſhippe we leuled frome Melite . And after that we attyued at Spa: 
cuſa, a citie of Sicilie hards vpon the lea, we tatptd there thee dapes. 1

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Than lcuſed we from Sy2acuſa,and ſhozing about by the coaſtes of Sict- 
lie, we came to Khegtum a citie in the bozders of Italy, ſituate and lyinge 
within the territozy, that belongeth tothe Brutians . From thence is but a 
ſinalle tourney to Oicilie. oꝛ on that ſyde both Sicilie and Italy ſumtyme 


toyned together, vntill ſuche time that the violence of the ſea diuided the one 


countrey from the othet, bꝛeakynge in betwyrte theym no moze but a myſe 
and an halte foꝛ whiche cauſe theGrecians called it Rhegium. From thence 
a daye after,it chaunced vs to haue a good wynde , that is to ſaye a ſowth- 

wyndc,and ſo we ſayled to a toune called Puteolt « Whete we mette wyth 
chꝛiſten men. which deſired vs to tary there with them foz a certayne ſpace. 

W hertoꝛe we ſatistied their requeſt and temayned there ſeuen dayes and 

thence we went ſtteight to Rome. And foꝛ as muche as the bꝛethꝛen that wer 

at Rome had hearde that we wer com mynge thyther foꝛ the name of Paule 

was very wel knowen emong all the chuſten men that wer than at Rome by 

reaſon that he had witten afoze that tyme an epiſtle vnto them)certaine of 

them came kooꝛth of the citie to a place that is there called Apps! forum and to 

a ccrtayne place called the thzce tauetnes to meete vs. Ind whan Paule 

ſawe them he was muche coumforted, perceyuyng that thete alſo were ſum, 

that hertely fauoured the goſpell:and geuing god thankes he tooke a bolde 

hette with him and hoped well. Ind whan we were cum to Rome the vnder 

caytaine deliueted the others that were in bondes, vnto the chycfe captayne 
of the army there. But Paul had libertte to abide and remapne at his libet⸗ 

tie ſauyng onely that he had one louldict to kepe him. 


C Ind attet thzee dayes. Paule called the chief of the Jewes together. And whan they 
wer cum,ye layde vaco the; agen # diethzen, though J baue cömitted notying agapnlt 
tut pcopico: lawes of Þ Elders: pet was J deliuered p:ieſuncr frd Jeruſalem, into the 
bioes of Þ tomapnes. Which whi they had examined me, would yauc let me goo, be: 
cauſe there was no cauſe of death in me. But whi the Jewes ſpake cStrarp, I was c6- 
ſtrayned to appeale vato Ceſat:not becauſe I haut ought to accuſe my people of-Foz 
this cauſe haue J called fo you, cuen to (ce pou, # to ſpeaks with pou:betcauſc that toz 
the bope of Iſracl, am bounde with this cheyue. 


And fo: aſmuche as he was bꝛoughte to Rome in bandes with others, left 
any of Þ Jewes ſhould ſuppoſe that he was thus ſerued foꝛ ſum treſpace at᷑⸗ 
tet the thyꝛde day he called together al the heaoes of the Jewes that were a⸗ 
byding at Rome,andſpake vnto theym in this wyſe . Bzethzen(ſayerh he) 
whetas I haue commytted nothing agaynſt my countreymen,ozels agairſt 
the tradictcns of our fozetathers,being caſt in bandes at Hietuſalem J was 
deliucred in to the handes of the Romapnes, who brought me in to Ceſatea 
befoze the pꝛeſident Felix and afterwardes befoze Feſtus. Which after they 
had examined my matter, woulde haue quit me,fo2 aſmuche as.cuen as they 
them lelues graunted,they founde nothing in me woꝛthy deathe.But whan 
the Jewes malictoufly renounced and cried againſt me, J was compelled to 
apptle to Ceſat:not becauſe that J am offended with my countreye men fox 
this matter,oz that I intende in lyke maner to accuſe them of any thing be⸗ 
toꝛe Ceſat and ſo to increaſe the hatred that he beateth againſte them but to 
defend myne owne innocencie. Foz I wyſhe well to all men that with a pure 
hett wozſhyp god accoꝛding to the lawe of my countrey. Ind fox this cauſe, 
berpng luch good affection and zcle towardes pou,and pet o* reaſon of theſe 
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bandes being in ſuche caſe that J might not cum vnto you to bilite you, J 
willed you to be ſent foꝛ that with the ſight of you and commumcacion with 
al. J might beſumwhat the moꝛe comfozted.And why doo the Iltaclites ſo 


earncſtly woꝛſhippe god deſpyſyng the Jdolles of the Gentiles but becauſe 

they truſt at the finall reſurrection to be rewarded foꝛ they: good dedes - 

And foꝛ this hope, whiche al my coũtteymen as well as J.arc in, am J now 

— bounde as ye lee in cheynes. And other fault can not they laye vnto my 
arge. 

C And they ſayde vnfo hym: we ney ther teteyued letters out ot Itwiy pertapnynge 
vnto tte, neyther any of the dꝛethꝛen that came, ſdewed oꝛ ſpake any harmc of the . But 
we wyl beate ot the what thou thyncke dd. Foꝛ as concernpug this tcct, we unowepeuc⸗ 
ry wher it is ſpont᷑ againſt. Aud when they had appoynted bim a dap, there came many 
to him in his lodgyng. To wh he ecpounded # teſtified the kingdom of god, + preached 
vuro tyFof Jeſus: both out of the law of Moiſes, # out of i pzopyctes,cut fr6mozning 
to night. and ſum belcued the thynges whiche were ſpoken, and lum belcuco not. 

Unto this the chick of p Jewes anſwered in this wiſt: Whete as thou put⸗ 
geſt thy ſelf vnto vs as though ſum ma had accuſed p be Þ aſſuted Þ no ma 
hath ſo much as wutten a letter vnto vs fro Jewi.concerning any hurt don 
of thy patte neythet hath any man cum fr6 thence hither + ſpoken any hurte 
of the. Pet at we deſirous to heare thy mpnd,cue of thin own mouth. Foz as 
cõcetning this new ſect of Jelus of Nazareth which aroſe to lite agayne al- 
(ured we ar Þ euety mi coſtatitly crieth out agaiſt it as a vainc thing. Tho: 
ſhalt therfoze do vs a good pleaſure it Þ enſttuct vs ccrtainli what thy mind 

is therin. Which thing wha Paul had anſwcred he would gladly do vpo x 

the day appointed, the Jcwes reſozted vnto him agame in his ynne where he 
taryed, mo then had cummen vnto hym befoze,vnto whom he crpoiinded the 
doctrine of the goſpell, witneſſyng that the kyngdome of god was than cum, 
and that Meſſias ought no longer to be loked for, foraſnuche as Icſus of 
Nazarcth was he: and that hc pꝛoued by the fygures of Moyics lawe and 
the foꝛſayinges of the pꝛophetes cuydently exprcſſyng, that whatſocuct was 
ſhadowed in the lawe , and ſpoken of befoze by Moyſes and the p2 ophetes, 

was playnly and wholy fulfylicd in Feſus of Nazarcth . Whan Paulc had 
bery largely ſpoken of theſe matters from moznyng vntyl cucnyng, ſum ot 
the Jcwes beleued the wooꝛdes of Paule ſum beleued not. 


¶ and whan they agreed not emong them (clues, they departed, after that Paule had 
ſpoken one wo02de:; well ſpane the holy ghoit by Eſat thep2oplicte vnto oure fathers, 
ſaping: Boo vnto this people, and ſapc: with poure cares ſhall you heare, and (hall not 


-bntxerande:and with your cycs ſbal pe ſee, and not pereciue. Foz the herte of this pco⸗ 


ple is wered groſſe, and with their cares hauc they had no luſt to heate, ant᷑ theit cyes. 
haue they cloſcd, leu the ſwoulde (ce with their eyes, and beate with rheir cares , and 
vnderſt ande with thete bertes, aud woul de be conuctted, and J ſweulde healc them. 
Bee it kno wen therfoze vnto pou, that this ſaluacion ot God is ſent to the Gentyles, 
and they ſhal beste it And whan he ſayd rheſe wordes, the Jewes depatted from bim, 
and had great diſputacions cmong them ſclucs. And Paule dwelttwoyctes tultinbis 
lodgyng, and recepucd all that came in vuto him. Pieaching the kyngdom of God, and 
teaching thoſe thynges whiche concerne the lozde Jeſus with all confidence; uo mag 
fozbpbdyng bym: 4 


Ind whan they wer at vatiaunte emong themſelues they began to de⸗ 
parte after Paule had once added vnto hys long ſermon a wooꝛde 02 two 
wherin he rep2oued their hardeneſſe of belefe, whiche could not fynde in their 
hertes to beleue ſo manyfeſt teſtimonies of the lawe and pꝛophetes beeyng 
playnely fulfylled in Jeſus + The holy ghoſt, ſayde he, hath well prophecys 
ed ok you 
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ed of you by the pꝛophet Eſat ſpeakyng bnto our koꝛekathers, whole ſtub⸗ 
berne myſbeleke you reſemble. Go ſayde he vnto this people, and ſaye vnto 
them: With cares ye ſhall heare, and not vnderſtande : and with eyes ſhall 
ye lee, and not perceyue. foꝛ the hert of this people is wered groſſe, and they 
haue had with their cares no luſte to heare , and their eyes haue they cloſed, 
leſt they ſhoulde ſee and here with theit earcs,and perceyue with theit herte, 
and ſhoulde be conuetted, that J might heale them. Whetekoꝛe be you wel 
aſſured, that this health whiche is offered vnto you of god by Jeſus, ſhall 
bee caryed vnto the Gentiles, fox aſinuche as you doo retecte it. Fo he retecs 
teth it, that beleucth it not, neythet is any man apte to receyue this fauoure, 
that beleucth not the goſpell . Unto you firſt is the gyfte of god declared. 
Foꝛ ſo the loꝛde commaunded: And ye ought chiefly to haue beleued , whyche 
pꝛokeſſed the law and the pzophetes , but ye kepe your eyes cloſed , and ſhut 
vp agaynſt all theſe thynges, youre cares ſtopped, and a hett hardened, ſtill 
gayneſaying the euident light of the truth of the goſpell. But the Gentiles, 
winche neithet knowe God noꝛ haue the lawe oꝛ pꝛophetes ſhal tourne from 
their wourſhippyng of the idols, and through faythe ſhall obtapne this 
fauoure of god, whiche ye refuſe, beeing freely pꝛoketed vnto vou. Whan 
Paule had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes the Lewes departed from hym,beyng 
at great diſputacion emong themſelues . Ind ſo continued he by the 
ſpace of two peres in the houſe that he had hyꝛed tentilly receruing al 
men that came to him, whether they wer Jewes oꝛ vncircumciſed, 
pꝛeaching vnto them the kyngdom of god x teaching with all 
boldenes the doctrine of the golpecll,no man fozbyddyng oz 
lettyng hym , allegyng p2ophccies, whiche were manye 
yearcs (ence ſpoken of Jclus : conferrynge his de⸗ 
des, woozdes and pzompyles therunto, 
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
